‘Av E shall search the Scriptures in vain 
to find a portion better fitted for 
meditation at the beginning of a New Year 
than the chapter in John’s Gospel which 
records the sublime intercessory prayer of 
our gracious Redeemer, uttered in view of 
the near accomplishment of His Divine 
Mission, that all His believing people, to 
the end of time, might be united, in and 
through Him, to one another, All the 
more should it come home to every one of 
us for the reason given—‘‘ That the world 
may believe that Thou hast sent Me.” 
The same idea is emphasized with equal 
force in another connection, where it is 
said, “ By this-shall all men know that ye 
are My disciples, if ye have love one to 
That the early Christians rightly 
interpreted the significance of this argu- 
ment is attested by Paul when he declares 
that “ Nothing shall be able to separate us 
from the love of God which is in Christ 
Jesus our Lord.” Were all professing 
Christians to realize that unbelievers every- 
where are still jooking to them for evidence 
of the sincerity of their love to Christ and 
to one another, such as the Saviour himself 
prayed that they might exhibit, scepticism 
and infidelity and heathenism would soon 
come to an end ; for it does not admit of a 


doubt that the divisions of the Christian 
Church—many of them founded on prin- 
ciples and prejudices of little or no real 
importance—have done, and are doing, more 
to retard the evangelization of the world 
than almost anything else. 


Yet, it is pleasing to notice that the 
tendency of the times we live in is to 
ininimize these differences and to attach 
increasing importance to the essential truths 
which Christendom holds in common. This 
is seen in those Conferences and Councils 
which, especially during the last quarter 
of a century, have brought Christians of 
different denominations together and have 
made them look each other in the face 
while they consulted in regard to the 
extension of their common faith. Not only 
has there been thus revealed an earnest 
longing for more of that unity of spirit 
which is the true symbol and bond of 
Christian fellowship, but in many quarters 
there is a desire for the visible and corpo- 
rate union of churches that acknowledge 
““One Lord, one faith, one baptism.” In 
our own country, more particularly, Episco- 
palians and Methodists, Congregationalists 
and Presbyterians, are beginning seriously 
to ask what it is that keeps them apart. 
Of course there are difficulties in the way 
of organic union as there are in the way 
of attaining anything else that is worth 


a 
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having; but it has not yet been demon- 
strated that they are insuperable. It is 
surprising how small a concession will 
suffice sometimes to effect a reconciliation 
when the negotiating parties are in earnest. 
Calvinism and Arminianism are not deemed 
So antagonistic now as they once were. Hven 
the “‘ Historic Episcopate ” might, in course 
of tii:>, so accommodate itself to new 
circumstances as that it would no longer 
bar the way to closer relationships. 

Though we may not live to see the uni- 
fication of the Church of Christ in Canada, 
we can all do something towards its accom- 
plishment. We can abstain from every- 
thing that would unnecessarily wound the 
feelings of those who belong to other 
churches than our own. We can extend to 
them the same liberty of conscience that we 
claira for ourselves. We can show a willing- 
ness to co-operate with them when the fitting 
opportunity offers. We can wait patiently. 

In the meantime, intercourse, fraternal 
and delightful, showing real communion of 
heart and of interest, is increasing between 
the different branches of the Presbyterian 
family. The British Churches from time 
to time send to the Colonial Churches with 
kindly greetings some of their foremost 
men. Dr. Rainy, Dr. Macgregor, Dr. 
Marshall Lang, and other eminent Scotch- 
men have visited the Australian and New 
Zealand churches. The coming and going 
over the Atlantic is now a familiar in- 
cident, but it is none the less profitable. 
We have much in common—a common 
ancestry, a common system of doctrine, a 
common polity, common aims and common 
methods. Let us be ‘‘ kindly affectioned one 
toward another”—Tnat THE WORLD MAY 
BELIEVE. | 


Evom the Land of the Pharaohs. 
By Rev. Joun JENKINS, D.D., LL.D. 


AIN would we have prolonged our visit 

in order that we might explore the 
mysteries of Cheops, and have another look 
at the Colossal Sphinx, whose wierd, vacant 
stare still seems to haunt us, but sight-seeing 
at Cairo had to be given up to nursing! 
After the first day, that is. As soon as my 
young invalid was strong enough to travel, 


we were ordered off to the sea-side (Alex- 
andria). I did manage to spend an hour 
in the private museum of Dr. Grant (Grant 
Bey), the physician, whom I had called in. 
He is an Aberdonian, a successful practi- 
tioner, and no mean Ezyptologist. He has 
succeeded in getting together a most inter- 
esting and vaiuable collection of antiquities, 
chiefly, but not wholly, Egyptian. Among

other curios was produced, with evident 
pride and satisfaction, the seal of the father 
of Isaiah, appended to which was the writ- 
ten opinion of the Oxford Professor Dr. 
Sayce that it is what it was professed to be, 
the veritable signet of Amoz. Since my 
return, I have learned that my friend and 
neighbour Dr. Wright, of the Bible Society, 
the weil-known Arabic scholar, has in his 
possession, the seal of one of the Scribes of 
King Solomon! After this, one need not 
despair of finding, in his wanderings to and 
fro in the earth, the seal of Moses, or even 
of Abraham! At the Pyramids the Bedo- 
uins offered for sale some ancient (7) Greek 
and Roman coins, most of them recently 
manufactured in Birmingham! Now and 
then they would submit a real antique, but 
nothing of true value, though the prices 
demanded were exhorbitant, | 
Deeply did [ regret, and do still, that the 
foregoing untoward circumstances prevented 
my lingering in Cairo ; chiefly, that I could 
not give a day or two, as I purposed, to the 
great Bulak museum, that unrivalled collec- 
tion of monuments and relics of Egyptian

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history and life, many of them dating back 
fifty-five hundred years! For the couple of 
hours during which I might possibly have 
left my sick charge in other hands, the 
Museum was closed. I learned, too, from 
Dr. Grant, that during September, the 
authorities were superintending the removal 
of an important portion of the collection, to 
one of the numerous palaces of the city, 
and that, therefore, the Museum was not in 
a condition to be visited with either com- 
fort or profit. Cairo is a city of 400,000 
inhabitants. Jews, Arabs, Negroes, Turks, 
Syrians, Greeks, Armenians, Italians, French, 
Germans and English are congregated in 
this African metropolis. A strange medley ! 
and as interesting as strange, for half the 
world seems to be represented in the crowds 
that fill the thoroughfares. The bright and 
varied costumes that meet the eye, the Babel 
of tongues that:fall upon the ear, the veiled 
women, the beasts of burden—camels, mules 
asses—that traverse the streets, the equip- 
ages sO numerous and multiform,.and so 
rapid many of them in their progress ; a]l com- 
bine to make Cairo one of the most lively, 
picturesque, and attractive of cities. The 
dragoman who conducted us to the Pyra- 
mids, 1t may be of interest to add, was once 


in the employ of General Gordon. 


On the Saturday afternoon we started 
from Cairo in an express train for Alexan- 
dria which was reached in a little over four 
hours. The country through which we 
passed is luxuriantly fertile, giving evidence 
of both plenty and wealth. Our train was 
well equipped, the rails. and road in good 
order, the speed averaging thirty miles 
an hour. About forty or fifty miles from 


Cairo we passed through Tanta, a handsome 


city, with a population of 60,000. The 
public buildings, as seen from the station, 
are numerous, some of them even imposing. 


The Mosque is a specially attractive struc- 
_ ture and is dedicated to the Veyyid el-Beda- 


wi, the most popular of Egyptian saints and 
the most frequently invoked. We arrived 


at the Alexandria station a little before

eight, and soon found our way to the Hotel 
Abbat. The waiter in charge of our rooms 
was a Waldensian Christian. He produced 


his certificate of membership, and gave the 
names of several pastors who knew him. 


Some of them had furnished him with tes- 
It was a pleasant 


surprise to find oneself in contact with such 
a man-where all other servants were either 
Greeks or Arabs. After a night’s grateful 
rest, for we were both weary, we opened 
our eyes to the light of a glorious Sabbath 
morning. At half past ten I found my way 
to the mission chapel of the Church of 
Scotland. On my arrival I found an Ame- 
rican missionary, in the act of dismissing, 
an Arabic congregation of from twenty to 
thirty. The missionary and his people are 
allowed the use of the chapel for an early 
Sunday morning service. By eleven o’clock 
in the commodious and well-appointed hall, 
forty or fifty Scotch or English people 
were assembled, and the Rev. Mr. Kean, 
Scottish chaplain, commenced the service. 
The Scottish Hymnal ” recalled old-time 
sacred memories. ‘Thé devotional exercises 
were well and reverently conducted, and 
the sermon was thoughtful profitable and 
not ‘hard to be understood.” One felt that 
the minister knew what he was about. I 
had a brief conversation with him at the 
close of the service, and a longer and most 
interesting one on the following day. Mr. 
Kean is a Scottish pastor, a Jewish mission- 
ary and a Seamen’s missionary all in one. 
The English pastoral portion of his work 
is nearly self-supporting, the other portions 
are supplemented by funds from the Church 
of Scotland. Mr. Kean is clearly the right 
man in the right place—an earnest hard- 
working successful missionary and minister. 

Monday was spent in mildly ‘ doing” 
the city ; a drive through its older, and cer- 
tainly more picturesque, portions to Pompey’s 
pillar being our principal work for the day. 
The accurately ascertained (perhaps ? ) 
site of the great Museum and Library, 
and that of the temple of Serapis, were 
visited, while the mind revelled in thoughts 
of the learning, the philosophy, the Christ- 
ianity which had centred in this spot, and 
of the conflicts ecclesiastical and theological 
which marked the early centuries of our 
era. Tho portions of the city which have 
been rebuilt since the bombardment, streets, 
squares, and public institutions and offices, 
are substantial and most of them very hand- 
some, reminding one somewhat of Paris. 
On Tuesday we took the Messageries steamer 
for Marseilles which we reached in four 
days and a half, a smooth bright passage 
across the Mediterranean. On this steamer 
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were sailing, among other pleasant people 
with whom I became acquainted, a Mr. 
Bourne, British Consul at Tamsui, and his 
charming wife. Of course our conversation 
turned on Dr. Mackay and his Formosan 
mission. I wish you could have lstened 
to the terms of approval in which the Con- 
sul spoke of our great Missionary’s work in 
that Isle of beauty. He fully a Tain the 
Doctor’s methods, and testified to their 
success. Such a testimony, from oon a 
source is more than gratifying, it is emi- 
nently satisfactory and assuring. JI am 
glad to be the medium of conveying to the 
many thousand members of our Church 
who read the Rrcorp, the opinion of so im- 
portant and trustworthy a witness.

Missionary Cabinet. 
Rey. Narayan SHEsHADRI, D.D,, IND1a. 


HIS well-known missionary, having 
twice visited Canada, many of our 
readers have seen him, and to them, as well 
as to others who have only heard of him, 
the following brief sketch of his life and 
labours cannot fail to be interesting. 

Dr. Sheshadri was born in the village of 
Sayale, in the Kingdom of Hyderabad, 
some 250 miles east from Bombay. He is 
now about sixty-six years of age. He was 
a Mahratta Brahman of the highest caste, 
and from childhood was sedulously in- 
structed in the mysteries of his caste, 
When a lad, along with other native 
youths, he was sent to Bombay for the 
purpose of acquiring a liberal education at 
the Church of Scotland Institution, over 
which the late Dr. John Wilson (afterwards 
of the Free Church College and Institution 
in that city) presided for many years with 
distinguished ability. Among the teachers 
there at that time were the Revs. Robert 
Nesbit and J. Murray Mitchell, to whom 
Sheshadri was largely indebted for the 
views which led him ultimately to discard 
Brahminism and to embrace Christianity. 
About that time intense excitement had 
been created in Bombay owing to the 
baptism of three Parsee students in Dr, 


ee 


Wilson’s College. The ‘ case” was tried 
in the civil courts, and was at length deci- | 
ded in favour of the defendants and liberty 
of conscience. Naryan had no intention 
when he entered college of giving up 
Brahminism, Like other young men in 
India, he wanted to get on in the world, 
and a good education would help him to 
do so. Many of his countrymen have taken 
advantage of the Christian institutions at 
Bombay, Calcutta, Madras, and elsewhere 
for the same reason, whiie only a very 
small percentage of them embraced Christi- 
anity. But it was no fault of the institu- 
tions, The pupils had every opportunity 
of becoming acquainted with the truths of 
religion. The result of a philosophical 
training in Narayan’s case was that the 
absurdities of Brahminism were thoroughly 
eradicated from his mind. But it was one 
thing to be emptied of that, and quite an- 
other thing to become a Christian. Many 
of the youth of India have gone through 
the first stage without finding anything to 
fill the void. For some time Sheshadri 
had no religion. He had read the Bible. 
At length he began to study it. He be- 
came interested first in the prophecies 
respecting Christ; then in the life of 
Christ ; until, step by step, he came to 
understand and accept the great truth, that 
‘God so loved the world as to give His 
only begotten Son, that whosoever believeth 
in Him, should not perish, but have ever- 
lasting life,’ He finally decided for 
Christianity, notwithstanding the cost, for 
he had to give up father and mother, three 
brothers and five sisters. The 13th of 
September, 1843, was a day of rejoicing in 
the college. It was then he was baptized. 
In September, 1851, he was licensed to 
preach the Gospel, and in October, 1854, 
he was ordained as a missionary of the 
Free Church of Scotland, and was employed 
for some years afterwards as missionary 
teacher in the College at Bombay, and as 
an evangelist in the streets of that eity and 
in its neighbourhood. 

In 1862, Mr. Sheshadri commenced a 
mission at Indapore, 84 miles S.E. of 
Poona. At that time there was not a 
single Christian in the town, or near it, but 
he ‘went on teaching and preaching in the 
streets to high and low, and in a short time 
signs of enlightenment began to show them- 


~~ 
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selves; and from that time Indapore has 
been an important centre of Christian in- 
fluence. 
Murray Mitchell, he was induced to visit 
Jaulna, 250 miles N.E. from Bombay. It 
is with this place that Dr. Sheshadri’s name 
is most generally connected, for here he 


established a mission upon an entirely novel. 


plan. Having secured a grant of 800 acres 
of land from the Nizam of Hyderabad, free 
of rent for 25 years, he proceeded to found 
a Christian village in the neighbourhood of 
Jaulna, to which he gave the name of 
“‘ Bethel.” Here he succeeded in building 
a good stone church, a manse, two school- 
houses, a market place, an industrial shed, 
an inn for travellers, and a number of snug 


cottages, with gardens, and roads bordered 


- with ¢rees. 


baptized members 


From Bethel, as a centre, the 
Gospel has spread among the villages to the 
south, forty in number, until now there 
are between fifteen and sixteen hundred 
connected with the 
mission. Preaching tours of 100 miles in 
length are undertaken by native assistants 
at stated seasons, and groups of villages are 
systematically visited by missionaries and 
Bible-women. In 1882, as many as 905 
villages were thus visited. Dr. Sherring in 
his History of Protestant Missions in India 
speaks of the Jaulna Mission as ‘‘a great 
success.” Rey. Robert Hunter, who writes 
the ‘‘ History of the Missions of the Free 
Church of Scotland in India,” says that 
‘“‘ Narayan Sheshadri has proved himself to 


be one of the most valuable converts ever 


given to an Indian Mission.” He certainly 


is a man of rare intelligence and an accom-

HINDUISM. 

Dr. Evtinwoop describes Hinduism as a 
profound sleep—the master-piece of human 
error. It is impossible, he says, to exagerate 
the inexorable limitations and disabilities 
which the caste systems puts upon all classes 
of society. The oppression of woman, which 
is a result of caste, also falls most heavily 
upon the higher classes. The supposed 
degradation of being married into a lower 
caste—after the only alternative of not being 
married at all—has been the chief occasion 
of that scourge of infanticide which, in some 
provinces of Idia, has not suffered one high- 
caste female child to live. Hinduism recog- 
nizes the existence of a soul ; but it is only 
a temporary emanation, like the moon’s 
reflection in the water. Its supreme destiny 
is to be lost, as a drop in the ocean. While 
Christianity looks for the solution of life’s 
mysteries to the blessed light of the life to 
come, Hinduism findsit in the now hopeless 
issues of a life that is past. One is a reli- 
gion of hope, the other a religion of despair. 
Christianity has raised woman to respect 
and honour; Hinduism has brought her 
down to even lower depths of degradation, 
and has made her life a burden and a curse, 
Christianity breaks down all barriers which 
devide and alienate mankind, Hinduism 
has raised the most inexorable social tyranny 
ever inflicted cn the human race. Making 
due allowance for the resistance of hoary 
customs, the dead lock of caste, the proud 
consciousness of the Hindus that their old 
faith has survived so many attempts of rival 
systems, yet it is already apparent that in 
Christianity Hinduism has encountered a 
very different force. Even the native 
sentiment of India is now greatly changed, 
and the general morality of the better classes 
is being raised above the teachings of their 
religion. Child marriage is coming into 
disrepute, and caste, though not destroyed, 
is crippled. Hinduism will not fall by 
sheer descent ; but its catastrophe may not 
be less certain or less disastrous, and the 
silent influences which are preparing for it 
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Sousehold Words.

A WONDERFUL PRAYER. 


~ “Tnto thine hand I commit my spirit; thou 
hast redeemed me, O Lord God of truth.” 
Psalm xxxi. 5. 

_ These words were in part repeated by our 
Lord in his expiring agony, and by Stephen 
in the supreme moment of his martyrdom. 

‘ “ Pather, into thy hands I commend my 
spirit,” is the prayer of Christ; “Lord Jesus, 
receive my spirit,’ was the prayer of the 
proto-martyr. 

The prayer, in one or another of its forms, 
is associated with some of the most solemn 
and impressive events of Christian biography 
and history. It has been the dying ejacula- 
tion of the most noble saints and martyrs of 
the church. It was uttered among the last 
words of Polycarp, of Basil, of Bernard, of 
Huss, of Luther and Melancthon. It was the 
dying petition of Columbus and Silvio Pellico. 

“Lord Jesus, receive my spirit,’ prayed 
Knox. 

“Tn manus tuas, Domine, commeado spir- 
itum meum,” prayed Ridley.

MY PRAYER. 


“‘ My prayer is unto thee, O Lord.”—Psx. lxix: 
13. Many persecuted David, and in this he 
was a type of Christ, who was despised and 
rejected of men. Though persecuted, David 
says: “As for me, I will pray—my prayer is 
unto thee, O Lord.” Too many neglect prayer 
—they live without prayer—never call upon 
God. Yet we should pray—pray always and

near. Many have cried and not been heard. 
But there are acceptable times—when the 
Gospel is preached, when the Spirit moves 
upon the heart and excites desires and moves 
to prayer, often in times of trouble, too, and in 
times of revival; and the present time—now, 
is the acceptable time, the day of salvation.

nothing about her parentage. She was a kins- 
woman of Elizabeth, v. 36, and had a sister 
also called Mary, who married Cleophas, John 
19: 25. Both Joseph and Mary belonged to 
the royal line of David. God sent his angel to 
Mary to announce to her that she would have 
a son, whose name should be Jesus. He would 
be great and reign over the house of Jacob for- 
ever, ch. 1: 32-33. He alsotold her that her 
Consin Elizabeth, although very old, would 
soon be a mother, v. 36. Mary believed God, 
and humbly submitted to His will,’ although 
she could foresee that much sorrow, would fol- 
low, Matt. 1: 17. Anxious to hear from 
Elizabeth a confirmation of the angel’s words, 
she went “in haste” to the hill country, to a 
city not named—probably Hebron, Josh. 20: 
7, tosee her. When she entered the houses of 
Zacharias, Elizabeth, moved by the Holy 
Ghost, blessed her and called her “tbe Mother 
of Her Lord,” v. 43,45.

LL the first born of Israel had to be 
“sanctified unto the Lord,” Exod. 13: 

1,in commemoration of the deliverance of their 
first-bornin Egypt. When her child was a 
boy, the mother had to bring an offering to 
the temple, 40 days after his birth. A lamb, 
if she could afford it, and a turtle dove or a 
young pigeon, Ley. 12: 6-8. If poor, two doves 
might suflice, if very poor, a small measure of 
flour, Lev. 5: 11. From the nature of Mary’s 
offering, v. 24, we see how poor she was, a 
truth confirmed by 2 Cor. 8: 9. V. 25. Simeon 
—Nothing is known of him, beyond what is 
stated here—just and devout—honest and 
virtuous in his dealings with men, faithful in 
his duties to God. Waiting—for the coming 
of Christ, which would comfort God’s people. 
The Holy Ghost—inspiring him as it did the 
old prophets.

at. present. In Glasgow, Aberdeen, and St. 
Andrew’s, new Professors have been appointed 
during the year, and have spoken, while Dr. 
Dods has delivered his opening address in the 
Free Church Hall, Edinburgh. The more 
prominent addresses have been delivered by 
Principals Caird and Cunningham and Dr. 
Dods; the former on the “Art of Public 
Speaking,” the two latter dealing largely with 
the relationship of the people of Scotland to 
thé Confession of Faith--Dr. Dods maintain- 
ing that the ministry is true to the ancient 
documents, with this difference, that the glow 
of a warmer and richer light has, in the course 
of time, fallen upon the doctrines, and that the 
language used should now be correspondingly 
modified. Dr. Cunningham has been. advoca- 
ting the opening of museums and picture 
galleries for the afternoon hours of Sabbath. 
We hear that his former advice to farmers to 
utilize the Sabbath hours has produced results 
which, to many serious minds, are to be much 
deplored. St. Andrew’s University is happy 
in the enjoyment of a gift of $500,000 from the 
late Mr. Berry, of Sydney, Australia. Truly it 
has come in her hour of great need. The 
Bishop of Ripon preached in the University 
Chapel, Glasgow, on Sabbath last, and with 
the full approval of Bishop Harrison; nor, so 
far, has there been a voice of High or Low 
Churchman raised against the event. Dr. J. 
Marshall Lang occupied the pulpit of the Rev. 
J. Ross Taylor, Free Church, during the 
absence of the pastor at the Perth communion. 
The call from South Morningside F.C. in 
favour of the Rev. Mr. Salmon, Rothesay, is 
being carried forward if necessary to the 
Assembly, notwithstanding Mr. Salmon’s 
desire that it be departed from. The second 
volume of the autobiography of the Rev. John 
Paton, of the New Hebrides, is just published, 
and is said even to exceed in interest that of 
its remarkable predecessor. Mr. Jonn Clark, 
of Paisley Thread Works, presents the U. P. 
congregation at Largs, where he resides, with a 
new church. Special services are being held 
this month in most, if not all the Free 
churches in the eastern and southern portions 
of Glasgow. A conference of U. P. ministers 
in the north-east of Scotland met in Aberdeen 
and much blessing is reported; while a, con- 
ference of all Presbyterians was held in Dum- 
fries with the most decided success. Rev. Dr. 
Pierson, from your side of the Atlantic, has 
arrived among us and met with a fine recep- 
tion. He is just thesort of man that is needed 
to enthuse the easy-going matter-of-fact people 
in this country in the great missionary enter- 
prise which he has come to advocate. Rev. 
Robt. Muir, of Dalmeny, for many years Con- 
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vener of the Church of Scotland’s Colonial 
Committee, has retired from the active duties 
of the ministry, after a pastorate of forty-five 
years in that historic parish—the church stiil 
used for worship being well on for eight 
hundred years old! Dr. Thomas Brown of 
Edinburgh, author of the ‘Annals of the 
Disruption,’ has been nominated for the 
Moderatorship of the Free Church General 
Assembly. ... Dr. W.G. Elmslie, Professor of 
Old Testament Exegesis, etc., in the Presby- 
terian Theological College, London, died on 
the 16th of November, from typhoid fever. 
He was a man of splendid gifts, and one of 
the most eloquent preachers in the pee a 


IrnpLanp.—At a meeting of the Presbytery 
of Newry held lately, two of the ministers of 
the. Presbytery were released from their 
charges to accept calls elsewhere. The Rev. 
James Hunter, of First Newry accepted a call 
to Dundela, a suburb of Belfast, to succeed the 
Rev. J. Heron, now Professor of Church 
History in the Assembly’s College. Mr. 
Hunter was but a year and a haif in Newry, 
and his predecessor in Newry is now in Bel- 
fast. The Rev. W. J. Lowe, of Mountnorris, 
accepted a call to Islington, London. His 
ministry in Mountnorris was longer than Mr. 
Hunter’s in Newry, being about five years and 
a half. Islington has had at least two mini- 
sters from Ireland before, and both of them 
were men of mark. Forty-five years ago the 
Rev. Josias Wilson left Townsend Street 
Church, Belfast, to take charge of Islington. 
He lived but a few years after he went to the 
great metropolis. He was succeeded by the 
Rev. Dr. Weir who had succeeded him in Bel- 
fast. Mr. Lowe is reported to be an excellent 
preacher. The Colleges were both opened at 
the usual time. In Belfast, Professor Heron 
was installed and gave his inaugural lecture, 
which was well received. _ The venerable 
President Killen was able to°be present, and 
he gave the charge to his successor in the 
Chair of Church History, a chair which he 
cimself had filled so admirably for well nigh 
half a century. In Derry there is much 
regret at the illness of Professor Witherow, 
who will not be able to do any work this ses- 
sion. It was feared, indeed, that his work 
was done, but the symptoms of late are more 
hopeful. Professor Graham gave the opening 
lecture. It is said that the Rev. J. L. Morrow 
retires from the editorship of the Presbyterian 
Churchman at the end of the year, and that he 
will be succeeded by the Rev. C. H. Irwin, of 
Bray. Mr. Morrow conducted the journal 
with great judgment and taste. At the same 
time there is no fear that it will suffer in Mr. 
Irwin’s hands. He is of Levitical descent. 
His father and several brothers are in the 
ministry, and his grandfather, the Rey. Dr. 
Huston, of Macosquin, near Coleraine, was one 
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of the front rank men of his day. There are 
besides several uncles and cousins in the 
sacred office. He is not unknown in Canada 
either The people of Toronto will remember 
his visit to that city a very few years ago. 


Unitep Statres.—Princeton College has 768 
students this year, against 676 last session. 
Mr. John Crerar, of Chicago, recently deceased, 
left a fortune of $3,500,000, of which $25,000 
were bequeathed to his pastor, $100,000 to the 
trustees of his congregation for missionary 
purposes, and $2,000,000 to found a free library 


‘in Chicago, from which ‘ French novels and 


dirty trash” shall be excluced. An eminent 
divine maintains that the Generai Assembly 
has acted ultra vires in asking the opinion of 
the Presbyteries in regard to the revision ofthe 
Confession of Faith. Be that as it may, “a 
lowe” has been kindled that will not easily 
be put out. The Centenary of the estab- 
lishment of the Roman Catholic hierarchy 
in the United States was celebrated in Novem- 
ber by a series of meetings, clerical and lay, 
accompanied by imposing pageantry, in the 
City of Baltimore. The importance assigned 
to the laymenon this occasion is a new de- 
parture. Their “Congress” was the first con- 
vention of the kind ever held in this country. 
The Chairman on assuming the duties assigned 
to him said: ‘‘When Puritans and Episcopa- 
lians -were arrayed against each other, the 
Catholic colony of Maryland proclaimed that 
hereafter, upon her soil, religion was ever to 
tbe as frea as the air we breathe, and that 
loyalty to our country’s government could be 
confined to no sect or class of our citizens.” 
A leading Protestant Minister residing. in 
Baltimore, commenting on this feature of the 
celebration, says:—“ Much good may come of 
this Congress of Catholic laymen, the first 
which has convened in the country, and all 
the good people will join in the hope that the 
outcome may prove a blessing in the batter- 
ing down of the wall of partition which has 
hitherto alienated Catholic and Protestant 
Christendom.” Z 


ForrigN—A revolution, happily a bloodless 
one, has taken place in Brazil. The Emperor, 
Dom Pedro, and his daughter, the queen-re- 
gent have been deposed; the former has 
voluntarily left for Portugal, his native country. 
A Republic has been proclaimed and a Pro- 
visional Government appointed. It is said 
that this change in the affairs of Brazil has 
been brewing for some time and is in large 
measure due to Jesuitintrigues. Brazil is very 
nearly as large as the United States, having 
an area of 3,275,326 square miles. Its popula- 
tion is upwards of 12,000,000. It was subject 
to Portugal until 1822, when it was proclaimed 
an independent Empire. The late Emperor 
‘was crowned in 1841, and his reign has been 
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on the whole a beneficent one. One of the 
last important acts of his government was the 
abolition.of slavery, in 1888. It will be re- 
membered that the Presbyterian churches in 
Brazil recently united under one general 
Synod, consisting of 32 ministers, 61 churches, 
2947 members. 

Stanley, the intrepid African explorer, has 
just returned from his expedition to the 
Soudan, bringing with him Emin Bey and a 
large number of his adherents. During his 
absence of now nearly two years and nine 
months he has accomplished one of the most 
remarkable and adventurous enterprizes of 
modern times, and has made important dis- 
coveries bearing on the Geography of Central 
Africa. It will not be surprising if he should 
claim, after all, to be the first white man who 
has stood at the top of the Nile, for he tells of 
«a new lake emptying into the Albert Nyanza, 
situated at an elevation of 900 feet above it. 
But most important of all is the impetus 
which Mr. Stanley’s enterprise is certain to 
give to the efforts that are being made to 
evangelize the “ Dark Continent.” 


CANADA.—-THH CHURCH OF ENGLAND in On- 
tario celebrated its Jubilee last month in a 
series of meetings held in Toronto. of a very 
interesting character, at which the rise and 
progress of the Church in Canada was 
especially referred to. It was in 1787, that 
Dr. Charles Inglis was consecrated the first 
Colonial Bishop, as Bishop of Nova Scotia, 
although his jurisdiction extended nominally 
over the whole of British North America, in- 
cluding Newfoundland. , In 1793, when the 
Province of Quebec was divided, Upper and 
Lower Canada were separated from the See of 
Nova Scotia, and: became a separate Diocese 
with Dr. Jacob Mountain as its first Bishop. 
The diocese of Quebec was in turn divided in 
1839, when the Hon. and Rev. Dr. John 
Strachan was consecrated the first Bishop of 
Toronto with jurisdiction over the whole of 
Upper Canada. Within that territory there 
there are now five dioceses, viz.: Toronto, 
Huron, Ontario, Niagara, and Algoma, having 
in all 506 clergymen. In 1813, when Dr. 
Strachan become Rector of York, there were 
only five. In1839, the number of adherents of 
the Church of England, in what is now the 
Province of Ontario, was about 150,000; the 
number is now about 400,000. Although the 
jubilee counts only from the erection of the 
first See in 1839, the Anglican church has been 
represented in Ontario from the earliest settle- 
ment. The first Protestant:church in the Pro- 
vince was the Mohawk church near Brantford, 
built in 1783, in which the Church of England 
service has been conducted ever since, or to 
within a very recent date. The See of 
Fredericton, with jurisdiction over the Pro- 
vince of New Brunswick, was established in 
1845. 
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The total income of the Methodist Church of 
Canada for Domestic and Foreign Misssions 
last year was $215,775, of which $75,786.45 
were for fcreign missions, as follows: For 
work among the Indians of the North-West, 
$48,508,87 ; among the Chinese in British 
Columbia, $3,290.15, and for the Japan mission 
$23,987.46. The Baptist churches throughout 
the Dominion expended about $30,000 on 
foreign missions, the Congregationalists, prob- 
ably about $5,000, and the Church of England 
about $40,000 ; adding the expenditure of the 
Presbyterian Church in Canada for their 
foreign missions, the whole amount contributed 
by the Dominion for missions to the heathen 
falls short of $250,000 for 1888.

The annual meeting of 
this Society was held in Zion Church, Char- 
lottetown, P.E.I., on the 26th and 27th of Sep- 
tember. About a hundred delegates, includ- 
ing the officers of the Board, gave close atten- 
tion to the business beforethem. The presence 
of Rev. John Morton and Mrs. Morton of Trini- 
dad, and Mrs. Ewart of Toronto, the President 
of the W. F. M. 8. in the West, added to the 
interest of the meetings, and it is hoped will 
benefit the Society in more ways than one. 
Mrs. Fraser, of Charlottetown, gave a warm 
address of welcome to the delegates which was 
replied to eloquently by Mrs. Munn of Anti- 


‘gonish. The address of the President, Mrs. R. 


F. Burns of Halifax, was as good as a sermon 
from the Dr. himself. Miss Cassie Fairbanks, 
the Foreign Secretary, read amodel report, and 
Mrs. D. Sutherland did the same for the Board 
of Management. The receipts for the year 


were $5460.62, including last year’s balance; 
the expenditure was only $212.47 less than the 
receipts. The work and influence of the Society 
are keeping pace with its steadily increasing 
membership. ‘The Lord gave the Word, the 
women that publish the tidings are a great 
host.”—Ps. 68: 11, 2. V. 


NEW CHURCHES. 

At GLENBARD, in the Presbytery of Pictou, 
a new church was lately opened—free of debt 
and one is nearly completed at Muterayn, an 
important point on the railway. On the first 
of November a handsome and tastfully finish- 
ed brick church in the township of Oro, Ont., 
was dedicated to the worship of God, Rev. A. 
F. McKenzie, the pastor being assisted on the 
occasion by Rev. Dr.Campbell of Collingwood. 
There was plenty of Gaelic, and large congre- 
gations to listen to eloquent and powerful dis- 
courses. At Tamworrn, in the Presbytery of 
Kingston,a fine new church, erected at a cost of 
$2500 and seated for 300 persons, was opened 
on the 24th of November,the services being con- 
ducted by Revds. M. W. Maclean of Belleville, 
H.F. Allan of Newburgh, and Dr. T.G Smith of 
Kingston. The successful completion of this 
enterprise is attributed to the zeal and energy 
of the pastor, the Rev. W. §. Smith. New St. 
Andrew’s Church, New Guascow, N.S., was 
completed in December, and was dedicated on 
the 15th. Rev. L. G. McNeill, St. John, 
preached forenoon and evening, and the 
pastor, Mr. Robertson, conducted a children’s 
service in the afternoon. The new church is 
spacious, handsome, and thoroughly comfort- 
able. A new church at Admiral Rock, Shu- 
benacadie congregation, was dedicated Dec. 1, 
Rev. M. G. Henry officiating. Besides these, 
notice of several others will be found under 
the heading of Manitoba Items. 


PRESBYTERIAL ITEMS. 

Toronto: At its last meeting a conference 
was held on Spiritual Life—the subject more 
particularly dealt with being “Faith, its nature 
and results,” and “The Prayer Meeting.” A 
movement is on foot to obtain the expropria- 
tion of Knox College by the Civic authori- 
ties. It is not unlikely that the College will 
be transplanted to a more congenial site in the 
Queen’s Park. . 

Hamitton, protests stoutly against the Jesu- 
its’ Estates deal, and pledges its support to 
every constitutional effort to have the consti- 
tutionality of the Quebec Acts submitted to 
the Supreme Court of Canada, and British 
Privy Council. It further suggests that the 
Federal Constitution shall be amended so as 
“to deliver the Provinces of the Dominion 
from the interference of the Pope and the 
domination of the R. C. clergy in the adminis- 
tration of civil affairs.” Arrangements have 
been made by the Presbytery forsholding con- 
ferences on the State of Religion in several of 
the congregations of the bounds.

MANITOBA ITEMS. 


CHURCH OPENINGS are still the order of the 
day in Manitoba. The following have lately 
taken place: Golden Stream, a station of Rev. 
D. Stalker’s charge, by Rev. P. Wright of Port- 
age la Prairie; Clegg Station, under Rev. §. 
Polson, by Rev. Joseph Hogg of Winnipeg; 
Poplar Point, by Dr. Bryce; Portage Ja Prairie 
enlargement, by Rev. Dr. Duval; North Pres- 
byterian, Winnipeg, under care of Rev. John 
Hogg, by Revds, Dr. King and Joseph Hogg; 
_ Sekkiek, Dominion City, and Morris, all need 
ordained ministers. These are all in Winni- 
peg Presbytery, and on branches of the Cana- 
dian Pacific Raiiway. The agitation in con- 
nection with separate schools still continues. 
Almost all the Protestants, who make up nine- 
tenths of the people of the province, are in 
favour of the aboMtion of separate schools. The 
chief matter of discussion now is as to what 
attitude toward religion shall be assumed by 
the new national schools. The Presbyterian 
ministers seem to have a good deal togay on the 
matter. Three chief lines of opinion seem to 
be-advocated. 1. Dr. King and the Bishop of 
Rupert’s Land on the same day, in public 
utterances, came out strongly against secudar 
schools, depicting the dangers of such schools, 
and advocating religious instruction in the 
schools. 2. Dr. Bryce and others have been 
advocating in the newspapers the plan follow- 
ed in New Brunswick, of having Divine recog- 
nition in the shape of prayer, and reading of 
chosen portions of Scripture without note or 
comment. 3. Rev. Joseph Hogg and Dr. 
Robertson have expressed themselves in’ the 
“Winnipeg Sun” rather in favour of secular 
schools on the ground that the religious in- 
struction usually givenin public schools is un- 
important. The government is feeling the 
puise of the country, and seems to have deter- 
amined to recast the educational system of the 


consin. Canadians seem to be highly appreci- 
ated in the United States. The Presbyterian 
Indian school of Portage la Prairie was re- 
cently visited by the Hon. E. Dewdney, Min- 
ister of the Interior, and he was so pleased 
with it, that he at once recommended a grant. 
The Indians throughout the Territories are 
said to be in a more contented state of mind 
than they have been for years. B. 


Obituary. 

Rev. Wituiam Metprum died at his re- 
sidence, Morriston, Ont., on the 19th of 
November. He was born in the parish of 
Abernethy, Morayshire, Scotland, in 1806, 
and came to this country in 1839, in response 
toa call from the congregation of Hast and 
West Puslinch and Nassagaweya. Into that 
charge he was inducted in March, 1840, 
and there he remained for about fourteen: 
years. He was then translated to Vaughan, 
and thence to Harrington, where he minis- 
tered for sixteen years. In 1876 Mr. Mel- 
drum retired from the active duties-of the 
ministry, and remained during the rest of 
his days at his home in Puslinch, where 
he became an elder in Dr. Mackay’s con- 
gregation. The widow, five sons and four 
daughters survive him. Mr. Meldrum was 
a sound expositor of the Divine Word. 
He could preach as readily in Gaeli¢ as in 
English, and was the last of a godly band 
of Highland ministers, who were among 
the pioneers of Presbyterianism in Western 
Ontario. 

Mr. Tuomas Rimvp, an elder in the Congre- 
gation of Churchill, Barrie, passed away to his 
rest on the 13th of October last, in the 85th 
year of hisage. He wasanative of Dumfries- 
shire—a strong man, physically and morally, 
and a power for good in his congregation and 
neighborhood. He came to Canada in 1831. 

Mr. Daniet Camuron, of Godmanchester, an 
elder in Zion Church, Dundee, Que., died on 
25th September, after an illness of several 
months. Mr. Cameron was widely known and 
highly respected. As he was still in the prime 
of life and possessed of superior gifts, high 
hopes were entertained that his might be a 
long and fruitful ministry, but he was scarcely 
a year in the eldership when he was overtaken 
by his last illness.

Angmentation. Hund, 


N view or THe CoLiection appointed by 
the General Assembiy to be made on 
the Tuirp Sunpay 1n January for the 
Augmentation Fund, and of the appropria- 
tion of contributions for the various schemes 
of the Church made by many congregations 
at the beginning of the New Year, the 
attention of members of the Church is 
called to some facts and duties connected 
with Augmentation. 


Facts. 


1. The Augmentation Scheme on its present 
basis, has been in operation for six years. 


2. During that period, the effort to secure a 
minimum stipend of $750 and manse in weak 
charges deserving of aid has been succegsful. 


3. Of 337 congregations, which have beenon 
the fund for shorter or longer periods, 206 have 
from time to time been removed. Of these 
158 have been stimulated by the help given 
to become self-sustaining—the remaining 48 
having been either reduced to the rank of 
Mission Stations, or cut off from the list, 
though not self-supporting, because they did 
not appear to require the aid of the Church at 
large. 

4. The Fund does not tend to encourage the 
retaining in weak charges of men who are 


failures in the ministry. On the contrary, 


the annual visit of the Presbytery’s deputy, 
required by the regulations, secures a much 
more effective supervision of the work of the 
minister than is usual in the case of self- 
supporting charges. 

5. The Fund is not employed to aid con- 
gregations which need no help, and which, if 
properly wrought, would be self-sustaining. 
For one thing, no congregation can receive 
any aid at all unless by explicit permission of 
the General Assembly, based on some ex- 
ceptional circumstances, without contributing 
to the support of its minister at the rate of 
$4.50 per communicant. This is a higher

it rests with the Presbytery to decide whether 
a still higher standard shonld not be resiched 
before a grant is sought. Again, every ap- 
plication is carefully scrutinized by the Home 
Mission Committee, members of which, though 
largely guided by the decisions of the Presby- 
teries, have often personal knowledge of the 
charges for which grants are sought. 

6. Some congregations decline to contribute 
to this fand, because their own applications 
for aid were not favorably entertained. Others 
withhold their contributions because aid has 
been given in some case, as they think, im- 
properly. The committee can only judge 
according to the evidence submitted, and it 
may make mistakes after using the best 
judgment. Loyal Presbyterians, however, 
will not seek to destroy a valuable system of 
aiding weak charges even if an occasional 
mistake were made in administration. 

7, There was a deficit of $3,768 when the 
accounts were closed last April (as well as a 
deficit of $746 in the receipts for the Home 
Missions). An effort has been made to clear 
off this double deficit, the result of which hag 
been the raising of upwards of $3,000 in Mon- 
treal, Ottawa, Toronto, Hamilton, London and 
St. Thomas. Promises of largely increased 
contributions for the current year’s work have 
been made by more than one congregation, 
which has not contributed to the deficit. The 
amount required for this year’s work is about 
$30,000. 


DUTIES. 


1. It is the duty of each Mrnistmr to give 
his people information concerning this scheme, 
and not to give this information at a small 
week-day gathering, but on the Lord’s Day, 
when the people are really present. 

. 2, Itis the duty of each Sassron to give the 
members and adherents of the Church the 
opportunity to contribute to this scheme, or 
else to give to the Presbytery a good and 
sufficient reason for failing to comply with the 
instruction of the General Assembly. 

3. It is \the duty of the WpattareR Mrm- 
Burs of the Church to realize their responsi- 
bility for maintaining a reasonable standard 
of comfort in the manse in the needier 
districts. 

4. It is the duty of the Stronamr ConGRuca- 
TrONs, whether in city or country, upon whose 
members the burden of the support of their 
own minister fals lightly, to come to the aid 
of weaker charges, in which a much higher 
average rate of giving per communicant is 
often required in order to secure the modest 
minimum of $750 and manse; for thus it is 
written, —

Tue Committee asks for $8000 for the 
current year; but it has made grants a- 
mounting in all to $9615. Nearly all the 
congregations to which grants are made are 
settled, so that the whole amount may be 
drawn. Grants are made to 6 congrega- 
tions in Halifax Presbytery, 3 in Truro, 14 


in St. John, 4 in Wallace, 5 in Lunenburg 


and Shelburne, 6 in Miramichi, 6 in P. H. 
Island, 3 in Sydney, 5 in Victoria and 
Richmond—58 in all. 


It is hoped that supplemented charges will 
so increase their contributions that the 
reserve fund need not be exhausted. The 
$8000 asked by the Committee are allocated 
to Presbyteries ranging from $250, to Victoria 
and Richmond, up to $1750 to Halifax. Thus 
far there has been no serious deficit in the 
annual income, and it is earnestly desired that 
congregations do not flag in their liberality. 
Prisbyieries have equitably allocated to con- 
gregations the amounts required. The fund 
is one which seals and manifests the practical 
unity of the Church; the strong help the 
weak, and the people, however far asunder, 
bear one another’s burdens.

Onur Lome Alissions. 


EV. Auuan Finpuay continues his re- 

port of the work in Muskoka, which 

appears to be progressing favourably at 
every point,— 

New stations were organized at Webbwood 
and at Massey, stations on the “Sault” branch 
of the C.P.R, and also at Veuve River on the 
Main Line of C.P.R., the two former under 
the care of the Presbytery of Bruce and the 
latter under the Presbytery of Barrie. Webb- 
wood and Massey are connected with the 
Walford field—hitherto under the care of the 
Students Missionary Society of Knox College. 
But as this field desires, and must have it, 
we are going to retain it. Winter supply, 
having been provided for them, a _ grant 
of $2.00 per week will be necessary for the 
current six months. By the organization at 
these points we may say that there is now a 
chain of stations along the line of railway 
from N. Bay to the Sault. Veuve River which 
is connected with the station at Sturgeon 
Falls, fills the last gap between North Bay 
and Sudbury. Service has been given by Mr. 
McEwan of Sudbury at Whitefish. Some 18 
miles down the branch to this,within 20 miles 
of Webbwood, from which point west to the 
Sault every point at which the population

warrants it, we have our mission station 
planted. Taking a vizw of the whole field, I 
have no hesitation in saying that it is ina 
more prosperous condition than ever before. 
Keeping in view the adverse circumstances 
which have befallen many of these settlements 
during the past year—especially in Alzoma— 
the wonder is that some of these stations.are 
In as good condition as they are. 

In accordance with instructions received 
from the committee in April last, I distributed 
among the stations in Algoma, the blanks 
supplied me by Dr. Warden, until my supply 
was exhausted, and then, since no more were 
forthcoming, though applied for, I got the 
paper copied and supplied what was lacking. 
The effect, I believe, on the stations concerned, 
will be for good, though considerable urging 
is needed in some cases, as the people feel 
that signing such a paper is placing them 
under obligations to make good its contents. 
And for this reason ’tis to be feared that in 
some cases the amounts specified are not so 
large as may reasonably be expected from 
them. \ 

From all the fields with one exception, 
word has been received of the progress and 
prosperity of the work, and in this one ex- 
ception we must bow to wisdom superior to 
mere human wisdom, while we acknowledge 
“Itis the Lord, let Him do as seemeth good 
in Hig sight.” LIrefer to the sudden and un- 
expected removal of Mr. W. C. Ewing, one 
of our Student Missionaries, who lost his life 


| by drowning at Sturgeon Falls on the evening 


of the 3lst July last. Ten days previous to 
this date I was with him in the station at 
Veuve, and was much impressed at the time 
with his devotion to his work as well as the 
earnestness which manifested itself in all that 
he undertook in connection therewith. Mr. 
Ewing gave promise of great excellence as 
an expounder of the Word. One of his people 
remarked to me in speaking of this,—‘* How 
highly privileged we are to have such a man 
as Mr. Ewing with us, if only for a few 
months.” With the prospect of a bright 
career before him, full of usefulness in the 
Master’s service, the message comes to him— 
“It is enough,” and his day is accomplished. 
To those who remain, a call surely to renewed 
diligence is given by this event, since we 
‘‘know not in what hour our God doth come.” 

In the interest of the work both on the Gore 
Bay field and that of Little Current, I have 
recommended to the Presbytery of Bruce that 
a new field be formed out of stations belong- 
ing to these two fields respectively, viz: 
Kagawong and Billings at present connected 
with Gore Bay, and St. Andrews, Bidwell and 
Green Bay at present connected with Little 
Current. The number of stations on the Gore 
Bay field has rendered it impossible to give 
more than monthly service to some of them, 
which scarcely keep them alive. This change 
will render fortnightly service possible in all 
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the country stations, and will also permit at 
least, an occasional evening service to be held 
in Gore Bay—a change very much desired. 
The most distant of thestations is 18 miles 
from Gore Bay, once a very rough road. The 
same is true of Little Current. It is a grow- 
ing community requiring evening service, and 
on this understanding they have made the 
very liberal offer of $500 per annum for mis- 
sionary’s salary. Bidwell is also 18 miles 
from the Current, while in the new field of 
four stations, the extreme distance is only 
16 miles. I propose asking the Missionary 
Association of Knox College to take charge 
of this new field, so that no grant will be 
required meantime. If the request of the 
Algoma Mills field be granted, the Society 
will thereby be.relieved of two fields at present 
under their care,so that they will be more 
ready to take charge of this new field. 

The whole field has made better returns to 
the Home Mission Fund this half year than 
during any corresponding period previously. 
This may perhaps be accounted for in a 
measure by the fact that whenever opportunity 
presented itself, an address was given on 
the Mission work of the church, which in- 
terested the people in this important matter 
and drew forth their sympathy. Sabbath 
collections—in Muskoka amounted to $50.09; 
in Algoma, $112.00; from other sources 
$193.50; making a total of $355.59. For the 
corresponding period of last year the amount 
was $244.69, being an increase this year of 
$110.90. 

The mileage for the past six. months is, for 
Muskoka, 1,302 and for Algoma 2,857 making 
a total of 4,159 miles, amounting to $166.36. 


IN THE MARITIME PROVINCES. 


Tur Home Mission Committen, Hastern Section, 
met in Halifax on the 20th November. The 
review of the work done last summer was 
highly satisfactory. Forty-nine catechists were 
employed, at an expense of about $11,000, of 
which $8,500 were paid by the mission fields 
and $2,700 by the Committee, There were, 
besides, ten ordained missionaries looking after 
aS many groups of stations, at a cost of about 
$4,700, of which the committee provided $1,200. 
During winter, the withdrawal of the student 
missionaries will necessitate the employment 
of a larger staff of ordained missionaries, and 
for this purpose the committee voted $3,000. 
There will thus be about $9,000 expended in 
the work during the current ecclesiastical year. 
The expenditure increases, vear by year, both 
on account of the natural extension of tbe 
work, and the higher renumeration given to 
the missionaries. It was referred to Presby- 
teries to consider what means can be deyised 
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for the continuous supply during the winter 
moriths of the mission stations. Mr. J. W. 
MacKenzie gave an interesting account of his 
labours in Labrador, and it was resolved to 
continue the mission, and to accept the offer 
of the Congregationalist Society of Montreal to 
give the use of their premises for that purpose 
—they having abandoned the field at present. 


Mr. Jonn Griprson, the Superintendent of 
Missions in the Presbytery of St. John, N.B., 
has his hands full of work this winter in hig 
wide and arduous field of labour. Writing 
from Boiestown, on the 23rd of November, he 
says :—“‘I am now on the wing for the woods 
—snowshoes, compass and hatchet, all ready 
and waiting for God’s great engineer Jackfrost 
and his brother Snow to finish the roads and 
bridges. Twenty-five milesfrom where I am, 
and within the compass of a quarter-circle.there 
are not less than one thousand men, “ Porta- 
gers” not included; some went in the last of 
August; every week since then reinforcements 
have followed; the first snow will send in the 
remnants, and few, except sick and wounded, 
will be out till March or April. Of course, this 
work, whoever does it, must be done upon 
undenominational lines. Yet, for a good num- 
ber we are responsible. Home Mission-work 
in the most needy part of New Bruuswick will 
not have begun until a thoroughly organized 
mission reaches the lumber camps. Nota visit 
and away, but real personal persistent work, 
began and continued according to a compre- 
hensive plan—whole-hearted, suited to the 
place, the time, the parties. It seems to me 
the reality of the need cannot be truly known, 
or it would not have been so long left neglected. 
A man I was talking to the other day is just 
a type of three-fourths of the men in our up- 
river and back settlements when they come to 
his age, if ever they do. He was sixty years 
of age, and since he was fifteen, he has spent 
thirty-three years in the lumber woods, camps, 
or stream-drivings, and only twelve years in 
the settlement. There are a few exceptions, 
but the rule isthat, spiritually the lumber-man 
is utterly neglected. No wonder the shadows 
of heathendom “roli slowly back along the 
forest edge.” I hope, if the Lord will, to make 
two trips of at least ten days each before the ~ 
end of the year. And yet, while that is as 
much as I can spare from other work, it will 
scarcely give me one night in each camp. 
For our real aggressive mission work we need 
amore special agency than we have yet em- 
ployed. We need not look to the colleges for 
help, for the demands in other directions are 
more tempting and urgent; but Iam glad that 
something special is occupying other minds 
than mine. Certainly our present metbods 
will be the better of adjusting on the line of 
common sense and adaptation.” : 
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Sreuch Gvrangelization. 


“THI work of the Board continues to 

be prosecuted on the same lines as 
heretofore and that with an encouraging 
measure of success. At Grand Falls, N.B., 
the Rev. A. J. Lods, is gaining access to a 
number of Roman Catholic families, and is 
hopeful ofthe cause there. At Spider Lake, 
Que., new mission premises are about being 
erected which willtend to the furtherance of 
the work. The Hochelaga church and mission 
school building are nearly completed and 
will be ready for occupation early next 
month. The cost, including the site, isa 
little over $6,000 and the buildings will be 
opened free from debt. They are a credit 
to the congregation and will help greatly 
the cause of French Evangelization in that 
district. The Students’ Missionary Society 
of the Presbyterian College, Montreal, are 
about to commence operations among the 
French-speaking people in Cote St. Louis. 
‘They have collected about $3,000 with 
which to erect a mission building. Mean- 
while they are to begin work in a rented 
building, the plan being to open a mission 
Day and Sabbath-school with Sabbath and 
week night evangelistic services. The 
congregation of St. John’s Church, Mon- 
4real, is steadily increasing in numbers and 
the contributions of the people for minis- 
terial support have more than doubled 
during the past year. 

It is contemplated to dispose of the Russell 
Hall property and, after paying the present 
‘mortgage, to devote the proceeds towards the 
erection of a new church for St. John’s con- 
gregation on the adjoining lot, :ow owned by 
‘tthe Board. The congregation hope to raise 
the additional sum required for the purpose. 
A suitable mission building is very much 
needed for the Italian congregation and Day 
School. The school has a regular attendance 
-of from 20 to 30 and the Sabbath service num- 
‘bers from 40 to 50, though it is held at a most 
unsuitable hour, viz.: 5 o’clock in the after- 
noon,—the only time when tke use of Russell 
Hall can be obtained, it being occupied by the 
French congregation and Sabbath-school the 
rest of the day. With a suitable building of 
‘their own, it is believed that a great impetus 
would be given to our work among the Italians, 
both the missionary and the teacher being 
most devoted to their work and diligent and 
persevering in its prosecution. The cost of a 
centrally situated site, with building, would 
‘be $6,000. There are few better investments 


for those to whom the Lord has given wealth. 


Will not some generous friend intimate his 
readiness to provide a church and school for 
these spiritually needy Italians in Montreal ? 
We give money to evangelize the French in 
France, the Italians in Italy, and the Chinese 
in China. Have not those of these nationali- 
ties who have made a home for themselves in 
our own country, very strong claims on our 
sympathy and help? 

The Rey. A. B. Cruchet recently celebrated 
the tenth annniversary of his settlement as 
pastor of the Canning Street Church. Few 
ministers labour among amore attached people 
than he. Inthe French Pres’n. Church, Ottawa 
the attendance has considerably increased of 
late, owing partly to the fact that the teachers 
and boarders in Coligny College attend there 
in the morning of the Lord’s Day. This 
Ladies’ College, now the property of our 
Church, has opened with most encouraging 
prospects of success. There are already seventy 
pupils, twenty-two of whom are_ boarders. 
Five of the boarders are French-Canadians. 
The curriculum has been prepared with a 
special view to give a thoroughly practical 
education and to qualify young women for 
the active duties of life in whatever sphere 
they may afterwards occupy. Prominence is 
given to the acquisition of French conversa- 
tionally. Thoroughness in music is another, 
Special feature of the College, and the. rates 
have been made very low so as to compete 
with Roman Catholic convents and thus re- 
move all pretexts for Protestant parents send- 
ing their daughters to these. No effort is being 
spared to make the institution worthy of the 
support and confidence of parents desiring for 
their daughters a first class education in a cul- 
tured Christian home. The next term begins 
on January 13th, though pupils are admitted 
at any time. Circulars with full particulars 
can be had by addressing the Rey. Dr. Warden, 
198 St. James St., Montreal. The Coligny 
College property cost. the Board $20,000. An 
additional sum of nearly $5,000 is necessary 
for repairs. Less than $2,000 of this has been 
got. If the remaining $23,000 were paid, the 
institution, it is believed, would be self-sup- 
porting. Besides educating English-speaking 
young ladies, it is designed to furnish a super- 
ior Christian training to the best of the French 
speaking pupils from the Pointe-aux-Trembles 
and other mission schools of the Board and 
thus help to further the cause of Protestantism 
andof French Evangelization in the Dominion. 

The session of the Pointe-aux-Trembles 
schools opened on October 15th. The attend- 
ance is one hundred and forty. Uad there 
been room, the number would have been 
greatly increased, aS very many applications 
for admission had to be refused. Itis earnestly 
hoped that the Board will be able, through 
the liberality of friends, to enlarge the girls’ 
school next summer. The need is great,— 
very urgent indeed. The schools never had a 
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brighter-looking and more intelligent class of 
pupils than this session, and there are few 
more refreshing and cheering sights than a 
visit to Pointe-aux-Trembles. No better work, 
it is believed, is being done anywhere for 
Christ than.is being done here, and no money 
given for the Lord’s cause is better spent than 
in the maintenance of these schools. Of last 
year’s pupils seventy were communicants and 
during the session thirty-six were added to 
the Church. Fourteen of them were employed 
ag mission teachers or colporteurs last summer 
and there are this session attending the Pres- 
‘byterian College, Montreal, nineteen French 
3peaking young men having the ministry of 
the Church in view. \ 

The total amount required by the Board 
ithis year is $73,000—viz. : $30,000 for the gen- 
eral work ; $9,000 for the maintenance of the 
Pointe-aux-Trembles schools; $9,000 for the 
enlargement of the buildings, and $25,000 for 
the purchase, repairs, etc., of Coligny College, 
Ottawa. Only contributions specially designated 
can be used for the last named object ; no por- 
‘tion of the French fund being available for 
the Ottawa College. The indebtedness of the 
Board at this date is nearly $15,000. The 
Irish Presbyterian Church has recently sent 
its annual grant of £150 stg. The continued 
interest of this Church is very greatly appre- 
ciated. A steadfast, enlightened friend of the 
work, Mr.Christopher McRae, of Glengarry,who 
last year gave $1,000 conditional on receiving 
an annuity of $50, has given another $500 con- 
ditioned on receiving $20 annually during his 
lifetime. Another devoted friend, Mr. Henry 
Morton, Montreal, recently sent for the Pointe- 
aux-Trembles schools, as is his custom every 
year, all the stationery, &c., required for the 
session. This gift is valued at $114. Still 
another, Mr. A. Dingwall Fordyce, of Fergus, 
sends a printing pressand large supply of type, 
the proceeds of which are to be applied to 
Coligny College, Ottawa. Mrs. Dr. Parsons, 
through whose instrumentality about $750 
were sent last year from Knox Church, 
Toronto, for the furnishing of the boys’ school 
at Pointe-aux-Trembles, has intimated her 
intention of sending us a special contribution 
this year of $1,000. May the Lord raise up 
many men and women, like minded, to help 
on this department of the Church’s mone ad 


Our Foreign Alissions. 
Tue New HEsripes. 


T'HE 20th of November last having been 
the fiftieth anniversary of the death 

of John Williams, the martyr missionary of 
Erromanga, arrangements were made by 
the missionaries now in the New Hebrides to 
celebrate their missionary jubilee in a 
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fitting manner. Although we have not yet 
seen any account of this celebration, we 
can easily believe that it would be an 
occasion of surpassing interest. Wonderful 
changes have taken place on these islands 
during the last fifty years. The people who 
sat in darkness have seen a great light; and 
the time seems to be not very distant when 
heathenism, not only in this group, bu® in 
every group of the great South-Sea, shall be 
spoken of as a thing of the past; when 
every mountain on every island shall re- 
sound with ascriptions of praise and 
thanksgiving to Him who hasredeemed and 
elevated the benighted savages, and put a 
new song inio their mouths. 


Rev. JosppH ANNAND of Espiritu Santo, in 
continuation of his letter in December Record, 
further says,— 

Our prospects of improved mail privilege are 
brightening. Frank Whitford a copra maker 
on Malekula has bought a small piece of land, 
about a half mile from us, with the intention: 
of opening a copra station. Heruns a ten: 
tons boat, and has his copra shipped every 
six weeks or two months, so that we may 
have better chances of forwarding letters than 
in the past. A company has been formed in 
Sydney, called ‘‘ The Australian New Hebrides 
Company,” for the purpose of opening up 
stations in the group, and developing trade 
here. They hope to counteract the French 
influence in the islands. A vessel was along 
last week (chartered by them) prospecting and 
buying land. They got two very fine tracts 
not very far from us, one on each side of 
Tangoa, some three and six miles distant | 
respectively. However, unless there be some 
concessions granted to the company by govern- 
ment, such asallowing them to get labour from 
other islands, they cannot do much in opening 
up the commercial treasures hidden here. 
They seem to be expecting the mission to 
help them in the way of using their vessels 
instead of the Dayspring. In this they may be 
disappointed, as we cannot consent to give up 
all control of the vessel doing the mission 
work. Icannot say what the Synod may do 
this year inthe matter of a new vessel. The 
Dayspring spent nine weeks this year between 
Sydney and Malo. She did not come here at 
all, our goods being forwarded the last eight 
or nine miles by boat. 

We are cheered by the srrival of two more 
new wissionaries. They are both fine men 
who will be quite an acquisition to our staff. 
Mr. Paton with his wife and daughter are now 
in the group on a visit, and for afew weeks 
work among his old parishioners. As soon as 
ITlearned that he was on board our mission 
vessel, I went up in my own boat to Malo and 
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brought them down. They were three nights 
with us. We had the three new brethren with 
us one night. Mr. MacDonald, who came 
down last year, but who is not yet settled, 
came over from Malekula where he was for 
the summer, to see the land of Santo. All are 
favourably impressed with this, the largest 
isle in the group, though Malekula has pro- 
bably the largest population of the whole. 
Please thank for us the donors of mission 
goods. We have received one case of very 
useful things, but we have no clue to the 
source whence it comes. Those who have sent 
us statements regarding their gifts will probably 
hear from us personally in due time. We are 
all now beginning to use a little pressure to 
induce our fair daughters of the forests to 
wear something more than Eve’s first dress. 
We decline to barter with them when they 
come in that garb. They have no idea of the 
propriety of enlarging their covering. So I 
suppose we are infringing upon their personal 
liberty. Thus, some wouid-be-wise travellers 
have written about missionaries interfering 
with simple and time-honoured customs. Yes, 
we confess that we are here for that very pur- 
pose, for that end we understand the church 
sent us out. To interfere with customs origi- 
nated by the devil himself to hold men and 
women in bondage to sin. We believe in 
allowing every liberty consistent with religion 
and morality, but when hberty sets itself in 
direct opposition to both these, our teaching 
and influence must necessarily go against it. 
We do not wish our simple children of nature 
to adopt a style of dress suited only for a cold 
climate, neither do we wish them to live as 
Canadian Christians doin point of civilization. 


Su Aiemoriam. 


The following resolution was adopted by the Foreign 
Mission Committee (Western Division) anent the death 
ot Mrs. MacMurchy, Fureign Secretary of the Woman’s 
Foreign Missionary Scciety.— 

“The Committee with profound sorrow, record the 
death of Mrs. Margory JarDINE MacMourcuy, sud- 
denly summoned to be with the Lord on August 5th at 
Youghall, New Brunswick. Sbe was most abundant in 
her labours for the Master, and discharged whatever 
she undertook with marked fidelity, tact and heartiness. 
She was greatly usetul in her own congregation as 
President of the Old St. Andrew’s Auxiliary to the 
Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society, and as teacher of 
a large and most important Bible-Class fur young 
women.”’ 

“ She was connected with the Woman’s Foreign Mis- 
sionary Society from its inception, and at the time of 
her death was its Foreign Secretary. In this, as in all 
other positions she was called to fill, she discharged her 
duties with characteristic efficiency. She possessed 
qualities, rarely tound in combination, which imparted 
singular value to her work. Possessed of clear concep- 
tions and strong convictions regarding all things con- 
nected with her work, she always associated with these, 
a gentle spirit and constant consideration for the views 
of others. She walked closely with her Lord'and ‘was 
not for He took her.’ Death to her was ‘gain,’ whilst to 
us her departure from us leaves a vacancy in connection 
with our work it will be hard to fill.” 

‘The committee tender their heartfelt sympathy to 
the bereaved husband and family, and pray that the 
God of all consolation may comfort and help them in 
this their day of sorrow.”

CHINA. 

Rey. D. MacGittivRay, writing from 
Lin-Ching, has these words for the children of 
the Church. — 

As I write, I sit at a very good Chinese table 
with my Chinese teacher opposite me. We 
have stopped studying, for I thought of the 
many dear little friends who like to hear mis- 
sionary letters. How nice it is that we can 
stop awhile staring at ugly little bundles of 
black strokes they call Chinese words, and 
saying with a tongue which never wags as we 
want it, the sounds which issue from the 
mouth of our teachers. Weare learning Chi- 
nese A BC, but you might learn 5,000 A B Cs, 
and then you might learn 5,000 more, and yet 
you would not know all the words in the big 
dictionary at my elbow. I talk much more 
easily with you than I can with the man oppo- 
site, (my teacher,) who is always called Elder- 
Born, not because he is older than you, 
but because the older you are in China 
the more respect you get from every- 
body. The Chinese language is verv musical 
if it is spoken right. The children do speak it 
so sweetly ; the men speak more rapidly and 
use a great deal of “slang” as you Canadians 
say ; thisslang is very hard tounderstand; we 
must always ask our teacher is this good 
Chinese oris itslang? If itis “slang” we must 
not use it ourselves, only understand others 
who do use it, the women use very little slang. 
Their voices are Smoother than the men’s, and 
it is a pleasure to hear them speak, but, alas! 
when two of them on thestreet begin to abuse 
each other, then their voices are harsh enough. 
The cook of one of the American missionaries 
here went home lately many miles away to 
get married toa woman he had never seen. 
His parents and the middle women who 
arrange matches had done the courtship 
for him, and he lately brought his bride 
home here on a wheel-barrow. A neighbour 
woman who came inasked what the length of 
her shoe sole was, that is how small a footshe 
had, as if that were one of the first necessaries. 
The young bride does not know how to read, 
the women do not learn to read, their work is 
to cook the food, wash the clothes, spin the 
cotton, and look after the children. On the 
other hand every boy that wants to get on in 
the world must learn to read, and he must 
pass a great many examinations before he can 
get an office. Very few Chinese read for the 
pleasure and instruction it affords. Reading 
means to them office, and if there is no office 
to be had, why read? The women don’t seek 
for office, therefore they need not learn to 
read. The Emperor pays small salaries, and it. 
is understood that the magistrate must get. 
money outof the people. This he does by. 
squeezing them—making them pay for com-. 
mon civility even, and the smallest favours he 
may have it in his power to bestow. The boys 
and a few girls play on the streets; but’ 1 
should not say the girls play, because their’ 
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poor feet are bound go tightly that they cannot 
run and skip like you. There is one express- 
sion we hear very often, that is “foreign 
devil.” The children have all learned it from 
their elders, who allow them to call us by 
that name, thovgh they would not do it them- 
selves. Most of the boys here are Mohamme- 
dans. Those who are not Mohammedans are 
taught very early to worship ugly idols. The 
boys are much brighter than the girls, and no 
wonder, for the girls see.so little, and learn so 
little. Pray that many, both boys and girls 
many learn to trust Jesus. If they are spared 
they will havea better chance to hear the 
Gospel than their fathers, for you in Canada 
will have sent us more missionaries. I want 
your prayers, too, for some other children who 
are not heathen—the children of the mission- 
aries. They may not play on the streets be- 
cause bad men and boys might harm them, 
so the poor little fellows are shut upin a yard 
with great high walls about it just like prison- 
ers. Is it any wonder they look pale and 
sometimes fretful? Since coming to China I 
have seen many little graves of missionary 
children, and the last and saddest is that of 
our little Gertrude Goforth “little Honan ” 
we used to call her, God took her away just 
when she could say “‘papa” and “ mama” and 
had learned several pretty wayssuch as mak- 
ing a Chinese salute by shaking her own 
little folded hands. So, dear children, when you 
pray for the “ Children of China” please don’t 
Vidaay that it means the missionary children 
as well. 


“THE DAYSPRING.” 


The Dayspring was unusually late in re- 
turning from the Islands. She reached Syd- 
ney on the 4th Oct., and sailed again on the 
19th. Mr. and Mrs. Watt arrived from Tanna 
in the Dayspring and proceeded to London, 
where Mr. Watt is to superintend the printing 
of the New Testament in Tannese. Dr. Steel 
informs us that negotiations are in progress to 
secure steam service for next season for all the 
mission stations. A small steamer will be 
kept in the group to communicate at stated 
points with the monthly steamer from Sydney 
This small steamer will call regularly at all 
mission stations.and also at trading posts. We 
learn that this service will cost about $2,000 a 
year. The Dayspring was expected to visit 
Dunedin, New Zealand, in December. 

The state and prospects of the mission all 
over the group are most hopeful. Mr. Mc- 
Kenzie baptized and admitted to the church 
three members, brought in and instructed by 
the teacher supported by the Sabbath gchool 
of Knox Church, Shediac. He thanks Prince 
Street Church ladies, Pictou, for a box of good 
garments. The gifts sent through Dr. Steel 
were specially acceptable. Mr. Hingley, Ox- 
ford, supported a young man for three: years 
at the training class. His offer to support 
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another is very cheering to the missionaries. 
To all donors, Mr. McKenzie sends warmest 
thanks. 


Ghe Hlissionary Outlook. 


“THE new census of India gives the popula- 

tion in March, 1888, as 269,477,728 ; 
60,684,378 belonged to the native States. Dis- 
tributed according to religion, in round num- 
bers, the Hindoo population, in millions, is 
about 199; the Mohammedans, 81; *‘ Abori- 
ginals,” 63; Buddhists, 3}; Christians, nearly 
2; Sikh, nearly 2; Jains, 14, while Parsees, 
Jews, and others are comparatively very few. 
The Church of England has nearly 360,000 
members; other Episcopalian churches, 20,000 ; 
The Church of Scotland, the same number; 
“other Protestants,” 138,000; Roman Catholics, 
nearly a million, and Syrians, Armenians and 
Greeks, over 300,000. About 106,000,000 males 
and 111,000,000 females are neither under 
instruction nor able to read or write. Details 
are given of 109 different languages spoken; 
Hindustani comes first, with over 82 millions. 
then Bengali, with nearly 40; Telugu, with 
17; Mahratti, also 17; Punjobi, 16; Tamil, 13. 
Guzrati, Canarese, Ooriya, Malayalum, Sindi, 
Burmese, Hindi, Assamose, Kol, Southali, and 
Gondi come next in order. Next to Calcutta, 
Bombay and Madras, Hyderabad is the most 
populous city in India, Lucknow coming 
next. 


The death of the venerable Bishop Sargent, 
who has for more than fifty years laboured 
for the Church Missionary Society in Tinne- 
velly, may serve to remind our readers of the 
complete and practical refutation which the 
wonderful progress of the Gospel in that dis- 
trict affords to such disparaging statements as 
those of Canon Taylor and others. It appears 
that, whereas, in 1835 the number of Chris- 
tians under his charge was only eight thousand, 
it is now more than fifty-five thousand; the 
children in the schools now number upwards 
of twenty thousand, as compared with only 
two thousand at the former date. Fifty years 
ago, only one hundred and twenty villages in 
Tinnevelly were occupied by missionaries ; 
now there are morethan a thousand. There 
are sixty-seven ordained native clergymen, 
and in one year the native Christians have 
raised $23,500 for mission purposes. It is re- 
corded, also, in Mrs. Murray Mitchell’s most 
interesting book, “In Southern India,” that 
out of a population of two millions in this 
district, one hundred thousand are Protestant 
Christians, the number having been quad- 
rupled in twenty years. The whole Christian 
community is described a8 growing in influence 
and importance, and in Bishop Sargent’s own 
words, ‘‘the very look of the people is changed.” 
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These are facts which cannot be gainsaid: 
let those who glibly talk about missions being 
a. failure, explain them away if they can.—The 
Christian. 


THE MISSIONARY WORK OF THH WORLD now in- 
cludes 100 societies—50 American and 50 Euro- 
pean—which report an income of $9,723,850, 
of whieh $4,420,613 came from America, and 
$5,308,237 from Europe. The American socie- 
ties report 675 ordained missionaries, 129 lay 
missionaries, 1,183 female missionaries, 1,102 
iay ordained native preachers, 10,636 other 
native helpers, 248,070 communicants in 
churches. In connection with the European 
societies there are 1,780 ordained missionaries, 
248 Jay missionaries, 1,080 women mission- 
aries, 1,241 ordained native preachers, 15,120 
other native helpers, 276,715 communicants in 
churches. The totai Protestant missionary 
work of the world has, therefore, 2,755 ordain- 
ed missionaries, 2,162 women, 2,243 ordained 
nat? belpers, and 644,584 communicants in 
churches. These totais show a gain over the 
preceding year of $659,350 income, twenty-five 
ordained missionaries, seventy lay mission- 
aries, 140 women, 133 ordained natives, 8,637 
native helpers, and 26,137 communicants. 


Burmah, sixty-five years ago, had not a 
Christian within her borders. A native is 
brought to Christ and afterward becomes the 
means of turning a whole nation, and now 
we find Burmah an ovangelizing power In a 
probable population of 8,000,000, the census of 
1881 gave 84,219 as the number of Christians. 
The Baptists have now 500 churches, largely 
self-supperting, with 26,000 communicants, 
whose gifis of gratitude would put to shame 
hundreds of our so called liberal givers in 
Christian lands. 

Aitbough. not twenty-five years in existence, 
the Salvation Army is now the largest Foreign 
Missionary Society in the world. It now has 
its agents in thirty-two different countries, 

reaching in thirty-five different languages. 

t has 3,550 foreign missionaries who receiveon 
on average less than $25a year from the society. 


The Moravians who are one of the smallest 
religious denominations, maintain 323 mis- 
Sionaries In various parts of the earth, and 
1,565 native assistants, and now have about 
$1,000 adherents in mission fields. 


PRESBYTERIAN COLLEGE MONTREAL. 

The support of the Coilege has heretofore 
devolved mainly upon the city of Moaxtreal. 
Montreal gave about $130,000 of the $140,- 
000 expended on the buildings. Of the pre- 
sent endowment of $159,000, the sum of 
$140,000 was contributed by Montreal citi- 
zeus. The special annual subscriptions of

| $2,500 for the support of one of the chairs 
are, with the exception of $105, obtained 
from Montreal friends. 

The claims of the College for support from 
the whole Church are very manifest. It is the 
Church’s Institution; it is doing the Church’s 
work; its students are drawn from, and its 
graduates are labouring in, all sections of the 
Church. 

The amount required for the maintenance 
of the College this year is $14,000. The endow- 
ment yields $7,000, leaving $7,000 to be raised 
by congregational and individual contribu- 
tions. Last year the revenue fell short of the 
expenditure by $2,000. The deficit was only 
made good by a very special effort which 
cannot be repeated. The success of the College 
has been most marked. The number of stu- 
dents has been steadily increasing. The at- 
tendance this session is 88. These come from 
all sections of the Church. Last year, fifteen 
students graduated from the College. Four of 
these are now inthe Foreign Mission field, and 
four others engaged in French Evangelization 
work. It is hoped that when congregations 
are dividing their contributions among the 
schemes of the Church, they will remember 
the claims of the Presbyterian College, Mont- 
real, D. Morricn,

Church as a whole to carry on the various 
missionary and benevolent Schemes author- 
ized by the General Assembly during the 
present ecclesiastical year. The amounts 
are as follows—subject to such variations 
as the exigencies of the work may render 
necessary. For Home Missions proper, 
East, $9,000 and West, $53,000, making in 
all $32,000. For augmentation of Stipends, 
Hast, $8,000, West, $30,000—in all $38,000. 
For French Jvangelization, including 
schools and buildings at Pointe aux 
Trembles, and Coligny College, Ottawa, 


$73,000. For Foreign Missions, the 
amounts are as follows: For the work in 
the New Hebrides, $7.000; in Trinidad, 


St. Lucia and Demerara, $14,500; for the 
missions to the Indians in the North-West 
Territories, $19,000; for the mission in 
Formosa, $18,000, and for the Honan 
mission, $10,000; for the work in Central 
India, $28,000. To which must be added, 
for the expenses of management and possible 
outlay in connection with extension of 
work, and to pay off debt of last year, say 
$10,000 at least, bringing up the estimate 
for our Foreign mission work this year to 


Toronto, Kingston and Montreal, ask for 
$15,400 ; Halifax requires about $10,000, 
and the Manitoba College the same amount, 
making in all for the Colleges, $35,400. 
The Aged and Infirm Ministers Fund, east 
and west, requires $19,000; the Ministers 
Widows and Orphans’ Funds, in like 
manner, say, $8,000. For the Assembly 
Fund the amount required is $5,500. The 
whole amount required for the year for the 
purposes named is thus, $347,400; or 
putting it in the way our Methodist friends 
do, we should say we require for our Do- 
mestic and Foreign Missions, $279,500 and 
for educational and benevolent purposes, 
$67,900. That is a pretty large sum, 
but if each congregation will undertake its 
share, and if individual members will 
only contribute according to their several 
abilities, there will be no difficulty in secur- 
ing the amount. Indeed, looking at this 
matter of finance from a liberal point of 
view, we have no hesitation in expressing 
our belief that our Church is well able to do 
a great deal more than this. In the mean- 
time we are thankful for the indications of 
increasing interest and liberality in many 
quarters, 

All Congregations and Mission Stations 
are enjoined to contribute to these Schemes 
of the Church, and to remit promptly to 
the Treasurers.

| are emblazoned the words,—Regina Angelo- 


rum, ‘‘ Queen of Angels.” Beneath it, are 
the ‘‘relics”—the santa culla, or cradle im 
which the infant Saviour was car- 
ried into Egypt, the remains of St. 
Matthew, the brains of Thomas & 
Becket! &c. Adjoining the altarisa 
splendid chamber constructed by 
Pius IX for his last resting-place, 
and here he was buried. A gor- 
geous tomb also, is that of Sixtus 
V, one of the most distinguished 
of the Bishops of Rome, as preacher 
and statesman, who was neverthe- 
less cordially hated by the people. 
Santa Croce in Gerusalemme, has 
no architectural attractions, though 
it draws crowds to venerate the 
“Title of the True Cross” —a piece 
of two-inch plank, reputed to be 
that on which the inscription in 
Greek, Latin, and Hebrew was 
written. (Luke 23: 38). The an- 
nual feast of the “‘ Invention of the 
True Cross” is celebrated on the 
3rd of May with great solemnity, 
when the figment is carried in pro- 
cession attended by a white-robed 
choir who chant a litany in strains 
like this,—O Cross! more glor- 
ious than the stars, world-famous, 
holiest of things, which alone wast 
worthy to sustain the weight of 


the world: dear wood, dear nails, 


Toms oF St. PAut. 


OT very far from the Lateran stands 
another fine old church—Santa Maria 
Maggiori, ad Nives. Thereare at least fifty 
churches in Rome dedicated to the Virgin. 
This is the largest, and by far the finest. 
The words ‘‘ad nives” refer to the legend of 
a miraculous:fall of snow, said to have fallen 
on the 5th of August, about A.D. 522, 
which covered the exact spot of ground on 
which the chureh stands, and that only! 
The nave'of this church is lined with two 
rows of marble pillars—thirty-six on each 
side—from Hadrian’s villa. The altar is 
lavishly ornamented with porphyry, and the 
walls and ceilings with rich gilding and 
mosaics—the wholo presenting an appear- 
ance of remarkable beauty. Over the altar 


=— dear burden-bearing; save those 
“s* present assembled in thy praise to 
day. Alleluia!” 

San Paulo-fuori-le-mura. This famous 
Basilica stands in solitary grandeur in the 
open Campagna, three miles beyond the city 
walls. We have already walked in imagina- 
tion with St. Paul as he entered Rome, we 
have seen the house in which he lived for two 
years, the dungeon in which he was con- 
fined, and the hallin which he was tried 
and condemned ; we are now to look at the 
place where he was beheaded, and his 
reputed tomb. Adjoining the basilica there 
is a small church which marks the spot 
where, by a stroke of the executioner’s 
sword, the great Apostle gained the crown 
of martyrdom. You cannot but enter it 
with solemnity, for there is reason to believe 
that here Paul died. A bas-relief on the 
wall, represents the swordsman completing 
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his stern duty. It is a dull imagination that 
cannot fill in the details of the tragedy. 
The basilica of St. Pauls occupies the site 
of a splendid old structure that was burned 
in 1823. Its internal magnificense is in 
marked contrast with its ugly exterior. The 
lofty roof is supported by four rows of pol- 
ished granite pillars, eighty in number, 
which cast long shadows on a marble floor 
400 feet by 222 feet, that shines like a 
mirror. In the centre of the transepts is 
the high-altar, supported by pillars of red 
alabaster, and enclosing a richly carved 
Gothic shrine, beneath which the precious 
dust is said to be preserved in a silver 
casket.* Around the fringe of the balda- 
chino, or altar canopy, are inscribed in large 
gilt letters, the words,—Tvu ms Vas Huxc- 
TIONIS, SANCTE PAULE APOSTOLE, PREDICATUR 
VERITATIS IN Universo Munpo,—‘ Thou art 
a chosen vessel, Holy Apostle Paul, preacher 
of the trnth in the whole world.” In front 
of this tomb there is another, much humbler 
one, which in one word tells its own story — 
TimoTHEI ‘Strong is the temptation,” 
says McDuff, ‘“‘ for once not too exactly to 
demand or scrutinize authority for the truth 
of the legend, in itself so beautiful, that 
these two honoured servants of Christ, who 
had lived and laboured, wept and prayed, 
sorrowed and rejoiced together, are now 
resting side by side—the father and ‘ his own 
son in the faith.”’ 7 | 


Missionary Gabinet.. 
BisHop SamurL Crowruer, W. Arrica.t 


iN the year 1810, a boy was born in a 
y negro family living in the town of 
Oshugun, about 100 miles inland from the 
Bight of Benin, on the west coast of Africa. 
There he lived and thrived for eleven years, 
with two sisters and a little girl cousin, 
whose home was with them. Then, in 1821, 
there came a dreadful day, when a company

of men, from another tribe living not far 
away, eame to Oshugun to capture some of 
the people, and sell them to the Portuguese 
slave-traders. There had been some trouble 
before this between the tribes, and that was 
what made them attack each other in this 
way. At this time the town of Oshugun 
was taken and burned, and a great many 
children and adults were carried off to be 
sold. Among them was this boy, Adjai. 
His father was killed in the fight, and he 
and his mother and two sisters and little 
cousin were all carried off. Very soon they 
were separated. Adjai and one sister were 
given to the chief; his mother and the 
baby-sister were allotted to some one else. 
Before night of that dreadful day, the boy 
had been traded for a horse, but hfs pur-- 
chaser soon became dissatisfied and returned 
him. For afew months he remained near 
his mother ; then he was suddenly hurried 
away to a slave market, and sold to a Mo- 
hammedan woman. Here he remained but 
a short time, when he was sold for rum and 
tobacco, and his new owners very soon 
passed him along to the Portuguese slave- 
traders who took him to Lagos and, after 
fettering him with others, 187 in all, 
marched them to the beach, and crowded 
them into the hold of a slave-ship to be 
taken to America. 


The slave-trade had already became hate- 
ful to all humane people; and British 
vessels were on the watch along the coast of 
Africa to intercept the slave-ships. It so 


“jhappened that a British man-of-war eame 


along within two days, captured the slaver, 
and liberated all the slaves, who were 
taken on board the British cruiser. Adjai 
and five others, all young like himself, 
kept together, dreading all sort of howible 
things from the stories told them by the 
Portuguese. But they soon learned they 
were among friends, and in due time they 
landed at Sierra Leone and many of the 
younger ones, including Adjai, and a girl 
from the same trtbe, named Asano, were 
put into the mission school at Freetown, 
then under the care of Mr. and Mrs. Weeks. 
In three days he learned the alphabet ; and 
in six months he could read the New Testa- 
ment, and was so bright and eager to learn, 
that he became a favourite seholar. Within 
the next three years he had become a Chris- 
tian, and on the 11th of .Deeember, 182! . 
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being then fifteen years old, he was baptized 
and given the name of Samuel Crowther, 
after a good English clergyman. He was 
desirous to become a missionary, and in 
1862 was sent to England for his education, 
but, the conditions being unfavourable at 
that time, he returned to Sierra Leone, 
entered the Fourah Bay Institution, where 
he mastered the course of study prescribed, 
and, in 1829, became a teacher at Regent’s 
Town under Mr. Weeks. Adjai, the slave- 
boy, here married Asano, the companion of 
his misfortunes, and they lived happily to- 
gether for a number of years at Regent's 
Town. 

In 1841, Mr. Crowther accompanied the 
first expedition up the Niger to establish a 
-mission. Most of the party perished, but 
Crowther lived, and determined to devote 
himself to missionary work in that region. 
So he once more went to England, entered 
the Church Missionary Society’s College at 
Islington, and in 1843 was ordained by the 
Bishop of London as a missionary. He 
spent a year and a half at Badagery, and 
there preached under a great tree all that 
time. Then he reached Abeokuta, where 
to his great joy he found his mother and 
sisters, who after a time he received into 
the membership of the Christian Church. 


For twenty years he laboured there. Trans-| 


lations of the Scriptures and the Prayer- 
Book were made in the native languages, A 
third time he went to England and had an 
audience of the Queen. After this he made 
four different tours up the Niger, planting 
the germs of future mission stations. At 
the end of twenty years, there arose the 
need of a native to take the oversight of the 
West African work. Several white bishops 
had died from the effects of the climate, 
and now the Society chose Crowther for 
that important office. He was called again 
to England where he received the degree 
of D.D. from the University of Oxford, and 
on the 29th of June, 1864, he was consecra- 
ted Bishop by the Arch-bishop of Canter- 
bury—the first black bishop of Africa since 
the disappearance of the Christian Church 
from the ‘ Dark Continent’ more than 1200 
years before. On his return to Africa, in 
August, he was received with the utmost 
enthusiasm, and for five and twenty years 
Bishop Crowther has been labouring for the 
good of his countrymen, an earnest, whole- 
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souled man, full of faith, thoroughly devoted 
and eminently successful. 

Bishop Crowther, in his 79th year was 
present as a delegate at the great Missionary 
Conference held in London in 1888, and 
took an intelligent part in the proceedings 
of that memorable assemblage, giving an 
interesting account of his own work and 
that of other missionaries, expressing his 
views very cleaily and emphatically in re- 
gard to polyeamy and its baneful effects, 
and paying a high tribute to the success 
which had attended the devoted labours of 
women in connection with the education 
and elevation of native youth of both sexes, 
He is still at his post at the head of the 
Niger Mission. His wife died a short time 
ago. When she received Christian baptism, 
her name was changed to Susanna. She 
proved herself to be a good and faithful 
wife, full of zeal for the enlightenment of 
her countrywomen, and who brought up her 
own children in the fear of the Lord. One 
of the sons, Archdeacon Dandeson Coates 
Crowther, has been a great assistance to his 
father in his Missionary work. 


Hreshuyterianism an the Prairie. 


WINNIPEG. 


HE city of Winnipeg is situated on the 
Red River, forty-five miles from the 
lake whose name it bears. This lake is 280 
miles long with an average breadth of 
thirty miles. Winnipeg is on the main line 
of the Canadian Pacific Railway, distant 
from Halifax, N.S., 2,263: miles, and from 
Vancouver, B.C., 1,576 miles. It has 
attained its present size and importance in 
an incredibly short space of time. In 1871 
it was a mean village, half a mile from Fort 
Garry—the headquarters of the Hudson 
Bay Co.—and had a population of 241 
souls, a number of whom were half-breeds. 
In 1873 it was incorporated into a “ city” 
of 2,000 people, which increased in eight 
years to 8,000 inhabitants. Now it is the 
capital of the north-west andthe seat of the 
Government for the Province of Manitoba, 
with a population approaching 25,000. The 
first railway connecting Winnipeg with the 
United States was opened in 1878. In the 
summer of 1885 the first passenger train of 
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the C.P.R. arrived here from the east. On the 
Ist of July, 1886, the first through train from 
Winnipeg departed on its romantic journey 
across the prairies and over the xtecky 
Mountains to Vancouver on the Pacific— 
marking an area iz the history of Canada of 
the full importance of which we can as yet 
form a very imperfect conception. Winni- 
peg is no mean city. Its streets are broad 
and regular—Main street being one of the 
finest streets in the Dominion. Its educa- 
tional and benevolent institutions compare 
favourably with those of any city of its size 
on the continent. It has seven banks and 
fifty hotels, two daily and seven weekly 
newspapers. Steamers ply from Winnipeg, 
orin low water from West Selkirk, to the 
northern end of the lake, there to connect 
at the mouth of the Saskatchewan with 
others that run 1,000 miles up that mighty 
river, Winnipeg has its House of Parlia- 
ment and Government House, a handsome 
Court House and a number of other very fine 
public buildings. Affiliated to the Provincial 
University there are five colleges—four of 
of them well equipped and comfortably 
housed—the Episcopalian, Presbyterian, 
Roman Catholic, and the Medical College ; 
while the Wesley (Methodist) College has 
lately been begun. There are now in the 
city three Roman Catholic churches, six 
Episcopalian, six Presbyterian (including 
Kaldonan), five Methodist, two Baptist, two 
Congregational, one Icelandic Lutheran, a 
Scandinavian- and a Jewish Synagogue, 
Besides these, two other Presbyterian 
missions have just been undertaken, one by 
St. Andrew’s church at Point Douglas, the 
other by Knox Church on Langside street. 
The Roman Catholics were first in the field 
in 1818. The Church of England followed 
in 1820. Each of these has its Cathedral. 
There are also a vigorous Young Men’s 
Christian Association,a thoroughly equipped 
Hospital, a Children’s Home and a House of 
Refuge. 

It was in 1851 that the Rev. John Black was 
sent by the Presbyterian Church of Canada to 
undertake the work of founding the Presby- 
terian cause in the Red River valley. He took 
up his abode at Kildonan, giving occasional 
services in the Court House at Winnipeg. The 
little church built by him and still in use, may 
therefore be called the mother of all the 
Presbyterian churches in the North-West. In 
1869-70 asmall church was erected in Winni- 


peg, afterwards known as Knox Church. In 


1871, the writer was sent by the General 
Assembly, as professor, to begin Manitoba 
College and to have charge of Knox Church, 
which was separated from Kildonan.-in 1872 
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and remained with its temporary supply until 
Oct., 1874, when Rev. James Robertson was in- 
ducted as its first regular pastor. The new 
church erected during his incumbency was 
sold in the time of the ‘‘boom.” In 1881 Mr, 
Robertson was appointed Superinteniient of 
Missions in the North-West, and in August, 
1882, Rev. D. M. Gordon, of Ottawa, suc- 
ceeded him as pastor of Knox Church, and for 
five years ministerel successfully to the con- 
gregation, who built for him the handsome 
church of the present time. In 1883, Rev. F. 
B. Duval, of Tole2o0, Ohio, was inducted. In 
the meantime a peaceful “ hiving off” took 
place from Knox Church, and St. Andrew’s 
Church was begun in tho north part of the city. 
Its first pastor was the Rev. C. B. Pitblado, of 
Halifax, who ministere 1 with marked success 
for six years. He was succeeded by Rev. John 
Hogg, of Moncton, N.B., the present pastor. The 
North Presbyterian Church, an off-shoot from 
St. Andrew’s, was founded about 1885, and now 
occupies a handsome brick church. Rey. D. B. 
Whimster first ministered to this congregation, 
which is at present under the charge of Rev. 
John Hogg, formerly of Toronto. In 1887, the 
neat and commodious church, known as 
“ Augustine Church,” was erected on the south 
side of the Assiniboine. Over this Rev. A. B. 
Baird has been appointed missionary, being 
also on the staff of Manitoba College. In 1888 
preaching was commenced among the Ice- 
landers of Winnipeg, who number about 2,000, 
by a Presbyterian Icelandic student, Mr. 
Jonas Johannsen. The church erected last 
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ear has been enlarged and now holds four 
andrea people, and is called the “ Martin 
Luther Church.” 

There never having been any division of 
Presbyterianism in Manitoba, there was noth- 
ing to complicate “hurch extension in Winni- 
peg, so that the territory of the city has been 
fairly covered by these congregations, and un- 
doubtedly the Presbyterians represent an 
amount of religious force second to no other 
body. Witnipeg is the seat of Manitoba 
College, the seminary of our church for the 
North-West. in this there are this year 22 
Theological students, 50 University students, 
and 40 preparatory. Tho College is an engine 
of immense power for the church. In it Rev. 
Prof. Hart, who was sent out in 1872 as the 
representative of the Church of Scotland in 
Canada, labours still, while Rev. Principal 
King has since 1883 devoted himself most 
enthusiastically io its interests. We may well 
say in looking back over the less than eighteen 
years since our first church organization took 

lace in Winnipeg, what hath God wrought ! 
The orderly character of the city, its quiet Sab- 
bath, which allits visitors notice, its great inter- 
estin education as evinced by its excellentcol- 
leges and schools, and its high tone of political 
and general morality, are the evidences that a 
vigorous religious life is found ‘in it, which the 
Presbyterian Church has not been the least 
factor in developing. There are upwards of 
6,000 Presbyterians in Winnipeg. Thenumber 
of communicants is 1,710 ; scholars in 8. Sc. and 
Bible-class, 1,758; contributions last year for 
church purposes, $29,445; average per member 
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DHritish Columbia.

HE past year has been the best in the 

history of the church in this Province. 
From the west coast of Vancouver Island to 
the Columbia River—throughout the vast 
bounds of the Presbytery—quiet, steady 
work has been going on. Throughout the 
year every puipit has been occupied and 
every settlement of any size or importance 
has been more or less fully supplied with 
the services of the Church, distant Cariboo, 
one of the first mission fields occupied by 
the Church in B.C., alone excepted. Un- 
fike eastern Provinces, population here is 
largely centered in the cities along the 
coast, much of the country being wholly 
uninhabited, and where settlements are 
found, being generally small and scattered. 
Outside of the towns and cities, church ex- 


tension iS in consequence attended by 
special difficulties. It is, however, found 
that church life being strong at the centres, 
it partakes of the same character in the 
smaller and more remote settlements. 


CITIES... 


(1.) Vietoria.—The two large and influential 
congregations here enjoyed a year of uninter- 
rupted harmony and prosperity. St. Andrew’s 
has recently completed the erection of the most 
complete and beautiful church edifice in the Pro- 
vince. The First Church, now free from debt, 
contemplates moving in the direction of church 
enlargement atan early date. (2.) Vancowver.— 
The ministers of this city have had their time 
fully occupied and their strength taxed in the 
effort to provide for the immense stream of 
population flowing to that point. The pres- 
sure is now very much relieved by the recent 
completion of the new St. Andrew’s Church, a 
handsome and commodious edifice. (3.) New 
Westminster.—St. Andrew’s. This fine old 
pioneer congregation maintains its position as 
thoroughly organized and vigorous in every 
department of church work—its fine large 
brick church, completed during the early part 
of the year, affording the necessary accomoda- 
tion for a rapidly increasing population. The 
Rev. R. Jamieson conducts regular services as 
chaplain of the Dominion penitentiary. (4) 
Nanaimo.—The congregation here, until 
recently under the supervision of the Colonial 
Committee of the Church of Scotland is now in 
a thoroughly organized and vigorous condition 
with a comfortable new church. Mr. Miller, 
who has been in charge for the past two and 
a-half years, by appointment of the Colonial 
Committee, found it necessary, owing to the 
state of his health, to resign at the end of the 
year. This occasions sincere regret. 


Mission FIELDs. 


{1.) Albernt.—A new, isolated but very im- 
portant settlement on the west coast of Van- 
couver Island; vacant during the winter but 
supplied for the summer by Mr. Lockhart, an 
energetic student from Manitoba College, and 
since his return to College by Mr. Pillar, an ex- 
perienced catechist; the onky Protestant ser- 
vice in the settlement ; contributions for six 
months about $150. (2.) Comox.—An important 
agricultural and coal-mining district; three 
regular preachingstations; acomfortable church 
and manse, the latter erected during the year; 
missionary’s labours very arduous; Rey. Alex. 
Fraser in charge for the past 3 years; progress 
very marked ; 4600 raised towards salary. (3.) 
Victoria District—An_ extensive and _ long 
neglected agricultural district, along with the 
Royal Naval Station of Esquimault; 5 preach- 
ing stations; contribute $600 towards salary; 
progress satisfactory and prospects encourag- 
ing; Rev. DL. McRae, assisted during last 
summer by Mr. Knowles of Manitoba College, 
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in charge for the past 4 years. (4.) Richmond.— 
Promoted to the position of supplemented 
charge; called Rev. J. A. Jaffray, B.A., for 
three years missionary in charge of Spallum- 
cheen, in August last ; comfortable church and 
manse, latter erected during the year; 2 
stations; congregation not large but very 
spirited ; contribute $700 towards salary ; pros- 
pects very bright. (5.) Delta.—<A new field ; 
first occupied last year; a good farming dis- 
trict; 3 stations; $600 expected towards 
salary. In charge for past 5 months of Rev. 
Mr. Warren. (6.) Langley and Port Haney.— 
An extensive and laborious field, situated on 
both sides of the Fraser River; strength and 
endurance of the minister severely taxed ; 
difficult, and at times dangerous boating and 
very bad roads; 3 comfortable churches; one 
erected during the year, and a house in course 
of erection by the minister for his own use; 
$700 raised towards salary; in charge for the 
first three years of the Rev. Alex. Tait; com- 
plete organization and satisfactory progress. 
(7.) Mount Lehman and Agasssiz.—Situated also 
on both sides of the Fraser River, and partak- 
ing of the same character, so far as the 
difficulties of workin® are concerned, as the 
field last noticed. This is a comparatively new 
field; $600 expected towards salary; Rev. 
Alex. Dunn in charge for past year; a promis- 
ing field. (8.) Chilliwhack.—An old and im- 
Sa agricultural district; progress here has 

een very rapid; congregation Dot large but 
very energetic and liberal; 2 stations with 
comfortable church and manse; Rev. W. R. 
Ross in charge for the past year. (9.) Kam- 
loops.—A growing town and an important rail- 
way and business centre in the interior ; con- 
gregation thoroughly organized, liberal and 
energetic, with a handsome and comfortable 
church; the outlook very encouraging ; $850 
raised towards salary ; Rev. John Chisholm in 
charg@ for the past three years. (10.) Nicola.— 
An important cattle ranching district; settle- 
ment very scattered ; until recently under the 
Supervision of the Colonial Committee of the 
Church of Scotland; two or three preaching 
stations and one church. For the past three 
years in charge of the Rev. Mr. Murray by ap- 
pointment of the Colonial Committee. (11.) 
Spallumcheen.—An important agricultural dis- 
trict also in the interior; the Rev. J. K. 
Wright succeeded Mr. Jaffray here in May 
last; a long neglected district; the people ex- 
press warmly their gratitude to the church and 
appreciation of church ordinances; a good 
foundation has been laid and the prospects are 
very encouraging; $600 are raised towards 
salary. (12.) Vernon.—This is a new field sub- 
division of the one last noticed. It having 
been found impossible to secure the necessary 
oversight, without overtaxing the missionary’s 
strength; a grant was authorized and an ap- 
pointment made by the Home Mission Com- 
mittee at its October meeting; $600 are ex- 
pected to be received towards. salary. 
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By appointment of the Presbytery, Mr. 
Chisholm visited and thoroughly explored, last 
summer, an hitherto unknown region. setiled 
by miners and cattlemen lying towards the 
international boundary. He reported to the 
Presbytery a most favourable opening for a 
young man capable of performing the com- 
bined duties of missionary, and tutor to the 
family .of a wealthy cattle rancher who 
promises $300 towards his support. The 
Presbytery hopes to avail itself of this inter- 
esting opening in the Spring. Certainly, not 
the least interesting or important event of the 
year has been the reception, under the care 
of the Presbytery of the congregations of 
Nicola and Nanaimo—the former with its 
minister. This was brought about at the 
unanimous request of ministers and congre- 
gations concerned, and with the cordial con- 
currence of the Colonial Committee of the 
Church of Scotland. Thus the problem of 
union has been happily solved without the 
slightest friction and, indeed, with the utmost 
harmony and good feeling. Six years ago we 
had in one congregation and two 
ministers. In August 1886, the date of the 
organization of the Presbytery—two and a- 
half years afterwards—4 congregations and 4 
ministers. At the end of last year—three and 
a-half years later—18 congregations, 16 min- 
isters and one catechist—of these we are 
indebted to the Colonial Committee of the 
Church of Scotland for 5 congregations and 2 
ministers—During this time, 12 churches and 
5 comfortable manses have been erected. 

By the last report.of the General Assembly’s 
Committee on Statistics, it is shown that the 
average contribution per family and communi- 
cant in the Presbytery of Columbia, is in ad- 
vance of any other Presbytery of the church, 
Calgary—also partly in B.C.—being the next 
highest. 

Average contributions towards stipend, per 
family, $17,27; per communicant, $12,84; 
average throughout the church, per family, 
$8,52, per communicant, $4,40; towards all 
congregational objects, per family, $54,29, per 
communicant, $40,26; throughout the church, 
per family, $19,52, per communicant, $10,23; 
towards the schemes of the church, per family 
$1,77, per communicant, $1,31 ; throughout the 
church, per family, $3,42, per communicant, 
$1,80; towards all purposes, per family, $56,42, 
per communicant, $42,00; throughout the 
church, per family, $24,40, per communicant, 
$12,86. 

Additions to communion roll on profession 
of faith, 142 and by certificate 245—these 
figures speak for themselves—they need no 
comment. 

It is proper to state that in addition to the 
work carried on in B.C. under the direction of 
the Presbytery of Columbia, the Presbytery of 
Calgary. has the oversight of a number of 
mission stations, in the Province, along the 
line of the Canadian Pacific Railway, and 
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southwards towards the international boun- 
dary. The work in this mountainous region 
has been prosecuted with vigour during the 
year, by the Presbytery and the Superinten- 
dent of missions. 

Is it too much to claim that these results, 
merit, in an increased measure, the continuance 
of the confidence and support so generously 
accorded by the church through her Home 
Mission Committee, during the past five or six 
years, Which alone—under the Divine blessing 
rendered the present of things, in British 
Columbia, at all possible.

CHRIST AND THE PENITENT THIEF. 

And Jesus said unto him, Verily I say unto thee, to- 
sara thou be with me in Paradise.’”? (Luke xxiii. 

This is a most remarkable scene, whether 
we consider the prayer and faith of the peni- 
tent thief, or the answer of the dying Jesus. 
Rebuking his associate in crime, confessing 
the justice of the doom that had fallen to both 
of them, and declaring his belief in the inno- 
cence of Jesus, he turned his eye toward him, 
and said: “‘ Lord, remember me when thou 
comest into thy kingdom.” How fully this 
man understood the Kingdom of Christ we do 
not know; yet his prayer implies that he 
believed Jesus to be the promised Messiah. 
He looked toward him as a Saviour and a> 
helper, in the last extremity of his own life, 
and that, too, notwithstanding the apparent 
helplessness of the Being to whom he prayed. 
Light from heaven, as we must suppose, was 
suddenly poured into his soul; and to the 
person who was then dying by his side he fled 
as his only hope. His faith was exercised 
under remarkable circumstances. 

There is no point in time when it is too late 
for sinners to call on Jesus for the help they 
need; and no sinner ever sincerely sought 
salvation from him without obtaining it. 
What Christ did in the case of the penitent 
thief, and for him, he will do in any case, and 
for any one who, like this thief, seeks his 
favour. He is able “to save them to the utter- 
most that come unto God by him.” Hisatone- 
ment for sin is as broad in its provisions as 
the wants of the race. Nothing but a loving 
and believing heart is wanting to make that 
atonement efficacious unto eternal life. This 
condition being supplied on our part, then sal- 
vation will follow on God’s part. When the 
Philippian jailer asked Paul what he must do 
in order to be saved, the apostle promptly 
replied: ‘‘ Believe on the Lord Jesus Christ, 
and, thou shalt be saved.” This answer is 
good for all time, and for all persons who com- 
ply with the condition specified. 
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God has constructed the Gospel system on 
these two principles: first, that Christ is the 
only Saviour of sinners: secondly; that faith 
in him will secure their salvation. The salva- 
tion of the penitent thief, though peculiar in 
the circumstances in which he exercised faith, 
was not exceptional in the principles involved. 
He breathed into the ear of the dying Jesus a 
prayer of faith in him; and Jesus responded 
in the words of saving grace. Salvation is not 
only possible, but always real, to every sinner 
who seeks it in this way. So Christ preached 
his own Gospel, and so the apostles preached 
it by his authority. 


FAMILY PRAYERS. 
CANON LIDDON. 


There is one mark of a household in which 
God is known and loved which is too often 
wanting in our day,—I mean the practice of 
family prayer. Depend upon it, the worth of 
a practice of that kind can only be measured 
by its effects duving along period of time; and 
family prayers, though occupying only a few 
minutes, do make a great difference in any 
household at the end of the year. How, in- 
deed, can it be otherwise, when each morning, 
and, perhaps, each evening, too, all the mem- 
bers of the family—the old and the young, the 
parents and the children, the master and the 
servants—meet on a footing of perfect equality 
before the Eternal, in whose presence each is 
as nothing, yet to whom each is so infinitely 
dear that he has redeemed by his blood each 
and all of them! How must not the bad 
spirits that are the enemies of pure and bright 
family life flee away—the spirit of envy, and 
pride, and untruthfulness, and sloth, and the 
whole tribe of evil thoughts, and make way 
for his presence in the hearts of old and young 
alike, who, as he brings us one by one nearer 
to the true end of our existence, so does he 
alone make us to be “ of one mind in a house” 
here, within the narrow presence of each 

shome-circle, and hereafter in that countless 
family of all nations and tongues, which shall 
dwell with him, the universal Parent of all 
eternity. ;

EARNESTNES8S. 

Earnestness is contagious. Earnestness 
leaps over difficulties. Earnestness walks the 
up incline as though it was level ground, nor 
heeds difficulties, with the prize in view. We 
have to contend, as we have seen, with wide- 
spread indifference; and earnestness will 
attract the half-closed eye of the indifferent, 
and rouse to sight, thought, action. Would 
that our churches were all terribly in earnest; 
all intensely alive! Silently as the leaven 
leavens the whole lump, so an earnest Church 
‘leavens the locality in which it works. 
Earnestness need not be noisy; the hottest 
coal fire burns without crackling; the earnest 
runner does not waste his strength in shouting 
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to the spectators as he runs. We plead for the 
earnestness which is the normal condition of 
healthy spiritual life—the earnestness which 
flows from constant communion with God— 
the earnestness which can calmly look on the 
scene of continuous indifference, and gather 
from it strength to plead with men and plead 
for God ; the earnestness which, like the river 
in its course, is fed by secret springs flowing 
from the “throne of God and the lamb.” 


GOOD SERMONS FOR CHILDREN. 
Most boys and giris do not like sermons; 

they say they are too long for their highnesses, 
Perhaps they may like short sermons. They 
will give food to think over, and must not be 
read too hastily. A Swedish boy fell out of 
the window and was badly hurt; but with 
clinched lips he kept back the cry of pain. 
The king, Gustavus Adolphus, who saw him 
fall, prophesied that the boy would make a 
man of an emergency. And so he did, for he 
became the famous General Baur. A boy used 
to crush the flowers to get their colour, and 
painted the white side of his father’s cottage 
in Tyrol with all sorts of pictures, which the 
mountaineers gazed at as wonderful. He was 
the great artist Titian. An old painter watch- 
ed a little fellow who amused himself making 
drawings of his pot and brushes, easel and 
stool, and said, “ That boy will beat me one 
day.” So he did, for he was Michael Angelo. 
A German boy was reading a blood-and-thun- 
der novel. Right inthe midst of it, he said 
to himself, “ Now, this will never do. I get. 
too much excited over it. I can’t study so well 
after it. So here goes !” and he flung the book 
into the river. He was Richter, the great Ger- 
man philosopher. Do you know what these 
little sermons mean? Why, simply this, that 
in boyhood and girlhood are shown the traits 
for good or evil that make man ‘or woman 
good or not. 


LOVE MIGHTIER THAN LOGIC. 


You may hammer ice on the anvil or bray 
itina mortar. What then? It is pounded 
ice still, except for a little portion melted by 
heat of percussion, and it will soon ccngeal 
again. Melt it in the sun, and it flows down 
in sweet water, which mirrors the light which 
loosed its bands of cold. So hammer away at 
unbelief with your logical sledge-hammers, 
and you will change its shape perhaps; but it 
is none the less unbelief because you have 
ground it topowder. Itis a mightier agent that 
must melt it—the fire of God’s love brought 
close by a heart ablaze with the sacred glow. 

The most precious of all possessions, is 
power over ourselves; power to withstand 
trial, to bear suffering, to front danger; 
power over pleasure and pain; power to follow 
our convictions, however resisted by menace 
and scorn; the power of calm reliance in 
scenes of darkness and storm. .

FEBRUARY 9. A.D. 8. LuxKnh 2: 40-52. 
Golden Text, Luke 2: 52. 


[LUKE omits all mention of the visit of the 
Magi to the infant Saviour ; the slaughter 
of infants in Bethlehem, and the flight into 
Egypt. It would seem from Matt. 2: 22, that 
Joseph had intended to remain in Judea. 
His return to Nazareth took place only after 
the death of Herod. V. 40. The child grew.— 
The childhood of Jesus was the same as ours, 
a continuous development of mental and 
bodily powers, with the same liability to the 
ailments of infancy. Comp. Heb. 2: 17-18. 
Henee we feel assured of Christ’s sympathy 
and love for babes. Filled with wisdom.— The 
verb in the Greek, implies a continuous pro- 
cess, being filled, see v.52. The grace of God 
‘—He was favoured with the moral beauty of a 
perfectly holy childhood. V.41. The Passover 
—to which all Jews were required to go, 
Deut. 16: 16. Mark the faithfulness of the 
parents, and its influence on the ehild. V. 42. 
Twelve years old—at which age, Jewish chil- 
dren were held to be more directly responsible 
for their obedience to the law. V. 43. The days 
—seven in number, Exod. 13: 6. Tarried.— 
Every day, probably Jesus had attended in 
the Temple, his parents might naturally have 
found him there, but in the hurry and bustle 
of departure they missed him, and thought he 
was with their friends. It was not until late 
in the evening that they ascertained he was 
not with them. V.46. After three days—an 
anxious time for them, but if Mary had re- 
membered the angel’s words, Luke 1: 385, what 
would have been more natural than seeking 
the “ Son of God” in His Father’s house, v. 49. 
V. 47, Hearing, et.—Mark the resemblance be- 
tween this, and the teaching of our own Sab- 
bath Schools. V. 49. My father’s business.— 
This is the first indication we have of Christ’s 
consciousness of his being “ the Son of God.” 
His emphatic “ My Father” contrasts with 
Mary’s ‘Thy father’ in 48th v. That his 

arents ‘‘ understood not” shows that time 

ad dulled the impression made upon them by 
the marvels of his birth. V. 51. Subject— 
obedient. If Christ was so, how much more 
should Christian children, Exod. 20: 12, Eph. 
6:1. Kept these sayings—comp. v. 19. She 
did not fully understand, but patiently waited 
in faith, for more light. V.52. Increased.— 
There was no miraculous development in 
Christ’s childhood. He “increased” his know- 
ledge at the school of Nazareth and by attend- 
ance in the house of God. Only there was in 
him nosin. All the stages of his progress 
were marked by the perfection of moral and 
spiritual wisdom belonging to each of them. 
Obedient, unselfish, devout and helpful, it is 
no wonder that all who knew him, loved him. 
All we know of that time of Jesus’ life is what 
we have studied in this lesson.

FEBRUARY 16. A.D. 26. Luxe 3: 7-22. 
Golden Text, Mat?.3 : 2. 


i was about eighteen years after the events 

of our last lesson that John was called out 
of the wilderness where he had spent his youth, 
ch. 1: 80, by the Holy Spirit. To prepare 
men’s minds for the coming of Christ, he 
preached repentance and baptized all the truly 
penitent. Multitudes came to hear him, Matt. 
3; 4-5, and to be baptized. V.7. Vipers—The 
Pharisees and Sadducees who were thus called, 
Matt. 3: 7, were a wicked, hypocritical set. 
See what Jesus says of them in Matt. 23: 13- 
15. The viper’s venom kills the body, but 
false teaching may kill the soul. V. 8. Fruits 
—True repentance must be accompanied by 
good works, James 2: 26. We have Abraham— 
Comp. John 8: 33-39. V. 9. The root—Israel 
is symbolized by the tree, God had often 
pruned it by his judgments, but now that he 
had sent His Son, rejection of Him would 
mean destruction, Luke, 13: 6-7. V.10. What 
shall we do ?—Comp. Acts, 2: 37. John’s 
answer is very practical. Deny yourselves, 
give to the poor, comp. Jas, 2: 15-16. V.12. 
Publicans—These tax-gatherers had the name 
of being great extortioners. Hence John’s 
answer to them in v.13. Y. 14. Soldiers— 
probably Roman legionaries, to whom John 
recommends gentleness, avoidance of false 
accusations, and contentment with their pay, 
Some of the people inclining to the idea that 
John himself was the Christ, he answers them 
by announcing the coming Messiah, who by 
another baptism, of which his was only the 
symbol, would give them life and _ holiness. 
V.17. Whose fan—The chaff represents the 
ungodly—the wheat, believers in Christ—the 
garner is Heaven—the fire unquenchable, the 
wrath of God. In vs. 19 and 20, Luke com- 
pletes his account of John’s ministry, so as not 
to have to recur to the same subject afterwards. 
John does something similar, John 3: 24. The 
facts briefly stated here are found in fullin 
Matt. 14: 3-12. We need only remark here 
that John the Baptist -was neither a man- 
worshipper, nora time server. He preached 
the same gospel to rich and poor, to the publi- 
can and to the tetrarch. V. 21. Jesus baptized— 
comp, Matt. 3: 13-17. Luke is the only Evan- 
gelist who mentions that Jesus was “ praying” 
when the ‘‘ heaven opened.” It does not appear 
that the voice spoken of in v. 22 was heard or 
the sign, the Spirit descending like a dove, 
seen by others than Jesus and John, nor does 
it seem necessary. By them John’s doubts 
would beeffectually dispelled, and Christ’s 
human nature would be strengthened by sucha 
Divine attestation. The descent of the Spirit 
on Jesus must have brought some kind ofa 
change in his human nature. The 1st verse of 
ch. 4 seems to confirm this view. Comp.John 
3: 34;3: ll and Mark 1: 12. 
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Ghee Gemptation of Hesus. 
Frepruary 23. AD) 26: Luks 4: 1-13: 
Golden Text, Heb. 2: 18. 


OMP. Matt. 4, 1-11; Mark 1: 12-13. Luke 

? and Matthew are the only two Evangelists 
who relate in full the temptation of Jesus. 
There were no witnesses to it, the account of 
it must therefore have been given by Christ 
himself. As the writer of Hebrews shows, 
there is a Divine fitness that our Lord should 
have thus been tried, Heb. 2: 18. The time 
must have been immediately after his baptism. 
V. 1. Led—Ezekiel and Philip had a similar 
experience, Ez. 8: 3; Acts 8: 39. The wilder- 
ness was probably that on the East of Jordan. 
V. 2. The devii—Here as elsewhere, the Bible 
teaches plainly the existence of a personal 
Evil Spirit, called Satan, the enemy, the 
accuser and as here, the devil, Job 1: 6; Zech. 
3:1. With this formidable foe, Jesus was 
now brought into conflict. Hat nothing— 
Comp. Ex. 34: 28;1 Kings19:8. Mark adds 
that “ he was with the wild beasts,” ch. 1 : 18, 
hunger and thirst felt by Jesus, proves his 
human nature to have been the same as ours, 
John 4:7. V.3. Bread—At such atime Esau 
had sold his birthright for a mess of pottage, 
Gen. 25: 31. But Jesus knew that his life was in 
God’s hands. By God’s will he had been led 
to fast, and God alone should relieve him of 
this trial. Changing stones into bread would 
have implied a distrust of His Father’s care. 
God’s will before all, as his answer shows, 
Duet. 6: 4-9. V. 6. Ad this—Satan has 
usurped God’s Kingdom on earth — God 
never delivered it to him, as he seems to assert, 
John 8: 44. Men have rebelled against God 
and taken Satan for their King, John 12: 31. 
The devil here appeals to that love of power 
for the sake of which so many men lose their 
souls every day. Jesus confounds him by a 
thrust of the sword of the Spirit, the Word of 
God, Eph. 6: 17. Jt is written—Deut. 6: 18. 
Get thee behind—comp. Matt.16:; 23. V.9. A 
pinnacle—The wall there was 400 cubits high 
(600 feet). Satan suggests that Jesus could thus 
easily prove his Divine Sonship, before the 
multitudes who thronged the temple. Jesus 
once more defeats him by God’s word, quoting 
Deut. 16: 16. V.12. Tempt God—doing un- 
necessary rash and imprudent actions. V. 13. 
For a season—He came again in what Christ 
called the hour of the power of darkness, John 
14: 30, to try whether by suffering he might 
defeat the purpose of His mission, but there 
again he was baffled. 

It will be noticed that there is a difference 
in the order in which Matthew and Luke 
place the three temptations. It is thought that 
Matthew has given the correct order. That 
such variations occur in the Gospels, prove 
that each writer wrote independently. Had 
the Evangelists agreed to deceive men they 
would have avoided all these variations,

He began—This verse is only the opening sen-

Gracious words—that went to the heart 
of his hearers, instructive and comforting, 
Is. 40: 1-2. Joseph’s son—Comp. ch. 3: 23. 
V. 23. Physician—Luke is the only Evangelist 
who quotes this proverb. He is believed to 
have been a physician, Col. 4: 14. V. 24. No 
prophet-—Jesus quoted this saying more than 
once, Matt. 13: 57, John 4: 44. V. 25. Elias 
—KHElijah, 1 Kings 17: 9. V. 26. Sarepta— 
Zarephath, a Phoenician city. V. 27. Eliseus 
—Elisha, 2 King 5: 14. V. 28. Filled with 
wrath—because Christ showed that Gentiles 
might have a faith, of which they the chosen 
people were destitute. See Mait.8: 10. V. 
29. The hill—There is such a cliff about 40 
feet high near Nazareth.

COTLAND: The receptions given to Dr. 
>» Pierson in his mission tour through Scot- 
land, are surely a sign of the times. The 
largest halls in our largest citiqs are being 
crowded to their utmost capacity with in- 
terested andeven enthusiastic audiences. His 
one theme is the duty and privilege of the 
Christian in the spread of the ‘sospel in 
heathen lands. Dr. Pierson, having made the 
subject a life-long study, produces facts and 
arguments that tell most powerfully upon the 
hearers, and fire him with a new zeal. As the 
committees of arrangements consist of minis- 
ters and members of every evangelical de- 
nomination, the effect upon the brotherhood 
of Christians is most helpful. How much 
Scotland stands in need of this quickening, 
notwithstanding all our evangelical faith and 
our Christian endeavor, everyone who knows 
Scotland’ will be most ready to admit. That 
there will be blessing—much_ blessing—we 
cannot doubt. Last night Paisley was full of 
enthusiasm. In the Free Church Presbytery 
of Glasgow, notice has been given of an over- 
ture to the General Assembly on closer union 
with the U. P. Church, so that once more, and 
this time, we hope, with practical and per- 
manent result, the matter is taking shape. 
From the report of Free St. George’s, Edinburgh, 
of which Dr. Whyte is minister, we notice 
that there are 100 office-bearers, 1,149 mem- 
bers, and that the income for the year is about 
$50,000, of which nearly the half goes to the 
Sustentation Fund of the Church. What a 
magnificent return! As colleague and suc- 
cessor to Dr. Whyte, the Rev. G. A. Smith, of 
Queen’s Cross, Aberdeen, is still under call. 
He leaves himself in the hands of his congrega- 
tion. For the past six months the increase in the 
F. C. Sustention Fund has been about $1,900. 
The Moderators for the coming Assemblies 
are: For the Established, the Rev. A. K. H. 
Boyd. D,D., of St. Andrew’s, well known for 
his “ Recreations of a Country Parson,” and 
other works; and in the Free, Dr. Thos. Brown, 
of the Free Dean, Edinburgh, author of the 
“Annals of the Disruption,’ &., &c. Drs. 
MacGregor and Rainy speak in the highest 
terms of the Australian Churches, and espe- 
cially of their spirit of missionary enterprise, 
and of Christian union. We are thankful that 
Canada is not behind. Dunblane Cathedral is 
to be restored at a cost of $100,000. We fear 
that Sabbath desecration is on the increase in 
Scotland. Trading and tramway companies 
are being remonstrated with, while theatres 
are giving sacred concerts on Sabbath even- 
ings, for the present, in aid of charities. Many 
of the Highlanders in the northern counties 
are in arms about Dr. Marcus Dods; and 
even the name of Professor Bruce is occa- 
sionally mentioned. The Marquis of Tweed- 
dale is appointed Lord High Commissioner to 
the next General Assembly. D.

IreLaAnD.—There have been at least three! 
deaths in the ministry since last months’ notes. 
were furnished, two of them belonging to the 
fathers of the olden times,and cne to the young 
men who were in college, but as yesterday. 
David Edgar’s ordination dates back to 1829, 
when the Arian controversy was just culmina- 
ting in separation. The Edgars have for 
generations been a Levitical family. The 
father of David was Samuel of Ballyna- 
hinch, whom he succeeded in the pastoral 
charge. The brother was John, who was 
long professor of Theology im Belfast. Another 
relative in a former generation wa8 Samuel of 
Armagh, the author of variations of Popery, a 
work that has never been surpassed. David 
spent his whol life in Ballynahinch. The 
Edgars and the Thomsons were companions 
in Ballynahinch. Some of both families were 
on the same school benches. We mean the 
Thomsons of whom Sir William is so dis- 
tinguished a representative.—James White of 
Carrickfergus, has just passed away. He was 
ordained in 1888. Hence, both he and Mr. 
Edgar were pre-union ministers. The Whites 
were as much a Levitical family as the Edgars. 
Patrick White, for a long time minister of 
Bailieborough, was the father of James, and 
the latter was one of six, all whom were min- 
isters. Nor was this all, a brother of Patrick’s. 
and several sons of his were in the sacred 
office. For a full half century James White 
was an able, loyal, and successful minister in 
the ancient borough. He succeeded Dr. James 
Seaton Reid, the historian. It was a singular 
coincidence that on the day of Mr. White’s. 
death, the Presbytery met to approve of a call 
to one to be his successor. It is W. John 
Stewart of Broghshane who is to be the 
next minister.—The third whose death is t 

be chronicled now, is R. J. Watt of Kilm 

crenan, County Donegal. He was a son of 
the well-known Professor of Theology in 
Belfast, and brother-in-law of Professor Biggar 
of Londonderry. His ministry was short, only 
four or five years.—We may correct an error 
that inadvertently found a place in last 
month’s notes.

Lowe of Mountnorrig went, is not in London, 
but in Liverpool.

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Unitrmp Stratas:—The Methodist Church 
raised last year for missions at Home and 
abroad, $1,130,000. The American Board of 
Commissioners for Foreign Mission, $685,111. 
The Presbyterian Church North, for Foreign 
Missions, $853,815, and for Home Missions, 
$838,334. The number of Presbyterian com- 
municants is estimated at 1,200,200, of whom 
753,749 belong to the Northern Chureh and 
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162,000 to the Southern.... .Up to this date 
fully two-thirds of the Presbyteries who have 
discussed the remit on the revision of the Con- 
fession of Faith have declared themselves in 
favour of Revision. The gravity of the situa- 
tion is apparent from the very cautious manner 
in which the subject is being handled by the 
more influential Presbyteries. ‘The report of a 
Committee of the Presbytery of New York 
appointed to draw up a deliverance on the 
subject has been widely published and is cal- 
culated to allay uneasiness. The report de- 
precates any action that would impair the 
essential articles of faith contained in the con- 
fession, desiring only such changes as seem to 
be urgently needed, as for example in the 
third chapter, which should be re-cast so as to 
include these things only: “The sovereignty 
of God in election, the general love of God for 
all mankind; the salvation in Christ Jesus 
provided for all, and to be preached to every 
creature.” Then, the tenth chapter, should be 
so revised as not to appear to discriminate 
concerning “ infants dying in infancy ” or so as 
to omit all reference to them. In the same 
way it is deemed advisable to omit anything 
which seems to make it necessary to teach the 
damnation of all the heathen, or to deny that 
there are any elect heathen who are regener- 
ated and saved by Christ through the Spirit, 
and who endeavour to walk in penitence and 
humility according to the measure of light 
which God has been pleased to grant them. 
While there are other points of minor import- 
ance which the Presbytery would be glad to 
see modified, it would not deem it wise to enter 
upon them at present. The action of the 
Presbytery of Boston is substantially in accord 
with that of New York. Butin both Presby- 
‘teries the whole subject has yet to be discussed 
on its merits and it is impossible to say what 
complications may arise. In the meantime 
we possess our souls in patience—The Lord 
reigneth. Z. 


Ony Own Cinch. ; 


HE Aged and Infirm Ministers’ Fund 
again claims our attention. The Gen- 

eral Assembly has appointed the third 
Sabbath of this month as the time for taking 
up collections in this behalf. As there can 
be no question as to the need of such a 
fund, we trust there will be a very general 
and generous response to the appeal of the 
committees for sufficient funds to enable 
them to meet the pressing requirements of 
the year. There are now upwards of eighty 
annuitants on the roll. To provide even 
the paltry sum of $200 a year for each calls

for some $16,500, whereas the ‘revenue 
from all sources last year was considerably 
less than that amount, thus precluding the 
hope of the committee being able to make 
any addition to the annuities. A very little 
additional effort on the part of the congre- 
gations would, at least, enable the commit- 
tees to pay the full amounts promised, for 
this is more than they have been able to 
do for some years past. Any one can 
see, by referring to the tabulated finan- 
cial statistics in the Appendix of the As- 
sembly Minutes, that the average congrega- 
tional contribution for this fund is very 
small, while in many instances it has been 
absolutely nil. It is to be hoped that every 
minister will see it to be his duty to give 
his congregation an opportunity of contri- 
buting this year. We are glad to learn that 
the long-talked of proposal to raise a partial 
Endowment Fund—say, of $250,000—is 
beginning to assume a practical shape, and 
that some $30,000 have already been sub- 
scribed for this purpose. We commend it 
to the consideration of those who have 
means at their disposal as ah excellent in- 
vestment, especially to such as are them- 
selves bordering on the aged and infirm pe- 
riod of life, and who would like, in their 
own lifetime, to make others snare in some 
small degree the fruits of their success in 
business, 

The following statement in regard to the 
Eastern Section of the Church is equally 
applicable to the West :— 

Last year 65 congregations and 73 ministers 
in the Maritime Synod failed to contribute 
anything to the Aged & Infirm Ministers’ 
This neglect of an important fund is to 
be deeply regretted. The Convener, Rev. Ed- 
ward Grant, has issued an earnest appeal to 
allto help this year. Thecontributions last year 
from congregations were $825 ; from ministers’ 
rates, $737. There are. 16 annuitants on the 
Fund, and only $200 can be given to each. It 
will be remembered that the General Assém- 
bly asks Presbyteries tosay this year whether 
it shall be obligatory on all ministers to be on 
this Fund. It is certainly desirable, for the 
sake alike of congregations and ministers, that 
the Funds, East and West, should be prosper- 
ous, and should yield, say, $400 a year to all 
annuitants. If only the ministers do their 
part, each contributing his share to the Fund, 
the congregations will be more apt to do their 
part. The Funds will then be in a position to 
recognize fairly the claims of venerable, toil- 
worn servants of the Church who have borne 
the burden and heat of the day and never had 
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time to make money. It is universally ac- 
knowledged that the Fund is worthy of sup- 
port—that it has claims on ministers and peo- 
le—that it is too weak—that the present al- 
owances are very much too meagre. Let all, 
then, give even a little help. We respectfully 
ask ministers not yet on the Fund to give the 
matter their most favourable aitention. M. 


PrrsonaL.—Principal Grant, the Mode- 
rator of the General Assembly, has his 
hands full this winter in answering the 
numerous calls made upon him all over the 
Church for services in connection with the 
opening of new churches and other special 
occasions. It affords him a fine opportu- 
nity, however, of observing the progress of 
the church in different quarters. The fev. 
John Laing, of Dundas, has already been 
been nominated to succeed him in the 
moderatorship by a large number of the 
Presbyteries. Mev. D. J. Macdonmell, of 
Toronto, has been on a visit to Victoria, 
B.C., assisting at the opening of the hand- 
some new St. Andrew’s Church, erected 
there by the congregation of which Rey. P. 
McF. Macleod is the pastor. Rev. Dr. 
Burns, of Halifax, took part in the opening 
services of the new Chalmer’s Church, 
Kingston, Ont. It was in this congregation 
that Dr. Burns spent the first eight years of 
his ministry. Rev. Dr. Jas. Robertson, the 
superintendent of missions in- the North- 
West, has returned from his visit to the 
Maritime Provinces, where he was the 
means of creating much interest in the work 
under his direction on the prairies. Father 
Chiniquy has been lecturing to large 
audiences in Philadelphia and Baltimore 
and other important centres in the United 
States. Rev. C. A. Doudiet continues to 
visit congregations in Ontario in the inter- 
ests of the Board of French Evangelization. 
Many of our ministers have suffered from 
the prevailing epidemic—“ La Grippe,” but 
we have not heard of any very serious re- 
sults beyend a few day’s confinement to the 
house.

NEWFOUNDLAND. 


A friend in St. John’s, who desires to be 
nameless, has our thanks for the following 
items :— 


1. In November we had our half yearly Com- 
munion. Nearly two hundred sat down, the 
largest for several years. Twenty-three were 
added to the Communion roll. Nothing has 
pleased me so much as to see the interest 
which the young people are taking in church 
work. 

2. Church extension is still spoken of, but 
ithas now been brought down to practical 
dimensions. It is proposed to begin by build- 
ing a Sabbath-school, where services can also 
be conducted as occasion serves. Already for 
the above purpose, the ladies of the Missionary 
Association have in the bank the handsome 
sum of $700. Our Sabbath-school there has 
now been in existence for nearly three years. 
A good attendance, a fine staff of teachers, but 
a building not at all creditable to the Presby- 
terian body has been their place of meeting. 
Nothing could have kept it going, in the face 
of such difficulties, except the enthusiasm 
and Christian spirit of the teachers. Their 
work has shown the necessity and need of such 
extension in the west end of the city. 

3. Our Ladies Missionary Association held 
its annualsale of work in the last week of 
November. Notwithstanding the severe trials 
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foreign. 

4. We have initiated a Christian Endeavour 
Society. It begins in much promise. The 
young people are interested. All hope that it 
may be the means of doing some good and 
great work this winter. We propose to make 
it at first the stepping stone between the Sab- 
bath-school and the Church membership, but 
as it increases in numbers, doubtless other 
fields willopen up. A small beginning with 
constant growth should be the principle of all 
such societies, as it is the principle of the 
Bible and the Christian life itself.

Mr. McKutcheon was a native 
of Scotland, and was never married. He 
was ordained in 1874; and after spending 
some time in the East as a minister, he 
commenced his labours in the West some 
fifteen or sixteen years ago. His was to all 
intents and purposes a missionary charge, 
and he was himself a genuine missionary.— 
“Qn week-day and Sabbath, he was busy 
about his Master’s work. He frequently 
walked from station to station on Sabbath, 
and preached three times a day. He could 
be seen trudging through the mud on week- 
days, visiting from house to house, reading 
and expounding the Word of Life tv the 
people, praying with them and for them, 
commending them all to God and the word 
of His grace, and. often it would be well on 
to the close of the week before he could 
return to his lodging place, so intent was he 
on doing good. It was the necessities and 
discouragements of the work that attracted 
and held him there.

Mr. Jonn McBrru.— The congregation of 

Stayner have sustained a loss much felt in the 
death of Mr. John McBeth, one of the elders. 
He was the son of parents who, with others, 
emigrated under Lord Selkirk from Suther- 
landshire in Scotland, to the Red River early 
in the century. After a short residence there 
a number of them left the country for West 
Gwillimbury in Ontario, where they settled. 
Mr. McBeth is said to have been the last eur- 
vivor of the expedition. He was an excellent 
man, public spirited and serving for some time 
in public offices as Magistrate and Township 
‘Councillor. He was elected to the Eldership 
about five years ago, was held in great estima- 
tion by the congregation, and was warmly in- 
terested in the prosperity of the church. He 
was a humble and devout christian, charitable 
in word and deed, and acheerful giver accord- 
ing to his means. 


Mrs. Liziras J4Nn, wife of Rev. A. B. Dickie 
+ Milford, N.¥., died on the 24th of December 
ast. 


Mrs. Witson, wife of Rev. James Wilson of 
Lanark, died on the 22nd of December. Her 
last.illness was a very lengthened one, extend- 
ing over years, and was borne with remarkable 
patience and resignation. She has left one 
daughter who has been and is a great comfort 
to her father. 


Ghe Fubilee of Queen's Mniversity. 


HE ceremonies extended from Dec. 15th 
to the 18th, and were successful in 
every detail. Commencing on Sunday 
afternoon, the Rev. Dr. George Bell, who 
has the honour of being the first etudent 
registered in the University, delivered to 
the students at their request an address on 
its origin, and a sermon on the ideal that a 
student should set before him. 

The 18th was theday of the Jubilee. In the 
forenoon a Thanksgiving Service was held in 
Convocation Hall, the officiating chaplains 
being Rev. D. J. MacDonnell, B.D., of St. An- 
drew’s, Toronto, Rev. J. K. Macmorine, B.A., 
Rector of St. James Church, Kingston, and 
Rev. John Mackie, M-A., Minister of St. An- 
drew’s. The service was closed by the Princi- 
pal in his capacity as Moderator of the Gene- 
ral Assembly. In the afternoon a special 
Convention was held at which the degree of 
LL.D. was conferred on His Excellency The 
Governor General, Lord Stanley of Preston. 
The platform was crowded with distinguished 
personages. Mr. Sandford Fleming, C.M.G., 
occupied the chair, as Chancellor, supported 
on the right by His Excellency, and on the 
left by Sir Alexander Campbell, Lieut.-Gov- 
ernor of Ontario. After His Excellency’s 
speech, the Chancellor delivered an admirable 
address. He gave a list of the founders as 
inscribed in the Royal Charter:— Revs. R. 
McGill, A. Gale, J. McKenzie, W. Rintoul, W. 
T. Leitch, J. George, J. Machar, P. C. Camp- 
bell, J. Cruickshank, A. Mathieson, J. Cook, 
Hons. J. Hamilton, J. Crooks, W. Morris, A. . 
McLean, J. Donald, Peter McGill; Messrs. E. 
W. Thompson, T. McKay,S. Morris, J. Ewart, 
J. Steele, J. Mowat, A. Pringle, and John 
Strange. All are dead save Rey. Dr. Cook. 
He welcomed to the gathering Sir John A. 
Macdonald, Rev. W. Reid, D.D., and R. M. 
Rose, men who took part in the business of the 
meeting held in Kingston 50 years ago. 

Then followed the unveiling of a memorial 
tablet in brass. Inscribed on it were these 
words :—“In remembrance of the benefactors 
who laid the foundation of Queen’s University. 
See records of the minutesin Doomsday book.” 
The Royal Arms of 1839 are on one side of the 
tablet. Those of Queen’s University on the 
other. ‘The tablet is placed on the wall in 
Convocation Hall, and is a beautiful work of 
art. Rev. W. T. Herridge, B.D., of Ottawa 
un veiled it, and gave an eloquent address. 

Sir John A. Macdonald and Rev. Dr. Reid, 
were then called on and both replied in the 
happiest manner. Dr. Reid, told Chancellor 
Fleming that he met him forty-five years ago 
fresh from “ Auld Scotia,” and he now rejoiced 
at his splendid public and professional career. 
The first time Dr. Reid ever appeared on a 
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ublic ‘platform was in 1839, at the meeting 
in St. Andrew’s Church that was being com- 
memorated. Reference was made to Dr. 
Machar, whose kindness to him, a young lad, 
friendless in Canada, would never be forgotten. 
He related how Sir John appeared on the plat- 
form on that memorable occasion and the part 
he took in the proceedings. He was struck 
by the youth’s appearance, possibly arrested by 
that magnetism which it is said a political op- 
ponent can hardly withstand. He never saw 
the Premier without recalling his first im- 
pressions. He ended his address with a re- 
view of the changes that had taken place in 
the last fifty years,in a most hopeful vein, 
and prayed for every blessing on the Univer- 
sity. Dr. Williamson then unveiled another 
memorial Tablet, in honour of the donors to 
the Jubilee Fund. Mr. R. V. Rogers, Q.C., 
and Rev. Dr. Wardrope, both graduates of 
Queen’s, responded, the latter delighting every 
one with his reminiscences. Provost Body of 
Trinity then conveyed the greetings of Sister 
Universities in a very happy manner. Rev. 
George Cuthbertson of Wyoming, the Modera- 
tor of the Synod of Hamilton and London, 

ave greetings from the West and read a. reso- 
ution, forwarded through him, from the Pres- 
bytery of Sarnia, congratulating the Univer- 
sity. Rev. G.M. Milligan, BA., read a similar 
resolution from the Presbytery of Toronto, and 
supplemented it with all the emphasis that 
mignt be expected from a loyal son of Queen’s 
and a man who speaks out what-he feels. 
Rev. John Burton spoke on behalf of other 
churches, and of the public. He feelingly re- 
ferred to. Rev. Dr. Snodgrass and Rev. John H. 
MacKerras, the man greatly beloved, and con- 
cluded with laudatory remarks on the institu- 
tion that opened wide her doors to the Queen’s 
‘daughters, and ended wlth “God Bless 
Queen’s.” Convocation was brought to a close 
by singing “God Save the Queen,” and the 
Benediction was given by Rev. Dr. Reid. 

In the evening a grand banquet was given 
by the Corporation of Kingston in the City 
Hall Three hundred and fifty sat down to a 
dinner which the ladies of the city, of all de- 
nominations had generously provided, and 
after the dinner two or three hundred ladies 
and gentlemen were admitted to hear the 
speeches. The Mayor proposed the health of 
the Queen, and then of the Governor General 
who responded in a second pleasant and con- 
gratulatory speech. Speeches were also made 
by Sir Alexander Campbell, Sir James Grant, 
the Bishop of Ontario, the Hons. G. M. Ross, 
and William McDougall, C.B., Major General 
Cameron, Senator Sullivan, Hon. G. A. Kirk- 
patrick, M.P., W.C. Caldwell, M.P.P., Rey. D. 
J. Macdonnell, B.D., Prof. J. Clarke Murray, 
President McVicar of McMaster University. 
The United States Consul, Rev. J. A. Macdon- 
ald, Aldermen Gildersleeve & Shannon, and Mr. 
E. W. Rathbun, of Deseronto, who gave an 
admirable address on the necessity of a school 
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of Practical Science for Eastern Ontario. 
Mayor’s of surrounding towns, and Wardens 
of Counties also spoke. The proceedings are 
to be published in a special number of the 
Queen’s College Journal. 

While Convocation was being held, the first 
sod was turned on the Campus on the site of 
the John Carruther’s Science Hall. Some 
days previous, Mr. Hugh Waddell, of South 
Monaghan intimated his intention of founding 
ascholarship of $120 a year in connection 
with the Theological Faculty of Queen’s to be 
known as “The Sarah McCleland Waddell 
memorial.” We trust that the friends of 
Queen’s will celebrate its jubilee by other 
tangible proofs of their interest and their con- 
viction of the good work that she has done for 
Canada and the Church. Sheis now in a 
position to do the work of a University and a 
Theological School better than ever before, 
and our prayer is that she may be become an 
increasingly important.factor in the develop- 
ment of national and religious life. 


Education and Alissions. 


NE of our missionaries is raising money 
to establish an educational institution 
in Central India. Another has established 
a college in Formosa. In connection with 
another of our missions, there are many ex- 
ceedingly efficient schools; and means are 
being devised for training a native ministry. 
Even in the New Hebrides, from the 
beginning of Dr. Geddie’s work until 
now, our missions have been educational. 
The school master is the assistant and fel- 
low-worker of the missionary. Presbyterian- 
ism has always accentuated intellectual’ 
training. Is this wise? Is it right ? Would 
it not be better to march from village to 
village, from city to city, preaching the 
Gospel until the whole population should 
hear? Gather crowds by means of a fife 
and drum, or any other agency, and exhort 
them, and persuade them. Learn the lan- 
guage of the people, and go among them 
with busy feet and unresting tongue. Thus 
all the nations may hear. Some seem to 
urge very boldly this sort of mission work ! 
and they disparage in no gentle terms the 
methods of others who establish schools, 
academies and colleges, 

Dr. Duff is regarded as the father of the 
educational system of missions; but Dr. 
Duff was an ardent evangelist, and he never 
meant that more than a fraction of the 
church’s energiesshould be expended in direct 
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educational work. Mr. Johnston states that in 

1879 at the missionary conference in Banga- 
lore, a resolution was passed, proposed by 
the most ardent evangelistic missionaries in 
Southern India, expressing unqualified ap- 
probation of the higher education as one most 
important form of missionary work. ‘It 
took forty-five years to win this entire ap- 
proval from the missionaries of India ; and 
it is the greatest proof of the value of Duff’s 
method that it has fought its way to such 
universal acceptance by reluctant but most 
competent witnesses.” 


Education is now doing for India what 
the Greek civilization did for the Roman 
Empire. The philosophy of Greece des- 
troyed faith in the old polytheism. British 
learning, literature, science and religion are 
rendering a similar service to the Aryans of 
India. Four millions of pupils are attending 
institutions of learning, but of these only 
two hundred thousand attend mission 
schools. All the schools tend to the des- 
truction of the old superstition. The 
simplest facts of Geography and Astronomy 
conflict with fundamental doctrines of 
Buddhism, and “the boys laugh at the 
the religion of their parents.” Mr. Johnston 
states that almost the only conquests of 
Christianity in India are among the Dravi- 
dian races and the aborigines of the great 
peninsula—races never fully conquered by 
Hindwism and who have no caste and no 
sacred books, and scarcely any formulated 
religion. Almost all the cases of conversion 
among the Aryan races have been the fruit 
of edueational missions. In the great 
cities of India very few converts have 
been made, except through the schools 
and colleges. Even in Madras, a Dravi- 
dian city, but under powerful Aryan 
influence, almost no conversions are made 
by preaching in the bazaars. The churches 
are almost entirely the fruit of educational 
missions. It is truly an astonishing state- 
ment that the sainted Bowen and Scudder 
spent along lifetime in most devoted labours, 
preaching as few have preached, without 
ever forming even the nucleus of a church. 
They could not bring two or three converts 
together in Bombay, or Madras, or Calcutta. 
It is only through educational work that the 
dominant races—the Hindus and Moham- 
medans—are to be reached or affected. It 
is eminently wise therefore, if the church 
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hopes to prosecute missions to any effect in 
India, to give due attention to the school, 
the academy and the college. In almost 
every province of India the missionary 
college has prepared the way for the Gov- 
ernment institution. The missionaries de- 
monstraied that female education was 
practicable, and the Government now does 
its share in promoting ihe work. Even the 
secular schools, in teaching the English 
language, cannot help giving instruction in 
the Christian religion and Christian ethics. 
Who can read Milton, Shakspeare, Dryden, 
Pope, not to mention Tennyson and the 
Brownings, without learning the spirit and 
the great facts of the religion of Christ? 
Experience shows that this has been the 
case.—We repeat, then, that our church having 
taken an honourable part in missions in the 
vast peninsula of India, we are morally bound 
to support our missionaries in adopting the 
most approved and effective methods of prose- 
ing their work. 


Our dew Febrides Biission. 


EV. J. W. MACKENZIE, of Efaté, 
writing under date 9th August, 1889, 
says he has not forgotten the kind reception 
which he met with in Canada, when he 
visited us on furlough a few years ago ; nor 
his first lessons in printing, which he has 
found to be very useful. He goes on to 
Say :— 

It isnot often that we can sit down to write for 
many minutes without any interruption, unless 
at night after all the natives have retired to 
their homes. Since I began this, a man and} 
two women belonging to a distant inland vil- 
lage, came to be examined with a view to 
being baptized on the coming Lord’s Day | 
when the communion is to be dispensed. I 
was agreeably surprised with the readiness 
with which they answered the questions put to 
them, and as the native teacher by whom they 
have been instructed gives a good account of 
their exemplary conduct, I feel quite satisfied 
in admitting them to the church. This will 
be the first instance of my baptizing any one 
instructed entirely by the native teacher. I 
think could any person in Canada, who contri- 
butes to the support «fthis agency, have heard 
the’answers given to my questions by. these 
three natives, they would feel convinced that 
the teachers are doing a good work. <A large 
part of my time, since my visit home, has been 
taken up in training teachers, several of them 
supported, as perhaps you are aware, during 
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the. time they were attending my class, by 
friends of the mission in your royal city. Some 
of these are now labouring under missionaries 
on almost every island from Epi to Santo, and 
the reports received of them from these mis- 
sionaries make me feel that my time could 
not have been better spent. So important 
does the training of native teachers appear to 
the missionaries, that at our late Mission 
Synod, held at Kwamero, about a month ago, 
a minute was passed, urging those who have 
training classes to put forth greater efforts for 
this object. 

Last week I succeeded in getting three 
promising young men and their wives from 
Fila to come and live here in order to attend 
our training class. In doing so, however, it 
gives us no swall anxiety as to how we could 
manage to support them, as already there are 
several attending, natives of this village, for 
whose support we are receiving nothing. Just 
last night I was writing a note to Dr. Steel, 
Sydney, telling him I had taken these three 
young men to train them, and expressed the 


hope that our church would send me -some- 


- 


thing for their support. You can imagine my 
surprise and pleasure to-day,on receiving a 
letter from him to find enelosed a piece of 
Weert about the size of your hand from Mr. 

orrison, containing the following :—Specials 
for Mr. Mackenzie—W. F. M. Society, Rogers 
Hill, $12 ; Shediac, Knox Church, $10; Moles- 
worth Mission Band, $25; W. F. M. Society, 
West, $100. 

To say that this has delighted and en- 
couraged us is putting it mildly. The first 
sum in the above is specified as being sent to 
help print “ Peep of Day” Series. This has 
led me to decide to set all the lads in my 
training class to work at once, to translate the 
“Line Upon Line,” Vol. I.—that is, all who 
have a sufficient knowledge of English. 
Several of those who translated the “ Peep of 
Day” are still attending. That book has been 
a boon to our natives, especially to the chil- 
dren. 

The item of greatest interest in connection 
with the progress of the work on this island 
during the past year is that the New Testa- 
ment, in the Efatese language, has been placed 
in the hands of our natives. Whata glad sur- 
prise we occasionly get now, since the steamer 
has been calling at our island, by receiving a 
mail! I wasin school to-day, busy with the 
natives, when Mrs. Mackenzie stepped in and 
said, “ A mail has come for us!” I felt like 
rushing to the house at once, but, “ duty before 
pleasure.” I had first to finish with my class. 

hen I came in what a treat! Letters from 
Sydney, from our three children, four copies of 
the Evangelist, and three of the dear old Witness. 
How we dolove that paper out here. It is 
next to the Bibleto us. We have also learned 
to love the Evangelist too, but the Rucorp and 

Witness are such dear old familiar friends, we 
would be much lonelier without them, and we 
are so grieved when a copy goes astray.

Central Hudin. 


RS. WILSON, of Neemuch, writes to 

the Women’s F. M. Society under 

date October 23rd, from Darjiling, where 
she had gone for change of air. 

About five weeks ago we left Neemuch, 
spending a few days en route at Indore and 
Allahabad and reaching Darjiling, a hill station 
about (300) hundred miles north of Calcutta, 
on the 2nd of September. Darjiling is a very 
long way from Neemuch, about twelve hund- 
red (1,200) miles. But it is said to be one of 
the finest sanitariums in India, and as we 
wished to see as much as possible of the 
country, and specially of the mission work in 
the different cities, before returning to Canada, 
we chose it rather than a nearer station. Miss 
Rodger is with us. You will probably have 
heard that Miss Oliver and Miss Scott are at 
Simla. Iam thankful to have escaped Sep- 
tember and October on the plains. This is the 
first time we have been able to do so since 
coming to India, and I shail certainly try in 
the future to take a holiday, when we can, 
during these months. Miss Beatty and 
Miss Sinclair are at work at Indore, and Miss 
Sinclair writes me that she finds this season 
very much more trying than the hot season. 
We have a number of C. M. S. missionaries in 
the hotel in which we are staying, and they 
are obliged, for he ilth considerations, to leave 
the plains every year at this time. 

You would not be surprised at this could you 
see the Bengal plains under water, as we did, 
coming to Darjiling. For hundreds of miles 
after leaving Allahabad the railway was a nar- 
row path running through an apparently 
shoreless sea. The Ganges and its tributaries 
overflow, I believe, every year. But this year 
the waters were higher than usual, and along 
almost the whole line between Allahabad and 
Sahebgunge, where we erossed the Ganges, all 
the villages were inundated, though built on 
such elevations as can be found in so flata 
In many villages the houses were 
half submerged, and how the people and cattle 
managed to exist I don’t know. In spots 
where the water was not so deep we saw herds 
of cows and buffalos huddled together. It 
looked very curious to see them grazing, their 
heads under water to the horns. 

Rice is grown abundantly in Bengal, and 
they say tbat too much water is just as in- 


jurious to it as too little, and in some: districts 


there is likely to be much destitution this year 
on account of its loss. In Central India there 
is no rice grown that I know of. The people 
there live on wheat, and other grains. In 
Bengal, rice is the staple article of food among 
the villagers. We spent a pleasant week at 
Allahabad with an old Mhow friend, and while 
there saw something of the American Presby- 
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terian Mission work. Mr. Alexander who has 
charge of part of the work there, has asked us to 
stay for a few days with him on our way back to 
Neemuch, where we hope to see more of their 
mission. We attended a Sabbath morning ser- 
vice in the church of which Mr. Alexander has 
charge, and where he officiates once every 
Sunday, a native pastor, Babu Caleb, taking 
the second service. It was delightful to wor- 


ship with so large and intelligent a body of 


native Christians. It helped us to look for- 
ward to the time when we in Central India 
may have just such acongregation. The mem- 
bership of this church is about eighty (80), 
and the average attendance on the Sabbath 
services about two hundred (200). A second 
Christian church in connection with this 
mission in Allahabad has a membership of 
eighty-six. 

This Sunday morning service was specially 
interesting to us because conducted by Babu 
Ram Chandra Bose, a name well-known to 
many friends of mission work beyond India. 
Mr. Bose was converted to Christianity while 
a pupil under Dr. Duff in the Free Church Col- 
lege in Calcutta. He has written a good many 
books, chiefly on Hindu philosophical subjects, 
and has also lectured on these and other sub- 
jects in America, and, I think, in Great 
Britain. He spends his whole time now in 
going about from place to place preaching and 
lecturing in Urdu and English, his English 
lectures being chiefly delivered to educated 
native young men. We had the pleasure of 
hearing him give one lecture in Allahabad to 
a large audience of Bengali young men, who 
seemed to follow him very intelligently. At the 
close of the lecture, three or four of the audience, 
speaking also in English, asked some questions 
and raised some objections to some points in 
the lecture, which Mr. Bose answered in the 
clear, easy style which distinguishes him asa 
speaker. 

There has been lately a great deal of criti- 
cism of the amount of secular education given 
to Indian youths by Mission Societies, and 
sometimes one feels inclined to question the 
wisdom of spending so much money on a de- 
partment of work where the results are ap- 
parently so small. But meeting with a man 
like Mr. Bose, a man whose influence on 
account of his ability and education must be 
very great, and who would probably not have 
become a Christian had he not been under the 
direct personal care of a Missionary in a 
Mission College, makes one, on the other hand, 
realize the great usefulness of such schools of 
learning. 

In Allahabad we also visited a boarding 
school for native Christian girls. There are at 
present in attendance thirty-five boarders, who 
are evidently daughters of persons receiving a 
fair income. They were well dressed, and had 
a generally well-to-do air that you don’t find 
among poorer people. All pay fees of four or 
five rupees per month, according to the amount 
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of their fathers’ income, none being admitted 
for less than 4 rupees. <A few of the girls are 
supported by Sabbath schools in America. 

The school-rooms and dormitory are very 
fine rooms, and I was surprised to see a table 
and chairs in the dining room. In Nussura- 
bad boarding school the girls sit on the floor 
when eating, as is usual in their own homes. | 
The lady principal told us that chairs and 
tables are a necessity in her school, because 
the majority of the girls come from homes 
where thcy are in use, and their parents would 
not send them to a school which did not pro- 
vide these (to most Indians) articles of luxury. 
One must, of course, regulate such an institu- 
tion according to the class of girls who at- 
tend it. 

We are enjoying very much the bracing 
climate of Darjiling, and hope to go home much. 
the better of the change. We had a great deal 
of rain during September, but now the weather 
is delightful. I only wish we could stay here 
for six months instead of two.. We are fortu- 
nate in having gota room in a boarding house 
kept by a Scotch lady, who takes a great deat 
of interest evidently in missionaries. We have 
at present. two of the C. M. 8. missionaries with 
their wives here, and enjoy their society very 
much. Every evening at prayers a psalm is 
sung, and Mrg. Hannah (the boarding house 
lady’s name) leads the singing herself, choos- 
ing the very tunes for certain special psalms 
that my grandfather and father always sang at 
family prayers.

Our ReEsPONSIBILITY REGARDING MISsIoNs 


HE Great Commission has been handed 

down through the ages, and the work of 

every believer to-day is to preach the Gospel 
in all the world for a witness. 

1. For every missionary who goes to Africa 
there is sent over 70,000 gallons of liquor. 
Ethiopia would stretch out her hands unto God, 
but professedly Christian nations are prevent- 
ing it by sending to the Dark Continent over 
8,000,000 gallons of rum annually. The liquor 
is the vilest, and the natives are using it in 
place of turpentine; and Africa is now almost 
“Ruined with Rum,” which is destreying 
more souls than the missionaries are winning 
for Christ. More destruction is caused by — 
liquor in Africa and Madagascar in a single 
day than the missionaries can repair in 
months, or even years. Are not the Christians 
at home responsible? 

2. Christendom has an annual drink bill of 
$3,000,000,000, while less than $12,000,000 is 
spent for the world’s evangelization. 

3. Of the Church’s total contributions, 2 p.c. 
is set apart for Foreign Missions, where there 


a 
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is the greatest need; 98 p.c.is spent at home. 
4. One cent annually is given for each 
heathen to bring them to Christ. 
5. Less than 50 cents yearly is given by each 
communicant in Christendom for the evan- 
gelization of 1,000,000,000 heathen. 
G6. Europe can give 333 times as many men 
and 900 times as much money to support the 
standing army as shecan give to carry on 
the Lord’s war among those who are yet in 
darkness. England paid for war with Afghan- 
istan $60,000,000; one-eighth of that sum was 
all the Church in Christendom could give the 
same year to give the Gospel to the heathen. 
7. The United States spend annually $900,- 
000,000 on liquer, $600,000,000 on tobacco, 
$100,000,000 every three months on popular 
amusements, $25,000,000 on kid gloves, $20,- 
000,000 to adorn the head dress of their 
women; and still $5,500,000 is all they can 
muster for Home and Foreign Missions. 
8. The wealth of the Evangelical Church in 
the United States is increasing to the extent 
of nearly $400,000,000 every year; and only 
one-sixteenth of one cent in each dollar of the 
Church’s wealth is applied to Foreign Mis- 
Nine-tenths of the whole sum con- 
tributed to Foreign Missions is given by one- 
tenth of the Church members, while half give 
nothing at all, and the average contributions 
to Foreign Missions is less than one-seventh 
of one cent a day each. Dr. Dorchester says: 

.—“<The amount contributed by each Church 
member for Home and Foreign Missions in 
1850 was 63 cents; in 1880, 593 cents. In 
1850 they gave one and one-tenth mills to 
each dollar of their property ; in 1880 this was 
reduced to 13/20 of a mill, and although the 
total gifts have increased from $1,232,123 in 
1850 to about $10,000,000 at the present time, 
yet the amount given by each eonverted 
dollar has been reduced nearly one-half” 
Why this decay of liberality ? 

9. Canada can sum upadrink bill of over 
$80,000,000 annually ; and all we can gather 
for Church and educational purposes is $17,- 
000,000, while there is given but $500,000 to 
Home and Foreign Missions. 

10. The Presbyterian Church in Canada 
gave last year for Foreign Missions, $93,000, 
or an average of about one-seventh of a cent 
a day per communicant. i 

11. In the United States there 5c one Chris- 
tian worker to every 48 of the people, and one 
minister to every 700. In the Province of 
Ontario there is one minister to every 800 of 
the population; and in the Dominion of Can- 
ada, including all Home Mission fields, one to 
every 1,400, and one church to every 380. Yet 
not 2 p.c. of the mirtisters in America are 
sent to the foreign field. In heathendom 

there is one ordained missionary to about 
300,000, and one worker (including all native 
helpers) to every 25,000. And in Canada, for 
every ordained minister sent to 1,000,000,000 
of heathen, there are 36 times as many toa 
population of 4,500,000.—Ezchange.

No one, however, is fit to preach the gospel to 
the heathen who has not made his mind 
superior to riches, pleasure, life, aye and death 
itself” Baron Von Welz (1664): “Is it right 
that we keep the gospel to ourselves? That 
students of theology should be confined to home 
parishes ? That we should spend so much on 
clothing and eating and drinking and take no 
thought to spread the gospel.” Zinzendorf,— 
that truly apostolic saying—(1700) : “I con- 
sider that country my home which is most in 
need of the gospel.” —The Message.

DWIN ARNOLD has done his utmost to 
glorify Buddhism at the expense of 
Christianity. His ‘Light of Asia” is 
virtually a plea for the religion of the 
‘* Buddha.” It seems that while in Boston 
last year, Arnold in an address to the elite 
of that city, told them that he “‘ preferred 
the dark shadows of Hinduism to the sun- 
light of Christianity.” He then descanted 
on the benevolent spirit of the Buddhist faith. 
The ‘Church at Home and Abroad ” calls 
attention to some of the fruits of this pet 
system of Arnold’s, and quotes one instance 
in which a ‘‘ Calvinist” is brought into con- 
trast with Buddhists. 

Dr. Taylor of the Presbyterian Hospital 
in Pekin was summoned to atiend a poor 
boy who had been almést killed by a man 
who had hired him to drive him with a 
donkey some distance from the city. The 
rascal cut the boy’s throat and otherwise 
wounded him, and then ran away with the 
donkey. The boy was found almost dead ina 
field, and carried close to one of the largest 
Chinese temples. Hundreds of priests saw 
the case, but showed no mercy. ‘They would 
not even let the boy be carried for shelter 
into the temple porch. No help could be 
got from. them in any way. At last Dr. 
Taylor got him to the hospital, attended to 


his wounds, and the boy is slowly recover- 
ing. Where would Edwin Arnold find a 
body of ‘‘Calvinistic” ministers who would 
thus cruelly ignore the claims of humanity ? 
By the way, it is curious to see with what 
unanimity the votaries of scepticism and of 
ritualistic superstition unite in hating and 
denouncing “ Calvinism.” 


Tuat Boy.—Ask the Lord to call him to 
the Gospel ministry. Your boy, I mean, 
whom you love so dearly and for whose 
future you are naturally anxious. If he has 
the qualifications which would fit him for 
the ministerial office and work, why should 
not you devote him to so noble a vocation ? 
Give him to the Lord, plead withthe Lord 
to accept the gift. Our church is in need of 
the services of her sons. Her future largely 
depends on the character and calibre of her 
ministers. A mighty work has to be ac- 
complished throughout the world during 
the coming fifty years, requiring the best 
energies of the best men and women.

HIS is the name given to a quarter of; of ‘Nero’s Gardens’—the place ef fashion- 


Rome separated from the main city by 
the Tiber, and enclosed within walls of its 
own. It has a history of its own, too, and 
it has this added interest that these walls at 
the present time form the boundary of the 
Pope’s temporal dominions, extending to 
some 1700 acres more or less. The faith of 
the civil government is pledged to the Pope 
and his successors, that they shall retain 
possession of this circumscribed sanctuary 
—nothing more and nothing less—though 
under what conditions or limitations de- 
ponent sayeth not. Within these walls are 
situated the historic castle of St. Angele, 
the basilica of St. Peter’s, the Vatican Pal- 
ace, aifd the old Palace of the Inquisition. 
There is little doubt that, after all, this is 
the part of Roms that draws the largest 
crowds of visitors from year to year; for St. 
Peter’s is the first and last thing that people 
want to seein Rome. Many centuries before 
it assumed its present magnificent form, the 
site on which it stands was known as a part 


able resort in an age of moral depravity such 
as has never been surpassed since the world 
began. Here, in the times of the first 
persecutions, multitudes of Christians suffer- 
ed martyrdom, and greater enormities were 
enacted than ever disgraced the Colisseum. 
Covered with skins of wild beasts, or coated 
with pitch, they were doomed to die by the 
mangling of dogs, or by being nailed to 
crosses, or to be set on fire and burnt by 
way of nightly illumination. “ Along the 
paths of these gardens were ghastly torches, 
blackening the ground beneath them with. 
streams of sulphureous pitch, and each of 
those living torches was a martyr in his shirt 
of fire.”’* 

These walls that have stood for a thousand 
years were erected by Leo IV to protect the 
Church and precincts of St. Peter’s from 
the depradations of Saracen hordes who had 
repeatedly made incursions and carried off

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whatever valuables they could lay hands on. 
The approach to the Borgo, as the Leonine 
City is now called, is by the bridge of St. 
Angelo, the oldest of the five or six bridges 
that span the yellow Tiber, which is at this 
point about two hundred feet wide. Facing 
this bridge is the famous round castle of St. 
Angelo, ‘built by the Emperor Hadrian as 
his family mausoleum. In the centre of a 
‘vaulted chamber of this stronghold the 
‘remains of Hadrian and of other emperors 
‘were laid in costly sarcophagi and urns of 
gold. Architecturally, this structure was 
accounted the finest in Rome, but nothing of 
its original splendour now remains. The 
Parian ‘marbles with which it was covered are 
lgone ; the statues with which it was adorned 
were thrown down by vandal hands on the 
heads of its assailants, and the royal tomb 
has long since been rifled of its contents, 
but the Castle of St. Angelo is still one of 
the most imposing structures in Rome. It is 
now used as a state prison, and is connected 
with the Vatican by an underground passage, 
the key of which is kept by the Pope himself, 
thus securing for his Holiness a temporary 
sanctuary in case of sudden emergency. 
Over the highest pinnacle of the castle, 
floating as it almost seems in the air, is the 
figure in bronze of an angel with a sword in 
hand. This serves to perpetuate the legend, 
dating from A.D. 590, which tells of Gregor y 
the Great, leading a ‘penitential procession 
to St. Peter’s in order to offer up prayers 
for the staying of a great plague,—‘‘ Then, 
as he was crossing the bridge, even while 
the people were falling dead around hin, 
he looked up at the Mausoleum and saw 
‘Michael the arch-angel on its summit, 
sheathing a bloody sword, while a choir of 
celestial voices chanted the anthem ever 
since adopted by the church in her vesper 
service.” At that time the name of the 
Mausoleum was changed from Moles Hadri- 
ant to that by which is now known. Of 
its illustrious founder, if remains on record 
that “ Hadrian died, worn out by bodily 
sufferings, A.D. 138, at the age of sixty- 
three ; after a reign of twenty-one years, 
having unfortunately lived long enough 
to cloud with indelible stains the career 
of one of the wisest of Roman Emperors.” 
Traces of his enterprize are still to be 
met with in remains of ‘Hadrian’s wall,” 
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a distance of seventy-three miles and a-half, 
It was built of stone eight feet in width 
and twenty feet high, and at that time 
marked the northern boundary of England. 
But the most remarkable evidence of his 
proclivity for building is the magnifivent 
ruins of his ‘ Villa” near Tivoli. 


AMlissionavy Cabinet. 
Rev. JosepH H. Nesstma, LL.D.*

Vy HEN a full biography of this gentle- 
man shall be written it will consti- 
tute a remarkable chapter in the Romance 
of Foreign Missions ; in the meantime we 
must content ourselves with a very meagre 
outline of his personal history. We have 
not the exact date of his birth though we 
are led to believe that he was born in 1844, 
at Annaka, a town about 80 miles north- 
west of Tokyo, Japan. Brought up in ac- 
cordance with the ancient customs of his 
people and instructed in their heathen 
beliefs, he seems at an early age to have 
been inwardly convinced that the pagan 
systems of his country could not give him 
the help or hope he needed. He had 
never seen a Christian person ; he had never 
heard of the Gospel; but some undefined 
and shadowy conviction of His presence 
who is not far from any one of us, and who 
has not left Himself in any soul without a 
witness, had dawned upon him,and given him 
the sense that the idols he had worshipped, 
were vanity. While in this state of mind, 
a Japanese friend, having met a little book 
called ‘The Story of the Bible,” written 
by a missionary in China, brought the book 
to this young man, as a strange story which 
he wished him to read. He took it, and 
when he read therein that in the beginning 
God created the heavens and the earth, it 
became to him a new revelation. ‘“‘ This,” 
said he “is the God for whom I have been 
looking—this is the true God ;” and, with- 
out knowing at the time what he was doing, 
this young Japanese began to worship his 
Divine Creator. About the same time, 
having read alittle book on America by 
Dr Bridgeman of the American Board, he 
was seized with a strange and strong desire

which reached from the Tyne to the Solway, missioners for Foreign Missions. 
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f° visit that country—although he knew} solved that his life should thenceforth be 


that for him to become a Christian, or to 
leave his native land, was to subject him- 
self to the death penalty. Where there’s a 
will there’s a way. Not daring to attempt 
escaping from Yokohama, he went to 
Hakodate, on the other side of the country, 
where he found a vessel which would take 
him to China if he could but get on board. 
This he eventually managed to do, and 
from Shanghai he succeeded in getting 
passage on a merchant ship to Boston—as 
a sailor. For weeks after his arrival in 
Boston he remained on ship-board—working 
hard all the time. At length the captain 
mentioned his name and the circumstances 
which had brought him to America to Mr. 
Hardy, a well known citizen, who interested 
himself in the young Japanese. By his 
kindness he was enabled to pursue a 
curriculum of academic and iheological 
study, in the course of which he won the 
'respect and love of all who knew him. 
‘Having completed his studies at Andover 
Seminary, he was ordained to the office of 
the ministry on the 24th of Septernber, 
1874. During his stay of ten years in 
| America, a great change had come over his 
native country. Japan had thrown her 
‘doors open to western civilization and to 
Christianity. A deputation headed by the 
|minister of education and other leading 
ithe systems of national eduoation in this 
country. Mr. Neesima wasaskied to accom- 
pany them for this purpose. After visiting 
some of the principal academi/s and univer- 
sities of the United States and Canada, they 
travelled in Germany, France, Britain, 
Switzerland, Holland, Denmark, and Russia. 
The result was that Mr. Neesima became 
more and more convinced that education is 
the foundation of western civilization, and 
that in order to make Japana nation worthy 
‘to be counted among the enlightened 
countries of the world, the people must be 
trained up, not only as men of science and 
learning but men of conscientiousness and 
sincerity, and this he believed could only 
be done by a thorough education—based 
on the principles of Christianity. 

With such sentiments, and with a heart 
filled with the love of God and faith in 
Jesus Christ as his Saviour, Mr. Neesima 
returned to his native country firmly re- 


Japanese came to Boston to enquire into, 


devoted to this grand object. He made 
choice of the sacred city of Kioto—the 
ancient capital of Japan, a city of 600,000 
people, situated in a rich and populous 
valley, and connected with the cities of 
Kobe and Osaka by railway. There are in 
the city 3,500 Buddhists, and 2,500 Shinto 
temples, with 10,500 priests and keepers 
of the Shinto shrines. Kioto has long been 
considered the spiritual capital of the em- 
pire. This lent additional importance to 
Mr. Neesima’s enterprize. Through the 
ald of friends in the government, five and 
a half acres of land were secured in the 
northern part of the city in 1875. In the 
following year a suitable building was 
erected and a training school was opened 
with 65 pupils, of whom more than forty 
were members of the Christian church and 
employed all their spare time in evangelistic 
work. A number of the most able mission- 
aries in Japan are now associated with Dr. 
Neesima in this educational work which 
has also received the countenance and 
financial support of many of the leading 
men in the empire, and also of a number 
of friends in the United States, who have 
contributed very liberally towards the 
‘ Doshisha College,” as it is called, in which 
there are at present a preparatory course, 
an English collegiate course, a theological 
course, a Girl’s school, and a hospital and 
nurses’ school. There are altogether 34 
regular teachers, 23 assistant teachers, 899 
pupils, with a list already of 309 graduates, 
So marked has been tho success of the 
Doshisha, it is felt that the time has come 
to raise it to the rank of a fully equipped 
University. That is now Dr. Neesima’s 
aim, and with what is known of his persever- 
ance and administrative ability there seems 
no reason to doubt of its accomplishment 
in the near future. 

We have left ourselves no room to en: 
large upon Dr. Neesima’s personal character. 
But there is no need to do so. Wherever 
he is known he is beloved and trusted. He 
stands out conspicuously as the leading 
philanthropist of Japan today, and at the 
same time is one of the most devout and 
able men in the empire. One of his most 
remarkable traits, and he has many, is his 
modesty. Both he and his friends are 
quite unwilling that any extended account 
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of his life should be published. Dr. Neesima 
is married but has no children. He ranks, 
officially, as a ‘‘ corresponding member ” of 
the American Board and is the President 
of the educational institution we have been 
describing. Amherst College gave him the 
degree of LL.D. last year. His health is 
not good, yet he is able todo much in 
connection with his new scheme for the 
University in which many of his country- 
men are taking a deep interest, and which 
is certain to exercise a very powerful and 


beneficial influence on the present and 


future generations of the ‘Sunrise Kingdom.’ 


Lreshytevianism on the Lraivie, 


PortaGE LA PRAIRIE, 


HIS rising town is situated on the main 
line of the C.P. railway,56 miles west 
of Winnipeg, on a plain of large extent and 
phenomenal fertility. The district known 
as the “Portage Plains” is acknowledged 
to be one of the hest wheat growing districts 
in the country, and is perhaps unexcelled 
anywhere in the world. The four large 
grain elevators, which, together with the 
“ Assineboine Mills,” form so conspicuous a 
feature in the landscape, bear emphatic 
testimony to the wonderful capacity of the 
soil, and the extent to which it has already 
been brought under cultivation. 

The first white settler, other than mission- 
aries, came here in 1860. The growth was 
slow for several years, and when incorpor- 
ated as a town, in 1879, there were perhaps 
not more than one hundred inhabitants. On 
the approach ofthe railway it experienced 
a time of unhealthy inflation, still spoken 
of as the “boom,” followed in due time by 
the inevitable reaction. It has again by a 
steady, healthy growth, reached a popula- 
tion of fully 8,000, which would undoubt- 
edly be greater but for the lack of house 
accommodation. It is fast becoming an im- 
portant railway centre. Already three 
independent companies operate their roads, 
and the prospects are good for one or two 
additional lines within the resent year. 
The Public School is a large and handsome 
brick building accomodating easily 500 
pupils. A most efficient principal and staff 
of teachers are doing anoble work. Lans- 
downe College affords excellent facilities for 


the study of the higher branches of edu. 
cation. The Home for Incurables is nearing 

completion. There are four Banking institu- 

tions,a Lands Title office, three weekly news- 

papers and hotel accommodation, more 

than ample. The Protestant denominations 

are nearly all represented, and the few 

Roman Catholic families in the town and 

neighborhood are ministered to by occasional 

supphes from Winnipeg. 

In 1851, a Church of England Mission was 
founded for half-breeds and Indians, by Arch- 
deacon Cochrane. Rev. Mr. Robertson broke 
ground on behalf of the Methodist body about 
1870 ; the Baptists began in 1880; the Deciples 
in 1883,and the Congregationalists in 1888. 
The Presbyterian cause was started here in 
the fall of 1868, when the Rev. Mr. Fletcher 
came to the séttlement as a missionary of the 
Canada Presbyterian Church. Service was heid 
in the house of Mr. Kenneth McBain, on the 
River Road, until a log: church was built in 
the summer of 1872. For a few years Rev. 
Alex. Fraser ministered to the united charge 
of Portage la Prairie and Burnside. In July, 
1875, Rev. Allan Bell was ordained totl.e work 
of the ministry and was placed over the united 
charge. The congregation had then a mem- 
bership of fifteen, but under Mr. Bell’s foster- 
ing care it grew to be a large and influential 
body of people. In 1881 Mr. Bell’s whole 
services were confined to the Portage, when a 
handsome edifice was built by the congregation. 
In 1885 the church was destroyed by fire, and 
and was replaced during the following year by 
the present building, which occupies a more 
central position. In September, 1888, Mr. 
Bell accepted a call from a congregation in the 
the State of Wisconsin. The vacancy thus 
caused continued until last July, when the 
writer, formerly of Stratford, accepted a call. 
and was duly inducted. The chnrch has 
since been enlarged by the addition of 230 
sittings, and now affords ample accommoda- 
tion for 650 people. The membership is 
rapidly inereasing and is just a little short of 
300. ‘Lhe Sabbath-schooland Bible-class have 
an average attendance of 300, with a roll of 
about 350. 

It is characteristic of this country that our 
young people take a deeper interest in church | 
work than those in the older portions of our | 
Dominion do, and are more easily retained in, 
our Sunday-schdols and Bible-classes. May | 
this feature be as abiding as it is hopeful and, 
cheering. For if the nobie class of young 
people can be won for Christ, their influence 
will tell with grand effect in moulding the 
moral and spiritual future of this great land. 
Thus will our church have a heroism equal 
to her strength, a consecration commensurate 
with her resources, and a zeal to match her

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Our Alission to the Fndians in the 


Movih-Wrest, 


EV. G. A. Larrp writes from Crow- 
stand School, Kamsack, N.W.T., as 


follows :— 

Our work here is mainly educational and 
evangelistic. The character and habits of the 
people are such that rapid progress is almost 
impossible. Still I am glad to be able to report 
that during a residence of less than three 
years, very substantial results have been 
attained. A successful boarding school with a 
daily attendance of nearly 50 children has 
been established, the Gospel has been preached 
at five different points, and the great majority 
of the people have been brought, from a state 
of indifference and heathenism, to look upon 
Christianity as something which demands 
their earnest attention. It has been the policy 
of the Presbyterian Church for some years to 
spend considerable sums of money on boarding 
schools for Indian children. The idea is to 
take the children from their homes and with 
2 certain amount of aid from the Government 
to take charge of them, feed them, clothe, and 
teach them for a term of years. ‘They are 
thus separated almost altogether from the in- 
fiuences of their homes, and are made to enjoy 
the advantages of a Christian training and 
home-life. They are also taught different 
kinds of useful work with a view to their being 
self-supporting as they grow to years of 
maturity. In the case of our school at Céte’s 
Reserve the results so far have been cxtremely 
gratifying. Regular attendance has been 
secured. A marked improvement on the 
children who attend school, net only in ap- 
pearance, but also in deportment and general 
intelligence is discernible. In school studies 
most of them bave made almost as rapid pro- 
‘gress as white children. They are taught 
altogether in English, and although they do 
not know a word of English when they first 
‘come to school, they are not long in picking 
up words and phra:es and soon begin to take 
an interest in their lessons. Our Indians here 
are anything but uninteresting, and this re- 
,mark applies with even greater force to the 
children. You.cannot be among these children 
from day to day without becoming intensely 
interested in them, and the very fact that there 
ig much about them to correct and repress, 
seems to draw one all the “more strongly 
toward them. I wish you could step into our 
school some day and see their bright eager 
faces, and hear them sing, and recite their 
lessons. We are much interested in them all, 
and our hope is that such an influence will be 
exerted upon them while at school! as will be 
powerful in moulding their after lives. 

With regard to mission work proper I can 
only say, that there is much reason for thank- 
fulness. God has been owning and blessing 


our feeble attempts at service. The people are 
favourably disposed towards the Gospel, and 
come in goodly numbers to our meetings. Our 
aim is to speak to them in the plainest man- 
ner possible,—to tell them in simplest terms 
the story of the cross. For the most part they 
listen attentively, and often many of them are 
Nene affected by the good story of God’s 
ove. 

There is a good deal of hardship and ex- 
posure in connection with Indian work, 
especially during the winter months. The 
people are scattered and far apart, and it is 
necessary to drive long <listances in order to 
reach them. But difliculties cf this kind are 
experienced more or less, in all the mission 
fields of the North-West. There is great need 
for more men to take up work among 
Indians. There are still many fields un- 
occupied aud ready for the harvest. The time 
has come when a missionary should be at 
work on every reserve in the North-West. 
Shall not the men and the means be speedily 
forthcoming to carry the Gospel to the heathen 
of our own land’? The Indian has claims upon 
us. He has long been neglected and sitting 
in darkness, it is manifestly the duty of the 
church to come now to his aid and give him 
the light. 


Montreal Anniversary Mlectings. 


“THE oldest inhabitant can scarcely re- 

member when a series of religious 
meetings under this name were first institut- 
ed in Montreai.. We ourselves have a vivid 
recollection of them forty years ago at 
least, and they have gone on continuously 
ever since with varying success. Many a 
time and oft the old Methodist church in 
St. James street has been packed to its 
utmost capacity, while eager crowds be- 
sieged the doors but could not find admit- 
tance. ‘T'wenty years ago, perhaps, these 
meetings had reached the culminating point 
when not only the citizens of Montreal, 
but people from all the country round 
about came to listen night after night, for 
a whole week, to rousing addressess from 
the ablest platform speakers in Canada or 
from the United States, for at that time it 
was more customary to invite speakers 
from a distance than now. And when the 
old church, hallowed by so many sacred 
memories, was swept out of existence by 
the tide of commerce, and our Methodist 
friends erected instead, the magnificent 
new Temple on St. -Catherine street, it was 
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for a little time doubtful, whether the 
prestige would be maintained. But it now 
appears that the spell has not been broken. 
The meetings held this year inthe new 
church at some disadvantage, owing to the 
prevailing epidemic, were well attended 
and elicited much interest. 


Youna Mon’s CuristrANn ASSOCIATION :-—The 
first evening was devoted to the thirty-eighth 
anniversary of this association, and was prob- 
ably the largest ever held in that connection. 
Mr. W. D. Ross, President of the Association, 
in his opening speech said that the past year 
had been a prosperous one, both temporally 
and spiritually. 

The Secretary (Mr. D. A. Budge) spoke of 
the number of men who had gone out to 
labour for Christ during the past twelve years 
in whose life the association had played an 
important part, either by being the instrument 
of their conversion or by developing them in 
Christian work. In conclusion he referred to 
the new building, and said that of the $70,000 
which had been subscribed, $18,000 had been 
given by the young men, $17,000 by the 
directors, $500 by the boys and the remain- 
der by the citizens, whom he desired to thank 
for their liberal support. 

MaJor-GpnpraL Howarp of New York, said 
that to plead for Young Men’s Christian as- 
sociations was to plead for Christianity. <A 
thousand objections were raised against these 
associations when they were first organized, 
but the object of their founder was to get hold 
of a class of young men who were not reached 

by other influences. In concluding an 
earnest and eloquent address, he urged all 
young men who were not Christians to at 
once become so. 

THe Brstp Socrery:—the second evening 
witnessed the sixty-ninth annual meeting of 
the Montreal Auxiliary. Srr Witt1am Dawson 
presided. In the course of his remarks, he 
mentioned that the Bible was translated into 
some 290 different languages and during the 
past year nearly 4,000,000 copies of the Book 
were circulated through the agency of the 
British and Foreign Bible Society. 

Ruy. Dr. SHaw presented the annual re- 
port. The financialreturns from the branches 
amounted to $7,405.91, of which $2,410.52 
were derived from the sale of Bibles, and 
$4,995.39 from free contributions. Eleven 
colporteurs were employed during the year, 
and six Bible-women were employed under 
the auspices of the Ladies Association. Alto- 
gether the year had been a prosperous one. 
The work of the colporteurs had been almost 
exclusively confined to the French-speaking 
districts. 

Rr. Rey. Bispop Bonp made the speech of 
the evening, in which his well-known liberality 
and catholicity of spirit found expression in 
pleasing terms. Speaking of the Bible, he 


said “The Word of God is the foundation 
stone of freedom, and itis the high preroga- 
tive of the Christian minister to proclaim the 
doctrine of universal freedom, and to make 
that freedom a living truth, a reality brought 
home and to be accepted by all. 

Tap EvancpricaL ALLIaANcp held its annual 
meeting on the third evening. VEN. ARoH- 
DEACON Evans presiding, and was well sup- 
ported by a stalwart company of Presbyterian 
ministers. 

Ray. Dr. WeEtxs said the alliance was at a 
disadvantage on account of its newness. Its 
object was to show the world that, in spite of 
their apparent differences, the great Protestant 
churches all believed in the same fundamental 
principles of Christianity, and that they had 
one faith, oae hope, and one God.

OW prodigal, nevertheless, we are of our 
time!

JOHN POUNDS. 

When Dr. Guthrie was in Anstruther on 
the shores of the Firth of Forth, he saw a 
picture which awakened his. interested atten- 
tion. It represented a cobbler’s room, with 
his bench and humble tools. The cobbler 
himself was there, an old shoe between his 
knees, and his spectacles on his nose. His 
forehead was massive and his mouth and chin 
indicative of unusual firmness of character, 
decision and determination; but from beneath 
his heavy bushy eyebrow looked out a kindly 
eye. His face was lit up with a peculiar ex- 
pression of benevolence ; and around him were 
gathered a groupof poor children, some stand- 
ing, others sitting, but all busily engaged at 
their lessons. An inscription beneath the 
picture interpreted the scene. It was humble 
John Pounds, a cobbler by trade, in Ports- 
mouth. He had taken pity on the ragged 
children, whom ministers and magistrates, 
ladies and gentlemen, were leaving to run 
wild and go to ruin on the streets. John 
Pounds, like a good shepherd, went out into 
the highways and byways, gathered in these 
outcasts, trained them up in intelligence and 
virtue, and, without looking for human reward 
or even recognition,and while compelled to earn 
his bread by the labour of his hands, had, be- 
fore he died, rescued from ruin and saved to 
society and a better life not less than five 
hundred children, and all this John Pounds 
did without helper save God. 

He was a genius in his way; to say the least 
he was ingenious. If in no other way he 
could take a boy captive he would, being 
crafty, catch him with guile. He might be 
seen on the quays of Portsmouth hunting 
down a ragged urchin and persuading him to 
come to school at his cobbler’s shop by the 
power of a hotroasted potato. Knowing'how an 
Irishman loves potatoes, and.how hungry these 
little waifs often are, he would run alongside a 
timid and reluctant boy, holding the potato 
under his nose, and moving him by a double 
appeal to his desire for knowledge and his 
appetite for a dainty morsel.

Subsequently Dr. Guthrie made a pilgrim- 
age to Portsmouth that he might visit the 
little shop where John Pounds wrought such 
wonders. He strode away to an old-fashioned 
street in an humble quarter, and there found 
a small shop in a two-story house built of 
wood and not more than seven feet broad by 
fifteen long. That was the hallowed temple of 
one of the High Priests of humanity. Some- 
times in that contracted place thirty or forty 
boys crowded, and yet so did they delight to 
come that not unfrequently they might be 
found sitting outside on the street. 

John Pounds used to say that if it pleased 
God, he would wish “ to drop like a bird from 
its perch,” and soit did please God, for he died 
and was with his Lord in the twinkling of an 
eye.—A. T. Pierson. 


CHRIST’S GREAT GIFT. 

In 1855, when some of the soldiers came 
back from the Crimean War to London, the 
Queen of England distributed among them 
beautiful medals, called Crimean medals. Gal- 
leries were erected for the two houses of par- 
liament and the royal family to sitin. There 
was a great audience to witness the distribu- 
tion of the medals. A colonel who bad lost 
both feet in the battle of Inkerman was pulled 
in on a wheel chair; others came in limping 
on their crutches. Then the Queen of Eng- 
land rose before them in the name of her gov- 
ernment and uttered words of commendation 
to the officers and men, and distributed these 
medals, inscribed with the four great baitle- 
fields, Alma, Balaklava, Inkerman, and Sebas- 
topol. As the Queen gave these to the wound- 
ed men and the wounded officers, the bands 
of music struck up the national air, and the 
people with streaming eyes joined in the song: 

God save our gracious Queen ! 

Long live our noble Queen! 

God save the Qaeen ! 
And then they shouted “ Huzza! huzza!” Oh, 
it was a proud day for those returned war- 
riors! But a brighter, better, and gladder 
day will come when Christ shali gather those 
who have toiled in His service, good soldiers of 
Jesus Christ. He shall rise before them, and 
in the presence of all the glorified of heaven 
He will say: “ Well done, good and faithful 
servant!” and then He will distribute the 
medals of eternal victory, not inscribed with 
works of righteousness’ which we have done, 
but with those four great battlefields, dear to 
earth and dear to heaven, Bethlehem ! Nazar- 
eth! Gethsemane! Calvary !—Talnage. 

The love of Christ has to come to sinful men 
with patient pleading and remonstrance, that 
it may enter their hearts and give its bless- 
ings. Some of you may remember a modern 
work of art in which that long-suffering 
appeal is wonderfully portrayed. He who is

In one of Stanley’s recent letters he speaks 
very cheeringly of the progress of Christian- 
ity in Uganda, where the converts have 
endured prolonged and shocking persecu- 
tions. He proceeds thus : 

“T suppose you do not know Mackay per- 
sonally. Well, he is a Scotchraan—the toughest 
little fellow you could conceive, Young, too— 
probably thirty-two years or so, and bears 
the climate splendidly—even his complexion 
is uninjured—not Africanized yet by any 
means, despite twelve years continued resi- 
dence. These mission societies certainly 
contrive to produce extraordinary men. Apro- 
pos of Scotchmen, can you tell me why they 
succeed oftener than other people? Take 
Moffatt, Livingstone, Mackay, real Scotchmen 
with the burr—they stand pre-eminent 
above all other missionaries, no matter of 
what nationality. It is not because they are 
Scotchmen that they succeed ; It is not because 
they are better men in any one way or the 
other, physically, mentally, or morally—of that 
we may rest assured—but it is because they 
have been more educated in one thing than all 
others. While I’ say this I review mentally 
all whom I know and have met, and I repeat 
the statement confidently. That one thing is 
duty.” 

“These missionaries, Moffat, Livingstone, 
Mackay, piously brought up, are taught among 
other things what duty is, what it means, not 
to yield to anything but strict duty. Thus, 
Moffatt can persevere for fifty years in doing 
his duty among the heathen ; and Livingstone, 
having given his promise to Sir Roderic that 
he will do his best, thinks it will be a breach 
of his duty to return home before he finishes 
his work; and Mackay plods on, despite every 
disadvantage, sees his house gutted and his 
flock scattered, and yet, with an awful fear of 
breach of duty, clings with hopefulness to a 
good time coming, when the natives of the 
country will be able to tell out to each other 
the good news of ‘Peace and good will to 
men.’” 

These sentences we quote as an illustration 
of the value and unspeakable importance of a 
sense of duty. ‘“ Having done all,—Stand!” 
We must be loyal to God at all hazards. Life 
cannot be better spent than in the service of 
the Gospel.

HE discourse of Christ from which this 
Lesson is taken, is probably the same 


recorded by Matthew and known as the Sermon 
on the Mount. It will be noticed that both 
aiscourses begin and end alike, are substan- 
cially the same, and are followed by the same 
events, Matt. 8: 5-13; Luke 7: 1-10. V. 


Love your enemies—This is essentially Christian. 
The world would say ‘“ Hate your enemies.” 
Do them all the harm youcan. Revenge your- 
self for every injury. It is easy to see 
that these worldly maxims would perpetuate 
hatred and violence. Christ’s teachings, on 
the contrary, will lead to peace and good will. 
If the disposition of mind He enjoins was uni- 
versal, the world would be a society of friends. 
In proportion as it prevails, in the same _ pro- 
portion it blesses mankind, 1 Sam. 24: 17-19. 
Resist not er(—This is a general principle, but 
must be judiciously applied. All laws, human 
and Divine justify your self-defence when life 
isin danger. But if struck, like Christ we 
may remonstrate, John 18: 23. Ifa man by 
process of law, Matt. 5: 45, or by violence, Luke 
6:29, wishes to deprive us of part of our pro- 
perty, better submit to a trifling injury, than 
resort to law or violence against him. V. 49. 
Give—Again, there is an evident limitation, for 
an inconsiderate observance of the teachings of 
this verse would encourage laziness and pau- 
perism. Comp. 2. Thess. 3: 10. In allsuch cases 
Christian has to consider how best to meet 
the want, for the good of him who asks. <A 
man asks for money, it may be better to give 
him work. V.31. The golden rule. Note that 
it is oniy all the “ good” that we would that 
men should do to us, that we should also do to 
them. Reciprocity in evil or folly is evidently 
shut out. V. 32-34 contrast the way of the 
world with the better way of Christ.

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COTLAND. The weather is very mild. 
In warm spots the rhododendron is said

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IrELAND:—The death of Professor Witherow 
is a great loss tothe church. He was a master 
in his own department, well read, most in- 
dustrious, of a calm judicial mind, and con- 
servative. Some would say that he erred in 
being too cautious, but he was a safe leader. 
For 24 years he filled the chair to which he 
Was unanimously elected by the General 
Assembly. For the twenty years previous he 
was pastor of the large and respectable con- 
gregation of Maghera in the Southern part of 
the County of Londonderry, in which county 
he was born and brought up, and spent his. 
whole life save the time he was at college. Dr. 
Witherow was an extensive author. Some of | 
his books are in many a household in Canada. 
Possibly his little book on Baptism is more 
widely known in the Dominion than any 
other. His first literary adventure was @ 
lecture which was given to the public in 1855. 
It was prepared for a Young Men’s Associatiom 
in the town where he was'then pastor. Some 
of the members of the Association are now 
prominent men in Canada. The title of the 
lecture was ‘‘ Three prophets of our own,” 
meaning. by that celebrities that had been 
brought up in the neighbourhood. One of the 
three was Dr. Henry Cooke, one of the great- 
est men the church in Ireland ever had. One 
of the most popular:of his other works was 
Derry and Enniskillen,” an historical sketch 
of the sieges the two places endured in 1689. 
His last work which came out last year is an 
elaborate discussion of New Testament Church 
Government. Early in his literary career he 
drew up a handbook:on the subject under the 
title “The Apostolic Church::- which is it?”

He was a 
very carefui and accurate writer, he ailowed 
nothing slovenly to‘pass out of his hands. His. 

He 
was not an old man, somewhere between 65 
and 70. Dr. Killen was'in harness some 16 
years before him, and he still remains and is 
able to do titerary work. ‘The Church in 
Ireland hes within a few years lost by death 
some choice men, the removal of Professor 
Witherow is one of the heaviest blows inflicted 
for some time.

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business that grew in his hands to be the 
largest of its kind in Canada. His attention, 
however, was by no means resticted to 
business. He was a man of exceptional 
ability and was. equally at home in discussing 
politics or preachiug from the pulpit. He had 
fine literary tastes, was a good speaker and 
wielded the pen of aready-writer. Better than 
all, he lived a consistent and exemplary Chris- 
sian Jife. He was a princely giver, benevolent 
almost to a fault, and always ready to respond 
to any reasonable claim on his philanthropy. 
He was long an active member of the Execu- 
tive Committee of the General Conference of 
the Methodist Church, and freasurer of its 
Missionary Society, took great interest in 
educational matters, in Bible and Temperance 
Societies, and especially in those agencies 
which had for their object the welfare of 
youth. Only ashort time before his death he} 
paid over to trustees the sum of $40,000 to 

found a hospital for the sick in Toronto. 


Unirep Srarss: Tho revision of the West- 
minster Confession is still brewing. Of the 
211 Presbyteries, upwards of 100 have dis- 
cussed the question, and fully two-thirds of 
them favour revision. It is impossible to fore- 
cast the result. Some are apprehensive that 
the northern Church will again be “a house 
divided against itself,’ as it was during the 
regime of the ‘ Old” and ‘* New Schools.” One 
thing is certain, the controversy has blocked 
the way towards re-union with the Southern 
Assembly, which, while it might consent to a 
few verbal changes, would resist to the last 
any alterations that would in the slightest 
degree imply any doctrinal deviation. : 
Two rather significant affairs have transpired 
during the past month. The one was the 
installation of Dr. Lyman Abbott as pastor of 
the Plymouth Church, Brooklyn. Drs. Phillips 
Brook and E. W. Donald, of the Episcopal 
Church, took part in the proceedings, and were 
kind enough to say that they recognize the 
orders of Congregational ministers to be valid 
—entitling them to preach the gospel and to 
administer the sacraments. Onestep more 
and the concession would be worth something; 
let them invite a Congregationalist or a Pres- 
byterian into their pulpits! Dr. Abbott's 
statement of belief was very long—far too 
long. It would puzzle a Philadelphia lawyer 
to determine from it whether Dr. Abbott is a 
Congregationalist, a Unitarian, or an Apostle 
of “Conditional Immortality.” The general 
opinion among us, however, is that the man is 
better than his indefinite creed. The other 
circumstance has reference to the controversy 
which has for some time been disturbing the 
peace of the American Board of Commissioners 
for Foreign Missions,in reference to the theory 
of a “future probation.” Dr. Storrs in accept- 
ing the presidency of the Board distinctly 
repudiated this notion for himself, and ex- 
pressed disapproval of appointing any one to 
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the mission field who held that doctrine. <A 
recent applicant for an appointment as mis- 
sionary is Mr. Covell, a young man from 
Andover College, of undoubted ability, and 
whose views are in the main sound and 
unexceptional, but he has some doubts about 
this question ‘of future probation. The Pru- 
dential,Committee recommend delay, in the 
hope‘that his'doubts may be removed. before 
long. Dr. Storrs, while staunchly orthodox in 
his own views, judging this individual case on 
its own merits, favours immediate appoint- 
ment. The position is an embarrassing one 
for the Board. Lnotice that we have quite a 
number of ex-Canadian ministers in our 
Western Synods—Dr. J. K. Smith, of St. 
John’s Church, San Francisco, and his son, 
Rey.James Cumming Smith, of Howard Street 
Church in the same city ; Rev. C. B. Pitblado, 
at Santa.

Enauanp: By the death of Dr. Lightfoot, 
Bishop of Durham, the Church of England has 
lost one of its brightest ornaments. He was a 
man of remarkable ability —one of the greatest 
scholars of the age. Dr. Lightfoot was one of 
the original members of the company of 
revisers of the New Testament. He was also 
a prolific writer of commentaries. His editions 
of “The Apostolic Fathers,” gave him a unique 
reputation. He was born in 1828, and suc- 
ceeded Dr. Baring as Bishop of Durham in 
1879. He died 22nd. Dec., in his 62nd year. 
Robert Browning, whose fame as a poet is 
scarcely surpassed by Tennyson, has been laid 
to rest in the Poet’s Corner, Westminster 
Abbey. Mr. Gladstone is still vigorous at 
eighty, and declines to be elevated to the 
peerage. Dean Perowne, of Peterborough, one 
of the ablest preachers in the Anglican Church, 
says that “he dare not accept the position, that 
the ‘ dissenting’ churches are not churches, or 
that their ministers are not lawful ministers, 
and their sacraments valid sacraments.” 


Germany. Old Dr. Dellinger, the renowned 
leader of the Old Catholic movement, the un- 
compromising opponent of Ultramontanism, 
and who denounced with special emphasis the 
Papa! dogma of “ Infallibility,” died at Munich 
on the 10th of January, from influenza. He 
was born in 1799. On account of his opposi- 
tion to the Vatican decrees he was excom- 
municated by the Archbishop of Munich in 
1871. But.he never lost the confidence of his 
fellow-citizens, and remained president of the 
University of Munich as long as he lived. 
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‘OREIGN Misstons :—By appoiniment 

of the General Assembly, the congrega- 
tions are reminded this month of the duty 
and privilege of contributing as the Lord 
may have enabled them towards the Foreign 
Mission Fund of our church. It has been 
eravely hinted in some quarters that our 
church is extending its Foreign missions, if 
not to the detriment of its Home missions, 
with perhaps a show of preference for the 
other. Now this idea should not for a 
moment be encouraged. It has absolutely 
no foundation in fact. The Committee, of 
course are bound to do al! they can to pro- 
mote and extend the great work entrusted 
to them. So iong as any portion of the 
worid is, unevangelized they must use every 
legitimate means within their reach to 
foster the missionary spirit, and to draw 
upon the liberality of the Christian people 
of Canada in order that the Gospe! may be 
preached to every creature. But it is a re- 
markable fact, and one that is highly credit- 
able to our church, that since the time of 
the union in 1875, the contributions placed 
at the disposal of the respective committees 
for Home and Foreign Missions have gone on 
increasing in almost precisely an equal 
ratio. It zs true, no matter what may be 
said to the contrary, that the one re-acts on 
the other. The more people give for 
Foreign Missions, the more will they give 
for Home Missions, and vice versa. The 
estimates for our Foreign Missions this year, 
as we showed last month, call for $106.500. 
This is not a large sum for so wealthy and 
so highly-favoured a church as the Presby- 
terian Church in Canada. May He whose 
are the gold and silver, incline the hearts of 
of His people everywhere, to recognize the 
responsibilities of their stewardship, that by 
their “ willing” and iberal contributions 
towards the Foreign Mission Fund of our 
church, they may be instrumental in ad- 
vancing the cause and Kingdom of our 
Lord and Saviour, “ Till each remotest 
nation has learnt Mesaiah’s name.”

Mark’s, three others have been sanctioned by 
the Presbytery,- St. Enoch’s, an offshoot of 
the old St. Andrew’s Church (Mr. Milligan’s), 
a second church for Parkdale, and one in 
Brockton. Besides these, an application is on 
the table from the mission station of Fairbank 
{or the Five Points) asking the Presbytery to 
organize a congregation in that part of the 
city. 

ORANGEVILLE:—Neither does this Presbytery 
approve the appointment of a General Secre- 
tary for the Sabbath-schools of the Church. As 
a Presbytery it proposes at next regular meet- 
ing to consider the propriety of undertaking 
the support of a missionary to the heathen. 


Lonpon :—As one result of the Moody evan- 
gelistic meetings in London, Ont., a union 
service was held in St. Andrew’s Presbyterian 
Church on a recent Sabbath, at which clergy 
of all the Protestant denominations were 
present, including the Bishop and Dean of 
Huron, Canon Richardson, &c., &c. Bishop 
Baldwin preached the sermon, in the course 
of which he said—* We have here one evidence 
of the evangelical alliance and kind spirit of 
unity existing among the people of this city,” 
Rev. J. A. Murray, pastor of St. Andrew’s 
reciprocated the kindly sentiments of the 
Bishop, observing that he was glad to see such 
catholicism in the pulpit and pew as was 
epee’ at.the meetings during the entire 
week. 


STRATFORD :—The Presbytery will overture 
the Synod of Hamilton and London to reverse 
its decision in reference to the entertainment 
of delegates attending the meetings of Synod, 
and ask leave to return to the good old- 
fashioned way of accommodating delegates in 
private families in so far as it may be con- 
venient and agreeable to all parties concerned. 
The Presbytery would have the minister’s con- 
nection with the Aged and Infirm Ministers’ 
Fund entirely voluntary. 


Truro :— Votes for the present representation 
of Presbyteries in the General Assembly— 
one-fourth of the ministers and an equal 
number of elders. It disapproves of the 
appointment of a General Secretary for Sab- 
bath schools, and approves of making it obli- 


gatory on pastors at their induction, and 
foreign missionaries at their appointment to 
become connected with the Aged and Infirm 
Ministers’ Fund. 


Obituary. 


SS EV. WittiaAm Lyaui, D.D., Professor of 
@@ Logie and Psychology in Dalhousie 
College, Halifax, died on the 17th of 
January, at the good old age of 79 years. 
Dr. Lyall came to Canada in 1848, and for 
sometime taught in Knox College, Toronto. 
In March, 1850, Professor McKenzie of the 
Free Church College, Halifax, died, Dr. 
Lyall was appointed his successor and 
commenced his labours there in November 
of that year. Fora number of years he 
taught Latin, Greek, Logic, Rhetoric and 
Philosophy. When the Union of 1860 was 
effected his labours were greatly lightened. 
From 1863 he occupied the chair of Psycho- 
logy and Logic in Dalhousie College. Dutr- 
ing many years he preached very frequently 
and with much acceptance. He was a 
most amiable man, and an accomplished 
scholar. His salary as professor,in Dal- 
housie was paid by the Presbyterian Synod. 

Rev. Jonn A. Macponatp, a devoted 
and excellent minister of the Presbyterian 
Church, died on the 24th January, at Hast 
River, Pictou. Mr. Macdonald studied for 
the ministry partly at Halifax and partly 
in American Seminaries. He was in very 
delicate health during the whole course of 
his studies, and when he completed his 
curriculum he tried the mildest available 
climates. He laboured up to the full 
measure of his strength, and was greatly 
liked wherever his lot was cast. He re- 
turned to his native country to die. Some 


years ago, before he commenced his studies 


with a view to the ministry, he rendered 
valuable aid to our missions in Trinidad as 
a teacher. 


Rev. Ropert Nem, D.D., of Seymour, 
departed this life on the 23rd of January, 
in the 87th year of his age. Dr. Neill was 
born at Denovan, Scotland. He completed 
his education at the University of Glasgow, 
and was licensed to preach by the Presby- 
tery of Dumbarton about the year 1830. 
He came to this country upwards of fifty 
years agounder the auspices of the Glasgow 
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North American Missionary Society. For 
six months after his arrival in Canada he 
supplied the pulpit of St. Andrew’s Church, 
Montreal. He also spent a short time at 
Valcartier, Que. For twelve months he 
was assistant to Dr. Machar, Kingston. In 
January, 1840, he was ordained minister of 
St. Andrew’s Church, Seymour, and there 
he laboured faithfully and very successfully 
until January, 1884, when the infirmities 
of age compelled him to retire from active 
service. In 1852, Dr. Neill married a 
daughter of the late Dr. Urquhart of Corn- 
wall. In 1872, he received the degree of 
D.D. from Queen’s University. Dr. Neill 
was a man of high culture, singularly gentle 
and affable in manner, and from first to 
last was beloved and respected by his 
congregation and, indeed, by all who knew 
him. He passed away peacefully to his 
rest and reward, leaving his widow anda 
large family to thank God for his goodness 
to him in his declining years. Though old 
and frail he suffered no pain. His remains 
were followed to the grave by the moderator 
and clerk and other members otf the Presby- 
tery of Kingston. Rev. D. Sutherland con- 
ducted the funeral service and preached 
from Rey. 2:10,—Be thou faithful unto 
death, and I will give thee a crown of life. 

Rey. Jouyx Davipson of Williamsburg, 
died on the 2nd of February, age 76. Mr. 
Davidson was a native of Paisley, Scotland, 
studied for the ministry at the University 
of Glasgow, was ordained in 1844, and 
the same year was inducted to the charge 
of Laprairie, Que. In 1849, he was trans- 
lated to New Carlisle, Bay of Chaleurs, and 
in 1851 to New Richmond, where he re- 
mained until 1858, when he was inducted 
to St. Andrew’s Church, Wilhamsburg. 
There he continued his ministrations in 
connection with the Church of Scotland 
till the day of his death. Although he did 
not enter the Union of the Presbyterian 
churches in 1875, he never manifested other 
than kindly feelings towards his brethren 
who took that step. He was an amiable, 
unassuming man, an excellent preacher, 
and a faithful and diligent pastor. He has 
left a widow, but nochildren. Mr. David- 
son was buried in the Mount Royal 
Cemetery, Montreal. The funeral service 
was conducted by Rev. E. Hill, pastor of 
St. 
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Peter Watson of Williamstown. Mr. Hill 
paid a high tribute to the character and 
attainments of his departed co-presbyter. 
Rev. Joun Dunzar, late minister of 
Glenmorris, but for some years past living 
in retirement in Toronto, died in the end 
of January. At the funeral service Principal 
Caven paid a high tribute to the memory 
of the deceased, in which he mentioned the 
leading events in his ministerial career, The 
remains were taken for interment to Dun- 
barton, a village named after Mr. Dunbar’s 
father who was one of the earliest settlers 
in that part of the country. 
Rev. THomas TaLuacH, minister of Dres- 
den, Ont. As we are going to press intel- 
ligence has reashed us of Mr. Tallach’s 
death which took place on the 4th of 
February, from pneumonia, resulting from 
an acute attack of the prevailing influenza. 
Mr. Tallach was a native of Scotland, was 
ordained in 1857, and previous to his 
settlement in Ontario, was for some years 
minister of Amherst, N.S.

ies G. L. Mackay writes from Tamsui, 4th 
G December:—Having given most of my 
time to the training of students and preachers 
in Oxford College, from January until Septem- 
ber, I dismissed them, so that each could go to 
his appointed field of labour. Iam now back 
from a twenty-two day’s journey amongst our 
stations, towns and cities on the west side of 
this island. There is a town not far from 
savage territory called Toa-kho-ham. Itstands 
on the bank of a mountain stream that at 
times rushes wildly over its stone-scattered 
bed. That bank rises fully 100 feet above the 
water’s edge, and stretches as a table-land 
back to the irregular hills and _ forest-clad 
monntains. Near by is a hill standing by 
itself with rice fields at the base of three sides, 
and the dashing torrent along the fourth. On 
the very top is a temple (and no other build- 
ing), and on the sides bamboo groves. I never 
saw a place in Formosa which so vividly 
brings to mind the groves and altars of ancient 
times. “Thou shalt not plant thee a grove of 
any trees near unto the al:ar of the Lord thy 
God.” Thescenery, the view from every 
peak, is beautiful, grand and sublime. Even 
the bed of rounded stones on one side of the 
river is full of interest—is indeed a ery book, 
if only read with light from heavy. ~ shining 
thereon. The hills, the uplands. tne moun- 
tains here are all composed of une-grained 
sandstone of various colours. More than a 
dozen years ago I spent weeks at a time in 


Andrew’s church, assisted by lRev.|this region going inland far beyond Chinese 
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habitations, and witnessed more than one

skirmish and pitched battle between them and 
the savages. A few months ago a small room 
was secured and two students sent to occupy 
the field. We found them on duty trying to 
pave the way for further extension. Many 
friendly savages were going in and out all day 
though the downpour was enormous. Converts 
from two neighboring stations hearing we 
were there, came before dark, and just when 
beginning to address the crowded room, in 
walked one of our messengers, thus making 
ten, and with the two students, exactly twelve 
in number. ‘These sat around the Lord’s 
table in that town where the dying love of 
Jesus was never before commemorated. About 
two dozen savages were standing near me 
looking on in silence. The Chinese Governor 
here has a man employed teaching a number 
of mountain lads the Chinese language; and 
as they are not tatooed it would be difficult for 
a stranger to know that they are the Abori- 
gines. All seemed bright enough, although a 
streak of laziness could be seen running 
through them. Before all dismissed I had a 
few to feel the effects of my electric battery. 
The brightest savage boy said, “The wise men 
who made such an instrument must worship 
the right God.” Some long-gowned Chinamen 
standing by, did not appreciate the remark. 
At another town, when preaching in the house 
of God, I was struck with the eager, anxious 
looks of an old man, one of our first converts 
there. About three (3) months after the 
building was secured for mission use, he be- 
gan to attend, and never wavered since. His 
family persecuted him savagely ; his wife beat 
him without mercy, whilst sons and neighbors 
assisted and reviled. At the close of our com- 
munion I asked ail members present to come 
into a large room right back of the preaching 
hall, for prayer, then invited any one to take 
part without reserve. The first on his feet was 
the old man referred to above. He began to 
sing a hymn, which is a prayer for the Holy 
Spirit. All joined most heartily. He 
immediately followed with a short prayer, 
touching the same subject. Another quickly 
followed with either hymn or prayer; then 
another and another. God heard; the answer 
quickly came. Six precious meetings. Do we 
all and always believe what we profess and 


preach? Do we believe God is and answers 
prayer? ‘Lhe Chinese are considered non- 
emotional. I dare say they are. At this 


meeting there was a good deal of emotion 
nevertheless. This meeting made us forget 
sand in our clothes—sand in our ears—sand 
in our eyes—sand above, beneath and around 
us. With such meetings, such a God ever 
near, let tbe earth shake, the mountains 
tremble, the rains descend, the sands drift, the 
tempests howl, and yon sea fret with rage, we 
fear not. 


“ God’s furnace doth in Zion stand; 
But Zion’s God sits by.” 
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REY. JosepH ANNAND, writes from Santo as 
follows:—To-morrow or the next day 
we expect our mail to be called for by the 
“ Dayspring,” so I may give your readers the 
latest news from Santo. A few days ago the 
somewhat famous ship that rode out the hurri- 
eane at Samoa last March, H.M.S. “ Calliope,” 
called here, and reported that the mission 
vessel was lying at Port Stanley, Malekula, 
while Mr. Gillon’s house was being built. Mr. 
Smaill, the other new missionary, has been 
settled on Epi. Thus the group is being occu- 
pied. All are well, and the work is progress- 
ing steadily all along the line. The workmen 
are encouraged and hopeful. Heaven’s bless- 
ings are resting upon the mission, and wan- 
derers are being reclaimed. This is Monday; 
yesterday we had thirty-five men and boys, 
besides our own servants, at our services—the 
same number both morning and afternoon, 
but not all the same people. To-day I had 
eleven young men at the morning school. 
These are about our highest numbers as yet. 
We did not expect many yesterday, because 
most of last week was taken up with wedding 
festivities. ‘To-day I gathered allthe informa- 
tion obtainable about the affair; and as this 
style of feasting is not general throughout the 
group, I may tell you something about it. 
Two young men of this village, four months 
ago, brought home two brides from a neighbor- 
boring village, They were partly paid for at 
the time of delivery, by four or five pigs for 
each. However the great day of the feast for 
one of the bridegrooms was last week. For 
weeks and even months before, payment was 
being collected by the bridegroom and his 
friends. Men from six other villages came to 
help supply the demands of the time. On 
Thursday afternoon a large company of young 
men repaired to the home of the bride’s father, 
carrying pigs and small mats, five of the for- 
mer and fifty of the latter. These were 
delivered and payment completed. A return 
feast was then made for the company. This 
occupied till late in the evening; then the 
young men returned home accompanied by 
the friends of the bride. Arriving here before 
midnight, the chief part of the entertainment 
begins. The groom decides whether they 
shall have dancing or only singing. In the 
present case singing was chosen. Songs, both 
ancient and modern, were sung with vigour, 
and continued until the sun was an hour high 
on Friday morning. Feasting is again the 
order after breakfast, at which a big pig has 
disappeared, besides yam and puddings in 
abundance. Those taking part in the singing 
are all paid, each one receiving a small mat or 
something equivalent. These mats, called 
“ro,” are very neat and pretty, being about a 
yard long, with fringes at the ends, and about 
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six or eight inches wide. They are made of 
split pandanna leaves, and woven very closely 
and well. The singers being all paid, there is 
an immense heap of yam, taro, and other food 
distributed among the company. More cook- 
ing and feasting until evening, and then the 
ceremony is completed. The young man has 
got his wife paid for, and he is stripped of the 
greater part of his movable property, and be- 
sides is largely indebted to his friends. This 
indebtedness he will pay in instalments at 
every similar entertainment in any of the 
villages taking part in his one. Once in a 
lifetime is all that is required of any one man. 
He may take a second wife or a half dozen 
more, and no further entertainment is 
expected from him, but of course he must pay 
for his wives in the hard cash of the island, 
viz., pigs. There are no less than three more 
marriage feasts similar to the one above 
described, on the boards. The young men 
have already got their wives, but the payment 
is not yet ready, and will not be all collected 
forsome time. I have before written that 


our people have no marriage ceremony ; but, 


from the above you see that if there is no 
formal marriage yet there is a great wedding 
entertainment that takes place at an indefinite 
time afterwards. .- 

Mrs. A. is still miserable with fever. 
Quinine seems to have lost its power to check 
the disease. We are ra i]: r tfar from a 
“‘drug store” to obtain the medicines we would 
now like to use. We trust that in a week or 
two she may be as well as ever. My health 
is good. 


The latest from Santo, 18th Oct., 1889. 


To all the brethren, greetings! Good and 
only good. has attended us on Santo. The 
‘hand of our God has been with us. He has 
inclined the hearts of many of these poor 
people toward us. Our work has gone on 
uninterruptedly through the season. We have 
not been out of sight of our home since we 
settled here two years and three months ago. 
The foundations are still being laid. Daily 
we are endeavoring to impart the truth both 
by precept and example. Within the last few 
months a change’ towards the gospel has been 
made by the women of our village. Every 
Sabbath some of them are now attentive 
listeners in the church. Our littlecompany of 
chureh-goers has mcreased. We have had as 
many as seventy-four present at one time, 
nearly all these clothed and fairly well 
behaved. Brethren, pray for us, that the 
word of the Lord may have free course and 
be glorified. All fairly well. J. ANNAND. 


THE “ DAYSPRING.” 


The Mission Board has agreed with the 
United Australiah Steam Navigation Company 


~ 
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to do the carrying business of the New Hebri- 
des Mission for a subsidy of fifteen hundred 
pounds ($7,500) for one year. The agreement 
is an experiment, mails are to be delivered 
monthly, and all the stations are to be visited 
regularly. This will be a great convenience to 
our missionaries,—friends sending letters and 
papers to our New Hebrides will hence please 
address them to the missionaries at their 
respective stations. It is better to omit “ Care 
of Rev. Dr. Steel.” The new arrangement is 
much less costly than the purchase and run- 
ning of a mission steamer. It is estimated 
that a steamer would cost three thousand 
pounds a year. Cases sent for the mission 
should be addressed to the care of Messrs 
Burns, Phelp & Co., Sydney. 

Mrs. Robertson’s health is improving. The 
latest news from Efate and Santo report that 
our missionaries there are well. 


MANITOBA ITEMS. 


The annual meetings of the Winnipeg Con- 
gregations are over, and represent a large 
amount of good work. Knox Church has ad- 
vanced in missions $120 over last year, and has 
paid off $3500 of debt. The total amount raised 
exceeds$k3,000. St. Andrew’s has.also an excel- 
lent showing, having reduced invebtedness by 
$1,000, and raised upwards of $8,000. The 
The little sisters, Augustine and North Church 
have both exceeded any previous year All 
this has been in the face of a year of short 
crops. Presbyterianism has never seen so 
great an advance in the North-West as during 
the past year. Yet, we have many vacancies 
{in which good men may do excellent service 
i for the Master. Educationally, Manitoba is 
the centre of interest for the Dominion. Its 
University system is being largely modified, 
the plan being to restrict the Arts work of 
the College chiefly to Classics and Philosophy. 
The Province will thus be expected to shoulder 
the heavy departments so far as expense 1s 
concerned of Mathematics and Natural 
Sciences, as well as Modern Languages. A 
great advance is likely to be made in Colle- 
giate, Model, and Normal faculties. The 
present minister in charge of education is 
anxious to build up a good system and these 
connecting links must be strengthened. Natur- 
ally the chief interest centres on the aboiition 
of SeparateSchools Theseschools are doomed 
in Manitoba. At one time there seemed a 
danger of the Protestants dividing on the 
question of making the schools absolutely 
secular. This has been practically settled. 
The Bibie will be permitted as heretofore. 
In consequence of its determination to abolish 
Separate Schools the Government has lost the 
support of five French members, but it count- 
ed on this from the first. Should no mishap 
occur the Manitoba School System, when com- 
pleted will be from top to bottom the model 
for the Dominion. B

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Missionary Notes. 


IDINGS have been received of the 
death of Rev. Joseph H. Neesima 
LLD., of Japan, a brief sketch of whose life 
and labours appeared in last number of the 
Record. The announcement was not. alto- 
gether unexpected. For several years Dr. 
Neesima had suffered from an affection of 
the heart, which more than once brought 
him to the verge of the grave. The telegram 
simply announced that he died of peritoni- 
tis, but it was inferred that this beloved 
man passed away from earth on Sabbath, 
the twenty-sixth of January. A memorial 
volume from the gifted pen of Professor 
Arthur §. Hardy, will be given to the 
public before long. 


ARCHDEACON Farrar of London, has re- 
cently given forcible expression of his senti- 
ments in regard to the injudicious compari- 
sons that are frequently drawn betwixt Home 
and Foreign Missions. ‘“ It comes,” he says, 
“with shocking ill-grace, and sounds like 
shameful hypocrisy, when those who give 
nothing and do nothing for missions, make 
the ‘home-heathen’ a false excuse for doing 
‘nothing. They talk as if it were weakening 
ithe resources of England! and surely that 
Bs stupendous nonsense, when we are not 


| even spending as much on missions as on 


tobacco and Christmas cards.” 


Ata meeting of the Presbyterian Alliance 
lately held in India, the basis of a proposed 
union of the missionary forces in that 
country was agreed on to be submitted to 
the presbyteries concerned, and the nome 
churches. It is suggested that the basis 
consist of the Apostle’s Creed, and a doc- 
trinal statement in harmony with the 
standards of the Scottish churches, and that 
the ‘Westminster Confession and shorter 
catechism be recognized as “useful for edifi- 
cation ”—The organization to consist of a 
General Assembly to meet once every two or 
three years, and five synods, to meet annually. 


Rev. Hupson Tayrtor, the Managing 
Director of the China Inland Mission, and 
editor of “ China’s Millions,” has been 
calling attention to the fact that a thousand 
evangelists, each presenting the Gospel to 
fifty families a day, might, within three 
years of such work (a thousand days) 
reach every family in China!

HE Via del Borgo Nuova—the main 
street leading from the Castle of St. 
Angelo up to St. Peter’s, is so utterly devoid 
of interest as to ensure an agreeable surprize 
when it comes to an abrupt termination and 
lands you in the Piazza in full front of the 
Cathedral. 
view of St. Peter’s that can never be effaced 
from memory. It bursts upon you suddenly, 
producing an impression similar to what 
most people experience when first confront- 
ed with the falls of Niagara. You do not 
fully realize the greatness and the grandeur. 
The eye cannot immediately take it in; if 
you walk round about it, as far as it is pos- 
sible to do so, and come back again to the 
portico, and from that point of view en- 
deavour to familiarize yourself with the 
surroundings, you will admit that Gibbon 
does not exaggerate when he styles this, 
“The most glorious structure that has ever 
been applied to the use of religion.” 

The Piazza is enclosed by semicircular 
colonnades 900 feet in length, constituting 
a magnificent approach to it. The Piazza

is beautifully paved. In the centre of it 
stands the famous red granite Obelisk of the 
Vatican, which differs from most of the 
other Egyptian obelisks, in that it has no 
hieroglyphics carved on it. It was brought 
to Rome more than eighteen hundred years 
ago from Heliopolis, the ‘‘On’’of Scripture, 
where it was dedicated to the Sun. The shaft 
is a single stone eighty-three feet high and 
nine feet square at the base. It is computed 
to weigh a million of pounds. On either 
side of it are fountains throwing enormous 
jets of sparkling water to a height of seventy 
feet, while all around, ranged.on the top 
of the colonnades, are colossal marble 
statues of saints and martyrs, a hundred 
and twenty-six in number, producing sn 
effect more easily imagined than described. 
The church alone cost $50,000,000. It was 
120 years a building. The work went on 
continuously under twelve different archi- 
tects, during the reign of twenty popes. It 
was consecrated in 1626. It was Leo X who 
undertook to raise money for its completion 
by collecting ‘‘ Peter’s pence,” and the sale 
of indulgences which, strangely enough, led 
to the Reformation of the sixteenth century. 
‘he stupendous dome rises to a height of 
448 feet to the top of the cross. Dwelling 
on the roof of the cathedral, there is a 
hereditary colony of “ care-takers.” Most - 
of them were born up there. They form a 
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corporation with a code of laws, and have a 
system of police of their own. It costs 
$31,500, they say, to keep the building in 
repair. By a series of winding inclines you 
can ascend to the unique village inhabited 
by these workmen, on a donkey. 

St. Peter’s is the third church erected on 
this site. The first, built A.D. 90, called 
the ‘‘ Oratory,” was dedicated to the saints 
and martyrs who suffered on this spot, 
notably to Saint Peter, who it is claimed 
was buried here. The second, reared by 
Constantine the Great, was accounted a 
splendid structure in its time, and was filled 
with endless works of art. It was taken 
down to give place to the present edifice, 
which is built of travertine—a pale, yellow, 
close-grained sandstone, very durable. Al- 
though it is now 264 years old, it still 
retains the appearance of a new building. 
Bramante of Milan, the author of the 
original design of St. Peter’s, excelled all 
the later architects who had a hand in its 
construction, not excepting Michael Angelo, 
who planned the mighty dome, though he 
did not live to see it completed. 


Missionary Cabinet. 


JoHN B. GouGH—TEMPERANCE ORATOR.* 


ho 

HE career of this remarkable man 
resembled the course of a meteor 
shooting athwart the heavens, which, sud- 
denly arrested in its flight, bursts into frag- 
ments of dazzling brilliancy. He made no 
claims to literary distinction, or polished 
eloquence: yet he was a man of matchless 
gifts—one of Nature’s noblemen—a born 
orator, who could move thousands at his 
will to tears or laughter. He was constantly 
confronted with Scripture arguments against 
total abstinence, but never allowed himself 
to be drawn into controversy on this subject. 
“T left such arguments,” he says, “for those 
who could learnedly meet them, and ad- 
vocated the principle, as far as I understood 
it, according to the dictates of common 
sense and sound judgment, taking ground 
which I can hold against all the learning of 
the universe, that the Bible permitted total 
abstinence—that by the Bible it was lawful

to abstain. I then declared that, as a Chris- 
tian man, I was bound by my allegiance to 
God to give up a lawful gratification if I 
could stand between my weaker brother 
and the tempter.” To this temperate view 
of the Temperance question in the abstract, 
perhaps more than to any thing else, Mr. 
Gough’s marvellous success as a platform 
speaker may be attributed. His position, 
backed up as it was by a Christian life and 
fortified by a humble dependence on the 
Divine blessing, was unassailable, and 
rendered his appeals all but irresistible. In 
this connection it is important to keep in 
mind thas the great change in Mr. Gough’s 
mode of life was accompanied by a genuine 
charge of heart, and that his advocacy of 
total abstinence proceeded mainly from a 
Christian standpoint. 


John Gough was born on the 22nd of 
August, 1817, at Sandgate, a romantic little 
village in the County of Kent, England. 
His father was a soldier until 1823 when 
he was discharged with a pension of twenty 
pounds a year. He had served in the 
Peninsular campaign and witnessed the 
burial of Sir John Moore at Corunna. He 
was a strict disciplinarian. His mother’s 
character was cast in a gentler mould. For 
twenty years she had been school-mistress 
in the village, and she seems to have in- 
structed her own children faithfully in 
religious principles. Young Gough’s educa- 
tion was very limited. He left school, he 
tells us, at ten years of age “‘and never 
since entered a day-school or Sunday-school 
to learn a lesson.” There being nothing 
for a restless lad like him to do in Sandgate, 
at twelve years of age, with the consent of 
his parents, he engaged as servant with a 
family about emigrating to America, and 
remained two years with them on a farm in 
Oneida county, N.Y. Tiring of such a mon- 
otonous life, he set out to push his fortunes 
in New York city. He found employment in 
a book-bindery and lodged in a cheap board- 
ing house, conspicuous for the utter 
absence of home comforts, where he 
lamented his forlorn situation with scalding 
tears. After a while, when his prospects 
were improving, he sent for his parents to 
join him. His mother and sister came, and 
they lived together for. a short time on his 
scanty earnings of three dollars a week. 
Then “ bad times” overtook him. He was 
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thrown out of employment and, worst of all, 
his mother died in extreme poverty. Re- 
duced to direst extremity and heartbroken, 
he wandered about the streets in desperatian, 
and eventually connected himself with a low 
theatre in Boston at five dollars a week— 
though he never received the money. In the 
meantime he had acquired some reputation 
as a singer of comic songs and one who could 
tell'a funny story with great gusto. He fell 
into bad company and bad habits, which 
dragged him down to the lowest depths of 
misery and degradation. He became a con- 
firmed inebriate. One Sunday evening in 
October, 1842, as he wandered out into the 
gtreets pondering his miserable condition, a 
stranger tapped him on the shoulder and, 
looking at him very earnestly said, “ Mr. 
Gough, I believe? You have been drinking 
to-day. Why do you notsign the pledge?” 
The kind words moved a heart that had 
long been a stranger to such feelings as now 
awoke within him. A chord had been 
touched which vibrated to the tone of love. 
Hope dawned once more. He resolved to 
enter on a better course. He signed the 
pledge. A change for the better soon 
followed. From regularly attending the 
‘Temperance meetings, it was not long till 
he was recognized as a popular platform 
speaker. Huis fame spread abroad, and ap- 
plications poured in upon him to address 
temperance meetings in Boston, New York, 
Philadelphia, Baltimore, Washington and 
other cities. In the meantime he had 
married his second wife, Miss May Whit- 
comb, from whom he derived more comfort, 
strength and encouragement than from any 
other human source ; he had also connected 


too. He left the old country loaded with 
valuable presents and leaving behind him 
memories that will be handed down to 
generations unborn. The average cash 
receipts from his lectures were from $2.77 
in 1843, to $173,39 in 1867, and out of his 
savings—though he was a generous giver all 
the time—he was able to purchase a small 
farm, and to make not merely a comfortable 
but an elegant and refined home for his 
declining years. Mr. Gough died in 
harness, In the middle of an impassioned 
address in Philadelphia, he was suddenly 
seized with paralysis. His last words were 
“ Young man, make your record clean.” He 
lay in a state of unconsciousness for three 
days, and then the great orator and philan- 
thropist passed away to his everlasting rest 
and reward, in the 69th year of his age. 
The story of his life is full of instruction, 
encouragement and warning. While it 
shows how easily a man of good natural 
abilities and amiable disposition may be 
dragged down by the demon of intem- 
perance to the verge of perdition, it also 
shows that the grace of God can restore 
such an one and make him a blessing to 
the world. It further illustrates in a very 
striking manner the aphorism—“‘A word 
spoken in season, how good is it!” It was 
to Joel Stratton, a hotel waiter, the man who 
tapped him on the shoulder and asked him 
to sign the pledge, that John Gough, under 
Providence, owed his emancipation from 
the thraldom of strong drink, and was en- 
abled to do the grand work for humanity 
which he did. The practical lesson to all 
who shall read this narrative is—Omit no 
opportunity of using your personal influence 


himself as a member of Dr. Kirk’s church | for the good of your brother-man. 


in Boston, to whose wise counsels and 
unvarying sympathy he makes frequent 
allusion. In 1850 he visited Canada, 
lecturing in all the principal towns from 
Halifax to Hamilton to crowded audiences, 
everywhere inducing thousands to sign the 
pledge. In 1853 he was invited to deliver 
a series of lectures in his native country. 
He went, intending to remain a few weeks 
or months, but he remained two years. The 
same marvellous results followed his elo- 
quent appeals there. At the Surrey Gar- 
dens, London, he spoke to over 17,000 
people—the largest audience he ever had.

BRANDON. 


RANDON is the seeond city of Mani- 

toba. It occupies probably the most 
picturesque site in the Province, and marks 
the spot where the Canadian Pacific Railway 
crosses the Assiniboine River, 133 miles 
west of Winnipeg and 1557 west of 
Montreal. It is surrounded by an excel- 
lent farming country, (hence sometimes

He was enthusiastically received in Scotland, | called the wheat city.) It was planned by 
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order of ©. P. R. Syndicate in 1881, and 
received its name from the “ Blue Hills of 
Brandon” which lie to the south of it, and 
from an old Hudson Bay Co. fort, called 
‘Brandon House ”—founded in 1794. Its 
founding was attended by much excitement. 
The syndicate offered the town site at 
auction on the 2nd and 3rd of June, 1881, 
and a large number of lots were sold at very 
high prices. Among the pioneers may be 
mentioned: William Anderson the original 
squatter on the site, who afterwards gave 
up his claim to the company for $25,000 ; 
Messrs Whitehead and Meyers who brought 
in the first cargo of lumber by the Steamer 
‘“‘ North-West ;” Messrs Winters and Hastie 
who erected and stocked the pioneer store, 
and ‘T.. M. Daly, M.P., who was the first 
lawyer to commence practice. The greater 
number of the pioneer settlers still reside 
in the city. 

That Brandon should have reached its 
present size and advantages, surrounded by 
a well-settled country, in so brief a period 
seems almost incredible. The country 
west of itand in the immediate vicinity was, 
with the exception of an old settler on the 
north bank of the Assinaboine, a wilderness 
of prairie in the spring of 1881. The rail- 
way did not reach Brandon until September 
1881. There is now, in addition to the main 
line of the Canadian Pacific, the great 
North-West Central, fifty miles of which 
were constructed last year, with the prospect 
of one hundred or one hundred and fifty 
miles being built during the coming summer, 
and the Northern Pacific will reach the city 
early in the spring. In addition to the 
above lines there is also a branch being 
built to the Souris coal fields by the C.P.R., 
some fifty miles of which were constructed 
last summer. ‘The opening up of said coal 
fields will prove a great boon, not only to 
Brandon, but also to the entire province, since 
it will greatly lessen the price of fuel. The 
experimental farm, within the limits of the 
city, established by the Dominion Govern- 
ment, will prove of great advantage to the 
farming interests of the province, since 
every feature of agricultural and horticul- 
tural science will be employed in testing 
and developing the most suitable varieties 
of grain, roots, and fruits for this climate 
and soil. In 1887, about 1,500,000 bushels 
of wheat were marketed in this city. As 
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might therefore be expected, Brandon is 
well supplied with elevators, these being 
seven in number, with a total capacity of 
250,000 bushels. The population is between 
three and four thousand, and the public 
buildings are of no mean order. Brandon 
has well-equipped schools and no Jess than 
six churches: Episcopalian, Baptist, Roman 
Catholic, Congregational, Presbyterian and 
Methodist. The two latter being the largest, 
and about equal in strength. 

Before the railway reached Brandon, fhe 
Rev. John Ferris, a minister of the Church of 
Scotland, formerly of Edenkillie, Aberdeen- 
shire, was received by the Presbytery of Mani- 
toba, 20th July 1881, and placed in charge of 
the missions in #randon and vicinity. Steps 
were immediatel; taken to build a church in 
Brandon: the congregation took the name of 
“be First Presbyterian Church,’ and Mr. 
Ferris was inducted, 25th August, 1882. He 
only remained until the following year, when 
he removed to Wisconsin, U.S. On Nov. 14th, 
1883, Rev. J. M. Douglas, formerly pastor of 
Cobourg and Uxbridge congregations, Ont., 
and who had just returned from being the 
Assembly’s first missionary at Indore, Centra] 
India, was inducted. A few years later, a 
second congregation was organized, known as 
Knox Church, over which Rev. J. F. Dustan 
from Nova Scotia was inducted, 29th June, 
1887. But, Mr. Douglas haying in the. mean- 
time retired from the First Church, Mr. Dustan 
also resigned his charge in 1888, to give the 
two congregations an opportunity of uniting. 
This was happily effected soon after, and the 
choice of the united congregation fell on the 
present writer, then of Regina, who was in- 
ducted, Ist May, 1889. The congregation, now 
known as the Brandon Presbyterian Church, 
worship in the building erected by the First 
Presbyterian Church. It is a frame struc- 
ture,e ected at a cost of about $3,000, and 
has a seating capacity of about 450. During 
the past year a lecture hall was built, at a cost 
of about 9700. The number of families at 
present connected with the congregation is 
about 125, with 180 communicants on the roll. 
Over $3,000 were raised for all purposes during 


the past year.

Our Honan Alission.

{R. Hammon Cassexs, Secretary of the 

vo- FH, M. Committee, West, has our thanks 
for the latest information regarding our 
Honan Band, as follows.—Mr. and Mrs, 
MacKenzie arrived at Shanghai on the Ist 
of November, and at Tientsin on the &th, to 
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find that Dr. Smith and his wife and child 
had left for the interior two days before, 
fearing that the water communication might 
be frozen up if they delayed longer. 

On the 19th of November Messrs. Mac- 
Dougall and MacVicar and their wives, and 
Misses Graham and McIntosh reached. Tient- 
sin. They had been delayed for some days 
in Japan waiting for a steamer. They all left 
Tientsin, for Lin Ching, in the Province of 
Shantung, on the 23rd of November, under the 
care of Dr. McClure, who had come up to 
Tientsin expressly for the purpose of convoy- 
ing them. They hired six house-boats for 
their transit, and the weather being favorable 
they made speedy progress, reaching Lin 
Ching on the 5th of December. On the 
evening of that day, Mr. Goforth convened 
them, and the Presbytery of Honan was 
organized. Mr. Goforth has been elected 
Moderator and Mr. MacVicar Clerk. At this 
their first meeting, a good deal of important 
business was transacted. Among other matters 


the Presbytery fixed upon Chang-teh-Fu and | 


Wei-huei-Fu as two desirable points in Honan 
at which to commence missionary operations. 
‘These places you will have noticed referred to 
in Mr. Goforth’s diary which appeared in the 
Presbyterian “ Review” in January last. The 
following important resolution was adopted in 
reference to the relation of the Honan Mission 
to other societies contemplating occupation of 
the same field. 

“‘ Whereas it was announced over two years 
ago, that members of this Presbytery had 
been appointed to work in Northern Honan, 
and several of them in obedience to the 
Foreign Mission Committee have already ex- 
plored and worked therein; Whereas the 
points in the Province at which it was in- 
tended to commence operations were also early 
announced; and Whereas the North China 
Mission of the American Board, cognizant of 
these facts, has since voted to occupy the same 
points, and the China Inland Mission has, 
notwithstanding friendly remonstrance, per- 
sisted in announcing the same determination ; 
be it Resolved that this Presbytery do hereby 
lay these facts before the Foreign Mission 
Committee of our Church, and respectfully 
petition them to remonstrate with the Ameri- 
can Board in Boston thereanent, and also with 
the China Jnland Mission authorities.” 

The Committee has also been asked by the 
Presbytery to allot a sum sufficient to pay 
the salaries of two natives to help and advise 
in evangelistic work, one for each station, $63 
for the annual salary of each native. As the 
Presbytery will be unable to receive the 
authority of the Committee to this expenditure 
before the missionaries make another tour 
into Honan, which they contemplate doing 
about the beginning of March, it was further 
agreed to employ native helpers to accompany 
them during their tour at the personal expense

of the missionaries. This throws some light 
upon the stuff of which our men are made. 
With the exception of Dr. McClure and his 
wife, the missionaries are all now at Lin 
Ching. Dr. and Mrs. McClure are, we under- 
stand, still at Pang Chuang. 


HOME MISSIONS IN NEW BRUNS- 


WICK. 


Mr. Joun Grier, Missionary Agent in 
the Presbytery of St John, writes as 
follows.— 


Mission work in New Brunswick is, under 
the circumstances, fairly progressive, but there 
are many hindrances. First, in my mind at 
the present moment, though not by any 
means a chief hindrance (for when the heart 
is right there is no trouble about money) but 
at present we have not the money required to 
carry out the work as it ought to be done. 
The average giving per family during the few 
past years has been from 16 cents in St. John 
Presbytery to 12 cents per family in P.E.I., 
and 7 cents per family in one Nova Scotia 
Presbytery. Now with a liberality so low as to 
lose its right to be called liberality, when 
will out unevangelized back-woods settlements 
be reached? No church should be considered 
healthy and in good standing that does not. 
expend on the propagation of the Gospel out- 
side of its own limits, an amount at least equal 
to what it expends on itself—Fifty cents per 
family would enable us to carry the Gospel te 
many lonely and neglected homes and settle- 
ments, and J am glad to notice that several 
churches double that rate of giving now. But 
money is not the chief need. 

Thanks be to God we have now a united 
Presbyterian Church in this land. The tide 
is turned. The extent of the work is beginning 
to be known; much has been done already— 
though some of the most observant friends oi! 
Home Mission work are agreed that oui 
present methods of working our mission 
stations with inexperienced young men, five 
months out of the year, in localities where 
much practical experience is needed, must be 
supplemented, or reconstructed. When our 
stations get organized and in charge of a 
pastor or ordained missionary, there is steady 
and encouraging growth, but the intermittent 
character of our purely mission work produces 
results unsatisfaciory and disappointing during 
the remaining seven months. That portion 
of our people who value Gospel privileges the 
highest, attend and contribute to the support 
of some other denomination; the gradual 
result is attachment and membership. Were 
our inter-denominational relationship what it 
ought to be, this would not be the cause 
of real sorrow, but often not only the 
doing of it, but the way it is done is irritat- 
ing and unsatisfactory. Iam glad toread that 
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there are reported 32 students this winter in 
Pine-Hill, and yet there is a shade of sadness, 
as I think not likely one of them will ever reach 
our real Home Mission work, except perhaps 
for a few summer seasons, and yet there 
are in our Lower Provinces churches or mis- 
sion stations ready for organization, sufficient 
to supply eligible fields for every one of them. 
To make our mission work truly aggressive 
and successful, we must use all the means at 
at our command. There are in our own elder- 
ship a number who would not refuse if asked 
to help us in the work—men who are well 
versed in the scriptures and otherwise fitted to 
render valuable service. Why should we 
hesitate to make use of such men? And why 
should there not be in our colleges a special and 
less elaborate course of instruction for men 
who are anxious to get to work as soon as 
possible, having a stronger desire to win stars 
for their crown than to be themselves stars in 
the literary firmament?

Luke is the only Evangelist who relates this 
miracle.

Jesus. The raising of Jairus’ daughter, ch. 
8:40-56, occurred later on. V.11. Nain.— 
A small city of Galilee, two miles south of 
Mount Tabor, not far from Capernaum, now a 
village called Nein. Many.—This wonderful 
miracle had many witnesses, a crowd accom- 
panied Jesus, and “much people” followed 
the bier of the widow’s son. V.12. The 
gate—Even small towns were then often sur- 
rounded by walls, as a protection against 
exemies. lt was not allowed to bury within 
the walls, except in the case of great men, 
1 Sam. 28:3; 2 Kings 21:18. Carried out.— 
The “ bier,” v. 14, was not a closed coffin, but 
an open plank on which the corpse was laid, 
wrapped in a winding sheet as in John 11:44, 
20:6,7. The only Son.—The prop of her life, 
the hope of her widowhood. No wonder that 
her grief was great, comp. Zech. 12:10. The 
large concourse of people at his funeral, 
shows the sympathy that was felt for the 
bereaved mother, and the high estimation that 
had been her son’s. V. 13. He had compas- 
sion.—Jesus’ act 1s the outflow of his sympathy 
for human suffering, Matt. 20:34; Heb. 4:15, 
his love and pity, Is. 63:9. V.14. Touched 
the bier.—Our Great High Priest, having power 
over death, feared not its defilement, Lev. 
21:1C-11; John 5:21. Arise.-—With the com- 
mand power is given to obey it, John 11:48; 
6:25. V. 15. LHe sat up.— Without any help 
and began to speak. If Christ gives us 
spiritual life, our lips should also confess His 
name, and our works tesufy to the reality of 
that life, Rom. 10:10, Jas. 2:17. | Delivered 
him.—Jesus did not ask him to follow him, 
his first duty was to his widowed mother, 
mhowneeded’ him Mxods20:0 12.5 Vi 16. 
A fear—The awe that men must feel in 
the presence of one who can raise the dead. 
They praised God for having sent His 
people a great prophet like Elijah or Elisha, 
1 Kings 17:22, 2 Kings 4:34. Hath visited. 
—Shown His people special favour, comp. 
Luke 1: 68. V. 18. The disciples of John.— 
Some of whom were present as in Matt. 9:14, 
Mark. 2:18. John was then in prison, but 
his disciples were allowed free access to ‘him. 
We see by this Jesson that Jesus has power 
over death. He can raise us from the death 
of sin, Eph. 2:1, and He promises to raise us 
from the dust of the grave, 1 Cor. 15:22, 
1 Thess. 4:13,14. Christians, therefore, should 
not mourn “as others which have no hope.” 
Jesus feels for his suffering friends, let that 
thought comfort us in times of trial, sorrow 
cr bereavement,

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Forgiveness and Love. 


A.D. 31. Lux 7: 36-50. 
Golden Text, 1 John 4:19. 


The enemies of Christ, unable to convict 
him of sin, John 8: 46, had resorted to insinua- 
tions against his moral character, the usual 
weapons of cowards. They had called him 
‘* the friend of sinners,” v. 34, ch. 15: 2, to 
lead people to believe that he was the friend 


of sin. The present narrative refutes this 
slander. It is not found in any of the other 
Gospels. V.36. Pharisee.—A few members 


of this sect were willing to give Jesus a certain 
measure of respect, John 3:1, 2; 12:42. V,37. 
The city—what city is not positively known. 
A sinner—A wicked woman. She has orten been 
confounded with Mary Magdalene, ch. 8:38, 
but there is no proof of her being the same 
person. Neither must she be taken for that 
Mary, sister of Lazarus, who on another occa- 
sion, anointed the Lord, John 12:18. Sat— 
lit—Reclined, the usual posture at mealtime 
in the East. It is necessary to remember this 
to understand this narrative properly. V. 38. 
Weeping—from penitence andshame. All her 
actions show deep grief for her past sins, her 
humility and love for the Saviour. VY. 39. A 
prophet—one who knew the hearts of men. 
This Pharisee had not understood that the 
mission of Jesus was to seek and to save 
the lost, Matt. 18:11. By harshness to the 
sinner, he would have pushed her deeper into 
the mire of sin. V. 41. 500 pence—$69.26. 
50 = $7.00. V. 42. Frankly—fully, without 
payment—they having “nothing to pay.” The 
creditor here represents God—the debtors, 
sinners. Some may be greater sinners than 
others, but all are insolvent. Christ, by His 
precious blood, pays the debt of all who repent 
and believe. V. 43. I suwppose—Simon could 
not see the point of the parable, and con- 
demned himself. V. 44. No matter, etc.—His 
hospitality had shown no realrespect to Jesus. 
He may have thought that Christ was highly 
honoured by being asked to his table. All 
the usual tokens of Eastern welcome had been 
omitted, the washing of feet, Gen. 18: 4, the 
kiss, 2 Sam. 15:5, and the anointing, Ps. 23:5. 
V. 47. Loved much—because her sins had 
been forgiven. Love for Christ naturally fol- 
lows the sense of being forgiven, its manifes- 
tations are the evidences of a real forgiveness. 
The greater this sense of being forgiven, the 
greater also the love that follows it. V. 40. 
Comp.ch. 5:21. V.50. Thy faith—Faith is 
the hand, which lays hold of God’s pro uises 
of pardon. Being justified by Faith, we have 
peace with God, Rom. 5:1. Hence Jesus’ 
farewell ; “Goin peace,” lit.“ into peace.” The 
greatest of sinners, if he repents humbly and 
believes in Christ, will find peace and rest for 
his soul, Matt.11:28. The peace of God is 
the home of the redeemed soul, John 14: 27. 
It keeps the heart and mind through Christ 
Jesus. Phil. 4:7. 
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Ghe Larable of the Sower. 
APRIL 27. ALD ol: Luxp 8: 4-15. 
Golden Text, Luke 8:18 


OMPARE Matt. 13: 3-23, Mark 4: 1-34. The 
Parable of the Sower is the first of a series of 
similitudes, by which Jesus illustrates different 


aspects of the “Kingdom of God.” Seven of 
these are recorded in Matt. 13. ‘The story 
itself is simple. A man is sowing his field. 
Some seed falls by the wayside and is lost, 
some on rocky ground where the young plant 
soon withers for want of moisture. Some 
grows among thorns and is choked, but a 
remnant falls on good ground, and brings 
forth a hundredfold. In the 6th v. Jesus calls 
for special attention, asin Matt. 11:15; 14:35. 
The disciples not having understood, but seek- 
ing to know the truth, inauire about it, v. 9. 
The answer of Jesus in v. 10, shows that if 
men do not care for truth, a divine law of 
retribution hides it from them, comp. Hos. 
6:3,John 7:17. Therefore, whilst he spake 
to the careless multitude only in parables, 
Matt. 18:34, he explained privately to his 
disciples all they wanted to know, Matt. 13:10, 
36. V.1il. The Seed.—The word of God. If 
listened to, it leads to salvation, if neglected, 
it becomes a witness against us, Is. 55:11. 
The Sower is the Son of Man, Matt. 13 :37. 
He now works by his ministers,His Providence 
and His Spirit, to convey saving truth to the 
mind. V.12. The Devil.—All that leads men 
to forget the truth, is doing the work of 
God’s enemy. The natural heart of man is 
hard, and worldly thoughts like birds, 
soon take away good impressions.  V. 13. 
No root.—Such men have indeed received the 
word with joy, but not counted the cost. They 
want the crown, not the cross, Matt. 13: 21. 
They soon return to their old ways, loving 
this present world, Luke 9:42, 2 Tim. 4:10. 
VY. 14. Among thorns.—Cares, riches and 
treasures, if not rightly used, destroy the good 
effects of the word on the soul. Cares should 
be cast upon Him who careth for us, 1 Pet. 
5:7. Riches should be used for God’s glory, 
Prov. 3:9. Pleasures which Jesus can share 
with us are lawful, Ps. 16:11, worldly pleasure 
is death to the soul, 1 Tim. 5:6. V.15. An 
honest and guod heart—made such by God’s 
almighty power, Ezek. 36:26. Fruit—A list 
of these is found in Col.5:22. With patience— 
enduring to the end, Matt. 10: 22. 

Jesus does not mean in this parable that the 
sole work of the Sower is to scatter the seed of 
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Ole Huwler's Danghier.

Golden Text, Luke 8: 50. 


(JOMPARE Matt. 9: 18-26, Mark 5: 22-43. 
~* The Gadarenes, whom Jesus had visited, 
having repulsed him, Matt.8: 34, He returned 
toCapernaum. Some of John’s disciples came 
there to him, with some questions about fast- 
ing. As he was answering them, a grief- 
stricken father eame to him for help.  V, 41. 


A ruler—probably one of the elders, perhaps of 
those mentioned inch. 7:3. His name was 
Jairus. He fell down—prostrated himself 
before the Lord, Matt. 9:18, beseeching him 
to come to his house to heal his only child. 
The centurion in ch. 7:7, had only asked for 
a word, but the faith of Jairus had not attained 
this sublime height.

~ COTLAND :—With the Free Church in her 
present trial, every friend of the cause of the 
Great Head, must sympathize. However, this 
present matter of enquiry may end, there is 


no doubt that, in the meantime, there is on all 
sides, much to cause anxious thought, and a 
call for united prayer. Professors Dods and 
Bruce stand before the public to-day, as the 
principal figures in a growing—and, we fear, 
intensifying, controversy. In the Edinburgh 
Free Presbytery, a petition from Messrs. 
McCaskill of Dingwall and Sinclair of Plock- 
ton, was presented, craving to be allowed to 
lay on the table, a libel which they had 
drawn up against Professor Dods. After much 
discussion, the motion of Principal Rainy 
was carried by 56 to 15—“that they receive 
the petition and reserve consideration of it till 
next meeting. In Greenock Presbytery, two 
overtures were tabled by leading elders, ask- 
ing the College Committee to proceed by libel 
against Dr. Dods: Whilst in Glasgow, a meet- 
ing numbering 200, and largely composed of 
elders, was held in the Christian Institute, 
when the report of a Committee to consider 
the meetings of Professors Dods and Bruce 
-was presented, and a resolution adopted to 
request the College Committée to take the 
writings in question into their serious con- 
sideration, and to take such steps as may 
tend to allay the prevalent anxiety, and to 
vindicate the truth as formulated in the 
authorized standards of our Church. From 
the whole tone of the meeting one gathered 
the high estimation in which the two pro- 
fessors are held, and the great pain caused by 
the necessity of such measures as those they 
were about to adopt. . The report of the 
Psalmody Committee in the Glasgow, U.P. 
Presbytery, contains a protest against sacred 
concerts being held in churches on Sabbath 
evenings. Exception is not taken in this, to 
services of praise; but a note of warning is 
sounded, that the ends of praise are spiritual 
and religious.” In this church also, the death 
of Dr. Beckett of Rutherglen is recorded ; for 
many years the lerk of Synod, and dis- 
tinguished for his comprehensive knowledge of 
church law. Daily services are now 
being held in the Barony, Glasgow ; in Govan 
Parish Church, and in St. Giles’, Edinburgh. 
fg Rey. W. M. Wilson ef North Church, 
Aberdeen, (formerly of Chatham N.B.) has 
been presented by his congregation with a 
pulpit robe and other valuable gifts. Dr. John 
Marshall Lang of the Barony, Glasgow, has 
won golden opinions by his pulpit and platform 
eloquence in Belfast on the occasion of his 
recent visit to that city. He gave forth no 
uncertain sound respecting the absorbing 
ecclesiastical and social questions of the day.

UnitTep Statrs:—Never in the memory of 
man has the Westminster Confession of Faith 
been dealt with as within the last six months. 
The discussions on both sides have been car- 
ried on up to this point, with keenness and great 
ability and, on the whole, with commendable 
moderation. All this, however, is but the 
prelude to the battle of giants in the forth- 
coming General Assembly, the issue of which 
no one pretends to predict. It is significant to 
notice, meanwhile, that the Presbytery of New 
York has voted for revision, two to one. On 
the other hand, the combined votes of the 
three Presbyteries of Philadelphia have been 
cast against revision, 114 to 55. Chicago 
Presbytery voted almost unanimously for re- 
vision, while that of San Francisco opposed it 
by 27 to 22. In the latter instance it was the 
elders who turned the scale. . . . Dr. 
Theodore L. Cuyler of the Lafayette Avenue 
Church, Brooklyn, has demitted his charge 
after a very successful pastorate of thirty 
years. He is one of our most popular preachers 
and platform speakers, and perhaps the most 
prolific writer for the religious press in the 
country. No reason for this unexpected coup 
has been given, except Dr. Cuyler’s desire that 
his successor may reap the fullest advantage 
of his labours in this place. He began his 
Brooklyn ministry with a small band of 100 
members in 1860; he leaves it with 2330 
members and an admirable organization. His 
people are to make him a parting gift of 
$25,000 in lieu of a retiring allowance. . . . 
Mr. Andrew Carnegie is setting his fellow- 
millionaires a splendid example by his princely 
gifts. Having completed a magnificent build- 
ing for a public library in Allegheny, at a cost 
of $500,000, be now offers the city of Pittsburg 
a million of dollars to found a free library and 
other adjuncts, for the benefit of the working 
classes who have helped him to make his 
ample fortune. Dr. Ormiston, is inducted 
at Pasadena, Cal. The General Assembly, 
North, meets at Saratoga Springs on the 15th 
of May, and the Southern Assembly at Asher- 
ville, N. C., on the same day. Z. 


_Eneauanp.—A proposal is on foot to bring 
about a union of the Presbyterian Church of 
fingland with the Synod of the Church of 
Scotland in England. The wonder is that it 
has not been done long ago. A deputation 
from the Presbyterian Alliance recently waited 
on Count Lambermont, minister of Foreign 
affairs in Belgium, and presented a memorial 
praying for certain action with regard to the 
suppression of the slave trade, and the reckless 
importation of firearms and rum into Africa. 
The executive of the Alliance has another 
little job in hand,—to remonstrate with the 
Episcopalian Chursh in America for trespass- 
ing on mission ground occupied for many 
years by the Church of Scotland, at Ichang, 
China. Dean Davidson, of Windsor, has de- 
clined a nomination to the bishopric of Dur- 
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ham. Bishop Crowther has returned to Africa 


taking with him eleven missionaries, among 
whom are four females, for his Niger Mission. 


THe UniTrep PRESBYTERIAN Cuurcu of North: 


America, which is numerically about as large 
as our own church, has been quite successful 
in the mission field. Its operations are re- 
stricted to India and Egypt. In the former, 
they have eight ordained missionaries, 19 
female missionaries, 11 native ordained minis- 
ters, other native workers 154, and 6,188 
communicants; in the latter, there are 11 
ordained missionaries, 10 native ministers, 17 
female missionaries, 229 native workers, and 
2624 communicants. $112,000 were apprepri- 
ated by the last Assembly for carrying on the 
Foreign work of the Church. $59,222 were 
expended last year by the Board of Home 
Missions in aiding 213 stations, having a 
membership of 11 122, of whom 992 were re- 
ceived on profession of their faith. In these 
stations there were 13,577 Sabbath-school 
scholars. 


IrRpLAND.—The Rey. S. Hamilton, senior 
minister of Buckna, and the oldest member of 
the Presbytery of Ballymena, died on the 26th 
of February, aged 64. Mr. Hamilton was 
ordained over the congregation in 1849. Owing 
to failing health, he retired from the active 
duties of the ministry in 1873, and was suc- 
ceeded by the Rev. John Huey, now of Man- 
chester, after whom the Rey. J. McTurk 
ministered for a short time. The present in- 
cumbent is the Rev. J. MacConaghie... Few 
events are regarded with greater interest than 
the annual meeting of the Orphan Society, so 
long and intimately associated with the name 
of Rey. Dr. William Johnston. The twenty- 
fourth annual meeting bad a story of continued 
prosperity and useftilness to tell. This was 
the first meeting held under the new scheme 
which the Society has obtained from the Com- 
missioners of Educational Endowments, and 
which it is confidently hoped will tend to give 
additional weight and permanence to its oper- 
ations. The attendance was large, completely 
filling the Assembly Hall Money had come 
in in sufficient quantity to meet the expenses 
of the year; altogether the sum of $60,875 had 
been contributed by the church to this noble 
charity. The number of Ope on the roll 
at December 31st was 2422, of whom 347 had 
lost both parents and 2075 were fatherless. 
The total number aided by the society since 
its establishment in 1866 is 8,351. The new 
Home on the Antrim Road seems to be in 
good working order. It had an income of 
nearly $3,500 during the past year ; forty-three 
girls shared the advantage of residence in it, 
and contributed a considerable amount by 
their own earnings to the establishment... 
Several names are before the public in con- 
nection with moderatorship of the General 
Assembly which meets in June ; among them 


is the name of Mr. Thomas Sinclair, P., of 
Beltast,—the most prominent layman in the 
Trish Church.—H.

Matthew’s Church of a pastoral letter by 
Archbishop O’Brien of Halifax. Mr. N. H. 
Russel, B.A., of Winnipeg, has been offered 
an appointment as foreign missionary under 
the zgis of Central Church, Toronto. Rev. 
Thomas Sedgwick, of Tatamagouche N.S., 
has been nominated by several Presbyteries 
for the moderatorship of the next General 
Assembly. Rev. James Smith of Ahmed- 
nagar, is at present on a visit to Canada 
after ten years service in India. Mr. Smith, 
although in the employment of the American 
Board, is a Canadian and a graduate of 
Knox College. He and Mrs. Smith have 
been very succedsful in their educational 
work, 


Sagpata Opservancn:—Mr. John Charlton, 
M.P., for Norfolk, N.R., has introduced in 
the Dominion Parliament a Bill to provide for 
the better observance of the Lord’s day. The 
provisions of the bill are very comprehensive : 
it makes manual labour on the Lord’s day 
(except in cases of necessity and mercy) and 
the sale of merchandize a misdemeanor: 1t 
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prohibits tippling in taverns or saloons: it for- 
bids horse-racing, cock-fighting, et hoc genus 
omne: it interdicts hunting and fishing on the 
Lord’s day: prevents the publication or sale 
of newspapers and delivery of letters from the 
post office: it restricts railway traffic, and 
closes the public canals on that day: and, by 
way of encouragement to keep the law, it 
prescribes a schedule of wholesome fines for 
those who disregard it. Whatever the fate of 
his bill, Mr. Charlton has the thanks of the 
Christian community for doing his best to pre- 
serve the sacred day of rest from desecration. 


NEW CHURCHES. 


Kixaston, Ont.:—The beautiful new St. 
Andrew’s Church was opened for worship on 
Sabbath the 16th of February. Principal 
Grant, as Moderator of the General Assembly, 
condueted the morning Service: Rev. James 
Barclay of St. Paul’s, Montreal, preached in 
the afternoon and evening. At each of the 
services the building was filled to its utmost 
capacity. The occasion was altogether a 
memorable one in the history of this fine old 
congregation, where the Rev. John Barclay of 
Kettle, Fifeshire, was inducted as its first 
minister in 1821. The old church erected in 
1822, which had many interesting associations 
clustering about it, was burned to the ground u 
few years ago. Rev. James Mackie, the 
present incumbent, and his congregation are 
to be congratulated on the completion of a 
work that reflects the highest credit on the 
good taste and the liberality of all concerned. 
It'is, from all accounts, a model church. 


Toroxto:—Another new church has been 
opened in the eastern part of the city for the 
congregation of which the Rev. G. Burntield is 
pastor. It is described as “ complete, simple, 
chaste and commodious”—seated for 400 per- 
sons and cost about $1t.000. Professors Mac- 
laren and Gregg, Dr. McTavish of Central 
Church, and Dr. Lyle of Hamilton took part 
in the opening services. The new e¢hurch at 
Lynppy, in the Presbytery of Hamilton, was 
formally opened on the 23rd of February. Dr. 
Cochrane of Brantford preached morning and 
evening. The pastor held a special service 
for the Sabbath-schoo! scholars in the after- 
noon. ‘The ccengregation is an offshoot of the 
old pioneer Church of Flamboro, founded in 
18382 by Rev. Thomas Christie who officiated 
for 38 years. He was followed by Rev. 
George Chrystal, now of Avonton, andthe Rev, 
S. W. Fisher, ihe present incumbent.

PRESBYTERIAL ITEMS. 


Toronto:—The Presbytery at its last meet- 
ing congratulated Rev. Dr. Reid on having at- 
tained his jubilee as an ordained minister of 
the Gospel—recognizing the valuable services 
he had rendered to the church in the various 
public offices he had been called to occupy. 
This Presbytery agrees to recommend the 
appointment of a general secretary of Sabbath- 
schools. 

Montreat :—“ The best method of bringing 
the young people into full communion with 
the church,” formed the subject of an interest- 
ing conference at last stated meeting—the 
subject being introduced in a thoughtful paper 
by Rev. David Paterson of St. Andrew’s. 


Harax:—This Presbytery favours the re- 
duction of representation in the General 
Assembly to one-sixth, and opposes the 
appointment of a general secretary for 
Sabbath-schools. 


Str. Joun:— Mr. Fotheringham having 
brought forward a proposal to engage a S. 
School secretary in connection with the scheme 
of higher education, at an expense of about 
$3000 a.year, after discussion it was resolved 
as follows.—‘The presbytery expresses its 
general approval of the scheme, but desiderates 
a full development of its application to the 
circumstances of our church and of the 
church’s willingness to meet the necessary 
expenditure, before committing itself to the 
appointment of a salaried secretary.” 

Picrou—This_ Presbytery has expressed 
disapproval of the remits of the assembly en 
bluc.—viz, (1.) that anent reducing the 
representation in General Assembly to one 
sixth, (2.) anent appointing a 8. School 
secretary, (3.) making it obligatory on minis- 
ters at their induction, and missionaries on 
receiving appointment to join the Aged, and 
Infirm Ministers Fund. 


ALL THB PRESBYTHRIRS will by this time 
have completed their lists of commissioners to 
the General Assembly. Itis hoped that the 
attendance will be as large as usual, and fairly 
representative of all the interests of the church, 


It is much to be regretted that we are without 
a “mileage fund,” such as enables commission- 
ers of Presbyteries in the United States to 
travel from the remotest extremities of the 
great Republic to the seat of Assembly. Such 
a fund may be in the early future of our 
church: meanwhile let the Presbyteries make 
such provision as they can for their commis- 
sioners. Tothe honour of some Presbyteries. 
be it recorded that for the past fifteen’ years 
they have regularly paid the travelling ex- 
penses of their commissioners. 


We have now in connection with the Pres- 
byterian Church in Canada a Presbytery in 
Trinidad, a presbytery in Central India, and 
a Presbytery in China. Thank God for the 
growth and expansion of the past few years ! 
It is for this we have been praying and 
working—founding and strengthening Colleges, 
forming unions, sending forth missionaries, 
giving our money and what is dearer than our 
money,—our sons and daugbters. 


CONGREGATIONAL :—Fort William West, in 
the Presbytery of Winnipeg, has instituted a 
Woman’s Home Missionary Society, its object 
being to support the Home Mission and 
Augumentation schemes of our church, and 
increase a deeper interest in Christian work. 
Mrs. I. L. Simpson is President, Mrs. Essel- 
mont, Secretary, and Miss Piper, Treasurer. 
There are now tw enty-five Presbyterian congre- 
gations and mission stations in Toronto— 
recelving nearly four thousand copies of the 
Record monthly! ‘The congregational reports 
which have come under our notice, and they 
are very numerous, and from all sections of 
the Dominion, afford, very satisfactory evi- 
dence of the general prosperity of the church. 
Notwithstanding the “ hard times” in business, 
the church is making progress all along the 
line. There is an ever-increasing number of 
congregations that contribute io all the 
schemes, and some fine instances of special 
liberality. 


MANITOBA ITEMS. 


Manitoba College has the largest number of 
students in its whole history. The Theological 
Class will complete its work in April, and 
contains four finishing students. Probably 
upwards of forty students will offer their 
services to the church for summer mission 
work, rendering the bringing of students from 
eastern colleges at a great expense unnecessary, 
In arts there will likely be fourteen B. A’s 
against sixteen last year. A promising student 
in his final year J. S. Barclay, from Huron 
Co., Ontario, died in the Winnipeg General 
Hospital. His was the first funeral of a 
student which has occured from Manitoba 
College. The Legislature is now in session, 
and educational problems are the chief topic. 
The Government has introduced its bill to, 
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abolish separate schools: another Bill to 

establish High Schools: and a third to 

organize a Department of Education. Religious 

exercises Will be at the option of the trustees. 

The bills have been well received. It is 

expected that arrangements will be made to 
have Manitoba University become a teaching 

body. This will greatly relieve the colleges, 

which expect to retain arts teaching in classics 

and metaphysics. The French language has 

been abolished in the Manitoba Legislature 
by a vote of 27 to 6, the: majority being all 
English, irrespective of party, and the minority 

all French. The French language has out- 
grown its usefulness in Manitoba. The vote 
on separate schools will not likely be greatly | 
different.

SEV. ALExanpER Romans of Halifax, 
N.S., died on March 4th at the age of 
84 years. By birth a Scotsman, he was a 
graduate of the University of Edinburgh, 
and astudent of Dr. Chalmers. Mr. Romans 
exercised his ministry many years at Dart- 
mouth and in various stations in and around 
Halifax. He was an accomplished scholar, 
and devoted a great part of his life to the 
education of young men. Of late years he 
lived inretirement. He was the oldest min- 
ister in Nova Scotia—one of the oldest in 
connection with our church. 


Rev. Grorce JaMIEson of Bayfield, Ont., 
died on the 14th of February, aged 67 years. 
Mr. Jamieson was a native of Dumfriesshire, 
Scotland, received his education at Glasgow 
University, and Knox College Toronto, and 
was ordained to the ministry in 1866. He 
was for some time minister of the congrega- 
tion at Aylmer, Que., and retired from that 
position a few years ago on account of 
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delicate health. He was a man of fine 
intellect, unpretentious in manner, of a 
genial and kindly disposition, a devout 
Christian, and who worked faithfully in his 
sacred calling up to the measure of his 
ability. 

Rev. Joun Ferauson, B.D., of Chesley Ont., 
died on the 15th of February in the 42nd 
year of his age. He was a native of Antrim, 
Ireland, and came to Canada in 1869. He 
was a graduate of Queen’s University, 
Kingston, and was ordained and inducted 
as pastor of Geneva Church, Chesley in 
1879. Mr. Ferguson was a very earnest 
and laborious pastor, an eloquent preacher, 
and an ardent advocate of Temperance and 
every other moral and social reform. He 
was also an admirable administrator—guid- 
ing his congregation with great prudence 
and wisdom. His early death is keenly 
felt and lamented by all who knew him. 


Rev. Ropert Ewine, for some time min- 
ister of Georgetown and Limehouse, Ont., 
but since 1876 retired from active service, 
on account of delicate health, and residing in 
Collingwood, was taken away by death on 
the 15th of January last. His youth seems 
to have been spent in Glasgow, Scotland, 
where he was engaged for some time in 
missionary work. He came to Canada in 
1860 and was ordained as pastor of George- 
town and Limehouse in 1865. All who 
knew him esteemed him very highty for his 
work’s sake as well as for the graces that 
adorned his personal character, and the 
earnestness that characterized his public 
ministrations. 


Rev. D. B. Cameron, some time minister 
of Bradford, and afterwards of Acton, Ont., 
died on the 25th of February, in his 73rd 
year. Mr. Cameron was a good Gaelic 
scholar, a man of deep and earnest piety, 
and in every way an exemplary minister of 
the Gospel. Several volumes of his sermons 
have been published and met with a very 
considerable circulation. 

Mr. Epwarp Dunn Senr. of Plover Mills, 
Middlesex, Ont., died on the 11th of February. 
Deceased was a native of Northumberland- 
shire England, born in 1807. He was for over 
twenty-five years an elder in South Nissouri 
congregation. Mr. Dunn’s faithful and con- 
sistent life won for him the highest respect not 
only of the congregation to which he belonged, 
but also of the community at large, and among 
Christians of all denominations.

HE Higher Religious Instruction Sylla- 
bus for 1890 has been distributed to 
Sabbath-schools in the proportion of one 
copy to each officer and teacher. It is 
hoped that this will bring it more fully 
under the notice of our young people and 
those interested in their welfare. Additional 
copies may be obtained in any quantity 
gratis. — 

Already one quarter of the year has 
passed, and itis high time that those who 
intend to enter should begin their prepara- 
tion. The biblical department will cover 
the Sabbath-school lessons of the year, with 
Stalker’s “ Life of Christ” in addition for 
seniors. Faithful work by individual teach- 
ers should prepare the members of their 
classes for this examination. No new ma-

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enrolled themselves. Since many of these 
take two departments, we have over one thous- 
and entries. From every quarter of the 
Dominion I have reports of the deep interest 
which has been awakened, and assurances 
that very many more schools will adopt it this 
year. My most sanguine expectations for the 
past half-year have been realized twice over. 
I venture now to predict that we shall have 
10,000 cassdidates next March and I would not 
be surprised if the number ran up to 15,000! 

When we consider the amount of work done, 
the scheme is not a costly one. We have 
already received over $300 and as much more 
would leave a balance on the right side. Pro- 
portionately to the number enrolled, the ex- 
pense is necessarily greater than it will be in 
subsequent years. In return for this we have 
a most hopeful agency for the elevation of our 
Sabbath-schools thoroughly established down 
to the minutest details of administration. 
Quite an army of workers have sprung into 
activity to carry it out. At the head stands a 
committee of 27 members, with 43 correspond- 
ing meinbers ; Presbyterial conveners, as trusty 
lieutenants. Forty-six have given theirservices 
in setting questions, examining answers and 
essays, While seventy preside at as many local 
centres over nearly a thousand candidates. 
Besides all these, an unknown number have 
taught and studied the subjects of the 
Syllabus with a thoroughness that they never 
would have displayed but for the stimulus 
and guidance it supplied. Further, in nearly 
every Presbytery there has been a discussion 
of the whole subject of the religious instruction 
of the young, in the light of this scheme, 
which must produce good fruit ir. the near 
future. 

To ensure the permanence and success of the 
scheme two things are necessary. 

1. Adequate financial support.—We still need 
about $300. Will the church let the work 
languish for lack of this paltry sum? We 
have no anxiety in regard to future years, 
without doubt we shall have abundance as 
soon as the plan is better understood and 
more generally accepted. But surely so 
promising a scheme will not be nipped in the 
bud by illiberality. 

2. A General Superintendent of Sabbath-school 
work.—This and the other Sabbath-school 
work of a general character, requires the 
whole time of one man. I am sorry to see 
that so many of our Presbyteries are negativ- 
ing the remit on this subject. 

The work has been to me a labour of love 
and I have been sustained by the enthusiasm 
of my fellow-workers, especially the conveners 
of Presbytery committees, but next year’s 
convener will have to settle down to hard 
routine work along the lines now laid down. 
He will have ten times as many local centres, 
ten times as much correspondence, ten-fold 
more work all round. Yet the Presbyteries 
seem to be deciding, and the General Assem- 
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bly must abide by their verdict, that all this 
must be carried by on some one who has “ too 
much to do already.” If the scheme is worth 
perpetuating, it is worth supporting; if it is to 
be wrought efficiently it requires a superin- 
tendent as much as our missions in Muskoka 
or the North-West.—Sit. John N.B., March 1890.

SEV. Dr. MacKay, under date Nov. 22nd, 

ye» 1889, writes to Dr. Wardrope as follows.— 
Since the beginning of this year, I have been 
busy day and night, teaching and drilling 
preachers and students in Oxford College, 
until the close of September, when all went to 
their respective fields of labour. JI am 
now back from a twenty-four day’s tour 
inland, visiting chapels, relieving sufferers, 
and preaching salvation. Two of the ablest 
students were with me, and felt they never 
had such a rough, yet interesting trip. Dur- 
ing eight days we had violent head winds, 
driving clouds of sand in our faces, and for 
thireen days and nights the rain poured 
down in floods; whilst the sun showed his 
face for part of one day. How suggestive! He 
was shining all the same, though clouds came 
between. Sweet thought! So with the Sun of 
righteousness, the same now and evermore, 
though we may be passing through clouds of 
tribulation. On our way southwards, we left 
the heathen track—skirted the rugged mount- 
ains and passed through green ravines with 
rushing streams dashing along. One night 
was Spent near a place where a whole family 
of Chinese had been murdered just the 
evening before, by savages from the woods. 
They surrounded the house—set it on fire, 
then in the midst of crying and screaming, 
cut the heads off all. These heads would be 
taken to their mountain retreats—put in the 
centre of the cbief’s hut on the ground floor, 
then for three days the entire villagers would 
feast and dance around the heads, after which 
they would be put over the doors of the 
bravest fellows. In days gone by I was present 
more than once on such occasions, and wit- 
nessed the whole proceedings. Travelling on 
this trip, upwards of fifty streams were waded 
—more than a dozen crossed by ferry-boats 
and bridges. At one place where the tide 
rises and falls considerably, the strong ferry- 
boat had double the usuai number of men put 
on her to take us across. With shouting and 
yelling they pushed out; but the wind howled 
and the angry sea poured in rollers wild and 
swift. These struck ourselves and boat, until 
we could scarcely draw breath. Drenched 
wet, we put back, and had to sit two hours in 
a grass hut with the roaring blasts driving 
sand right into us. Sorry looking figures we 
were! Crouched on the now sand _ floor, 
silently listening to the elements raging. 
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Listening indeed to the voice of God. What- 
ever occupied the attention of others, upper- 
most in my mind was the precious thought 
that God our Father controls the sand—the 
sea—the winds—the universe, and is ever 
near us though we see Him not. Again we 
enter the boat, cross safely, and press on to the 
nearest place of worship, where in the evening 
we sat around the table of our Lord, and forgot 
the day’s incidents. 

Journeying along, we laboured in three 
cities, twenty towns and a large number of 
villages—We held s2rvices in fifteen chapels— 
baptized twenty-four converts and delayed 
more than a dozen who applied for admission. 
Many of those baptized have been regular 
hearers for several years—One woman indeed 
for five years, and one man for siz years cr 
more. During the French troubles here, Le 
was plundered; but remained steadfast. Ro- 
man Catholic priests tried to lead him away, 
but failed. If asked why delay baptism so 
long? My answer is at hand. At most of 
the places where preachers are stationed, we 
commemorated the dying love of our Lord 
and Redeemer. And we had not a few delight- 
ful prayer meetings. At one place on the 
same day, I baptized the daughter of a con- 
vert, than performed the ceremony for mar- 
riage between herself and one of the preachers. 
aftey which we all sat around the table of. our 
Lord. Besides that, there was no feast or 
invitation. Everything was so simple—so 
void of ceremony and fuss—so quiet, in a 
country place, I enjoyed the day immensely. 
When this entire isle of the sea will be 
humbled at the feet of Jesus—When He will 
reign supreme from the sea-washed coast to 
cloud-capped peak, then the feast of our 
Blessed Lord will be sweet to weary souls, and 
the cup of devils will be cast into oblivion,

4'ROM the annual reports of the mission- 

aries which appear in the March number 

of the ‘‘ Maritime Presbyterian,” we make a 

few extracts which show that the work in 

Trinidad is going on steadily and satisfac- 
torily. 

Tunapuna :—The work is conducted here by 
Rev. John Morton, the senior missionary in 
Trinidad. A teacher’s house was erected at 
St. Joseph, and a school-house at St. Helena 
where a school had been opened in a 
rented building. The buildings at Tacarigua 
and St. Joseph were also painted. In Mr. 
Morton’s district there are nine schools in 


which there are 530 scholars on the roll—|/ 


373 boys and 157 girls, the average attendance 
daily being 887. ‘Lhis is an increase of 92 on 
the roll and 81 on the average attendance over 
1888. ‘There were five couples married, and 
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fifteen adults and infants baptized. The num- 
ber of communicants is forty. Mr. and Mrs, 
Morton spent their furlough in Canada last 
summer, r#turning to*their work in December 
recruited in health and refreshed in spirit by 
what they had seen of the life of the church 
in Canada. 


San Fernando :—Reyv. Kenneth J. Grant says 
that the work in his district has been carried 
on in the lines of previous years. On April 
Ist, Canaan and Cedargrove schools were 
transferred to Government, and now form one 
school under an English certified teacher and 
an Indian assistant at Canaan. Services are 
conducted every Sabbath at sixteen different 
stations. During the year, 53 adults and 56 
children received Christian baptism. Fourteen 
couples were married. There are 261 com- 
municants in good standing. The contribu- 
tions of the native church for the past year, 
amount to £267.14.5.. The Central Sabbath- 
school, particularly, is largely attended, and is 
conducted with much spirit. The Penny 
Savings Bank is doing well. Mr. Grant 
mentions seven stations in his district, which 
he hopes will become congregations before 
very long. In each of these places he wishes 
te place a responsible man, and will furnish 
the men if he can get means to support them. 
Kindly reference is made to Rey. Charles 
Ragbir, one of the staff who had been laid 
aside by sickness. Messrs. Cumming, Ten- 
nants, Lamont, and the Colonial Company 
continue their generous aid, and the friendly 
relations of those in charge of the estates call 
for gratitude. 


Princestown :—Rev. W. Macrae reports that 
in three sections of his field there are regular 
services held at the same ,hour as that held in 
theCentral Churchin Princestown. OnSabbath 
afternoons most of the young men go out to 
the different estates and villages, holding 
meetings as opper:unity affords. Miss Semple 
who had laboure? for nearly three years in 
this district with great efficiency and success, 
returned to Canada last October. Miss Archi- 
bald took up the school work in December 
with very encouraging prospects. A com- 
modious school-house was erected at Lengua, 
and a new school has been started on 
Lothian’s estate. In all, there are now eight 
schools with 401 scholars on the roll—281 boys 
and 120 girls—and an average attendance of 
306. Baptisms during the year 37. Five 
couples were married; 19 names were added 
to the communion roll and three were re- 
moved, making the number in good standing 
63. “ During the last few months of the year 
the Lord’s hand was laid heavily upon us. On 
the 8th of September my beloved partner in 
life was called to her rest after a brief illness.” 

Couva :—This district has been without the 
services of a stated missionary since Mr. 
Wright’s retirement in 1888, but the work has 
been since carried on by Rev. K. J. Grant of 
San Fernando assisted by Rev. Lal Bihari, 
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and by Mr. S. A. Fraser, a student of Halifax 
College, who was sent out by the committee and 
who laboured with much zeal and acceptance. 
On the 5th of December last the Rev. F. J 
Coffin of Prince Edward Island arrived, and 
on the 8th was duly inducted by the Presby- 
tery of Trinidad. Early in the yeara school 
was opened at Chandernagore and one also at 
Chaseville. Several native helpers were added 


to the working staff. The total number of|the average has been about sixty.

NEW HEBRIDES MISSION. 


Rey. JosppH ANNAND’s annual report is 
dated Ist Nov. 1889, addressed to Rev. P. M 
Morrison, Halifax, and is as follows.—In sub- 
mitting to the F.M.C. a report of our second 
year’s work on Santo, we are called upon to 
acknowledge the Lord’s goodness. His hand 
has upheld and protected us. 
in ways that we knew not; and we trust that 
in some small measure he has used us as 
his instruments in his glorious work. We 
have no great results of our labours yet to 
show. The foundations are still being laid, 
upon which the edifice is to stand. However, 
we have no reason to be discouraged with 
what we see. As much success has attended 
our efforts as can reasonably be expected from 
the short time that we have been here. Two 
years and three months residence among u 
pagan people of an unknown tongue ¢annot be 
expected to produce much change. Our 
station is, however, a centre of influence for 
good. Every month thatinfluence is enlarging 
and increasing. It is a place of peace, so that 
in coming to it, most of the visitors even leave 
behind them their weapons of war. Itisa 
place where people come for help in times of 
Sickness, and when suffering from wounds 
and‘sores. ‘To us also they come for aid when 
their women and boys are stolen away in the 
semi-slave trade of the islands. Three Santo 
lads who were wanderers have found a home 
with us. Only yesterday a lad came applying 
to be received by us. After fulfilling his three 
years of service with a Frenchman, and in- 
stead of being paid and returned to his home, 
he was kept on at work for another year, at 
the.end of which, seeing no hope of payment 
or returning home, he ran away, and finally 
reached Tangoa friendless. He and one of 
the other lads are from the West side ofSanto. 
In brief, our home is an oasis in the wilderness 
of barbarism, and an example of civilization 
and religion to those sadly needing such. 

During the past year many improvements 
have been made about the station. Several 
acres more land have been cleared and 
planted with a fine variety of couch grass 
which forms a firm sod, and keeps down 
weeds and bush. Our little church has also 
been comfortably seated, the planks for which 
were sawn by hand in the woods. 


He. has led us} 
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In the more direct work for imparting 
Gospel truth much has also been done. fa thig 
department, however, unskilled labour avails 
but little, hence this has devolved al- 
most wholly upon ourselves. Two services 
are conducted every Sabbath in Tangoan. 
Hymns are sung, prayers offered, and the 
Word proclaimed in audiences ranging from 
fifteen to eighty. For the last three months 
All the 
men of Tangoa village, excepting four, attend 
church more or less regularly. The majority 
of the women also now attend, but not 
regularly. All who come, dress decently, and 
their conduct at the service is commendable. 
Sabbath is only partially observed, but very 
few of the people here now go to their planta- 
tions on that day. Their own holy day every 


fifth is largely disregarded now. 


HD Sumdred Sears Ago. 


KV. Jamses Jonnston, who has written 

/” so much and so well regarding missions, 
fixes upon the year 1786 as the birth year 
of the great Protestant Missionary Societies, 
—‘‘not their foremost organization, but 
their true birth in;the spirit of prayer on be- 
half of the heathen.” At that time vast re- 
gions of the world were unexplored,—were 
in fact locked and sealed against missionary 
enterprise. China, Japan, India, were but 
very little known, and Africa was a blank 
except Egypt and a fringe of states and 
settlements along the coasts. | Indeed the 
unvailing of Africa is only an achievement 
of yesterday. A hundred years ago we had 
neither steamers, nor railways, and the 
means of our communication were costly, 
slow and uncomfortable. Mr. Johnston 
points to the fact that when Protestant 
missions began in earnest the only fields 
open to them were among the feeble races 
of the South Seas and of the Arctic regions. 
It was at that time death to preach in Japan, 
and India and China were nearly as inac- 
cessible. The Gospel was sent to those 
deeply sunken races, and the result was like 
life from the dead. From the success of 
the Gospel in the South Seasand inGreenland 
the churches were encouraged to attempt 
greater things. Gradually obstacles to work 
among the stronger races were removed. 
To-day Turpet is the only kingdom on the 
face of the globe that absolutely shuts out 
the Gospel; and even Thibet will soon 
have to yield ; for she sometimes tempts the 
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fortunes of war with Britain and the results 
are in the line of breaking up exclusiveness. 
Mr. Johnston points out the fact that among 
the nations of the earth there is not one 
kingdom ruled over by an independent 
idolatrous ruler. This certainly is a note- 
worthy fact. This overthrow of idolatrous 
rulers ought to be accepted as a providential 
preparation for the Gospel. 

The Christian Church has in a hundred 
years increased from 200,000,000 to over 
430,000,000. The Church,of Rome has in- 
creased two-fold, the Greek Church two-fold 
and the Protestant churches four-fold, 
Protestantism grew from thirty-seven 
millions to 137 millions. At that time we 
were but 1 in every 26 of the world’s 
population; now we are 1 in every 10. 
Our missionaries among the heathen num- 
ber 7000—“ half being ordained ministers. 
They have conquered 400 different langua- 
ges. Native evangelists number about 
30,000. Nearly 3000 of those are educated 
pastors of native congregations. If the 
churches continue sheir work with the zeal 
which has marked the past half century the 
results cannot fail to be very far in advance 
of anything yet seen. 


The Lresbyterian Outlook. 


Qn 
€)UR largest sister church in the United 
States is engaged in discussing the 
q:.estions whether the Confession ought to 
be revised, and if revised to what extent ?— 
The discussions in the main have been con- 
ducted in a fine Christian temper. Accord- 
ing to the practice of Presbyterian churches 
the debates are public, and the people are 
taken fully into the confidence of Presby- 
teries. Thus far, of the Presbyteries voting, 
two to one have voted for revision. While 
this discussion is going on we rejoice to 
note that all the noble enterprises of the 
church are prosecuted with unabated zeal 
and vigour. Thisis as it oughttobe. It 
would be a poor thing to turn away from 
the active work of proclaiming the Gospel 
even for the purpose of creed-revision. 
The Southern Presbyterian Church is grap- 
pling as best it can with the race problem in 
the South,—a most perplexing and difficult 
problem for a church which approaches it 
from any point of view except that of our 
common Christianity. 
In Ireland the Presbyterians are more 
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than usually active; all their work is 
prospering in their hands ; they are enjoying © 
peace and harmony among themselves, and — 
are preparing to celebrate the Jubilee of thet: 
Assembly. In Scotland attention is largely — 
directed to the troubles in the Free Churezh, — 
arising in connection with the alleged — 
heresies of Professors Bruce and Marcus 
Dods. Feelings are deeply stirred, and 
appearances indicate that there will be a_ 
stormy time at the approaching General 
Assembly. The Scotch and Irish churches 
are exhibiting increased liberality in sup- 
port of missions. The English Presby- 
terlan Church is pefeeting her statement of 
Presbyterian belief—a minor ‘‘ Confession ” 
which has rightly attracted a large share of — 
attention Thischurch is obtaining a firm hold 
in England. Happily she is slowly learning 
to adapt herself to her ‘ environment,”— 
No ehurch of her size and wealth does 
better work in heathen lands. We hope 
the day is not very far distant when her ~ 
mission in Formosa will have the elosest 
possible relations with our mission in that — 
interesting island. 
The Presbyterian churches on the continent | 
are struggling hard against powerful antagen-— 
ists. In all cases they are making some — 
progress. This, we are glad to say, is palpably — 
the case in Italy, where the Waldenses “ hold 
the fort” bravely and well. In Africa we - 
.have churches of long standing in the South, 
and mission churches in Egypt and in the 
‘lonely heart of the vast continent. Reports 
are decidedly favourable. In India the mis- : 
| 


sionaries connected with various Presbyterian 
churches are combining to form one united 
body the “ Reformed Church in India.” That 
they may prosper in all their well devised 
plans for advancing the Kingdom of Christ 
will be the earnest prayer of all. In Australia 
the great jubilee celebration is hardly yet con-_ 
cluded. In fact itseems to have been a very 
important stage or era inthe church’s develop- 
ment. Important enterprises for the good of 
Australia will date from ‘the jubilee year. 
So far as we can tell, to-day‘there is not a_ 
dying or diminishing Presbyterian Church in- 
the wide world. ‘The growth of our own 
church is steady and rapid; and of many 
other branches of the family we may make 
the same statement.—As we cherish the peace 
of our own beloved church we ought to pray 
for the peace and prosperity of other churches. 
Some are surrounded by aggressive foes, as in ~ 
the case of Spain and Belgium and Bshemia. 
Some are torn and weakened by internal dis- 
sensions. In the past, God has led us safely — 
through the gravest difficulties, and He will 
be with us still. 
;

Which wovld you rather be, horse-shoe 
or watch-spring ? It depends on yourselves. 
You can become whichever you will. This is 
your time of preparation for manhood. Don’t 
think that I would have you settle down to 
hard study ail the time, without any intervals 
offun. Not abit ofit. TIlike to see boys have 
a good time, and I should be very sorry for 
you to grow old before your time ; but you have 
ampie opportunity for study and play, too, and 
I don’t want you to neglect the former for the 
sake of the latter.— Pittsburg Christian Advocate.

Aa affords us pleasure to present our readers 
* with portraits of Rev. J. W. MacKenzie 
and his wife, our honoured and _ faithful 
missionaries in Kfate, New Hebrides. Mr. 
MacKenzie isa native of Pictou county, 
Nova Scotia,—the fourth of a family of ten 
children. One of his brothers, Rev. J. A. 
MacKenzie, is the pastor of Pugwash and 
Oxford, Nova Scotia. His father, Mr. 


Mrs. J. W. MacKenzie. 


Alexander MacKenzie, was for many years 
an elder in Salem Church, Green Hill, 
Pictou. Young MacKenzie was brought up 
under the ministry of Rev. George Patterson 
D.D. From the time that he was eight 
years of age, he cherished the thought of 
becoming a missionary,—though he never 
spoke of ‘this to anyone till he had offered 
himself to the Foreign Mission Board. He 
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was educated at New Glasgow High School, 
Dalhousie College and the Presbyterian 
College, Halifax He also took a short 
course in Medicine. Previous to entering 
on his work in the New Hebrides, Mr. Mac- 
Kenzie married Miss Amanda Bruce of 
Musquodoboit, N.S., a sister of Rev. T. W. 
Bruce, M.D. of “ Valley,” near Truro. Step 
by step with her husband, she learned the 
language of the people among whom they 
laboured. Joseph, their eldest boy died, 
and before sunset his father digged a grave 
‘in the garden in which the boy was buried. 
Arthur also and Walter have been called 
away and buried in the«same garden now 
trebly dear to the mother’s heart. The sur- 
viving children (five in number, we think) 
are now in Australia attending school. 
During all these long eighteen years Mrs. 
MacKenzie has been a true help-meet to her 
husband, aiding him in his work by personal 
service, and always ready to share his dangers 
—in all respects as truly a missionary as 
he is. 7 
Mr. and Mrs. MacKenzie sailed for the New 
Hebrides in 1872. The work of the Lord has 
prospered in their hands. Christianity has 
made steady progress on Efate, and a number 
of the converts have been fitted for the work of 
teaching and are doing excellent service, not 
only on their own island but in the neighbor- 
ing isles. Mr. MacKenzie has visited the 
church here once ince 1872, and has hada 
furlough in Australia. These furloughs have 
been utilized in bringing before the people the 
claims of the mission—in telling of the wonders 
of God’s grace among the heathen—and in 
providing books for the people. The New 
Testament and “ Peep of Day ” are now in the 
hands of the Efatese. Once and again the 
lives of our missionaries have been in great 
peril amid the heathen; but danger to life be- 
comes less and less as the Gospel wins its way. 
Rey. D. Macdonald has been Mr. MacKenzie’s 
fellow worker on Efate.

“THE truth of this aphorism is never 

more apparent than when it is used 
in connection with missionary enterprise. 
It has been so from the beginning and it 
will continue to the end of time. William 
Carey spends upwards of forty years in 
India preparing the way for those who 
are to follow him. Robert Morrison 


spends twenty-seven years in compiling a 
Chinese dictionary and translating the Bible 
for the use of missionaries not then born. 
Poor George Schmidt, after spending some 
ten years in South Africa retired from the 
field of his labours oppressed with the idea 
that he had laboured in vain; but it was 
not so. Long after he was dead a party of 
Moravian brethren visited the place where 
he had lived as a missionary, and among the 
first to welcome them was a poor blind 
woman, an aged pupil and convert of 
Schmidt’s, bringing with her the old treasur- 
ed Testament which he had given her fifty 
years before! That place is now a centre 
of light. David Livingstone planted no 
missions. He was content to be a pioneer, 
knowing that others should follow in his 
footsteps and do the work better than he 
could do it. And how rich the harvest that 
others are reaping, at Livingstonia, Blantyre, 
Ujiji, Uganda, on the Shiré and Zambesi! 
The world is as yet too much dazzled with 
the heroic adventures and splendid dis- 
coveries of Henry M. Stanley, to appreciate 
fully the value of those discoveries to 
Christianity. ‘The end ofthe geographical 
feat,” as Livingstone said in reference to 
his own plans, “is the beginning of the 
missionary enterprize.” When opening up 
the Congo Free State to commerce a few 
years ago, Mr. Stanley was really acting as 
the forerunner of the missionary. Already 
there are eleven different missionary agencies 
at work in that newly opened country— 
three Roman Catholic, and eight Protestant 
societies. The American Baptist Missionary 
Union has about thirty missionaries and a 
number of native preachers ; the English 
Baptist Missionary Society have also a strong 
staff of missionaries and assistants and a 
missionary steamer, the Peace. The Swedish 
Missionary Society is well represented, and 
also the London Missionary Society, with 
its steamer Good News plying on Lake 
Tanganika. Our friends of the Southern 


| Presbyterian church, United States, com- 


menced a mission there last spring, having 
selected for its sphere the six southern 
tributaries of the Congo, presenting about 
2500 miles of navigable water-way, with 
towns and villages on both banks. They 
have eleven missionaries in all, and the use 
of asteamer from the Baptists (the Henry 
Reed) until their own boat, the Pioneer, is 
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ready for use, There is little doubt that 
My. Stanley’s latest expedition will, in like 
manner, be fruitful of grand results in 
the near future, especially as it shall pre- 
pare the way for the entrance of Gospel 
light in “ Darkest Africa.”

hesitate to say anything about the in- 
terior of this magnificent edifice which, 

in the estimation of competent judges, 
“‘ surpasses all powers of description.” The 
truth is, however, that many of the details 
are not in themselves so very remarkable, 
Of the statuary and the paintings, there are 
perhaps few pieces above mediocrity as 
works of art. Nor does the vast size of the 
building account for the astonishment with 
which you behold it for the first time ; this 
is due rather to the admirable proportions, 
the skilful disposition of every part, and 
the exquisite harmony of the whole. It 
certainly is very large, being 6134 feet in 
length, 448 across the transepts, and 1534 
feet in height. And, this vast space being 
unencumbered with pews or seats of any 
kind, every part of the building is seen to 
the best advantage. The finest point of view. 
of course, is where the nave and transepts 
Antersect—beneath the centre of the dome. 
The temptation to continue gazing upwards 
into that great vaulted canopy is almost 
irresistible, and but for the pain which it 
produces in the back of your neck, the sight 
is one you would not soon tire of. The 
decorations in gilding, frescoe, and mosaic 
are splendid. This dome is 139 feet in 
diameter inside. Ifit looks “light and airy,” 
itis only so in appearance, for where it springs 
from the butresses its walls are twenty-eight 
feet in thickness! Between its outer and 
inner shell there is a roomy staircase by 
which the ascent is easy to the lantern on 
the top of it which is 400 feet from the 
floor. Around the base of the dome, on a 
gilt band, you read in huge letters the Latin 
version of the passage of Scripture on 
Which the Church of Rome bases her claim

for supremacy, and around which “the fires 
of controversy have raged for ages.”— 
“THOU ART PETER, AND UPON THIS Rock I 
WILL BUILD MY CHURCH, AND I wILL GIVE 
UNTO THEE THE Keys oF THE KINGDOM OF 
Heavens’ The four piers that support the 
dome are of enormous proportions. 


In front of the high altar, where eighty- 
six gold lamps are kept perpetually burning, 
a flight of steps leads down to the shrine of 
SS. Peter and Paul, and you are shown a 
sarcophagus said to contain portions, at least, 
of the remains of these apostles. Among 
other reputed ‘‘relics” are the head of St. 
Andrew, part of ‘ the true cross,” and the 
fabulous napkin of St. Veronica—‘ with 
which our Saviour wiped the sweat from 
his brow on the road to Golgotha,” and 
which, so it is averred, retains the impress 
of the face still! Strange delusion! This 
rag is adored with -imposing ceremonies by 
countless thousands every year. Except on 
very rare occasions, public worship is never 
conducted in the main body of this mag- 
nificent temple—the side chapels being 
used for this purpose. Several of these 
are as large as ordinarily sized churches. 
Their floors are covered with memorial slabs 
to the memory of departed popes, of whom 
a hundred and thirty-four are buried in St. 
Peter’s—the long Latin inscriptions usually 
ending with these words,—Orate pro eo, 
‘Pray for him.” The only effigy of St. 
Peter in the body of the church is a very 
common-place bronze statue of the Apostle 
seated in a chair, holding a key in his hand 
and with one foot extended to the edge of the 
dais. On festival occasions this dark image, 
said to have been recast from an old statue 
of Jupiter, is dressed up in full pontifical 
robes. Few Roman Catholies pass it with- 
out stopping to kiss its great toe. Little 
children, even, are lifted up to it and learn 
to kiss the toe before they can discern their 
right hand from their left; though it would 
be more strictly true to say they kiss the 
place where the toe had been, for by this 
oft-repeated kissing it is clean gone. Ranged 
along the walls are a number of mosaic 
copies of some of the finest paintings in 
existence, such as Raphael’s ‘‘Transfigura- 
tion,” ‘‘The Baptism of Christ in Jordan,” 
“The Last Communion of St. Jerome,” &c. 
These mosaics—very large and very beauti- 
ful—are composed of little bits of glazed 
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tiles of various colours, cut in the shape of 
prisms and set in cement with marvellous 
skill. Ata little distance they are readily 
mistaken for oil paintings. They are valued 
at $25,000 each. The art of making them 
is an ancient one, and has been brought to 
great perfection in Rome. ‘The longer you 
look at these pictures, and the closer, for 
they bear the closest inspection, the more 
wonderful do they seem. O! ‘the power 
of littles.”. How many things in themselves 
small and worthless can by skilful manage- 
ment be made to contribute to the ac- 
complishment of important ends!

JoHN WESLEY,* 


'HE darkest hour is said to be that 
which precedes the dawn. At the 
beginning of the eighteenth century Chris- 
tianity was in a state of eclipse. The 
services of the church had become formal 
and ineffective. Scepticism and infidelity 
were rampant. So bad was the conditions 
of things, Isaac Taylor declared that 
‘“ England had lapsed into virtual heathen- 
ism, when Wesley appeared.” But man’s 
extremity is God’s opportunity. When hope 
seems to have been abandoned, there ap- 
peared witnesses for the truth, through 
whom an impetus was given to religion such 
as had not been felt since the apostolic age. 
Conspicuous among the agents in bringing 
about this revival were the Wesleys and 
George Whitefield. 

John Wesley, the second son of Rev. 
Samuel Wesley and Susanna Annesley, was 
born at Epworth, Lincolnshire, England, on 
the 17th of June, 1703, old style. The 
family comprised nineteen children, of 
whom ten attained adult years. His parents 
were both remarkable for their piety, and 
the Epworth rectory is described as an 
almost perfect model of a Christian house- 
hold. When John was only six years old 
the rectory was burnt to the ground, and it 
was with the greatest difficulty that the boy 
was rescued from the flames. His provi- 
dential escape made a lasting impression on 
his mind and also on his mother’s. In after

have constituted themselves a 
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years it was gratefully remembered, and it | 
became a household saying with a double 
meaning—‘ Is he not a brand plucked out 
of the burning?” At thirteen years of age, 
Wesley was sent to the Charterhouse School, 
London, where he underwent the usual 
tyrannical treatment from the older scholars 
then in vogue with exemplary fortitude. 
Seven years later~he entered Christ’s Col- 
lege, Oxford, and next Lincoln, where he 
took his degree of M.A.in 1727. For two 
years he was curate to his aged father and 
then returned to Oxford. At that time the 
famous ‘ Holy Club” was formed at Oxford 
which consisted at first but of four members, 
viz,—John and Charles Wesley, Mr. Morgan, 
and Mr. Kirkham. Had it not been for 
Morton’s practical turn of mind they might 
monastic 
order, so strict were the rules which they 
laid down for their guidance. They received 
the Lord’s Supper weekly, and fasted twice 
a-week. But his sympathies had led him 
not only to visit the sick and prisoners, but 
to collect the peasant children in the 
vicinity for religious instruction, and the 
others following his example soon became 
active evangelists. In the meantime, the 
old rector of Epworth, feeling that his end 
was near, entreated John to become his 
successor. This, however, he declined, 
having resolved to accompany his brother 
Charles as a missionary to the aborigines of 
America, 

In 1735 the two Wesleys embarked for 
Georgia, then a British colony. On board 
ship with them were a party of twenty-six 
Moravian missionaries whose earnest piety 
made a deep impression on Wesley’s mind. 
Such faith and joy in believing he himself 
had never known. It soon became apparent 
that the Wesleys were ill adapted for 
the work they had undertaken in America. 
They laboured indefatigably, but to little 
purpose. They denied themselves the 
ordinary conveniences of life, sleeping on 
bare ground and living on bread and water ; 
John even went bare-footed, the better to 
encourage the poor boys of his school. 
Asceticism in their case as in many other 
instances conspicuously failed. The colonists 


‘recoiled from the earnest but erring mis- 


sionaries who soon returned, sadder but wiser - 
men, to their native land. “ I went to Ameri- 
ca,” said Wesley, ‘‘to convert the Indians, 
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but, oh! who shall convert me?” While 
still in an unsettled frame of mind, shortly 
after his arrival in London, he met Peter 
Bohler, the leading spirit of a band of 
Moravians, who had been for some time 
working in the English Metropolis. To this 
devoted man both of the Wesleys ascribed 
their conversion. The interest which John 
took in their work, induced him to 
visit Herrnhut, where he made the ac- 
quaintance of Zinzendorf and was greatly 
impressed with what he saw in that com- 
munity. He probably would have connected 
himself with the Moravians but for provi- 
dential circumstances which led him to 
strike out on a new path for himself. 
Immediately on his return from the continent 
he began to declare the glad tidings of 
salvation, The city pulpits were indeed 
closed to them, but in the chapels of the 
Moravians, in the prisons and in country 
places the two brothers preached almost 
daily. | 

They joined Whitefield at Bristol and Kings- 
wood where the people flocked in thousands | 
to hear the Gospel, and gave such evidence of | 
the influence it had upon them as amply con- 
doned the “irregular” proceedings of the 
revivalists. Wesley secured a delapidated | 
building that had been used as a foundry, and | 
had it fitted up. It was opened for public 
worship on the 11th of November, 1739,* and | 
became the first headquarters of the Methodist | 
movement. Two years later occurred the 
controversy with Whitefield which ended in, 
the separation of these two great men— W hite- 
field holding firmly Calvinistic views and 
Wesley, Arminian. 

Hitherto Wesley’s lay helpers had been but 
“exhorters”; but “lay-preaching” was now 
formally begun, and gradually, step by step, 
the class-meeting, the love-feast, the conference, | 
itinerancy, and nearly every distinguishing 
feature of the Methodist economy that exists 


to-day took permanent shape. Wesley visited 
every part of the United Kingdom—every | 
where preaching to vast audiences, and often | 
at the peril of his life. Notwithstanding 
frequent riots, he was well received in Ireland, 
where he organized societies in many parts 
of the country. He did the same in Wales. 
In Scotland he addressed large but impassive 
congregations ; the Scotch did not persecute 


him, but they would not follow him. Wesley’s 
quaint remark about them was,—* They know 
everything and feel nothing!” In 1784 
Wesley took the bold step of ordaining Dr. 
Coke the first Methodist Bishop in America. 
The measure was strongly opposed by his

brother Charles and other friends, but as 
history has since shown, John Wesley foresaw 
the future of Methodism in America better 
than they, for it is now the largest Protestant 
denomination in both the United States and 
Canada. 

Until his sixty-ninth year Wesley travelled 
on horseback, when his friends provided a 
carriage for him; but even up to his eightieth 
year he declared that he was as fit for any 
exercise of body or mind as he was at forty! 
His intellect remained bright and keen to the 
very last. On the 23rd of February, 1791, 
being then in the eighty-eighth year of his 
age, and sixty-fifth of his ministry, he preached 
his last sermon from the text,—‘‘Seek ye the 
Lord while he may be found; call ye upon 
him while he is near.” On the 2nd of March 
in that yéar—“ Without a struggle or a sigh— 
his spirit took its flight, and the unparalielled 
career of John Wesley was ended.” ‘These 
were among the last words addressed to the 
group who surrounded his bed,—“ The best of 
all is, God is with us.” He had lived to see 
Methodism widely spread through Great 
Britain, America, and the West Indies, little 
dreaming, perhaps, that the centenary of his 
death would find it one of the largest Protestant 
denominations inthe world. The most recent 
Statistics place the number of Methodist 
ministers in the world at the present time at 
35,000, more than twice that number of “ local 
preachers,” and 5,069,109 communicants,* which 
may be held to represent a total constituency 
of 25,000,000 at least, now receiving Methodist 
instruction in various parts of the world. 

It is said that Wesley preached forty-two 
thousand four hundred sermons after his 


| return from Georgia. He had not the eloquence 


ot Whitefield, but he was no less persuasive. 
He had wonderful power with his opponents. 
As a leader and organizer of men he stood un- 
equalled. ‘If he was deficient in what 
constitutes the highest speculative or phil- 
osophic mind, this deficiency itself was 
perhaps a necessary qualification for the more 
utilitarian greatness to which he was ap- 
pointed.”

gj NTI the advent of the C, P. Railway, 

saving the presence of some old Red 
River settlers, who had clustered about the 
Presbyterian Mission at Prince Albert on 
the North Saskatchewan, of some French 
Half-Breeds who had formed a colony at 
the now historical Batoche, and of a small 
community at Edmonton, the te:ritories 
were left to Indians, fur-traders, mission- 
aries, mounted police, and buffaloes. An 
elevated plateau of some few miles in ex- 
tent, between and at the junction of the 
Battle and Saskatchewan Rivers, centrally 
situated in the great “ fertile belt,” formed 
an ideal site for the capital, founded at 
Battleford in 1877. However, the deflec- 
tion of the Railway, from its projected 
route, necessitated change, and after the 
idea of establishing the new capital in the 
beautiful valley of the Qu’ Appelle had un- 
fortunately been abandoned, the ‘ Pile of 
Bones” was selected for the site ; in 1882, 
pioneers set up their tents, and in the 
winter of 1883, an order-in-council declared 
Regina to be the capital of the North-West 
Territories. The prospect of being a rail- 
way centre, already partially realised by 
the building, as far as Saskatoon, of a road 
to the Saskatchewan district, together with 
the presence of the seat of the government, 
humanly speaking assures the future of 
Regina; but to indulge in predictions of 
what the Queen City may grow to, when 
the Hudson’s Bay route shall have become 
an accomplished fact, would be premature. 
Meanwhile, from the cluster of tents in 
1882, has evolved a steadily increasing 
town, already numbering some 2,000 in- 
habitants. Some of the private residences, 
stores, and public buildings, are really 
handsome structures. Among those built 
of brick, are the Presbyterian and Methodist 
churches, the post office, court house, high 
school, etc., ete. Other public buildings 
are the Roman Catholic and Episcopalian 
churches, the Lands and Registry offices, 
and the Town Hall. Two newspapers flourish, 
‘the Leader” and the ‘‘ Journal,” ‘the 
latter owned and edited by C. J. Atkinson, 
who by the way, is the Superintendent of 
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the Presbyterian Sabbath-school. In the 
immediate neighbourhood are the barracks 
of the mounted police, in themselves a_ vil- 
lage, the Lt.-Governor’s residence, the N. 
W. Government building, including the 
Legislative Assembly Hall, the office of the 
Indian Commissioner and the, so far, virgin 
jail. Near to the barracks is in process of 
erection a handsome edifice, destined to 
form the first Indian Industrial School to 
be conducted by the Presbyterian Church, 
although in addition to their day schools on 
the Reserves, they have three Indian board- 
ing institutions, at Birtle, File Hulls, and 
Pelly respectively, in the maintenance of 
which they are assisted by the Department. 

What a field would this city of tents in 1882 
have proved for :. missionary like the Apostle 
to the Gentiles, who combined the making of 
tents, with the office of a preacher! Failing a 
Paul, the pioneers were well pleased to have 
the Gospel. preached to them by the Rev. M. 
J. Hewitt, for to the Methodists must be con- 
ceded the honour of having sent the first mis- 
sionary and erected the first church. How- 
ever, the Presbyterians were not far behind, 
for one Friday in the fall of 1882, a notice ap- 
peared to the effect that on the following 
Sabbath, Divine service would be held in the 
Presbyterian “Church. People rubbed their 
eyes and looked round in vain for any sign of 
a church having sprung up like Jonah’s gourd. 
The mystery was soon explained. On the cars 
arrived a disjointed building, only requiring 
to be put together (which was but the work of 
a day) to form the present manse, of which 
the upper story then did duty as a church. 
The first Presbyterian Missionary was the 
Rev. J. W. Mitchell, (late of Port Hope) who 
was succeeded by the Rev. Mr. Anderson. In 
the summer of 1883, Mr. Aiexander Urquhart, 
then a missionary student, who had been as- 
sisting the Rev. Mr. Pitblado in Winnipeg, 
came to take charge. On s\ugust 10th of the 
same summer, the congregation was organised 
under the name of Knox Church. Mr. Urqu- 
hart returned to college for the winter, and 
his place was supplied for a short time by. Mr. 
Winchester, and for a period of six months by 
Mr. Sutherland. Having graduated from 
Knox College, Toronto, Mr. Urquhart was 
ordained in May, 1884, came back to Kegina, 
and on August 12th he was inducted, and 
here he remained until the spring of last 
year, when he accepted a call to Brandon. 
During last summer Mr. N. H. Russell from 
Manitoba college took charge, and the Lord so 
owned his faithful services that a marked 
stride was made during the year, in matters 
spiritual and temporal. 

The Rev. Jas. Millar from Nanaimo served 
a three months term during the present year, 
and but for his pre-engagement for Demerara 
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he would have received the unanimous call 
extended to the Rev. J. Carmichael of Colum- 
bas, which it is hoped will have been accepted 
before this appears in print. 


On July 26th, 1885, the present handsome 
church, which with its site cost $5,340.00, was 
opened. A gallery to bring up the seating to 
a capacity of 325, and other improvements, 
were made after Mr. Urquhart’s withdrawal, 
and now twelve lots have been secured, with a 
view to the erection of a new church, sabbatb- 
school and manse, which are expected io 
prove necessary in the near future. During 
the first year of the congregation’s organisa- 
tion, 7.e. in 1883, the membership reached 50, 
the attendance at 8. School and B. Class 
averaging 32. The bona fide membership, de- 
spite the necessarily somewhat migratory con- 
dition of the community, is now 125, and the 
average attendance at 8.8. and B. VU. is 130. 
In connection are organized a missionary 
society, one for Young People’s Christian En- 
deavour, a branch of the “ King’s Daughters,” 
and a Ladies’ co-operative association. The 
total payments last year for church purposes 
exceeded $3,000.00, and the minister’s stipend 
isnow fixed at $1.500.00 per annum. May 
Almighty God ke pleased to prosper the con- 
gregation yet more abundantly and make it a 
source of blessing to the important district of 
which it forms the centre, as well as to’those 
who shall enter into the fruits of other men’s 
labours.

SELF-DEVOTEDNESS— WHAT IT 
SHOULD BE. 


The moststriking example of self-devotedness 
in the cause of Christ of which I ever heard in 
these days of deadness was told by an English 
minister. It has never been printed, and 
therefore I will relate it to you, just as I heard 
it, to stir up our cold hearts, that we may give 
our own selves to the Lord. 

The awful disease of leprosy still exists in 
Africa. Whether it be the same leprosy as that 
mentioned in the Bible, ldo not know, but it 
is regarded as incurable, and so infectious that 
no one dares to come near the leper. In the 
south of Africa there is a large lazarhouse for 
lepers. It is an immense space, enclosed by a 
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very high wall, and containing fields which 
the lepers cultivate. There is only one en- 
trance, which is strictly guarded. Whenever 
any one_is found with the marks of leprosy 
upon hirf, he is brought to this gate and obliged 
to enter in, never to return. Noone who enters 
by that awful gate is ever allowed to come out 
again. Within this abode of misery there are 
multitudes of lepers in all stages of the disease. 
Dr. Halbeck, a missionary of the Church of 
England, from the top of a neighbouring hill, 
saw them at work. He noticed two parti- 
cularly, sowing peas in a field. The one had no 
hands, the other had no feet—these members 
being wasted away by disease. ‘The one who 
wanted the hands was carrying the other who 
wanted the feet upon his back, and he again 
carried in his hands the bag of seed and urop- 
ped a pea every now and then, which the other 
pressed into the ground with his foot; and so 
they managed the work of one man between 
the two. Ah! how little do we know of the 
misery that is in the world! Such is this 
prison-house of disease. But you will ask, 
who cares for tne souls of the hapless inmates? 
Who will venture in at this dreadful gate, 
never to return again? Who will forsake 
father and mother, houses and land, to carry 
the message of a Saviour to these poor lepers ? 
Two Moravian missionaries, impelled by a 
divine love for souls, have chosen the lazar- 
house as their field of labour; and I am told 
that as soon as these die, other Moravians are 
quite ready to fill their places. Ah! may we 
not blush and be ashamed before God, that 
we, redeemed with the same blood and taught 
by the same spirit, should yet be so unlike 
these men in vehement, heart-consuming love 
to Jesus and the souls of men.—Aobert Murray 
McCheyne.

The 
disciples obeyed the order. V.16. Jesus took 
the food and blessed it—gave thanks to God 
for it, John 6:11, gave it to his disciples who 
distributed it to the people. V.17. They did 
eat—Like the oil in the widow’s cruse, 2. 
Kings. 4 : 1-7, the bread did not diminish, nor 
the fish fail, until every one was filled.

The seventy— These men 
were appointed for the special purpose of going 
to places where Jesus and the twelve were 
about to come, and prepare the way for them. 
It may be noted that 70 was also the number 
of the elders appointed by Moses in Num. 11: 
16-25. Two and two—to help and encourage 
each other, Eccl.4:9,10. V.2. The harvest 
—souls to be gathered for heaven, in the 
Lord’s field which is the world. Millions have 
never heard of Christ, and how few there are 
to preach the Gospel to them. Pray—whilst 
they work. Servants of Christ must work as 
well as pray, Rom. 10:14,15. We cannot all 
preach the Gospel, but we may help to send 
preachers, Matt. 9:37. V. 3. Lambs—In 
Matt. 10:16, Jesus adds “ Be wise as serpeuits 
harmless as doves. The harmlessness of 
Christ’s disciples has not saved them from 
persecution, Heb. 11:36. V. 4. Scrip—a 
knapsack in which provisions were carried. 
They were to go, unencumbered, just as they 
were. God would providefor them. Salute 
no man—KEastern prostrations took up time, 
but they were in haste, 1 Sam. 21:8. That 
no rudeness was enjoined is seen by v. 5.

miracles of Christ, heard him often, yet did

Capernaum—had been specially distinguished, 
exalted to heaven by witnessing some of 
Christ’s greatest wonders.

In both passages 
we see how the Lord identifies himself with 
his faithful servants. .

J BSUS was now on his way to Jerusalem, 
&> John 7:10. The Scribes or lawyers, as 
they were often called from their skill in the 
law of Moses, occasionally put questions to 
Jesus, either to test the soundness of his views 
or to find whereof to accuse him, Mark 12: 28, 
Matt. 22:35, Luke 6:7. The word “tempting ” 
in v. 25, does not necessarily imply an hostile 
purpose. The question asked is the same as 
that of the young man in Matt. 19:16, but not 
put in the same anxious spirit. This accounts 
for the different treatment given by Christ, 
to both enquirers. He makes the lawyer re- 
peat the commands in Deut. 6:5, 10:12, to 
show him how little he understood their ful- 
ness and their depth. V. 28. Thou shalt live 
—Comp. Lev. 18:5, Rom. 10:5. V. 29. To 
justify himself —He seems to have had no 
doubt as to his love of God, but evidently felt 
some misgivings as to his love of his neighbor. 
Hence his question, who is my neighbor? 
Jesus answers him by the parable of the Good 
Samaritan. V. 30. The way from Jerusalem 
to Jericho, crossed a rough and dangerous 
section of the country. The mountains were 
full of caves where robbers had their haunts. 
V. 31. By chance—as it would seem to men, 
but really by the ordering of God’s providence 
who thus tested the character of priest and 
Levite. The other side—either fearing the re- 
turn of the thieves, or ceremonial defilement 
in touching what seemed to bea corpse. VY. 
32. A Levite—He looked atthe wounded man, 
perhaps felt a momentary impulse to help 
him, but on second thought also passed by. 
Both priest and Levite may be supposed to 
have fulfilled faithfully their duties to God in 
the temple. They both appear to have for- 
gotten Isaiah’s words; Is. 1: 18, 17. ae 
A Samaritan—an heretic, according to Jewish 
priests, John 4:9, despised and hated by the 
Jews. He took pity upon this wounded Jew, 
bound up his wounds, brought him carefully 
to an inn on his own beast, and paid for all 
further care he might require. YV.36. Was 
neighbor — showed the friendship of a good 
neighbor. The lawyer could not otherwise 
than own that the Samaritan —though he 
avoids naming him—had been the best neigh- 
bor—much better than the Jewish. priest and 
Levite who did nothing to help their fellow 
countryman. Do likewise—show similar kind- 
ness to friend or foe—when a man is perish- 
ing for want of help, it is not time to ask what 
his creed or nationality may be. He is one 
of God’s creatures, and.as such a neighbor 
and a brother. To love even our enemies and 
do good to them that hate you is a proof that 
we are “ the children of Our Father in Heaven, 
Matt. 5:44, 45. 
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Y COTLAND.—The Rev. James Stalker, Free 
St. Matthew’s, Glasgow..is Yale Lecturer 
for this year. The Rev. George Matheson, 
D.D., hag been elected a Fellow of the Royal 
Society, Edinburgh. Mr. Stephen Williamson 
has gifted $10,000 towards the erection of a 
new Free Church at Anstruther, his native 
place, besides giving a manse for the minister, 
and cushions and stained-glass windows for 
the church. Very handsome! This morning 
the death of Sir Peter Coats is recorded at 
Algiers. Sir Peteris the oldest member of 
the Coats firm, Paisley; great thread manu- 
facturers. His donations to his native city, 
during his life-time were, a museum, with 
reading-room and library, and an observatory. 
Both are very elegant and well equipped 
structures. John Roxburgh, Glasgow, has 
bequeathed $16,500 to the Missions of the Free 
Church. In the Church of Scotland, Presby- 
teries have very generally returned disapproval 
of the overtures on Presbyterial Superintend- 
ence of ministers, as tco inquisitorial. The 
amount of money spent on liquors last year 
in Great Britain, exceeds that of the previous 
year by $37,000,000. Tremendous! Notwith- 
standing all our effortsin the way of total 
abstinence. Professor Bruce explains to his 
Presbytery : but complains of the attack made 
upon him in public, as unbrotherly, and it may 
be fatal. Professor Dods also declares his 
adherence to the Confession. The college 
committee I understand, is moving in the 
matter, and there is a growing feeling and 
desire, that the business may be settled in 
such a way as to conserve at once the purity 
and peace of the church. The Theological 
Faculty of Edinburgh University propose that 
the field of instruction should be greatly en- 
larged, and that tests should be abolished; 
Professor Charteris dissenting on this ground 
among others, that if Tests are withdrawn, 
the training would not be satisfactory to any 
of the churches in Scotland. The late incum- 
bent of Birnie parish church held the,charge 
for about sixty years. The Rev. Mr. Stoddart 
of Madderty parish, is in his 97th year. He 
has been 60 years in the work of the ministry 
and is still able to preach. Rev. John Mc- 
Murtrie, Convener of the Church of Scotland’s 
Foreign Mission Committee, has received the 
degree of D.D. from Aberdeen. Edinburgh 
University has conferred a similar honour on 
Rev. R. H. Lundie of Liverpool, and Rev. D.D. 
Bannerman of Perth. Dr. Piersons “crusade” 
has done good. Large meetings have been 
held at important centres and much enthusi- 
asm. has been evoked. D. 


IrpLAND.—Another of the pre-union minis- 
ters has passed away. The Rev. J. D. Martin 
of Tullyallan, had been a full half century in 
harness, and. was a worthy representative of 


the past generation. In the charge of Tully- 
allan, a rural parish,be did good work, leaving 
a savoury memory behind. We nave to speak 
of the death of three others, ail of whom in 
point of age, were in the prime of fi‘e. Samuel 
J. Hanson of Kingstown, had been failing tor 
some time. He took a trip to this continent 
last year with the hope of recruiting strength, 
but to no purpose. He began his ministry in 
Conlig, Co. Down, and then moved to Kings- 
town, which isin fact, a suburb of Dublin. 
Kingstown needs talents of a high order, but 
Mr. Hanson was equal to the demands of the 
place. James b. Huston of Aghadoey, was a 
life-long friend of Mr. Hanson. He left home 
to attend the funeral of his friend, but got no 
further than Belfast, when he was stricken 
down with disease and ina few days was no 
more. He was the son of the manse, his 
father being Dr. C. Huston of Mocosquin, 
near Coleraine. There is an extensive con- 
nexion of his in the ministry, the Irwins, 
Hanson of Rathgar, &c. He began work as 
chaplain to the convicts on Spike Island, then 
he was settled in Randalstown, and for a num-, 
ber of years past he was in Aghadoey, one of 
the largest rural charges in Co. Derry. He 
was much beloved among his brethren. Jas. 
M’Neill was much younger than either of the 
two just mentioned. He was a naative of 
Broughshane, and after a most creditable 
college course, was ordained in Drumbo, near 
Lisburn There he spent a: ministry of over 
20 years. He was at one time called to Lurgan 
and consented to go, but afterwards withdrew. 
He was a good minister. His premature 
death is much lamented. The new Greek 
professor in Queen’s College, Belfast, is Samuel 
M. Dill, eldest son of Professor Dill, formerly 
of Magee College. He has hada large ex- 
perience in teaching, having for many years 
been at the head of a grammar school in 
Manchester. A younger brother has just 
been settled over the Hirst Congregation of 
Ballymoney, the best charge in North Antrim. 
Robert Park, so long clerk of Assembly, was 
some sixty years in charge of this congrega- 
tion. The candidates for the chair left vacant 
by the death of Dr. Witherow, are numerous. 
The three most likely so far before the public 
are J. Edgar Henry of Londonderry, J. Brown 
Armour of Ballymoney, and, C. Huston Irwin 
of Bray. it would be rash to speculate as to 
which of these will get the most votes. Any 
of them we doubt not will make a good Pro- 
fessor. The General Assembly will celebrate 
its jubilee this summer ; it meets in Belfast on 
the 7th of July. H. 


Unitep Stares.—New York and Brooklyn 
hada Lenten treatin the visit of Dwight L. 
Moody,which extended to several weeks,when 
the biggest churches were filled by people of 
high and low degree whom he held by the 
ears with all his old-time naivet? and rugged 
common sense. Dr. Richard 8. Storrs, Presi- 
dent of the American Board, writin to the 
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Independent says,—“I am altogether certain 
that we are nearing the end of whatever has 
been disturbing among us; indeed, that we 
are practically at the end of it, by the deter- 
mination of the Board to proceed on well-de- 
fined lines, just to their own convictions and 
liberal to those whose minds are set towards 
the truth, though they have not reached on 
every question complete assurance.” Dr. 
Storrs is altogether a charming man. His 
eloquence in the pulpit and on the platform 


is of the very highest order. He is now in his 
69th year, and has been pastor of the Church 
of th Pilgrims, Brooklyn, since 1846. Refer- 
ring to Foreign Missions in the letter just 
quoted from he says,—‘“ The work is simply 
magnificent in all its relations. It rises ava 
mountain ‘more immense *in its proportions, 
the closer one comes to it. It opens as the 
ocean does before a headland, from which one 
watches the mighty waves, and hears the 
thunder of the surf on the shore, and sees the 
"unresting expanse of waters sweeping out to 
the horizon.” The American Board sent 
out fifty-two new missionaries last year! As 
regards our “burning question,” nothing of 
importance has transpired since last writing. 
In the meantime public opinion on both sides 
has been taking more definite shape and it 
has come out that the divergence of views is 
after all not so alarming as was at first sup- 
posed. The General Assembly may be 
trusted to deal prudently, and hasten slowly, 
before making any radical changes in the 
time-honoured Confession of Faith. Z. 


GBRMANY :—Dr. Franz Delitzsch the vener- 
able accomplished Lutheran theologian died 
at Leipzig on the 8rd of March, on the eve of 
his seventy-seventh birth-day. He was of 
Hebrew descent and was born and educated 
in Leipzig. After twenty years of professional 
work at Rostock and Erlangen, he came back 
to his native city and alma mater in 1867, as,a 
professor of Old Testament Theology. His 
attainments in this branch of study were of 
the highest order and won for him the title of 
“The Christian Talmudist.” His writings 
are numerous and valuable, especially his 
commentaries. His whole life was a fine 
illustration of the “simplicity that is in 
Christ.” 


Canon Brook Foss Westcort, D.D., who has 
been appointed the successor of the late Bishop 
of Durham, has a splendid reputation as a 
scholar and theological writer. He enters on 
his new career at the age of sixty-five. The 
Bishopric o. Durham is one of the most 
lucrative in England. The stipend is £7,000

The 
consequences are that fewer missionaries 
must be employed than the work calls for 
and that the ministers in the weak congre- 
gations must submit to a reduction of their 
scanty stipends. It is therefore obvious,— 
(1) That the Presbyterian Church as a 
whole has failed sufficiently to realize the 
duty and privilege of supplying the means 
ot grace to its members and adherents in 
the remote and sparsely settled districts of 
the country who are unable to do this for 
themselves; and, (2) that the older and 
wealthier congregations of the church have 
yet to learn more intelligently that itis the 
duty of the strong to help the weak. The 
policy of the committees, however, is un- 
questionably right. Retrenchment, although 
it may be humiliating, is better than run- 
ning into debt. Our friendsin the east 
seem to manage these things better than we 
do in the west. Perhaps it is because they 
take more pains by means of Presbyterial 
visitations and in other ways to keep the 
people informed as to the requirements of 
the work in the Home Mission fields.

PRESBYTERIAL ITEMS. 


P ‘The congregation of St. Andrew’s Church, 
Williamsburg, in connection with the Church 
of Scotland, vacant by the death of Rey. John 
Davidson, has applied to the Presbytery of 
Brockville to be received into our church, and 
the necessary steps have been taken to issue 
the matter. In like manner the congregation 
of Nanaimo, British Columbia, has placed its- 
self under the jurisdiction of our Presbytery of 
Columbia. It was the last congregation re- 
maining in connection with the auld Kirk in 
that province. All are now happily united 
with us. 

Branvon votes for having the representation 
in the General Assembly reduced to one-sixth 
the number of ministers on the rolls of Pres- 
byteries, and an equal number of elders. It 
deems the appointment of a Sunday-school 
secretary premature, and considers it inex- 
pedient to oblige ministers to connect them- 
selves with the Aged and Infirm Ministers 
Fund. 


Krineston.— This Presbytery, having now 
thirty ministers on its roll, and a very exten- 
sive missionary field—100 miles square—has 
agreed to memorialize the General Assembly 
to divide it into two Presbyteries. Kingston 
is in favour of the basis of representation in the 
General Assembly being reduced to one-sixth, 
instead of one-fourth as at present. Rev. T. 
S. Chambers, formerly clerk of this Presbytery 
has been appointed as ordained missionary 
on Wolfe Island for two years. 

Nearly all the Presbyteries report having 
had conferences with the Women’s Missionary 
Associations, and in every case these societies 
are spoken of in highest terms of praise. In 
a quiet way they are doing a grand work for 
the church, and they are increasing in num- 
ber, in strength, and in usefulness every year. 


CONGREGATIONAL. — The Presbytery of 
Wallace has erected the station of Ozford in- 
to a separate congregation. Hitherto it has 
been a part of Pugwash. Parrsboro’, in the 
Presbytery of Truro, has become self-sustain- 
ing. Bay of Islands, a lonely outport of our 
church in Newfoundland, has enjoyed the 
services of Rev. Robert Stewart during the 
past year, and has prospered under his muinis- 
trations. 


Two young men belonging to this | 
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place are studying with a view to the ministry. 
In Toronto, the small congregation of Re- 
formed Presbyterians have united with the 
Carlton Street congregation under the ministry 
of the Rey. Stuart Acheson. St. Andrew’s 
Church, Halifax, has received a legacy of 
$8000 from the late Mr. John Gibson. HU tr, 
Ottawa, is hereafter to stand alone with Rev. 
Geo. Dempster as pastor. Chelsea and Cant- 
ley, in the same Presbytery, are united to form 
one charge. 


MANITOBA ITEMS. 


Rey. C. D. Macdonald, late of Thorold, was 
settled at Kildonan under very favourable cir- 
cumstances. It is to be hoped the old mother 
congregation of Kildonan will be able to resist 
the encroachments of the Winnipeg city 
churches. Rev. D. Stalker is callea. it is re- 
ported, to Carberry. Vacancies still abound 
in Manitoba: these are Selkirk, Keewatin, 


‘Treherne, Holland, Minnedosa, Miami, Regina, 


and probably soon Gladstone. The Synodical 
Home Mission Committee met in Winnipeg 
afew days ago. All the members—the con- 
veners of the several Presbyteries—were pre- 
sent. Portage la Prairie S. S. undertook the 
support of a Home Missionary. Other cheer 
ing instances of the same thing were reported. 
The committee took steps to organize the 
Northwestern Church more fully for Home 
Mission work. The matter was referred to 
the Synod, and probably societies for raising 
funds in every congregation, and facilities for 
giving information on Home Missions will be 
the outcome of this movement. Manitoba is 
determined to use every fair means to help 
the work lying at her door. At the late meet- 
ing the names of 41 students from Manitoba 
College were given in willing to do mission 
work for the summer. As each student from 
the east costs upwards of $60, going to and re- 
turning from the North-west, this will be a 
saving to the Home Mission Committee of 
fully $2,500 a year. Much regret is expressed 
at the cutting down of grants from the Aug- 
mentation Fund. This is a sad falling off. 
The Augmentation Fund has done more for 
reorganization of the weak charges, and the 
elevation of the better mission stations than 
any other agency. Surely the church wik. not 
let it suffer. B. 


THE COLLEGES. 


PRESBYTERIAN COLLEGE, MontTreAL: — The 
twenty-fourth session was brought to a close 
on the 3rd of April, with the usual ceremonies. 
The number of studentsin attendance this 
session was 84; eleven completed their curri- 
culum, making the number of alumni 170, 
five of whom are now foreign missionaries. 
From small beginnings, in 1867, the college 
has now attained large proportions. The 
buildings are valued at $170,000; the endow- 
ments amount to $182,231; the library con- 
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tains 10,000 volumes. It is considered desir- 
able to endow atleast two additional chairs 
along with several lectureships and fellow- 
ships. The building requires to be enlarged. 
To provide for all these wants an additional 
sum of $250,000 is required. <A large number 
of prizes were distributed—the gold medal 
being awarded to Mr. W. L. Clay, who gave 


the valedictory address. The names of the 
graduating class are,—Messrs. 8. D. Angel, 
W. L. Clay, B.A., W. A. Cook, C. J. Hastings,

Kwox CoLunce, Toronto :—The annual clos- 
ing exercises took place on the 3rd of April

Rey. Principal Grant addregsed the students 
on lessons to be learned from the life of John 
Knox. He urged the students to live and act 
in the spirit of the Gospel, rather than the 
letter, and spoke of the people who worry 
themselves and others over the use of the 
organ in the service of the Church, and as to 
whether or not they should stand or sit during 
prayer and singing. Some people, he said, 
had the idea that it was divinely ordained 
that only a precentor with acracked voice 
and nasal twang should lead the singing. Re- 
ferring to the recent University fire he said, 
the loss sustained in the death of Prof. Young 
was far greater, because the latter could never 
be replaced. He rejoiced over the esprit de 
corps that was being shown, and the fact that 
the Provincial University was going to rise up 
grander than ever before. His reference to 
his own “slight: difference of opinion” with 
the University authorities regarding confeder- 
ation created some amusement. In the even- 
ing a public meeting was held in St. James’ 
Square Presbyterian Church when addresses 
were delivered by Rev. Dr. Caven, Principal 
Grant. Rey. Dr. Fletcher and others. 
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Obituary. 
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BEV. JAMES Heratp of Medicine Hat, 
@~ in the Presbytery of Regina, died on 
the 5th of March, in the 66th year of his 
age. Mr. Herald was a native of Kirrie- 
muir: Forfarshire, and was educated for the 
ministry at Merischal College, Aberdeen, 
where he was a distinguished student. He 
came to Canada in 1857, and was inducted 
to St. Andrew’s Church, Dundas, in June, 
1858, where he ministered with zeal and 
ability until 1876, when failing health com- 
pelled him to resign. In 1880, he took 
charge of the congregation at Port Arthur 
and Fort William on Lake Superior, where 
he remained five years, doing good work 
for the church. In 1885, he was appointed 
missionary at Medicine Hat. His services 
were highly appreciated, and he was to have 
been inducted just about the time when his 
last illness overtook him. He fell a victim 
to the prevalent influenza and is greatly 
missed by his co-presbyters and by the 
whole community, indeed, who were warmly 
attached to him. 


Rev. James T. Brarr—We record with 
regret the death on March 26th, of one of 
our young ministers, Rev. James T. Blair, 
Greenfield, in the Presbytery of St. John, 
New Brunswick. Myr. Blair was a graduate 
of the Presbyterian College, Halitax. In 
his student days he laboured very success- 
fully as a Catechist in difficult mission fields 
of St. John Presbytery, and indeed over- 
taxed his energies, so that his health was 
seriously impaired. He was ordained and 
appointed to the mission charge of Green- 
field, June 9th, 1887. Thus his ministry 
has been but short ; but he has sown much 
precious seed which we doubt not will bear 
fruit many days hence. Mr. Blair leaves a 
widow and two children. He died of 
pneumonia, after a very short illness, in 
the 36th year of his age. 


Rev. BensAMiIN JoNES, one of our mis- 
sionaries to the Indians in the North-West, 
died on the 18th of February. Mr. Jones 
had been ten years engaged in this mission 
and was the means of doing a great deal of 
good in a quiet way. He was a man of 
sterling integrity, whose faithful and untir- 
ing services were highly valued by the Pres- 
bytery of Regina, in which he laboured. 


Me. Rosert Fiercuer, an elder in Chalmers Church, 
Dunwich, Ont., of twenty years standing, died on the 
20th of November last, aged 67. He wasa native of 
Argyleshire ; a man of wise counsel and consistent de- 
/portment. 


Mr. Daniet McCatium, who had served as an elder 
‘in Willis Church, Oro, or over forty years, died on 
August 29th, at the ripe zge of 80 years. He was a native 
of Paisley, Scotland, and a good man. 


Mr. ARCHIBALD Rep, also an elderin Willis Church, 
Oro, was called hence on February_12th. He was born 
in Islay, Scotland, and came to Canada in 1834. His

Mr. Joun Renton, a pious and efficient elder of St.

His death was peaceful 
and triumphant.

Our Home Rlissions, 


(NOM 
HE Commrirrree for the Western Section 
met in Toronto 25th, 26th March; Rev. 
Dr. Cochrane, Convener, Rev. Dr. Warden, 
Secretary. Claims of Presbyteries for services 
in the mission fields and for augmentation of 
-stipends were ordered to be paid, namely, for 
mission fields $18,554.74, and for augmenta- 
tion $9,078.80. The fund not being sufficient 
to meet the estimates for augmentation, a 
very considerable reduction had to be made 
in the payments for the last six months. Ap- 
pointments were made for missionaries to 
labour during the ensuing summer in the 
different presbyteries of the church—to Quebec 
presbytery, 7; Ottawa, 8; Lanark and Ren- 
frew, 8; Kingston, 14; Toronto, 7; Barrie, 22; 
Bruce, 9; Winnipeg, 16; Brandon, 9; Regina, 
9, and to other presbyteries from three to six 
missionaries a-piece. The whole number 
being 152 missionaries. The Convener re- 
ported having received £150 from the Free 
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Church of Scotland, and £150 from the Pres- 
byterian Church of Ireland.. Dr. Robertson 
reported that upwards of $3,000 had been re- 
ceived from the Maritime Provinces in re- 
sponse to his appeal for the missions in the 
North West. A request from the Presbytery 
of Columbia that the sphere of Dr. Robertson’s 
operations should be extended so as to in- 
clude British Columbia, was agreed to.

“SHE Coumrrren or THE EASTERN SEo- 

TION met onthe 27th March at Truro. 
Additional grants to the amount of $730 
were made to the Trinidad Mission, for the 
purpose of erecting a school-house at Tuna- 
puna and supporting Bible women at various 
stations. 


It being found that the Missionary Society 
of Demerara declines to co-operate with the 
Canadian.Church in the support of a mission- 
ary, the committee came to the conclusion a 
successor to Mr. Gibson should not be ap- 
pointed. Itis to bé hoped that a “‘ Demerara 
Mission” may yet be established, not less 
prosperous and efficient than the Trinidad 
Mission. There are difficulties and obstacles, 
but these will, no doubt, be overcome. Much 
will depend on the good Presbyterians of 
Demerara. Itseemsa pity that the work so 
hopefully progressive under Mr. Gibson should 
be wholly relinquished.

‘[{RROMANGA Rea, Hugh: As Ronen 
writes from Australia, where he had 
gone on a short furlough ; but he was busy as 
usual. He asks friends and societies contribut- 
ing to support teachers in Erromanga to con- 
tinue their kindness, and also to write to him 
briefly as to their intentions. He expresses 
deep gratitude to the many who have aided 
the work in this way. Mr. R. with his wife 
and youngest child (three years old) were to 
leave Sydney for Erromanga about the end of 
April. The New Hebrides Synod will meet at 
Aneityum on the 19th June, and Mr. R. hopes 
to be in the field before that date. Mr. R. 
has done a good deal in visiting congregations 
and Sabbath-schools in Australia during the 
year. Mrs. R. had been seriously ill, but had 
greatly improved. Mr. R. and the children 
were all well. In Erromanga, according to the 
reports received from the teachers and elders, 
the work is going on well. The death rate 
continues high. A number of teachers have 
died since Mr. R. had left the island. Natai, 
the high-chief of the east station, died. Natai 
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was the finest man on the eastern side of the 
island. He had been most helpful to the 
~ missionaries: dnring many years, and they 
will greatly miss him. He was one of the 
men who realized the curse and bondage of 
heathenism and rejoiced in the liberty and 
blessedness of the Gospel. The sum of £145 
sterling has been received from a merchant 
in Glasgow as proceeds of sale of Erromanga 
arrow-root. 


Eratp:—The following is the substance of 
Mr. MacKenzie’s report for 1889. The season 
had been favourable. No hurricane visited the 
island. ‘The health of the mission family was 
good ; but amo: the people the mortality was 
considerable. An attempt had been made to 
form the Erakor side of the island into an in- 
dependent municipality, to be called France- 
ville. But neither Britain nor France acknow- 
ledged the proposed new power, and the danger 
isfor the present over. Much of Mr. Mac- 
Kenzie’s time is devoted to the training of 
teachers, a work indispensable for the future 
prosperity of the mission. There are nine 
teachers and their wives at various stations, 
and there are openings for many more. Mr. 
M. makes grateful mention of Mr. Hingley of 
Oxford, N.S., who supported a young man 
three years and now undertakes to support 
another. A contribution of $!00 had come 
very opportunely to hand as the missionary 
had admitted several young men to the class 
but not knowing whence their support was to 
come. The New 'lestament in Efatese was 
placed in the hands of the people this year. 
For the present the British and Foreign Bible 
Society meets the expense, but the cost will 
be refunded ere long. Nearly 3000 pounds of 
arrowroot were shippedtin the Dayspring, for 
which Mr. M. hopes at least about £100 stg. 
will be received. This isa contribution from 
the natives, andis the largest ever made in 
one year In addition to this they sent to the 
agent of the Church at Halifax, for the Foreign 
Mission Fund £34, 12, 8 sterling. Classes for 
candidates have been kept up regularly. The 
work among the remaining heathen is much 
more hopeful than last year. Meli is now 
regularly visited ; but in the early part of the 
year the opposition was violent, and it had to 
be overcome by patience and tact. The pros- 
pect is that the people of Meli will soon be all 
gathered in. Number of communicants, 158 ; 
Admitted during the year, 26; Baptized, 38 ; 
Candidates under instruction, 40; Population 
of the Christian villages, about 500. 


Esprritu Santo :—Rer. Joseph Annand writes 
under date of January 11th. The missionaries 
greatly enjoy the new arrangement, securing 
a monthly mail, and they hope for its con- 
tinuance. Mr. Annand earnestly asks the 
prayers of the church for a blessing on the 
worx in Santo. At Christmas an entertain- 
ment was provided to attract and amuse the 
people, who viewed with especial delight the 
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magic lantern exhibition. Trials of strength 
and agility and skill were arranged, and prizes 
given which were keenly contended for. The 
work in Santo is in a more hopeful condition, 
although the people are still extremely irregu- 
lar in their attendance on classes and on the: 
Sabbath services. 


Our Hon Rlission. 


SEV. J. Frazer Smith, M.D., has favoured’ 
yo us with the following lines, dated Lin- 
Ching, Jan. 13th. : 


Iam happy tosay that the Recorps you 
sent have beer regularly received, and more 
carefully read and more fully appreciated than 
when in Canada. I know of no better way to 
keep ones sympathies in touch with all the 
departments of the church’s work. We are 
rejoiced to notice signs of continued and ever- 
increasing activity all along the line, and our 
prayer is that God will continue to bless the 
Church which is so dear to our heart, and 
make her more and more a light to the whole. 
world. 

The festive season has come and gone, but 
there was very little to recall pleasant memo-- 
ries of similar occasions at home. We have 
had several weeks of cold weather, but so far 
scarcely any snow and notenough frost to- 
close the river. For the past week or more 


there has been unusual excitement and bustle 


among the Chinese, and a person has only to: 
go down the principal street to realize that 
even the Chinese can be aroused from the dull 
monotony of their daily lives. The one great 
day in the year with every Chinaman, is the 
first day of the first moon. It is a national 
holiday, and all from the Emperor down to 
the beggar, make preparations for several 
weeks previous. The morning of the New 
Year is taken up with friendly calls and New 
year congratulations, while the afternoon and 
evening are spent in feasting, drinking, and 
gambling. The gambling is carried on for 
several days. I have heard it said that the 
Chinese New Year is the only day in the year 
that seems at all like the Sabbath at home, 
once the calling is over almost an oppressive 
stillness settles down on a Chinese city and 
scarcely a sign of life isto be seen. To-day is 
the 23rd day of the 12th moon, the day on 
which the Chinese say ‘‘Tsao Wang,” the god 
who presides over the Kitchen, takes his de- 
parture to the upper world to report the deeds 
of the past year to “ Yu Huang” the ruler of 
heaven. For twelve months there has hung 
in every household throughout this vast Em- 
pire, a rude picture of the “Kitchen God.” 
To-day, amid considerable ceremony and 
exploding of fire crackers this picture is re- 
placed by anew one. The god is supposed to 
take his departure about six o’clock in the 
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evening, so a little before the time the mem- 
bers of the family assemble, and after smear- 
ing the picture all over with molasses, it is 
burnt, and as they say the god goes up in the 
smoke. What is the molasses for? Here the 
Chinese display their wisdom, the molasses is 
tc seal the lips of the god so that he will be 
unable to tell their bad deeds. After an 
absence of seven days “Tsao Wang” is sup- 
posed to return and resume his watchful care 
of éhe kitchen for another vear. “Tsao Wang” 
is the most popular god in China and as a man 
replied when asked the reason why, “ Surely 
you are aware that there is nota manin China 
who can do without food, and how are they 
going to get it if they do not worship the god 
who has full control of the kitchen.” We 
pray that many may soon learn to trust in the 
living God, who is the giver of all good. 

Iwas rather surprised to learn from my 
teacher that the people in Lin-Ching have 
such peculiar ideas of our object in coming to 
this land. The teacher has been with me 
now over a year, and when he came back to 
his home of course he had to call around to 
see all his friends. One day when he returned 
he appeared thoroughly worked up over some- 
tiing’which he was very reluctant to disclose. 
The only way to get any news out of a China- 
man is to let him alone and not ask too many 
questions or, if this fails, let him get the idea 
that you are telling him something in the 
greatest confidence, and very soon he will tell 
you all the confidential things he knows. So 
this day my teacher straightened himself up, 
and cleared his throat, and lowered his voice 
to a whisper and said that the people were 
saying some good things, and also some very, 
very bad things about the foreigners. Many 
believe that the foreigners have come to China 
to make money, and the only reasons they 
have doctors amoung them is in order to buy 
little children and take their eyes and heart 
and send them back for medicine. They fully 
believe that the cellars in the new houses 
built by our American friends are for the ex- 
press purpose of stowing kidnapped children. 
The price paid the people say is thirty ounces 
of silver for a heart, and fifty ounces for a 
pair of eyes. The circulating of such stories 
has caused riots in many places in the past, 
and we feel how careful we must be in all our 
actions. Here we are in the very heart of 
heathendom and surrounded by thousands de- 
graded by sin, and we wish to help them and 
lift them up to a higher plane, but how are we 
to reach them? We may live among them 
for years and meet them day after day on the 
street, and converse with them in the dis- 
pensary or the chapei and after all know 
scarcely anything of their thoughts and feel- 
ings. What with the difficulties of the langu- 
age; a peopleso hard to thoroughly under- 
stand, with scarcely one spiritual conception, 
and so few words in their language to express 
religious ideas, together with,a hoary con- 


servatism which finds its truest ideal in by 
gone ages, and which is opposed to all progress 
in whatever line, you have a pretty good idea 
ot the difficulties the missionaries have to 
face. Were it not that we know thatthe God 
in whom we trust is omnipotent, we would 
often faint and fall, often give up in despair. 
But our trust is in Jehovah God, whose 
promises are yea and amen in Christ Jesus 
our Saviour, and who has said, ‘‘ My word 
shall not return unto me void.” We go into 
Honan (D.V.) on another tour about the first 
of March, and wiil be away six weeks. Will 
not our people at home come forward and hold 
up our hands so that the cause of the Lord 
may prevail.

EY. Joun Morton of Tunapuna, under date 
17th February, says,— 


In December and the early part of January, 
two of my school districts were, to a consider- 
able extent under water, through the river 
Caroni overflowing its banks. Several persons 
were drowned, happily none of our school 
children.. Now all is changed. We have 
cool nights and clear hot days ; and the meteor 
flag of Trinidad (smoke from the chimney of 
sugar factories) is to be seen in all directions. 


On a visit to an outlying settlement lately, 
one man who was supposed to be interested, 
did not attend our service, and the catechrst 
reported that he had become shy, and that 
there was quarreling in his house. When I 
enquired the cause, I received from him this 
reply :—“ I do not know with certainty—per- 
haps his countrymen have compassed him 
about and caused him to fear, or perhaps satan 
has fallen upon him and caused him to doubt, 
or perhaps he has been drinking.” This is not 
a bad summary of the enemies of our work— 
heathenism, satan, and,strong drink,—a three- 
fold conspiracy. Notwithstanding these and 
other enemies, the work of God moves on. Il 
had lately the pleasure of baptizing both the 
parents and five children of one family. The 
father can read the Scriptures in Hindi, and 
is well acquainted with the trnth. He owns a 
small cacao estate and is well and favourably 
known. This made it the more difficult for 
him to break with his countrymen; but the 
serious illness of his wife seems to have been 
blessed to him as weil as to her. 


My district this year is better supplied than _ 


formerly with native agents, to whose training 


I am devoting much time and care. Through 
them the Word of Salvation is carried to every 
corner of the district. What is chiefly needed 
is the work of the Holy Spirit on the hearts of 
the people. For that let there be such 
prayer, that this may bea year of blessing 
and of much fruit. :

“[N a recent number of The Missionary 

Review of the World, Dr. Steel of 
Sydney calls attention to the fact that it 
was fitty years ago, las) November, JouN 
Wituiams fell a martyr on Eromanga- 
Williams had explored group after group of 
the Southern isles, and planted on them 
the standard of the cross. He longed to 
render the same service in the New Heb- 
rides whose tribes were noted for vannibal- 
ism, treachery and cruelty. In the Camden, 
in early November, he sailed from’ Samoa 
with twelve teachers whom he intended to 
leave on such islands as would tolerate 
their presence. 


At Port Resolution, Tanna, they left three 
‘teachers, Mr. Williams regarding the situation 
as full of hope. On the following day, Nov. 20, 
the Camden entered Dillon’s Bay, Eromanga. 
Williams landed with a young friend, Harris, 
who had in view engaging in missionary 
work. Allseemed quiet and hopeful till at 
some distance from the vessel when the 
natives showed their murderous hostility. 
Harris was first struck, and fell into the river. 
Williams as he reached the shore was clubbed 
and slain. No help could be given. The 
bodies of the murdered men were dragged to 
the bush and cooked and eaten. The sad tid- 
ings of Williams’ murder, by the people whom 
he sought to save, reached England in 1840, and 
steps were taken to send missionaries to Ero- 
manga to take possession of the blood-stained 
fields. 'Kven within six months of the tragedy 
at Dillon’s Bay, two Samoan teachers were 
landed there. They had,soon to be removed, 
for the Eromangans were bitterly antagonistic. 
The London Missionary Society sent out 
Nisbet and 'lurner with the hope of introduc- 
ing the Gospel in the New Hebrides ; but after 
a brief and bitter experience of Tanna they 
were transferred to Samoa. Thus fifty years 
ago the first efforts were made to sow the good 
seed of the Kingdom in the New Hebrides. 
The record of the wonderful work of John 
Williams, and the story of his tragic death 
soon reached Nova Scotia. The Rev. John 
Geddie’s heart was stirred with a hallowed de- 
termination to tell the glad tidings of salvation 
to perishing cannibals. His zeal was con- 
tagious. A majority of the Synod sanctioned 
his proposal to begin a mission in the South 
Seas. His own services were offered and ac- 
cepted. Ministers and people ralllied to his

assistance and followed him with their ardent 
prayers. In November, 1846, he left Halifax 
for Boston on his way to the Pacitic. No 
railways, no “ pullman cars,” no steamers, no 


“short lines” were then availabie, and our 
pioneer missionary with his family had to 
endure the fearful batter with the elements so 
inevitable when rounding Cape Horn. It 
was a six montks’ voyage trom Sostou to the 
Sandwich Islands—an eight months lapse of 
time from Halifax to Honolulu,—a distance 
now accomplished in about three weeks! 
From the Sandwich Islands Mr. Geddie pro- 
ceeded to Samoa. From Samoato Aneityum, 
the most southerly island of the New Hebrides 
group. He found a Roman Catholic mission of 
eight priests and eight lay brothers at work 
there. But these soon left the island, and no 
trace of their workremained. In the previous 
year, on the Island of Efaté, where our mission 
is now prosperous and all is peace, a fearful 
tragedy occurred. A ship, the British Sovereign, 
was wrecked. The natives at first appeared 
friendly, but in a short time the whole twenty- 
one without exception were murdered and 
eaten! This is the island on which our Donald 
Morrison so gallantly broke ground, and where 
our Mackenzie is toiling on so faithfully to- 
day. 

Dr. Geddie’s position was for a time pecul- 
iarly trying. Unwavering trust in God and 
indomitable courage were surely needed when 
all around were savage cannibals eager for 
their prey. Probably no spot on earth was more 
degraded, more fully given up to cruelty and 
wickedness than Aneityum when Dr. Geddie 
commenced his work there. But his devotion, 
his zeal, his loving toil soon told with power- 
ful effect. He quickly mastered the language 
of the people, and then he told them the story 
of the crucified Saviour. Reformation was 
speedy and general. Aid came in the person 
of Rev. John Inglis. The island was completely 
evangelized. In 1872 Dr. Geddie died. The 
Aneityumese were the first of the Papuan 
race converted to the religion of Christ. There 
are now churches on thirty islands of the New 
Hebrides group, and the light is kindled year 
by year on additional isles, justifying the hope 
that ere long the whole shall be occupied.— 
Eromanga isdominated by Christian converts. 
The sons of the men who killed John Williams 
are obedient to the Gospzl. Tanna which was 
long noted for the cruelty, dishonesty, treachery 
and savagery of its people is now learning the 
law an i love of Christ. Itis a high honourto our 
Church to be so closely associated with the 
triumphs of the Gospel in these islands. 
Several years must elapse before the jubilee of 
our connection with the New Hebrides; and 
it is likely that by 1898 the group will be al- 
mosi wnolly evangelized. The work is happily 
going on with accelerated rapidity. Let us 
aid with our prayers, and with such a measure 
of co-operation as we can give.

AERIOA, we mean, has added another to 
eo the long lst of noble martyrs for the 
cause of Christ. Alexander MacKay, the 
hero of Uganda, has fallen at his post, not 
by the spear of the blood-thirsty native, 
though he was often in danger of that—but 
by the fell destroyer, malarial fever. MacKay 
was the son of a Scotch minister, was edu- 
cated as a civil engineer, and was so 
employed at Berlin when the Church Mis- 
sionary Society first established its mission 
on Lake Victoria Nyanza. He was one of 
the original party who went out to Uganda 
in 1876, and in that district he remained 
till he died. His life was frequently 
threatened by Mwanga, the successor of the 
famous King Mtesa, mentioned by Stanley 
in his earlier explorations as having become 
¢ convert to Christianity ! On the breaking 
out of the rebellion in that country, MacKay 
was compelled to leave Uganda and take 
ip his residence at the south end of Lake 
Nyanza. When Mwanga himself was ex- 
tled he was glad to seek the advice and 
assistance of the missionary whom he had 
formerly persecuted, and largely through his 
means regained his kingdom. MacKay was 
aman of rare intelligence and indomitable 
perseverance. He abandoned a lucrative 
profession that he might preach the Gospel 


in Africa. He was a true hero, and his 
death is lamented as a heavy loss to the 
missionary cause. 


CAN IT BE DONE ? 


Tue Rev. J. L. Stevens of the Presbytery 
ot Athens, in the Synod of Georgia, U.S., 
has just issued a circular “ to the officers 
and members of all the Evangelical Churches 
of the world,” in which he pleads for a 
combined effort on the part of Christendom 
to give the Gospel to the whole Heathen, 
Mohammedan, and Jewish populations of 
the world in the next ten years, The 
probability is, he says, that if the Protestant 
churches of the world would make their 
contributions five times as much as they 
now are, that is to say, some sixty millions 
of dollars annually, instead of twelve millions 
as at present, the end could be accomplished. 
Instead of six thousand missionaries, male 
and female, there could then be sent thirty 
thousand. Instead of each missionary hav- 
ing to look after 176,000 heathens, the 
average would be reduced to 33,000 persons 
to each missionary. Instead of each Pro- 
testant communicant doling out one cent 
per Sabbath, as at present, all that would 
be required to furnish the means for this 
grand campaign would be a contribution 
from each communicant of five cents per 
Sabbath. There is nothing either new or 
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extravagant in Mr. Stevens’ appeal. Similar 
calculations have been made and published 
over and over again. In every instance the 
success or failure of the proposal has been 
limited, as Mr. Stevens limits it, by the 
qualifying little particle “if.” What we 
have to say about it, is that the subject is well 
worthy of serious consideration. All this, 
and much more, may be accomplished within 
the next ten years “IF the Lord will.”

In Rome—TuHE VATICAN PALACE. 


"[{HIS immense pile of buildings adjoin- 


| ing St. Peter’s is at once the official 
residence of the head of the Roman Catholic 
Church, the fountain-head of ecclesiastical 
authority,* and a repository of the largest 
and most valuable collection of art-treasures 
and antiquities in the world. The length 
of the main building is 1151 feet, and its 
breadth, 767 feet. It is many stories in 
height, and is said to contain 11,000 
chambers. The small part of it occupied 
by the Pope is never seen except by those 
who are admitted to special audiences, and 
is very plainly furnished. The famous 
Vatican Library occupies a fine suite of 
rooms, one of which is 1000 feet long. The 
collection of printed books, though very 
valuable, is comparatively small, not ex- 
ceeding 100,000 volumes. But there isa 
large collection of rare manuscripts—25,000, 
it is said, Among these are many ancient 
versions of the Bible, in the Hebrew, 
Syriac, Arabic and Armenian languages. 
One of theseis so large it requires two men to 
carry it, and so valuable, that its weight in 


*Tue VaticaN CounciL is the name given to the last 
cecumenical Council of the Roman Catholic Church, held 
in St. Peter’s, Rome, Dec. 8th, 1869, to October 29th, 
1879,.and which adjourned sine die in consequence of the 
interruption caused by the Franco-Prussian war, im- 
mediately after the passage of the decree on Papal 
Infallibility. The attendance was the largest known in 
the history of councils, numbering 764 delegates. THE 
Sacrep CoLLEGE oF CarpINaLs, when full, consists of 
six Cardinal Bishops, fifty Cardinal Priests, and four- 
teen Cardinal Deacons—seventy in all. It performs, as 
a body, only one function—that of electing the Pope, 
who must be an Italian and at least fifty-five years old. 
The administration of the laws and usages of the church 
devolves upon the ‘‘ CoNGREGATIONS,”’ or committees of 
Cardinals, eleven in number, named after the different 
departments to which their jurisdiction extends, as for

gold has been offered for it. The Picture 
Galleries are remarkable for their magnifi- 
cent embellishments and the rare excellence 
of some of the paintings. Raphael's “TRANS: 
FIGURATION” is considered the greatest 
painting not only in Rome, but in the 
world. It is a double picture, representing 
two distinct occurrences described by three 
of the evangelists. The upper half pourtrays 
our Lord floating in the air—Moses and 
Elijah on either side—Peter, James, and 
John prostrate on the mount. You must 
study this picture Bible in hand, to see 
what a faithful translation it is of the 
original. Mark the radiant figure of the 
Saviour, the ineffable grace depicted in His 
countenance, His raiment “white and glister- 
ing ;” the angelic expression of adoration 
given the two heavenly visitants, contrasted 
with the dazed appearance of the disciples 
awaking from their heavy slumber and with 
their hands shading their eyes from the in- 
sufferable brightness. Then, at the foot of 
the mountain, examine that other wonderful 
group. See the vacant, unearthly stare of 
the lunatic boy, the imploring faces of his 
parents, who brought him to the disciples, 
—‘‘and they could not cure him!” One 
is turning over the pages of the Book of the 
Law, but no help is there, while another, 
with uplifted hand points to the glorified 
Redeemer—the Great Physician, Here, too, 
are weeping females, contemptuous Jewish 
rabbi, learned scribes, and supercilious, 
self-righteous pharisees. It is a wonderful 
picture. Dr. Schaff calls it ‘the sublimest 
conception of human genius, which, multi- 
plied in tens of thousands of copies, will 
continue to preach to admiring beholders 
in all the earth the best sermon on this 
supernatural event.” It is Raphael’s master- 
piece—his last work. He died before it 
was fully completed, aged only thirty-seven ! 
This picture was carried off by Napoleon to 
Paris, and, for a short time, adorned the 
walls of the Louvre, but when the time of 
retribution came it was restored to its 
original owners, Another painting in the 
Vatican, almost equally celebrated, is the 
‘‘Last Communion of St. Jerome” by 
Domenichino, i which angels are hovering 
over the scene, waiting to waft the spirit 
of the dying saint from his bed on the cold 
ground to his mansion in the skies. The 
Sistine Chapel, of which so inuch has been 
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written and which is associated with so 
many of the great ceremonies of the church, 
is a large and very gloomy hall, chiefly in- 
teresting to strangers from the grotesque 
painting of “The Last Judgment” by 
Michael Angelo, which covers one of the 
walls, in which the Judge of all the earth, 
angels, prophets, martyrs, saints and sinners 
are depicted in wonderful confusion. The 
dead are rising out of their graves. Oid 
Charon is ferrying some across the dark 
river. Some are falling headlong into the 
lake of fire, while others are flying through 
the air to their appropriate place in heaven. 
The museum—I dare not say a word about 
it, except that it is an endless maze of 
splendid statuary, and of monumental 
tablets and other antiquities — Roman, 
Grecian, and Hegyptian, of surpassing in- 
terest and of priceless value, 


Missionary Cabinet. 


GEORGE WHITEFIELD—EVANGELIST AND 
FIELD-PREACHER.* 


"ELDOM have there been concentrated 
in ohe man so many qualities that are 
associated with the ideal evangelist as were 
united in this gifted preacher. In person 
he was above the middle size, well propor- 
tioned, graceful in his movements, having 
a fine manly countenance and a wonderful 
voice. He was a born orator, but one who 
studied his sermons with constant care both 
as to the subject matter of discourse and 
the style of delivery. The natural volume 
of his voice was such that thirty thousand 
people could hear distinctly every word he 
uttered, yet it was sweet and musical, and 
under perfect control. His fertility of 
illustration was as remarkable as it was 
spontaneous—the most ordinary incidents of 
every day life being used with consummate 
skill and irresistible effect. 
George Whitefield was born in Gloucester, 
England, in December, 1714. His grand- 
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who continued the same business. His sur- 
roundings were, therefore, not of the most 
favourable discription, though he says his 
mother was careful of his education, and 
eventually persuaded him to go to Oxford, 
Here he met with the Wesleys, joined the 
famous ‘‘ Holy Club,” whose rules he ob- 
served rigourously, and after a severe con- 
flict was the first, it is said, of the ‘‘ Oxford 
Methodists” to profess conversion. He fell 
into ill-health and returned to Glouscester, 
where his:devout piety attracted the notice 
of Bishop Benson, who ordained him as a 
deacon in 1836, at the age of twenty-one. 
He returned to Oxford, took his degree of 
B.A., and began the work of an evangelist. 
During two succeeding years he preached 
in London, Bath, Bristol and other places, 
and at once rose into prominence as a pulpit 
orator. Immense multitudes attended upon 
him everywhere. He received an appoint- 
ment to an English parish, but being invited 
to join the Wesleys, who had gone out as 
missionaries to Georgia, he went to London 
to consult with his friends. He preached 
in the metropolis with wonderful power 
and success to crowded assemblies. So 
great was the fame of his eloquence that on 
Sunday mornings, long before day, the 
streets were filled with people going to hear 
him with lanterns in their hands. He 
finally resolved to go to America, but did 
not sail until December, 1737, reaching 
Georgia just as John Wesley was returning 
to England. At the end of three months 
Whitefield found it necessary to return to 
England also that he might receive ordina- 
tion to priest’s orders. In the meantime 
the Wesleys were preaching very earnestly 
the doctrine of justification by faith ; the 
separation of the ‘‘ Methodists as a new sect 
was daily becoming more inevitable, and 
Whitefield, maintaining his intimacy with 
them, received a cold reception from the 
‘“‘ churchmen,” and was excluded from most 
of the parochial pulpits. He busied him- 
self preaching in such churches as still re- 
mained open to him, and in visiting and

wholly neglected, “as ignorant and savage 
as heathens.” He had no lack of hearers. 
His audiences increased till they reached 
20,000 persons. ‘The first discovery of 
their being affected,” says Whitefield, “‘ was 
by seeing the white gutters made by their 
tears, which plentifully fell down their 
black faces.” He now began his career as 
an itinerant evangelist. He visited Wales 
and gave an impulse to the revival move- 
ment that had already commenced there. 
He was invited to Scotland by the 
““Seceders,” and acecrdingly we find him 
at Dunfermline, in the house of Ralph 


Erskine, the most liberal-minded man of| 


them all. What would the Seceders have 
Whitefield to do? Must he sign the 
solemn league and Covenant? Well, 
“not until he got more light.” But he 
was told that he must confine his preaching 
to the Secession church, because, forsooth, 
they were “the Lord’s people.” But 
Whitefield thought the Devil's people had 
Tar more need to be preached to, and so 
the conference terminated in an open 
tupture—the itinerant preacher being de- 
nounced as an emissary of Satan. But he 
went on yreaching in Scotland, as elsewhere, 
in whatever pulpit he found open to him, 
in the fields and in the market-places, 
multitudes gathering around him who were 
swept along by ‘the gushing tide of his 
oratory.” He visited all the large towns 
and was presented with the freedom of the 
cities of Edinburgh, Glasgow, Aberdeen 
and other places. From Scotland he went 
agagn to Wales, where he married a widow 
lady, Mrs. Elizabeth James. But his 
marriage was not a happy one, and the 
death of his wife is said to have “set his 
mind at liberty.” In 1744, he embarked a 
third time for America, where he preached 
without intermission for three years and 
then returned to his native country with a 
shattered constitution. The Countess of 
Huntingdon took him by the hand, appoint- 
ed him one of her chaplains, and supported 
his cause by building and endowing 
chapels, and by erecting a college for train- 
ing young men for the ministry of the 
‘“‘Calvinistic Methodist Church.” It may 
be mentioned here that a sharp contention 
had arisen between Whitefield and John 
Wesley.in regard to the doctrines of elec- 
tion and free-will, which led to a temporary 


alienation, but as the two men really loved 
each other and respected their differences 
of opinion on these matters, a reconciliation 
soon took place, although Whitefield con- 
tinued to the end of his life an avowed 
Calvinist, while Wesley held as tenaciously 
his Arminian views. 

Seven times in all Whitefield visited 
America. Thrice he visited Scotland, and 
Ireland twice, ‘‘ with a cathohcity as broad 
as the Gospel, he gave his wonderful 
labours to%J1 denominations.” These un- 
remitting labours made him prematurely an 
old man. He died suddenly at Newbury- 
port, New England, on the 29th of Septem- 
ber, 1770, and was buried in front of the 
pulpit of the Presbyterian church in which 
he had intended to preach on the 30th. It 
is said that his preaching melted the great 
Jonathan Edwards to tears. Benjamin 
Franklin went to hear him in Philadelphia 
and was captivated. Perceiving that White- 
field would finish his eloquent address with 
‘“a collection” he had resolved beforehand 
to give him nothing. But as the orator 
went on pleading for an Orphan Asylum at 
Savannah, he gradually began to relent, 
and concluded to give what coppers he had 
in his pocket; another stroke of oratory 
made him resolve to give him all his silver 
coin; and the speaker wound up with such 
thrillmg eloquence that old Ben actually 
emptied his pockets wholly into the collect- 
ing dish—gold and all. 


Preshyterianism on the Leaivie. 


CALGARY.* 


TN the year 1882, from a small settlement 

on the banks of the Bow River went 
forth a request to the authorities of the 
Presbyterian Church in Winnipeg for supply 
of religious services. ‘The settlement was 
then known as Fort Cal-garry, and was a 
trading point into which converged wide- 
drawn interests connected with the North- 
West Mounted Police, the Hudson’s Bay 
Co., andthe American firm of J. G. Baker 
& Co.; followed by the development of 
ranching and then by the Railway. In 
the spring of 1883, Rev. Angus Robertson, 


*From the book kept by the Presbytery, entitled 
“ Record of the Congregations and Mission Stations of 
the Presbytery of Calgary.”’ 
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of Knox College, Toronto, was sent out by 
the Home Mission Board to this distant 
district; the town consisting at that time of 
afew log huts and tents on the east side of 
the Elbow River. Leaving the railway at 
the “End of the Track,” 250 miles away, 
Mr. Robertson finished his journey by trail, 
and commenced work in June—his being 
the first regular appointment bya church to 
a mission among the white population of the 
Calgary district. At the same time, it should 
be noted that other missionaries had already 
proclaimed the Cross; especially must the 
name of the McDougalls, father and son, of 
the Methodist denomination, be referred to 
with approbation. <A large audience was 
present at Mr. Robertson’s first Sunday’s 
service, which was held in Messrs. J. G. 
Baker & Co’s old store. After that the 
hospital of the N. W. M. Police was made 
use of for services, and later, in conjunction 
with the Methodist denomination, a large 
canvas tent. Then a piece of land compris- 
ing four lots having been granted by Capt. 
Stewart, a church was erected the same fall, 
being the first built by any denomination 
in Calgary for services among the white 
population, It was a frame building 22x 
36, accommodating 110 people, and costing 
about $1100. On November 21st, 1883, the 
congregation was formally organized and the 
first communion celebrated, fourteen par- 
ticipating. The name of Knox Church was 
agreed upon, and at an early date thereafter 
a constitution and by-laws were drawn up, 
elders, managers, and other office-bearers 
appointed, and so the cause was fairly 
launched, In March, 1884, the congregation, 
following the westward direction of growth, 
moved the church across the Elbow River 
to a site given by the North-West Land Co. 
The final service in this church was con- 
ducted oy Mr. Robertson, then stationed at 
Pine Creek, on Nov. 13th, 1887. 

In June, 1885, Rev. J. C. Herdman, B.D., 
formerly pastor of St. Andrew’s Church, 
Campbellton, New Brunswick, was sent out by 
the H. M. Board of the Presbyterian Church. 
His field of labour included at that time the 
country south to High River, east to Gleichen, 
and west to Canmore. On July 21st, 1886, the 
foundation-stone of a new church was well and 
truly laid by Lady McDonald, wife of the 
Premier of the Dominion, in presence of a 
large concourse. The building thus aus- 
piciously commenced, was completed the next 
year, and formally opened for divine service 


on the 20th November, 1887. The officiating 
ministers were the Rev. Dr. Robertson, Super- 
intendent of Presbyterian Missions; Rev. J. F. 
Betts, of the Methodist Church; and Rev. C. 
B. Pitblado, of St. Andrew’s Church, Winnipeg. 
On the 19th of June, 1887, over eighty delegates 
of the General Assembly which had just con- 
cluded its session in Winnipeg, spent a Sunday 
in Calgary on their way to the Pacific Coast. 
The services were held that day in “ Boynton 
Hall,” the largest building in town, and were 
conducted by Rey. Dr. Burns, Moderator 
of the Assembly, ana Principal Grant of 
Queen’s. The communion of the Lord’s Sup- 
per was participated in on the occasion by 
both delegates and congregation, and formed a 
fitting sequel to the Assembly’s labours and 
deliberations. 


In February, 1886, the congregation had 
ceased to ask aid from the Home Mission 
Committee, and for some time occupied the 
somewhat unique position of a self-sustaining 
mission-charge. Finally they decided to ex- 
ercise their calling privileges, and on the Sth of 
September, 1888, Mr. Herdman was settled 
over them as pastor. This congregation 
is as yet the only one within the bounds of 
the Presbytery of Calgary not drawing aid 
either from Home Mission or Augmentation 
Fund. ‘The office-bearers include 4 elders, 3 
trustees, 10 members onthe Board of Manage- 
ment, 13 teachers and officers in the Sunday 
School; the congregation numbers 108 com- 
municants and about 90 families. The church 
is 44 x 72 in dimensions; is seated for about 
330; is heated with furnaces and lighted with 
electricity. It includes also a basement 9ft. 
in height, the whole size of the building, a 
vestry, choir and pulpit platform, and two 
vestibules. The material is freestone from 
local quarries, the style of the building gothic, 
and the cost of erection about $8000, for which 
sum the congregation has secured one of the 
finest public buildings between Winnipeg and 
the Pacific Coast. 


Norn.—In answer to your questions it may 
be added that ‘the Rockies” are about sixty 
miles from Calgary and in good view. Some 
seasons wheat is a good crop here; but, on the 
whole, not to be depended on too much.

BY next Assembly there will be nearly 
“70 ministers on this fund, and this 
would require about $14,000 to pay the 
paltry allowance of $200 a year, whereas 
only about $11,000 were received in 1889. 
Why is it necessary? Because the salaries 
of most of our ministers have not been 
adequate to meet the expenses of their 
position, and to lay up anything for old age 


and retirement. In several cases, for over 
twenty years of excessive toil, their salaries 
only averaged from $400 to $600 a year 
while having to keep a horse and support 
a family. And when their salaries were 
larger in towns and cities, their expenses 
greatly increased by rents, fuel, and aiding 
the poor, etc., so that several have had to 
spend from $5,000 to $10,000 beyond their 
salaries to meet the expenses of their posi- 
tion; and that while devoting their whole 
time and strength to the work of the 
church, and being amongst the hardest 
toilers and most successful workers in the 
country—working from 12 to 15 hoursa 
day for 40 to 50 years, after a severe course 
of preparatory study of from seven to ten 
years ; and then gathering in several thou- 
sands into the membership of the church, 
besides laying the foundations of many of 
the present congregations. Some of these 
men might have madea large amount of 
money or property, had they turned aside 
from their proper work to deal in real estate 
as some have done. But they ‘feared 
that their usefulness would be impaired 
thereby, and were more anxious to pro- 
mote the Divine glory than to make 
money. And are they to be allowed to 
suffer because of their conscientiousness, 
after devoting their whole lives to the ad- 
vancement of the Presbyterian church in 
Canada? Isit right for the wealthy men 
of our church to allow such a state of 
things to exist? Has not the King of Zion 
laid the duty of advancing his cause equally 
upon all his people? Should not all Chris- 
tians realize that all they have belongs to 
Christ, and should be used in such a way 


as best to promote his glory? The Great 
Head of the church made ample provision 
for his servants under the old dispensation, 
who had far less work to do, and that only 
for 30 years. And He identifies Himself 
with his servants still, and enjoins on his 
people to properly sustain them, and 
promises his special blessing to those who 
honour Him in his servants,—1 Cor. 9, 1-14. 

When they devoted themselves to the work 
of the ministry they did not expect wealth, 
but they had a right to expect that their ex- 
penses would be met, and that they would be 
able to lay up a modest competence for old 
age. But in many cases this has not been 
realized. Nearly forty years ago, regulations 
were made by the Aged Ministers’ Fund Com- 
mittee that $10.00 per year of service should be 
paid to ministers on the fund,—that is, after 
40 years of service or more, each annuitant 
should receive $400 per annum. But the com-- 
mittee have never had the means to pay this 
very moderate sum. 

In order to insure that annuity of $10.00 per 
year of service, we require a capital fund of 
over $200,000 besides the yearly contributions 
of congregations, and the yearly rates of 
the ministers. This sum would only yield 
about $10,000 a year, whereas the committee 
need over $20,000 to pay even $300 per annum 
to, say, 70 ministers in future. The ministers 
should pay on an average at least $8 or $9 
rate per annum, which would yield about 
$5,000 a year. Then if the attention of all the 
congregations were called to the duty of con- 
tributing to this fund yearly, we might expect 
from $5,000 to $7,000 from that source. We 
should not rest until we have $25,000 for 
yearly annuities; thatis more than twice as 
much as we havenow. The General Assembly 
has sanctioned the raising of a capital of at 
least $200,000, but as yet the agent, Rev. Wm. 
Burns, has scarcely obtained the one-fourth 
of this amount in subscriptions, and only a 
very small amount in cash. There need be 
no difficulty for our church to raise $200,000 
or even $300,000 for this fund,—if our wealthy 
men take the lead and contribute as God has 
prospered them. One member in the Kastern 
Provinces contributed $20,000 to the fund in 
the east, and we believe a gentleman in the 
Western Section of the church has promised 
to give $20,000 when the committee shall have 
raised $200,000. Now, ten of our men each 
giving $20,000 would provide the sum first . 
named; twenty, $10, 000; or forty, $5,000. Surely 
we have for ty rich men who would contribute 
the amount, and then others supplement it by 
$2,000, $1,000, $500, $100, etc., till we reach 
$300,000, and thus make the matter secure. 
Surely we have 2,000 or more wealthy men 
who could easily contribute the whole of this 
amount to be paid in three or four yearly in- 
stalments. ALPHA.

IN FIFTY YEARS. 


Fifty years ago there was but one line of 
railroad in this country, and that but five 
hundred miles long. There was no such thing 
known as palace cars, sleeping-cars, vestibule 
cars or dining-cars. We knew nothing of 
electricity as either a motor or illuminator, 
or a medium for sending messages; we knew 
nothing of anesthetics in surgery; we knew 
nothing of the spectroscope, with its wonder- 
ful unveiling of the physical constitution of 
the stars; we knew nothing of those giant 
explosives like dynamite and nitro-glycerine 
or giant powder that are revolutionizing 
modern science in the globe with their great 
powers of destruction and their force in the 
removal of the masses of debris. We knew 
nothing of the sewing-machine, one of the 
most important improvements of modern days. 
The ladies ‘had no sewing-machines fifty 
years ago, and when you remember that a 
sewing-machine represents the work of two 
hundred and fifty women, and can do three 
thousand stitches in a single minute, you will 
see what means this one indication of the 
vast and rapid accumulations and acceleration 
of the human energies in these latter days. 
When you think that fifty years ago there 
was no such thing as photography known, 
with all the twenty methods of reduplicating 
pictures by the aid of sunlight that now en- 
gross the attention of the artistic world, you 
will get another insight into the marvellous 
progress of this day. 

What I say this for, beloved, is this; that 
I may enable you to feel what vast results 
ought to be accomplished within the time of 
your life, with all these million springs which 
your Christian endeavour must touch, and 
which you can utilize and sanctify for Christ. 
The probability is, that the next ten years 
will show discoveries, inventions, and the 
mastery of the elements of more importance, 
in some respects, than the fifty years that 
have preceded. 

With these magnificent appliances before 
us, everything is moving, not at the rate of 
the old stage-coach or elephant team, but even 
beyond the speed of steam, with the rapidity 
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of lightning, which Robert McKenzie says, in 
his grand book on the Nineteenth Century, 
represents the first of the last inventions of 
man, for, ashe says, for once man has touched 
the highest summit of possible invention. 
There can be no transmission of intelligence 
that is more immediate than instantaneous ; 
and it may be one indication of the approach- 
ing beginning of the end, that in one inven- 
tion, at least, man has struck that principle 
of transmission of messages which cannot be 
exceeded for celerity, or rapidity, or accuracy 
by any method or agent known or unknown ; 
for such a thing is inconceivable.— Talmage.

It is a proper one, for 
we know not what we should pray for as we 
ought, Rom. 8:26.. V. 2. Say—In Matt. 
Jesus said “After this manner” pray, ete. 
showing that the Lord’s prayer was intended 
both as a form of prayer, and as a model for 
other prayers. Our Father—God is the Father 
of all, as Creator, Preserver and Protector, but 
he is so, in a peculiar sense, to all true lovers 
of Christ, Rom. 8:14-17. In heaven—Comp. 
Deut. 4:39, 1 Kings 8:32,34. Hallowed—May 
Thy name be the object of awe, love and ad- 
oration, John 12:28. Thy Kingdom come—In 
men’s hearts, bringing their wills in harmony 
with God’s will,in the world, by the final 
triumph of Righteousness, comp. Luke 17: 21, 
2Tim.4:1. Thy will be done—Implying not 
simply resignation to all that God sends us, 
but the conviction that this Divine willis 
perfectly loving and righteous, 1 Thess. 4:3, 
2 Pet. 3:9, and for our good, if we truly love 
God, Rom. 8:28. The law of God is perfectly 
obeyed in Heaven, may it be as fully obeyed 
onearth. V.3. Day by day—In Matt. “ this 
day,’ which in connection with the words 
“ Give us,” indirectly teaches the duty of daily 
family worship. Bread—needed for our bodily 
wants, Ps. 146:7 and also the Bread of Life, 
food of the soul, Matt.4:4. V.4. Forgive— 
In Matt. 6:12,the word “debts,” is used in- 
stead of “sins.” Everv sin is adebt to the 
Justice of God, which we can never pay. But

1:8-9. If we do not forgive wrongs done unto 
us, we have not realized the amount of the 
debt we ourselves owe to God, Matt.

Lead us not, etc.—Temptations and trials often 
meet us, but they are not desirable. If-pos- 
sible, may they be kept from us. Jesus him- 
self prayed thus; Matt. 26:39. Deliver us from 
evl—or ‘‘from the Evil One.” It may be ihat 
the recollection of Satan’s part in the Tempta- 
tion in the wilderness, suggested this clause, 
Comp. Matt. 18:19, 1 John 2:13-14. To be 
delivered from the “ Wicked One,’ is to be 
safe, 1 Pet.5:8. But we also pray to be de- 
~ livered from the various evils and trials which 
constantly beset us. It will be noticed that 
Luke omits the doxology,with which Matthew 
concluded this prayer. The variations be- 
tween this prayer and the one in Matt. show 
that whilst the words might be different, yet 
we aie to pray for the same things.

son, who, instead of accepting the decision of 
the law of Moses as to the division of inherit- 
ances, wanted more than his legal share, 
Deut. 21:17. V.14. Who made me a judge— 
The claim could be decided by a magistrate, 
Jesus held no such office. Hehad come to 
preach the Gospel, to attend to the spiritual 
not the temporal interests of men. But, as his 
custom was, Matt. 19:13, he profits by this 
incident, to give a great moral lesson. V. 15. 
Covetousness—that is the sin which consists 
in entertaining an unlawful desire for the 
property of others, or for wealth beyond our 
needs, Ex.

Common sense alone would teach beholders, 
that He who worked such a miracle, could not 
in this be a violator of God’slaw. In them—coine 
—implying that the works of Jesus were of 
man and not of God, Comp. Johnd: 16,17, also 
that the Lord would do his bidding, which was 
presumptuous. V. 15. Hypocrite—trying to 
destroy his neighbor with his mouth, Prov. 
11:9. The ruler knew well that the law com. 
manded works of mercy, much more laborious 
than the one Jesus had done, without making 
any reserve about the Sabbath day, Deut. 
22:4, Luke 14:15. V.16. Satan—As God 
suffers wicked men to injure others, thus he 
suffers the devil to do so, but only for a time, 
Rev. 2:10, 20:10. V.17. His adversaries— 
There were others, besides the ruler, who were 
opposed to Jesus, but finding themselves in 
the minority, they were reduced to silence. 
The common people heard him gladly. The 
rulers hated him, fearing that he was destroy- 
ing their popularity, John 7:48, 49. From this 
lesson it appears that the Lord’s day is not to 
be spent in idleness. In it, works of necessity, 
2 Cor. 23:38, and of mercy, Luke 6:9, are 
lawful. Visiting the sick and comforting the 
afflicted, Jas. 1:27, helping the needy, teach- 
ing the knowledge of Christ to young and old, 
studying Scripture—all these are not only law- 
ful but praiseworthy Sabbath occupations.

COTLAND :—Our obituary list is un- 
usually heavy. Within four or five 
days, there passed away five ministers, all very 
suddenly. D. McLaren, a college friend of our 
own, and for 27 years the Parish Minister of 
Houston, conducted the usual service at noon, 
descended the pulpit stairs without attracting 
attention to the illness which had begun even 
then, and within two hours he had ceased to 
breathe. The Rev. Peter Thomson, of Greenock, 
well known in Halifax, N.S., preached on 
Monday evening, returned home at 10 o’clock. 
At 2 a.m. he was heard to moan, and in a few 
moments he was gone. Both these brethren 
were apparently in their usual vigorous 
health, giving no signs of approaching death. 
.. Rey. Alex. Cusin, of Free Lady Glenorchy’s, 
Edinburgh, a competitor for the chair gained 
by Dr. Dods, died suddenly at Bridge of Allan, 
of influenza. He had agreed (D. V.) to deliver 
the next course of Cunningham Lectures. 
The Revs. Dr. Edgar, of Mauchline, and M. 
Milroy, of Dreghorn, were also called sud- 
denly. How these enforce the Lord’s charge 
to be ‘always ready’! . . Dr. Norman McLeod, 
of St. Stephen’s, Edinburgh - cousin of the late 
Dr. Norman McLeod, of the Barony, has been 
nominated to the first charge ini the High 
Church, Inverness—not Rev, Gavin Lang. On 
account of some unseemly scenes at the elec- 
tion of ministers to parish churches, it has 
been proposed that the-election be conducted 
by ballot. . . Langholm receives $400,000 
from the estate of the late Mr. Hope, of New 
York, a native of Langholm, we believe. There 
is every prospect now of the restoration of the 
Abbey at Linlithgow, avery ancient structure, 
dating from the 15th century, and no doubt 
the place of worship of many of the Scottish 
Kings and Queens. The church is a beautiful 
specimen ot the latest Scottish Gothic... 
Notice has been given in one of the Presby- 
teries of the Church of Scotland, of an overture 
to introduce a partial Liturgy for the use of 
ministers and people in the public worship of 
the sanctuary... . The students in the Free 
Church College, Edinburgh, report that there 
has never been a more orthodox session than 
this. At the celebration of the semi-jubilee of 
the ministry of the Rev. Thos. Somerville, 
M.A., of Blackfriars, Glasgow (formerly of 
Victoria, B.C.), a purse of $2000 was presented 
to him by many friends and well-wishers. 
The Rev. Mr. Anderson of Old Calabar, the 
father of the U. P. Mission, is at home, and 
would probably have been nominated for the 
Moderatorship of the Synod, but for the sad 
necessity of an operation for cataract. Dr. 
Cameron is to move in the House of Commons 


Eneauanp :—The Presbyterian Church of 
England has 11 Presbyteries, 287 congrega- 


tions, 10 preaching stations and 64,024 com- 


municants. It has a Theological College in 
London, and supports one of the most 
successful missions in China, partly on the 
mainland with Swatow and Amoy for principal 
stations, and partly in the southern part of the 
Island of Formosa, where there are upwards 
of 1000 native communicants. The Synod met 
in St. George’s Church, Myrtle Street, Liver- 
pool, on the 28th of April, Rev. John Thomson, 
of Newcastle-on-Tyne, Moderator....Rev. John 
McNeill officiated at the opening of the New 
Central Hall, Holborn, which is to be used for 
evangelistic services. His own congregation 
in Regent Square has changed a good deal 
since he went there, as was to be expected, 
but the brave young Scotchman is still master 
of the situation. Now and then he lets off 
some of his irrepressible humour, which 
might better be kept for the platform, but the 
general tone of his preaching is sober and 
effective....“ Shall the Articles of Fuith, as 
finally amended by the committee, be adopted 
by the Synod, as a solution of the Revision of 
the Confession difficulty? That, no doubt, 
was the pivotal question of the Synod, of which 
we shall hear more by and by...General Booth 
says that the income of the Salvation Army 
is over a million a year, and that its numeri- 
cal force is upwards of 9,000 officers and 3,700 
corps in different parts of the world. 


IrpLaANp.—The Colleges—The Theological 
College, Belfast, and Magee College, London- 
derry, nad their closing exercises early in 
April, and the proceedings were of the usual 
interesting and instructive nature. The de- 
gree of Doctor of Divinity was conferred on 
three brethren, all of them well known in 
Treland, and each with an outstanding merit 
of hisown. Dr. Lynd has for nearly ten years 
filled the pulpit which Dr. Cooke adorned for 
nearly forty years, and for eloquence he is 
worthy of the succession. Dr. Williamson has 
been nearly twice as long in the Fisherwick 
Place Church, which was the throne of Dr. 
Morgan, as May Street was_that of Dr. Cooke. 
They were no ordinary qualities that were re- 
quisite to continue the work that Dr. Morgan 
did, yet the congregation is as flourishing to- 
day as ever it was. Dr. Williamson who, 
though an Irishman, came from Aberdeen to 
Belfast, is strong in the work of an evangelist.

Unitep Sratns :—Philadelphia has lost one 
of its noblest citizens by the death of Mr. 
George H. Stuart on the 11th of April,in the 
75th year of his age. He was born in County 
Down, Ireland, in 1816, and came to Phila- 
delphia in 1831. Hewas ordained an elder in 
the First Reformed Church in 1842, and 
continued for many years to discharge the 
duties of his office as few elders have done for 
upwards of twenty years, when, to the ever- 
lasting shame of the church which he adorned, 
he was excommunicated and driven from its 
pale for no greater crime than singing 
“human hymns” and holding communion 
with Evangelical Christians of other denom- 
inations! During the later years of his life, 
he was a member of the Presbyterian Church, 
and lived in comparative retirement, but in 
his younger days there was no more enthusi- 
astic supporter of missions and every other good 
work than Mr. Stuart; whether it was the Sun- 
day-school or the Bible society, the Y. M. C. 
Association, the Temperance Society, or the 
Evangelical Alliance, he was always on hand 
with his time and his money:—Requiescat Pace ! 
... Rev. J. 8. Black, of Colorado Springs, has 
accepted a call to the First Presbyterian 
Church, Minneapolis, one of the largest con- 
gregations in that city of fine churches. He 
leaves a good record behind him. The 
Lafayette Avenue people, Brooklyn, have been 
better than their word.

convocation hall and other improvements. 
The cost of reconstructing the Toronto Univer- 
sity, recently destroyed by fire, will be close on 
$300,000, exclusive of the Library, which will 
be in a separate building to cost about $50,000. 
The Baptists in Ontario, and throughout 
Canada, indeed, have met with a severe loss in 
the death of Dr. McGregor, Principal of the 
Macmaster College, Toronto, which took place 
in New York in the end of April, in the 42nd 
year of his age. He was a graduate of Toronto 
University, an accomplished scholar, and 
altogether a splendid man. He succeeded Dr. 
Castle as Principal of the College in 1887. His 
early death is greatly lamented. At the clos- 
ing of the session of the Congregational College 
in Montreal a few weeks ago, Principal 
Barbour delivered a polished address on “‘ The 
Temptations of Culture,” a subject in which he 
ought to be at home, being himself, con- 
spicuously, a man of letters. Three of the 
students completed their theological curri- 
culum in the institution on that occasion. The 
number of students in the Methodist College, 
Montreal, last session was forty-two. 


Toe Sunpay-ScHoot :—The Sixth Interna- 
tional Sunday-School Convention is to be held 
in Pittsburgh, Pa., June 24th-27th. The general 
order of the programme is such as to ensure a 
series of meetings that will be well worth 
going a ldng way tosee. Each Province in 
Canada having an Inter-denominational Sun- 
day-School organization, is entitied to repre- 
sentation in the Convention. The total number 
of delegates whom it is proposed to entertain 
with hospitality is seventeen hundred! Each 
delegate must be furnished with a certificate 
signed by the duly constituted authorities— 
the President or Secretary of Provincial 
Societies. All accredited delegates will be 
entitled to hospitality, and it is earnestly 
requested that in every place the best workers 
be sent to represent associations. It is certain 
that a railroad rate of one and one-third fare 
will be obtained for all delegates, under the 
usual limitations.

Our Own Ohurch.: 


) TTAWA isto have the privilege of “enter- 

‘®” taining” the GENERAL ASSEMBLY this year. 
The proceedings will open in Bank Street 
Church there, on the evening of the 13th 
instant. Only once before has the Assembly 
met in Ottawa; that was in 1879. Since 
then it has pitched its moving tent in most 
of the large cities from Halitax to Winni- 
peg, and there are pleasant memories con- 
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nected with them all. But in coming back 
to Oitawa, some of the commissioners will 
remember that it was here, prior to the con- 
summation of the Union, that two of the 
negotiating churches plighted their troth 
one to the other—* Believing that it would 
be for the glory of God, aa the advance- 
ment of the cause of Christ, that they should 
unite and form one Presbyterian Church in 
the Dominion.” Itis needless to say that 
the Uuiseu which followed has more than 
fulfilled the most sanguine hopes of its pro- 
moters. Though we have not yet ‘“at- 
tained,” and conscious as we are of many 
imperfections, we can yet say with devout 
- thankfulness,—‘‘ The Lord hath done great 
things for us, whereof we are glad.” The 
facilities for travelling have greatly increas- 
ed since the Assembly last met in Ottawa. 
The brethren can now come from the re- 
motest west as well as from the distant east 
with comparative ease, and it is hoped that 
on this occasion there will be one of the 
largest meetings that has been held since the 
memorable meeting on the 15th of June, 
1875, Let us pray that the blessing of the 
King and Head of the church may be 
vouchsafed to us abundantly, and that all 
the deliberations and proceedings of the 
General Assembly may be overruled for the 
furtherance of His Kingdom in this 
Doninion and throughout the world. 

As Presbyterianism makes no distinction 
in its church courts betwixt its ‘ teaching” 
and *‘ruling” elders, but invites the co- 
operation of both, it is obviously desirable 
that the laity should be fully represented 
in the Assembly, and avail themselves of 
the opportunity of becoming acquainted 
i ith the work of the Church and of assist- 

ing, as they may be able, in every effort to 
promote its interests. 


The contributions for the missionary 
schemes of the church, as may be seen in 
the list of acknowledgments for this month, 
are considerably in advance of the sums re- 
ported at the corresponding period last 
year. The whole amount is $245,755.81, 
distributed as follows,—For Home Missions 


(east and west, including augmentation of 


stipends) $96,254.54 ; for Foreign Missions, 
$101,901.27 ; for French Evangelization, 
(including the Pointe aux Tremble schools 
and Coligny College, Ottawa) $47,600. 
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THE Woman’s Forrian Missionary So- 
CIETY (west), received during the past year 
$31,999.28, as against $29,096.40 last year, 
and they have this year appropriated the 
handsome amount of $25,508.35, to make 
up the sum required by the Foreign Mission 
Committee’s estimate for the year just 
closed.

the college at Indore. He hopes to return 
to his work shortly, probably goimg via B. 
Columbia and China, to avoid the Red Sea, 
which is so trying at this time of the year. 
He must leave all his children save one in 
Canada. The Rev. James Little, formerly 
of Bowmanville, Ort., has agreed to remain 
for some months in charge of the church in 
Tallahasse, Florida, where his services have 
been highly appreciated during the past 
winter. Rev. Louis H. Jordan preached 
his farewell sermon in Erskine Church, 
Montreal, on Sabbath evening, May 4th. 
The reverend brothers Thomas and &. 
Cumming, of Truro and Westville, N.S., 
respectively, having completed their tour 
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of the Holy Land, are now journeying 
eastwards, expecting to complete the circuit 
of the globe about the end of this month. 


Dr. Macerm McKetuar was formally desig- 
nated as a Medical Missionary to Central 
India in St. Paul’s Church, Ingersoll, Ont., in 
the end of April.

Mrs. Harvie, 
in the name of the W. F. M.8., bade the mis- 
sionary farewell in an admirable address, 
after which the congregation sang with touch- 
ing effect— ‘God be with you till we meet 
again.” 

AUGMENTATION FuNpD, Eastern Section.—We 
have to state with great pleasure that the 
amount asked for by the Committee and 
allocated to the Presbyteries, has been contri- 
buted,—viz., $8,000. Two congregations that 
have been supplemented for some years in- 
timated that they were now self-sustaining. 
No fewer than 61 congregations are on the 
‘list. Itis extremely gratifying to find that 
during the year the aided congregations made 
a very material advance in their giving. Five 
Presbyteries contributed more than had been 
allotted to them. 


The Foreign Mission fund, eastern division, 
has a balance on the right side ; but the Home 
Mission Fund is about $400 behind. This is 
by no means discouraging, for the gifts of this 
Synod for Home Missionsin the Nort-west 
exceeded $3,000.

THE COLLEGES. 


PRESBYTERIAN CoLLeGp, Hatrrax.—The Ses- 
sion of 1889-90 was closed April 30th. Convo- 
cation was held in St. Matthew’s Church, Dr. 
Burns presided, and announced that Mr. Peter 
Ross had willed to the College the reversion of 
his estate. Itis expected that this wili be 
sufficient to endow a chair. ‘The following 
students completed their course of study: F. 
J. Coffin, G. M. Johnston, D. M. Clark, J. A. 
Matheson, F.W. Murray, A.W. Macleod, Chas. 
Mackay, Angus Mackay; whole number of 
students, 31. Professor Currie read the re- 
port of the Senate, which intimated that the 
Fund for Bursaries now amounts to $10,000. 
This amount is invested, collections from 
congregations and contributions from indi- 
viduals furnish the balance required. Mr.Car- 
ruthers announced a gift of about $1000 from 
P. E. Island, for a Bursary to a deserving 
student. The accommodation for students in 
the College building is to be much increased 
and improved. Elocution was taught during 
the session by Miss McGarry of the Halifax 
Ladies’ College, and the students profited 
greatly under her instructions. Principal 
Macknight conferred degrees and announced 
that the degree of Doctor of Divinity had been 
conferred by the Senate, on Rev. John Morton, 
our senior missionaryein Trinidad.

Rey. A. E, Donsrty, pastor of St. Paul’s 
church, Carluke, died at Clifton Springs, 
N.Y., on Sabbath, 13th April, in the 30th 
year of his age. His funeral took place 
from the residence of his father, Dr. 
Doherty of Markham, Ont. The services 
were under the charge of Rev. R. Thynne. 
Dr. Laidlaw of Hamilton, preached the 
funeral sermon, from the text, ‘‘I have 
finished my course,” etc., and made some 
touching remarks in reference to the be- 
loved young pastor who was taken away so 
suddenly. Mr. Doherty was only inducted 
on the 31st of July, 1888, and during his 
brief ministry had greatly endeared himself 
to his people and to all who knew him. He 
had gone to Clifton Springs seeking restora- 
tion to health, but he sank rapidly and 
passed peacefully to his rest, leaving a 
young widow and infant son to mourn their 
loss.

MontreaL AND Orrawa.—This court met in 
St. John’s Church, Cornwall, on the L5th of 
April. Rey. George Coull of St. Sylvester and 
Leeds, the retiring Moderator, preached the 
opening sermon. Rey. Dr. A. B. Mackay of 
Crescent Street Church, Montreal, was elected 
Moderator for the ensuing year. In addition 
to the usual routine of business, largely taken 
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up with hearing and discussing reports of 
standing committees to be consolidated and 
transmitted to the General Assembly, Dr. 
MacVicar presented an elaborate report on 
education, chiefly as affected by legislation in 
the Province of Quebec. Leave was granted 
to Presbyteries to take on trial for license 
seventeen candidates who have recently com-. 
pleted their theological studies. Next meet- 
ing in St. Gabriel’s Church, Montreal, on the 
2nd Tuesday of May, 1891.

Hamiiton anD Lonpon.—The meeting was 
held in St. Andrews Church, Windsor, on the 
21st of April. Rev. George Cuthberston, re- 
tiring Moderator, preached the opening sermon. 
Rev. Archibald McLean, of Blyth, was elected 
Moderator. A proposal to divide the mission 
field of the Presbytery of Bruce, giving part of 
it to the Presbytery of Maitland, was left over 
till next meeting. Dr. Laing presented a re- 
port on the Jesuits’ Estates Act. Interesting 
discussions were had on the reports to be sub- 
mitted to the General Assembly. Mr, Ruther- 
ford received a cordial vote of thanks for his 
services as treasurer of the Synod Fund.

MANITOBA ITEMS. 


The Home Mission field is now well manned 
forthe summer. A numberof graduates from 
the eastern colleges have consented to throw 
in their lot with Manitoba. The efficient and 
the hopeful among these will not regret it. 
The prospects of the Northwest are good for 
crops this year, and good crops means hearty 
support of missionary work. Work among 
the Indians is also rapidly advancing. A new 
mission school is to be erected at Muscow- 
petung’s Reserve, capable of accommodating 
40 resident pupils. The Dominion Govern- 
ment has purchased the public school building 
at Birtle, and a portion of adjoining land for 
our Indian school there. The long deferred 
Presbyterian Industrial School for the Indians 
at Regina is approaching completion and will 
be ready by July Ist. The committee in Win- 
nipeg is selecting the principal. Manitoba 
College, Theological Department, closed on 
April 24th. Dr. King addressed the four 
graduating students. A valedictory was then 
read by Mr. Norman Russell, B.A. (who goes 
to India as the missionary of Central Church 
Toronto), and the reply was made by Mr. 
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Duncan Campbell, B.A. Dr. Robertson and 
Principal Sparling of the Methodist College 
gave short addresses. Twenty-two students 
in Theology passed their regular examina- 
tions, and the whole number in the college 
studying for the ministry approaches fifty. 
The new school law came into force on May 
Ist, and the separate schools of Manitoba 
ceased to exist. The matter is to be tested in 
the courts, but the people of Manitoba will ex- 
haust every lawful resource to carry out ee 
will, :

“SEV. New MacKay, of Chatham, N.B., 
7 writes: — Energetic operations have 
been carried on in Northern New Brunswick, 
despite the severe winter. ‘The snow in the 
forest lay nearly seven feet deep, and the 
roadway over the drifts lay in some instances 
as high as the telegraph poles. The glass occa- 
sionally falls to 40° below. Notwithstanding 
those trifling difficulties, members of Presby- 
tery made journeys of scores of miles in 
pursuance of Presbyterial duties where there 
were no railways. Weak congregations were 
encouraged and sluggish ones were stirred 
up, and a decided gain made in the minis- 
terial support and in contributions to 
missionary purposes. 
One new congregation has been organized, 
and two groups of mission stations have been 
raised into mission charges, and one of them 
placed under the care of an ordained mission- 
ary. The other is eagerly awaiting a labourer. 


Two new mission fields have been opened up, | 


and catechists have been appointed to six 
different groups of mission stations, for the 
Summer months. A year ago there were four 
vacancies. All the regular congregations are 
now setiled, and when an ordained missionary 
is found for Escuminac the Presbytery Roll 
will number twenty-two. The contributions 
for ministerial support were increased $663 
—for Home Missions an increase of $223, 
and for Foreign Missions an increase of $144. 
lf plans of work now in operation should prove 
reasonably successful, a still greater gain is 
expected for the current year. 


POINTE-AUX-TREMBLES. 


The closing exercises of the Pointe-aux- 
Trembles schools were held on 22nd April. 
The large number of visitors present ind1- 
cates the continued and growing interest 
in the work of the institution. Principal 
MacVicar, the Chairman of the Board, 
presided. Many of the larger pupils had 
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already gone to their homes, but a sufficient 
number remained to fill comfortably the 
neat little chapel. The exercises were in 
French and English, conducted for the most 
part by the visitors. The readiness of the 
pupils in English was in striking contrast to 
the silence of many of the visitors when 
French was spoken. 

All were delighted with the aptness and ac- 
curacy with which the pupils acquitted them- 
selves. The great feature of the institution, how- 
ever, was reserved for the closing exercise,when 
Scripture wasannounced. After a continuous 
session of about four hours, a sigh of relief 
seemed to rise from each pupil. This subject 
is evidently the gymnasium of the school, the 
great pleasure-ground of glad hearts. Their 
answers in Scripture, History, Christian Doc- 
trine and the Shorter Catechism, would put te 
the blush any of our English Schools. In 
such institutions are found the only true and 
peaceable solution of the national question of 
this province. Let those who seek the unity and 
welfare of our province aid in extending this 
noble work. Father Chiniquy made a touching 
address to the children, basing his thoughts on 
the early consecration of the child Simuel. 
The good father was peculiarly joyous in the 
prosperity of the institution, which forty-three 
years ago he used his best endeavours to lay 
level with the ground.—W. R. C.

New Hepripes Mission. 


Rev. Hugh A. Robertson of Erromanga, 
writing from Sydney, N.S.W., on 19th of 
March, wishes us to say that the New 
Hebrides being now in the Postal Union, 
it is desirable that all correspondence should 
be addressed direct to the missionaries in- 
stead of to the care of Dr. Steel of Sydney, 
as formerly. ‘This will save both time and 
expense. 


He goes on to say that the new steam ser- 
vice to the islands, so far, has given fair satis- 
faction, and the company express their willing- 
ness to do allin their power to satisfy the 
missionaries in every way possible. Of course 
itis not to be expected that any steamer, not 
the property of the church, will, in all points, 
do our work as well as the “ Dayspring ”— 
such as deputation work, settling new mis- 
sionaries, building their houses, and waiting 
on the Synod meetings. But, indeed, deputa- 
tion work will yearly be less needed, as all our 
islands will soon be settled, and as for placing 
a missionary, we can havea large mission 
tent to live in while erecting his house; as for 
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the Synod, if there are not too many mem- 
bers, it can be accommodated at the mission- 
ary’s house This leaves us all well. 


INDORE. 


Ata meeting of the Mission Council held 
recently at Indore, it was unanimously agreed 
to urge the committee to send more men to 
India, so as to strengthen the mission here, 
and enable us to work to better advantage the 
stations already occupied, and the surround- 
ing cities and villages. We are persuaded that 
the time has come that twice the number of 
men now engaged, with little expense beyond 
their salaries and house accommodation, could 
be most advantageously employed inthe fields 
now opened. One man at least will be 
reauired to study the language and so to be 
ready to take charge of Neemuch when Mr. 
Wilson’s time for furlough will have come. 
And as there are now schools and Christian 
agents already employed in nearly every 
centre, should the funds not admit of much 
additional outlay for the carrying on of work, 
still more men are urgently needed to fully 
utilize the agencies now employed. Double 
the number of men could find abundant work 
without, according to present estimates, any 
burden, beyond support, being laid on the 
committee. We rejoice that so many congre- 
gations have undertaken to support individual 
missionaries, and believe that, but for the ex- 
pense of their work proving a barrier, the 
committee would be able to avail itself of 
many more men supported in this way. We 
would therefore pray the committee to. bring 
. the needs and the opportunities before the 
congregations in order that the vast field for 
the evangelization of which we have become 
responsible, may be more vigorously, and by 
God’s grace, more successfully worked. 


Miss Harris of Indore, who went out last 
summer expecting to take charge of the board- 
ing school in that city, is busy in the mean- 
time studying Hindi. “I need not be idle,” 
she says, “as there is an immense amount of 
work waiting for any one with the power to 
do it. The native Christians are a mere hand- 
ful compared with the masses of heathen 
around ; the sight of so many souls without 
Christ makes one long to be able to speak, 
that they may have the offer of salvation 
given them. Many, no doubt, have heard the 
Gospel preached again and again, but the re- 
sponsibility is now their own. Oh, that we 
had faith to lay hold of the promises that our 
work should not be in vain, that an abundant 
blessing should follow the word spoken! We 
had a great pleasure last week in a two days’ 
visit from Dr. Peck of the American Mission 
in China; his station is the one at which Dr. 
and Mrs. McClure are staying while learning 


the language. He gave us an interesting ad- 
dress on Sunday evening about the Chinese 
people and his work among them. In many 
of their customs and ways of thinking they 
are wonderfully like the natives of India; both 
are so intensely conservative that work among 
them is by no means easy. All here are very 
sorry about Mr. Wilkie’s delayed coming, from 
the oldest missionary to my heathen pundit: 
it is pleasant to think of his being so popular 
with all who have in the past worked with 
him. For some weeks after I came, one of his 
old servants visited us regularly to see what 
the latest news of his arrival was. : 


HONAN, 

Rev. Murdoch Mackenzie, in a letter to the 
‘Presbyterian College Journal,” gives a 
graphic description of his first experiences in 
China.—“ We feel very helpless at present 
withont the language. There is no royal road 
to its acquirement. Messrs. Goforth and Mc- 
Gillivray take their turn at preaching in the 
street chapel from time to time. They con- 
duct Chinese worship also daily. If providen- 
tial indications are favourable, one or two 
families may move into Honan toward the 
end of the year. We are about a hundred 
miles distant from the Province here at Lin- 
Ching. Mr. McGillivray, Mr. Macdougalland 
I live in the same compound. Mrs. Mac- 
dougall and Mrs. Mackenzie take the cooking 
month about.. The work here is great, but 
our God isa great God. The difficulties are 
numerous, but grace Divine can enable us to 
surmount them. The darkness is dense, but 
it will be dispelled by the glorious Sun of 
righteousness. The people are dead spiritual- 
ly, but God’s spirit can, and will, quicken 
rmany of them into life through Jesus Christ. 
Satan’s power prevails here now, but his king- 
dom must come to an end,—the time may yet 
be distant, butit is surely coming. We ex- 
pect to see great things done by God in China, 
and shall attempt to do what we can for the 
enlightenment of its people. We hope ere 
long to be all settled in our sphere of labour 
in Honan, and telling tothe people in their 
own tongue the story of Redeeming Love.” 


Rev. J. H. Mac Vicar, writing from Lin-Ching, 
North China, March 6th, says: “This has 
been a remarkably mild winter—two or three 
snow flurries and several cold days—that is 
about the greatest severity the weather has 
attained. Our health continues to be vigorous. 
In the little time we have been here we have 
been impressed with many admirable traits in 
the people, which, once sanctified for the 
Master’s use, must make them influential in 
extending His Kingdom. May that King- 
dom come,slowly or speedily, as He may 
ordain, but surely.”

FEDERAL ASSEMBLY OF THS PRESBYTERIAN 


CHURCHES OF AUSTRALIA AND TASMANIA, 


On : 
HE Assembly met at Hobart, the chief 


town in Tasmania, in the middle of Jan- 
uary, and the meeting is of sufficient impor- 
tance to deserve some attention from the 
Presbyterians in the home country. Of the 67 
delegates who attended and formed the 
Assembly, 34 were from Victoria, 16 from New 
South Wales, 6 from Queensland, 4 from South 
Australia, and 7 from the two Tasmanian 
churches. 


were recognized as associates. This is the 


fourth meeting of the Assembly,—the first 


having been held,in 1885,—and of the four, 
this last has, perhaps, been on the whole the 


most interesting and the mostimportant. The 
former meetings prepared the way for a closer 


union among the Churches of the various 


colonies, and partook of the character merely of 
a council or conference, but at this a basis of 


union has been agreed on, which forms 
between the Churches atrue federal bond. One 
of the most interesting and most solemn parts 
of the proceedings at the meetings just held 
was the acceptance of this Basis of Federation 
by the delegates on behalf of the Churches 
they represented. This the delegates did by 
standing and holding up the right hand. 
Prayer was then sclemnly engaged in, that the 
Almighty might bless the union that had been 
formed, and guide the Churches connected 
with it in the prosecution of the holy work in 
which they were engaged. 

Among the provisions in the Basis of Fed- 
eration, none is, perhaps, so important as that 


which combines the Foreign Mission effort of 


the various Churches; and the subject of mis- 
sions necessarily took up a considerable part 
of the Assembly’s time. The Cnourches in this 
part of the world have probably quite as much 
zeal for missionary labour as the Churches at 
home, and, as they gather strength, may be 
expected to accomplish more than they are 
doing. At present missionary effort is being 
carried on among the natives of the New 
Hebrides, the natives of Korea, the Kanakas 
in Queensland, and the Chinese resident in 
Australia. It was agreed also, at this meeting 
of the Assembly, to take immediate steps to 
start, a mission to the aborigines in Queens- 
land. Another important resolution agreed to, 
and bearing upon missionary effort, was to 
appoint the Rey. J. G. Paton, whose work in 
the New Hebrides is now so well known, as 
general Mission . Agent for the various 
Churches. In this capacity Mr. Paton will 
visit the Churches in the various colonies, and 
seek to quicken their missionary zeal. His 


In addition to these regularly ap- 
pointed representatives, there were 18 minis- 
ters and elders who attended the meetings, and 


salary is, in the meantime, to be paid by 
Victoria, but his travelling expenses by the 
churches in the colony he visits. Mr. Paton, 
it may be added, was at the meetings of the 
Assembly, and took part in their proceedings. 
He also addressed a public meeting convened 
on the subject of Missions, and spoke with 
the vigour, the earnestness and the simplicity 
that characterize all his speaking.

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JAPAN.—Dr. Geo. W. Knox, of Tokyo, in the 
Missionary Review of the World says :—The 
events of the year 1889 have been highly im- 
portant, and the warmest friends of Japan are, 
for the moment, uncertain of the future. The 
new constitution was ushered in on the 11th 
of February, promising liberty of religion, of 
the press, of speech, of public assembly and of 
petition. It makes a man’s home hx castle, 
to be invaded only with due forms of law. It 
carefully preserves the rights and liberties of 
the subject. The attempted assassination of 
Count Okuma, the Minister of Foreign Affairs 
reveals an under-current of lawlessness and dis 
content, although, such is the natural coolness 
of the people, it sent no thrill of horror or of 
indignation through the land. Japan has 
reached its political crisis. It has succesfully 
surmounted difficulties in the past, and it is 
hoped that the present crisis will also be 
safely passed. Buta keen political struggle 
is inevitable. The mob has shown its power. 
The friends of Japan wait the events of the 
next two years with anxious hope. In mis- 
sion work, the year has been one of quiet 
progress—though stained with the murder of 
Thomas Alfred Large, a promising young mis- 
sionary of the Methodist Church of Canada, 
recently sent out from Victoria College, Co- 
bourg, to Tokyo. In the beginning of the year 
the marked interest in some of the Tokyo 
churches amounted to arevival. The Y.M.C.A. 
has found a wide and effectual door in Japan. 
Young men in astonishing numbers are found 
in all the churches. The much wished for 
union between the Congregationalists and 
Presbyterians has failed of accomplishment. 
It is a very great disappointment.

female missionaries, 171 ; total including Wives 
of missionaries, 527.

The origin of the American Baptist Telugu 
Mission, which is one of the most successful in 
the world, having more than 30,000 converts, 
can be traced to the act of a young Sunday- 
school teacher, a poor seamstress, who one 
Sunday gave a rough street-boy a shilling to 
go to Sunday- -school. This boy, Amos Sutton, 
was converted, became a missionary to India, 
and was the means of leading the Baptists of 
America to begin the Telugu Mission.—Afts- 
sionary Review. 


Eaypr.—The Mission of the United Presby- 
terian Church of America, in Egypt has 
during the past ten years increased the 
number of stations from forty-three to one 
hundred and twelve. 
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The total missions in China are: Thirty- 
nine societies, 526 male missionaries and 597 
women; total, 1,123 missionaries, 162 native 
ordained helpers, 1,278 unordained, 34,555 
communicants in the churches, and 14,817 
pupils in schools ; $44,173 were contributed by 
the churches in the past year, and the net 
increase in membership was 2,295. 

One of the missionaries of the China Inland 
Mission, a Scotch gentleman worth a million 
is said to be living in China on twenty-five 
cents a week, using all his fortune in the 
work. 


In the London Christian appears the state- 
ment that in 1841 the number of Jews in 
Palestine was 8,000, in 1883 they had increased 
to 20,000, and in 1888 they had in five years 
increased by an addition of 50,000, numbering 
then no fewer than 70,000, about the number 
that came up from Babylon. Further, it was _ 
noted that the “latter rajns” had been re- 
stored to the land, after a withdrawal for 
centuries—the withholding of these refreshing 
and fertilizing showers being, as stated in 
prophecy, an evidence of God’s displeasure, 
and their bestowal a mark of his favour. 


Bishop William Taylor, of Africa, hag 
arrived in this country from his large diocese. 
He reports that seven Methodist churches 
have been organized from the “ raw heathen”; 
that self-support ig in the ascendant, and that 
he has thirty-five stations opened and manned 
in the region of the Congo.

THE STORY OF A DIAMOND. 


One of the largest and finest gems in the 
world is the Orloff diamond, which is among 
the crown jewels of the Russian emperor. It 
is a Stone with a strange history, too. When 
first discovered by Europeans, it formed the 
eye of an idol in a temple near Trichino- 
poli, in India. Then it was stolen by a 
Frenchman, who escaped with his prize to 
Persia, and w ho, fearful of being discovered, 
was elad to dispose of his ill-gotten gain for a 
sum of about $10,000. The man who bought 
the stone, a Jewish merchant, sold it to one 
Shafras, an astute Armenian, for $60,000. 
Shafras had conceived the idea that by carry- 
ing the stone to Russia he would obtain from 
the Empress, Catherine the Great, a princely 
sum for it. How to travel in safety with the 
stone, the theft of which had of course been 
discovered and prociaimed, became a grave 
consideration. It was too large to swallow, 
and no mode of concealment presented itself 
to Shafras that seemed secure from discovery. 

The way in which he solved the problem 
was remarkable. He made a deep incision in 
the fleshy part of his left-leg, in which he in- 
serted the stone, closing the wound carefully 
by sewing it up with silver thread. When 
the wound healed the Armenian merchant set 
out on his travels quite boldly, and, although 
more than once apprehended, rigorously 
searched, and even tortured a little, he was 
obdurate, and firmly denied having the stone 
in his possession. Having at length reached 


the sum of $200,000 for the gem, an amount 
which Catherine was unable to raise at the 
moment. We next find the Armenian at 
Amsterdan, with the intention of having his 
diamond cut. Here the stone was seen by 
Count Orloff, who determined to purchase it 
for presentation to his royal mistress, the 
Empress Catherine. The sum ultimately 
paid for the famous gem was about $350,000 
in cash, together with an annuity of $2,500 
and a patent of nobility. Shafras flourished 
exceedingly, dying a millionaire. Such, in 
brief, is the story of the Orloff diamond.

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Lessons trom Alission Fields. 


OM. 
HE proper study of mankind is man.” 
May we not adapt and appropriate 
the poet’s clever phrase to the study of the 
races of mankind, as brought under our 
review by missionaries? It is admitted 
that missionary enterprise has done more to 


advance our knowledge of mankind than. 


all other agencies. There is no race so 
lonely, isolated and despicable as to be 
beyond the limits of missionary effort. 
Perils, however serious, will not prevent 
their explorations. The tyrant’s power, 
however recklessly exercised, ceases sooner 
or later to prove an effectual barrier. Our 
knowledge of the Chinese, the Japanese, 
and the Koreans, has been vastly extended 
by missionaries. In faet, we owe to them 
our most accurate information regarding 
these peoples. Commerce has done * much. 
Missions have done vastly more. Where 
the merchant stands trembling at the gate, 
the missionary boldly enters. 


| Missionary societies have reduced hun- 
dreds of languages to writing that had never 
before been written, and have placed God’s 
Word and other books in the hands of 
people who had known nothing of letters. 
This is itself an inestimable service to civili- 
zation. Our own Church has had to do with 


thus civilizing and enriching five or six dif- 
ferent languages. How much more we may 
be called upon to do in this line no one can 
tell, —for there are still numerous dialects in 
which there is no literature, and which are 
waiting to be made vehicles of God’s reve- 
lation. When the Bible is printed in the 
language of a tribe or race, and when the 
people are able to read it, we may at once 
conclude that law and order prevail; that 
cannibalism has ceased ; that there is com- 
parative safety for life and property. 
We may even infer that there are open- 
ings for lawful commerce among such a 
people. 

Missionaries have explored the recesses of 
Central Africa, penetrating beyond the 
reach of the most enterprising explorers and 
traders. It has been the same in Borneo, 
and in many another region. More heroism, 
more of the martyr spirit, is exhibited by 
these messengers of the Gospel than by any 
other class of people, more even than by 
the devotees of science. When, therefore, 
we send forth men with the Word of God, 
and able to introduce it to tribes and races 
that know nothing about it, we are surely 
doing a good work for time and for eternity, 
We are working in the line of the highest 
civilization, and what is still more, we 
become fellow-workers with God in the ex- 
tension of that “‘ Kingdom which cannot be 
moved.” 
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Tivott and HapriAn’s VILLA. 


HERE are many delightful excursions 
out of Rome, easily managed ina day, 

but we had only time for one, which was re- 
served for tha last available day, and most 
enjoyable it proved. The weather was 
glorious, albeit it was mid-winter. There 
was not a vestige of cloud in the azure 
“sky ; and I was fortunate in my companion 
—the son of an English clergyman fresh 
from Cambridge, brimful of classical lore as 
befitted the occasion, ‘Tivoliis distant from 
Rome just eighteen miles as the crow flies, 
and our course by railway was nearly as 
straight—across the level Campagna. There 
was nothing very interesting in the shape 
of scenery en route, excepting the long 
stately acqueducts, arches above arches, in 
clear cut lines standing out in bold relief. 
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But we became greatly interested in our 
‘second class” fellow-passengers, among 
whom were some good specimens of the 
native peasantry. In the city we had looked 
in vain for that in the features or expression 
of man or woman that could properly be 
called ‘‘ classic.” The every-day modern 
Roman that one rubs shoulders with in the 
crowded thoroughfare is a very ordinary- 
looking personage ; but among these swar- 
thy ‘‘ contadini” we found faces and figures 
as fine as any we had admired on canvas or 
in marble; and though we understood not a 
word of their language, it was surprising 
how successful we were in trying to strie 
up an acquaintance with them. 

One hour brought us to the foot of the 
“Sabine Hills,” and to a very old orchard 
of olive trees where the train began to climb 
the mountain side. In a short time we 
reached Tivoli, the ancient Zibur, at an ele- 
vation of some five hundred feet above the 
plain. It is most romantically situated on 
the River Anio, which here leaps over a rocky 
barrier in a series of broken falls into a 
gorge four hundred feet deep, surrounded 
by wooded slopes. Perched on one of the 
highest crags are the picturesque ruins of 
the little temple of Vesta,* whence there 
is a charming view. On one side was 
distinctly seen the ‘‘ Eternal City,” and its 
entrancing ‘‘ Dome.” In front of us the 
historic hills among which Horace and 
Meecenas, Sallust and Catullus, had their 
summer villas, and the shady nooks where 
they mused, and read, and wrote the odes 
and essays and satires that sadly troubled us 
when we were boys, which, whatever their 
intrinsic merits, have lived for well-nigh 
two thousand years—and will live. ‘That 
snow-capped summit to the north of us must 
be Soracte !” “It is!” chimed in our 
Cambridge friend, suiting his quotation to 
the discovery: ‘‘ Vides, ut alta stet hive can- 
didum Soracte.” All too soon, our guide 
hurried us from the spot directing our un- 
willing feet to the deserted villa of D’Este 
—a weird old mansion in an advanced stage 
of decayed grandeur , then, passing through 


*This gem of ancient Roman architecture dates from 
the Augustan era, about 27 B.C. The temple seems to 
have been circular. Ten out of the eighteen graceful 
Corinthian pillars that adorned the front of it remain an 
sttu, and have been taken as the model from which the 
circular corner of the Bank of England on Moorgate 
Street, London, was designed. Our sketch is copied 
from a photograph procured in Rome. 
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its elaborate gardens and groves of solemn 
cypress, we walked on some two miles to 
Haprian’s VILLA. 

This had been the luxurious summer 
residence of the Emperor whose name it 
bears, planned and embellished regardless 
of expense. The ruins are very extensive 
—dgiving the idea of a good-sized city rather 
than that of a palace. Although nearly all 
that was rare and valuable has long ago been 
taken away, enough yet remains to fill the 
mind with amazement at the extent to 
which this magnate had indulged his pas- 
sion for building, in the massive walls of 
what had been gorgeous temples and 
theatres, magnificent baths, huge barracks, 
arched galleries and colonnades, and, tower- 
ing above all, the remains of his ‘‘ Golden 
Palace.” Here Hadrian seems to have col- 
lected everything that a man of extensive 
travel, refined taste and boundless wealth 
could covet. Some of the finest objects of 
art in the museums of the Vatican and the 
Capitol, and also many of the most admired 
columns in tke churches and palaces of Rome 
were found in Hadrian’s Villa. The ruins, 
which are now under strict government sur- 
veillance, are kept in perfect order, consti- 
tuting one of the most attractive and inter- 
esting sights in this part of the country. 


Missionary Cabinet. 


Rownanp Huiwu.* 


Cz 
T was a natural result of the great religious 
y movement begun by the Wesleys and 
Whitefield that a class of preachers should 
arise partaking of their enthusiasm, who 
would nevertheless be unwilling to place 
themselves under their leadership. Such a 
man was Rowland Hill, marked by many 
eccentricities, yet a great and good man. 
The sixth son of a baronet of the same 
name, he was born in Shropshire in 1745. 
Rowland was a precocious boy, though like 
other members of the family, he gave early 
evidence of piety. On one occasion he was 
brought into a room where the aged baronet 
and his lady were entertaining a party of

friends ; one of these playfully asked him, 
“Well, Rowly, what would you like to be?” 
Looking towards his father, who was seated 
in his arm-chair, he replied, “ I should like 
to be a baronet and sit in an arm-chair.’” 
But his future life was to be very different 
from what that imphed. While pursuing 
his studies at Eton and Cambridge he was 
constantly receiving good advice from his 
pious brother and sisters, which kept him 
above the prevalent godlessness of his sur- 
roundings. He graduated at the University 


‘with great distinction, while he had to 


encounter ridicule because of his pronounc- 
ed religious views. He was encouraged by 
Whitefield who strongly urged him to stead- 
fastness in the path of duty which he had 
entered. After gaining his B.A., he resoly- 
ed to enter the Church; but in spite of his 
scholarship, his social standing and family 
interest, such were the objections to his 
evangelistic views and practices, he was 
doomed to disappointment. He never rose 
higher than a deacon. Six applications 
were made in his behalf to as many bishops 
for his preferment to full orders, but all 
were distinctly refused. Being alike inde- 
pendent in character and in the possession 
of ample means, he created a parish for 
himself, at Watton, Gloucestershire. There 
he erected a tasteful dwelling and a “ taber- 
nacle” in a romantic part of the country, 
where an attached people waited on his min- 
istrations. He soon began to indulge his 
taste for open-air preaching, and attracted 
crowds of the rural population to services 
held every day in the week. His fame asa 
preacher reached the Metropolis, and influ- 
ential friends, desirous of providing the 
means of grace for a destitute portion of the 
city, invited him thither. With money 
raised in part by subscriptions and largely 
given by himself, the famous Surrey Chapel 
was built, with accommodation for a congre- 
gation of 3,000. This building became his- 
torical in the religious annals of London as 
a centre of philanthropic and missionary 
activity. It was soon filled by the largest 
congregation in the city, and continued ta 
be Rowland Hill’s head quarters till the day 
of his death. He did not, however, confine 
his labours to this district. Like White- 
field, he had become a Dissenter, not from 
choice, but of necessity. The Church had 
cast him off—not he the Church. Without 
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attaching himself to any particular sect, and 
conscious of his popular gifts asa preacher, he 
visited many places in the role of an evangel- 
ist, without ever attempting to formany new 
organization. He had a delightful summer 
residence in Wales, whence he made ‘‘ gos- 
pel tours” into all parts of the country. He 
made three visits to Scotland. In Hdin- 
burgh he preached to audiences of ten, 
fifteen, and even twenty thousand persons. 
In Glasgow he preached in the graveyard 
of the High Church, paved with flat tomb- 
stones. He describes the scene there as 
‘‘most solemn. Under us were the remains 
of, I may say, millions waiting for the re- 
surrection, with five thousand at the least of 
the living-—allimmortals—around me. Who 
is sufficient for these things?’ At Paisley 
he preached to an assembly nearly as large 
as that of Glasgow. 

But these passing showers of gospel truth, 
refreshing as they were to many at the time, 
were insufficient to slake the thirst which 
they created for the Water of Life. Calvin- 
ist though he was, his eccentricities did not 
take with the douce people of Scotland, and 
gave offence to many—though his irrepres- 
sible humour was doubtless one of his most 
popular attractions. He offended some of 
the Presbyterians by kneeling when he 
entered the pulpit, and scandalized a family 
of seceders, with whom he was staying, by 
praying for his horse, which had become 
lame! Worse than all, on his return to 
England he published a journal of his Scot- 
tish tour, in which he denounced the Scotch 
clergy indiscriminately in sweeping terms 
which so excited their resentment that acts 
were passed by the General Assembly and 
Synods of the Dissenters closing their pul- 
pits against him and all other ministers and 
licentiates save their own, and warning the 
people to keep aloof from such erratic evan- 
gelistsas Hilland the Haldanes. ‘The Anti- 
Burgher Synod even excommunicated one 
of its ministers for having heard these men 
preach.* 


Rowland Hill’s labours for the last fifty 
years of his life were chiefly in London, but 
he made frequent incursions into the “ devil’s 
territories”—preaching in prisons and the 
highways with unabated zeal and surpassing

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eloquence. He was often mobbed; saluted 
with the beating of pans and shovels, blowing 
of horns, ringing of bells and derisive cheers. 
He was pelted with mud and rotten eggs, and 
often was in peril of his life. But he used to 
say, as the tears fell down his aged cheeks,— 
“All these things were for the cause of my 
God.” He frequently occupied Whitefield’s 
pulpit in Tottenham Court Road Tabernacls, 
where the effect of his sermons was said to be 
“extraordinary in the extreme.” He died on 
the 11th of April, 1833, in the 88th year of his 
age. During his last illness he often repeated 
there lines, expressive of his child-like faith 
in Christ as his Saviour :— 


“And when I’m to die, 
Receive me, Ill ery, 
For Jesus has loved me, I cannot tell why.” 


Many amusing anecdotes are related of 
Rowland Hill, most of which are to be received 
with caution ; the following, however, told by 
Dr. Guthrie, is eminently characteristic of his 
well-known catholicity:—“ On one occasion he 
was summoned to the death-bed of a lady 
belonging to the Church of England. Among 
other things for which this pious woman gave 
thanks to God was, that she had all her days 
been kept from the company of ‘ those 
Methodists.’ What was Rowland todo? He 
did not tell her she was wrong; no, he said to 
himself, ‘She will be in the Kingdom of 
Heaven in half-an-hour, and she will find out 
her mistake there.’ ”

PRESBYTERY OF CAL@ARY. 


“[N July, 1887, the “Presbytery of Cal- 
@ gary” was formed out of the western 
portions of the then Presbytery of Regina. 
Calgary Presbytery includes now sixteen 
separate charges; five years ago there were 
but four missionaries all told. Our work 
extends this summer from Rush Lake on 
the east to Shuswap Lake on the West, a 
stretch of over 700 miles; and. from Fort 
McLeod in the south to Fort Saskatchewan 
in the north, 300 miles. Within the bounds 
are comprised such towns as Lethbridge, 
seat of the Galt coal industry ; Medicine 
Hat, a leading divisional point of the Cana- 
dian Pacific Railway ; Fort McLeod, centre 
of the ranching interests of Southern Al- 
berta, Calgary, Edmonton, Banff in the Na- 
tional Park ; the young mining villages of 
Anthracite and Canmore, along with several 
of tho trading, railroading or mining centzes 
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of British Columbia, as Golden, Donald, 
Revelstoke, Nelson. Within the Presby- 
tery are eleven churches, three manses, four 
sessions, one Indian school, two or three 
Chinese classesin Sunday school, one young 
people’s society, one self-sustaining congre- 
gation, two augmented charges, with the 
remaining congregations, of which seven are 
students’ fields, under Home Mission care. 
The Presbytery of Calgary, with its seventy 
preaching stations, is in fact one extended 
Home Mission field, stretching from the 
heart of Assinaboia to the interior of British 
Columbia—a field of magnificent distances 
and unmapped possibilities.

BANFF. 


Banff nestlesin the Rocky Mountains at an 
altitude of 4,500 ft. or nearly 700 ft. lower than 
Stephen, the summit of the mountains. The 
National Park reservation, of which it is the 
centre, is 26 miles long by 10 wide. The 
scenery is varied and magnificent. Boating, 
bathing, mountain-climbing, fishing and driy- 
ing are among the recreations enjoyed by 
tourists. The C. P. R. Hotel was erected at a 
cost of upwards of a quarter of a million 
dollars. A winding road up the sides of 
Sulphur Mountain leads to three hotels, erected 
where the hot..sulphur water issues from the 
mountain. There numerous crutches decorate 
the trees, and over one is the superscription :— 


“The man that used this crutch is cured and] 
For the benefit to be derived | 


gone home.” 
from bathing in the hot springs, “ a great 
number of impotent folk” resort to Banff. 
But visitors, unaffected by aches or pains, 
prefer sulphur water of a milder temperature, 
say 80° or 90°. This is afforded in the pools 
known familiarly as the ‘‘ Cave” and “ Basin.” 
The Government Registers for the past year 
show over 3,000 names of those who have 
viewed or plunged into these luxuriant, natural 
baths. 

Presbyterian work in the Rocky Mountains 
dates from 1885, when Rey. A. Robertson was 
appointed missionary from Calgary west to the 
end of C.P.R. construction. Occasional services 
were held at Canmore, the present townsite of 
Banff being then entirely unoccupied. Mr. 
D. C. Cameron, astudent from the Presbyte- 
rian College, Montreal, was appointed mission- 
ary from June to October, 1886. In November, 
Rey. A. H. Cameron was appointed to Banff 
and Donald. Fortnightly services were held 
till April of the following year, when Mr. 
Cameron settled in Donald, where a church 
was subsequently erected. The next mission- 
ary, Rev. A. McKay, began work in June. At 
this time Anthracite agsumed considerable 


importance, owing to the development of coal 
mines, and it was associated with Banff as a 
mission station. Mr. Joseph Elliot, of Knox 
College, next undertook the work,from Novem- 
ber, 1887, to Apri], 1888. In the following May 
the writer received the appointment for two 
years. 

The, field at present embraces Banff, Anthra- 


‘cite and Canmore, which lies 15 miles to the 


east of Banff, and receives evening service at 
least once in three weeks, the other evenings 
being devoted to services at Anthracite. The 
resident population of Banff is about 200. 
There are ten Presbyterian families and fifteen 
communicants. At times in the summer 
months, the majority of the congregation are 
visitors to the Park. The Presbyterians in 
Banff have all along manifested unusual 
enthusiasm and unity in Church work. A 
brick-veneer church (28 by 45 ft.) was formally 
opened 26th August, 1888. Although the cost 
exceeded $2,000, the building is now entirely 
free from debt. 

Last summer, many eminent divines from 
other lands, such as Prof. Blaikie, Dr. Ormis- 
ton, Prof. Lindsley, &c., found their way to the 
church. The little congregation have special 
cause to remember the services conducted on 
September 30th, 1888, by Rev. J. Hudson Tay- 
lor. The Communion of the Lord’s Supper, in 
which the missionaries for China participated, 
wil) ever remain as a _ peculiarly sacred 
memory. 

The most pleasant relations exist among 


| the various Christian bodies represented in

ABSTRACT REPORT. 


KONG 

aa HE Board in presenting its Annual Re- 

port desires to direct attention to the 
general outlook of the fieid of its operations. 
The rapid and alarming growth of ultramont- 
anism is a fact publicly emphasized in all 
parts of the Dominion. The people of other 
Provinces as well as of Quebec begin to realize 
in practical forms the danger to education, re- 
ligion, to the interests of true morality, and to 
the free institutions of the country which this 
involves. Hence active measures, which it 
does not belong to this Board to report, have 
recently been adopted to counteract these evils. 
The need of organization and of vigorous and 
united efforts to maintain their rights and 
to resist encroachments upon them is more 
deeply fclt by Protestants than ever hereto- 
fore. Tho religious, and to some extent, the 
independent secular press is speaking out upon 
the subject. This ic ho!pful, and gives promise 
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of good results in the future. But while gladly 
recogniziug every movement which makes for 
righteousness and freedom, it is believed that 
permanent success is only to be achieved 
along the lines of gospel activity pursued by 
the General Assembly through the mission- 
aries of this Board. <A healthy, trust-worthy 
and thoroughly patriotic christian spirit is to 
be kindled among the people enslaved through 
superstition and error, by teaching them the 
truth of God from house to house, in mission 
schools, and properly equipped churches. 
When this is done, upon a much larger scale 
than at present they will voluntarily cast off 
the yoke of priestly oppression, and, instead of 
being a cause of anxiety“and possible disinteg- 
ration, will become a homogeneous factor in 
the progressive national life and christianity of 
our country. 

Already there are wide-spread and marked 
symptoms among French Roman Catholics 
themselves of the bitter discontent with which 
they endure the heavy exactions of the church. 
In the case of hundreds and thousands of the 
most intelligent of the people this movement 
from within takes the direction of demanding 
an entire separation between church and state, 
the abolition of legalized tithes and church 
dues, the secularization: ot elementary educa- 
tion in the sense of setting 1t free from clerical 
control, the inspection by government officers 
of all monastic or conventual.institutions, and 
the compulsion of the Sulpician Seminary and 
other enormously wealthy ecclesiastical cor- 
porations to render an account of the expendi- 
ture of revenues received for certain specific 
purposes. Surely there is in these things a 
loud call to the lovers of truth and freedom to 
increase an hundred fold their prayers, their 
liberality, and theiractivity to hasten thena- 
tional and spiritual emancipation of the whole 
people. 


CotporTaGn.—During the past year sixteen 
Colporteurs were employed by'the Board in 
the distribution of the Word of'God and other 
religious literature among our French speaking 
fellow-countrymen. ‘There are now compara- 
tively few families in the, Province of Quebec 
that have not been offered the Bible, almost 
every parish having been visited by Colport- 
eurs during the last twenty-five gears- The 
circulation last year reached 2,578. copies of the 
Scriptures, in whole or in part, and about 24,- 
500 Freuch Tracts and Pamphlets. Cottage 
prayer meetings are held in the homes of 
those sufficiently well disposed. In this way 
small assemblies numbering from ten to 
twenty are gathered together in many parts 
of the country. In addition to the densely 
settled French Catholic Counties in the Pro- 
vince of Quebec,Colporteurs have laboured dur- 
ing the year in several of the Counties in New 
Brunswick and Eastern Ontario where there 
are extensive French Canadian settlements; 
and recently in the Penetanguishene district 
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where there is alarge number of French speak- 
ing Roman Catholics. 


Mission ScHoors.—In many districts, es- 
pecially in the Province of Quebec, the children 
grow up in ignorance, unable either to read or 
write. To remedy this the Board seek to plant 
Mission Schools wherever suitable openings 
are found. These are of very great benefit to 
the English Protestant population in those 
districts where they are numerically weak and 
unable to maintain a school of theirown. At 
present there are thirty-six schools in connec- 
tion with the fields worked by the Board; the 
number of children attending these schools is 
1,020, of whom 423 are the children of: Roman 
Catholics. The number of schools has trebled 
in the last eight or’nine years, and the number 
of pupils has increased from 475 to upwards of 
1,000. 


Porstp Aux Trevsips ScnHoors.—Thes® 
schools are situated on the north shore of the 
St. Lawrence River, nine miles east of Mont- 
real. They were founded in 1846 by the French 
Canadian Missionary Society, and were pur- 
chased by the General Assembly of our Church 
in 1880. On the mission property there are 
two school buildings, one for boys, which can 
accommodate, including the recent extension, 
about 120, and the other for girls, with accom- 
modation for between 40 and 50. Upwards of 
3,200 French Canadians have already been 
educated here. Many of these now occupy 
positions of ‘trust and influence as ministers, 
teachers, physicians, lawvers, merchants, etc. 
Pupils are admitted between the ages of 
thirteen and twenty-five, the average age be- 
ing seventeen. A preference is given to the 
sons and daughters of French Roman Catholic 
parents and to the children of recent converts 
from Rome, living in parishes where there is 
no Protestant school. Special prominence is 
given to the religious instruction of the pupils 
and to the teaching of God’s Word on the 
points of difference between Protestants and 
Roman Catholics. And it is no exaggeration 
to state that comparatively few of our English- 
speaking young men and women are better 
tfacquainted with their Bibles, or better able to 
give a reason for the hope that isin them, than 
can ths pupils of Pointe aux Trembles when 
they leave the Mission Schools there. The at- 
tendance last session was one hundred and 
forty-three, of whom ninety-six were in the 
boys’ building, and forty-seven in the girls. 
The applications for admission numbered 
nearly three hundred. In no previous year in 
the history of the schools was there a brighter 
and more intelligent class of pupils. Year 
after year God has manifestly set his seal upon 
this work, and blessed the labours of the 
teachers, but never perhaps has there been a 
more successful session than the one just 
ended. “The Lord hath done great things 
for us whereof we are glad.” 
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THe Extension or THE Girts’ Scroot.—As 
stated in last year’s report, the Board was 
most reluctantly compelled from lack of funds 
to postpone the extension of the Girl’s School 
at Pointe aux Trembles. At that period there 
remained a debt of $4,535 on the boys’ exten- 
sion, with only $3,821 contributed towards the 
enlargement of the Girls’ building. In Sep- 
tember last, Mrs. Ross, of Brucefield, Ont., 
suggested a plan to raise money for the much 
needed work, and the sum of $2,503.67 has 
been received as the result of her effort and 
appeal. This, added to the amount on hand 
a year ago, makes $6,323.77 now available for 
the extension of the Girl’s building. \ 

As this report is going to press a letter comes 
from the Rev. Dr. Moore of Ottawa, asking us 
to draw on him for $2,500, contributed by 
certain generous friends on behalf of the ex- 
tension of the Girls’ School, which it is hoped 
will be effected before the opening of the ses- 
sion 1n October next.

Bay or CoaLpur.—On 
the north shore ot this Bay Mr. T. St. Aubin 
1aboured last-summer, visiting and conducting 
service among the French in Bonaventure and 
Gaspé counties. LaxeSr. Joun Disrricr.—The 
Missionary now labouring at Port a Persil and 
Pointe aux Bouleau is to visit the settlements 
on the north shore of the St. Lawrence for 
forty or fifty miles east of the Saguenay River. 
Levis, Que.—The Rev. T. Z. Lefebvre now 
gives service here in conjunction with Quebec 
City. Sr. Francis Drsrkicr.—Mr. Charbonnell 
has eight preaching stations under his care in 
this widely extended district, the average at- 
tendance at each being about30. HocHpiaca. 
—The new Mission Church and school room 
has been completed and opened in March last 
free from debt. Rev. R. P. Duclos collected 
the greater part of the money required for the 


building. Since the opening of the church the: 


attendance at all the services has increased, 
and the pupils attending the mission day 
school now number between 30 and 40. Sr. 
JpaNn Baptistp.—The Students Missionary So- 
ciety of the Presbyterian College, Montreal, 
have undertaken the support of a Mission here. 
They have already collected about $3,000 for 
the purchase of a site and the erection of a 
suitable building. Meantime a day school 
has been opened with an attendance of 44, of 
whom 38 are Roman Catholics. An evening 
_ school has also been established with most en- 
couraging results. Sr. JouHn’s Caurcn, Mont- 
REAL.—This congregation have subscribed 
about $1,300 for the erection of a new church 
on the site adjoining the present. Russell Hall. 
With a suitable new church, it is expected that 
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ere long it will be self-supporting. Twenty- 
four new members were added during the 
year. IraLrAN Missron, Monrrnat. —This co 1- 
eregation holds its“own. At present from 40 
to 50 attend the serviceat five o’clock on Sab- 
bath afternoon. On theroll of the day-school 
there’are 40 pupils, of whom 30 are Roman 
Catholics. The evening school has 45 scholars, 
25 of whom are Catholics. Jouinrrn, Qup.— 
This congregation has picked up courage and 
iS Now prospering under the ministrations of 
Mr. L. R. Bouchard.

G. C. Mousseau feels encouraged in his work. 
The mission day-school, under Mr. P. E. St. 
Germain, makes satisfactory progress. There 
are 50 pupils on the roll, of whom 15 are from 
Roman Catholic homes. L’ancn Garpiren.— 
The Rey. P. 8. Vernier continues to labour with 
great zeal in his widely extended field. He 
has three regular preaching stations and two 
others visited by him from time to time. Sr. 
Marx’s, Orrawa.—This congregation owns a 
comfortable and attractive church building. 
The attendance has increased during the year. 
Besides the Rev. S. Rondeau, the pastor, a col- 
porteur is employed in Ottawa, Hull, and_ad- 
joining districts. GLENGARRY, Oxr.—The Rev. 
C. Chiniquy last winter held several meetings 
among the large number ot French Canadians 
settled there. The Board have appointed two 
of their student missionaries to labour in the 
county during this summer. Sre. AnNNp, ILL- 
INoIs.—Progress still marks the French com- 
munity here. Under the Rev. P. Boydreau 
the congregation is prospering. The families 
claiming connection with the church number 
200, and the average Sabbath attendance is 
nearly 300. The day school, which is now 
self-supporting, has 3 teachers and 155 pupils, 
and the attendance at the Sabbath-School is 
210. The two French Presbyterian congrega- 
tions of Ste. Anne were happily united two 
years ago. There is need for a new and larger 
Church building.

Sabbath attendance, 2,971; Families, 1,067; 
Communicants, 1,337; Sabbath-school and 
Bible-class scholars, 1,187: Local contribu- 
tions. $4,924.

TNDER date April Ist, Mr. Goforth writes 
OQ as follows :— 

Our good reception last autumn by the 
Honanese was a surprise to the friends of 
missions. Some, however, feared it might spur 
the enemies of the work to greater activity. 
We arrived in Hstin-Hsien Feb. 28th. Our 
old friend the mandarin was not at home, but 
his sons at once called on us. As we passed 
through the streets, friendly greetings from 
friends made last year were heard on all 
sides. The yamen people, high and _ low, 
freely came. The common people, too, each 
day came in increasing numbers; but the city 
gentry were conspicuously absent. Yet, so 
good seemed the feeling, that we thought 
settlement might be secured without the 


slightest opposition. On the eighth day, about | ¢ 


a dozen of the gentry came to another room 
of the inn. 
they called the Chinese helper out and politely 
informed him that they thought we ought to 
seek a larger city than Hstin-Hsien in which 
to commence such a work as ours. In plain 
English they meant, ‘“‘ You must go.” Pitiably 
ignorant and proud, they had not the courage 
to meet us face to face. We gave no heed to 
the request, but told the people we would go 
when our work was finished, not before. The 
common people were with us. and warmly 
spoke against the gentry’s action. We after- 
wards heard that the gentry had gone to the 
mandarin and asked him to expel us, but he 
firmly refused, saying we were doing good. 
Satan had been moved to rave because the 
Lord was working with us. Three appear to 
be hopeful enquirers, while many others seem 
convinced of the sin of idolatry. Dr. Smith 
treated 728 patients ; for 73 of whom he per- 
formed surgical operations. | 


Work was commenced’ at Wei-hui-fu on 
March 15th. The coolness of our reception 
was a marked contrast to that of last year. 
The mandarin’s son, whom Dr. McClure was 
called to treat, died shortly after our departure. 
We heard that on taking the medicine pre- 
scribed, he became greatly relieved, but the 
foolish attendants, contrary to our directions, 
allowed him too much to eat; a relapse set-in 
and death followed. This may have been 
used against us, for the sick did not come in 
such numbers, nor so readily submittted to 
operation as at Hstin-Hsien. It was soon 
brought to our ears through unofficial sources 
that the mandarin did not want us. Then 
came the news that Dr. McClure and Mr. 
MacGillivray had been driven from Chang- 
te-fu by the foes of all good and all progress— 
the gentry. The precious words of the King, 
“ Be not afraid, but speak and hold not thy 


Unobserved by Dr. S. or myself, 
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peace; for I am with thee, and no man shall 
set on thee to hurt thee, for Ihave much people 
in this city,” cheered us. We spared no sin 
nor gave any quarter to the templed vanities 
which these millions call gods. Though priests 
and scholars often listened, the only defender 
of Chinese gods was alad of sixteen. The 
gentry hate us because they say we come to 
destroy their ancient customs and_ beliefs. 
Much discussion is abroad about the idols 
and the God of Heaven, who is declared as the 
only source of all blessing. On one occasion 
a man in the audience cried out,—‘It is all 
true, our idols cannot help us! During the 
great famine thirteen years ago, we never pled 
with the rain-god so earnestly, but in vain, 
and four-fifths of the people died.” At that 
time, I said, foreigners came to your borders 
with help to save your starving people, but 
your rulers and the gentry would not allow 
them entrance, and now we come with healing 
for your bodies and bread of Heaven for your 
starving souls, still there are some who would 
dly drive us away. 
“Much surprise is shown when they hear the 
great nations of earth have no idols nor 
heathen temples, though formerly they were 
full of these vain things. Nothing seems to 
touch a Chinese audience more than the story 
of Christ’s triumphs among nations of. the 
west, and proving from the Word that His 
purpose is to call the Chinese to know and 
serve the one true God. The Spirit of God 
has, we believe, been working through us. 
Numbers from the surrounding country who 
have heard once or twice°will be more ready 
to hear in the future, while five men from the 
city seem to be aroused to search for light. 
The young man who, last year, declared his 
purpose to seek the true God appears to be 
real. He has not worshipped idols since and 
has been witnessing forthe truth. His father 
and mother starved to death in the famine, 
and his only sister was sold into slavery. .Li, 
a shoemaker, has destroyed all the household 
gods. One of his brothers sides with the 
other two against him: a division of the family 
is the result. He came to the boat as we 
were leaving and asked us to pray for him. 
Another might be aptly styled the “town 
bully.” He bears the scars of conflict. It was 
he who, last year, beat a man for reviling Dr. 
McClure. He can’t read, but each day he 
came, and, asking us to explain this “new way,” 
would sit and listen by the hour, allowing 


none to interrupt. The last day he said, “I 
don’t yet understand why Jesus was nailed to 
the cross.” Then, as the Redeemer’s sacrifice 
was explained, the rough man’s eyes filled 
with tears, and it seemed to dawn upon him 
that this Jesus was his Saviour. Thus are 


Honan’s millions beginning to behold the 
Lamb of God. Oh! may the “Light of the 
World” soon become Honan’s also in very

Golden Text, Luke 14:15. 


ESUS delivered this parable on another 
+ occasion, adding the incident of the guest 
who had no wedding garment, Matt. 22: 2. 
Here we find that He had accepted an invita- 
tion to ‘‘ eat bread” in a Pharisee’s house, on 
a Sabbath day. He cured a man of the 
dropsy. Noticing how some guests had sought 
the highest places at table, He reproved their 
rudeness and advised those who would give 
a feast to invite in preference men who could 
not recompense them in the same way, v. 13. 
Thus they could lay up treasure in Heaven. 
God would not be forgetful of their labour of . 
love in the resurrection of the just. This led 
one of His hearers to exclaim: V. 15. Blessed, 
etc.—He doubtlessly referred to the Kingdom 
of the Messiah, whom the Jews thought would 
be a temporal prince, and in the blessings of 
whose reign only Jews could share. Jesus 
corrects these false ideas, and by the parable 
shows how little His contemporaries appreci- 
ated the Kingdom of God. V.16. A certain 
man—The giver of the feast is God. Bade 
many—-the Jews first, but also the Gentiles. 
To all who will receive it, salvation is offered, 
Is. 56:3. V. 17. His servant — Prophets, 
apostles and Himself, Is. 42:1, Heb. 1:1. 
All things ready—The Christ had come, His 
Kingdom was at hand, Mark 1:15, Luke 17; 
21. V. 18. <A piece of ground—The love of 
worldly possessions still keeps many from 
accepting God’s invitation. They seek first 
the world, and care not for His Kingdom, thus 
losing their souls, Matt. 18:22. V.19. Owen 
—This man also thought himself too busy to 
listen to God. Ifentrance into God’s Kingdom 
is the most important business of life, why 
delay? Heb. 3:15. V. 20. A wife—a lawful 
excuse to avoid military duties, Deut. 20 :5-7, 
but none in this case. Affection to friends 
should not prevent us from doing our duty to 
God, Matt. 10:37. V.21. Angry—Comp. Ps. 
2:12. Quickly—Time flies, life is swiftly pass- 
ing away, and with it opportunities of salva- 
tion. Hence the double necessity of diligent 
preaching of the Gospel and swift acceptance 
of its message. Stréets and lanes—The Jews 
refusing the invitation, it is given to tho 
Gentiles, represented here by the poor, cte., . 
Acts 3:46. V.22. Yet room—Heaven is not 
full, the blood of Christ has not lost any of its 
power. YV. 23. Highways—No sinner has 
fallen too low to be beyond the pale of Christ’s 
mercy. Compel them—by the love of Christ, 
2 Cor. 5:14, not by pains and penalties such 
as Saul employed to make Christians blas- 
pheme, Acts 26:11, 2 Cor. 10:4. V. 24. None 
—A remnant, however, was saved, Rom. 11:5. 
There is danger in delay, Prov. 1: 24-33. 
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Gaking up the Cross.

Golden Text, Luke 14.27. 


TESUS had shown how important it was for 

every one who desired salvation to accept 
promptly God’s loving invitation to the great 
feast. Turning now to the multitude, which 
seemed so zealous to follow.Him, He explains 
clearly the only possible terms of discipleship. 
If any man will come after Him, he must do 
so with his eyes open. Satan promises happi- 
ness in this world, and tries to keep the next 
out of sight. Jesus plainly says: In this 
world ve shall have tribulation, John 16: 33, 
but for the next He promises eternal life, 
John 6:40. V. 26. Hate his father, etc.—The 
meaning of this strong expression will be seen 
by reading Matt. 10:37-39. Jesus will not 
accept a divided heart. If the choice is 
between love for Him and love for our nearest 
friends, they must be sacrificed for Him. 
Many have been driven from home for having 
professed love to Christ. Many have lost their 
life for His sake, Heb. 11:86-38, Phil. 3:7, 8. 
V.27. His cross—Men who were about to be 
crucified had to bear the heavy cross to the 
place of execution. It was deep disgrace. 
Jesus bore His, John 19:17 and like Simon of 
Cyrene, Christians must bear the cross after 
him, Matt. 27:32. Whatever disgrace dis- 
cipleship may bring, a Christian must endure 
cheerfully, as partaker in the Lord’s sufferings, 
Heb. 3:14, looking, like Moses, for the recom- 
pense of the reward, Heb. 11:26. V.28. A 
tvwer—Comp. Matt. 7:24. Counteth the cost— 
The offers of Christ will bear investigation. 
The worst we can suffer for Him is far counter- 
balanced by His best, 2 Cor. 4:17. V. 31. 
Make war—Christian life is a warfare, for 
which we need the whole armour of God, 
Eph. 6:10-17. V. 32. Conditions of peace—If 
we cannot decide to fight against the world, 
the flesh and the devil, better make no pro- 
fession of love to Christ, and get what peace 
we may from the world. Jesus will have no 
half-hearted followers. But this may also be 
taken thus: Can we fight against God, with 
any hope of success? Then sue for peace ere 
it is too late. V. 33. Forsaketh—all that he 
hath, self righteousness, besetting sins, un- 
belief, etc. Come to Christ empty, and He 
will fill you with all the fulness of God, Eph. 
3:19. V.34. Salt—Christians are the salt of 
the earth, Matt.5:13. If they disgrace their 
profession, they have lost their savour and do 
more harm than good in the church. One 
sinner makes many. They are only fit then 
to be “cast out.” He that hath ears, ete.—The 
emphatic repetition of these words, Matt. 13: | 
9, shows the importance attached by Christ | 
Himself to the instructions He had just given.

NCE before, when Jesus had sat down to 
~s? meat in the house of Levi, the proud and 
self-righteous Pharisees had found fault with 
Him, Luke 5: 30, 32. His answer then had 
been, “ They that are whole need not a physi- 
cian, but they that are sick.” The Pharisees 
thought themselves too good to be in need of 
a Saviour. The publicans, realizing their sin- 
ful state, heard Jesus gladly, Matt. 21: 31, 
Luke 7: 29. Here, v. 2, the murmurs of 
Christ’s enemies take the form of a reflection 
on his moral character, as in Luke 7: 34. 
Jesus does not condescend to give a direct 
answer to the wicked insinuation. Its false- 
hood was too evident, John 8: 46, but he makes 
it the occasion toshow by three parables that 
His mission was to seek and to save the lost, 
Matt. 18: 11. V. 4. A hundred sheep—Men 
are often compared in Scripture to sheep and 
God to a shepherd, Ps. 23: 1, 100: 3. This 
was a favourite image in Christ’s discourses 
Matt. 9: 36, John 10: 1-16. Loses one— 
Whether that one lost sheep represents our fall- 
en world, or asingle human soul,either belongs 
to God, Ezek. 18: 4. He sets such a value upon 
it that to save it He gave His only begotten Son, 
John, 3: 16. A soul is lost, when it ceases to 
be what God intended it should be, holy, just 
and pure, Ez. 18: 4-20. Every soul is guilty 
before God, Rom. 3: 19, 1 John 1: 8. Christ 
the good Shepherd seeks to save every lost 
soul, 2 Cor. 5: 14-15, but many flee from Him 
and refuse life, John 5:40. V. 6. Rejoice.— 
As Jesus wept over men who rejected Him, 
Luke 19: 41—thus he rejoices over those who 
yield themselves to him. V.7. Joy in heaven 
—Angels share that joy, Luke 2: 138, Heb. 1: 
14. {tis a new birth in the heavenly family, 
Eph. 8: 15. Need no repentance—Referring 
either to angels of God in heaven, or to men 
who, like the Pharisees, thought they needed 
no repentance, Luke 18: 9. V. 8 What 
woman—There were probably many women 
present, to whom this new illustration of the 
same truth would be peculiarly interesting. 
Silver—The drachma, which bore the King’s 
image and superscription, which made it 
valuable as a coin. The worth of the soul is, 
that it was made in the image of God, Gen. 1: 
27. Light a candle—Jesus came to this dark 
fallen world to be its light, and by that light 
to find and save sinners, John 1: 9. By His 
Word, which is light, souls are daily found for 
Heaven, Prov. 6: 23. Sweeps the house—The 
coin had not lost its value, although it had 
fallen amidst the sweepings. Thus Christ 
justified his looking after souls, which in the 
Pharisees’ estimation were of little value, 
because they were those of publicans and 
sinners.

COTLAND.—Since last writing, the over- 
shadowing events have been the meetings 
of the Supreme Courts of our Scottish Churches. 
The Synod of the United Presbyterian Church 
met on May 6th, Rev. James Fleming, of 
Whithorn, Moderator. The demand for a 
revisien of the theological training of ministers 
created a lively discussion, and was met by 
the appointment of a committee of twenty- 
four, one-half being selected from the older 
members of the Synod and the other haif from 
the younger ministers. The Home and 
Foreign Missions of the U. P. Church are in 
good shape. The collections for the litter were 
$166,145, leaving a working balance of some 
$39,800 in hand. The number of congrega- 
tions in the foreign field is 96, with 14,3899 
members. Many of these congregations are 
self-supporting. The Assemblies of the Church 
of Scotland and of the Free Church met on 
the 22ndof May. The celebrated Dr. A. K. H. 
Boyd of St. Andrews, was Moderator of the 
former, and Dr. John Brown, of Dean Church, 
Edinburgh, author of the ‘Annals of the Disrup- 
tion,’ ofthelatter. There was the same round of 
stately observances connected with the opening 
of the Kirk Assembly as of yore—the levée at 
Holyrood Palace, the imposing procession to 
St. Giles’ Cathedral, and thence to the Assem- 
bly Hall. The rather close vote in the House 
of Commons, and Mr. Gladstone’s open 
espousal of the Disestablishment cause, have 
given rise to considerable commotion in 
ecclesiastical circles, in England as well as in 
Scotland. Dr. Story said that as far as the 
Kirk was concerned, with its past record and 
present efficiency, she may safely indulge in 
that ‘trust in the people tempered with 
prudence” — an abandoned watchword of 
Gladstonism. The Kirk has to-day, he says, 
100,000 more communicants than all the other 
Presbyterian Churches in Scotland combined. 
She has 1,373 parishes as against 970 at the 
time of the Disruption. Still the cry waxes 
louder and louder, ‘“‘ Disestablish her!” But 
there is an influential minority in the Dissent- 
ing Churches who are anxious to have this 
question removed from the Church Courts and 
placed entirely in the arena of politics. Bya 
majority of 392 to 237 the Assembly of the 
Free Church declined to take proceedings 
against Professors Dods and Bruce for their 
alleged heterodoxy. Principal Rainy and 
Dr. James McGregor delighted their respective 
Assemblies with interesting accounts of their 
visit to the Australian Churches. We mourn 
the death of Dr. Wylie, the gifted author 
of “The History of Protestantism,” “ The 
Awakening of Italy and Crisis of Rome,” and 
other valuable works. 


Encuanp.—The Synod of the Presbyterian 
Church met in Liverpool; Rey. John Thomp- 
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son, of Newcastle-on-Tyne, Moderator. The 
sermon of the retiring Moderator, Dr. Alex. 
McLeod, of Birkenhead, moved the hearts of 
the old and young to tears and rounds of ap- 
plause. His opening address was carefully 
Worded, on “The Spiritual Success of Chris- 
tianity a Proof of its Divine Origin, and a 
Stimulus to Ministerial, Activity.” At an early 
stage in the proceedings, the report of the 
committee on the Church’s relation to the Con- 
fession of Faith was given in by Dr. Dykes, 
and was adopted unanimously. No attempt 
was made to tamper with the Confession of 
Faith, but for all practical purposes the new 
articles will take the place of the Confession. 
They have at least the merit of being much 
shorter than the old symbol. The Rey. John 
Skinner, of Kelso Free Church, was elected to 
the Chair of Hebrew and Old Testament 
Literature, vacant by the death of Prof. 
Elmslie. The Senate of the Theological College 
stated that the session opened with twenty- 
eight students, and had been a successful and 
harmonious one. ‘There were eleven in the 
graduating class. The Synod now consists of 
about three hundred ministers. The Church 
is strong in her Foreign Missions, having 
thirty ordained men on its,staff, one-third of 
whom are medical missionaries. The total 
number of communicants in Dec., 1889, was 
3,572, and the membership, adults and children, 
6,158; organized congregations, 43; native 
pastors, 8; native evangelists, 108; theo- 
logicl students, 41. The past year has been 
one of real progress and of steady advance. A 
medical missionary, Dr, D. Morison, with a 
staff of native assistants, has conducted a 
mission at Rampore, Bauleah, India, since 
1878. 


IrpranD—The Rev. Dr. A. T. Peirson, whois 
now as well known almost on the other side of 
the Atlantic as he ison this, has been spending 
a week or two in Ireland. On him more than 
any other has fallen the mantle of Dr. Fleming 
Stevenson, of Dublin. His progress thyough 
Great Britain was one continued ovaticwa, and 
he was unanimously chosen the next Duff 
Lecturer. When in Dublin, he preached in Rath- 
gar, in the pulpit.so long filled by Dr. Stevenson, 
and, as might be expected, he made a graceful 
and deserved reference to that apostle of 
missions. In Belfast, as usual, his labours 
were manifold. Besides preaching in two of 
the leading churches, he addressed various 
meetings, and was present at the designation 
of a medical missionary, supported by Mr. J. 
T. Morton, of London. About the time this 
notice will be read the Irish General Assembly 
will be gathering for the fiftieth time. What 
changes the half century has witnessed! What 
growth in many ways! Among those that 
assembled in Belfast to form the Union of the 
Synod of Ulster and the Secession Synod in 
1840 were the Rey. Thomas Macpherson, of 
Strafford, and the Rey. Thomas Lowry, whose 
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last charge was Brantford. One other of those 
who were present then has for forty years past 
been one of the ablest and most cultured 
ministers in Philadelphia—the Rey. Dr. 
Blackwood, of the Ninth Church, who is still in 
harness. He was in Holywood, near Belfast, 
in 1840. There remain about a dozen of Pre- 
Union ministers in Ireland. One of these, Dr. 
W. D. Killen, has just issued a volume on 
Church Government, which is highly spoken 
of in the reviews. He is now in the sixty-first 
year since his ordination in Raphoe, County 
Donegal. He is still bringing forth fruit in old 
age. EUs 


Unitep Sratgs. — The General Assembly 
which concluded its long session at Saratoga 
on the 27th of May was a historic one. The 
fears of those who anticipated an acrimonious 
meeting were agreeably disappointed. From 
first to last it was pacific and conciliatory. 
Kven the debate on Revision, which was the 
most likely to disconcert, passed off without 
creating bad blood. By a skilful and wise 
course of action the main question was re- 
mitted to a committee charged to consider the 
matter carefully and report to next Assembly. 
That some kind of Revision of the Confession 
is demanded by a large majority is now 
evident, and is even acquiesced in by the 
minority, provided it can be done “ without 
infringing upon our Calvinistic system of 
doctrine.” How that is to be done is not 
easily seen. The Home and Foreign Missions 
of the Church were ably handled by Dr. Mc- 
Millan, the new secretary of the former, and 
the veteran secretary Ellinwood of the latter, 
and other powerful gepeakers. Perhaps we 
have never had an Assembly more truly 
representative of the highest talent in the 
Church. The fact that both the Home and 
Foreign Mission Committees reported large 
deficits served only as a stimulus to warm 
the speakers to their subject. For the first 
time in many years the moderator was 
elected by acclamation, the choice having 
fallen unanimously on Dr. W.E. Moore of 
Columbus, O., one of the clerks of the 
Assembly, than whom there is none better 
versed in Church procedure, and who won all 
hearts by his kind and conciliatory bearing as 
well as by his tact and impartial decisions. 
The total amount contributed for Home 
Missions was reported to be $831,170.40, and 
for Foreign Missions $794,066.44. A resolu- 
tion recommending the revival of the order of 
deaconess was greeted with tumultuous ap- 
plause by the ladies in tbe galleries. <A 
marked sign of thetimes is a proposition, 
favoured by the Assembly, to formulate what 
is called a ‘‘ Consensus Creed,” in other words 
a condensed creed, which itis thought might 
be so constructed as to meet the approval of 
all the Churches of the Reformation. Sucha 
creed, it goes without saying, must be very 
brief. Z.

()UR Forrian Misstons.—Dr. Buchanan, 

now at Ujjain, Central India, has been 
authorized by the Committee to begin a 
mission to the Bheels aboriginal hill-tribes. 
Mr. Wilkie’s diligence has been rewarded ; 
upwards of $10,000 having been subscribed 
towards the Indore College Building Fund, 
for which he has been pleading these twelve- 
months past. He expects to get $10,000 
from the people of Indore, so he will be 
able to put up a building that will be 
creditable to the mission. Dr. Mackay re- 
ports the work in Formosa to be in a 
flourishing condition. Our missionaries in 
Honan are cautiously feeling their way, in 
some instances meeting the cold shoulder, 
and in others being well received. It must 
be some time before they can settle down 
permanently. Hvidently the authorities 
wish them far enough away, but they have 
gone to stay. The Foreign Mission Com- 
mittee have resolved to recommend to the 
General Assembly that a mission be begun 
to the Jews. If this be agreed to, Palestine 
may possibly be selected as the field. The 
mission vessel “ Dayspring” is laid up at 
Sydney, pending the experiment of having 
her work done by the combined agency of a 
monthly steamer from Sydney to Aneityum, 
and a smaller steamer plying among the 
islands of the group. Captain Braithwaite, 
who has sailed her for fifteen years, is still 
in charge of the ‘ Dayspring.” 


HanpsoME Buquests.—It is a grand thing 
when great wealth falls into good hands. The 
late Mrs. Nicholls, of Peterboro,’ seems to have 
recognized her stewardship in a very com- 
mendable way. Her gifts to religious and 
benevolent purposes exceeded a million of 
dollars. Among the bequests in her last will 
are the following:—St. Andrew’s and St. Paul’s 
Churches, Peterboro,’ respectively, $15,000 and 
$5,000; the Aged and Infirm Ministers’ fund 
gets $20,000; Widows and Orphans, $20,000; 
Home Missions, $10,000; North-west Missions, 
$10,000; Foreign Missions, $10,060; French 
Missions, $5,000; Queen’s College, $23,000; 
Knox College, $20,000; Peterboro’ Protestant 
Home, $20,000; Young Men’s Christian Associ- 
ation, $20,000; Mechanics’ Institute, $10,000 ;

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Ghe Ceneval Assembly. 


MSS already announced, the Assembly 
E met in Bank Street Church, Ottawa, 
on the evening of the 11th ultimo. Judg- 
ing from the attendance at the opening 
meeting, the General Assembly is a popular 
institution. The spacious building was 
filled in every part. The Commissioners 
were far outnumbered by the citizens —in- 
cluding a large representation of the fair 
sex, who not only looked down benignly 
on the elect brethren from the galleries, 
but also, regardless of conventionality, sat 
beside them in the body of the church. 
The opening sermon was delivered by ev. 
Principal Grant, the retiring Moderator: a 
powertul discourse it was from the text, 
Hebrews 12 : 28, 


“Wherefore, we reeeiving a kingdom which cannot be 
moved, let us have grace, whereby we may serve God 
acceptably, with reverence and godly fear.” 

The term “ Kingdom of God” suggests two 
ideas. (1) When our Saviour said to His de- 
ciples the Kingdom of God is ‘in you,’ we 
understand the reference to be to a personal 
condition—that holiness of heart and _ life 
| which is the outcome of faith in God the 

Father and Jesus Christ His son as our 
Saviour. (2) The Kingdom of God, taken 
collectively, stands for the Church which He 
has planted in the earth—an institution de- 
signed for the benefit of the race, without 
respect of clime or creed or denomination. In 
respect of the first, the preacher said. “The 
high position to which we are called can best 
be understood when compared with that 
occupied by believers before Christ. For it is 
only since Jesus revealed the Father and seal- 
ed the new covenant with His blood that every 
believer knows that he is personally united to 
God as friend andson. ‘This is the kingdom 
we receive. We are heirs of God and joint 
heirs with Christ. Is it any wonder that men 
animated by this faith should again and again 
have turned the world upside down ? They 
did so in the days of Paul, and many times 
since—in the 4th century, and in the 17th 
when the hardy Swede, the Scotch Covenanter, 
and the English Puritan saved the good cause 
from extinction. Men of the same spirit, 
though not of the same form, we must have in 
our own day if society is to be saved. Then, 
as regards the Christian Church, there is this 
difference compared with the old Jewish 
Church. It is free to adapt its outward con- 
stitution to the requirements of the times and 
in consonance with the learning of the age. 
In every organism there are propensities. to 
variations, and these are the principles of pro- 
gress. In the case of the Church these were 
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very numerous, because of its rapid extension 
to lands and peoples that differed from each 
other. The polity adopted by the Church for 
reasons that were merely practical in the 
second and third centuries was soon considered 
to have a jus divinum, and then the ‘error’ 
which has arrested a hundred civilizations, 
threatened the development of the. Church. 
But the Church sprang from a divine seed, 
and its development could not be wholly 
arrested. Not only was the slow and silent 
alchemy of time always at work, but special 
reformations, and even revolutions, took place. 
And as it is with polity, so with doctrine and 
ritual. The Church claims and exercises self- 
government with regard to all three. Much 
need have we in our day to remember that 
the Church is not only free to’ investigate and 
free to adapt itself to the times and to the 
country, but that itis bound to exercise this 
freedom, subject only to the restraints im- 
posed by loyalty to its own honourable past, 
and to the guidance of the ever living spirit of 
truth. But however important matters of 
organization may be, the Church has work of 
infinitely more importance. Here, too, it must 
manifestly do its own work. Everywhere 
the masses are in a condition of unrest. 
The wage relationship between man and man 
is inadequate. It is better than slavery or 
feudalism, but not up to the ideal of Chris- 
tianity. Itis not what the fatherhood of God 
or the brotherhood of man demands and im- 
plies. Has the Church no message but one of 
future blessing to the millions who toit for 
daily bread, for a daily wage that may be 
taken from them at any moment? If not, it 
will be no Church for them ” He then went on 
to speak of the duties owed by Christians to 
the suffering masses around them, and of the 
responsibilities of citizenship, concluding with 
a scathing denunciation of the dishonesty and 
corruption that too often characterize political 
partizanship in our own country and in other 
countries as well. 


The Assembly having been duly consti 
tuted, the roll was called and the attendance 
marked. The feeble tone of voice in which 
many of the members answered to their 
names made it a difficult matter to determine 
who were present and who were absent. 
The impression conveyed, however, was 
that not much more than one half of the 
Commissioners had come up to time. There 
were whole presbyteries from which not a 
single elder responded. Of course, many 
more were on the way. 


THe Mopsrator. 
Rev. Dr. John Laing, of Dundas, was 
nominated by Rev. George Burson, of St. 
Catharines, seconded by Mr. Johnston, 
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elder, from New Brunswick. Rev. Thomas 
Sedgwick, of Tatamagouche, N.S., was 
nominated by Rev. Mr. McGregor, of Am- 
herst, seconded by Mr. Carruthers, of 
Charlottetown. Mr. Sedgwick having 
gracefully declined the nomination, his 
name was withdrawn, and Dr. Laing’s elec- 
tion to the highest honour in the gift of the 
Church was made unanimous as it was 
cordial and well-deserved. Dr. Laing has 
been a minister of this Church for some 
thirty-six years, and few men have given 
more freely of their time and talents to 
promote its interests. The latest service 
which he has rendered, and a most valuable 
one, was as Convener of the Committee on 
the new Book of Forms recently published. 
If Dr. Laing doesnot rule well in the chair, 
it will not be because he does not know 
how it ought to be done. But we have no 
fear for him on that score. The ex- 
Moderator reported the receipt by him of 
replies to the Assembly’s Address to the 
Queen and to the Governor-General, and 
other official documents, after which he 
received a cordial vote of thanks for his 
services as Moderator and for his excellent 
sermon which he preached at the opening 
of the Court. Thus ended the first day. 


Second Airy. 


“THE arrival during the night of a large 

number of Commissioners from the east- 
ern and western extremities of the Church 
gave a new complexion to the Assembly this 
morning. The numbers seem to be now 
quite up to the average, and perhaps a little 
more. Possibly there are four hundred 
members present,including the usual number 
of venerable fathers upon whom devolves a 
large share of the work of the Assembly. The 
first hour, from eleven to twelve, was occu- 
pied with devotional exercises, after which 
was presented the report of the Business 
Committee, containing a resumé of the 
subjects to be discussed and the order in 
which they would come up. 


Tue Rott or AssEMpBty.—The Committee’s 
report on the roll drew attention to the 
status of one of the missionaries who is a 
member of the Presbytery of Trinidad. This 
presbytery having been formed without appli- 
cation to the General Assembly, and having 


on its roll ministers of other churches, query, 
is Rev. K. Grant eligible as a Commissioner to 
the Assembly? The argument that the 
Presbytery has been “recognized” by the 
Assembly at different times does not fully 
meet the difficulty. ‘That being admitted, the 
next question is, does recognition imply 
“representation”? Itwas left to a committee 
to unravel the skein, and in the meantime 
Mr. Grant was cordially invited to take his. 
seat as a corresponding member. 


APPLICATIONS TO BB Recervep.—These were 
eight in number, one applicant being from 
New South Wales, two from the United States, 
two from Scotland, one from England, and one 
from Ireland. The only case which met with 
opposition at this initial stage was that of 
the Presbytery of Quebec to receive the Rev. 
Thomas Charbonnel, who, it appears, has been 
for some time labouring very successfully as a 
missionary among the Trench in Quebec 
Province. The objection to his reception was 
grounded on the fact that he married his de- 
ceased wife’s sister, which in the opinion of 
some members disqualifies him for becom- 
ming a minister of this Church. On the other 
hand, many failed to see the force of the 
objection, holding that the deliverances of sur 
Church on this vexed question virtually ab- 
solve persons so married from discipline. 
More than two precious hours were spent in 
arguing whether this applicant’s name shalt 
go even before the committee, and it is certain 
that two hours more will be reguired when 
the committee does report, no matter if it is 
favcurable or otherwise to the application. 
Many had supposed that this question was 
dead and buried; but the experience of this 
afternoon shows that it has only been slumber- 
ing, and that it would take little tofan it again 
into a fiery controversy. 


HOME MISSIONS. 


The evening sederunt was devoted to 
hearing the reports of the Committees on 
Home Missions and the Augmentations of 
Stipends, Hast and West. Principal Forrest, 
of Halifax, gave the substance of the reports 
for the EAsteRN SécTIoN in a forcible and 
interesting manner. He was glad to be able 
to say that the Church in the East had done 
very nearly all that was asked of it for these 
purposes. The result of this was that more 
workmen had been employed last year in 
the home fields than ever before. They 
had employed 49 catechists and 43 ordained 
ministers and probationers. The whole 
amount expended, including $3,419 con- 
tributed towards missions in the North-west, 
was $11,646.92; and this had been reached 
without any diminution of the interest in 
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the other schemes of the Church, He spoke 
particularly of the mission to Labrador as 
meeting, to some extent at least, a case of 
great spiritual destitution. The people of 
the Lower Provinces, he said, were hearty 
and even enthusiastic in support of the 
work, The way in which it had been 
carried on gave them confidence in the 
ability of the Presbyterian Church to pro- 
vide adequately for all who had a claim on 
it. Rev. HE. Smith, in moving the adoption 
of the report, directed his remarks chiefly 
to the Augmentation Fund, and made a 
powerful plea for the adequate support of 
the ministry. The receipts for the year had 
been $8,082.14, and the expenditure, 
$9,650, so that the working balance had 
been reduced by $1,567.86; but the claims 


upon the fund had been fully met, and the’ 


committee were hopeful for the permanent 
success of the scheme in the Lower Provinces. 


Dr. Cochrane, Convener of the Home 
Mission Committee, West, presented his 
annual report in a closely printed pamphlet 
of 68 pages, which, of course, was held as 
read. In calling attention to some of the 
details of the report, Dr. Cochrane warmed 
up to his subject with his wonted enthusiasm, 
and held the attention of the large audience 
in a racy and effective speech. In a future 
issue of the Hecord we hope to give a 
resumé of the report, but in the meantime 
must be content with the merest outline. 
The work has been carried on in all the 
presbyteries with good success. The total 
number of mission fields was 276, and of 
preaching stations 820, The number of 
families supplied with ordinances was 9,188 
—embracing 11,517 communicants. The 
number of missionaries employed during the 
past year, for longer or shorter periods, was 
237, as follows:—78 ministers and licen- 
tiates, 120 students and 39 catechists. 
The receipts for Home Missions proper 
were $51,877.09 and for Augmentation 
$25,429.68. ‘l'o this have to be added the 
receipts for the Lumberman’s Mission and 
the amounts contributed through the college 
societies, making in all $84,008.32. Atten- 
tion was directed to the importance of the 
work in localities where it might seem that 
comparatively small results were being 
achieved, but just because of isolation and 
the hopelessness of becoming self-sustaining, 


claim on those who were more favourably 
situated. The progress of the work in 
Muskoka and Atcoma is described very 
lucidly in the report by Rev. Allan Findlay, 
who superintends the work in those districts, 
where 28 misssionaries found employment 
last year. Dr. Robertson's account of the 
work in Maniropa and in the Norra-west 
is a very comprehensive and valuable docu- 
ment, full of useful information regarding 
the climate, the rescources and capa- 
bilities of that great country, where, in 1871, 
there were only nine preaching stations, 
whereas now there are five hundred and 
ten! In British Cotumpia the changes had 
been even more marked and rapid. Up to 
a very recent date we had only one con- 
gregation on the western side of the Rocky 
Mountains; now there is a_ presbytery 
comprising sixteen charges, besides a large 
number of mission stations and fourteen 
ordained ministers on the roll. And, what 
was most satisfactory, Presbyterianism in 
that Province was now a unit. Dr. Cochrane 
made grateful acknowledgment of grants 
received from the Irish Presbyterian Church, 
the Free Church of Scotland, and the Church 
of Scotland, and dwelt with special emphasis 
on the liberal response which the people in 
the maritime provinces had made to Dr. 
Robertson’s appeals last winter. 


Rev. D. J. Macdonnell, Convener of the 
Sub-Committee on Augmentation, West, in 
his own inimitable, magnetic style, called 
the attention of the Assembly to the state- 
ments contained in the printed document, 
while he entreated the ministers to read for 
themselves, and to communicate the sub- 
stance of it, at least, to their respective con- 
gregations. If there was a lack of interest 
in regard to this branch of the work, he sus- 
pected it was largely due to the want of 
information. If the intelligent and well-to- 
do members of the wealthier congregations 
only knew the real state of matters in some of 
the smaller congregations that looked to this 
Committee for assistance, they would not— 
they could not—withhold their practical sym- 
pathy and support. It was not encouraging 
to learn that there were last year no fewer 
than 163 congregations in the western sec- 
tion of the Church who made no contribu- 
tions to the Augmentation Fund. The 
Committee would like to know what rea- 


some of these congregations had a strong) sons they had, if any, for withholding their 


——— 
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assistance, so that they might, if possible, 
come to a better understanding in regard to 
this matter. The number of congregations 
at present receiving aid is 137 ; and owing 
to the deficiency of the funds at the dis- 
posal of the Committee, a very considerable 
reduction had to be made in the payments 
to the ministers. This was greatly to be 
deplored. It was hoped that from this time 
forth there would be no similar cause for 
complaint. ‘It isa long lane that has no 
turning.” The racy discussion and friendly 
criticism that have been evoked will cer- 
tainly do good. 


Dr. Warden moved the adoption of the 
Home Mission report, which he character- 
ized as, on the whole, the most satisfactory 
that had been presented to the Church 
since the union of 1875. 


Ghivd Day, 


HE event of the forenoon was the ap- 
pearance on the platform of a deputa- 

tion from the Methodist Church of Canada, 
consisting of four deputies, representing as 
many different nationalities, two of them 
being ministers and two laymen. ‘The 
ministers were Rev. Geo. McRitchie and Dr. 
Ryckman, who conveyed the greetings of 
their Church to the General Assembly in a 
truly fraternal manner, giving expression in 
no doubtful terms to their earnest desire 
that the two Churches may ever be found 
cultivating the things which make for peace 
and co-operating in every possible way for 
the extension of the Redeemer’s Kingdom 
in every part of this country. ‘ Their aims 
and hopes were one with ours; and though 
the day of organic union may be still dis- 
tant, the spirit of unity was yearly increas- 
ing, and with it the spread of religion.” The 
Venerable Mr. Lesceurs, a descendant of 
the Huguenots, made a telling address, and 
was followed by Mr. Robbins, an English- 
man by birth and a Methodist by choice, 
who, if circumstances rendered it necessary 
for him to leave his own Church, would not 
find it very difficult, he thought, to transfer 
his allegiance to Presbyterianism as he saw 
it here represented. ‘The Moderator re- 
sponded in ‘suitable terms, while the mem- 
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bers manifested their appreciation of this 
pleasant interlude by repeated and hearty 
applause. 


A mEMoRIAL from the Presbytery of 
Halifax, asking leave to retain the name of 
Rev. Robert Laing on the roll of the pres- 
bytery, was unanimously acquiesced in, the 
occasion calling for this action being Mr. 
Laing’s appointment as Director of the 
Ladies’ College, Halifax—an institution that 
has been very successfully carried on for 
some years past under the auspices of the 
Presbyterian Church, 


OVERTURES were read from the Presbytery 
of Toronto andfrom members of the Synod 
of Manitoba and the North-west asking the 
Assembly to recommend the institution of 
Young Men’s Societies in the congregations 
of the Church, witha view to the dissemina- 
tion of missionary intelligence among the 
young people of the Church and of enlist- 
ing their active interest in Home Missions as 
well as in all the other missionary and 
benevolent schemes of the Church. The 
Assembly evidently favoured the proposal, 
as indeed it could not fail to do, without 
committing itself on the spot to the particu- 
lar form which such organizations should 
assume. The impression seemingly pre- 
vailed that it might be well for the Assem- 
bly’s Home Mission Committee to consider 
the whole question and report to. next meet- 
ing of the Assembly. 


THe Perth Appnrat Case cropped up in the 
afternoon and claimed consideration. The 
manner in which it was brought up being 
somewhat involved, if not irregular, had first 
to be passed upon; it was then relegated 
to a special committee to examine the docu- 
ments, judge the case on its merits, and report 
to a future sederunt. 


TrrnipaD—The special committee appdint- 
ed to consider the validity of Mr. Grant’s 
commission from the Presbytery of Trinidad 
gave in a report that, with a few verbal 
explanations, satisfied the House and main- 
tained Mr. Grant’s status. The case is an 
anomalous one, presenting complications that 
are liable to occur only on missionary ground, 
It was therefore recommended that it be 
remitted to the Foreign Mission Committee to 
consider in what way it may be best to define 
the relations of our missionaries in Trinidad, 
or others who may be similarly situated, to the 
General Assembly, and report to next meeting. 
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OUR FOREIGN MISSIONS. 


Under any circumstances the ForEIen 
Missions of the Church constitute an at- 
tractive theme of discussion. The interest 
on this occasion, however, was heightened 
from the announcement that several of our 
missionaries would address the meeting. 
Consequently, at the appointed hour for 
commencing the proceedings the church 
was filled, galleries and all, by a sympathetic 
audience. “The ladies were present in full 
force, as well they might, seeing that the 
Women’s Missionary Societies of the Church 
had provided nearly one-third of all the 
nfoney expended by the Foreign Mission 
Committee during the past year! Un- 
doubtedly, ‘‘ the women who publish the 
tidings are a great host.” 

Dr. Wardrope, of Guelph, and Rev. £ 
Scott, of New Glasgow, the joint conveners 
of the Committee, introduced the subject 
in brief but earnest and admirable addresses, 
The former called attention to three salient 
features of the printed report, covering fifty- 
two pages :—(1.) The duty of the Church to 
the Chinese and Indians onthe Pacific Coast. 
The Committee were fully alive to the im- 
portance of doing something for the heathen 
population in that remote part of our coun- 
try ; they even had a suitable missionary in 
view to whom such a work could be safely 
entrusted, but they had hitherto been de- 
terred by want of the necessary funds, and 
now they hesitated to proceed without the 
express sanction of the General Assembly. 
(2.) The proposition of a mission to the 
Jews, now for the first time definitely made 
to the Assembly, called for the special 
attention of the Court. (8,) In view of the 
rapid extension of the work, the Committee 
had found it necessary to recommend that 
immediate steps should be taken to appoint 
a convener whose whole time and services 
shall be given to this department of the 
Church’s work. Without enlarging on these 
topics, Dr. Wardrope conveyed to the As- 
sembly his grateful acknowledgments for the 
uniform encouragement and support he had 
received at the hands of the Church during 
the seven years of his convenership. The 
work, though laborious, had indeed been to 
him a labour of love, and profitable to himself 
inmany ways, but it would neither be just to 
his office as minister of a large congregation, 
nor to the great and growing interests of 
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the missions, that he should longer be 
charged with the supervision of the work. 
He therefore hoped that the Assembly 
would acceptof his resignation in accordance 
with the recommendation of the committee, 
And here we may venture the remark that 
it will be very difficult to find a successor tc 
Dr. Wardrope in this behalf, who will dis- 
charge the duties which he now wishes te 
be relieved from with a loftier sense of the 
responsibility attached to the office, or wha 
will enter upon those duties with greates 
earnestness and enthusiasm than he has 
displayed. 

Mr. Scott, in moving the adoption of the 
report, made special reference to the mis- 
sions of our Church in the New HEBRIDES 
and in Curva, leaving the missionaries wha 


_|were to follow to speak of their respective 


fields. We regret our inability to reproduce 
My. Scott’s eloquent address. We can only 
say that it produced a profound impression 
on the audience, and exhibited very clearly 
the remarkable progress that had been made 
in this department of the Church’s work 
within the last few years. At the time of the 
Union, in 1875, the expenditure of all the 
Presbyterian Churches in Canada _ for 
foreign missions did not exceed $25,000 ; 
during the past year the Synod of the 
maritime provinces had contributed as 
much for this purpose, while the contribu- 
tions of the whole Church had risen to 
$103,000. A reference to the Jubilee of 
Missions in the New Hebrides, in Novem- 
ber, 1889, led Mr. Scott to remark on what 
had been ‘accomplished during fifty years in 
these islands of the South Seas. The suc- 
cess of missions there had been marvellous. 
During the past year a new arrangement 
had been entered into for a monthly steam 
service between Australia and the New 
Hebrides, which will not only conduce 
largely to the comfort of the missionaries, 
but which would also greatly facilitate their 
work, and hasten the time when the glorious 
light of the Gospel will enlighten ae 
dark abodes of heathenism. 


Rev. Kenneth J. Grant, of situ Teena tate 
Trinidad, gave a most interesting account 
of the work carried on among the 68,000 
coolies in that island, where they had now 
upwards of forty well-organized schools at- 
tended by some two thousand scholars, and 
the nuclei of so many congregations that 
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they might before long entertain the idea of 
erecting a synod. Their hope was in the 
young men of Trinidad, Hindoos by birth, 
many of whom had already come to occupy 
positions of usefulness in the community 
and were ornaments to the Christian reli- 
gion. He spoke in high terms of Rev. Lal 
Bihari, Mr. Ragbir, Mr. Corsbie, and other 
converts whose services to the mission were 
simply invaluable. Surveying the whole 
field of missionary activity, he pronounced 
the prospect to be “grand,” and the result 
as certain as the promises of God. What 
they wanted in Trinidad, more than any- 
thing else at the present time, were greater 
facilities for educating and training a native 
ministry, and the hint was kindly given 
that a cheque for four or five thousand dol- 
lars from any lady or gentleman in the au- 
dience would be highly appreciated and 
would be a great boon to the mission. 


Rev, John Wilkie, of Indore, Central 
India, was the next speaker. He was glad 
to say that his appeal for his College Fund 
had been nobly responded to. In all there 
had been subscribed $11,804 for this pur- 
pose, of which $10,432 had been paid, and 
he would go back to his loved work in 
India in a few weeks hence, filled with gra- 
titude to his friends in Canada who had in 
this way manifested their interest. in the 
work he and his co-labourers were trying to 
do in the strongholds of heathenism. It 
was yearly becoming more apparent that 
secular education combined with religious 
instruction was what they required in Cen- 
tral India; and the Presbyterian Mission 
was looked to by at least three millions of 
the natives as the only source from which 
they were likely to get any kind of educa- 
tion worthy of the name. When he left 
India, he had a school in which 150 intelli- 
gent young men were receiving a liberal edu- 
cation ; when he returns, he hopes to see 
erected a hall capable of containing an au- 
dience of 1,000, and a school for at least 
500 pupils ! 


Rev. Hugh MacKay, of Broadview, one 
of our missionaries to the Indians of the 
North-west was next introduced—a tall, 
fine looking man, with a flowing beard and 
a face well bronzed with exposure to prairie 
blizzards as well as scorching suns. He left 
on the minds of the Assembly a very vivid 
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picture of what life among the Indians 
really is, and what the duty of the Church 
is to races that have been in the past too 
much neglected at our hands—a people 
having many noble traits of character, and 
who are by no means beyond’ the reach of 
Christian influences. He thought it was 
well enough to be concerned about mission 
work in foreign countries, but he thought 
the work should be more active at home. 
There were 121,000 Indians in Canada, and 
24,000 in Manitoba and the North-west, 
among whom the work was being carried on. 
He referred to the difficulty of dealing with 
the paganism of the North-west. Not 
twenty miles from his own mission he knew 
that to-night a ‘‘ sun dance” was going on, 
whereat there were scenes of torture and 
other frightful rites of paganism being 
enacted that it was shameful should still be 
practised almost in our midst. He gave 
several illustrations of the progress of the 
work in his district, and recounted indivi- 
dual instances of conversion and regenera- 
tion among the pagan Indians. 


Mr. Mortimer Clark, of Toronto, then 
gave a most interesting address, based on 
a recommendation of the Foreign Mission 
Committee’s report, that this Church should 
institute a mission to the Jews in Palestine. 
Mr. Clark during his recent visit to the 
Holy Land had used his best efforts to 
obtain reliable information in regard to this 
proposal, and he had been led to the con- 
clusion that JERUSALEM would be the placa 
in which such a mission might be estab- 
lished with the best hopes of success, for 
tworeasons. (1) The large number of Jews 
who are gathering together in that city at 
present, and the small efforts that are being 
made for their conversion. (2) The in- 
creasing number of tourists from Protestant 
countries who visit the Holy City, many of 
whom would doubtless lend their aid in 
support of a Presbyterian Mission. The 
fact that this Church had adventitiously 
come into possession of a sum of money, 
amounting to about $6,000, expressly 
designated by the donor for a mission in 
Palestine, removed. the financial objection, 
as that would be enough to begin with in a 
quiet way and to serve as a stimulus for 
whatever effort the Church might put forth 
in this direction. Mr. Clark’s statement 
was listened to with great interest, and the 
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whole question of inaugurating a mission to 
the Jews came up again for further con- 
sideration. 


South Hay. 


HE “ order of the day” called for the pre- 
sentation of the Rmports on COLLEGES. 
While the Principals, however, were marshall- 
ing their forces, permission was granted to 
submit the annual statement of the Record 
Committee. The average monthly circulation 
for the past year was said to be some 4,000 
copies in advance of last year; the number 
issued for the month of June being 46,500. In 
compliance with a remit from last General 
Assembly the Committee had considered a 
proposal for publishing an Illustrated Mission- 
ary Record for the Young, and recommended 
that steps should be taken to commence such 
a publication under the sanction and control 
of the General Assembly. Rev. EH. Scott, of 
New Glasgow, who has for some years pub- 
lished a monthly magazine of this description 
with marked success, very kindly stated his 
willingness to place his publication, which is 
bow on a paying basis, with a circulation of 
about 11,000 monthly, at the disposal of the 
Church with no other condition than that it 
be continued under the auspices of the Assem- 
bly. A committee was then named to consult 
with Mr. Scott, to consider preliminary details, 
and to report at a future sederunt. 


THE COLLEGES, 


This was a field-day with the “Schools of 
the Prophets”—six in number—and the re- 
ports conveyed the gratifying intelligence 
that the past year had been the most suc- 
cessful in the history of each and all of them. 
It is not necessary to enter into minute de- 
tails. Copies of the reports and of the 
calendars can be easily obtained from the 
Chairman of the Board, or the Registrar, of 
the respective colleges, but in the meantime 
a few figures respecting each of them may 
be given. 

PRESBYTERIAN CoLLEGR, Hatirax.—Rev. Dr. 
Burns, Chairman:—Twenty-eight regular stu- 
dents with three general students, werejin at- 
tendance. The hbrary contains upwards of 
9,000 volumes. The question of enlarging the 
building has received much attention from the 
Board, and an additional story is to be put on. 
These improvements will cost about $4,000. 
The receipts exceed the expenditure, $315.11, 
and the debt is reduced from $7,709 to $7,394. 
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Morrin Cout_ecn, Quesec.—The attendance 
last session was twenty-eight, of whom anum- 
ber were young ladies, who are in increasing 
numbers availing themselves of the excep- 
tional advantages offered in this coliege forthe 
attainment by them of a university education 
and degree. In the theological department 
there were nine students; of whom four were 
in the third year, three in the second and two 
in the first. The Rev. A. T. Love, B.A., has 
been appointed Professor of Church History 
and Pastoral Theology, with the cordial con- 
currence of his Session azid Congregation. The 
receipts were $8,827.82, expenditure, $8.827.82. 
This College is affiliated with McGill Univer- 
sity. Mr. A. C. Cook is Secretary-Treasurer. 


PRASBYTERIAN CoLLEGE, MonTrnAL:—Of the 
83 students in attendance last session eleven 
completed their course and have been licensed 
to preach the Gospel. The Endowment Fund 
has reached the sum of $179,007.32. The or- 
dinary receipts for the year met the expendi- 
ture. <A gift of $20,000 was received from Mrs. 
Redpath, of Montreal, which added to her pre- 
vious gifts of a like sum, makes $40,000 for the 
endowment of the “John Redpath Chair.” The 
Board have had under consideration the ques- 
tion of an increase in the salaries of the pro- | 
fessors, and unanimously agreed torecommend 
the General Assembly to add $250 per annum 
to the salaries of the existing staff. They fur- 
ther intend to make application to the friends 
of the College for funds to enable them to add 
to the teaching staff and better equipment of 
the College. Mr. David Morrice, Montreal, is 
Chairman of the College Board. 


QuUEBN’s UNIVERSITY AND COLLEGE, KINGSTON: 
—Mr. Justice Maclennan, Chairman.—There 
were 415 students in attendance, and 78 are 
preparing for the ministry. Last year it was 
reported that the sum received from the Gen- 
eral Assembly’s College Fund was $1,612, in- 
stead of $2,819, the average. for the seven years 
previous. This year the congregations contri- 
buted $2,059.64. Benefactions amounting to 
$3,500 had been received during the year. The 
entire expenditure was $41,693.32. The Uni- 
versity celebrated its Jubilee last December, 
and its finances are in a highly satisfactory 
condition. The Registrar is Rev. Geo. Bell, 
LLD., Kingston. 


Knox Couiecn, Torontio:—Mr. Mortimer 
Clark, Chairman.—The number of students in 
attendance last session was.101; of whom 73 
were in Theology and 28 in the Preparatory 
Classes. The College residence was filled to 
overflowing. The ordinary receipts were 
$18,629.46, and the expenditure $16,892.17. The 
paid up Endowment Fund is $189,870.18. The 
Assembly is asked (and has agreed) to appoint 
Rev. R. Y. Thomson as Professor of Apologe- 
tics and Old Testament Literature at a salary 
of $2,500, with the understanding that Pr. 
Gregg wil! henceforth restrict his professor ial 
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work to Church History and conducting the 
Mathematical classes in the Preparatory 
Course. 


Manrropa Couieap:— Mr. Justice Taylor’ 
 Chairman.—The number of pupils of all classes 
last session was 114, of whom 22 were enrolled 
in the Theologicai classes. The ordinary ex- 
penditure was $15,069.34, leaving a balance cn 
hand of $788.84. During the past seven years 
Principal King had received $45,000 in all to- 
wards the maintenance and equipment of the 
College. There was still, however, a debt of 
some $5,000 which the managers are very de- 
sirous to have paid off. The thanks of the 
Board are recorded to the Presbyterian Church 
of Ireland, the Church of Scotland and the 
Free Church of Scotland for the continuance 
of generous donations, and to the American 
Presbyterian Church, Montreal, for a gift of 
$250.

Committee, the congregation of Central Church 
Toronto, having undertaken to provide for his 
outfit and salary. 


Coxieny Contece:—The proceedings of 
this College Day were appropriately con- 
cluded: with a converzatione at the Ladies’ 
College in Ottawa which has recently en- 
tered on a new departure under the auspices 
of the Board of French Evangelization. The 
large building was handsomely decorated 
for the occasion and was filled by a brilliant 
assemblage of the members of Assembly and 
their lady friends, and also by many of the 
élite of the capital. . Dr. Laing, Mgderaior 
of the Assembly, and Principal Mac Vicar, 
the Chairman of the Board, ex-officio, had 
prominent places assigned to them. Dr. 
Laing having been the first Principal of the 
old Ottawa Ladies’ College, made kindly 
references to the past history of the institu- 
tion, and expressed his best wishes for its 
future prosperity, which seemed already to be 
assured under the able management of Mrs. 
Crawford, the present distinguished Prin- 
cipal. Dr. MacVicar and Di. Warden ex- 
plained in a few well chosen words the aims 
and objects of the College and bespoke for 
ib a generous and hearty support from the 
friends of higher education in this section 
of the Dominion. The feature of the even- 
ing was a choice literary and musical pro- 
gramme carried out by the young ladies of 
the college. After which refreshments of 
the most récherché discription were served. 
There must have been nearly five hundred 


guests, and all were delighted with their 
reception and with the evidence afforded 
them of the high tone of the institution.

‘BY appointment of the Assembly, Rev. 
@” - Thomas Sedgwick of Tatamagouche, 
N.S., conducted the services in Bank Street 
Church in the morning, and fev. Dr. 
Thompson ot Sarnia, in the evening. Nearly 
all the other city churches (the Episcopalian 
excepted) were supplied by members of 
the Assembly. The Sacrament of the Lord’s 
Supper was observed in Bank Street Church 
in the afternoon when the body of the 
Church was filled by communicants, and, 
the galleries by spectators of the solemn 
rite. The Moderator presided and was 
assisted by Prézcipal Grant and Dr. Burns 
of Halifax. The attendance was probably 
larger than on any similar occasion and the 
service,—beautiful in its simplicity as it 
always is in the Presbyterian Church—was 
deeply impressive. The Sunday-schools 
were not massed together as is sometimes 
done with good effect at such times, but 
each. school, in its own place, was addressed 
by ministers and elders selected for their 
aptitude for this kind of service. So the 
children of the Church had a good time 
nevertheless.

THE Assembly resumed consideration of 
the recommendation contained in the 
Foreign Mission Report, dealing first with 
the proposal of the Committee anent A 
Mission to THE Jews. Mr. Mortimer 
Clark, seconded by Dr. Mac Vicar, moved, 
“That a mission be established in Palestine, 
in accordance with the recommendation of 
the Foreign Mission Committee ; that Jerusa- 
lem should be chosen as the centre, and. that 
further plans regarding the mission be placed 
in the hands of a special committee.” 


After lengthened discussion in which 
many of the members took part, it became 
evident that while the members individually 
recognized the debt cf obligation which rests 
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upon all Christians to preach the Gospel of 
Jesus Christ to God’s ancient people, the 
Assembly, as a whole, is not yet fuliy pre- 
pared to institute a distinct and separate 
mission for that purpose. The following 
resolution moved by Principal Grant, se- 
conded by Principal Forrest, was adopted 
by a large majority : 

The General Assembly expresses its gratifi- 
cation at the success which has attended the 
enquiries prosecuted by the Foreign Mission 
Committee, and its special thanks are dne to 
Mr. Mortimer Clark; that the Assembly in- 
struct the Foreign Mission Committee to ap- 
point a sub-committee to prosecute enquiry 
further, and especially to ascertain whether it 
would be desirable to co-operate with the Free 
Church mission in Tiberias, for a time; and 
whether there are promising candidates for 
such a mission, and to report to next Gen- 
eral Assembly. 


THe AcEp anp Ineiem Ministers’ Funps, 
east and west, were passed under review. 
The receipts for the former were $3,904, 
and the expenditure $3,547. Referring to 
the financial condition of the latter, the 
report says that it leaves a heavy moral 
debt against the church in favour of those 
claimants on the fund who have laboured 
longest in the work of the ministry. The 
ordinary receipts were less than last year. 
A vigorous effort has been made to secure 
the additional $200,000 aimed at for the 
endowment fund. The bequest of Mrs. 
Nicholl’s—$20,000—and a promise of a 


like sum from Sir Donald A. Smith, have |. 


greatly encouraged the committee.

FRENCH EVANGELIZATION. 


The annual report was presented by Rev. 
Principal MacVicar, Chairman. Dr. Par- 
sons, of Toronto, and Dr. Burns, of Hali- 
fax, spoke eloquently in moving and second- 
ing the adoption of+ the report, a summary 
of which is given in previous pages of this 
number to the Record. Dr. Warden retires 
from the secretary-ship in favour of Rev. S. 
J. Taylor, of Moose Jaw, N.W.T., but will 
continue to act as treasurer and director of 
the Pointe-aux-Trembles schools and 
Coligny College, Ottawa. 
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The Globe reporter.makes this reference to 
the proceedings of the evening :— . 

Rev. Dr. Burns, too, made an eloquent 
Speech and a witty one. Rev. Father Chiniquy 
had just been invited to the platform, and Dr. 
Burns, turning to him, said, ‘I am glad to see 
our holy and venerable father,’ but Dr. Burns 
could get no further for the roars of laughter 
at his attempt to term the aged convert holy 
father. Dr. Burns referred to “the iniquity ” 
of accepting that $60,000. He knew there were 
men who tried to reconcile it to their con- 
sciences. They were, he supposed, honest, but 
he recalled the words of Nehemiah, “So did 
not I, because of the fear of the Lord.” That 
was a grand text on many practical questions, 
especially on this one. (Applause.) “It hap- 
pens that our friends on the other side are very 
skilful in keeping in with both,”. said the 
doctor, and thereupon told a story of a man-at 
dinner, asked if he would take pudding or pie, 
who replied, “a little of both, if you please.” 
So the Church of Rome always took a little of 
both. It kept in with the Provinces, but when 
the time came for a Dominion election it was 
another story. Referring to Coligny College, 
whose conversazione Dr. Burns attended the 
other evening, he testified that there were 80 
or 90 “ charming girls” there, and he noticed 
among the young ministerial brethren a spirit 
ofunion. (Laughter.) Dr. Burns bore strong 
testimony to the services and ability of Rev. 
Drs. MacVicar and Warden in connection 
with this work, and referring to the Equal 
Rights agitation said, although they had re- 
ceived a set back it was not the end of it; 
only the beginning.

| TEMPERANCE. 


Rev.D. Stiles Fraser, of Springside, N.S., 
convener, presented the report on temper- 
ance, which elicited a lively discussion, 
Rey. D. J. Macdonnell, Mr. Justice Taylor 
and others deprecating the appeal to the 
Scriptures for ‘‘prohibition,” an dsuggesting 
that what they all wanted—the suppression 
of intemperance—would be better secured 
by aslightly different wording of the ap- 
peals annually made to the members of the 
Church. The substance of the report and 
the deliverance of the Assembly will be given 
next month. It must suffice for the pre- 
sent to say that, however much members 
may differ as to their modes oz expression, 
the Church will not recede from the ad- 
vanced position it has taken on this subject, 
and will use its influence, not only for the 
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suppression of intemperance, but in support 
of any practical measures, having in view 
the total abolition of the liquor traffic 
throughout the Dominion, past legislation 
having shown the inefficiency of half-way 
measures.

“HE committee appointed at a previous 
sederunt to consider the application of 
Mr.Charbonnel to be received as a minister of 
this Church, was presented by Dr. Camp- 
bell, of Renfrew, and gave rise (inevitably) 
to a long and heated debate, which ended 
in its being re-committed for further con- 
sideration, and a more distinct deliverance 
in light of the discussion. The report of 
the Brantrorp LapiEs CoLLEGE was cordi- 
ally adopted. Dr. Waters, of Newark, N.J., 
formerly of St. David’s Chureh, St. John, 
N.B., was introduced to the Assembly and 
made an interesting address. Dr. Chambers, 
of New York, and ‘Dr. Matthews, secretary 
of the Presbyterian Alliance, were also in- 
troduced, and spoke of the aims and objects 
ofthe alliance of the Reformed churches, 
the next meeting of the council of which is 
to be held in Toronto in 1892. fev. J. 
Greenfield, of Stornoway, Scotland, formerly 
a minister of the Canadian Church in Glen- 
garry, conveyed the greetings of the Free 
Church of Scotland to the Assembly. At the 
evening sederunt Dr. Armstrong presented 
the annual report on SABBATH UBSERVANCE, 
which contained a loud call to the pulpit 
and the press to discourage the evils com- 
plained of. Dr. Armstrong commended 
the press criticisms on the conduct of the 
Duke of Connaught in visiting Niagara 
Falis on Sunday, a adding that ‘ the atten- 
tion of his mother should be called to it.” 
Rey. T. F. Fotheringham presented an ela- 
borate report on SaBBaTH ScHOOLS, the sub- 
stance of which will be given to our readers 
in a future issue.

STATISTICS. 


The annual report was presented by Rev. Dr. 
Torrance. It states that during the year 1889 
there were added to the church: represented by 
the Assembly now in session, 11,302, as against 
11,832 in 1888, a comparative decrease of 530, 
to which the ‘presbytery of Ottawa alone con- 


tributes a decrease of 420. The total member- 
ship of the church is estimated at about 415,- 
500. There are 1,920 churches and stations 
reported, against 1,837 for the preceding year, 
an increase of 83. The total sitting accom- 
modation of the churches is 454,207, against 
435,177 the previous year, an increase of 19- 
030. There are 83,100 families connected with 
congregations, against 79,678, an increase of 
®,422, or about 17,110 souls. The number of 
single persons is placed at 13,719. There are 
157,990 members in full communion, an in- 
crease of 5,977 since last year. The whole 
number of removals by death, discipline and 
certificate, was 10,79, or 502 less than the 
year previous. Baptism was administered to 
10,605 infants, an increase of 515; and to 1,004 
adults, an increase of 65 on the preceding 
year. The total number of elders is given at 
5,632, an increase of 251. Oftice-bearers num- 
ber 8,447. The-Sabbath School attendance is 
124,310, an increase of 4,325. The number of 
teachers has decreased 5,197, the total in 1888 
being 20,022, and 14,825 in 1889. The number 
of volumes i in Sabbath School libraries is 191,- 


(398, an increase of 17,280. There are 331 Mis- 


sionary Associations, 502 Women’s Foreign 
Missionary Societies and 438 Mission Stations. 

Frvances—The total amount of stipends 
from all sources is reported as $777,199; in- 
crease, $32527. The amount of arrears for 
stipend Pee the church is reported at 

$12,865. ‘Nhe total outlay for church or manse 
building or improvements was $517,509. he 
total expenditure on manse, church, etc., Was 
$1,555,867. The total contributions for all pur- 
poses ‘aggregated $2,054,951, an increase of 
$112,228 over the year 1888.

RY the date of our going to press, the 
os General Assembly had not completed 
its deliberations; from the outline of its 
proceedings, however, so far as we have 
been able to give them, it is evident that 
the meeting was from every point of view 
a most satistactory one. The attendance 
was probably the largest since the union ; 
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and another marked feature was the close 
attention of the members to business. We 
do not remember ever to have seen this 
better exemplified. Too much praise 
cannot be given to the Committee of 
Arrangements for the accommodation of 
the commissioners. In the published lst 
are the names of some 450 delegates, many 
of whom were accompanied by wives or 
daughters, and all were hospitably enter- 
tained. Then, the arrangements at Bank 
Street Church seemed to be as nearly per- 
fect as could be—the handsome and com- 
modious new hall affording unlimited 
facilities for the meetings of committees, 
while Dr. Moore, pastor of the Church and 
master of ceremonies, and those associated 
with him, earned the thanks of all by their 
courtesy. The city of Ottawa, proper, is 
said to contain about 40,000 inhabitants, 
but including the immediate suburbs, the 
population is now close on 60,000 — 
irrespective of the city of Hull, only 
separated from it by the river, and which 
has some 12,000 inhabitants. The popula- 
tion of Ottawa is divided nearly equally 
3etwixt the Catholics and Protestants. Of 
the latter, the Episcopalians, Methodists and 
Presbyterians are about equally numerous— 
each having six churches.

price $1.50. ‘Phe author’s idea is to illustrate 
the success of missions by independent testi- 
mony as to their beneficent results from 
parties whose personal acquaintance with the 
work in heathen countries entitles them to 
Speak on this subject. The “Testimonies” 


are culled from Government Blue Books 
books of travel, and other sources in no way 
connected with missionary societies, and are 
thus all the more valuable. ‘the witnesses 
are Statesmen, politicians, colonial governors, 
editors of secular papers and literary men in 
general, and their evidence is spontaneous 
and conclusive. Among them are some illus- 
trious converts to Christianity, whose opinions 
are entitled to great weight, and some who, 
like Mr. Darwin, in spite of their religious 
scepticism, are constrained by what they have 
seen with their own eyes toadmit the benefits 
accruing to heathen races by Christianity. 
Perhaps the most satisfactory evidence of all 
is that given by Prince Harnan Singh, late 
Maharaja of Kapurthala, a feudatory state in 
the Punjab, who said at a meeting of C. M.

British arms, would have effected such 
changes in the social condition of India, as are 
evident to all observing men in these days.” 
This man, speaking for himself, says, ‘‘Thanks 
be to God for His unspeakable gift,” and feels 
sure that ‘“‘the time is not far distant when 
the full light will shine in India. Then my 
country will throw away its idols and bow 
itself before the unseen God, who makes 
Himself known in His revealed Word, and by 
His Spirit which dwelleth in man.”

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Our Home Missions. 


HAT a magnificent field is that given 

the Presbyterian Church in Canada 

to cultivate! The more one thinks about 
it the more is one impressed not only with 
its magnitude but its grand possibilities. 
The reports presented to the General 
Assembly from the Committees on Home 
Missions and Augmentation of Stipends, if 
printed in type similar to what the reader 
has before him, would fill a volume of 
several hundred pages. Hence the im- 
possibility of reproducing them in the 
Record. But, supposing we could do so, 
it would not be safe to say that anyone 
looking for information would be able 
readily to obtain such a bird’s-eye view of 
the home missions of the Presbyterian 
Church in Canada as might be desirable. 
The truth is, that instead of one report we have 
nominally four, yet in reality more than that 
number ; and as there isa want of uniformity 
in presenting the statistics of the different 
parts of the Church, the result is, that while 
the reports are all prepared with great care, 
and while each is doubtless faultless in 
respect of the data which it furnishes, it 
requires a certain amount of time and 
patience, and a familiarity with the machin- 
ery of the Church possessed by few, to master 
the situation. Much of the difficulty arises 
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}section of the Church, 


‘and of preaching stations 820. 


from the perpetuation of lines of demarcation 
betwixt “East” and “West,” which, however 
indispensable in the meantime, are bound 
to disappear eventually. In the eastern 
‘operations were 
conducted in every presbytery within the 
bounds of the Synod;” in the western 
section, in all save five. The presbyteries 
of Whitby, Stratford, London, Huron and 
Maitland have no mission stations within 
their bounds. The number of mission 
fields in the 32 western Presbyteries is 276, 
In the 
eastern section there are apparently 45 fields 
and 1) preaching stations, which gives us 
in all 321 distinct fields and 990 preaching 
places. The number of missionaries em- 
ployed last year, for longer or shorter periods, 
in both sections, was 329, of whom 121 
were ordained ministers and licentiates and 
208 students and catechists. The average 
Sabbath attendance at all these stations was 
43,065, the number of families connected 
with them, 11,701, and of communicants, 
13,997. The receipts by the Boards of 
Management, including the College societies 
and Lumberman’s mission (but irrespective 
of contributions by the people in the mission 
fields for local supplies), were $66 ,475.60,— 
namely $55,159.60 from the western section 
and $11,316 from the eastern, for purely 
home mission purposes. Adding the 
amounts received for the augmentation of 
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stipends in the smaller congregations of the 
Church that are not yet self-supporting, say 
$25,429.68 in the west, and $8,082.14 in the 
east, we reach the respectable amount of 
$99,987.42 contributed for these two kindred 
purposes during the past year. This does 
not of course include sums expended by 
individual churches on town and city 
missions, of which no proper estimate can be 
made, nor the considerable sums given since 
April by many Presbyteries to make up the 
amounts deducted from augmentation grants. 
But if we include the sums paid by the 
stations for supply (including board), we 
must add $65,739.71, which brings up the 
sum total to $165,727.13 for the year. 

The amount required to carry on the 
liome mission work. proper. is apportioned 
to the several Presbyteries according to their 
supposed. relative ability, and is disbursed 
after careful enquiry into the requirements 
of the several fields, due regard being had 
to what may reasonably be expected from 
themselves. 

The largest grants were made last year to 
the following Presbyteries in the western 
section:—Barrie and Bruce—including Mus- 
koka and Algoma — $8,388.73; to Regina, 
$4,915.20; Minnedosa, $3,355.50; Winnipeg, 
$2,581.45; Calgary, $2,527.20; Rocklake and 
Brandon, $3,606.05 ; Quebec, $1,143.38; Mon- 
treal, $1,945 ; Lanark and Renfrew, $1,894.50; 
Glengarry, $1,615.55; Kingston, $1,939.60 ; 
Columbia, $3,222.64. Toronto was the largest 
contributor, giving $8,149.64, and only receiving 
$644 from the fund; Montreal gave $8,218 30 
and received $1,945; Hamilton gave $2,706.69 
and received $648; Paris, $2,452.47, receiving 
only $25: London, $1,970, and taking back 
only $32; Kingston gave $1,126.54 and received 
$1.939.60; Ottawa gave $1,845.77 and received 
$49 more thanit gave; Glengarry, Whitby, 
Guelph, Stratford, Huron and Maitland to- 
gether contributed $5,706.36, and drew nothing 
from the fund. 

As by far the largest amount of money is 
spent in support of missions in Manitoba 
and the North-West, it is gratifying to find 
that the results have been correspondingly 
large. 

It is now nineteen years since the Presby- 
tery of Manitoba was formed. Winnipeg had 
then a population of 421, now it has 22,892; 
Manitoba had then 19,000, now it has 150,000. 
Relative to the other denominations we stood 
third in 1871, now we stand at the head of the 
list. In 1871 we had only nine congregations 
and mission stations, now there are 510 within 
the bounds of the Synod of Manitoba and the 
North-West. Then we had 189 families, now 


7,081; then very few communicants, now 
8,218; then six churches, now 144; then two 
manses, now 30; in 1871 the contributions for 
Church purposes were $2,000, in 1890, $129;535. 

During the past year the committees have 
been encouraged by grants of money from 
the Presbyterian Church of Ireland, the 
Church of Scotland and the Free Church of 
Scotland. The Synod of the Maritime Provinces 
showed its Sympathy with the work in the 
North-West by contributions from the congre- 
gations amounting in aggregate to $3,419.04. 
The students’ missionary societies of all the 
colleges rendered valuable aid in furnishing 
both men and means to aid in carrying on the 
work. The committees have also received 
valuable assistance from individual. congrega- 
tions, and from women’s missionary societies 
and bands, who, besides contributing money, - 
supplied boxes of clothing for’the use of the 
missions. 


Hrictlet Ho. 18. 
STRASSBURG IN 1865. 


THIS fine old city is not far from the. 
Rhine, and about two hours by rail 
from Heidelberg. It has long been famous 
for its grand Cathedral, its lofty, steep- 
roofed, red-tiled houses, elaborately em- 
bellished with antique wood-carving, its 
storks’ nests, and its wonderful astronomical 
clock. It has changed owners many times. 
For two hundred years it was the capital of 
a department of France, Asaresult of the 
Franco-Prussian war, it reverted to Germany 
in-1870. During the siege a large portion 
of the city was destroyed; the Cathedral 
also suffered severely, but immediate steps 
were taken to repair the damage ; handsome 
new streets were built up, the suburbs were 
beautified with parks and gardens, and the 
magnificent new Kaiser Wilhelm University 
was opened in 1872. 

I shall never forget my first visit to 
Strassburg. On arriving late one evening: 
in August, 1865, the city was in a blaze of 
lights: even the Cathedral spire — the 
highest then in the world—was illuminated 
with thousands of tapers to its topmost 
pinnacle. What did it all mean? It was 
the Emperor Napolean’s féte day. His 
popularity had begun to wane, so it was 
considered safer for him to be here than at 
home ; for in those days the report of a 
royal progress in Paris would sometimes be 
concluded with a sentiment like this: 
‘‘Nous remarquons avec plaisir que sa 
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Majesté n’a pas été assassinée.” Early next 
morning we had a good look at this re- 
markable man and his beautiful consort as 
they walked up the central aisle of the 
Cathedral. This noble edifice is accounted 
the zrandest creation of medieval architec- 
ture in Germany. It has stood a finished 
and unique work of human skill for nearly 
five hundred years. The material of which 
it is built is so durable that the elaborate 
external carvings remain as perfect as when 
they left the sculptors’ hands. As for the 
spire, which rises to a height of 466 feet, 
it has been aptly compared to Brussels lace 
done in stone. The top of it is reached by 
a flight of 660 steps, which gradually narrow 
to about one foot in width and, for the last 
stage, wind round the outside of the 
gossamer structure, making the ascent diffi- 
cult and dangerous. The recollection of 
reaching the summit, clinging to the slender 
pinnacle with both arms, while endeavour- 
ing to survey a parorama of two hundred 
and fifty miles in diameter, isthe more vivid 
that it happened just then to be blowing a 
gale of wind, and it wag bitterly cold. 

The celebrated clocl -stands in one of the 
transepts, in an-oaken case about sixty-five 
feet high*and twenty-four feet wide. It has 
ever so many dials, and besides giving the 
time of day at Strassburg and every place 
else, it indicates the revolutions of the 
planets and many other things hard to be 
understood. At noon each day it enacts a 
pantomimic performance as instructive as 
it is ingenious. Above the hour dial 
stands the grim figure of Death—a full-sized 
skeleton. Before him, at the four quarters 
of the hour, four several figures march. past 
—childhood at the first quarter, youth at 
the second, manhood at the third, and, at 
the full hour, old-age—a venerable white- 
haired pilgrim, staff in hand. Above this 
Christ, the Conqueror of Death, is seen 
resting on a cross. At noon, Death strikes 
twelve on a deep-toned gong. Then begins 
the procession of the twelve Apostles. 
Kach life-like figure in turn emerges from 
behind the stage, walks up to the figure of 
Christ, turns short round, makes obeisance 
to Him, and passes on—the Saviour mean- 
while blessing each one by imposition of 
hand. As Peter approaches, a door suddenly 
opens on the balcony overhead. Satan

Onv Honan Rlission, 


EY. JAmes Frazer Sito, M.D., writes as 
follows:—I have no doubt many of 
your readers will be pleased to hear of 
progress in the work in Honan, and therefore 
I send you a short account of our recent 
tour. 

We left Lin Ching Feb. 21st, by house-boat, 
which, although a much slower mode of 
travelling than by cart, is much more com- 
fortable, besides affording us a place of retreat, 
from the inquisitive gazing throng, after our 
day’s work is done. Dr. McClure and Mr. 
McGillivray went northward to Chang-te-fu 
etc., while Mr. Goforth and myself went 
farther south to Hstiin-Hsien and Wei-hui- 
fu. Our reception at Hsiiin-Hsien was very 
good indeed, although on the eighth day of 
our stay among them the gentry came to the 
inn, and through our helper informed us that 
it was too small a place for two distinguished 
men to workin. This was their polite way of 
telling us that they wished us to leave as 
quickly as possible. However, we gave no 
heed to them and remained four days longer, 
as we had intended. We had large orderly 
crowds every day, and they listened attentively 
to the preaching of the Gospel, and two at 
least appeared deeply impressed and seemed 
anxious to know the doctrine. In Wei-hui- 
fu the people appeared more indifferent at 
first, and we heard several rumours of an up- 
rising among the gentry; but we worked 
there without any annoyance for sixteen days, 
and there was evidence of a spirit of earnest- 
ness and inquiry abroad, and four or five were 
anxious to become enquirers. One of these, 
with more zeal than knowledge, went home 
and commenced to smash his idols, which at 
once brought down the wrath of his brothers 
on his head. This is what we may expect, 
and we pray that God by His Spirit may lead 
those thus impressed into the truth as it 1s 
in Christ. 

Through the kindness of Dr. Nevius of 
Chefoo, we have an earnest Christian as 
helper, and we only hope that he may be able 
to remain with us. The opium curse in 
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Honan, although. not as bad as in one or two 
other provinces, is much worse than in 
many of the provinces in China, and is going 
to be 2 terrible drawback toour work. It not 
only wrecks the mind and body of the victim, 
but also destroys hig whole moral nature and 
renders hiug almost unopen to conviction. The 
first morning after we reached Honan soil, we 
were out walking by the river when weheard a 
man calling at the top of his voice. We had 
no idea that he was calling to us, therefore 
walked on; but his cries became louder, and 


us. 


habit. He had the usual appearance of an 
opium wreck, and was poorly clad, although 
from his appearance we knew that he had 
seen better days. He wastold that it was 
useless to give medicine unless he was under 
the supervision of a doctor for at least a 
month. “ Well,” he saia, “I willsoon be ruined. 
Thave but littloleft, and Iam now on my way 
to town to pawn the only spare garment I have 
left.” The garment which he showed us would 
not bring more than 100 small cash (about five 
cents), but it would buy enough opium to 
satisfy his terrible craving for a little while. 
Nor does it stop with the men alone, for on 
this trip I saw three women who were slaves 
to this terrible habit. In the towns and cities 
it is estimated that seven men out of every ten 
use such quantities as to make their reforma- 
,tion almost impossible. JI treated, while on 
the tour, twenty-nine days’ work, 1380 patients, 
about 300 of whom were women, and out of 
the above number of patients I saw 350 twice 
or oftener. Extracting teeth is at a discount 
in North China, and I was called upon to 
extract only 35 teeth; however, I had 105 
other surgical operations as follows:—En- 
tropium 38; Pterygium 18; Cataract 10; 
Tridectomy 4; Blepharophimosis 2; Hare-lip 
1; Nasal polypi 10; Necrosed jaw 3; Cleft 
palate 1; Opening abscess 7; Tappingin Ascites 
1; Removal of tumour 4; Fistula in ano 5; 
Artificial nasal orifice 1. We have good hopes 
of being able to secure a place in a village 
about one mile out from Wei-hui, and we ask 
an interest in your prayers. Wethank God 
for His goodness during this trip, and are 
encouraged to press on and expect greater 
blessings in future.—J.F-.S.

On the death of his father, Robert 
succeeded to the beautiful estate of Airthrey 
in the south of Perthshire. At the age of 
seventeen, both brothers went to sea. 
Robert entered the royal navy, and was 
distinguished for bravery in several naval 
actions under Admirals Duncan and St. 
Vincent... James joined the Hast India 
Company’s service and rose to be Captain of 
the Melville Castle, with the prospect of 
soon acquiring an ample fortune. Both 
orothers, about the ame time, and by a 
way that they know not, became the sub- 
jects of deop religious experience. and both 
resolved to exchange a sea-faring life for 
employment of a very different kind. They 
took a new departure as evangelists. This 
implied no great pecuniary sacrifice. They 
had ample means. Robert was indeed 
wealthy ; but when he tesolved to conse- 
crate himself to Christ, he also consecrated 
his purse and all that he had. Shortly after, 
retiring from the sea, he married a daughter 
of Mr. Oswald, of Scotstown—a beautiful 
property on the banks of the Clyde. This 
lady entered heartily into Mr. Haldane’s 
‘“ Hutopian” plans, for the people called him 
“mad” when he proceeded to sell his 
magnificent paternal estate in order that he 
might devote himself more entirely to the 
path of duty that seemed to open before 
him, , He had spent much time and dis- 
played. great taste and skill in improving 
the lands of Airthrey, which he now sold 
forasum of about $750,000, the proceeds 
being invested so that they could be drawn 
upon as occasion required. During the next 
twelve years he spent nearly half of that 
amount in erecting churches, educating and 
supporting preachers, printing and distribut- 
ing religious literature, and establishing 
Sunday-schools. Besides some fifty or sixty 
chapels, he erected large “ tabernacles ” & 
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Edinburgh, Glasgow, Dundee, Perth, Wick, 
Thurso and Elgin. He also founded three 
training schools for preachers, undertaking 
the whole cost of their maintenance, About 
eighty young men were educated for the 
ministry in these colleges. Evangelistic 
work was begun in Edinburgh in the circus 
fitted up for the purpose. It was opened 
by Rowland Hill in 1798. Three years 
later, the spacious Tabernacle erected on 
Leith Walk, seated for 3,200, was dedicated, 
.and his brother James was ordained and 
installed as the pastor of this the first of the 
new Congregational churches of Scotland. 
Robert Haldane betook himself to study. 
He read much and thought deeply. The 
result was a profound conviction of the divine 
origin and supreme importance of the Holy 
Scriptures. His motto was—“ Christianity 
is everything, or nothing. If it be true, it 
demands every sacrifice to promote its in- 
fluence ; if it is not true, then let us lay 
aside the hypocrisy of professing to believe 
it.” At an early stage in his studies he 
came to embrace Baptist views. His 
brother James also did the same, but neither 
of them ever laid much tress on this dis- 
tinguishing tenet in their public addresses, 
While they firmly adhered to the Eaptist 
persuasion as long as they lived, they 
attached less importance to the outward 
form of religion and more to the paramount 
duty of calling ‘umners to repentance. 
Robert had at the commencement of his 
religious life intended going to India at the 
head of a missionary party, the whole ex- 
pense of which was to be borne by himself. 
Benares, the metropolis of oriental . pagan- 
ism—the holiest city ot the Hindoos—was 
the spot where zhey were to unfurl the 
standard of the cross. But he was obliged 
to abandon that enterprize on account of 
the shamefully obstructive policy of the 
East India Company, who then ruled India. 
He next took up the idea of importing a 
number of African, youths, educating them 
in England, and sending them back to their 
own country as native evangelists. Owing 
to some misunderstanding with his associates 
in this matter, it did net prove successful. 
Perhaps the most important service which 
Mr. Haldane rendered to the cause of 
Christianity—measured by its results—was 
by his visits to Geneva and Montauban, 
1816-1819. At Geneva, especially, he was 
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eminently useful in stemming the tide of 
rationalism. His ‘‘ parlour-lectures” on the 
Epistla to the Romans drew around him the 
students attending the theological classes, 
whe listened to his earnest and practical 
discourses with grea‘ relish. Few of them 
had. ever studied tha Bible at all before this, 
and none of them attached much importance 
to its teachings. Mr, Haldane’s expositions 
were to them an entirely new inspiration, 
and resulted in the conversion of sixteen at 
least out of the twenty-five who attended his 
lectures. Among these were young Merle 
D’Aubigne, the future historian of the Re- 
formation, the celebrated Frederick Monod 
of Paris, and Francis Gaussen, the pastor of 
Satigny and founder of the Evangelical 
Society and College at Geneva. Cesar 
Malan also acknowledged having received 
unspeakable benefit from his interviews with 
Mr. Haldane. It may be added that twelve 
young men were educated for the ministry 
in France at his expense. This good man 
died in 1842, in the 79th year of his age. 

James A. Haldane, after being installed 
as pastor of the Edinburgh Tabernacle, 
divided his time between his congregational 
duties and in making preaching tours 
through Scotland from the southern borders 
to John O’Groats. He attracted large 
audiences wherever he went, Though often 
exposed to obloquy and derision, he never 
for a moment faltéred, but resolutely per- 
severed in his work. Having, ministered 
for upwards of fifty years gratuitously, he 
rested from his labours in 1851. His 
remains were followed to the grave by a 
large concourse of ministers and elders of 
all denominations in Edinburgh—‘“ a spon- 
taneous tribute of respect such as has rarely 
been paid to any private individual.” 

Thus lived and died these two noble 
brothers. They never aspired to be the 
founders of a new sect or leaders of a néw 
party. Their single desire was to do good 
to their fellowmen, and in this they were 
largely successful. ‘Their works foilowed 
them in the renewed impetus given to 
evangelical religion by the bright example 
of their devoted lives.

")’HE region known as Southern Manitoba 


2° lies south and west of Winnipeg. On 
its eastern side it includes a large number 
of French and Mennonite settlers, among 
whom no Presbyterian missions are carried 
on. The western partof the region, extend- 
ing forsome two hundred miles to the western 
boundary of the province, is one of the finest 
sections of Manitoba, and is settled by an 
excellent class of settlers, the largest ele- 
ment being from che Ontario counties of 
Huron and Bruce. Indeed the enormous 
immigration from Huron and Bruce to 
Manitoba justifies the remark of the ob- 
servant Indian chief who said: ‘ Canada— 
very large place—many peop!e—Huron 
and Bruce more!” Southern Manitoba is 
reached by five railway lines radiating south 
and west from Winnipeg. These are 
Emerson branch, Gretna branch, and Glen- 


boro branch of the C. P.R; and the main ae 
4 of railways brought in a new set 0. conditions, 


line of Manitoba and Northern Railway, and 
Morris branch of the same. ‘The vast 
importance of Southern Manitoba is thus 
seen. The chief centres of Southern Mani- 
toba are Emerson, Morris, Gretna, Morden, 
Miami, Carman, Glenboro, Manitou, Pilot 
Mound, Boissevain and Deloraine. Its 
importance is further shown by the fact 
that it. comprises 12 out of the. 36 con- 
stituencies into which Manitoba is divided. 
The region is noted for its agricultural 
productiveness. It is chiefly a wheat-grow- 
ing section, though cattle, sheep and pigs are 
reared in abundance. In _ poultry-raising 
it takes the first place in Manitoba. Lately 
a coal mine has been discovered near 
Deloraine which will be of enormous service 
to the prairies of this region. 

As might be expected from the several con- 
siderations named, Presbyterianism is strong. 
A portion of Winnipeg and Brandon Presby- 
terles and the whole of the Presbytery of 
Rock Lake lie in this district. The whole of 
Southern Manitoba may be said to have been 
untenanted on the formation of the province 
in 1871. The writer remembers the time when 

the whole western part of the region now 
regarded as so important was entirely un- 
explored, and that only seventeen years ago! 
The first mission work done was by a student 
of Manitoba College in Boyne (Carman) 
settlement in 1873. Rey. John Scott took hold 
of the work in Emerson, in 1875, and his name 


has ‘a sweet fragrance still all along the 
boundary line. The next missionary was 
Rev. H. J. Borthwick (1876), who was sent to 
the Boyne field, including Pembina Mts., which 
had then scattered settlers through it for forty 
miles, and included twenty-eight townships. 
In 1877, Rev: W. R. Ross, formerly of Picker- 
ing, Ont., was given the northern half of 
this vast field, and Mr. Borthwick retained the 
south. On the Red River, Rev. James Douglas, 
formerly, of Port Perry, was stationed at 
Morris. in May, 1878, and it was reported that 
the new Rock Lake district contained 200 
families) many of whom had _ no service. 
During the next year there was the ever- 
increasing cry of new gettlements in Turtle 
Mountain and Cypress River districts, but the 
shortage of the funds ofthe Home Mission Com- 
mittee did not allow an extension of the work. 
In the summer of 1880 James Farquharson, 
a student of Knox College, occupied the 


'Rock Lake district, and to this locality in the 


following year he returned to be ordained in 
it and to make it his home. He hada wide 


' field, which has already been divided up into 


four if not five separate charges. Settled now 
at Pilot Mountl, Mr Farquharson has been 
by far the most outstanding figure in the 
mission work of Southern Manitoba. The era 


aud he rising towns already named form 
strong Presbyterian centres. Hifher as settled 
charges or as vacancies able to support minis- 
ters as soon as thesean be obtained, there are 
now fifteen, aud in the region to which a 
solitary Manitoba ©olleve student went in 
1873, anf Rev. John Scott in 1875, the Gospel 
is now preached regularly at upwards of one 
hundred po nts. ‘The extension of branch 
railways is going on rapiuly, and a whole 
handful of new churches are opened every 
year. Indeed it has become hardly necessary to 
ask in the several towns as they are reached on 
the railways, when the most handsome church _ 
of the place rises into view, whether it is 
Presbyterian or not. To the Church and 
Manse Building Fund is the Church largely 
indebted for its progress in this respect. A 
tribute of heartiest praise is due the self-deny- 
ing missionaries, who have faced unflinchingly 
and bravely the cold blasts of the open plains 
of Southern Manitoba to carry everywhere the 
blue banner.

TEMPERANCE REFORM. 


Here are a few clear and indisputable reasons 
for preaching abstinence in the pulpit, and 
teaching it in the Sabbath-school. Scripture 
truth, medical science, and human experience, 
all agree that the one absolute safeguard against 
the perils of intoxicants is to let them alone 
He that never drinks is safe; he who ever 
drinks incurs a risk. Good people may differ 
as to their motives in becoming total ab- 
stainers. Some of us refuse to touch alcohol 
because it is a poison to the brain. _Others— 
like Theodore Frelinghuysen and _ Bishop 
Alonzo Potter, and the late eminent English 
Bishop Lightfoot, of Durham, discard the 
wine glass for the sake of example to their 
neighbors. There are two good reasons why I 
have never touched alcoholic stimulants: First, 
Tam afraid of them; and secondly, Iam afraid 
that my example might decoy somebody else 
into danger. The decanter and the theatre 
are two perils that I have always warned 
yeung Christians against; in these days the 
Church of God cannot go into fellowship with 
either of them and maintain its purity and 
power. 

The temperance reform has reached a crisis 
in its history. Started originally by such 
eminent Christians as Dr. Justin Edwards, 
Dr Lyman Beecher and Albert Barnes, as a 
distinctively moral enterprise, it has come to 
be associated chiefly with legislative measures 
and -political action. Some godly folk are 
bitterly prejudiced against it as a partisan 
“zane,” or a foot-ball of the politicians. Some 
churches are closed against its advocates. In 
the meanwhile, every community is suffering 
frightfully from the curse of the bottle and the 
dramshop. What is the duty of Christ’s 
Chureh? Are we excused from doing any- 
thing to arrest this monster curse simply 
because there may be those who are fighting 
it unwisely ? Can the pulpit be silent, and 
the prayer room be silent, God’s people shirk 
their duty without bringing guilt upon our 
skirts? The pendulum is on the right swing 
now. Let us grasp it in Christ’s name, and 
give it a strong impetus against the decanter, 
and the drink customs and the dram dens. 

Vote against the bar, or the “saloon” when- 
ever opportunity offers; fight against license; 
fight ten fold harder against illicit traffic; but 
all that is not enough. The root of the whole 
matter is moral and religious reform.—Dr. 
Cuyier.

He 
was detained by business, and, his mind being 
occupied, he forgot the boy and did not return 
to the bridge at all, but went another way. 
Reaching home late in the evening, his wife 
inquired where Harry was. In amoment it 
flashed upon him. 

“Why, Harry is on the London Bridge!” 

And hurrying away to the bridge, he found 
him just where he had left him in the morn- 
ing. The boy had waited all day, and at last 
his patience was rewarded.

They openly derided 
Jesus’ advice, . to the right use of riches, ch. 
16:9. Henow draws aside the veil of futurity, 
and sets before them the wrath to come. He 
shows that in the end the state of a godly 
man, poor and despised in life, is better than 
that of a rich voluptuary whose good things 
were only the pleasures of this present world. 
He illustrates the Divine law of Retribution, 
showing something of its rewards and punish- 
ments, Rom. 2: 6-10. V.19. A rich man— 
Type of aclass. He gives himnoname. He 
does not charge him with any positive wicked- 
ness. There was nosin in wearing fineclothes 
or faring sumptuously, if he had come by his 
wealth honestly. But he lived for himself 
only. His riches made him forget both God 
and his neighbour. Lazarus might live-or die 
at his gate for all he cared, Luke 14:13. V. 
20. A beggar—Poor, sick and hungry, the dogs 
hig only friends. Yet, blessed, for from what 
follows we see he was rich in faith, Jas. 2: 5. 
V.:22. Died—The common lot of rich and 
poor, Eccl. 8: 8, Job 21: 23-26. By angels— 
Heb. 1: 14. <Abraham’s bosom— Figurative 
expression for Heaven, Matt. 8:11, John 13: 
23. Buried—Had a pompous funeral. Nothing 
is said of the burial of Lazarus. V.23. In 
Hell—R.V., Hades, the place of the dead, 
where the conscious soul of the wicked awaits 
judgment in anguish, afar off from the resting 
place of the blessed. He seeth—The knowledge 
which the wicked will have of the blessedness 
of God’s people is in itself a torment. V. 24. 
He cried—Tho Jews believed such communi- 
cations possible. Jesus conforms himself to the 
prevalent opinion. Father—Asa Jew, the rich 
man may have thought that to have belonged 
to the chosen people insured salvation. Comp. 
John 8: 39, Matt. 3: 9. Flame—Fire is the 
synonim of suffering, 1 Cor. 3:13, 1 Pet. 1: 7; 
it is the image of the greatest pain we can 
feel. V. 25. Remember—Memory surviving 
death is one of the torments of the lost. V. 
26. Gulif—A chasm. Cannot—Their doom is 
irrevocably fixed, Eccl. 11: 8, Matt. 25: 46. 
V. 27. I pray thee—Both this prayer and the 
former one are refused. They are the only 
instances in Scripture of prayer to departed 
saints. V:29. Moses etc.—We have the Bible, 
let us attend toit. A man coming to us from 
the dead, might excite wonder, but not neces- 
sarily, faith. When Jesus raised Lazarus of 
Bethany, the Pharisees did not renounce their 
hostility to Christ, but remained hard and 
impenitent, John 11: 44, 47, 53, and even took 
counsel together how they should kill both, 
John 12:10.

“TEE journey that the Lord was now taking 

seems to have been the same mentioned 
in Matt.19:1, Mark 10:1. It was His last 
through that region. Instead of crossing 
Samaria, which would have been His direct 
road to Jerusalem, He followed the northern 
boundary to the Jordan, crossed into Perea, 
then went South until He recrossed opposite 
Jericho, ch. 18: 35. V. 12. Lepers—Leprosy 
was very prevalent inthe East: Itis = dis- 
ease of the skin, hereditary and contagious, 
exceedingly hard to cure even if notincurable. 
Afar off—Lepers.were forbidden to approach 
other men, for fear of contagion. They had to 
warn people of their presence by crying out: 
“Unclean, unclean!” Lev. 13: 45,:46. They 
associated with each other, 2 Kings 7:3. V. 
13. Lifted up their voices—Being at some dis- 
tance. Comp. Luke 19: 33. They may have 
heard of His wondrous power, Luke 7:22. V. 
14. To the priests—Jesus did not, as on another 
occasion touch them, Matt. 8: 2, but sent them 
to the priests, in obedience to the law, Lev. 14: 
2, a8 a test of faith, as in Naaman’s case, 2 
Kings 5: 10, being told to go before the cure 


‘had taken place. V.15, and as a proof of the 


reality of it, Matt. 8: 4. Also as a lesson to 
the priests, who usually belittled Jesus’ 
miracles, Matt. 12: 24, and fiercely opposed 
Him, John 7: 32-48. V. 15. Turned back— 
Showing that the healing had come gradually 
as they were moving away. Glorified God—A 
lesson to allto whomGod grants special mercies, 
Ps. 103: 2. fell down —prostrated himself 
before Jesus, a token of deep reverence and 
humility. A Samaritan—Although the other 
nine had kept his company, whilst suffering 
from the same disease, they are hardly cured, 
when they appear to conclude to have nothing 
more to do with him, John 4: 9. V. 17. 
Where are the nine ?—Many call loudly to God 
for help in times of sickness or affliction, who 
when He has granted their prayers, forget 
Him. How many Christians also there are, 
who having believed and been relieved of 
their burden of sin, add no works to their 
faith, and show but little gratitude to God 
who has done 80 much for them. V.18. This 
stranger—By Jews, the Samaritans were treated 
as aliens, and in no sense as children of 
Abraham. Yet many of these strangers 
showed more faith in Christ than the Jews, 
John 4: 39, Is. 56:6, 7. V.19. Made, thee 
whole—Has saved thee in the higher as wellas 
in the lower meaning of that word. Theothers 
truly obtained bodily health—he, in addition, 
received the health of the soul. Thus, all whe 
come to Jesus, and keep coming, receive of His 
fulness, grace for grace, John 1:16. He is not 
only able but ready to do for us. 
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Prevailing Lrayer.

i is said of God in Ps. 145:19, that “He 

will fulfil the desire of them that fear 
Him.” Yet, many prayers of God’s people are 
apparently in vain, Job 18: 25, Ps. 22: 1, 2. 
This gives rise to doubts as to the efficacy of 
prayer. Jesus, by the parables of this lesson, 
points out what prayer should be, to prevail 
with God. Each parable is introduced by a 
statement of its purpose. V. 1. Always—At 
all times, Ps. 55: 17, in all circumstances, 1 
Tim, 2: 8, without giving up, 1 Thess. 5: 17. 
Not to faint—Even if God tries faith by delay- 
ing His answer, Hab. 2: 3. V. 2. Avenge— 
Do me justice against an unrelenting and 
merciless enemy. V. 3. Though, etc.-—This 
wicked man’s conscience was seared, 1 Tim. 
4:2, he cynically boasts of his shame, Phil. 3: 
19. V.5. She weary me—He grants to her 
importunity what he would otherwise have 
refused ; his motive, pure selfishness. V. 7. 
Shall not God—If persistent prayer prevailed 
with such a man, how much more with a Just 
and Holy Judge like God, Gen. 18: 25, Ps. 89: 
14. Hlect—Those who when they hear God 
calling, obey the call, Rom. 8: 30,1 Pet. 1: 2. 
Which cry—Rev. 6: 10. Bear long—R.V., he 
is long-suffering over them, 2 Pet. 3: 9. 
Through this long-suffering of God, many 
obtain salvation, Rom. 2: 4, Acts. 2: 37, 41. 
V.8. Find faith—Comp. 2 Pet, 3: 3,4. God 
will remain faithful, even though His people 
grow weary under trial. Persecution especial- 
ly tries men’s souls, 1 Peter 6: 7. Such trials 
were near, Acts 8:1. V.9. Certain, etc.—In 
this second parable, Jesus shows what must be 
the disposition of the heart of those who wish 
their prayers to be heard. Trusted in them- 
selves—Instead of trusting in the righteousness 
of Christ, Rom. 3: 25, 26. Despised others— 
Is. 65:5, Rev.3:17. As other men—To know 
ourselves we have to compare our fancied 
goodness, not with the imperfections of other 
sinners, but with the perfection of God. V. 
12. J fast—Strict observance of forms of 
religion is not the most important thing in the 
eyes of God, Zech. 7: 5-10, Matt. 23:23. Tithes 
—His generosity is to be commended, but not 
the spirit in which he boasted of it. V. 13. 
Afar of—Mark the penitent spirit and deep 
humility of the publican. They are essential 
accompaniments of prevailing prayer, Ps. 51: 
17. A sinner—To confess our sin is to be in 
the right way to have it forgiven, 1 John 1: 9. 
V. 14. Justified—Forgiven. His prayer had 
beeh heard. Abased—R.V., humbled, Luke 
14: 11. If humble, earnest prayers remain 
unanswered, we must reinember that we often 
know not what we should pray for as we 
ought, Rom. 8: 26, and like Jesus humbly say, 
‘Thy will be done,” Luke 22: 42. God knows 
best what is good for us.

Sorrowful —He 
could not make up his mind to give up so 
much even for Christ, Matt. 19: 22. V. 24. 
How hardly—Because the danger is great -that 
they will trust in their riches, Mark 10: 24. 
The love of money is the root of all evil, 1 Tim. 
6:10. V.25. Acamel—Proverbial expression 
to say that a thing is very difficult. V. 26. 
Who then—Knowing how much men cling to 
wealth, the disciples thought tLat that saying 
of Christ was ‘‘hard,’ John 6: 60.

At the 
close of the F. C. Assembly, Dr. Walker, of 
Dysart, the esteemed editor of the, Monthly 
Record of his Church, was presented with a 
purse of $2,500 in acknowledgment of his valu- 
able services. The Rev. James Paton of St. 
Paul’s, Glasgow, having attained his semi-jubi- 
lee, was presented by his congregation with a 
purse of $750, whilst Mrs. Paton was presented 
with her husband’s portrait, together with some 
silver ornaments. Mr. Paton is well known 
as the sympathetic and loving editor of his 
brother’s autobiography, the most thrilling inci 
dents of which occurred in Tanna and Anitoa. 
-.. An illuminated address was presented by 
former St. Andrew’s students to the Very Rev. 
Dr. A. K. H. Boyd at the close of the Assembly 
of which he was moderator. Dr. Bannerman 
of Perth, has been elected Chairman of the Col- 
lege Committee by the Free Church. The Rev. 
Dr. Menzies, Professor of Biblical Criticism in 
St. Andrew’s University, entertained his con- 
gregation at Abernyte to a garden party, 
previous to resigning his pastorate. ... We 
have to record the death of the Rev. Mr. Alex- 
ander of Duntocher F. C., at the age of 83; the 
Rev. John Calder, Partoch, at 91, and in his 
96th yeas, Sir George Burns of Wemyss House, 
Wemyss Bay, son of the late Dr. Burns of the 
Barony, and one of the founders of the Cunard 
S. S. Company. The Rev. James McCole, 
formerly of Kilchoma, Isla, has been restored 
to the office of the ministry. D. 


ENGLAND :—The laying of the memorial stone 
of the new Presbyterian church at Cambridge 
was an occasion of special interest, and not 
without some significance. The policy of the 
Cambridge authorities for some time past has 
been to remove the barriers which confined the 
advantages of its University training to mem- 
bers of the Established Church of England, and 
to open its doors to persons of all creeds and 
denominations.. This has brought to Cam- 
bridge and Oxford, too, a very considerable 
number of Presbyterian students, and was the 
immediate cause of forming a Presbyterian con- 
gregation in this citadel of Kpiscopalianism. 
The Rev. Principal Dykes, in the course of an 
interesting address, stated that it was at Cam- 
bridge where their Presbyterian forefathers of 
the reign of Queen Elizabeth and the subse- 
quent reigns found their natural allies and their 
strongest supporters in the faith, both of eeclesi- 
astical reform and of spiritual teaching. He 
thought that that spirit which animated the | 
Tiniversitv of Cambridge and distinenished it

during the latter part of the sixteenth century 
and during the greater part of the seventeenth 
century, had continued substantially to be char- 
acteristic of the University in still later times. 
The Revised Directory of Worship for the 
Presbyterian Church is now running the gaunt- 
let of the Presbyteries. Dr. Donald Fraser 
says that the movement is not pro-liturgical. 
‘“The Westminster Directory had practically 
become obsolete. The committee had so far 
dealt somewhat with the regular service. The 
first point was how to call on the people to 
worship. The reading of Scripture sentences 
formed the best beginning, to be followed by a 
prayer of confession of sin. This confession 
represented the Reformation feeling, and did 
not occur in the ancient liturgies. It was due, 
mainly, to the influence of Calvin, who also 
approved of the minister then giving a comfort- 
able declaration of forgiveness. In the subse- 
quent part of the service a place was made for 
the repetition of the Apostles’ Creed. This was 
agreeable to the feelings of English people who 
liked to take part orally in the service.” ... 
Rev. John MeNeill has ceased his evangelistic 
services in Exeter Hall and betaken himself to 
open-air services in the parks. 5 


IRELAND :—The successive numbers of the 
Witness (Belfasi; are full of reference to the 
coming jubilee of the union of the Synod of 
Ulster and the Secession Synod, which took 
place in the first week of July, 1840. In the 
iast issue, just to hand, there is a list of minis- 
ters that were ordained pricr to the union and 
that still survive. This list is over the signa- 
ture of Dr. Orr, the Clerk of the Assembly, and 
may be taken as thoroughly accurate. The 
dates of ordination are also given in every case. 
There are many interesting things in the list, 
dry as it may seem, and there are surprises. It 
is a surprise to find that thirty of the nestors of 
a former age are still in the land of the living. 
If anybody had asked me yesterday how many 
pre-union ministers survive, [ would have 
answered about a dozen,certainly not more than 
fifteen; yet here are thirty, and the names of 
all familiar to me. Here is another surprise, 
that one of the th.crty was ordained away back 
in Nov. 27th, 1820. Just-think of it, if he lives 
to Nov. 27th next, he will have spent three 
score and ten years since the hands of the Pres- 
bytery were laid on his head in the act of ordi- 
nation. Thatis a story that can be told of very 
very few. Why the youngest of the thirty who 
was ordained June 30th, 1840, seems a boy 
beside him. Yetasonof that boy sat beside 
me in the classes nearly thirty years ago. He 
lived but to enter on the work of the ministry 
and was then called up higher. Of the surviv- 
ors twenty-two belonged to the larger Synod 
and but eight to the smaller. These numbers 
do not represent the comparative strength of 
the Synods, which were in the proportion of 
two to one. There were on the roll of the 
Synod of Ulster at the time of the union 295 
ministers and 292 congregations, and on that 
of the Secession Synod 146 ministers and 191 
congregations. Of the thirty survivors, twenty- 
four are still on the roll of the General Assem- 
bly of the Presbyterian Church in Ireland; 
three on the roll of the Free Church of Scot- 
land; two on the roll of the Presbyterian 
Church in Canada, and one on the roll of the 
Presbvterian Chureh in the United States. 
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The three on this side of the Atlantic are 
Thomas Lowrv, formerly of Brantford, Thomas 
Macpherson of Stratford, and William Black- 
wood of Philadelphia. Of the twenty-four 
resident in Ireland five are still in harness, 
though some of these are asking now for leave to 
retire. Dr. Blackwood is still in harness. We 
do not know about the three in Scotland. In 
looking back over the half-century that has 
elapsed since that union, our brethren in Ire- 
land may well say :--‘‘Goodness and mercy 
have followed us.” 


N.B.—To the list of ministers of our Church 
who have survived their jubilee should be 
added the name of Rev. Dr. McCulloch of Truro, 
N.S., ordained in 1839. The date of Rev. Thos. 
Macpherson’s ordination was 1836, not 1838 as 
stated in June Record. 


UNITED STATES :—The proposed union of the 
four ‘“ Psalm-singing ” denominations is ‘‘ off” 
for the present. These bodies are the United 
Presbyterians, the Associate Reformed (in the 
South), the Reformed Presbyterian in its two 
branches—old side and new side Covenanters. 
They are all agreed as to the usefulness of using 
hymns in the service of God other than the 
psalms of David. The great obstacle to their 
union is the objection of the old side Coven- 
anters to swear allegiance to the Constitution 
of the United States, because of its alleged 
want of an explicit acknowledgment of the 
Head-ship of the Lord Jesus Christ ov r_ he 
nations of the earth.’ Along with this, they 
deem it inconsistent with their peculiar vicws 
to entertain fraternal relations towards other 
ecclesiastical bodies. And so history repeats 
itself. It sometimes looks asif the shadow on 
the dial has gone back to the year of grace 
1746, when Burgher and Anti-burgher with- 
stood each other to the face, and, proceeding 
from censure to excommunication, the one 
solemnly consigned the other to Satan; yet 
there are many excellent godly ministers in 
these Churches, and their union would be a 
distinct gain to Presbyterianism. The United 
Presbyterian General Assembly, which met in 
Buffalo in the end of June, is said to have 
adopted an overtute against ministers and 
elders using tobacco. The decree will not be 
retro-active. Such office-bearers as have already 
contracted the habit will not be dealt with, but 
it bars the door against all new comers who are 
addicted to the weed. Professor Francis L. 
Patton, D.D.,—a graduate, I believe, of your 
Knox College, Toronto,—took perhaps the most 
distinguished place of any member of the late 
General Assembly at Saratoga in connection 
;with the great Revision debate. He was 
admittedly the controlling spirit of the move- 
ment and handled the reins with consummate 
ability. Dr. James Moffat, emeritus Professor 
of Church History in Princeton Seminary, died 
on June 7th in his 81st year. He was a native 
‘of Galloway-shire, Scotland; an _ excellent 
‘scholar, and author of a number of valuable 
works on ecclesiastical history. Mrs. Susan 
|'Brown has just given $100,000 for another dor- 
mitary at Princeton. This is her second gift of 
same kind. 


‘Canapa:— Our friends in Toronto have 
falready begun to consider what arrangement 
jmay be necessary for the meeting of the Pres- 
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byterian Alliance which is announced to meet. 
there in September, 1892. A Committee has 
been appointed of which Mr. Mortimer Clark 
is Chairman. One of its first duties will be to 
provide an ‘expense fund’—the sum required 
being in the neighbourhood of $6,000. ... 
Methodism is making rapid strides in its de- 
velopment. At the laying of the corner stone 
of a new church in Montreal recently, the 
venerable Dr. Douglas said :—It was now fifty- 
eight years since, a little Scottish lad, he had 
come tothis city. Then there had been but one 
small church with a very limited congregation. 
Now—and he had been at the founding or open- 
ing of every one of them—he had seen that one 
church develop into twelve or fourteen prosper- 
ous churches. He knew thst their brethren of 
other denominations rejoiced at their success, 
as they in theirs, because they were one in the 
essentials of Christianity. They should go on 
from triumph to triumph, from the Atlantic to 


| the Pacific, adding conqizest to conquest, until 


every acre of this grc.it Dominion of Canada 
had been won for the Church of the Living 
God. ... The Episcopalian King’s College at 
Windsor, Nova Scotia, has celebrated the hun- 
dredth year of its ex’stence. It is in a less 
flourishing condition than its best friends 
would like to see it, being much in need of 
endowment‘and additions to its teaching staff.

HE Genera ASSEMBLY in appointing 
the annual collections to be taken up 
in all the congregations on the third Sab- 
bath of August for its Home Missions, thus 
signifies its desire that attention should be 
given to this branch of the Church’s work 
early in the ecclesiastical year. There is no 
need for us to emphasize the importance of 
the work. The underlying principle rests 
on the very highest authority :—“‘If any 
provide not for his own, and specially for 
those of his own house, he hath denied the 
faith,'and is worse than an infidel.” It is 
right and proper that the Church should 
obey its great commission to “ disciple all 
nations.” Its own vitality, indeed, depends 
on her doing this. The Church that ceases 
to be a missionary Church must die. But 
the same suthority that bids us rescue the 
perishing/ heathen in far off lands very 
explicitly says :—“ Beginning at Jerusalem.” 
The whole work ofthe Church will be better 
done if jve first of alldo our duty to our own 
countrymen. And it is well that the con- 
gregations should be informed as early as 
possible, and as fully as possible, as to the 
requirements of our Home Missions in both 
its ae for the current year. If itis,too 
et to expect that every member and 
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adherent of the Church shall commit to 
memory the whole of the elaborate report 
which the Committee presented to the 
Assembly, and which will be found in the 
printed minutes, there is no good reason 
why they should not become acquainted 
with at least the general scope of the work, 
the manner in which it is carried on, and 
the amount of money that is required for it. 
Every minister should feel bound to give his 
people this information, and unless that is 
done it is not to be expected that there will 
be very much interest taken in the matter. 
It should be clearly understood, that the 
Home Mission work is distinct and separate 
from the scheme for the Augmentation of 
Stipends. Both are necessary, and the 
claims of each are based on principles of 
equity that cannot be gainsaid. The amount 
required by the Committees for Home 
Missions this year is $55,000 in the western 
section and $8,000 in the eastern ; and for 
Augmentation of Stipends, $30,000 in the 
west and $9,500 in the east. 


PrErsonaL :—Knox College, Toronto, is 
to be congratulated on the appointment by 
the General Assembly of Rev. Rk. Y. Thom- 
son, B.D., formerly minister of Hensall, 
Ont., to the Chair of Apologetics and Old 
Testament Literature. Mr. Thomson is a 
young man yet, having been ordained in 
1883, but he is said to be a fine scholar and 
eminently qualified to fill the important 
position to which he has beencalled. ev. 
S. J. Taylor of Moose Jaw, N.W.T., has 
accepted the secretariat of the Board of 
French Evangelization and enters on his 
duties immediately. In addition to his 
other gifts Mr. Taylor speaks French 
fluently. Rev. C. A. Doudiet, so long con- 
nected with the French work has been 
inducted to the congregation” of Bucking- 
ham, Que., in the Presbytery of Ottawa, 
Rev. John W. Black of the English Pres- 
byterian Church has been received as a 
minister of this Church by the Presbytery 
of Montreal ; also, Rev. Alexander Barclay, 
late assistant minister at Dumfries, Scotland. 
He supplies St. Paul’s Church, Montreal, 
during the holidays. Rev. Dr. Jenkins of 
London, England, formerly of Montreal, is 
on a visit to Canada at present. Professer 
Weir of Quebec, Dr. Campbell of Montreal, 
Rev. James Hally of St. Therese; Rev. 
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Messrs. R. P. Mackay, John Neil, William 
Frizzell, William Patterson, and Dr. Mc- 
Tavish, all of Toronto, have crossed the 
Atlantic this summer, and doubtless many 
others of whose movements we have not 
heard. The Cumming’s of Nova Scotia 
have arrived home after a fine excursion to 
the Continent, Italy, Egypt and Palestine. 
Rev, M. G. Henry has returned from Har- 
bour Grace, Newfoundland, and Rev. Z. 
McNab late of Newport, N.S., has gone to 
take his place. Rev. John Rannie, formerly 
of Chatham, On*., is still doing duty at 
New Amsterdam, British Guiana. One of 
his daughters isin South Africa, and the 
other members of his family are in Scotland. 


TRinmDAD :—Rev. Kenneth J. Grant’s im- 
promptu appeal to the General Assembly 
for means to assist in establishing a training 
school for native missionaries in Trinidad 
has already borne fruit—more than one 
contribution of a thousand dollars having 
been promised. 


AUSTRALIA :—We are sorry to hear of the 
death of Mrs. Srmen, wife of Rev. Dr. 
Robert Steel of Sydney, N.S.W. Dr. Steel 
has acted many years as agent for the mis- 
sionaries in the New Hebrides, and by his 
writings has done much to commend their 
work to the Presbyterian Churches. He 
has sympathies of many in the Canadian 
Church in his bereavement. 


EpucatTionau:—The Ladies College, Halifax, 
concluded a remarkably successful session in 
the end of June. The whole number of students 
in the different branches was 364, of whom 
ninety were resident students. , King’s College, 
N.S., has entered upon the one hundredth year 
of its existence as an educational institution, 
and is said to be flourishing in old age.

Obituary. 


Mr. Jonun Hovston, eldest son of Rev. 
Samuel Houston, of Cooke’s Church, King- 
ston, Ont., met his death by drowning on 
the 24th of June. By this sad event the 
promising career of a bright, steady and 
industrious young man has been suddenly 
arrested, and the dark shadow of bereavement 
has fallen on the manse family, who have 
the sympathies of many friends in their 
sore affliction.

a HE annual collection on behalf of French 

Evangelization is appointed by the General 
Assembly for Sabbath, July 27th. The number 
of missionaries employed at present is sixty- 
three, thirty of whom are able to preach in both 
French and English. In most of the fields tue 
only Protestant service held is that conducted 
by the Missionaries of the Board. ‘lhere are 
now thirty-six mission schools under the Board. 
In these there are 1020 pupils, of whom 423 are 
Roman Catholics. Applications have recently 
been received from two other districts for 
mission teachers. The girls school at Pointe- 
aux-Trembles is now being greatly enlarged. 
When this is completed there will be room in. 
the buildings for nearly 200 pupils. Of the 
amount required for the extension, there is yet 
required $3,000. The cost of supporting a pupil 
at Pointe-aux-Trembles is $50 per annum. The: 
Board are anxious to admit at least 180 next 


| session, which opens in October. Every person — 


or Sabbath school becoming responsible for the 
support of a pupil, will have a particular boy 
or girl assigned to them, concerning whose. 
progress reports will be furnished, and from 
whom letters will be sent, from time to time.

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Full particulars as to the Poin te-aux-Trembles 
Schools will be found in the Annual Repor t of 
the Board: An average contribution of $1 per 
Sabbath from the teachers and scholars of a 
School, will suffice to support a pupil, and it is 
confidentiy believed that if the attempt is 
made this can be accomplished in many Sab- 
bath schools that hereto have done little for 
missions. To guide the Board in deciding upon 
the number of pupils to be admitted next ses- 
sion, superintendents are asked to bring the 
matter, without delay, before their Sabbath 
School and to intimate the result to the Secre- 
tary of the Board as early as possible, stating 
whether they prefer to pay the amount in quar- 
terly, half-vearly, or annual instalments, and 
wheu the first instalment may be expected. 

In Schools where it is found impossible to ob- 
the full amount requisite to support a pupil a 
liberal contribution is earnestly solicited on 
behalf of the work. 

The General Assembly some time ago adopted 
the following resolution :—“ That for the pur- 
“pose of cultivating the missionary spirit 
‘among the young, all Sessions and Super- 
‘“intendents be required to see that the Schools 
‘“ under the charge give SOMETHING, however 
“little, to the missionary enterprises of the 
* Church.” 

The total amount required this year for the 
several departments of the work of the Board 
is $70,000, or about forty per cent. in excess of 
the receipts of the past year. To obtain this 
largely increased amount the Board appeal to 
all who desire the furtherance of the Lord’s 
work among our French-speaking fellow-coun- 
trymen. The most effectua way to counteract 
the aggressive efforts of the Jesuits is to give 
the people of the Province of Quevec and of the 
whole Dominion the pure Gospel of Christ.

The staf¢ 
of teachers has been selected with a view to 
thoroughness and efficiency and the terms are 
made so low as to remove all pretexts for 
parents sending their daughters to convents. 
The next session opens on September 16th, and 
consists of three terms, averaging thirteen 
weeks each. The prospects for the future are 
very hopeful, there being already many ap- 
plications for next session. “irculars can be 
abtained from Rev. Dr. Warden, 198 St. James 
St., Montreal. 


Erlioes of the Assembly. 


RTE ASSEMBLY travelled four days— 

five if the Sabbath is included—bofore 
it reached debatable ground, but when it did, 
it entered the arena with a will—it ma 
even be said with a distinctively Presby- 
terian relish. Not that anything transpired 
unworthy the occasion, or the men; on the 
contrary, nothing was said or done incon- 
sistent with that ‘charity that thinketh no 
evil.” If there was some plain speaking and 
tenacity of opinion that is characteristic of 
such assemblies, there was also much for- 
bearance, a tender respect for the feelings of 
those who found themselves in the minority, 
and, on the whole, a fine conciliatory spirit 
was manifested from first to last. 


MarRiAGp wita 4 DECEASED Wrrp’s SISTER.— 
We have already explained that this subject 
came up for discussion by a side wind, as it 
were. It was competent for the Assembly 
then and there to have settled this vexed 
question, by calling for the yeas and nays, as 
to whether or not the laws of the church, as 
they now stand, permitted marriages of this 
kind. But tender regard for the conscien- 
tious convictions of all concerned dictated a 
milder course, namely, that it be remitted to 
the Presbyteries, in terms of the Barrier Act, 
to define the meaning of the deliverance on 
this subject agreed to by last General Assem- 
bly, which reads as follows :-— 

In view of the fact that 25 out of the 29 presbyteries 
have reported approval of the remit on marriage with a 
deceased wite’s sister, uamely, whether subscription of 
the formula in which Ofiice-bearers accept the Con- 
fession of Faith shal. be so understood as to allow 
liberty of opinion in respect to the proposition, * A man 
may hot marry any of his wife’s kindred nearer in blood 
than he may of his own,” the committee. recommend 
the General Assembly to discern that the*subscription 
of the formnla shall be so understood as to allow liberty 
of opinioa in respect to said proposition. 

Phe point which Presbyteries have really to 
decide seems to be this—Does liberty of opin- 
ion extend to liberty or practise in this behalf? 


SHALL WE Insrirurp a Mission ro tun Jews? 
—Weighty arguments had been advanced 
in support of the recommendation of the 
Foreign Mission Committee that steps should 
be taken for the establishment of such a 
mission—“beginning at Jerusalem.” Not only 
was there a certain sum of money in hand for 
this purpose, but there was growing evidence 
of a desire on the part of many members of 
the Church to contribute towards it. Hence 
the propriety of providing an outlet for this 
Spontaneous generosity. On the other hand, it 
was stated that the Church has as many tor- 
eign missions in hand as can well be mended 
to at present; that missions to the Jews are 
attended with great difficulties ;and that Jeru- 
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salem is not the most eligible place to begin 
guch a mission. The question was re-com- 
mitted to the Foreign Mission Board, with 
instrnctions to consider the whole matter in 
the light of the discussion now had upon it 
and to report to next Assembly. 


TEMPERANCH.—The substance of the commit- 
tee’s report will be found in another part of 
this issue. The followingis the form in which 
the deliverance was finally adopted, by a vote 
of 153 to 42 :— 

This Assembly believes that the general traffic in in™ 
toxicating liquors is a source of terrible and enormouS 
evils,;; —that it blights the prospects, destroys the 
health and character, and ruinsthe soul of the indi- 
vidual ;—that it mars the happiness, wastes the re- 
sources, and degrades the life of the family;—that it 
lowers the moral sentiment,and endangers the peace 
and safety of society;—that it greatly increases the 
number of tne ‘‘lapsed masses,” intensifies every evil, 
and is a most truitful source of crime ;—that it not only 
hinders most seriously, and in many ways, but antag- 
onizes the Church in herwork of uplifting the race, 
and winning souls for Christ ; and that it is contrary to 
the teaching of Scripture, and the spirit of the Christian 
religion. 

There was, as usual, a very lively discussion 
over this deliverance—not a very large min- 
ority, indeed, as the vote indicates, but an 
influential one, objecting to the extreme views, 
contained in the deliverance, and especially 
that part of it which declares the liquor traffic 

to be “‘contrary to the teaching of Scripture.” 
It is certainly desirable that the terms em- 
ployed in a deliverance of this kind might be 
such as to command entire unanimity. The 
recommendations contained in the report and 
adopted by the Assembly are, briefly, these:— 
(1) That the faithful preaching of the Gospel 
‘is the essential element in the work of building 
up a prosperous and godly nation. (2) That 
office-bearers and members of the Church 
should practise and inculcate Total Absti- 
mnence. (3) That the pure fruit of the vine 
should be used in the Sacrament of the 
Supper. (4) That in all public schools the evil 
effects of alcohol on health and morals should 
be specifically taught. (5) That as no legis- 
lation short of Prohibition, rigidly enforced, 
will ever be sufficient to free our land from 
the terrible evils of intemperance, it is the 
duty of the Dominion Parliament to enact such 
alaw. (6) That theco-operation of the other 
Churches of the Dominion should be secured 
in petitioning the Government in favour of 
prohibition. 

CrviL AND Raeuicious Ricuts.—The report of 
the committee appointed by last General As- 
sembly for the Defence of Civil and Religious 
Rights was presented by Principal MacVicar. 
The following are some of the objects which 
the Committee think the Church ought to’ aim 
at furthering by all legitimate means :—1. 
The complete separation of Church and State— 
each to be independent in its own sphere—a 
free Church in a free State. The mutual rights 
of each to be respected, but neither to invade 
the prerogative of the other. 2. The abolition 


of all grants from the public exchequer for 
ecclesiastical or sectarian purposes. 3. The 
abolition of compulsory tithes and other eccle- 
siasticaldues. 4. The providing of elementary 
education by the State ; and, while recognizing 
the propriety of giving instruction in the truths 
held in common by Christians, in no case shall 
money raised by taxation be devoted to the 
propagation of peculiar religious dogmas or 
denominational views. 5. The re-organization 
of the Council of Public Instruction in the Pro- 
vince of Quebec in such a manner as to secure 
the educational rights of the minority. 6. 
The abrogation of the offensive clauses in the 
Order of Precedence for the Dominion, which 
recognize certain ecclesiastics and utterly 
ignore the great Protestant Churches, which 
represent the majority of the people of Canada. 
The report says :—“ The first protests against 
the Jesuits’ estates emanated from one of our 
presbyteries; so it may be fairly claimed that 
the firm attitude assumed by our several 
cburchecourts combined with the influence ex- 
ercised by the outspoken deliverances of the 
annual assemblies of the other Protestant 
churches of the Dominion and of the several 
societies ofa non-ecclesiastical character which 
have dealt with the matter, has contributed 
not a little to awaken the attention of the peo- 
ple of Canada to the importance of maintain- 
ing unimpaired their heritage of civil and 
religious liberty. It is manifest that the 
aggressions of Ultramontanism have received 
at least a temporary check, and that the public 
mind is more thoroughly alive than it has been 
for a long time to the necessity of guarding 
vigilantly the legislation of the country and 
the education of our youth from the undue 
influence of Romanism. The tone of the dis- 
cussions in the Federal Parliament as well as 
the several local legislatures in the past year 
has made this apparent and gives hope for the 
future. 

The part of the report relating to separate 
schools led to a very lengthened and lively 
debate. Mr. Sedgwick spoke strongly against 
interference with separate schools. Mr. D. 
J. Macdonnell. defended the resolution as it 
stood in the report. Dr. Maclaren objected 
to an abstract resolution decreeing complete 
separation between Church and State—which 
would apply to Indian schools, for example. 
Principal Caven had grave doubts as to the pro- 
priety of receiving money even for Indian 
schools from the Government. He wanted to 
hold himself perfectly free of the whole matter. 
It was finally resolved to re-appoint the com- 
mittee with instructions that they use diligence 
in watching the course of events and report to 
the next General Assembly. 


CuHRIsTIAN Union.—Principal Caven moved 
the adoption of the report of the committee, of 
which he is convener. He invited the Assem- 
bly to express its opinion on some points, so as 
to put aside any false hopes, even at this stage 
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of the negotiations. He would not say just 

now that they did not hold the Historic Epis- 
copate. They must begin with the apostles, 
and there they were willing to rest themselves. 
' They were all Episcopalians. The greatest 
scholars were agreed that the bishop and pres- 
byter were the same. His whole heart and 
soul desired the outward union of the Christian 
Church, already united in the mystical body 
of Christ. He did not desire to see an immense 
ecclesiastical organization covering and domin- 
ating the whole earth, but to see the last of the 
sad spectacle ofa number of bodies on the same 
territory all striving keenly for possession of 
the same people, and, in some instances, to do 
the same work. He longed to do anything 
consistent with truth in the direction of gecur- 
ing the union of the Church of Christ, if the 
providence of God should open up the way. 
Principal Grant would like their action to be 
such that no one could say that the responsi- 
bility for any failure of Christian union lay at 
the door of the Presbyterian Church in Canada. 
In terms of the report, which was unanimously 
adopted, the General Assembly expresses its 
earnest desire for the more perfect fellowship 
of all who hold to one Head, even Christ; so 
that as there is and must be essential unity in 
the Redeemer’s mystical body, there may be 
the more complete manifestation of that unity 
and the Church, freed from the distractions of 
division, may be the better prepared for the 
great work which her Lord has appointed her 
to do in the world, and re-appoints the Com- 
mittee on Union, with instruction to hold itself 
in. readiness to meet with any similar com- 
mittees which have been or may be appointed 
by the other churches, and to report to next 
Assembly. at Ns 


Tue Carns In British Cotumspra.—An over” 
ture was read and discussed respecting the 
establishment of a mission to the Chinamen 
living in British Columbia, of whom there are 
some 5,000 or 6,000. Dr. Robertson and Profes- 
sor Hart, in supporting the overture, looked 
upon this as a providential call to duty which 
should not be neglected unless there were 
serious objections to it. Principal King, Dr. 
Armstrong, Messrs. D. J. McDonnell and W. T. 
Herridge spoke in favour of the enterprise. Dr. 
Moore and others emphasized the financial 
difficulty and deprecated adding to the num- 
ber of our Foreign Missions, especially as the 
Methodists have a mission on the Pacific coast, 
which, to some extent, at least, meets the case 
in question. The overture was remitted to 
the Foreign Mission Committee, which has 
already undertaken a mission to the Indians 
-on the Pacific coast. 


Srave or Revicion.—In the absence of Rev. 
- James A.R. Dickson (convener), the report was 
presented by Rev. Dr. James, of Walkerton. A 
discussion ensued in regard to the Christian 
Endeavour movement, which was on the whole 
favorable to such societies, provided they were 


amenable to and under the guidance of kirk- 
sessions. 

ForerIcN Mission SecRETARIAT. —The proposal 
of the committee to appoint a paid general 
agent, who should give his whole time to the 
interests of the work, was fully discussed and 
in the main approved, the committee being 
instructed to consider details and report to 
next General Assembly. The name of Dr. 
John Morton, of Trinidad, was favorably enter- 
tained for the secretaryship. That something 
of this kind must be done soon is evident, at 
the same time.it implies a new departure in 
the administration of our Foreign Missions 
and involves inter-synodical issues of a deli- 
cate kind that will need to be carefully con- 
sidered.

D. Gordon, of Harrington, Ont., Rev. George 
Bremner, of White Lake, Ont., Rev. Robert 
Wallace, of Toronto, Rev. A. W. Waddell, of 
Blenheim, Ont., and Rev. A. McLelland, of Ash- 
burn, Ont. 

Mryistars Recatvep.—Revs. G. Waddell 
Black, from the English Presbyterian Church, 
D. C. Jones, from the American Presbyterian 
Church, John Sutherland, from Australia, and 
Alexander McGee, from the Presbyterian 
Church of Treland. 

CuurcH ARcHitecturn.—Rev. James Cumber- 
land, of Stella, presented the report of the 
committee. It recommends ascheme which 
the committee believed will have the hearty 
co-operation of the architects of Canada and 
would result in the improvement of their 
church buildings. Designsare to be called for 
from architects of Canada for churches of al] 
descriptions, the sums of $75, $50 and $25 to 
be given as premiums for the three best 
designs, not as a recompense, but as an ac- 
knowledgment of assistance. <A book of 
designs and pamphlet is to be published by 
the committee. The Ontario Association of 
Architects has undertaken to conduct the com- 
petition. A motion directing the committee to 
carry out the scheme and appropriating $175 
for the purpose was adopted. 

Prach oN Hartu.—An overture was read 
from the United States General Assembly ask- 
ing co-operation in petitioning the Govern- 
ments of the earth in behalf of peace. The 
overture aimed at the settlement of inter- 
national questions without recourse to war, but 
by reference to a Christian tribunal. It was 
stated that a conference would take place in 
July, 1891, to which the Assembly was invited 
to send a delegate. This is a new movement, 
and a motion referring the matter to a com- 
mittee, consisting of the Rev. Dr. Laing, Rev. 
Dr. Reid, Rey. Dr. Fraser and Principal Grant, 
was adovted. 
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Commissions.— Revs. Messrs. Patterson and 
Frizzell, of Toronto, were appointed a deputa- 
tion to represent the Presbyterian Church in 
Canada at the Jubilee meeting of the Presby- 
terian Churck 0) Ireland. Dr.. Warden and 
Rev. D. J. Macdonnel/ were appointed to proceed 
to Prince Albert, N.W.-T., te enquire into the 
condition of tha academy and other matters 
connected with the church which want looking 
after. 

CLos5 oF THE AsspMBLY.—The business being 
finished, the Moderator briefly addressed the 
Assembly. Partoi the 122nd Psalm was then 
sung :— 

Pray that J #usalem may have 
Peace and felicity: 
Le them tha! love thee and thy peace

Prayer was then offered by the Moderator 
after which the Assembly was dissoived and 
another appointed to meet in the city of Kings- 
ton, and within St. Andrew’s Church there, on 
the second Wednesday in June, 1891. 


HIGHER RELIGIOUS INSTRUCTION. 


he friends of higher religious instruction 
no doubt read with pleasure the report which 
the committee were able to lay before the 
General Assembly and noted the flattering 
reception which it- obtained from that 
venerable court. The Assembly has done 
all it can for us in passing the following 
resolution :— 

“That the work of the committee be recom- 
mended to the liberality of our .Sabbath 
Schools, and that a collection be inyited tc- 
wards the expenses of the scheme of higher 
religious instruction on a day to be named by 
the committee.” 

The Committee has acted upon this author- 
ity and has designated the last Sabbath of 
September (th 28th), requesting that on that 
day the Syllabus be brought once more 
under the notice of the scholars, and candi- 
dates be encouraged to enter their names for 
next examination, and also that a collection 
be taken up towards defraying the expenses 
ofthescheme. <A copy of the report for last 
year will be sent in good time to every min- 
ister and superintendent. The Assembly 
declined to set apart, authoritatively, a 
“Children’s Day,” but there could be no 
objection to churches and Sabbath-schools 
holding such services on September 28th as 
might be deemed by them to edification. It 
certainly vannot be mappropriate that on 
that day parents and congregations generally 
should be reminded of their duty to the 
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young and of the importance of thorough 
efficiency in the Sabbath-school, and that 
ali should ‘‘ with one accord in one place” 
invoke the Divine blessing. Many in our 
| congregation. would esteem it a privilege to 
assist our work i. it was explained to them 
and an opportunity of contributing afforded. 


The diplomas are ready and will shortly be 
filled up and signed. A sub-committee is en- 
gaged in selecting books for the prize winners, 
and another is entrusted with the choice of a 
design for the medal. ‘The die will then have 
to be cut and the medals struck and engraved 

with name of medaliist and department, but 
we hope to have them distributed for presenta- 
tion by the end ot September. Should any 
‘minister or Sabbatn school superintendent 
_wish a blank copy of the diploma for framing,

“THE following summary of the report 

is taken from the To1onto Globe, and 
gives a faithful resumé of its more salient 
points :— 


The Committee sends out a formidable-look- 
ing list of questions, upon the answers to which 
they base their report. The Committee makes 
no general summary, but gives extracts from 
the statements of synods regarding the several 
questions. Itis impossible, owing to the num- 
ber of questions and the different state of 
affairs in different districts shown by the 
answers, to give more than a general sum- 
mary. The first series of questions relates to 
religion in the family. The testimony shows 
that on the whole parents fulfil fairly well 
their duty in the matter of home instruction _ 
in Scripture truth, in the use of the catechism 
and in family worship Regarding the last, 
the Committee speaks of “an improving state 
of things.” As a rule the children attend 
church with their parents. In regard to the 
fulfilment of ‘‘the solemn vows parents have 
taken upon them at the baptism of their child- 
ren,” the answers show a far from satisfactory 
state of things, though this may be because the 
congregations have found it difficult to answer 
the question categorically in the affirmative, 
and thus leave an unfairly unfavorable opinion. 
Regarding the state of religion in the congre- 
gation, reposts show that the ministers are dili- 
xent and faitnful, and generally the elders carry 
on their work systemmatically and earnestly. 
The sessions in most cases ascertained the 
number of families observing family worship, 
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and their reports show that from 50 to 75 per 
cent. are mindful of this ordinance. The attend- 
ance at the Sabbath services is reported good 
as a rule, and the exceptions are usuaily 
accounted for by bad roads or the fact that the 
congregation is scattered. A prayer meeting 
after evening service is held in many cases, 
but it does not seem to be the rule. The com- 
munion is generaliy largely attended, but the 
prayer meeting seems to attract comparative- 
ly few members in too many cases. The 
Sabbath Schools as. arule are weil attended, 
many of them by grown peopie as weil as 
children. The spiritual condition as a ruie 
gives ground for encouragement. Many 
people are lead through the Sabbath School 
to membership in the Church. There are 
“many missionary. organizations among the 
Churches, and, as arule, inteliigence regard- 
ing missions is received gladly and interest im 
missions igs deepening. Regarding the state 
of religion in the community, as might be 
expected in a country like Canada, the pre- 
vailing feeling is that the community favour 
the work of the Church, though one session in 
Toronto Presbytery declares: ‘“‘ No; the com- 
munity everywhere hate Christ.” At many 
points evangelistic services have been held 
with good results. In Ontario generally the 
Sabbath is well observed except in iake ports 
and railway centres, and the same is true of 
the Maritime Provinces. Manitoba and the 
Northwest make no complaints, but the Ccl- 
umbia Presbytery’s report would indicate that 
in the Pacific Province the Ontario Sabbath is 
ap almost unknown institution. Among the 
hindrances to Christian work are worldliness, 
intemperance, gambling, denominational rival- 
ry, Romanism, national dishonesty and sickly 
morality, inconsistency of professed followers 
of Christ,and others. The Committee makes 
the following recommendations :—(1) That 
sessions very specially call the attention of 
parents to the privilege and duty of family 
worship and family religious instruction. 
(2) That as ameans of developing the gifts 
and graces of the young people a Young 
Peoples Society of Christian Endeavor or 
similar association be organized in all con- 
gregations. (3) That sessions be enjoined to 
take pains to ascertain the religious condi- 
tion of the congregation in termsof the queries 
sent down to them, by all means evading 
genera: answers which mean nothing. 


Sabbath Schools. 


“THE annual report of the Assembly’s 
Committee on Sabbath-schools, pre- 

sented by Rev. T. F. Fotheringham of St. 

John, N.B., Convener, is an elaborate and 

carefully prepared document, taking cogniz- 
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ance of two distinct organisations—the 
Sabbath-school, and the Society for promot- 
ing the Higher Religious Instruction of 
Youth. The statistical returns from the 
former are confessedly incomplete, and 
many of the answers to questions are indef- 
inite. No reports were received from the 
Presbyteries of Brandon and Columbia, nor 
from the Synod of the Maritime Provinces, 
which does not meet until October. The 
estimated total number of Sabbath-schools 
is 1718, of which 281 sent in no returns. 

The number of officers and teachers is 
15,434, or 583 more than last year. “The 
estimated number of scholars, including 
primary and Bible classes, is 139,135, being 
6,927 more than last year. Sixty per cent. of 
the scholars are in the habit of committing 
the shorter catechism to memory. More than 
this is surely desirable. About sixty per cent. 
of the scholars seem to have, in some sort, 
studied the lesson for the day before coming 
to the Sabbath-school. That forty per cent. 
come unprepared is a sad revelation of the 
decline in home religious instruction. 


Cuurco Reuations:—It is estimated that 
some 4468, or forty-five per cent. of the total 
eldership of the Church, are teachers and are 
thus obeying the Master’s injunction to 
one who was ‘also an elder,’ “Feed my 
lambs.” Fifty-three per cent. of the scholars 
attend the ordinary Church services. In 
connection with only 93 schools (fifty-four per 
cent. of the whole) is a communicants’ class 
reported. 

Yet the Committee feel that instead of 
omitting this question because so few have 
replied, special attention should be drawn to 
the importance of forming classes for the study 
of some such text book as Prof. Macadam’s 
“The Master’s Memorial.” A clear and 
detailed exposition of the ordinance of the 
Supper and the baptismal relations of the 
young would dispel many errors and _ preju- 
dices. It would fortify the Church of the 
future against sacramentarian superstition 
and anabaptist individualism and lead to a 
richer, because more intelligent, appreciation 
of the blessings which are “represented, 
sealed and applied ” in the Sacraments of the 
New Covenant. One Presbytery suggests that 
the question be omitted because it does not 
fall within the scope of the Committee’s com- 
mission. Wesubmit that our field should not 
be narrowed, but rather broadened, so that we 
may legitimately take cognizance of all that 
concerns the religious welfare of the youth of 
the Church. 

There is reason to believe that some 4193 
scholars have become communicants during 
the past year. The total number of com- 
municants on the rolls of 913 schools is 13,335. 
Few of our schools have reached the standard 


attained by that at Waddington, N.Y., in the 
Presbytery of Brockville, where all are enrolled 
either as scholars or teachers, yet this is cer- 
tainly the goal for which we should strive. In 
some form or other, the systematic study of 
God’s Word should engage the attention of 
every Christian on the Sabbath day, and this 
is more likely to be attended to if there is 
concerted action under earnest-minded in- 
structors. 

CONTRIBUTIONS :—1,148 schoois (66.5 per cent.) 
report that $69,130 have been raised for all 
purposes. Since officers and teachers have 
contributed to this amount as well as scholars, 
we must take the average for the whole 
membership of the Sabbath-school. This will 
be 48 cents apiece; last year the average was 
45 cents nearly. Estimating the unreported 
schools, as before, we obtain a grand total of 
$3,626, an increase of $8,066 over last year. 

Only 577 schools (33.6 per cent.) are re- 
ported as contributing to any of the Schemes 
of the Church. We have reason to hope that 
our returns on this are very defective, but 
dealing with them as we are in duty bound, 
we add a quota for the unrepresented schools 
and obtain a total of $27,662, or $662 less than 
last year. The average contribution per 
member of the Sabbath School was 17 cents, 
or less than one cent for every three Sabbaths. 
Many schools have not informed us as to the 
proportion contributed to each scheme. Of 
the sum mentioned above, $22,816 have been 
allocated as follows:—Home Missions and 
Augmentation, $5,239; Foreign Missions, $8,- 
942; French Evangelization, $6,275 ; Colleges, 
$082, and the remaining schemes, $1,778. 


HicHrer Rewicious INstrRucrion. 


The Committee have given special attention 
to the institution of the scheme of Higher 
Religious Instruction. As soon as possible 
after the rising of last Assembly, copies of the 
syllabus and Regulations were mailed to all 
ministers and Sabbath-schooi superintendents 
whose post-office addresses your Convener 
could ascertain. : Collecting cards for the 
purpose of soliciting subscriptions towards de- 
fraying the expenses of the Committee were 
also issued. * Meetings were held during the 
session of the Synod of the Maritime Provinces 
on October 4th, and also at Toronto on 23rd 
and 24th of the same month. At these meet- 
ings the Committee made all the necessary 
arrangements connected with the examina- 
tions for 1890, and appointed,sub-committees 
to mature certain matters requiring more 
lengthened consideration. 

The total number of candidates who applied 
for examination was 1,087, but 1,156 are’ re- 
ported as having given more or less attention 
to the subjects laid down. Of those who 
entered, 634 chose the Biblical Department, 
361 the Doctrinal, and 92 the Historical. Many 


|Were ambitious enough to try two depart- {young people, and more or less avowedly in 
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ments, so that the actual number >f eparate 
individuals was less than the numbers men- 
tioned. Only 600, however, sent in papers to 
be examined. This falling off is easily 
explained. Some, no doubt, sent in their 
names in order to secure 1 piace, without 
having very clearly decided tostudy. Others 
may have been persuaded by enthusiastic 
companions or teachers, but having no taste 
for hard work, however desirable a diploma 
might be, they drew back when the day of 
examination approached. Few took the matter 
up in earnest until near the end of he year, 
and the time for preparation was so short that 
some did not feel themselves ready to face the 
ordeal. In certain cases we know large classes 
were disappointed in not being able to procure 
the text books laiddown. The scheme created 
a larger demand for these volumes than book- 
sellers anticipated, and the sources from which 
supplies could be most readily obtained were 
not known to everybody. 

The hearty thanks of the Assembly are due 
to the chief examiners who set the questions, to 
their colleagues who read and valued the 
answers of candidates, and to the presiding 
examiners for their able assistance so cheer- 
fully given. The question papers were fully 
up to a college standard, and the answers were 
reported upon with mingled justice and mercy. 
The scheme has met with a success far 
beyond the expectations of its promoters, and 
there is an increasing interest in it manifesting 
itself. Your Committee heartily recommend 
the Assembly to continue it as a permanent 
agency in the religious instruction of our 


‘ youth. 


RECOMMENDATIONS :-—ZInter alia, (1) Sabbath 
schools are urged to adopt the system of 
registers recommended by the Assembly. (2) 
Teachers and office-bearers are urged to im- 
press the young with the duty of cultivating the 
grace of liberality, by frequently bringing before 
them the claims of the schemes of the Church.

Gemperance. 


Apstract oF Report oF COMMITTED oF GENERAL 
ASSEMBLY. 


EPORTS were forwarded by 40 out of the 43 
Home Presbyteries of our Church, and, 
with few exceptions, they were full and care- 
fully prepared. All these reports show that 
returns were received from much more than 
the usual number of Sessions,—but why not 
from all? The deliverance of the Assembly 
on this important subject has much weight; 
and as it is based on the information furnished 
by sessions in their returns, it is important 
that every session should do its share in help- 
ing to make that deliverance a fair representa- 
tion of the mind of the whole Church. In the 
Summary that follows, your Committee has 
tried to place before you facts and conclusions 
justified by the reports that have been 
received. 


Question 1.—“ To what extent does the liquor 
traffic affect public morality and domestic happi- 
ness in your congregation and community ?” 


1. In THR ConGREGATION.—The effects appear 
only to a limited extent, so far as communi- 
cants and their families are concerned, 
although, even here, there are many sad 
objections. Congregations lose in two ways. 
Many are hindered from becoming mem- 
bers, and some, after years of moderate 
drinking, drop from the membership of the 
Church. Country congregations, as a rule, 
are less affected than those in villages, towns, 
cities, and along railroads. The reports all 
regard the situation as hopeful, as the im- 
provement, of Jate years, has been very marked. 
2. IN tHe Communiry.—Here the unanimity 
of the reports is depressing. Only from a very 
few quiet country districts, where congregation 
and community are nearly identical, is there 
any other than the one sad _ tory,—that the 
evil effects are great, both as regards public 
morality and domestic happiness. The reports 
warrant your Committee in concluding. (1) 
That the Church, in its attitude towards the 
liquor traffic, is hopefully widening the line 
between it and herself, so much so that those 
alive to her interests soon cease to look favour- 
ably upon that traffic, and that those who 
become its friends soon lose interest in 
religious matters. (2) That, with but few 
exceptions, the liquor traffic has been driven 
from the country districts, and is now confined 
to villages, towns and cities. (3) That the 
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evils of intemperance are most apparent where 
liquor saloons are within easy reach. In 
places far removed from them these evils are 
comparatively little seen. (4) In proportion 
as the prohibitive features of our existing 
liquor laws prevail, the evil effects of the traffic 
are reduced. 


Question 2.—“ In what forms are the evils of 
intemperance more specially manifested ?” 


The answers to this question, although they 
profess to specify only some of the forms, and 
do not therefore reveal the whole truth, are 
full enough, and terrible enough to show that 
the liquor traffic, judged by its fruits, fully 
justifies the earnest cry, heard on every side, 
that it be rooted up.

Question 3.—“TIs there in your congregation a 
Band of Hope, a Prohibition League, a Woman’s 
Christian Temperance Union, or any other Tem- 
perance Society ?” 


Some congregations have large Bands of 
Hope, and some have Societies for old and 
young ; others have pledge books in Congrega- 
tions and Sabbath Schools, but Congregational 
Societies are, as yet,not at allgeneral. Nearly 
all the different Organizations, however, for 
men, women and children are mentioned as 
doing good, active work, within the great 
majority of our congregations. Very few indeed 
report no Temperance Society of any king 
within their bounds. ; 
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Question 4.—“Do any members of Session 
or any of the Sablath School Teachers take 
an active interest in Special Temperance work ?” 


In many congregations all the Elders and 
S. S. Teachers, and in a great majority some 
of the Elders, especially the younger men, and 
nearly all the S. 8. Teachers, are active tem- 
perance workers. Atthe present time there 
must be about 19,000 elders and:S. 8. workers 
in our Church, and the reports on Temperance 
show that a large proportion of these are 
actively engaged in Temperance work, princi- 
pally among the children and youth. 


Question 5.— “What is the law in your munici- 
pality as to the sale of intoxicating liquors? How 
isit carried out? Give reasons for any failure 
observed.” 


Four classes of laws are in force in the 
Dominion. (1) Prourpeition in the North- 
West Territories, which, howéver, reports 
claim to-be rendered largely ineffective by the 
“four per cent. beer licenses,” and the use and 
abuse of the “permitsystem.” 2 THmCanapa 
TEMPBHRANCE ACT OF 1878, or “Scott Act,” which 
has done much to aid in advancing the cause 
of Temperance and Prohibition. In Prince 
Edward Island, where it has had a pretty fair 
trial, the results have been good, although 
from having to depend so largely on private 
enterprize for.carrying it out, its enforcement 
has been somewhat spasmodic. (3) LooaL 
Option.—In Manitoba. seventy-three out of 
one hundred and ten municipalities are under 
this form of law, which is reported to be 
“fairly well enforced.” The testimony from 
Ontario and the North-West is that the results, 
from even a partial enforcement of a partially 
prohibitory law, were better than are now 
obtained under a license law. (4) LicENsnp 
Laws enacted by the different.provinces, vary- 
ing somewhat in the stringency of their 
restrictive features, that of Nova Scotia being 
the most advanced in this respect, and that of 
British Columbia the least stringent. “Any 
who pay a license fee can sell-seven days of 
the week, and twenty-four hours of the day.” 
During last winter important amendments, 
increasing the restrictive features, were made 
in the liquor jaws of Nova Scotia and Ontario. 
In the case of Ontario these amendments 
“ sweep away all licenses for vessels,—make it 
more difficult to obtain tavern or shop licenses, 
—and authorize local prohibition by muni- 
cipal by-law.” Reports show that in portions 
of Quebec, and in four of the six counties in 
Nova Scotia under the License Law, the 
majority of the rate payers have refused to 
grant any licenses. 

A variety of reasons are given for failures to 
enforce the iaw. the principal of which may 
be thus briefly summarized. (1) The abuse 
of the ‘‘ permit system” and “four per cent. 
beer licenses” in the North-West. (2) Lack 
of enforcing provisions in the Scott Act. (38) 
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Want of fidelity and courage on the part of 
some Officials. (4) Lack of sympathy with the 
temperance movement on the part of municipal 
authorities, and of magistrates, constables and 
inspectors. (5) Annoyance and discourage- 
ment to temperance workers from technical 
objections and delays in the courts. (6) Diffi- 
culty in getting reliable witnesses. (7) Political 
influence, especially at election times. (8) In 
some places a lack of public sentiment, and (9) 
The impossibility of enforcing a license law, 
itself wrong in principle. 


Question 6.—“ What are the regulations in 
your Province as to teaching scientific Temperance 
an the Schools? How are they observed in your 
own schools ?” 


The reports clearly indicate that the interest 
taken in this phase of the question by 
temperance workers has not been sufficient to 
make such teaching at all general. There is 
much room for improvement in this respect. 


Question 7.—“State your views on the whole 
Temperance question, with any suggestions as to 
what should be further done ?” 


(1) There is general dissatisfaction with the 
present state of the liquor traffic and the liquor 
laws. Local and partial prohibition is in- 
sufficient, and license laws are less effective 
than local and partial prohibition. (2) 
Decided expression is given to the opinion 
that to license the sale of intoxicating liquors” 
is wrong in principle. (3) The general tone 
of the reports is hopeful. Nowhere is there 
evidence of any setting back in the public 
sentiment, but, on the contrary, there are 
clear indications of a determination to press 
on to higher attainments. (4) Without ex- 
ception, 80 far as your Committee has the 
means of judging, the reports declare that 
nothing short of “ PRoHIBITIon” will satisfy. 
‘‘“Onward to Prohibition” is the cry all along 
the line. 

What now of the means to be employed? 
Here also there is a marked unanimity. (1) 
The preaching and teaching of the Gospel o 
Christ. Great stress is properly laid on a 
faithful and unremitting pulpit, and on giving 
the young the proper start. (2) A good sug- 
gestion is that “every congregation should 
have a standing Committee on Temperance, as 
in Presbyteries, Synods and Assembly, to re- 
port on the subject at each annual meeting.” 
(3) More faithful efforts age urged in en- 
deavouring to secure total abstinence on the 
part of all communicants, and to get all unit- 
ing with the Church to become, if not already 
so, total abstainers. (4) Let there be no 
relaxation in the use of “moral suasion,” 
public agitation and public education on the 
whole question of Temperance. (5) Let the 
existing laws be rigidly enforced. (6) Let 
wisely directed efforts be made to have the 
restrictive features of these laws still further 
improved. (7) Let there be no haiting ustil 
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an efficient prohibitory law shall have been ob- 
tained and enforced, and (8) That, with these 
ends in view, our people, in choosing men to fill 
public positions, vote only for those who are 
well known to be in full sympathy with 
Temperance and Prohibition. 


CHINESE IN BRITISH COLUMBIA. 


BY REV. JAS. ROBERTSON, D.D. 

The number of Chinese in British Columbia 
is estimated at between five and six thousand. 
Of these, from 2,500 to 3,000 are in Victoria, 500 
in Vancouver, over 500 in New Westminster, 
over 1,000 along the line of the C.P.R.. and the 
rest scattered over the Province at different 
points. They are employed in clearing the 
land, canning fish, working on railways, lum- 
bering, mining, laundrying, as domestics, etc. 
The Methodist Church has recently established 
a mission among them at Victoria ;a European 
who was born in China being placed in charge. 
Another mission has been begun in Vancouver 
by a Chinaman under the care of the Victoria 
missionary. ‘Two women are doing some work 
in New Westminster. These are the only mis- 
sions:begun so far, and they are wholly inade- 
ante considering the work tobe done. The 

ynod of Manitoba and the North-West Terri- 
tories consequently ask that a mission may be 
established among these people at a point to be 
afterwards determined. They ask that the 
mission,be underthe charge of the Foreign Mis- 
sion Committee, like any of the other missions, 
so that the moral as well as the financial sup- 
port of the Committee may be behind the enter- 
prise. Their opinionis that a young man of 
missionary spirit who would give himself 
wholly to the work would be most likely to meet 
the requirements. Since many of the Chinese 
can speak English, he would be able to enter 
upon his work without much delay. It may be 
added that at Winnipeg, Calgary, Banff and 
other points, our home missionaries and others 


have been doing good service among these.

We sincerely hope that we 
may not be compelled to return tothe oldsaiiing 
ship. Sofar as we can judge from the pros- 
pects commercially at present we have good 
reason to believe that the steamer will continue 
to run. If the present arrangements prove 
satisfactory then our Dayspring fund may 
cease, and with about £75 added to our salaries, 
making in all £250per year, we can pay our Own 
expenses of shipping and passages, and dis- 
Reuse with the services of the paid agent in 

ydney. Thus far the steamship service has 
been very satisfactory. Mr. A. H. Macdonald 
writes me from Victoria that he hopes tosettle 


on Santo this season. We sincerely hope he 
may. There is nothing transpiring here of 
much interest. Just now there appears to be 
astrugele between the powers of evil and the 
Gospel. We know who must come off the 
victor. Heathenism for some few'weeks past 
has been rampant around us. The temptation 
was too strong for the Tangoan youth whe was 
with us for ten months. When the night 
dancing began he left us, and joined it. Our 
school and Sunday services have been less 
satisfactorily attended of late. However, we 
always have at least thirty at church and 
generally more. Weare not the least discour-. 
aged, for we always exepcted to see some open 
opposition before the victory wasgained. None 
but the inexperienced anticipate gathering in 
these people rapidly during the first five years 
of labouramongthem. It takes the truth a 
long time to findits way to their hearts and 
consciences. The reason of this is evident. 
Their minds are so deadened by a lifetime of 
sin and devil service, and their habits of lifeso 
degraded, that it is really wonderful that the 
Gospel changes them at all. Then, perhaps, 
the greatest difficulty of all in the way of 
evangelizing them is their language. It is se 
imperfect and cramped that nothing but con- 
stant drilling can bring home to their minds 
the real truth that we wish to impart. 


Missionary Outlook. 
THE CONFERENCE IN CHINA. 


Tue China Missionary Conference, which 
was held in Shanghai iast month, is of world- 
wideinterest. Nearly every Christian denomi- 
nation in the world has representatives in the 
missionary work in the great Empire of China, 
and large sums,.of money area expended an- 
nually in its.support. China has been an ex- 
tremely difficult field for Christian mission- 
aries—the most difficult, perhaps, of all fields. 

It has been now more than eighty years 
since the first missionary !anded on the shores 
of the Empire, though China bas not really 
been open to missionary work for much more 
than‘ half of that period. For many years 
after the missionaries had access to the peopie 
of the five ports, results were very few, and 
but little impression was made upon these 
strange and inhospitable people; butin later 
years the progress has been much more rapid. 

The first Conference of Protestant mission- 
aries was held in i877. According to the 
statistics then presented, there were in all 
China but 13,515 Protestant communicants. 
According to the report presented to the second 
Conference last month, there are now 37,287 
Protestant. communicants. This is again in 
thirteen years of 23,772, or neariy 200 per cent. 
In 1843 there were but six converts, it is said, 
in the whole Chinese Empire. In thirty-four 
years the increase was upward of 12,500, or at 
the rate of 397 a year. The rate of increase 
for the last thirteen years has been 1,828 a 
| year. This is a very remarkable rate of growth. 
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It is full of encouragement both to the mis- 
sionaries who have been working in the field 
for 80 many years, and to those Christians at 
home who have been giving liberally in sup- 
port of the work. Weay expect that this 
rate of increase will not only be maintained 
in the future, but that year by year it will 
become higher and higher. This is the tend- 
ency in fields which offer extreme opposition 
to the spread of the Gospel in the beginning. 
When once the crust of opposition is pierced 
through, the process of conversion becomes 
greatly accelerated. ; 

There is now a very large force, compara- 
tively, of missionaries in China. In 1887 there 
were 473 foreign missionaries, including the 
wives of missionaries. Now the total has 
advanced to nearly 1,300, of whom 589 are 
men. This shows an increase in thirteen 
years of nearly 300 per cent. Thirteen years 
ago there were only 73 ordained preachers and 
pastors; now there are 209, with 1,260 un- 
ordained ministers and 180 female helpers. 
Then there were 312 organized churches, of 
which only 18 were wholly self-supporting ; 
now there are 520 organized churches, of 
which 94 are wholly self-supporting. Then 
there were 16 hospitals; now there are 61. 
Then the total contributions by native Chris- 
tians for all purposes was $9,272 ; now it is 
$36,884. A statistical comparison would show 
many other items in which there has been a 
remarkable advance. 

During these thirteen years there has also 
been growth in the feeling of fellowship be- 
tween the missionaries of the different denomi- 
nations represented. When the first Confer- 
ence was organized in 1877 there were some 
missionaries who doubted both the expediency 
and practicability of such a conference. They 
did not see how it could do any good, and 
they feared it might doharm. There is pro- 
bably to-day not a missionary in China who 
is not thoroughly convinced that the Confer- 
ence is both a wise and helpful institution. 
The harmony that marked the proceedings of 
the Conference amounted to unanimity on all 
important questions.

JAPAN TO BE CHRIST’S BY 1900. 


Dr. VERBERE, the distinguished missionary, 
who was one of the very first along with Dr. 
Brown to enter Japan with the glad tidings of 
salvation, and who has been of such inestima- 
-ble service to that empire by his workin aid- 
ing to translate the Scriptures, is now here 
visiting the Reformed Churches of this coun- 
try. He gives the most clear, connected, satis- 
factory and thrilling accounts probably yet 
heard here of the progress of Christianity 
from the beginning in Japan. Itis his firm and 
joyful belief that before or at the end of the 
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present century, 2.¢., in about ten years, there 
will be no more need to send missionaries 
from this or any other country to the king- 
dom of the Mikado. The Doctor is intensely 
earnest in urging that many missionaries 
should be sent new and with all speed. Now 
is the all critical hour. The iron is hot, the 
blow must be struck. The empire of that 
deeply interesting nation is in a transition 
state. Public opinion shifts by theday. All 
the elements of society, high and low, are in 
commotion. It is the opportune and golden 
moment for proclaiming Christ. 

Well, then, let it be done. Think of it!— 
the most progressive and noblest nation of the 
Orient won completely for Jesus by 1900 !— 
Christian Intelligencer. 


HORRID HEATHEN RITES. 

By late advices from the west coast of Africa, 
it is learned that a most revolting sacrifice has 
just taken place in the interior. A few months 
ago the old King of Eboe died, and, as is cus- 
tomary, traders from New Calabar went up to 
pay their respects to the new monarch. On 
their arrival the traders found the “Ju Ju” 
rites, performed on the death of the native king, 
still in progress, and about forty victims had 
been sacrificed. The old king was still lying 
in an open grave large enough to accommodate 
nine of the departed ruler’s youngest wives, 
who had been murdered in the most cruel 
manner. Each of them had her ankles and 
wrists broken, so that she could neither walk 
nor crawl. In this maimed condition, and 
suffering most excruciating pain, the poor 
creatures were placed at the bottom of the 
grave, seven of them lying side by side. The 
king’s body was then placed on them in a 
transverse direction. 

Then the two remaining women were laid by 
his side. They were left without food or water 
to wait for death, which, however, itis said, did 
not come until after four or five days of intense 
suffering. In the meantime four men were 
stationed around the grave, armed with clubs, 
ready to knock backward any of the women 
who, despite their tortures and their pain, 
might manage to crawl to the side of the pit. 
In other parts of the town other human sacri- 
fices were taking place. Suspended from 
various trees were the bodies of several men. 
They, too, were undergoing agonizing deaths, 
holes having, in most cases, been bored 
through their feet near the ankles. ‘Through 
these holes ropes were drawn, and the men 
were tied to a high tree, head downward, and 
left to die.—Presbyterian Review.

FIRST OF ITS CLASS IN CANADA ann LARGEST 
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Kev, Holy wWilkic. 


T affords us pleasure to present our 
readers with portraits of Mr. and Mrs, 
Wilkie of Indore, Central India, who after 
a sojourn of more than two years in Canada 
have recently left us again to resume their 
missionary labours. Mr, Wilkie needs no 
introduction from us. For ten years at 
least he has occupied a prominent position 
as an earnest and energetic missionary in a 


Hrs. Wilkie. 


very difficult field of labour. Having 
become entitled to ‘furlough’ he came 
home to rest and recuperate, bringing his 
family with him. But to one of Mr. 
Wilkie’s sanguine temperament rest is not 
to be found ininactivity; and so he 
probably worked as hard here as ever he 
did in India —visiting presbyteries and 
congregations and every where giving a 


fresh impetus to missionary activity by 
means of his interesting and instructive 
addresses. 

Mr. Wilkie was born at Dumfermline, 
Scotland, in 1851. At three years of age 
he came to Canada with his parents who 
first settled at Hamilton, then Ingersoll, 
and finally at Guelph, Ont. From _ the 
Guelph High School he passed to the 
University of Toronto. At the end of his 
third year he engaged in teaching for three 
years and a half—part of the time in the 
High School of Almonte. On completing 
his University course he entered on his 
theological curriculum at Knox College, 
Toronto, where he graduated in 1878. 
While prosecuting his studies he spent four 
summers in the Home Mission field, at 
Kinburn, Eden Mills, Admaston, and 
Malton and Brampton. The better to fit 
him for the work to which he desired to 
consecrate himself, he took a course of 
lectures in medicine in Edinburgh. He 
was ordained and: designated as a missionary 
to India, 10th September, 1879, was married 
to Miss Neilson of Almonte shortly after- 
- wards, and on the 3rd of October following 
he and his young wife set out for Central 
India. 


For some years after their arrival in India 
the local authorities at Indore obstructed 
missionary work in every possible way. For 
a length of time it seemed doubtful whether 
our missionaries would be allowed to preach 
the Gospel at all or be permitted to acquire 
any property. Mr. Wilkie took a prominent 
part in the struggle that ensued for liberty of 
conscience and free speech: indeed it was 
largely owing, we believe, to his indomitable 
pluck and perseverance that the restrictions 
which threatened the existence of the mission 
were ultimately removed. Mr. Wilkie all 
along was impressed with the importance of 
combining higher education with evangelistic 
teaching, and just as soon as it was in their 
power to act in that direction, a College and 
High School were instituted at Indore. The 
large measure of success which attended the 
effort led Mr. Wilkie to ask from the members 
of the Church in Canada funds to provide 
suitable College Buildings and equipment. 
His appeals met with a generous response, 
upwards of $10,000 having been placed at his 
disposal. When this College shall be com- 
pleted, the aggressive work of the mission will 
be immensely strengthened by the facilities 
which it will afford for the education of a 
native ministry—through whom the Gospel 
must be preached to the teeming millions of 
Central India.

From Alaska 
and Labrador in the north, to Brazil and 
the Cape of Good Hope in the south, they 
have taken root and are bearing goodly 
fruit. In Europe, in America, in Australia, 
in Africa and Asia, the bitte banner is held 
aloft ‘‘for Christ’s crown and covenant,” 
and new fields are being constantly added to 
the wide domains already occupied. We 
have our share of half a continent to possess 
for the Lord, and that giorious task will de- 
mand all our energies for long years to 
come. We have also our share of the great 
world’s evangelization to tax our energies. 
Do our readers bear in mind all the fields 
we occupy, and the men and women who 
represent us in those fields? We all ought 
at least to be able to repeat the roll of our 
missionary force, and to know where each 
member of that force is located. - 


There is now no considerable branch of 
the Presbybyterian family but has its mis- 
sion to the heathen. Our sister Church in 
the United States is remarkable for the 
liberality with which she supports. missions 
in China, India, Japan, Siam and Laos, 
Africa, Papal Europe, South America, 
Persia, Syria and Africa, The demand for 
more missionaries, especially in India, is 
very urgent. The Kolhapur Mission, for 
example, occupies a field which contains a 
population of four millions. At present 
the missionaries number one for every 
333,000. A very pressing demand is made 
for sixteen new missionaries, and for the 
support of these the agents already in the 
fiell offer to to give one-half their own 
salaries! In Japan the different branches 
of the Presbyterian family are now united 
and are meeting with a gratifying measure 
of success. There are Presbyterian mission 
aries in Corea, which is still in an unsettled 
condition. 


Africa contains eleven million square 
miles of territory. Six an’ «-half million 
miles are claimed by Europ ans, and half 
the remainder lies within the limits of the 
great desert of Sahara. W may therefore 
expect that ere long Europe will at least 
put an end to the traffic in slaves. Recently 
a Mohammedan conference was held at 
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Khartoum with the object of devising means 
to stop the liquor traffic, so disastrous to 
the African peoples. At the same time 
an anti-slavery conference has been discuss- 
ing at Brussels the most effectual means of 
stopping the slave trade. Trade, commerce, 
philanthropy, the spirit of adventure, the 
spirit of national rivalry, are all conspiring 
to open up the “Dark Continent.” The 
Gospel with its healing and saving light 
is pearcing the gloom. It has in fact been a 
“breaker up of the way.” Sianley’s ex- 
plorations and narrations will do much to 
quicken missionary zeal and deepen among 
Christians a sense of responsibility. 

The success of the Baptist missions in 
Burmah is among the brightest chapters in 
modern missionary history. At this moment 
there are nearly 400 self-supporting churches 
in Burmah ; there are 524 native ministers 
and 30,000 communicants. The conversions 
last year numbered nearly 2,000. 

Itisstated that the young Empress of China 
is favourably disposed to the Christian reli- 
gion.—A General missionary Conference 
was held at Shanghai in May, from the 7th 
to the 17th. All the interests of the King- 
dom of Christ in China were taken under 
consideration.

AT FE spent a memorable Sabbath in Strass- 
burg, 5th September, 1886. We 
could hear of no English service in the city 
and made that an excuse for attending high 
mass in the Cathedral. It was a magnificent 
“ spectacle ;” but it was more than that; 
without feeling any sympathy for what we 
consider the errors of Roman Catholicism, 
we are free to state that it was a solemn and 
impressive service. The vast edifice was 
packed full of people—as fine a congrega- 
tion to look at as could be found anywhere. 
The priests were arrayed in gorgeous 
apparel. The service was entirely liturgical, 
save at a brief interval when prelates, priests 
and people »rostrated themselves in silent 
reverence. The responses were chanted by a 
white-robed choir. The whole congregation 
joined in the loud amens, while clouds of 
incense from glowing silver censers rose to 
the vaulted roof. 


From the Cathedral we went to the Pro- 
testant church of St. Thomas—a fine old 
14th century church, too, filled to the door 
by a congregation largely composed of 
soldiers in uniform who led the singing 
effectively wjth their martial band. The 
preacher, you could tell by his black gown, 
his short white muslin cassock and his mani- 
fold ruffles, was a Lutheran, and delivered an 
eloquent extempore oration in German. On 
the altar were tall lighted candles and a 
crucifix. The service did not last more 
than one hour. Before the town clock 
struck twelve every church in Strassburg 
was emptied and the Sabbath was ended. 
The shops were re-opened. Business was 
resumed as usual, with this difference that 
excursion parties were more numerously 
patronized; as the day wore on, the parks 
and public gardens, the picture galeries and 
museums drew bigger crowds than on other 
days, while in the evening the brilliantly 
lighted beer gardens, the ball rooms, the 
theatres, the gambling dens, and other 
forms of licensed sin attracted giddy multi- 
tudes, robbing the people of the Sabbath 
‘“‘made for man,” and involving many of 
them in flagrant immorality. The contrast 
was very striking. Though it would be 
wrong to argue that the excesses of the 
afternoon and evening were the result of 
the magnificent ritual of the morning, yet it 
was undeniably manifest that it was power- 
less to stem the tide of frivolity and vice. 
As the Sabbath is spent in Strassburg, so is 
it spent in Berlin and Hamburg and all the 
other large cities of the Empire. It is the 
‘* Continental Sabbath,” from which, we say 
with all reverence, ‘‘Good Lord deliver 
us !” 


THE Srorx’s Nests. We saw plenty of 
them on the tops of the highest chimnies, 
but the birds had a few days before this 
time taken their departure. They come 
here in large numbers regularly in March, 
and during theirstay are busily employed as 
city ‘‘ scavengers,” frequenting the market- 
places where they greedily devour all kinds 
of offal and vermin. In the end of August, 
as soon as their young are able to fly, they 
all start off on the same day for Africa, to 
be joined by detachments from other places 
until they make up an army of many thous- 
ands. True as ever to its periodical instinct, 
‘he stork in the heaven knoweth her ap- 
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pointed times,” Jer.8: 7. The stork is pro- 
verbial not less for its confiding disposition 
and absence of the fear of man than for its 
tender solicitude for its young, and for the 
old and feeble of its own race. If any of 
the youngsters are not strong enough to 
undertake the long and arduous journey to 
winter quarters they are killed by the 
parents before they migrate. It is even said 
that in cases-of fire enveloping their nests 
the parent birds, failing to extricate their 
young, will rather perish with them than 
forsake them. In consequence of its humane 
character the stork is everywhere protected 
by law, though that is scarcely necessary, 
for the owner of a house regards it as a 
fortunate omen when a pair of storks first 
take possession of his chimney-top. Their 
annual return is hailed with as much interest 
as the opening of the navigation is in 
Montreal. 


Missionary Cabinet. 


‘'HoMAS CHALMERS, THE ParisH EVANGELIST.* 


‘HIS Prince of Scottish preachers was 
born at Anstruther in the County of 

Fife, on the 17th of March, 1780. He was 
the sixth child and fourth son of a family 
numbering fourteen. His parents who 
belonged to the well-to-do middle class 
were Calvinists. Thomas, when a mere 
child, declared that he would be a minister, 
and while yet a boy exhibited surprizing 
gifts of oratory. Before he had reached 
twelve years of age heentered St. Andrew’s 
University, ‘‘ill- prepared by idls and care- 
less habits for reaping the full benefit of a 
college course.” During the first two 
sessions his progress was slow. It was in 
his third year that his inactivity awoke to 
an enthusiastic love for mathematics and 
natural philosophy, which had far greater 
attractions for him than the study of 
theology. Yet, such was his proficiency in 
that branch, he was licensed to preach the 
Gospel bv the Presbytery of St. Andrew’s 
before he was nineteen. His first sermon, 
preached at Wigan, 25th August, 1799, led 
his friends to believe 
‘Ca littie awkward,” he would yet shine in 
the pulpit. He wasordained minister of Kil-

many, 12th May, 1803, and remained there 
twelve years. During the first half of that 
time his ministry was practically a failure. 
His heart and head were too full of chemistry, 
mathematics, and speculative science. It 
was not until sickness and death entered 
his family circle and he himself was on the 
brink of the grave that he realized his 
own spiritual feebleness and the meagre 
results of his preaching. After a long 
inward struggle he was convinced that his 
attempt to scale the heights of perfection by 
a perfunctory round of duty was an utter 
inistake. The result was an entire change 
in his pulpit addresses. ‘‘ He began to 
preach new sermons from old texts,” and 
very soon the profiting. appeared unto all 
men. Not only did his church become 
crowded with hearers from all the parishes 
around, but conversions became frequent. 
He found that “to preach Christ was the 
only effective way of preaching morality in 


that, though he was, 


all its branches.” 


In 1812 Mr Chalmers married Grace, the 
second daughter of Captain Pratt of the Ist 
Royal Veteran Battalion. It proved in all 
respects a happy union. The ceremony 
took place at Starbuck, Kilmany, the officiat- 
ing clergyman being Dr. Greenlaw, then in 
his 90th year, who made the laughable 
mistake of binding the lady to become a 
loving and affectionate “ husband,” to which 
she courtsied! From Kilmany he was 
translated to the Tron church, Glasgow, in 
1815, where he commenced an incessant 
round of parochial work which only an 
intellectual giant such as he was could hope 
to cope with. In 1816 he recieved the degree 
of D.D. from the University of Glasgow, 
and the same year was appointed a com- 
imissioner to the General Assembly. <A 
sermon preached at that time before the 
Society of the Sons of the Clergy, and 
another before the Assembly, made a pro- 
found impression and drew from. his 
audiences ‘‘audible murmurs of applause.” 
About this time, too, he delivered his 
famous series of astronomical discourses 
which were pronounced “ unrivalled for the 
grandeur and amplitude of their sweep 
through the depths of space.” They drew 
merchants from their places of business at 
the busiest hour of the day in such numbers 
that there was often no standing room in 
the church. In 1819 he removed to the 
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new St. John’s church, the parish connected 
with which contained a population of 
10,000, almost entirely operatives. There 
he inaugurated and superintended the most 
effective parochial organization that had ever 
been seen in operation, on a principle at 
that time entirely novel, by which all the 
poor of the parish were systematically 
visited and cared for, the expense being 
met by voluntary contributions at the church 
door. The machinery for working out the 
gigantic problem was elaborate and perfect 
in every detail:and worked hke a charm 
under his personal direction. Fora short 
time he had for his assistant in St. John’s 
the celebrated Edward Irving, then a 
licentiate, who was destined to become as 
brilliant an orator as Chalmers himself. 
The order of Deacons was revived. Day- 
schools and Sabbath-schools were established 
in each of the twenty-five districts into 
which the parish was divided. 


The continuous strain upon his strength 
induced Dr. Chalmers to accept the chair 
of moral philosophy in the University of St. 
Andrew’s in 1923, “‘when Glasgow grace- 
fully surrendered to St. Andrew’s what St. 
Andrew’s had originally bestowed.” His 
career there was eminently successful. 
Not satisfied with discharging the duties of 
the class-room, he entered heartily into 
every measure instituted in the town for the 
benefit of the neglected portion of the com- 
munity. As president of the missionary 
society, composed of different denomina- 
tions, he was the means of creating a 
revolution of public sentiment in the cause 
of missions to the heathen. It was by 
. attending the meetings of this society that 
Dr. Duff had his enthusiasm fanned into 
glowing zeal, and was impelled to tread in 
the footsteps of his great teacher and 
to devote his life to missionary work 
in India, as the first Foreign Mis- 
sionary of the General Assembly of the 
Church of Scotland. Dr. Chalmers was 
offered the parish of St. Cuthberts,’ 
Edinburgh, then, as now, one of the most 
desirable livings in Scotland; but his pre- 
ference for what he considered the more 
important work of training others for the 
ministry made him decline the offer. Dr. 
Ritchie having at this time resigned the 
chair of Divinity in Edinburgh, Dr. 
Chalmers was elected in*his stead and in- 


stalled, 6th November, 1828, amid demon- 
strations of unbounded enthusiasm. In 
1832 he was elected Moderator of the 
General Assembly. The publication of his 
famous ‘ Bridgewater Treatise,” shortly 
afterwards, gained for him ‘literary honours 
such as were never united in the person of 
any Scottish ecclesiastic.” He was placed 
at the head of the Assembly’s Church 
Extension Scheme, and in six years reported 
no less than 222 new churches and an 
endowment fund of $1.500,000. 


On the 18th of May, 1843, Dr. Chalmers, 
along with 470 of his brethren, severed his 
connection with the Church of Scotland @nd 
transfered his immense influence to the 
Free Church of Scotland then organized. 
He was immediately appointed principal of 
the new college, Edinburgh, and shortly 
afterwards embarked in what was perhaps 
the greatest enterprize of his life, by which 
he solved the problem of thoroughly organ- 
ized ‘‘ Territorial evangelization ” — the 
West Port—one of the most poverty-stricken 
districts in Edinburgh having been selected 
for the experiment. In the midst of an 
unexampled career of usefulness, the great 
philosopher, philanthropist and preacher, 
died suddenly on the 31st of May, 1847. 
An enormous concourse of people from all 
ranks in society followed his remains to the 
New Grange cemetery where he was buried 
‘amid the tears of a nation, and with more 
than kingly honours.” 


Dr. Chalmers reached the zenith of his 
popularity as a preacher in the Tron church, 
Glasgow, 1815-1819, when fifteen or sixteen 
hundred people would be squeezed into it 
of a Thursday forenoon—every eye bent 
with fixed intentness on the speaker, who 
held them spell-bound with magniticent 
flights of oratory that swept everything before 
it. It is well-known that Chalmers read 
his sermons, which were usually written in 
short-hand. Many amusing anecdotes are 
told of the effect produced upon some of 
his hearers, This one he was fond of relating 
himself—“ A friend of mine expressing his 
surprize to a country woman in Fife, that 
she who had such an abhorrence of ‘paper 
ministers’ should yet be so fond of Mr, 
Chalmers; she replied, with a serious ghake 
of the head,—‘ Nae doubt; but it’s fell 
readin’ thon !’” 
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PRINCE ALBERT. 


RINCE Axpert is situated on the North 
Saskatchewan about 250 miles north- 
west of Qu Appelle. The North and South 
Saskatchewan rivers rise in the Rocky 
Mountains and after flowing between eight 
and nine hundred miles unite about 35 miles 
East of Prince Albert. The North Saskat- 
chewan is navigable from the Grand Rapids 
to Edmonton which is nearly 500 miles 
above Prince Albert, and the South Saskat- 
chewan is navigable at certain seasons up 
to®Medicine Hat. Before uniting, their 
streams flow almost parallel for about 120 
miles and the distance between them at 
Prince Albert is not more than 20 miles. 
About 60 miles above Prince Albert stood 
Fort Carlton and 50 miles further up still 
is Battleford. Roughly speaking, the North 
Saskatchewan is the boundary between the 
prairie and the forest which stretches 
northward 500 or 600 miles till the barren 
lands are reached. These are the home 
of the musk ox and countless herds of deer. 
There is a considerable amount of land in 
the neighbourhood of Prince Albert well 
adopted for farming, especially in the 
district of Red Deer Hill. The Carrot River 
country, famous for its fertile soil, is only 
50 or 60 miles to the south-east. Duck 
ake, Grandin, Willoughby and _ other 
settlements are to the south-west. The 
country and town of Prince Albert suffered 
greatly by distance from a railway, but this 
great want is now to be met by the con- 
struction of the Regina and Long Lake Ry. 
from Regina. The road is now finished to 
Saskatoon on the South Saskatchewan and 
trains will be running into Prince Albert 
in October next. 
When Prince Albert was selected by the 
Rev. James Nesbit in 1866 as the seat of a 
Presbyterian Mission to the Cree Indians of 
of the Saskatchewan there were neither house 
nor settler within 60 miles of it. Here were 
erected residences for the missionary and his 
staff and buildings in which the work of 
education and religion could be conducted. 
Owing to distance from any settlement (the 
Red River settlement was 500 miles away) 
land was taken up and farming operations 
carried on for years to provide food for the 
mission. A settlement soon formed around 
the mission, whites and halfbreeds being 
attracted by the good quality of the soil and 
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especially the facilities afforded for the educa- 
ion of their children. The Hudson’s Bay Co. 
soon planted a post about a mile east of the 
mission. Later on, Bishop McLean. selected 
a site 34 miles further up the river as the 
headquarters of his diocese and the seat of 
| Emmanuel College. At a later date one or 
| two villages were attempted to be started 
_ between Prince Albert and Emmanuel College. 
All felt that there must be a town in that 
| neighbourhood and each was anxious to secure 
ithe site of that town. The Rev. James Sieve- 
right seized a favourable opportunity and ~ 
adopted such measures as made the mission 
property the centre of the town of Prince 
Albert. 

The town has now a population of about 
2000. It has two grist mills, two saw and 
planing mills. The Presbyterian, Anglican, 
and Methodist bodies have churches there, 
and the Presbyterian and Roman Catholic 
Churches have academies for higher education. 
A good public school is in operation with two 
teachers and 81 pupils enrolled according to 
the last report. 

Mr. Nesbit had associated with him Mr. 


| Geo. Flett, our Indian missionary at Okanase, 


and Mr. John MacKay of Mistawasis reserve. 
The Rev. Edward Vincent was sent to Mr. 
Nesbits’ assistance, but resigned in 1874. 
In the summer of that year Mrs. Nesbit took 
illand ber husband took her down to Kildonan 
for medical treatment, where she died shortly 
after her arrival, and her husband, worn out 
with his labours, fell onsleep three weeks after 
his wife and their bodies he side by side in 
the historic burying ground of Kildonan. In 
the autumn of that year the Rev. Hugh 
McKellar was appointed to take charge of the 
mission. Owing to the influx of Canadian 
settlers, the Indians were compelled to move 
away to points north-west of Prince Aibert 
where game and fishing were more abundant. 
These missionaries were sent tolabour among 
them and follow up the good work done by 
Mr. Nesbit—Mr. Johnson of Beaverton, Mr. 
Stewart of Clinton, Mr. James Duncan, Mr. 
James Sieveright. Mr. W. McWilliam and Dr. 
Jardine followed Mr. McKellar at Prince 
Albert for a longer or shorter time. In Mr. 
Sieveright’s time Prince Albert had a ‘ boomlet* 
and a iarge number of buildings were erected, 
among them a neat brick church and a 
commodious manse. When the Assembly 
met in Winnipeg in 1887, Dr. Jardine’s 
eloquence so moved the court that he was 
authorized to collect funds to secure in- 
corporation and erect buildings at Prince 
Albert for an Academy for higher education. 
About $9,000 were collected and suitable 
buildings. were erected in 1888. To the great 
regret of the Church these buildings fell a prey 
to fire last winter, and have not yet been 
rebuilt. j 


Connected with Prince Albert congregation 
are from 30 to 40families, about 40 young 
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unmarried people not connected with these 
families, and 60 communicants. The Sabbath 
School is in a healthy state, over a 100 pupils 
attending. The congregation raised for all 
purposes about $1270 according to the last 
report, $140 of which was for the schemes. 
The Colleston mission with three stations is 


adjacent to Prince Albert. Three neat churches | 


have been erected at the points connected 
with the mission and a missionary labours in 


the district. During the summer the families’ 


number 34 and the communicants 27. Another 
mission is at Kinistino, 55 miles 8 E. of Prince 
Albert, where during the summer season a 
missionary teaches school and preaches to 
the people residing there. This sketch would 
be incomplete without reference to the great 
services done to the canse of religion and 
education by the selfdenying labours of Miss 
Baker who for so many years was the efficient 
teacher at Prince Albert. The Rev. A. 
Campbell! as principal of the Nesbit Academy 
and teacher in the High School before the 
Academy was started did excellent service. 
llis labours at Colleston as missionary did 
much to advance religion, and his’ with- 
drawal from the onerous duties of the Academy 
and mission was generally regretted.

FIFTY CENTS A YEAR. 


We took our annual collection ‘for Foreign 
Missions last Sabbath. Our minister pleaded 
earnestly for the heathen, and said it was 1 
burning shame that the Redeemer’s com- 
mand to go into all the world and preach the 
gospel to every creature had not been fully 
obeyed centuries ago. His words seomed to 
make a deep impression upon the audience. 
‘There were tears in many eyes,and I thought, 
now we shall have a grand contribution. 1| 
helped the treasurer count up. The amount 
on the plates in cash and cards was two 
hundred dollars. Bro. Jones said, as he 
finished the count: “There, now, isn’t that a 
fine collection ?” 


‘“‘T am not so sure of that. Let us gointoa 
little calculation. You see we have 250 mem- 
bers in this church. None of them are very 
poor, and some of them are rich. ‘There were 
quite a number of ten and five dollar bills on 
the plates, showing that nearly half of the 
two hundred dollars came from ten to fifteen 
of the wealthier people. Take out these 
fifteen who gave five dollars and upward, and 
thirty-five more for the absent and ‘indigent, 
and we have one hundred dollars as the 
annual contribution of two hundred well-to-do 
members of the Presbyterian Church. ‘This 
is an average of halfadollareach. That haif 
dollar represents the interest taken by four- 
fifths of our church in the evangelization of 
the world. Now, I don’t kuow just who these 
fifty-cent Christians are, but I can guess pretiy 
safely as tosome of them. i was going down 
street yesterday with my old friend Carlos 
Close. He is weli off, you know, and lives in 
good style. Hestopped ata cigar store,and 
said: ‘Smith, won’t you take a smoke with 
me?’ ‘No,’ I replied. ‘You know very well 
that I have weeds enough at home without 
coming to town for the vilest of them all. And 
as to smoke, as soon as it is dry enough to 
burn rubbish, the air will be full of it anyway.’ 
I was,iusta little mad, you see. But Carlos 
only laughed, and bought ‘two for twenty- 
five cents.’ And then, remembering tlrat it 
was Saturday, and that he was too conscien- 
tious to.buy on the Sabbath, he said, ‘Give 
me two more for to-morrow.’ He then threw 
fifiy cents on the counter, pocketed three 
cigars and lit the fourth. He took another 
half dollar out of his purse this morning’xnd 
put it on the contribution plate. How much, 
then, does Carlos Close care for the Redeemer’s 
last command ani for the perishing heathen ? 
Why, just the worth, or rather the cost, of four 
cigars! Suppose that he should give up this 
habit, which is useless, if not injurious, and 
set apart his cigar money for Foreign Miisions ? 


—D. B. Gardner, Peterboro. | Don’t you see that instead of half a dollar his 
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contribution would be over ninety dollars a 
year. And if the same spirit of self-denial 
for Jesus’ sake animated all the rest of our 
self-indulgent Christians, our collection to-day 
would have gone up into the tens of thousands 
instead of being a paltry two hundred dollars.” 


Knowing these people as I do, I could 
multiply such cases by the score. The truth 
is, our church, as a body, don’t care as much 
for missions as it cares for cigars and gloves, 
or an extra dessert at dinner. It does not 
exercise any self-denial in giving tothe Lord, 
and hence it does not give heartily. I know 
there are grand exceptions, and to them we 
owe the fact that our collections are what we 
call “ respectable.” But,if the whole mass of 
our communicants gave in proportion to their 
means, as a few give, we would have from ten 
to twenty millions a year for the Foreign 
Board instead of a paltry one million—a little 
over a dollara head! Why, the poorest mem- 
ber of the Christian Church ought to be able 
to earn or save five dollars a year for missions. 
That should be the minimum. From that the 
gifts should go up into hundreds and thou- 
sands. What is needed is a renewed consecra- 
tion of our wealth, of our competency and of 
our poverty to the Lord. ‘The world will 
never be:converted until the Church is. We 
don’t really believe. When we believe we will 
give, and when the Spirit is poured out upon 
us from on high we will believe.—Senex Smith 
in Herald and Presbyter.

The oid minister listened; his eyes mois- 
tened, and his hand trembled on his ‘broad- 
headed cane. 

“T feel it all,” hesaid, “I feel it, but God 
knows I have tried todo my duty, and I can 
trust Him for results.” 

‘Yes, yes,’ said the deacon; “but ‘by 
their fruits ye shall know them.’ One new 
member, and he, too, only a boy, seems rather 
a slight evidence of faith and zeal.” 


“True,” said the old man; “but charity 
suffereth long and is kind, beareth all things, 
hopeth all things. Ay, there you have it, 
“hopeth ali things.’ I have great hopes of that 
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one boy, Robert. Some seed we sow bears 
fruit late, but that fruit is generally the most 
precious.” 

The old minister went into the pulpit that 
day with a grieved and heavy heart. He 
closed his discourse with dim and tearful 
eyes. He lingered in thedear old kirk after 
the rest were gone. He wished to be alone. 
The place was inexpressibly dear to him. It 
had been: his spiritual home from his youth. 
Before that altar he had prayed over the forms 
of a bygone generation, and had welcomed 
the children of a new generation ; and here, 
yes, here, he had been told at last that his 
work was no longer owned and blessed.

The boy was Robert Moffat. He watched 
the trembling old man. His soul! was filled 
with living sympathy. He went to him and 
laid his hand on his black gown.

“Do you think if I were willing to work 
hard for an education I would become a 
preacher ?” 


Peaspreacher ?” 
“ Perhaps a missionary !” 


There was a long pause. Tears filled -the 
eyesof the old minister. At length he said : 
“This heals the ache in my heart, Robert. I 
see the Divine hand now. May God bless 
you, my boy. Yes, I think you will become a 
preacher.” 

Some few years ago there returned to 
London from Africaan aged missionary. His 
name was spoken with reverence. When he 
went into an assembly the people rose ; when 
he spoke there was a deep silence. Princes 
stood uncovered before him; nobles invited 
him to their homes. 

He had added a province to the church of 
Christ on earth, had brought under Gospel 
influence the most savage of African chiefs, 
had given the translation of the Bible to 
strange tribes, had enriched with valuable 
knowledge the Royal Geographical Society 
and had honoured the humble place of his 
birth, the Scottish Kirk, the United Kingdom, 
and the universal missionary cause. 


It is hard to trust when no evidence of fruit 
appears; but the harvests of noble intentions 
are sure. The old minister sleeps beneath 
the trees in the humble parish of his labours ; 
but men remember his work because of what 
he had done by the grace of God for that one 
boy, Robevt Moffat.

“3 UKE alone, of all the Evangelists relates 
@=» thestory of Zacchaeus. Jesus was then 
on his way to Jerusalem, having come South 
from Galliee, via the Eastern shore of Jordan, 
Lake 17:11 V. 2. chief of the publican’s—a 
middle-man who received the collections of the 
tax-gatherers, and transmitted them to the 
Roman government. V.3. who he was—The 
fame of Jesus had spread throughout all the 
land, Luke 5:15. it was therefore natural that 
Zacchaeus should wish tosee what the great 
prophet was like. It is remarkable that his 
curiosity led to his conversion. In mission 
churches it often happens that people who 
come in, for mere curiosity to see whatis going 
on, are converted by what they see and hear,

the fig mulberry of Palestine, 1 Kings. 10: 27. 
V.5. abide at thy house—Jericho was then a city 
of the priests, Luke 10: 80, hence Jesus passing 
the houses of Pharisees to lodge with a public- 
an, even if the latter were rich, gave great off- 
ence to many, V. 7. Zacchaeus, like all who 
wish to know the Lord, got far more than all 
he could have expected or asked, Eph. 3: 20. 
V. 7, a sinner—The Pharisees generally coupled 
this approbrious term with the publican’s pro- 
fession, Luke 15:1, 2. Zacchaeus appears to 
have heard the reproachful words for, v. 8, he 
stood—The company was then reclining on the 
couches round the table. Comp. his attitude 
with that of the publican in ch 18: 11. what 
he said was not a self-righteous statement of 
what:he had done in he past, as the Pharisee’s 
in the parable, ch. 18:12, but a declaration of 
a newly-formed resolve, taken after having 
heard and seen Jesus, and which he intended 
tocarrv out atonce. A confession unto salvat- 
ion, Rom. 10:10, J restore—Hf a man truly re- 
pents past dishonesty, his first act will ba to 
make reparation to theinjured party. A true 
Christian cannot keep ill-gotten gains, Jas. 5:3, 
4, Four fold—See Ex. 22:1. Unless convicted 
of the theft, when a Jew made restitution, he 
had only to add one fifth of the value, over 
what he had stolen, Numb. 5:6, 7. Zacchaeus 
although unconvicted, imposed upon himself, 
the heavier penalty, showing the reality of his 
repentance. V.9. Salvation—deliverance, not 
only from the penalty but also from the power 
of sin,Rom 6 : 6, 12,14. A sonof Abraham---in the 
higher sense indicated by Jesus to the Jews in 
John 8:39, 40. Like Abraham, Zacchaeus be- 
lieved, and his faith was counted to him for 
righteousness, Rom 4:2-6. Thus we are all 
justified, not by works, but by grace, Eph. 2: 
8,9. V. 10. to seek and save—In Matt. 18:11, 
little children, here adult sinners. God wants 
all men to repent and be saved Luke 14: 23.

HIS parable, aithough resembling that of 
the Talents, in Matt. 25 : 14-30, is not the 
same. This was told in the house of Zacchaeus, 
the other on the Mount of Olives, Matt. 24:3. 
The discipies full of the idea that, now, Jesus 
was about to proclaim his Kingdom in Jer- 
usalem, were more intent on discussing the 
places and honours that should be theirs un- 
der Messiah’s reign, than the practical duties, 
that were theirs, in relation to that Kingdom, 
Matt. 20:21, Mark 9:34. Jesus therefore re- 
calls them to the consideration of the work 
they had to do. V. 12. A certain nobleman— 
meaning Himself, as in Matt. 25: 14. to receive 
a Kingdom—It is in consequence of his obedi- 
ence, that Jesus had been thus highly exalted, 
Phil. 2:9, 1 Cor. 15:25. to return—Jesus shall 
return, 1 '[hess. 4:16, Acts. 1:11, to judge the 
living and the dead, Matt. 25:31, 32. V. 18. 
ten servants—ten pounds—Every member of the 
Church, Christ’s Kingdom on earth, has _re- 
ceived the knowledge of saving truth and has 
the same duty of using that knowledge for 
his own good and for that of others. The 
“nound” or minah, was worth 25 dollars. 
Occupy—Use so as to make a profit, 1 Cor. 12: 
7. V. 14. his citizens—Allusion to his fellow- 
countrymen, the Jews who wonld not believe 
in Him, John 1:11. V. 15. returned—after a 
long time, Matt. 25:19. Many on that account 
would think he was never coming, 2. Pet. 3: 3. 
V. 16. tizn pounds—or a thousand per cent, 
showing what immense good can be accom- 
plished by a proper use of our knowledge and 
talents. V. 17. ten cities—Evidently showing 
that our rewards in Heaven, shali be propor- 
tioned to our Christian faithfulness on earth. 
There are degrees in glory, Dan. 12:3. V. 20. 
A napkin—A type of those Christians, who 
keep their knowledge to themselves, never 
using it for Jesus, either in the Church or in 
the world. V. 21. anaustere man—hard and 
severe, a libel on God’s love and mercy, Ps. 
118:29. Reaped where he did not sow—Men ex- 
cuse themselves from working in God’s field 
on the plea that He can accomplish His per- 
poses without their help. So he can, but woe 
to:them, who come not to the help of the Lord 
against the mighty ,Jud. 5: 23. V. 23. the bank---If 
a member of the Church cannot work himself to 
spread the knowledge of Christ, he might give 
of his means to the proper organizations who 
get this done. This man neither worked nor 
gave. Usury—interest. V. 26, that hath, shall be 
given—Every member of the Church who has 
honestly and faithfully worked for the Lord, 
shall have higher and greater opportunities 
given him, Comp .Matt. 13:12, Mark 4: 25. V. 
27. Slay them—God shall rigorously punish 
all rejecters of Christ, Rom. 2:3, 8, 9,

OMP. Matt. 21:9-12, Mark 11:8-16, John 
G2 12:12-19. Jesus had left Jericho, and 
was now approaching Jerusalem. At his com- 
mand, his disciples had brought him an ass’ 
colt, and on this humble steed, he made his 
entry into the city, that prophecy might be 
fulfilled, Zech.9:9. As he proceeded, the 
people who accompanied him, strewed branch3s 
on the way, Matt. 21:8, and even their gar- 
ments, v. 36. V. 37. the multitude—so Dumerous 
that it was said that “the world had gone 
after him”, John 12:19, bore palm branches 
in their hands, as a sign of triumph. The great 
miracles of Christ, and especially the raising 
of Lazarus, had drawn the people, Luke 18: 35, 
John 12:17, 19. V. 38. Saying—Mingled cries ; 
Hosanna etc. Matt. 21:9, Blessed be the King- 
dom of our father David, Mark, 11:10. The 
words are taken from Ps. 118 : 25, 26, the King 
—in Matt. the Son of David, both expressions 
recognizing in Jesus the Christ that should. 
come. Peace—Comp. with angel’s song at the 
Nativity, ch. 2:14. V. 39. Some of the Phar- 
isees,—who may have been willing to see in 
Jesus, a Rabbi, or even a prophet, certainly 
not the Messiah. Hence their sore displeasure 
then, and later on, in the temple, Matt. 21.15. 
V. 40. the stones—figure taken from Habak. 2: 
11. The people were doing right. He was 
not going to check them. V. 41. he was come 
near—From the summit of the Mount of 
Olives, he saw the city, the joy of the whole 
earth, Ps. 48:3, and he wept—His prophetic 
glance showed him his final rejection, his 
tragic death, and the frightful retribution, so 
soon to fall upon the doomed city. Its palaces 
ruined, its temple burnt, its people slaughter- 
ed or led away captives, v. 43,44. All this 
bappened about 30 years after, A.D. 70, when 
Titus the Roman General took the place. V. 42. 
hadst thou known—The broken sentence'shows 
how intense was our Lord’s emotion, things— 
peace—Repentance, faith in Jesus and right- 
eousness, Rom. 14:19. V. 44. Thy _visitation— 
God, through His Son had visited His people in 
mercy, ch. 1: 68,78. After this He would 
visitthem in wrath, 1. Pet. 2:12. But in ne- 
ither case did they repent. V. 45. we see by 
Mark 11:11, fiat Jesus after entering the city 
only “looked around”. He saw how the temple 
was polluted, which once before He had clean- 
sed, John 2:18, then spent the night in Beth- 
any. The next day he cast out the buyers 
and sellers. V. 46. Comp. Is. 56:7, Jer. 7:11. 
The chief priests, instead of helping sought 
to killhim, Only their fear of the people, v. 
4, restrained them, very attentive---The fact that 
a very short time after the multitudes cried 
out, Crucify Him! shows that it is not all to 
listen to the words of Christ. We must do them, 
Luke 22 :21 Matt. 7:26.

Its purpose is 
plainly indicated in v. 19. V.9. A certain man-- 
meaning God. a vineyard-—the house of Israel. 
The priests, v. 1, who heard him telling this to 
the people, were familiar with Is. 5:1-7, socould 
not mistake the application. husbandmen—The 
priests, whose special duty was to teach the 
people righteousness and the fear of God. 
How they had failed is seen by Ezek. 34: 2-6, 
Matt. 23:14. V.10. A servant—type of the 
prophets, who urged the people to bring forth 
fruits of righteousness, Mat. 23.34. Lmpty 
—Their labour seemed vain, Is. 49: 4. Y. 
11. Beat him--as they did Micaiah in 2 
Chron. 18: 23. Shamefully —as Jeremiah, 
Jer. 20: 2, 32:3. V. 12. Wounded him— 
As they did the men of God spoken of in 1 
King’s 18:4, Heb. 11:37. V. 18. my beloved 
Son-—Jesus the Son of God, Matt, 3:17. at may 
be—God knew that the priests would not rev- 
ereuce His Son. However, there was no 
necessity, to prevent them doing so. Their 
own depraved wills were the only hindrance. 
When God through His Son calls men to re- 
pentance, they are given the power to repent, 
if they wish to doso. By calling men thus, 
God leaves them inexcusable, Rom. 2:4, 5. V. 
14. Kill him—Before this, Caiaphas had advised 
his colleagues to put Jesus to death, John 12: 
49, V.15. Cast him out—This was prophetic. 
Jesus suffered without the gates of Jerusalem, 
which in a special sense was God’s vineyard, 
John 19:20. Heb 13:15. Killed him—Tho 
crowning act of their criminal course, Acts 2: 
93, V.16. He shall come—Both Mark and 
Luke report these words, as having been 
spoken by Christ, Matthew gives them as the 
answer of some of his hearers. It seems prob- 
able that the speakers either feigned ignor- 
ance of Christ’s meaning, or really had net 
perceived it, and that Jesus then impressively 
repeated their own words. _ The chief priests 
perceived the meaning only later on, v. 19 
Matt. 21:45. God forbid; lit. Be it not so! 
This must have been the exclamation of some 
who understood. V. 17. Js written—in Ps. 
118 :22, 23. The head of the corner—the principal 
stone —the foundation, Eph. 2: 20. V. 18. 
Shall fall—Those who took offence at the low- 
liness of Jesus, might with broken and con- 
trite hearts repent. Many such repented, 
Acts 2:37. But when Christ Himself falls 
upon his opponents, he “grinds them to 
powder” i.e. utterly destroys them, Is. 63:6: 
Is. 8:14,15. V.19. Feared the people—with 
leaders favourable to Jesus, the multitudes 
could easily then have been led to believe in 
Him and Honour him. What a comment 
upon Christ’s words in Luke 11:52.

EncGuanp.—The proceedings of the Peace 
Congress, which met in London in July and 
continued its sittings for a whole week, have at- 
tracted a good deal of attention. The object 
of the congress is to influence public opinion 
in favour of Arbitration and Disarmament as 
the means of promoting peace among the 
nations of the earth. The case of the United 
States was cited in support of the feasibility

The re- 
view and’ march-past presented an imposing 
spectacle. Theconsecration meeting, the res- 
cue demonstration, and the reception given 
to foreign delegates were marked features, as 
were the solemn assembly, and the address of 
General Booth, but the most touching incident 
of all was the reading of a letter from Mrs. 
Booth, the “Mother of the Army”, wha is very 
ill. It was as follows,--‘‘ My dear Children and 
Friends,—My place is empty, but my heart is 
with you. 1 am dying under the Army flag, 
but it is yours to live and fight under it. Be 
true to God and one another, Love the 
people; bring them to the blood; inspire 
them with the spirit of the Lord Jesus. I send 
you my love-and blessing —CaTHBERINE Boor.” 
...The Regent Square Church people have been 
taken somewhat aback by an intimation from 
the Kirk S-ssion that their minister, Rev. 
John MacNeill, had received a call from 
Westminster Chapel which he is disposed to 
consider as an indication of a providential in- 
terposition, opening to him a larger sphere of 
usefulness in a field that seemed to be suited 
to his.special gifts. In deference tothe strongiy 
expressed desire of the Session and Deacon’s 
Court, Mr. McNeill has consented to leave the

Unitep Sratss.—American Methodism re- 
cently celebrated its centennia! with great 
eclat on Boston Common. The Episcopal 
Methodist Church of America is now probably 
the largest Protestant denomination in the 
country. A chief element of itsssuccessis the 
hold it has on the young people. Wherever 
you go, its churches and chapels are largely 
attended by young men and women. ‘There 
are enrolled in its Sunday-schools, to-day, no 
less than 2,250,000 children of the church.... 
The international S. S. Convention held at 
Pittsburg in June, filled the bill. The eight 
hundred delegates received unbound hospital- 
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ity. The ladies of the various churches vied 
with each other in their kindly ministrations, 
providing “meals and refreshments at all 
hours.” Governor Beaver, a staunch Presby- 
terian by the way, gave a very cordial and 
happy address of welcome, which was respond- 
ed to with equal cordiality by yourown Dr. 
Burns of Halifax, N.S., a host iv himself—irre- 
pressible, witty,and wise. The master-spirit 
of the convention was undoubtedly good 
brother B. F. Jacobs, of Chicago, Chairman of 
the Executive Committee,a rare combination of 
geniality, devotion and liberality of both 
heart. and hand. An unsucessful attempt was 
made to increase the number comprising the 
committee on the International Lessons, the 
object being that some of the denominations 
not now represented on the committee might 
be thus recognized. The proposal to insert 
four specific Temperance Lessons provoked a 
lively discussion and was negatived llkewise, 
even the persuasive eloquence of Mrs. Willard 
failed to move the committee from the plan 
they had already adopted for 1892, in which as 
was explained, the subject of Temperance is 
sufficiently emphasized. The §.S. statistics, 
compiled by Mr. E. Payson Porter, present 
the following summary for the United States 
and Canada: Schools, 115,255; Teachers and 
Officers, 1, 192, 058 ; Scholars, 9, 138,695 ; Total 
Scholars and Teachers, 10, 330, 753..... It 
may be nothing to you that Idaho and Wyom- 
ing have been admitted into the Union of 
States, but it is full of meaning to us as pro- 
claiming the westward march of Empire. 
Instead of the original thirteen stars on our 
banner, there are,now forty-five ! Z. 
IRELAND :—The great event of the past month 
was the celebration of the jubilee of the union 
that was formed in July, 1840. We cannot 
here speak atlength of what wasdone. On 
the 10th July, 1840, the Synod of Ulster and 
the Synod of the Secession unitedin Rosemary 
St. Church, Belfast, and the first moderator 
was the Rev. Dr. 8. Hanna, the pastor of the 
Church where the meeting was. Dr. Hanna 
was father of Dr. Wm. Hanna the son-in-law 
and biographer of Chalmers. On the 10th July 
of this year the celebration was held in the 
same church, and the moderator now is the 
pastor too, Rey. Wm. Park, the fourth in suc- 
cession from Dr. Hanna. Of the able, ap- 
propriate and interesting addresses that were 
given, that of the venerable President Killen 
was the most striking. He was not only 
present as a member of the Assembly 50 years 
ago; he was present at the battle of the giants 
61 years ago, when Arianism was defeated and 
compelled to withdraw from the Church. In 
telling the story of the union he went back to 
that scene when Cooke aud Montgomery 
fought the great duel and so prepared the way 
for the union which was accomplished eleven 
years later. The old man, as he recalled the 
scenes through which he passed in his youth, 
electrified the vast audience. The other papers

and addresses were of a very high standard. 
Dr. H. B. Wilson in graceful terms told the 
story of before the union; Dr. Magill, himself 
a pre-unionist, spoke of the Power of the Holy 
Ghost; Mr. Lyle described the statistics of the 
fifty years ; Dr. Lynd in eloquent terms dwelt 
on the Mission and Genius of Presbyterianism. 
The moderator, on whom has fallen the mantle. 
of Dr. Fleming Stevenson in the oversight of 
the Foreign Mission work, told of missions 
during the last fifty years, and Dr. Hall of New 
York, spoke of Irish Presbyterians in Canada 
and the United States. At a later date 
Messrs. Frizzell and Patterson of Toronto 
presented the congratulations of our own 
Assembly. In the evening there was an im- 
mense gathering in the Botanic Gardens, 
where addresses were made by delegates 
from many sister churches, including Drs. 
Blaikie and Marshall Lang, who represented 
the Pan-Presbyterian Council. All passed 
off with rare success. The present position of 
the Church in Ireland is most encouraging. 
The 432 congregations of 1840 have risen to 
552 now, and that in the face of a con- 
stantly decreasing population. Missions have 
flourished during the half century ; at that 
Union Assembly the first foreign missionaries 
were designated, and three followed in quick 
succession—the Jewish Mission, the Colonial 
Mission, and the Continental Mission. Educa- 
tion has been promoted. There were pro- 
fessors at the union, a few of them, but no 
college buildings ; now in Belfast:and Derry 
are imposing and commodious structures. 
The whole tone and life of the Church are far 
in advance of what they were in 1840. There 
were shadows present in the midst of the joy; 
when are they not? ‘The week before. the 
Assembly met, the vénerable and beloved 
Dr. Glasgow, who in 1840 was designated as 
one of the first two foreign missionaries, was. 
called to his rest. He had looked forward 
with the keenest interest to the jubilee pro- 
ceedings, but he was called to a higher 
celebration. A few days earlier Dr. Whigham 
was taken away in the fulness of strength. 
He leaves a blank that it seems for the 
moment impossible to fill. But God’s work 
goes on. Nevertheless, it is a great loss. H. 


Our Own Church, 


Y appointment of the General Assembly 
“” the Theological Colleges of our Church 
claim the attention of the congregations this 
month. They are six in number, stationed 
respectively at Halifax, Quebec, Montreal, 
Kingston, Toronto, and Winnipeg. The 
summary of the reports submitted to the 
General Assembly, which we gave in July, 
shows that they are all in a flourishing con- 
dition, fairly well equipped, and doing a 
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grand work for the Church. This year they 
have given us forty-four additional ministers; 
last year the number of graduates was fifty- 


_ seven; so that in two years the ministerial 


ranks ef our church have been reinforced by 
a full hundred men—sons of the soil who 
have come from godly homes, self-reliant 
and hardy, witha spirit of enterprise and 
adventure specially fitting them for mis- 
sionary and evangelistic work at home and 
abroad. We cannot overestimate the ad- 
vantage of a “native ministry,” and that is 
what we could not have without our colleges. 
Perhaps we could do with fewer colleges, 
and thus be able to lavish more attention 
on the smaller number. So could the 
mother of a family of six children ; but ask 
her which of them she would be willing to 
part with !—Every one as dear to her as her 
own life! No, no; however it may have 
seemed in the past, the time is coming, 
indeed it has already come, when we 
can say we have none too many. They 
have all ceased to be burdensome to the 
church, and in a few years’ time it isnot too 
much to expect that they will receive from 
the wealthier members of the church dona- 
tions and bequests that will amply endow 
them and place them beyond the need of 
appealing to the congregations; but in the 
meantime, their revenues are insufficient to 
meet current expenses, and all of them stand 
in need of additions to their teaching staff. 
$20,000 divided among them will meet the 
requirements of the current year. Surely 
every congregation will willingly contribute 
its fair and reasonable share. 


Bequest :—We learn that Mr. J. J.

Toe Parent Cuurcues in Scotland and 
Ireland continue to take a warm interest in 
the Canadian Church.

We thank 
them for timely aid in the past, and we trust 
they will not become weary in well-doing. 
The work here is simply immense: our 
friends need not be afraid that they can 
send us too many of their people, or too 
much of their money. It is a good in- 
vestment.

EY. Grorce Curistis, of Bedford, N.S., 
e- died on the 15th of July in his 76th 
year. His health had been failing for some 
time, but he continued his work to the 
utmost of his powers as long as he could. 


_Last spring he was prostrated with severe 


illness, and though he ralhed, and appeared 
in a fair way of recovery, he felt that his 
days of toil were over, and asked the Gene- 
ral Assembly for leave to retire from the 
active duties of the ministry. Leave was 
granted, and we had some hope that Mr. 
Christie would enjoy months, if not years, 
But such was not the will of 
God. Calmly, trustingly, the venerable 
father laid his burden down, leaving to the 


|Church in the Eastern section, at least, the 


record of a devoted and well-spent life. Mr. 
Christie was a son of Mr. J. D Christie, an 
elder, at Truro, N.S. Ee was early devoted 
to the ministry, and his studies were prose- 
cuted under Dr. Thomas McCulloch in 
He was called to the congregation 
of Shubenacadie, then a very extensive 
charge. He was ordained and inducted to 
the Presbytery of Truro in July, 1842. In 
this field he continued-to labour with faith- 
fulness and success until 1849, when he 


accepted a call to the much weaker congre- 


gation of Yarmouth in the extreme south- 
west of the province. In this charge he 
continued till 1877, when he resigned. He 


'was then appointed to Bedford and the 


stations connected with it, in the vicinity of 
Halifax, and this position he occupied till 
April the 30th of this year. Mr, Christie 
was an earnest, impressive, and edifying 
preacher. He was admirably versed in 
Church law and order. His son, Thomas 
M. Christie, was one of our missionaries in 
Trinidad, a devoted worker, whose health 
unfortunately failed, and who had to leave 
the field in the midst of his highest pros- 
pects of usefulness. He died in California. 
The Synod of the “Lower Provinces” 
shewed its confidence in Mr. Christie by 
electing him to the Moderator’s chair in 
1865. For many years he occupied at Yar- 
mouth a lonely outpost of Presbyterianism. 
No brother minister of the Presbyterian fold 
was within many miles of him. He took a 
prominent part in Temperance work. He 
was also an earnest advocate of pepular edu- 
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eation.

Faith, hope and love combined to lend a 
peculiar charm to his closing years. 

Mr. James T. Evppr, an elder in the congre- 
gation at Rounthwaite, Manitoba, died on the 
7th of July, aged 55. He was ordained in 1883 
at the first election of elders for this new field. 
For these seven years his life and conduct has 
shown a nobleexample. His former home 
was at Vaughan, Ont. As an office-Bearer his 
counsel was full of wisdom and always on the 
side of forbearance, purity and truth. 

Mr. Joun R. Ross, senior elder in the con- 
gregation at Bervie, Ont., died there on the 
23rd of June, aged 83. Mr. Ross was born in 
the Parish of Loggie, Rosshire. He came to 
Canada in 1832, and settled in the Township 
of Zorra, Ont., where he did his share of 
laborious poineer work and took a prominent 
part in everything connected with the Church. 
He was superintendent of the Sabbath-school 
for a number of years, and his memory will 
long be cherished by those with whom he asso- 
ciated as that of a manly and earnest Chris- 
tian. 

Mr. JamMEs CAMPBELL, an elder in Charles 
Street Congregation, Toronto, died on the 13th 
of July in the 80th year of his age. Mr. Camp- 
bell was a native of Edinburgh, and was for 
some time connected with the well-known 
publishing house of Nelson & Sons. Some 
thirty years ago he established a publishing 
house in Toronto, which did a very extensive 
business. He was a man of scholarly attain- 
ments and cultivated tastes,and a most exem- 
plary office-bearer in the Chureh. He has left 
a widow and six children; one of his sons is 
Rey. Professor Campbell of the Presbyterian 
College, Montreal, the convener of the Record 
committee.

In the Criminal statistics 
the religious conviction is as follows :—

convicted of indictable offences, 48 per cent 
were Roman Catholics ; 17 per cent Charch

IISSLIONARY ITEMS. 


It is ae conceded that Presbyterian- 
ism in heathen lands-havye made the largest 
practical advance towards union of their mis- 
sionary forces. In Japan the union has been 
complete, and the various divisions of Presby- 
terians have there melted into one. In India, 
the proposition to unite the various representa- 
tives of the Presbyterian bodies has been 
received with much favor, and no dissenting 
voice has been heard, except from the United 
Presbyterians of America. In China the ques- 
tion of union is under consideration. In Brazil, 
all the Presbyterians engaged in the work of 
evangelization are under the control of one 
Synod. 


Dr. GrorcGn P. Hays, after a visit to Beirut, 
Says very emphatically, that the Syrian Mis- 
sion, of our Church, as its operations are seen 
in Beirut and in other paris of Syria,;is a modei 
mission. He does not wonder thatthe Congre- 
gationalists parted with it in real sorrow at the 
time of the union of the Presbyterian churches 
in 1870. The basis of the Beirut Mission has 
been wisely laid. A mission church, a print- 
ing establishment, a book publishing house, a 
girls’ school, a college affiliated with the mis- 
sion, with a fine medical department—all under 
the-guidance of men and women of the highest 
stamp, constitute an array of forces which must 
work great and blessed results in coming years. 
Dr. Haysdescribes the small room in oneof the 
buildings i in which the Holy Scriptures were 
translated into the Arabic language. Itisa 
historic room, worthy, as Dr. Hays says, to be 
placed ‘alongside of the Jerusalem chamber in 
Westminster Abbey.

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| Beport on Foreign Alissions, 
1889-90. 


SN previous issues of the Record we have 
@ already published the substance of some 
of the statements furnished by our mission- 
aries to the Foreign Mission Committee. 
These are embodied in the report submitted 
to the General Assembly and reproduced 
in the printed minutes. It will not, how- 
ever, be deemed a needless repetition that 
we now endeavour to give such a complete 
outline of the report as a whole, as shall 
enable our readers to survey at 1 glance the 
whole scope of our Foreign Mission work. 
It embraces a very wide field of operations, 
and the administration is necessarily com- 
pleated by the varying circumstances under 
which the work is carried on. 
least of the difficulties to be overcome is the 
number of different languages and dialects 
which have to be mastered before the mis- 
sionaries can do much towards making the 
Gospel of the grace of God intelligible to 
the heathen mind. But in nearly all the 
places where our missionaries are located, a 
great deal has already been done to remove 
that difficulty. The missionary has not only 
acquired a_ sufficient. knowledge of the 
language of the people to make himself 
easily understood, but he has also been the 
means of ereating a Christian literature ; 
and the Gospel of Christ, in whatever 
language it is presented, is still ‘the power 
of God unto salvation, to every one that 
believeth.” 


I. THE NEW HEBRIDES MISSION. 


There are now eighteen missionaries in this 
group of isiands—three from our own Church, 
three from the Free Church of Scotland, and 
the remainderfrom the Australasian Churches. 
The work has been carried on for many years 
by these churches labouring together harmo- 
niously, and the results have been on the 
whole eminently satisfactory. Never since 
the Presbyterian missions began in 1848 have 
the prospects been more encouraging than at 
the present time. 

During the past year the islands were 
brought regularly within the circle of com- 
mercial countries by the establishment of a line 
of monthly steamers between Melbourne and 
Sydney, in Australia, and the principal islands 
of the group. It was only necessary, in order to 
reach all the islands, to add to this an inter- 
island boat, that would call at mission stations 


Not the’ 


and connect with the steamer of the main 
line monthly at Anelgauhat or Havana Har- 
bour. This has been done at an annual 
cost to the mission of $7,500, of which $1,250 
falls to the share of the Canadian Church. At 
present this arrangement is only an experi- 
ment. It is eagerly watched, in hopes of very 
beneficial results. It should add not a little 
to the comfort of the missionaries, as it gives 
them a regular monthly mail and rapid com- 
munication with the outside world. It should 
also do much to develop trade, by stimulating 
the natives to produce articles of export and 
thus help to bring the people under additional 
civilizing influences. Of course, the arrange- 
ment with the steamers made the service of 
the Dayspring unnecessary, and she has been 
chartered for other work for the present year; 
but she will not be disposed of till it is seen 
how the experiment with the steamers will 
turn out. 

Last year was the jubilee of missionary 
effort in the New Hebrides. In November of 
1839, the apostle of Polynesia, John Williams, 
gave his life in an endeavour to pioneer the 
Gospel of Jesus Christ in these islands. The 
story of the work since then is one of thrilling 
interest, and every church that helped it 
forward has been highly honoured by her 
connection with this mission. This is not the 
place to give the history, but some of the 
results may be stated. The whole of Aneityum 
has long been a Christian land; and now, at 
seventeen more stations, on different islands, 
there are many worshippers of the true God. 
There are eighteen missionaries and about 140 
native teachers working on twenty of the 


islands. Concerning the fruit of their toil, for 
the last year reported, we cannot do better 
than quote the words of the Mission Synod :— 

“Taking all things into consideration, very 
satisfactory progress has been made during 
the past year. The reports from the islands 
of Futuna and Tanna, these two fields on 
which the work has hitherto met with so 
much opposition, are especially interesting and 
cheering. Itis encouraging also to note that 
the violent opposition of the people of Malo to 
the receiving of teachers, or other attempts to 
introduce the Gospel, is breaking down. 
Steady progress has been made at Erakor, 
Neuna, Tongoa and Epi, and at the last men- 
tioned station large numbers have been 
baptized and received into the communion of 
the Church. There are some tokens of en- 
couragement also at Malekula, where it was 
anticipated that the work would be of a 
peculiarly difficult nature; and at the two 
most northerly stations, Malo and Santo, the 
work is encouraging and hopeful. Itis with 
peculiar delight and gratitude to God we place 
on record that through the labours of Messrs. 
McKenzie and McDonald the whole of the 
New Testament has been translated into the 
Efatese language, being printed by the British 
and Foreign Bible Society and placed in the 
hands of the natives.” 

We may well exclaim, as we think of this 
Mission Synod meeting for business uninter- 
ruptedly during eight days in one of its 
own churches on Tanna, “What hath God 
wrought?” He hath stilled the adversary 
and avenger. He hath answered the prayers 
of His servants, sometimes it would seem by 
terribf% things in righteousness, but during 
these recent years by bringing peace to His 
people and multiplying them in their rest. 


ErroManca:— Rev. Hugh A. Robertson’s 
report is dated from Sydney, whither he had 
eone for the health of Mrs. Robertson and to 
see to the education of his children. He had 
heard regularly from his elders and teachers 
on the island. All was going on well; butalas! 
the death-rate still continues high. Several of 
his valued assistants had been removed. But 
their work was done; of their happiness he had 
not ashadow ofa doubt. Others willbe brought 
to the front now to take their places, but those 
who were born and lived for thirty or forty 
years in heathenism seem to make brighter 
Christians. They felt the curse of heatnenism 
and they rejoiced in the freedom from it, and 
in the liberty and blessedness of the Gospel. 
Mr. Robertson thanks his friends in Canada 
who have been or are now supporting his 
teachers and asks them to continue to help 
him in this great and good work. He spent 
much of his time in Australia in visiting con- 
gregations and Sunday-schools in the interests 
of the New Hebrides Mission. Everywhere 
he had been well received,: and he had the 
satsifaction of believing that his visit had been 
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the means of deepening the missionary spirit 
as well as relieving the Missionary Committee 
from a debt of some £700 sterling. 


Erats:—Rev. J. W. McKenzie has for his 
fellow-missionary in this island the Rey. D. 
McDonald of the Presbyterian Church of 
Victoria. The work goes on steadily and 
satisfactory. The most interesting event of 
the year was the placing of the New Testament 
in the hands of the Efatese. or the present 
the British and Foreign Missicnary Society 
has borne the expense of printing, but it is 
to be hoped that it will be all refunded in a 
few years. A short time ago nearly three 
thousand pounds of arrowroot were shipped, 
valued at £100 stg. The various classes have 
been kept up regularly, and the work among 
the remaining heathen is much more hopeful 
than at the date of the report. ‘There is now 
a fair prospect of all being gathered into the 
Christian fold. The number of communicants 
is 158 ; admitted during the year, 26 ; baptized, 
58; in candidates’ class, 40; in Christian 
villages, about 500. 


Espiritu Sanro :—Rev. Joseph Annand says:— 
“We have no great results yet toshow. The 
foundations are still being laid on which the 
edifice is to stand, but as much success has 
attended our efforts as can reasonatly be 
expected from the short time that we have 
been here. Two years and three months’ 
residence among a,ypagan people of an un- 
known tongue cannot be expected to produce 
much change.” Many improvements lave 
been made abont the station; several acres 
more land have been cleared; six lime 
cottages have been erected for the teachers 
and servants, and the little church has been 
comfortably seated. In the direct work of 
imparting Gospel truth, much also has leen 
done.. In this department, however, unskilled 
labour avails but little, hence this has 
devolved almost wholly upon ourselves. Two 
services are conducted every Sabbath in 
Tangoan. Hymns are sung, prayers offered, 
and the Word proclaimed in audiences ranging 
from fifteen to eighty. For the last three 
months the average has been about sixty. All 
the men of Tangoa village excepting four 
attend church more or less regularly. All 
who come dress decently, and their conduct at 
service is commendable. Sabbath is only 
partially observed, but very few cf the people 
here now go to their plantations on that day. 
Their own holy day, every fifth, is largely dis- 
regarded now. Literature is yet very scarce, 
but Mr. Annand has already translated the 
Gospel by Matthew into the native dialect. 
He will not publish it, however, until it is 
carefully revised and corrected. He asks, 
“Who will bear the expense of publish- 
ing it?”

II. TRINIDAD MISSION. 


A number of changes have taken place in 
the personel of the mission during the past 
year, but the progress of the work has been 
uninterrupted. Dr. and Mrs. Morton and Miss 
Blackadder had to return to Nova Scotia 


temporarily for their health. A student of 
Halifax College for a time filled with acceptance 
the vacant station of Couva. Miss Copeland 
and Miss Semple compieted their term of ser- 
vice and were replaced by Miss Graham and 
Miss Archibald. Three Hindoos are now 
working under the supervision of the mission 
council—Rev. Lal Bihari, Rev. Charles Ragbir, 
and Mr. C. C. Soudeen. Reports from these 
brethren were received at the close of the year 
which show how diligently their work has 
been carried on and how thorough is the 
instruction which they have received from 
the missionaries. For years members of the 
mission council have been urging the necessity 
of providing means for training a native 
ministry. Last summer it was agreed to 
appoint a fifth missionary aS soon as prac- 
ticable, and it is hoped that some of the older 
missionaries may soon be able to devote a 
considerable time to the work of trainin 
native agents. The future growth of the 
mission must depend largely on the develop- 
ment of native talent and liberality. 
Tunapuna :—Rev. John Morton, D.D., our 
senior missionary in Trinidad, bears testi- 
mony to the faithful and efficient labours of 
Mr. Soudeen during his absence. He had left 
the work in his hands with perfect confidence, 
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and on his return he found it in good order, the 
teachers all satisfied and the accounts correct. 
The attendance of scholars for the year was as 
follows:—Boys on the rolJ, 373; girls, 157; 
total 530; average 387. 

SAN FarNANDO :—Rev. Kenneth J. Grant, who 
was with us at the General Assembly, gives a 
very full account of the work at San Fernando, 
alarge town in Trinidad, and its seven affiliate 4 
stations. Services are conducted under his 
direction at sixteen different places each 
Sabbath. During the year, 53 adults and 56 
children, total 100, received Christian baptism ; 
couples married, 14; communicants now in 
good standing, 261. The contributions of the 
Native Church for the year amount to £267 
14s. 5d.,as per financial report. The central 
Sabbath School particularly is largely attended 
and conducted with much spirit. In each 
district it is intended to place a responsible 
man, and the men will be forthcoming if the 
means are provided to support them. 

Princes Town :—fRev. W. L. Macrae’s third 
annual report is encouraging in its tone. 
There are now three sections of his field in which 
there are regular services held at the same 
hour as that held in the central Church. On 
Sabbath afternoons most of the young men go 
out to the estates and villages—holding meet- 
ings as opportunity offers. Miss Semple’s place 
has been very efficiently supplied by Miss 
Archibald who has entered on her work with 
much promise of success. ‘The school work 
has been a little in advance of last year, a 
special effort having been made to get a larger 
attendance of girls. In the eight schools there 
are enrolled 281 boys, 120 girls, with an 
average attendance of 306. Baptisms for the 
year, 37—20 adults and 17 children. Five 
marriages; 19 were added to the communion 
roll which now includes 63 members. 

Couva :—Rev. F. J. Coffin was duly inducted 
by the Presbytery of Trinidad on the 8th of De- 
December last. He hastaken upthe work which 
Mr. Wright was obliged to relinquish in good 
earnest and full of hope,and has had his hands 
strengthened by the addition of several native 
helpers. Mr. 8. A. Fraser laboured for some 
months with much zeal and acceptance—the 
burden of the work, however, devolving upon 
Rev. K. J. Grant and Rey. Lal Bihari during 
the vacancy. ‘he number on the school roll 
was 252, and the daily average attendance 162. 
There were 11 marriages. 

Altogether there were in Trinidad 38 schools 
in operation last year, with 2,060 scholars on 
the rolls, and an average attendance of 1,483. 
Thirty-five couples were married; 211 were 
baptized; there are now 412 communicants 
in good standing. 

Demprara:—The Mission Council after due 
deliberation has come to the conclusion not to 
engage another missionary to succeed Mr. 
Gibson. Letters from the members of the 
British Guiana Presbytery indicate, however, 
that the work begun so effectively by Mr. 
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Gibson will not be lost, but that it will be 
carried on by catechists under the direction of 
that Presbytery, which certainly appears to be 
the proper way of doing it. 

Total expenditure for Trinidad and St. Lucia 
last year, $18,314.86—trrespective of local con- 
tributions, which amounted in all to $18,262.12. 


III. MISSIONS TO THE INDIANS IN THE 
NORTH-WEST. 

From the beginning, the work of our Church 
in carrying on missions among the Indians 
has had two main elements, the directly 
evangelistic, which proclaims the Gospel to old 
and young, and the educational which aims at 
training the young in the ways of: Christian 
civilization. The industrial boarding-school 
system has been extended so that there are 
now séven of them in the North-West, all 
established within tiie last five years. In 
these schools the children are clothed, lodged, 
fed and educated entirely under the care of 
the Church, and by agents appointed by the 
Church, part of the cost being borne by the 
Government, to the extent of $60 per pupil per 
annum. The ordinary branches of: an ele- 
mentary public school education are taught, 
special attention being given to training the 
pupils to use the English language familiarly 
in speech. Religious exercises hold a promin- 
ent place both in the school and home-life of the 
children, and such work about the house, 
garden and farm as they are able to uudertake 
is performed by them. Jt is the aim of the 
Committee to increase the facilities for this 
manual training in those schools which, being 
recently established, have but imperfect 
means of availing themselves of this method 
for preparing the pupils for useful citizenship. 

Misrawasis :—Rev. John McKay is in charge 
of this mission—the successor of that estab- 
lished by Rev. James Nesbit at Prince Albert 
twenty-four years ago. In this out-of-the-way 
place the Indians are less liable than those of 
most of our missions to many of the tempta- 
tions that come from close proximity to white 
settlements. Mr. McKay rejoices especially 
that “ there is no whiskey north of the Sas- 
katchewan.” There is but little external 
change from year to year in such a charge as 
this ; but none the less are there potent in- 
fluences at work, and the old Chief Mistawasis 
is a living refutation to the flippant jibe that 
the only good Indian is the dead Indian. Mr. 
McKay reports that there have been thirteen 
baptisms of Indian children during the year 
and three of adults, and that the church is 
filled with an attentive audience every Sab- 
bath. The congregation contributed $10 to 
the schemes of the Church. The day-school 
under the charge of Mr. McKay’s daughter 
has according to the latest returns thirty 
pupils on the roll, and an average attendance 
of twenty-two. 

MuscowPErune’s :—Rev. W. 8. Moore, mis- 
sionary, holds services at five. places, one of 
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them being a half-breed settlement adjoining” 
the reserve. The-average attendance at each 
of the places is seventeen. There are thirty- 
two communicants on the mission roll, of 
whom fourteen are Indians, nine half-breeds. 
and nine whites. Thirteen were added during 
the year. Seventeen children and thirteen 
adults were baptized. Two Sabbath-schools 
are maintained, one having an attendance of 
seven and the other of‘fifty. The mission has. 
contributed $75 to the schemes of the:Church. 
The industrial boarding-school has been very 
successful. A commodious stone building to: 
accommodate forty pupils will be erected. 
this summer. 

RounDLaAKE:—Rev. Hugh MacKay reports. 
that last quarter there were forty pupils on 
the rolleand an average attendance of twenty- 
four. There are twelve communicants on the 
roll, of whom four were received during the. 
year. Two children were baptized and eight 
adults. A new building was erected last sum- 
mer, the ground floor of which is used as: 
school-room and the upper floor as a dormitory 
for boys with a bedroom for the teacher. A 
widespread: regret among the friends of the 
mission was caused by the death in February 
of the Rev. B. Jones, who, for the past three 
years had been connected with the mission— 
Mr. MacKay writes of the difficulties as well 
as the tokens for good in his mission. ‘The 
progress has been as good as could he 
expected. The Sabbath-school has an average 
attendance of fifty. ‘‘Six of our scholars have 
professed faith in Christ .and received tbe 
ordinance of baptism, two infants have been 
baptized, four of our scholars have united with 
us in our communion, and four others will 
likely soon follow.” 

Fitz Hitis:—Rev. D. H. MacVicar, B.A., an 
Indian graduate of Manitoba College, is the 
missionary in charge, and Mr. Alex. Skene is 
principal of the Industrial Boarding-School. 
“Perhaps nowhere in this country is there a 
more thoroughly pauperized or a more shame- 
less band of Indians, and the labourers among 
them often reach the limit of discouragement. 
The attendance at the Industrial Boarding 
School is still very small, but it is considerably 
larger than it was last year. The number on 
the roll for last quarter was twelve, with an 
exerace attendance of six.” 

“IROWSTAND :—Rev. G. A. Laird, missionary. 
Services are held at six places with an average 
attendance of twenty at each. There are 
thirty-three communicants on the roll, six of 
whom were added during the year. Fifteen 
children were baptized and two adults. There 
is a Sabbath-school, with an attendance: of 
about fifty. The school, under Mr. Laird’s 
care, has grown very rapidly, and, according 
to the latest report, has an average attendance 
of fifty. An addition was made last summer 
to the mission house in which the school is 
carried on, and the building is once more 
taxed toits utmost capacity. A stone building 
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is to be erected this summer, which will serve 
as a school-room and dormitory, and will 
make it possible to take in an additional 
number of children. Cdté, the chief of these 
reserves, says ‘*‘I feel I ought to thank the 
Almighty for the good work being done 
amongst my people by the erection of the 
school. I find that the children are learning 
very fast, and as far as I can I will endeavour 
to help all I can to make the school a success. 
A new church is in course of erection. 

Biro Tarn:—Rev. John MacArthur has taken 
charge of this station since the retirement of 
Rev. S. Tunkansuiciye. Mr. McArthur gave 
services every second Sabbath. The Indians 
themselves held services on the alternate 
Sabbaths. Mr. McArthur’s services were so 
acceptable that the Indians petitioned to have 
him every Sabbath, and now an arrangement 
has been reached by which Mr. McArthur 
will give services every Sabbath, while still 
continuing to preach in the adjoining Home 
Mission field of Beulah. ‘There is an attend- 
ance of thirty-five at the Sabbath services; 
and Sunday-school, prayer and missionary 
services are held by the Indians themselves. 
Contributions to the schemes of the church 
amount to $18.00. Extensive repairs have 
been made upon the church during the year. 
These were made mainly at the expense of 
the Indians themselves—some of them giving 
eight days’ work, besides contributions in 
money. No school has been maintained on 
the reserve for the past two years; the children 
are sent to the Industriai school at Birtle. 

OKANASH:—This reserve has continued 
under the care of the Rev. George Flett, who, in 
spite of his seventy-three years, has also 
visited regularly the neighbouring reserves at 
Rossburn and Rolling River. Services are 
held at three points. The average attendance 
at Okanase is 45, or when the Indians are all 
home hunting, 65. There are 39 on the 
communion roll, two of whom were added 
during the year. Eleven infants and five 
adults have been baptized. 


SUMMARY. 

The above named missionaries are assisted 
by a staff of teachers and matrons fifteen in 
number whose services are invaluable to the 
mission. The names of the matrons of the 
Industrial Schools are Mrs. Laird, Miss A. 
Maclaren, Mrs. Skene, Mrs. Hockley, and Mrs. 
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Mrs. G. L. MacKay, Formosa. 


IV. MISSION TO FORMOSA, CHINA. 


Since the date of the report for 1889 there 
has not been any change of importance 
in the staff, which consists of Rev. Dr. G. 
L. MacKay, Rev. John Jamieson, and fifty- 
one native preachers and teachers, among 
whom are Revds. Giam Chheng Héa, and Tan 
Hé, ordained native ministers. The number 
baptized during the past year was 146; the 
number removed by death, 32; nett increase 
114, making the number of baptized members 
2833—men, women and children. The number 
of chapels is fifty, of students, 24, and attending 
the Girls’ school, from 25 to 40. The contri- 
butions of the native church for the year were 
$1143.85 in cash, butin addition to this the people 
have given much time and material for repair- 
ing and fitting up their places of worship. In 
this Dr. MacKay sees indications that his 
people are advancing towards the much de- 
sired goal of self-support. Mr. Jameison’s 
health, which had been the cause of much 
anxiety, is much better, and he has now such 
a knowledge of the language as enables him - 
to go out on preaching tours and conduct the 
services in an acceptable manner. The work

teachers. The work is carried on in nineteen 
reserves. There are 187 Indian communi- 
cants in these missions, of whom 24 were 
added during the past year. There were 68 
baptisms of infants, and 31 of adults. In the 
6 industrial boarding-schools there was during 
the quarter ending with March an enrolment 
of 222, with an average attendance of 154. 
There were 3 day-schools, with an enrolment 
of 71 and an average attendance of 47. 

Total Expenditure for these missions to the 
Indians for 1889, $15,554.87. 


students were regular attendants, living in the 
college building. From six to fifteen preachers 
took up quarters with them, while old and 
young from the Girls’ school came to hear the 
exercises, Which embraced a wide field of 
study. Those under instruction read entire 
books, committed whole chapters, and ex- 
amined innumerable verses of the Scriptures 
concerning the promises, precepts and doc- 
trines. “We studied together the Shorter 
Catechism, Boston’s‘ Four Fold State,’ Bunyan’s 
‘Pilgrim’s Progress,’ Andrew’s ‘ Life of Our 
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Lord,” Drummond’s ‘Natural Law in the 
Spiritual World,’ Dawson’s ‘Origin of the 
World,’ Dana’s ‘Text Book of Geology, 
Geikie’s ‘Manual of Geology,’ Balfour Steward’s 
‘Physics, Mackay’s ‘Manual of Modern 
Geography,’ ete.; Church History—Ancient, 
Mediseval and Modern—Anatomy, Physiology, 
the Healing Art and Elocution. Singing was 
engaged in until everyone could on the spur 
of the moment start and lead any tune sung 
here. Indeed, whilst the whole work here is 
satisfactory, there is no department more so 
than the work in Oxford College. Well that 
such is the case, for native preachers are the 
hope of success here and throughout the 
world I believe. This vast Empire will never 
become Christian except through the know- 
ledge, zeal and spiritual life of her own sons.” 
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V. MISSION TO HONAN, CHINA. 


The staff in Honan, as w2l be seen on re- 
ference to the chart on page 240 consists 
of six ordained ministers, one medical mis- 
sionary and two trained nurses. “China’s 
Millions,’ says Mr. MacKenzie, ‘‘are words 
that come to be invested with new meaning 
after one comes in contact with them. Direct 
contact with them appeals more powerfully to 
the heart in their behalf than all a man hears 
or reads before coming. May God keep us all 
in living sympathy with them! The mission- 
aries are not permitted to see much of the 
home life of the people. Life as seen in the 
streets enables us to judge what life at home 
must be. It seemed to cause great surprise 
to a Chinese servant in the American com- 
pound that she could be there for a year and 
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yet never see the missionary raise his hand to 
strike his wife! May the time come when it 
shall be as rare among the Chinese. . . . 
All the members of the mission are hopeful as 
to the future.” 

Our Honan mission is yet in its initiatory 
stage. Our missionaries have not yet even 
obtained a permanent foothold in that inland 
Province of twenty millions, but in the mean- 
time they have been acquiring the languaze; 
they have made several incursions into Honan 
from Lin-Ching, a town in the neighboring 
province of Shan-tung; they have fully exer- 
cised their medical skill and have even done 
some street-preaching; and they have con- 
stituted themselves into a Presbytery, which 
will ensure their work being done in a well- 
considered and orderly manner. Writing 
shortly after his arrivalat Tient-sin, Mr. Mac- 
|dougall says;—‘‘ Dr. McClure proved a most 
excellent conductor. His knowledge of the 
language surprised us. He was able to con- 
verse freely with the boatmen on the river, and 
to learn much about the different neighbour- 
hoods from. the people on shore. Every day 
he was on shore: selling books and speaking of 
Jesus. We rested both Sabbaths of the journey, 
and on each he preached to the crowds that 
assembled. During the river trip of five 
hundred miles we did not pass a single Mission 
station. On our arrival here (Lin-Ching) we 
found Mr, Goforth and Mr. McGillivray 
preaching in the chapel on alternate days. Dr. 
Smith is at present in charge of the American 
Board Dispensary, and treats many patients. 
The four expect to leave for Honan about the 
middle of the month: Messrs. McGillivray and 
McClure for Chang-teh-Fu, and Messrs. Goforth 
and Smith for Wei-huei-Fu.” 

The expenditure on account of Formosa for 1889 
was $13,967.94; and for Honan, (10 months) 
$13,534.79. Making together $27,502.73. 


VI. MISSION TO CENTRAL INDIA. 


In addition to the Canadian staff, which con- 
sists of five ordained ministers. and eight 
ladies, the report for 1890 gives the names of 
seventy-two others, mostly natives, who are 
engaged in different departments of the work 
—twelve being connected with the college:and 
high school at Indore; the two Misses Stock- 
bridge being employed as teachers and Zenana 
visitors at Mhow. 

Our.missionaries say: ‘While we are.far 
from being contented with present attainment, 
we rejoice and praise God for the mercies He 
has meted out to us His unworthy servants. 
Council meetings have been a source of 
pleasure and profit unto us. For the reason- 
able measure of health and strength enjoyed 
by the: missionaries, for the success in the dis- 
pensaries, in the schools, in the districts,in the 
preaching of the Word, and for the strengthen- 
ing of our staff by two new missionaries, 
Misses Jamieson and Harris, we desire, 
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with grateful hearts, to take courage and 


go forward. As we look forward to the great | 


work before us and realize our insufficiency for 
these things, we ask that those who are alike 
interested with ourselves would pray for us 
that we may all be so filled with the Spirit, 
that in fervent brotherly love, in whole-hearted 
consecration, in tender compassion for the 
perishing, in singleness of aim and in strong, 
patient faith, we may so labour that the Lord 
may use us to do His work. And we renew 
our pleading for more men. We pray the Lord 
of the harvest to send them forth. O that the 
Church would but lift herself up and look at 
her Lord’s command, : ‘and so make 
it possible for the Foreign Mission Committee 
to comply with our unanimous and earnest re- 
quest that our numbers may at least be 
doubled this year.” 


At Indore, Rev. J. Fraser Campbell had, in addi- 
tion to other duties which would:have been 
more than sufficient to tax the strength of any 
one man, the superintendence of the high 
school and college work imposed upon 
him in consequence of Mr. Wilkie’s not having 
been ab.e to return to the mission field last 
autumn. Yet he is able to write that the 
services both at Indore and Rutlam have been 
continued as usual. 

Neemucu :—Rev. Mr. and Mrs. Wilson, notwith- 
standing some discouragements, through the 
unfaithfulness of some on whose hesp they had 
relied, are yet able to say that ‘“‘The schools 
in the bazaar and. old Neemuch are flourish- 
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ing, and the Sabbath-Schools on Sabbath | 


mornings are specially popular. The attend- 
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ance at the Sabbath evening service fluc- 
tuates; but we have usually a goodly 
number of non-Christians present, and some 
are regularly to be seen in their places. 
The Bazaar preaching has been maintained as 
usual, though few results are manifest. 
Evangelistic services are held in the city of 
old Neemuch at the dispensary door every 
Sabbath.” They are anxious to have a suit- 
able hall provided for them where the people 
could gather and quietly sit dow to worship. 
1t need not cost more than five or six hundred 
dollars. <A larger number of tracts have been 
soid this year than usual. A number of the 
outlaying districts have heen visited, hitherto 
unvisited by any missionary. “The question 
has again and again been forced upon us,— 
When will these multitudes have an oppor- 
tunity of hearing the gospel? We plead for 
more labourers. Surely the limit of our 
Church’s power to evangelize Central India has 
not yet been reached!” Mr. and Mrs. Wilson 
have had their hands strengthened and their 
hearts encouraged by the arrival at Neemuch 
of Miss Scott and Miss Jamieson to labour with 
them in the Gospel; and these new workers 
are already cheered by the prospect opened up 
to them of useful service in the cause of 
Christ. 

Ussatn :—Dr. Buchanan, the Medical mis- 
Sionary in charge of the station says,—“ Dur- 
ing the year the Word has been preached 
here. On every Sunday afternoon, from three 
o’clock until six, evangelistic services are held 
in the dispensary. This room is made up of 
three small shops right on the main bazaar. 
There is not accommodation in this room for 
more than sixty or seventy, but the people 
seem to prefer a safe position just at the front 
which is all open. Hence, during the three 
hours each Sunday, many coming and going 
hear something of the word. Saturday is a 
rest day,-and on Sunday there is a grand rally 
in the heart of the old city. Some are enquir- 
ing about the Truth, but as yet no adults have 
been baptized. Two infants, children of native 
workers, Raojee and Yakub, were baptized 
this year. 

“The medical work has been carried on 
regularly during the past year with varying 
success. The woman’s work was held by the 
ladies of Indore till November 1889, when the 
whole work was put into our bands. During 
the month of December and two weeks in 
January, Mrs. Buchanan and [ had not merely 
the superintendence of the work but the whole 
ofittodo. To say that the work is encourag- 
ing very poorly expresses the fact. We aro 
both of the opinion that there is no oneso suit- 
able to enter the door opened by medical 
treatment as the medical treatee. I have had 
men getting dowa before I could stop them 
at my feet in the street to beseech me to do 
them good. Such men will listen to the words 
Ispeak. Mrs. Buchanan has also met with 
much encouragement.” 


Munow:—Rev. Geo. McKelvie writes,—“ Two 
months before the beginning of last year I came 
toMhow. Although the station had been some 
time without the care of a missionary, yet 
owing to the enthusiastic devotion of the 
Misses Stockbridge, and the help rendered by 
Mr. Drew in the Sabbath-school I found the 
work in a very flourishing condition. Since 
then my work has been more supervision and 
encouragement of others than active work my- 
self. I have not yetsurmounted that mountain 
of difficulty—the language. Nevertheless one 
finds that even a small stock of words can be 
put to good account in various ways.” 

Mr. McKelvie has the superintendence of 
five day-schools and two Sunday-schools with 
an average attendance of over 300. 

In the report of medical work by Miss Dr. 
Beatty and Miss Dr. Oliver, we learn that the 
dispensaries have been open all the year and 
a vast deal of suffering has been relieved 
through them—17,979 patients were treated. 
Of these 7,046 were new patients, and 10,933 
old; 352 women and children were treated in 
their houses, 1,255 visits being made. Dis- 
spensary and house work have thus largely 
increased. Miss Dr. M. MacKellar is expected 
to arrive shortly.

WOMEN’S FOREIGN MISSIONARY 
SOCIETIES. 


THe Westen Society has been in existence 
for fourteen years during which time it has 
made steady progress. Its receipts have in- 
creased from $1005.39 in 1887, to $31,106.59 in 
1890; its auxiliaries, from 18 to 437, and its 
Mission. Bands from 3 to 176. It has now 25 
Presbyterial Societies and a total membership 
of $5,312. Head-quarters at Toronto. Presi- 
dent, Mrs. Ewart ; Secretary, Mrs. Harvie. 

THe Eastern Society was formed in Halifax 
in 1876. It has now 90 auxiliaries, 40 Mission 
Bands, and six Presbyterial Societies. The 
total membership is about 4000. The income 
for the past year was $5,462. President, Mrs. 
R. F. Burns; Secretary, Miss Cassie Fairbanks, 
Halifax N.S.

*Notn In the reports from Formosa it is 
explained, for the first time, that “baptized 
members ” include children. From the whole 
number given (2833) we have deducted one 
third for children—estimating the bona fide 
communicants there at 1889 in number. In 
the returns from Central India there is no 
enumeration of native communicants at all, 
and we have only allowed for 50, the number 
stated by Mr. Campbell two years ago. The 
only marriages reported are 35 in Trinidad. 
The want of uniformity in the statistical 
returns from the different missions renders it: 
impossible to give such a full and accurate 
statement of the whole as is desirable. 

Reference is made in the report of the 
committee to the expediency of instituting a 
mission to the Chinese in British Columbia. 
It is also recommended that the Assembly 
should take steps for the establishment of a 
mission to the Jews in Palestine. Both those 
subjects were remitted to the Foreign Mission 
Committee with instructions to prosecute 
further enquiry and to report to next_ General 
Assembly. The proposal to appoint a Convener 
of the Committee, whose whole time and 
services shall be given to this department of 
the Church’s work, received due consideration 
in the Assembly, and the name of Dr. Morton 
of Trinidad was freely spoken of as one 
eminently qualified for the office, but in the 
Meantime no appointment has been made. 

Rey. Dr. Warprope of Guelph, Ont., and 
Rey. E. Scott of New Glasgow, N.S., are the 
Joint Conveners of the Foreign Mission 
Committee ; Mr. Hamiron Cassets of Toronto 
is Secretary; the Rrv. Dr. Rem of Toronto, 
and Rey. P. M. Morrison of Halifax.are the 
Treasurers. The annual collection for Foreign 
Missions is appointed by the General Assem- 
bly to be taken the third Sabbath of March. 

The Estimates for the current year call for 
$118,000, being about $12,000 more than for last 
year. 


SAD CONDITION OF HEATHEN WOMEN 
IN SANTO. 

From Mrs. Annanp.—In regard to our 
work among the women, it is the day of small 
things with us among them. A number of 
them attend the Sabbath services now, but 
we cannot get any of them to attend school, 
though we have offered to teach them at any 
time of the day. The men are unwilling 
that the women should learn anything, say- 
ing they have no time to learn, which is 
partly true, as they are compelled to do much 
drudgery. The first work in the morning is 
to prepare and cook their lord’s breakfast.

Were you to 
see them, you would be surprised how they 
can carry such loads. After she gets her 
husband’s breakfast she must work in their 
planiation on the mainland—put her canoe 
into the water and paddle over. If her 
husband goes she has usually to paddle him 
over; he sits doing nothing; or, it may be 
if there is a baby he will hold it. They seldom 
return home much before sunset, then they 
must cook again. 

We really “have no little girls, as the poor 
things are sold to be wives when quite young. 
They go without any covering until they are 
nine or ten years old, when they put on three 
or four strings of small native beads about 
the waist and twine a few leaves around the 
body, this with a few beads about the neck 
and also some on the wrist or arm comprises 
our women’s dress. It does not cost them 
much for dress and they are cool; but, on 
the other hand on rainy days they look cold 
and wretched. We have given nearly all of 
them clothes, and they all put something on 
when they come to church, aud usually now 
when coming to our premises to barter, as we 
decline to buy from them when they come 
without clothes. I was amused this evening 
with one woman who came to sell yarn and 
oranges. She had not dressed,so I said, 
where are your clothes? She said, at my 
home. I said I would not buy from her, so 
She went off to our goat-herd who is a Santo 
lad, and asked him to lend her one of his 
shirts. He demurred. She said, Misses will 
not buy from me unless I put some clothing 
on, and as he seemed unwilling to lend her a 
shirt, she went into his house and came out 
with one on; after that she came to me and 
sold her stuff, then went back to his house, 
took off the shirt and went home. 

In regard to the training given the women 
and girls in this Mission, I will give you a 
brief outline. They are encouraged to come 
to both church services and week morning 
classes, for reading, singing and Scripture 
truth in company with the men and boys, 
although they generally sitapart. Additional 
classes are held for the women and girls alone, 
in which sewing and other useful work are 
taught. For writing and arithmetic, both 
boys and girls attend at some other hour of 
the day. 

At all the stations, some of the women and 
girls are living on the prenaises of the mission- 
ary, and are instructed in the arts and duties 
of house work. 

At all the old stations some of the girls are 
taught by the missionaries’ wives—taught 
almost everything that is at all likely to be 
practical to them in their own homes. The

“THE acts and proceedings of the sixteenth 

General Assembly will be in the hands 
of the office-bearers of the church before 
these lines are read. A goodly volume it is, 
carefully edited and conveniently arranged 
for reference. We bespeak for it a careful 
perusal. Turning over the pages the reader 
will be impressed with the variety and extent 
of the enterprizes in which our Church is 
engaged. The statistical tables give valu- 
able information regarding most of the con- 
gregations from Newfoundland to Van- 
couver Island, with ample details of the 
Home Mission work in all the Presbyteries, 
and even beyond their bounds—amid the 
mists and storms of barren Labrador. To- 
day our ministers and missionaries proclaim 
the glad tidings in many languages—in 
English, Gaelic, French, Italian, Icelandic, 
Cree, Chinese, Hindi, Aneityumese, Hrro- 
mangan, Efatese, and Santese. Every one 
who contributes to the missionary funds of 
theChurch thus aids to proclaim the Gospelin 
one or other of these tongues. It will be seen 
from these minutes that our General Assem- 
bly deals faithfully with the great moral 
questions of the day such as Temperance, 
Sabbath observance, and the Christian Life 
of the people generally. Drunkenness, 
gambling, neglect of religious ordinances 
and other popular sins are earnestly de- 
denounced. 


It is to be regretted that our statistics are 
still incomplete. Did Kirk-sessions and 
Presbyteries only consider what a serious 
injustice is done to the Presbyterian Church 
in Canada by the withholding of information 
which itis in their power, and in theirs only, 
to give, they would be more mindful of 
their duty, and the annual report of the 
QMonvener of the Committee on statistics 
would be much fuller and more satisfactory 
than it has ever yet been. Still the figures 
we find in the report now before us are by 
no means discouraging. The progress made 
during the past fifteen years is very striking. 
The total income of the church in the year 
after the union was $982,672 ; in 1889 it 
was $2,054,951. Last year showed an ad- 
vance in the rate of giving per family and 
per communicant above any previous year— 
the average per family being $24.72, and 
per communicant, $13. 

For all purposes the increase was 32 cents 
per family, and 14 cents percommunicant. A 
similar advance for several successive years 
will tell powerfully on the revenues and the 
work of the church. Thus,if every member 
adds but one cent a year to his gifts, the aggre- 
gate will pay the salary of a missionary to the 
heathen. It is a singular fact that the largest 
contributions per member should come from 
the Presbyteries of Columbia, Calgary, ‘and — 
Newfoundland,—Presbyteries far away from 
the older centres of the Church.—The com- 
parative liberality of congregations in the 
New Hebrides and Trinidad is also worthy of 
note; and it will not be long until we can 
gather timely lessons from other foreign fields 
where our own missionaries are at work.

It is very desirable that at least all the 
office-bearers of our Church shouid become in- 
timately acquainted with the current'life, work, 
and history of our Church—should know the 
names and the location of ali our presbyteries, 
of all our foreign missionaries, and be tamiliar 
with the main aspects of our home work—our 
colleges, our work among the Indians, our 
French Evangelization, our efforts to overtake 
evangelistic work in the five synods and the 
forty-six presbyteries which are included in our 
General Assembly. No better hand-book or 
history of the current life and.work of the 
church can be found than this volume of min- 
ates and appendices. 

HOW SHALL MOHAMMEDANS BE 


EVANGELIZED. 


This subject is thoughtfully discussed in 
the Missionary Review by ‘One Who Has 
Lived Forty Years in the Turkish Empire,” 
and who has evidently been a close observer 
of the world around him. There are pecu- 
liar difficulties in bringing the Gospel to 
bear on the disciples of Islam, and in Tur- 
key these difficulties are aggravated. It is 
hard to find access to the people. They 
will not come to the churches. They will 
not visit Christian families, nor will they 
invite missionaries to enter their houses. 
The women are carefully secluded in the 
harems. The Mohammedans area proud 
people. They consider themselves the 
favourites of Heaven, true believers, elect, 
saved. Christians are but “dogs” and wholly 
contemptible. There is a good deal of 
truth commingled with the errors of Islam, 
and this greatly increases its strength. It 
fortifies itself in its self-righteousness— 
fastings, prayers, pilgrimages, ablutions, 
almsgivings, that are a sure passport to 
Paradise. It puts no restraint on human 
vice and passion. A man may, in fact, be 
most vile, yet account himself a saint. In 
the Turkish empire Islam is the state re- 
ligion, aud it is largely identified with 
patriotism, Any Moslem turning Christian 
incurs the penalty of death. The religion 
propagated by the sword will be maintained 
by the sword so long as civil power remains 
in Mohammedan hands. Most unfortu- 
nately the forms of Christianity which have 
confronted Mohammedanism have been and 
are for the most part very corrupt, and very 
far from being true to the great Original. 
It seems that apostate Syrian Christians are 
among the most active agents in maligning 


Christianity and in advancing the faith of 
the false prophet. A man named Shidiak, 
ounce an employee of the British and Foreign 
Bible Society, and a translator of the New 
Testament into Arabic, is an illustration in 
point. He has published a book filled with 
the bitterest calumnies against the Bible 
and Christianity. Thereisin Western Asia 
no liberty of the press or of speech, so that 
the calumnies of Mcohammedans cannot be 
publicly refuted. Christianity has some 
allies and is making some progress. The 
progress of human knowledge.and thought 
is against Islam. Every new discovery is a 
protest against its errors. All advances in 
science expose its fallacies. Mohammedan- 
ism knows nothing of sin and forgiveness, 
and of conversion to God ; it knows nothing 
of a ‘Father in Heaven.” In this it is 
utterly a contrast to the religion of Christ. 
The decay and dissolution of the Turkish 
empire will prepare the way for the triumph 
of the Gospel. In India and in Egypt, 
where there is liberty under British rule, 
conversions are by no means rare. The 
circulation of the Bible has helped to bring 
the true light to the followers of the false 
prophet. Another means of grace is educa- 
tion in Christian schools. Schools ‘of the 
right stamp are the sappers and miners of 
ths strong towers of error. Boarding-schools 
for Moslem girls have done much good. 
Bible-women visiting the Moslem harems, 
teaching the women to read, and reading to 
them the Bible, has proved an effective 
agency. At present, women have better 
opportunities than men of evangelizing 
Moslems. Medical and hospital work af- 
fords rare vantage ground for evangelical 
teaching of Moslems. One-tenth or one- 
eighth of the human race are of the faith of 
Islam, and the conversion of such people to 
the faith of Christ is a subject of transcen- 
dent importance. For this religion to-day 
largely occupies the fields where Christian- 
ity won its earliest triumphs. It is aggres- . 
sive, especially in Africa; and its influence 
everywhere is injurious. 


“Tf this book is right,” said an old Roman 
Catholic to his wife, on reading the New Tes- 
tament, “we are wrong.” Three wéeks after 
he said: “If this book is right we are Jost,” 
Three weeks after he said, as he continued 
reading: “ Wife, if this book is right, we are 
saved ,” 
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Sone Great Lreachers. 


SpurGeon, Parker, aND JoHN MoNSILL. 


“Wy HILE in London, last February, on 
my tour around the globe, I had 
the opportunity of hearing these three 
pulpit celebrities of world-wide fame. 
There are many other distinguished 
preachers of the Gospe! at the present day 
in the great metropolis of the British 
Empire. Among them in our own church 
we point with a pardonable pride to Dr. 
Donald Fraser, Dr. Munro Gibson, and the 
Rev. R. M. Thornton, all of whom by a 
remarkable coincidence once occupied 
-pulpits in the commercial metropolis of our 
Dominion. These and other metropolitan 
brethren have won honourable distinction 
as preachers of the everlasting Gospel. 
Howbeit they have not attained to the 
three of whom I now briefly write. 

I heard Spurgeon preach his first sermon 
in his Tabernacle after ten weeks’ absence 
in Mentone on account of indisposition. 
His appearance as he rose up to address 
the five thousand eager listeners who 
assembled to hear him that day was not 
by any means prepossessing. And all 
throughout the service he did not leave on 
my mind the impression of anything like 
remarkable oratorical ability. For com- 
manding appearance and the graces of 
oratory he would compare unfavourably 
with Henry Ward Beecher, or Dr. Storrs, 
or our own Dr. Ormiston, as I heard these 
famous preachers when they were in the 
zenith of their popularity. And yet I 
must say, for simple child-like faith in 
God, and reverence for the Bible as the 
revelation of His will, for the use of such 
plain Anglo-Saxon speech as the common 
people hear gladly, for clear silvery tones 
of voice that fall lke melodious music on 
the listening ear, for capacity to bring out 
the mind of the Spirit from the words of 
the text, for pathos, for heart power, I 
never heard the equal of Mr. Spurgeon. 
During his ten weeks’ absence in Mentone 
several members of his congregation had 
passed away from earth to heaven, and 
surviving friends expected him to say 
Something in regard to the departed ones 
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quirement of the situation he selected two 
texts as the groundwork of his sermon: 
Rey. vii. 13-17, and Isa. xlix. 10. Prom 
the first cf these passages he drew a 
graphic picture of the life of the redeemed 
in heaven. From the other he drew an 
equally graphic picture of the heavenly 
life on earth. As he spoke in simple, 
earnest tones, now of the life of the 
redeemed in heaven, and now of the life 
of ripening believers on earth, I fancy that 
many of his hearers were ready to say of 
themselves and of the preacher : “‘ whether 
in the body or out of the body we cannot 
tell, God knoweth.” 


To pass from Spurgeon’s Tabernacle to 
Dr. Parker’s City Temple brings you into 
an entirely different atmosphere. Unlike 
Spurgeon, Dr. Parker evidently enjoys 
robust, vigorous health, and unlike him 
again he speaks largely to the naturai man, 
and makes very smal! account of those 
deeper religious experiences with which 
the Tabernacle preacher is so thoroughly 
acquainted. It was at one of his famous 
Thursday-Noon services that I heard Dr. 
Parker. ' Even at that seemingly unfavour- 
able hour in busy London the spacious 
church was well filled with an audience 
evidently of far more than ordinary intelli- 
gence. Among those present I saw quite 
a number of clergymen from different parts 
of the world, who, hke myself, wanted to 
hear this brilliant pulpit orator. None 
who heard him that day could, I think, be 
disappointed, unless they were disappointed 
in hearing. what seemed to be the utter- 
ances of a ruddy-faced judge on the bench, 
rather than the message which you expect 
to hear from a pale-faced preacher of the 
Gospel. Dr. Parker’s text was Ps, cxv. 8, 
and the sermon which he preached from it 
was very suggestive and stimulating. With 
perfect self-control, and with great clearness 
and vigour, he demonstrated by irresistible 
logic that the characte: of the religion, true 
or false, will show itself in the life of those 
who believe it. The creeds and catechisms 
of the churches found very little sympathy 
with this celebrated preacher that day. He 
was particularly severe and sarcastic on the 
Episcopal church, and also on the celebrated 
John Henry Newman, who has since that 


as well as to the listening multitudes] time gone to join the great majority on the 


before him, 


To meet this two-fold ree! other side of the shady valley. As I listened: 
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to Dr. Parker I was impressed with a sense 
of his remarkable ability as a pulpit orator, 
and yet I was surprised ever and anon to see 
in him indications of littlenesses that I did 
not expect to see in a man of his intellectual 
calibre. 


The Rev. John McNeill is at present 
pastor of the far-famed Regent Square 
Church, though my conviction is that he 
will not be allowed to remain long in the 
position which he now occupies. He has, 
unmistakably, rare gifts and graces of head 
and heart, but they are not, I think, pre- 
cisely the gifts and graces which specially 
qualify him to minister acceptably for a 
great length of time to the cultured congre- 
gation that in past days listened to the 
polished periods of Dr. Oswald Dykes, and 
Dr. James Hamilton. Moreover, there are 
important spheres of evangelistic labour just 
now in urgent need of the special endow- 
ments of this young Scottish preacher. 
But 1 am overstepping the limits of my 
vocation. ‘‘ I was no prophet, neither was 
I a prophet’s son.” The evening that I 
heard Mr. McNeill in his own church, his 
sermon was on the character of Jacob. It 
was particularly addressed to the young 
men of the congregation. A more stirring 
and stimulating sermon I have rarely if 
ever listened to. No erring youth could 
listen to that sermon, I should judge, with- 
out being impressed with the conviction 
that the preacher had found him out in his 
misdoings. The language at times was very 
much coarser than that which is generally em- 
ployed by preachers of the Gospel. In one 
part of his discourse, for example, he told 
the wrong-doers before him that God could 
put His thumb on their gizzards and crush 
the life out of them. Further on he seemed 
to find a fallen inebriate on the open plat- 
form before him, and with an expressive 
motion of his foot accompanying his words, 
he told us that God could kick that fallen 
inebriate down tothe place of merited punish- 
ment. How the cultured occupants in the 
pews of Regent Square Church took those 
coarse utterances from the lips of this young 
Boanerges, deponent sayeth not. My judg- 
ment is that the sermon would be more 
acceptable and effective without them. But 
Wohn McNeill is doubtless one of the great 
yeeachers of the nineteenth century. “He 
ss yet in the very bloom of his streng young 
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manhood. I trust he has before him many 
years of great usefulness in the service of 
the Master who can make use of all the 
varied talents with which He endows His 
servants in the Gospel Ministry. 


Truro, N.S. Abas Oo) 
Sissionary Cabinet. 
DR. ANDREW THOMSON, OF ST. GEORGE'S, 


EDINBURGH.* 


“HAD Dr. Thomson lived a few years 
© longer, he would undoubtedly have 
taken a prominent part in the ‘Ten years’ 
conflict ” that agitated the Church of Scot- 
land, 1833-43, and his name would have’ 
been more conspicuous among the eminent 
Scottish divines of this century than it now 
is, for he was one of the ablest men of his 
time. As a preacher and platform orator 
there were none to compare with him, 
except Dr. Chalmers. But his brilliant 
career terminated suddenly while he was 
yet a young man, and the great work he 
did in Edinburgh was almost forgotten in 
the struggle that ensued for ecclesiastical 
supremacy. 

Dr. Thomson was born on the eleventh 
of July, 1799, in the parish of Sanquhar, of 
which his father, Dr. John Thomson, was 
the minister. The small burgh of San- 
quhar, in Nithsdale, is celebrated as being 
the place where, in 1680, a band of twenty- 
one men, headed by Richard Cameron and 
Donald Cargill, marched up to the Market 
Cross with drawn swords and posted the 
famous ‘ Sanquhar Declaration,” denoun- 
cing Charles Stewart, the reigning monarch, 
because of his-intolerable bigotry and tyran- 
ny in attempting to force an obnoxious form 
of worship on Presbyterian Scotland. Dr. 
Thomson’s early training was of the best, 
his father being an excellent evangelical 
minister. He went through the usual cur- 
riculum of study for the ministry in the 
University of Edinburgh, having for class- 
mates Henry Cockburn, afterwards Solici- 
tor-General for Scotland, Henry Brougham, 
the famous Lord Chancellor of England, 
and other celebrities. Licensed by the 
Presbytery of Kelso in 1802, he was soon

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afterwards ordained as minister of Sprons- 
ton, Roxburghshire, from which he was 
translated to the East Church, Perth, and 
subsequently to New Greyfriars, Edinburgh, 
at the time when the ‘New Town” was 
being built. To meet the requirements of 
that fashionable quarter of the metropolis, 
the Town Council had erected a large and 
handsome church in Charlotte Square, 
named St. George’s. On looking for a 
minister who would be likely to ‘fill the 
pews ’”’ and create a revenue, their first offer 
was made to Mr. Thomson and was accepted 
by him. That church was opened for 
worship in 1814. It was no light task that 
Dr. Thomson undertook. The church was 
seated for more than 1600, and the congrega- 
tion was to be drawn from a class of people 
with whom church-going was well-nigh out of 
fashion, and who were least of all pre-dis- 
posed to ‘evangelical preaching.” But 
evangelical preaching was just what they 
got; yet 1t was not long before every sitting 
was taken. Gifted with remarkable fluency 
of speech, Dr. Thomson had hitherto 
preached extempore, but now he took to 
writing out and reading his discourses from 
manuscript, devoting much time to careful 
preparation. This led an easygoing brother 
minister, who was a keen angler, to express 
surprise that one so ready of speech as Dr. 
Thomson should spend so much time on 
his sermons. ‘ Many’s the time,” said he, 
“Tve both killed a salmon and written a 
sermon before breakfast!” To which 
Thomson replied, ‘Well, sir, I would 
rather have eaten your salmon than listened 
to your sermon.” Lord Moncrieff’s esti- 
mate of Dr. Thomson’s preaching was that 
“He was one of the greatest teachers of 
men he had ever come into contact with.” 
Dr. Chalmers describes him ‘as “ A man of 
colossal mind, whose talents and advocacy 
threw a lustre on evangelical religion. The 
prejudices of thousands gave way before 
the might and the mastery of his resistless 
demonstrations.” To his other great gifts 
he added a fine taste for music. To the 
collection of psalm tunes which he edited, 
he added several of his own composition of 
acknowledged beauty, and by the attention 
he bestowed on the subject, he was largely 
instrumental in the improvement of the 
church psalmody of Scotland. 


It was, however, on the platform that 
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Dr. Thomson achieved his most brilliant 


triumphs of oratory. He was abreast of the 
times in every social and philanthropic 
movement, and far in advance of his breth- 
ren in regard to some of the ecclesiastical 
questions of the day. He introduced anew 
era in Scottish education, the day-schools 
which he established and superintended, ser- 
ving as models for the normal schools of the 
present. He took a leading part in the “‘Anti- 
Apochrypha controversy,” and to him we are 
largely indebted for the integrity of the 
sacred canon and the rejection of the Apo- 
chryphal writings from our Protestant 
Bibles. No less remarkable were his 
speeches and personal influsnce in behalf of 
the “absolute and immediate abolition of 
slavery.” His last and crowning speech on 
this subject is still remembered as ‘‘ one of 
the most magnificent and effective orations 
ever heard in Edinburgh.” * 

On the ninth of February, 1831, return- 
ing from a meeting of Presbytery, where he 
had displayed his usual interest in the 
business of the court, Dr. Thomson fell 
down on the threshold of his own door and 
expired without a struggle. He was buried 
in a piece of ground close to St. Cuthbert’s 
churchyard, since acquired by St. John’s 
Episcopal church. Dr. Chalmers preached 
his funeral sermon in St. George’s church, 
and the tidings spread to every village and 
hamlet in the country—‘‘ A master in 
Israel has fallen !” 


Hreshyterianism on the Lrviric. 
EDMONTON. 


“WHEN we talk about the new towns 

that have sprung up in the west, it 
must not be forgotten that new as they are 
in their present aspects, and recent as are 
their present ambitions, some of them have 
what is for Canadaan ancient lineage. Such 
a town is Edmonton, ou the Saskatchewan 
River, nine hundred miles north-west of 
Winnipeg. It was founded in the last 
decade of the last century and has a history 
full of romance and stirring adventure. Not 
to speak of the feuds of the rival fur com-

compensation for their loss by the abolition of compul- 


sory labour. 
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panies, two of which had their forts in the 
neighborhood, it occupied for trade pur- 
poses a position in the debatable land 
between the Blackfeet and the Cree Indians, 
who in those days carried on continual war 
with each other. There is nota hill or a 
bend of the river near the town that has not 
some story of bloody treachery or hair- 
breadth escape associated with it. 

In the period between misty traditions of 
the past and the firm ground of history since 
the ‘“‘ boom,” two jottings of ecclesiastical 
interest deserve to be made. In 1865, the 
Rev. James Nesbit, the first missionary sent 
by our Church to evangelize the Indians, 
visited Edmonton with some thought of 
making it his head-quarters. After looking 
over the ground he decided not to remain, 
but the fragrance of his endeavours to pro- 
mote the spiritual life of some of the officers 
and men of the Hudson Bay Company 
remain +o this day. He was the pioneer 
home missionary. When he left he carried 
off with him Mr. George Flett, whom he 
had found in the service of the Hudson Bay 
Company, and who, after helping him to 
establish the mission that has since been 
known as Prince Albert, became an Indian 
missionary himself. 


In 1872 Principal Grant, on his journey 
from Ocean to Ocean, spent a Sunday in 
Edmonton, and preached the second Pres- 
byterian sermon in the place. The third 
was not preached until nine years later 
when, in 1881, the writer, after plodding 
with horse and buck-board for seven weeks 
over the lonesome and toilsome leagues that 
separate Winnipeg from Edmonton, found 
a congregation ‘fit though few” waiting for 
his arrival. Most of these people were im- 
migrants who had gone out during the pre- 
ceding year or two. An organization was 
at once effected, morning and evening 
services established, plans laid for the 
building of a church, and in the months 
that followed, services—some on Sabbath 
and some on week days—were arranged for 
in four out-lying neighborhoods. On the 
north side of the river the standard was 
raised at Belmont and at Sturgeon—two 
farming neighborhoods settled mainly by 
Canadians. On the south side of the river, 
services were held at Fort Saskatchewan, a 
mounted police post eighteen miles down the 
river, and at Clover Bar half way between 
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that and Edmonton —the latter a little 
colony of farmers, mostly Scotch, and mostly 
bachelors. ‘ Exactly a year after the arrival © 
of the missionary, the Edmonton congrega- 
tion entered into possession of its new church 
—a neat and commodious frame building, 
costing when completed $2,400. It was 
not completed, however, the first year. 
Each succeeding year saw a step towards 
that consummation which was long in 
coming. ‘The plastering was managed the 
second year ; the painting, the putting of a 
good furnace into the basement, and the 
clearing and fencing of the grounds marked, 
each one, an annual step. The outlying 
branches of the congregation emulated their 
bigger sister in Edmonton; and now the 
Sturgeon, Fort Saskatchewan ana _ the 
Clover Bar, have each a comfortable log 
church. All these buildings were erected 
with the help of the Church and Manse 
Building Fund—a fund to which the 
Church in the North-West owes more than 
has yet been acknowledged. After three 
years of service as ordained missionary, I 
was called to be minister of the congrega- 
tion. The Revs. Dr. Robertson and D. M. 
Gordon travelled 1,000 miles (200 of it 
being with horses) to perform the induction 
ceremony. With the third year the work 
had grown to such an extent that since that 
time a student has been sent each summer 
to assist in carrying it on; and when in 
1887 I was summoned to Winnipeg, the 
Rev. D. G. McQueen, B.A., a graduate of 
Knox College took my place, and has quietly 
but successfully carried on the work, streng- 
thening and developing, and winning for 
himself a secure place in the esteem and 
affection of the people. The congregation 
from this beginning made a good record for 
itself in the matter of liberality, and the 
average of its annual contributions for all 
purposes during its history has been $31 
per communicant—a sum scarcely exceeded 
by any congregation in the Church. 

The future of Edmonton from a material 
point of view is not uncertain. Few places 
are more richly placed by nature. The wealth 
of forest and field, of mine and river, lies at 
the door. The.soil is unsurpassed in fertility. 
Coal in practically inexhaustible abundance, 
underlies the whole region, and the farmers 
dig it out of the nearest creek-bank for them- 
selves. The sands of the river bed are gold 
bearing, and about a hundred men made 
good wages last summer gathering gold dust. 
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Four saw milis in the district supply the 
settlers with lumber, and export to places 
down the river. This river is navigable to a 
point some distance above Edmonton, and 
goods are brought from Winnipeg by lake and 
river with a single transhipment. The pres- 
ent population of Edmonton is about 500 and 
of the district about 2,000. 

It is not a matter of wonder, then, that 
settlers in the days when little of Manitoba 
was peopled, pressed on through its rich, un- 
occupied prairie lands to such a country as 
this. It was a journey that occupied a seitler’s 
caravan for three months of summer; and full 
of promise as the country was, he found that 
he had still hardships to endure. It was im- 
possible to run home to see his father and 
mother at Christmas. He learned to find 
fresh news in a paper a fortnight old. Some- 
times frost struck his crops; but he comforted 
himself by remembering that his case was.no 
worse than what had happened on his father’s 
farm in Ontarioin the early days, and that 
there was the same prospect that it would 
disappear as cultivation became more uni- 
versal. His market has hitherto been limited 
by the local demand, occasioned by the Indian 
Derartment, the Mounted Police, and the 
northern posts of the Hudson’s Bay Company, 
on: the great line of travel to all of which 
Edmonton is situated. This market has 
hitherto been sufficient,and the Hudson’s Bay 
Railway with Edmonton will have direct 
connection by a navigable river, and will soon 
widen the market toa limitless extent. There 
isno hardship in the climate. The winters 
are perhaps a little milder, and the springs a 
little earlier than in Manitoba. During my 
six years’ ministry there I was twice hindered 
from keeping distant appointments by heavy 
falls of snow, but never by the cold. The 
bracing airis a grand tonic which drives all 
traces of ague and bronchitis to the winds, and 
fosters the highest type of a strong, brave, 
enduring manhood.

& StupExt Missionary’s ExppRInNCH AT 

Aperni.—I left Montreal on the night 
of the College conversazione, and consequently 
did not get to it. It took me a fortnight get- 
ing to this place—on the west side of Vancou- 
ver Island, at the head of Barclay Sound. We 
have no railway, scarcely even a road. I came 
part of the way from Victoria by rail and the 
remainder by a day’s journey on an old lum- 
bering “ buckboard,” and another day’s journ- 
ney on horseback. Once here, however, it is 
a most beautiful place—a perfect Elysium. 
Here—“ Far from the madding crowds’ ignoble 


strife; we keep the noiseless tenour of our 
way.” I am three miles in the woods. We 
have no road, but “homeward plod our weary 
way,” along a straggling trail, over logs, 
through mires and brush, uphill and down, . 
over creek and brook. I have got my clothes 
in rags travelling through the bush. The 
people here:could say to me what the Irish- 
woman said to her husband when they had 
been three months’ married—‘ When I got ye, 
ye hadn’t a rag tae ye’re back, but now ye’re 
covered wi them!” I havea great amount of 
walking todo; sixteen miles on Sunday, and 
preach twice; and sixteen miles here is as bad 
as twenty-six in Quebec. Everything is after 
the most primitive style. Through no “long- 
drawn aisle” and fretted vault the pealing 
anthem swells the note of praise,’ but in the 
most sober and stunted little log-school houses. 
Still, in them no less beautifully the pealing 
anthem swells. We have beautiful anthems 
every Sunday. A Mr. Proctor, with whom I 
live, trains the choir and we have some very 
fine music. We are trying to raise money 
now to buy an organ for one of the sections of 
the congregation, and expect by and by to 
have a church. 


The people are only somewhat religious, as 
St. Paul would say. They are greatly taken 
up with the things that now are, and unseen 
realities have but little meaning for many of 
them. They are willing to consider religious 
matters a little on Sundays, but on week- 
days they have “other and more important 
business to attend to.” Still, I like the people. 
They are kind. They turn out well to the 
Sunday services aud very well to the Wednes- 
day prayer-meeting. But there are many 
whom we cannot call even church-goers. Im- 
morality is very prevalent. Hosts of the 
settlers here are young unmarried men, and 
have little comfort in their lives. Many of 
them are the roving sons of good families, and 
find little to remind them of home. We like 
to invite these young fellows to our “bachelors’ 
hall” and some of them do come, and we try 
to do them ali the good we can. Iam becom- 
ing a first-class baker, cook, confectioner, 
hewer of wood and drawer of water. Itisa 
pleasant change from Montreal and Metapedia. 


P.S.—Last week,when travelling through the 
woods, thirty miles on foot. I met a huge black 
bear. Being engaged at a feast of berries he did 
not notice me until I called.out hullo ! when he 
looked at me for a moment, then turned and 
ran up the hill. Four miles farther on I saw 
a bear with two cubs, and three miles still 
farther, I came right in front of another huge 
fellow ; when he saw me he turned and ran, 
but about a mile and a-half ahead there he 
was again standing on the road, but on my 
approach he scampered into the bush, “ went 
upon his way and was seen no more,” as Bun- 
yan would say. 


Rogsrt FREw. 
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Sabbath Observance. 


PCH following is a summary of the Re- 

> port of the Committee on Sabbath obser- 
vance presented to the last General Assembly 
by Rev. Dr. Armstrong, Convener :— 

The information furnished by Presbyteries 
this year has been more general and more 
satisfactory than heretofore. This is due, we 
believe, partly to an increasing interest in the 
subject, and partly to the fact that a series of 
questions were sent down by the Assembly to 
the Presbyteries through the Synodical Con- 
veners. 

There are many Gark shadows in the 
reports, but taken as a whole they are en- 
couraging. Weshould thankfully resaember, 
even when entering our’ earnest protests 
against the gross violations of the Sabbath 
which we are sometimes called to witness, sat 
the people of this land are, as a whole, and the 
Presbyterian community in particular, a 
Sabbath-keeping people. Two things we are 
called.upon to do as a Church—l. resist the 
encreachments made upon the day by those 
who through greed of gain, or love of pleasure. 
would destroy itas a day of rest ;—2. seek for a 
higher, more spiritual form of Sabbath ob- 
servance from those who profess to honour 
the day. 

The prevailing forms of Sabbath-breaking 
named in the Synodical reports are such as 
these: -- Visiting, pleasure-driving, bathing, 
fishing, secret tippling in bar-rooms, gambling, 
all sorts of out-door sports—the last named 
are chiefly indulged in by other denomina- 
tions who appear not to regard it as wrong. 
The railway companies are chargeable with 
being constant transgressors of the Sabbath, 
also ihe post-office depariment, in keeping 
offices open on the Sabbath, and steamboat 
companies, for countenancing excursion parties 
on the day of rest. The running of street- 
cars, the playing of bands by the military, and 
salvation army street parades, and Sunday 
funerals, are common forms of Sabbath desecra- 
tion. British Columbia publishes at least 
three Sunday newspapers, allows its saloons 
to remain open, and in a variety of other ways 
shows a want of due respect to the Sabbath. 

The above catalogue of offences, great and 
small, leads to this inference that aithough on 
the whole this is a Sabbath-keeping land, 
there is much yet to be done before even ont- 
wardly, the day is regularly and properly 
observed. 

As to the measures which have been taken 
to check Sabbath-breaking, and promote the 


observance of the Lord’s day; ordinarily, the- 


preaching of the Gospel with special reference 
to this subject is chiefly relied upon; but in 
addition to this, conferences have been _ held, 
branch societies have been formed in affiliation 
with the Dominion Lord’s Day Alliance; peti- 
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i school and the press. 
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tions have been sent to Parliament, deputa- 
tions have waited upon railway and steamboat 
companies, liquor sellers have been convicted, 
fined and imprisoned. Looking ahead, the 
Synod of Hamilton and London seems to voice 
the prevailing sentiment. 

“1. Public opinion must be educated, the 
public conscience quickened, and public feel- 
ing aroused mostly by the pulpit, the Sabbath 
2. Better laws for the 
protection of the Sabbath must be enacted. 
Care should be taken in electing Members of 
Parliament that they be men who are well- 
known to be in full sympathy with proper 
Sabbath observance legislation. Petitions to 
Parliament should be sent in from every con- 
gregation. 3. The laws we have should be 
more faithfully enforced. 4. We should seek 
the co-operation of the United States authori- 
ties ta stop the running of through trains.” 

In regard to legislation, the committee has 
pleasure in reporting that a Bill to secure the 
better observance of the Lord’s Day was 
introduced into the Parliament of Canada 
during the last session, and was apparently 
received with favour. The provisions of the 
Bill are similar to those embodied in the 
Ontario Act with some modifications and im- 
portant additions. The additions refer to the 
publication and sale of Sunday newspapers, to 
the railroad traflic, to the opening of canals 
for traffic, and post-offices, for the transaction 
of business on the Lord’s Day. Should this 
Bui become law it will simplify very much the 
problem how to reach the great corporations 
whose operations are a constant menace to 
the day of rest. 

The Bill was framed by Mr. John Charlton, 
M.P. and Dr. Weldon, M.P. of Albert, and 
received its first reading on the 5th of March. 
‘the session, however, was so far advanced, 
when it came up for a second reading, and the 
pressure of other matters was so great that it 
was deemed advisable to let the Bill drop for 
this year, and introduce it at the earliest 
possible date next session. 

The committee are happy to be able to state 
that there is the heartiest unanimity and co- 
operation among the various Protestant de- 
nominations represented in the Lord’s Day 
Allliance in regard to this matter. How far 
the Roran Catholic Church will sustain 
the action taken we cannot tell, but we are 
assured that the highest authorities of that 
Church are deeply exercised upon the subject 
of Sabbath observance. The petitions sent to 
Parliament in support of the measure were of 
a most influential and catholic nature—from 
ali denominations and from all parts of the 
Dominion. Petitions were presented from the 
Generai Assembly, three Synods, a number of 
Presbyteries and many congregations of our 
church. From the Provincial ynod, four 
Diocesan Synods and many congregations of 
the Anglican Church.

It is surely not too 
much to ask that this matter be taken up and 
discussed in every Presbytery, and that con- 
veners of Presbyterial Committees give it their 
special attention, so that the mind of this great 
Presbyterian Church—which has always been 
« champion of the Sabbath—be fully expressed. 
Whilst doing this we should bear in mind 
tha’ fegisiation can only be asked to protect 
us in possession of the Day of Rest. The 
right, of rest foreach demands a law of rest 
for all, but the religious observance of the day, 
the keeping of it holy unto the Lord should be 
made «a matter of conscience by every mem- 
ber of our Church. 


In line with the suggestions offered in 
the various Synodical Reports, the Committee 
recommend. 


1. That the ministers of our church be 
careful to bring before the congregations the 
nature and sanctities of .the Sabbath as they 
havesopportunity, and that at least one sermon 
during the year to be devoted to the subject.

OW that all our Sabbath-schools have 
settled down to their winter’s work, 
permit me to draw their attention, once 
more, to the course of study laid down in 
the Syllabus. Those who had the courage 
to face the ordeal of last examination were, 
I think, generally well pleased with the 
questions. They were fair tests, and the 
answers were generously treated. The ques- 
tions on the catechism appeared hard to 
those only who had.not read the text-books. 
It is mtended to issue 2 simpler question 
paper, in ali the departments, for junior 
candidates, and so.to obviate any necessity 
for lowering the standard of intermediate 
and senior papers, Themext examinations are 
to be held on January 3lst, 1890. Names 
of intending candidates should be sent, 
before December Ist, to the Convener of 
the Presbytery’s Sabbath School Committee. 
Might { ask teachers to bring the matter 
before their classes at once? Any teacher 
who has conscientiously prepared the les- 
sons during the year should be ready to go 
up with the class for examination, There 
are few classes that would not respond if 
the teacher led the way. An _ occasional 
written examination onthe work of the past 
nine months would secure a thorough, review, 
and afford valuable practice to intending 
candidates. If there is one teacher in a 
school who is enthusiastic in this work, a 
large number of scholars could be induced 
to enroi themselves.

THE BIBLE. 


Search the Scriptures; for in them ye think ye have 
cerpal igs and they are they which testify of me.— 
ohn v. 39. 


Mr. SpurRGEON says :—I hate the science of 
comparative theology. I know but one God: 
all the rest are idols. I hate all comparisons 
of ‘‘sacred books.” I know but one suct. 
book: all the rest are pretenders. The Bibl.s 
has passed through a good deal of criticism. 
I do not know why it should have been criti- 
cised with such severity when so many other 
books have been allowed to escape almost 
scot free. Had they been criticised after the 
manner the Bible has been, not a fragment of 
them would have been left; now, after all, not 
afragment of the Holy Scriptures is gone! 
Sometimes I marvel at the men who are 
critics. One said to me, ‘‘I do not agree with 
Paul” in a certain matter. Who was that 
individual? I should have to take off my 
spectacles and borrow a magnifying glass to 
see him, yet he “did not agree with Paul!” 
In an age of rushlights I should not have 
been more surprised if one had said it did not 
agree with the sun! But the books of Scrip- 
ture are not to be treated so. It is not for 
every Jack, Tom and Harry to criticise Dan- 
iel, Ezekiel, and the very Christ of God—but 
impudence is certainly not a very rare quality 
nowadays. Illustrating the extent to which 
individual Christians have proofs of the reality 
of the Word of God, the speaker gave his 
own testimony, and mentioned the case of an 
old lady whom he had recently visited. _ Her 
Bible had occasional marks of “T. and P,” in 
the margin. Asked what this meant, she 
said, “That means ‘ tried and proved.’” She 
then told of her times of trouble and distress, 
and said that, believing the promises, she had 
pleaded them in prayer and proved them true. 
Enlarging upon the wonderful character of 
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the book, Mr. Spurgeon told of twe young men 
who were asked what book they would like to 
have if shut up alone for twelve months. One 
said he would take a Bible, and on the remark 
being made, ‘‘Why, you are not a religious 
fellow,” he rejoined, “ No, but the Bible is no 
end of a book. Other books you can read 
once or afew times, perhaps, but the Bible 
you have never done with, however many 
times you read it.” 

Having urged loyalty to the book, the spea- 
ker said he sometimes hoped that it would be 
by way of the Bible that all believers in 
Christ would one day come together again. 
Each might love the Church to which he 
belonged, but in proportion as all came to the 
Word of God there would be a coming near to 
one another on the part of believers. After 
pointing out that Scripture principles will 
make citizens dutiful, Mr. Spurgeon urged 
Christians to avail themselves more often of 
the privilege of giving away copies of the 
Bible. Twenty years ago he gave a twopenny 
Testament to a cabman, and fifteen years 
later he heard that it had been blessed to the 
man’s conversion.

The 
passover—This word is here used for the lamb, 
as in 1 Cor. 5: 7, it is used for Christ, the 
Lamb of God. V.8. Peter and John—These two 
disciples were often together in close com- 
panionship, John 20: 3, 21: 20, Acts 3: 1. V. 
10. A man—who must have been a secret 
disciple of Jesus. The signal “bearing a 
pitcher,” may have been agreed upon before- 
hand. Jesus seems to have named the man 
to his two messengers, Comp. Matt. 26: 18, 
This secrecy is easily explained by the fact 
that Jesus knew that Judas was watching for 
au opportunity to betray him. He could easily 
have done it, had he known where Jesus was 
going to eat the Passover. Peter and John, 
were not even to talk to the “man” in the 
street, but follow him in the house. V.12. 
Make ready—See the tables properly laid, pro- 
cure a lamb and get it. roasted, get the bread, 
wine and bitter herbs, Exod. 12:8. V. 14. The 
hour—Evening, Matt. 26: 20, Mark 14:17. He 
sat—Reclined according to Eastern fashion, 
explaining how John lay “on his bosom,” John 
13:23. V.15. With desire—A Hebrew idiom 
for “ardently desired.” Until it be fulfilled— 
The type of the Passover was now passing 
away, and giving place to the sacrifice of 
the Lamb of God, on the cross, which it had 
shadowed, a sacrifice to be offered “once only,” 
Heb. 7: 27. The Kingdom of God—Heaven, 
where God’s people will partake with Christ, 
of the blessings and in the triumphs of Re- 
demption, Rev.3: 20. V.17. The cup—Not 
the sacramental one, which was given after 
thesupper, v. 20. V.19. He took bread—The 
unleavened bread, which being thin cakes, 
was easily broken. Gave thanks—To God for 
it, in Matt. 26: 26, blessed it. This is my body 
—The symbol of my body. See similar figura- 
tive expressions in John 10: 7,15: 1. In re- 
membrance—The Lord’s Supper is a memorial 
of an absent Friend, no longer visible to the 
eyes of flesh, Acts3: 21. But although in 
Heaven, Jesus by his Spiritual presence is 
with his people always. Matt. 28: 20. Given 
for you—In 1 Cor. 11: 24, “ broken for you.” 
The breaking of the bread, representing the 
body of Jesus, bruised and wounded for us, in 
atunement for sin. V. 20. New Testament— 
New covenant, Exod. 24: 8. As the destroying 
angel could not touch the Israelites whose 
doorposts were sprinkled with the blood of a 
lamb, thus the blood of Christ, typified by the 
wine, cleansing from all sin, 1 John 1: 7, 
shields us from the punishment our sins have 
deserved.

PETER, more than any of the other disciples, 
seems to have resented the imputation of 
of weakness in the words spoken to him by 
Jesus at this time, See John 13: 38, and 
his protestations in Mark 14: 26-30. V. 36. 
Now—Jesus knowing the great change about 
to come in his disciples’ life, warns them to 
prepare for it. They will need money, pro- 
visions and arms now, like other traveilers, 
Mark 16:15. The literal sense of the word, 
Sword—Must not be pressed here, Read 2 Cor. 
10: 4. V.38. Two—Of these, Peter had one, 
John 18:10. Hnough—Ironical, for what were 
two swords to resist the host. soon to assail 
them? or perhaps meaning only “ Enough 
said.” V.39. Mount of Olives—To a garden, 
John 18:1, or more likely on an olive orchard 
as the name Gethsemane, Matt. 26: 36, in- 
dicates (oil-press). Eight of the disciples are 
told to sit down, near its entrance, and to pray, 
Peter, James and John go in a little further 
with Jesus, who now begins to be sorrowful 
and very heavy. The Divine Son cries out 
to his friends for sympathy, Matt. 26: 36- 
38. Comp. Job, 19: 21. V. 41. Withdraws 
—Even from them, Matt. 26: 39, and 
prays in agony. Remove the cup—Many of 
his disciples in coming ages, will repeat 
this prayer, with strong crying and tears, 
Heb. 5: 7, yet as here God’s will, not 
theirs, shall be done. But as V. 43. An angel 
was sent to strengthen Jesus, thus God’s Spirit, 
helps and strengthens the friends of Jesus, 
Rom. 8:26. V.44. Drops of blood—Symptom 
of utter exhaustion, a rare occurrence, but not 
unparalleled. The prayer of Christ. has now 
been heard—No more weakness henceforth. 
He rouses the disciples. Judas is at hand, 
Matt. 26:46. The traitor draws near to kiss 
him. <A multitude of armed men follow him. 
V.48. With a kiss—And from a friend! Matt. 
26:50. The kiss of Judas will henceforth be 
the type of blackest treachery. The Son of 
Man—More than an ordinary friend, the 
desire of all nations. Hagg. 2:7, the Redeemer 
of the world! Read here John 18: 4-12. The 
Soldiers now advance to seize Jesus. V. 50. 
One of them—Peter, the brave old Galilean 
fisherman has his eye on his foes.

His sword flashes 
through the air, and with better aim, he would 
have killed and not only wounded his enemy.

Another—A damsel, who came to the fire and 
stared at him. She did not speak to him, but 
at him, Matt. 26: 71. One of the men then 
charged him with being one of the followers of 
Christ. Man /—The use of this word betrays 
Peter’s excitement, see Ch. 12: 4. V. 59. 
Galilean—They knew him by his accent, but 
with many an oath, he for the third time, 
denied his Master, Matt. 26: 73, 74, and the 
cock crew, ch. 22:34. V.61. The Lord turned 
—His glance went to Peter’s heart. He rushed 
out, weeping bitterly. He had learned a lesson 
of humility, he never forgot, 1 Pet. 5:5, 6. V. 
63. Smote him—It could not be expected 
that Jesus could have a fair trial, before 
Caiaphas, who had already decided to have 
him put to death, John 11: 49, 50. V. 64. 
Prophesy—Guess. The treatment given to 
the prisoner is revolting. V. 66. Counci/—The 
Sanhedrim, composed of 70 members. Luke 
omits the first stage of the trial, see John 18: 
23, Mark 14:59. V.67. The Christ—Messiah. 
Untilnow Jesus had kept silence, but solemnly 
adjured by the high-priest, he speaks, Matt. 
26:63. If I tell you—Luke only reports these 
words. For their truth, see John 8: 58, 10: 30. 
Ye will not answer—Matt. 22: 41-46. V. 69. 
Hereafter—In the day of judgment, when He 
would be the Judge, Matt. 25:31, or even 
when he would come in vengeance, at the fall 
of their city, Matt. 26:27. V.70. Lam—The 
Jews, by their question, try to get from Jesus 
a clear acknowledgment of His Divine cbar- 
acter, so as to accuse him of blasphemy. Jesus 
does not hesitate to give it,in such an em- 
phatic manner that his judges, in indignant 
horror, declare him guilty, v.71. The legal 
punishment of blasphemy was death by ston- 
ing, Lev: 24:16, but since the Roman con- 
quest, the Jews had not the power to inflict it, 
John 18:31. This explains why Jesus was 
afterwards led before Pilate.

GQ? COTLAND: Dr, Norman McLeod has 

been inducted into the first charge of the 
High Church, Inverness. Lord Killachy, the 
former Procurator of the Church, presided at 
the reception dinner. The ministerial jubilee 
of the Rev. W. H. Goold, D.D., Edinburgh, 
will be celebrated D. V. on the 7th of October. 
The Rey. Dr. Stewart, of Lovedale, is spoken 
of as Moderator of the next F. C. General 
Assembly. The Rev. Dr. Williamson, of Ascog, 
Bute, has been presented with a purse of 
$4, 000 as a tribute of - ‘respect during a long 
ministry. Dr. Goodrich, of Elgin Place Con- 
gregational Church, Glasgow, goes to Man- 
chester. He will be much missed in our 
metropolis of the west. Mr. McGregor, o 
Troon, goes to Renfield Street Church. The 
Rev. Joseph Mitchell, of Dundee, becomes 
parish minister of Mauchline. In our obituary 
for this month there is the Rev. Dr. Grant, of 
St. Mary’s, Edinburgh, in his 92nd year, hav- 
ing been moderator of the General Assembly 
in 1854, and retiring from the active duties of 
the ministry in 1871. Yet was he not the 
father of thechurch. The Rey. Dr. Stoddart, 
of Madderty, is said to be in his 96th year, 
performing all the work of his parish without 
an assistant. There passed away also the 
Rev. D. C. Bryce, of Moffat, and Sir William 
Baillie, of Polkernmet. The latter had, in 
his day, built and endowed several churches 
in Linlithgowshire, and was always to be 
found at workin the Sabbath-School of Lady 
Baillie. The heir to the estates is Mr. George 
Baillie, an Australian, whose father died re- 
cently in Melbourne. Mrs. McNab, widow of 
the late Rev. Mr. McNab, of Saltcoats, and 
Mrs. Brown, wife of the Rev. Dr. James Brown, 
of Paisley, have both “fallen on sleep.” The 
students of the New College F. C., Edinburgh, 
have resolved on establishing a’ settlement, ” 
the same as that already in operation in Glas- 
gow, for the furtherance of their mission work. 
The settlement is, I understand, the name of 
the home where the students reside. The 
“ area of influence” of the Laymen’s League 
appears to be widening, a branch having been 
formed by influential constitutionalists in the 
Free Church, Lord Moncrieff heading the list. 
The re-union of Presbyterians is declared to be 
one of the primary objects of the League. Its 
further plea is to keep the question of dis- 
establishment altogether outside the region of 
party politics. Classes in the Protestant In- 
stitute are to be conducted this winter by the 
Rey. Mr. Salmond, of Morningside, formerly of 
Rothesay. Principal Morrison, the founder 
of the Evangelical Union, retires from the 
active work of teaching, retaining his status as 
Principal, however. Dr. R. Campbell, of St. 
Gabriel’s, Montreal, is here with other promin- 
ent Canadians enjoying a holiday, and doing 
varied duty, whilst on the part of our Scotch 
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ministers, a trip to Canada is being looked for- 
ward to as a most desirable recreation. The 
income of the Canadian Church for the past 
year creates much delightful surprise on the 
the part of those who do not know us; and it 
is refreshing to see how, in the reports on 
missions, the name of John Geddie begins to 
take its becoming place. Le 

IRpLAND.—The late meeting of Assembly 
was a very large one. A very fine spirit was 
shown throughout the whole of the proceed- 
ings. The Moderator won golden opinions on 
all sides. He is perhaps the youngest Moder- 
ator that ever was in the chair. There are 
several reasons why the honour fell to Mr. 
Park this year. In the first place he is a man 
of distinguished scholarship and abiity. In 
the second place he is minister of the church 
where the Assembly met this year, the same 
church in which it met fifty years ago. In the 
third place Mr. Park is the Convener of the 
Foreign Mission Committee. As seen already, 
one of the addresses on Jubilee Day was the 
Jubilee of Missions in the Church, and the 
Moderator gave that address. All things con- 
sidered, the growth of foreign missions in the 
church for the last half century has been very 
great. Two brethren were designated by the 
Union Assembly, that was the beginning. 
Now there is a strong missionary force in 
India with the nucleus of a native church, 
there is a good beginning made in China, and 
there is a Jewish mission which of late years 
has been concentrated in two cities, one in 
Europe and one in Asia, Hamburg and 
Damascus. In each of these centres there is 
a fully organized congregation with school ap- 
pliances as well as the preaching of the Word. 
With such a record of the half century, the 
brethren of Ireland enter hopefully on the 
semi-centenary of the Union, thanking God 
and taking courage. The number of the Pres- 
byterian people in Ireland is less now than it 
was in 1840, emigration has done its work 
since then, but if fewer, they are better organ- 
ized, the pulpits on the whole are better 
manned, and the tone of spiritual life is much 
higher. In the larger towns and cities, speci- 
ally in Belfast, there has been growth in the 
number of the congregations. Two new ones 
were added to the number last year in Belfast, 
one on the Newtownards Road and one on the 
Ormean Road. We in Canada shout:across 
the waters and bid our kith and kin eee 
speed.” 


EnGuanpb :—The death of Cardinal Newman 
in the 90th year of his age has been a fruitful 
theme of comment here for some time, all the 
more remarkable that the venerable prelate 
had lived in seclusion for a longtime. Hehas 
been generally credited with profound scholar- 
ship and sincerity of purpose. Some of his 
writings have been greatly admired ; none 
more so than his Apologia pro Vita Sua, in 
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which he narrates the successive steps which 
led him to renounce the faith of his fathers 
and to enter the Church of Rome. That a 
man of Dr. Newman’s ability should have 
argued himself into a beliefin Papal Infalli- 
bility seems, to Presbyterians at least, an 
illustration of the reductio ad absurdum, and 
yet it was the logical jinale of the Tractarian 
movement of forty years ago, of which he and 
Cardinal Manning and Dr. Pusey were the 
chief exponents. The ideal that haunted and 
finally enthralled Dr. Newman—that of find- 
ing an infallible authority other than the 
Word of God--betrayed a weakness in what 
was in many respects a noble character. His 
Hymn—‘“ Lead Kindly Light ”—will, perhaps, 
more than aught else perpetuate his memory. . 

. Rev. John McNeill’s call toa Congregational 
Church has alarmed some of his friends and 
giver rise to a number of suggestions, such as 


the erection of a huge Presbyterian Taber- 


nacie for him; others, recognizing his special 
aptitude for evangelistic work, advise that he 
should be set apart with a roving commission 
as an itinerant. 
say they, as was done with the late Dr. Somer- 
ville of Glasgow. The House of Com- 
mons has decided against a column in the 
coming census sheets to.ascertain the religious 
beliefs of the people. Dissenters in both Eng- 
land and Scotland rejoice at this, fearing that 
if this question were pressed, multitudes who 
never darken a church doorzwould call them- 
selves members of the Established Churches 
and thus weaken the cry for “ disestablish- 
ment.”

Unitrep Sratus :—You may have noticed in 
the New York Independent a statement of reli- 
gious statistics containing some very interest- 
ing,information. The Methodist family, in its 
fifteen branches, is shewn to be the most 
numerous, embracing 54,711 churches, 31,765 
ministers, "and 4,980,240 communicants. The 
Baptists, in thirteen branches, have 48,371 
churches, 32,343 ministers, and ‘4, 292,291 com- 
municants. ‘The nine Presbyterian bodies are 
oniy credited with 13,6)9 churches, 9,974 min- 
isters, and 1,229,012 communicants. The 
aggregate, for all denominations, is estimated 
to be 151,261 churches, 103,303 ministers, and 
18,156,463 communicants, including the Roman 


Catholics, who are computed to have 4,676,292 | . 


communicants. The net gains for the past 
year are placed at 8,494 churches, 4,867 minis- 
ters, and 1,089,853 communicants. If these 
figures are correct, nearly. one-third of the 
whole population of the United States are 
members of the Christian Church in full com- 
munion! The Methodists will hold a 
great (icumenical Council in September of 
next year, when it is expected that two hun-

dred delegates from the Old Country will meet 
a similar number of representatives of Ameri- 
can Methodism. The American Sab- 
bath Union has sent an earnest appeal to the 
commissioners of the World’s Exposition to be 
held in Chicago, asking them to show their 
respect for the Lord’s Day by closing the 
Exposition on Sundays. Dr. Pierson 
is expected to undertake a lecturing tour 
among the Presbyterian Churches of the 
United States with a view to enlisting the 
sympathies of our ministers and people more 
largely in the matter of missions to the 
heathen. His phenomenal success and cordial 
reception in Britain last winter is a pledge of 
his success here. Dwight Moody has 
launched a new project, distinct from his other 
enterprises at Northfield,and Chicago-—a Ladies 
College which is to combine a course of theo- 
logical study, with thorough drill in at least 
two domestic departments—dress-making and 
cooking. The course will consist of two terms 
of three months each, and the cost of attend- 
ance willbe one hundred dollars each term. 
. Dr. Alfred Niven, in his day one of the 
shining lights of the Presbyterian Church, 
died last month at Lancaster, Pa., eet. 75.

CanapA :—An important conference of dele- 
gates from the Provincial Synods and dioceses 
of the Anglican Church was recently held at 
Winnipeg, when resolutions were adopted 
favouring the consolidation of the Church of 
England throughout British North America. 
The proposed basis of union provides for the 
erection of a Synod, consisting of the House of 
Bishops and delegates from the clergy and 
laity from all parts of the Dominion and New- 
foundland, the first meeting of the Synod to be 
held in Toronto, in September, 1893. . . . 
The General Conference of the Methodist 
Church met in Montreal on the 10th of Sep- 
tember, and was largely attended by repre- 
sentatives, lay and clerical, from all parts of the 
Dominion. There was a full docquet of busi- 
ness, the most important of which were, the 
burning question of University federation, the 
extension of the pastoral term to five years 
instead of three, and the equalization of min- 
ister’s salaries by means of a sustentation 
fundaie The injunction restraining the 
Trustees from removing Victoria University 
from Cobourg to Toronto has been quashed. 
The Baptist Convention for the Mari- 
time Provinces met at Yarmouth, N. &, 
with an attendance of three hundred and fifty 
delegates. Their complaint is that the supply 
of ministers is not-equal to the demand. . . 
Rev. Dr. Stevenson, formerly of Montreal, has 
been obliged to demit his charge at Brixton, 
London, en account of ill-health, and has come 
back to Canada to recruit. Rev. William 
Hanson Pulsford, M.A., of Dumfries, Scotland, 
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has been appointed to Emmanuel Church, 
Montreal. He is a son of the late Dr. W. 
Pulsford of Glasgow and has been seven years 
pastor of the Congregational Church in Dum- 
fries. 


CHRISTIAN ENDEAVOUR CONVENTION. 


The first Provincial Convention of the Chris- 
tian Endeavour Society of Nova Scotia took 
place at Pictou, N.S., 13th to 15th August, and 
proved a grand success. Dr. F. E. Clark, the 
founder of the System, was present and re- 
ceived a hearty welcome from the young 
people whose interests he has so much at heart. 
Mr. J.S. Smith,Superintendent, presented an in- 
teresting account of the work in Nova Scotia. 
Delegates and visitors received a cordial wel- 
come from the citizens of Pictou, to which 
Rey. A. Rogers of Yarmouth, N.S., and Rev. 
A. H. Scott of Perth, Ont., made fitting replies. 
Dr. Clark spoke for an hour, riveting the atten- 
tion of his audience and receiving hearty ap- 
plause, as he shewed that such societies were 
calculated to raise up a generation of spiritual- 
ly-minded Christians. A number of excellent 
papers were read, and stirring addresses de- 
livered, all with a practical bearing on the 
work and the best methods of promoting its 
usefulness. A number of ladies took part in 
the discussions, and acquitted themselves 
gracefully and to the purpose. Many pastors 
testified to the value of the society in their 
experience. Reports from various branches 
were read, all hopeful in tone, and shewing 
that the movement is spreading rapidly and 
with excellent results. Rev. Kenneth J. Grant, 
of Trinidad also contributed to the interest of 
this delightful meeting by his stirring address 
on the Claims of Foreign Missions on the 
members of the C. E. Society. 


TEMPHRANCE Notns: —The annual meeting 
of the Council of the Dominion Alliance, com- 
posed of representatives appointed by Synods 
and other religious organizations, as well as 
by local and provincial temperance societies, 
met in Montreal in August, the Hon. A. Vida! 
of Sarnia presided. Mr. Vidalsaid that while 
some of their friends appeared to be discour- 
aged on account of the failure of the Scott Act, 
he thought the temperance cause was making 
supstantial progress not only in Canada but 
throughout the whole civilized world. He felt 
confident that if they could only present a 
united front to the enemy, they would soon 
carry prohibition ali over the Dominion. He 
held that the Scott Act was initself a good Act, 
and that its rejection in certain quarters only 
went to show wherein its defects consisted. 
Public sentiment had not gone back in Ontario, 
at all events, where recent Provincial legisla- 
tion had granted to every township,city, town, 
and incorporated village the right to secure by 
popular vote the total prohibition of the liquor 
traffic within its territorial limits. On the 
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other hand, the annual report submitted to 
the meeting called attention to the fact that 
the Inland Revenue returns for the past year 
showed a largeincrease in the consumption of 
both spirits and malt liquors. This was most 
noticeable in the North-West provinces and 
British Columbia, where the increase of crime, 
consequent on the relaxation of restrictions on 
the liquor traffic, have been out of all propor- 
tion to the increase of population. The con- 
sumption in the several provinces for 1889 was 
as follows :—P. E. Island (entirely under the 
Scott Act) ¢ gallon per capita ; New Brunswick, 
(nine counties out of fifteen under Scott Act), 
13 gallons; Nova Scotia, (eleven out of eigh- 
teen counties under Scott Act), 1} gallons; 
Quebec, 33 gallons; Manitoba and the North- 
West provinces, (nearly all under prohibition 
regulations), 3? gallons; Ontario, (half the 
counties under Scott Act), 44 gallons; British 


Columbia, (where there is no Scott Actin force), 


ten gallons per capita. It was suggested that 
it be a respectful request that on some particu- 
lar Sabbath of the year, say the first Sunday 
in December, special sermons be preached 
everywhere referring to the national sin of 
intemperance, the heinous character of the 
drink traffic, and the duty of citizens to do all 
in their power for the overthrow of this legal- 
ized system of evil.

HE Awnnvat CoLiection For MINISTERS’ 
Wipows AND OrRpHans FUND is 
appointed to be taken up in all the con- 
eregations not contributing otherwise on 
the third Sabbath of this month. It is 
scarcely necessary to say anything in advo- 
cacy of a fund which so naturally and 
forcibly commends itself, intuitively, to the 
favourable consideration of every reflecting 
member and adherent of the Church. There 
are comparatively few of our ministers who 
are able to save anything from their smail 
stipends for ‘‘a rainy day,” and it not un- 
frequently happens that when they are 
removed by death, their families have litle 
to fall back upon beyond the small annuities 
which come to them through this fund— 
some two or three hundred dollars a year, 
at the most, and in many cases much less. 
Congregations who have enjoyed the ser- 
vices of a faithful minister for years, owe it 
to the widow and fatherless, that when he 
is taken away, decent provision be made for 
them. Christianity demands it. ‘“ Pure 
religion and undefiled before God and the 
Father is this, to visit the fatherless and 
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widows in their affliction.” And yet the 
contributions of many congregations to this 
most deserving fund are pitiably small, and 
there are many who actually give nothing 
at all to it. Thatis not right. Every con- 
gregation and mission station that enjoys 
thet privilege of stated ordinances, ought to 
contribute something towards the Widows’ 
and Orphans’ Fund ; and every minister 
and missionary ought to give the people to 
whom they minister the opportunity of 
contributing.

PrespyTERY OF Honan.—The third regular 
meeting of this court was held “under a 
cloud.” The first item of business was the 
passing of a resolution of condolence with Rev. 
Murdoch and Mrs. Mackenzie on the death of 
their infant daughter. Reports were received 
from Messrs. Goforth and Macgillivray who 
had returned from visiting various conferences 
on the coast. The subject of Treaty Rights 
was considered with special reference to their 
bearing on foreign residences in other than the 
treaty ports. The British Consul at Tientsin 
had given his opinion that if the people of 
Honan were averse to the settlement of mis- 
sionaries among them, it would be unwise to 
attempt such a settlement, and that in the 
meantime continued touring would be likely 
to prove more satisfactory. In view of this 
advice and of the fact that within the last 
twelve months the China Inland Mission has 
been three times driven out of Honan, after 
renting premises, and that our own mission- 
aries have been notified that they are not 
wanted, steps already taken for securing 
buildings in Chang-teh have been recalled for 
the present. The situation it willthus be seen 
ig .a serious one, yet it is not more so than 
might have been expected, and although it 
calls for caution and prudence, it does not by 
any means imply that the mission to Honan 
must be abandoned. 


Obituary. 


Re, Anaus Roprrtson, of Donald, B.C., 
2” died in the Hospital, at Medicine Hat, 
on the 29th of August, aged 34 years. Mr. 
Robertson came to Donald, in 1883, from 
Manitoba College as a missionary, holding 


i Services in a tent till the first Presbyterian 


Church in Calgary was built, he being the 
pastor for two years, He afterwards took 
charge of the mission fields of Pine Creek 
and High River; then he was sent to 
Donald, where he was taken ill of typhoid 
fever, which proved fatal. The funeral 
services were conducted by Revs. Messrs, 
Herdman and Leach. A. very large num- 
ber of people followed the remains to the 
cemetery at Donald, where he was interred. 
Mr. Robertson has left a widow and child, 
and many other friends, to mourn the loss 
they have sustained by his removal. He 
was an earnest and faithful minister. 


Mr. JAMES CRAIGI®, sr., an elder in the con- 
gregation at St. Sylvestre, Quebec, died on 
the 3rd of May, in the 76th year of his age. 
He was a native of Orkney, Scotland, and 
came to Canada in 1844. He has left a widow 
and sons and daughters to mourn their loss, 
but ‘‘not as others who have no hope.” Almost 
his last words were: “ Who shall separate us 
from the love of God ?” 

Mr. Wriuiam Dopps, an elder of the congre- 
gation of Gore and Kennetcook, N.S., died at 
Maitland, N.S., August 24th, aged 77 years. 
He was a native of Wigtonshire, Scotland, and 
came to Nova Scotia forty-three years ago. 
He received appointment to the eldership in 
1868, an appointment which was in full accord 
with St. Paul’s instructions to Titus (chap. 1. 
vs. 5-9. 

Mr. ALPXANDER Davip FprRRIER.—This much 
respected elder in Melville Church, Fergus, 
Ont., died at the residence of his sister in 
Campbelton, Scotland, on August 4th, in the 
77th year of his age. Born in Edinburgh and 
educated at the New Academy and University 
there, he came to Canada in 1830, and in 1834 
he settled near the then newly commenced 
village of Fergus, where nearly his whole 
after-life was spent. He had filled various 
public positions faithfully and efficiently, and 
he ever identified himself closely with the 
interests of the church and congregation of 
which he was a prominent member. His 
benefactions were extensive and judicious. 
The expression of an old friend who presided 
at a farewell leave-taking, “‘Eh man! We'll 
miss ye sair,” found an echo in many a heart 
in Fergus. He was then going home, but he 
desired “a better country,” and earlier than 
anticipated he was to reach it. His remains 
rest in the quiet cemetery of Kilkerran, close 
to Campbellton. His end was peace, and his 
memory will long be cherished. AS Die 

Mr. Davip Morrison, a native of Scotland, 
long resident in Montreal, and a warm friend 
and supporter of the St. Andrew’s Home there, 
died in Toronto on the 8th of August in the 
83rd year of his age. Mr. Morrison was or- 
dained to the eldership in St. Paul’s Church, 
Montreal, in 1867. His wife, who was “a 
very mother in Israel,” pre-deceased him a 
few years ago.

We are enjoying a fair measure of health at 
present, but we feel somewhat lonely, as we 
recently parted with our eldest daughter who 
had been with us for about seven months, and 
has returned to Sydney. We hope she will be 
successful in finding a situation in which she 
can do something for herself. She is now in her

eighteenth year. Our two boys have been at 
school in Sydney for over two years, and we 
must ere long send away our youngest child. 
Our Synod meeting this year, from which we 
returned a few days ago, was a very interest- 
ing one, and was made memorable by the 
presence of three deputies from Australia—- 
Mr. Hardie, convener:of the F. M. Committee 
ofthe Presbyterian Church of Victoria, Mr. 
McGillivray, a layman from the same Church, 
and Mr. Lyall, from the Presbyterian Church 
of South Australia, moderator of the Federal 
Assembly of the Presbyterian Churches of 
Australia and Tasmania. How very gratify- 
ing it was to receive fraternal greetings from 
these Churches, and what delightful inter- 
course we had with these brethren! 

Then, as a climax to the honour conferred 
upon us, we had a visit from that illustrious. 
scientist, Professor Drummond. I do not 
think I ever more fully realized the great. 
responsibility of being a missionary, than 
when, addressing us, he said he regarded it as. 
the greatest honour of his life to take us by the 
hand. He had been away out on the reef in the 
afternoon, looking at the marvellous work of 
the coral zoophytes, so, in his address to us in 
the evening, he spoke of us as being out on 
the fringe of the reef, and of his visit asa. 
solitary canoe coming out tous. He is now 
taking a tour around the group. When we 
left Aneityum to return home, the captain of 
the inter-island steamer told me that we 
would probably be in Fila Harbor on Sabbath 
morning, so we were looking forward with 
pleasure to having Professor Drummond and 
all the brethren and sisters on beard with ug. 
over night. But when we arrived at Ero 
manga, we found Mrs. Robertson very ill, so- 
that Mrs. MacKenzie, Alice and I remained 
there for a week. But at the end of that time,,. 
Mrs. Robertson .being better, and a vessel 
having arrived, we returned to our station. 
On my study table I found anote from Mr. 
Fraser saying that the mission party had 
visited one of our villages—Fila—and that. 
Professor Drummond had addressed the na- 
tives, Mr. Macdonald, my brother-missionary,, 
interpreting; also that he (Mr. Fraser) and 
the Professor had come across to Erakor, and 
remained all night, and that they lacked for 
nothing, our girls being most attentive. Al- 
though it seems like self-praise, 1 must give 
you a sentence from Mr. Frazer’s note. He 
says: “ He (Professor Drummond) desires me. 
to express to you his delight and gratitude at 
being here.” Mr. Hardie laid before our 
Synod a plan for the evangelization of the 
parts of Santo and Malekula still unoccupied, 
which met with general approval. His pro- 
posal is that his church should provide Mr. 
Macdonald—my dear fellow-labourer on Efaté- 
—with a steam launch to visit round these 
two islands, seeking eligible openings and 
settling teachers. Mr. Macdonald, a young 
missionary from Melbourne, who has just 
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joined us, is to he settled on Santo nex 
month. 

The steam service seems to be giving 
general satisfaction, and will, it is thought, be 
much cheaper than our old “ Dayspring.” 
Should it continue, there will, of course, be no 
occasion for us having a ship of our own. 
The work, I am glad to say, 1s progressing. 
Heathenism is gradually dying out on the 
island. He who declared, “‘ And I, if I be 
. lifted up from the earth, will draw all men 
unto Me,” is with us, so how can we be other- 
wise than hopeful.

DS Mackay writes to the Convener, under 
7 date 17th July, as follows :— 

On Friday evening, 27th ult., at 8.15 p.m., 
130 Chinese assembled in the main hall of 
Oxford College. Promptly, eleven foreigners 
entered and took their places on the platform. 
The following are their names:—F. Mayers, 
I. M. Customs; E. H. Grimani, I.M. Customs; 
Captain F. Ashton, resident here; Doctor A. 
Rennie; Captain Lewis, ‘“Fukien” SS; R. 
Musgrave, chief engineer; J. Thom, chief 
officer; H. Heron, 2nd officer; J. Williams, 
2nd Engineer; and W. Holland, H. B. M. Con- 
sul, who sat cn my left, and Madame Holland 
on my right hand. While singing an appro- 
propriate hymn to a Piu-po-hoan tune, four of 
them walked up to the front and stood facing 
us. The two in the middle joined hands and 
were pronounced husband and wife. After a 
few remarks they receded and another couple, 
with their supporters, took their places. Ina 
short time they disappearedand a third couple, 
headed by two perso:s, marched up the pass- 
age and were declared man and wife. Imme- 
diately the audience rose and rolled out a 
song of praise to Father, Son, and Holy Spirit, 
the tune being Old Hundred. The foreigners 
then repaired to the Girls’ School where the 
newly married parties were sitting in a nicely 
fitted up room. Every one was the picture of 
joy and gladness. ‘The foreigners were'greatly 
pleased and thoroughly enjoyed the whole pro- 
ceedings. Our community is small, but had 
they known, many more would have been pre- 
_ sent. As it was, I simply asked my friend Dr. 
Rennie to invite any one willing to come, and 
only in the afternoon of that very day. Itis 
with profound gratitude that I think of the 
friendly ieelings and good wishes of foreigners 
towards this mission during eighteen years. 
Nothing is gained, but much is lost, by being 
on unfriendly terms with the foreign residents. 
I rejoice to see Russians, Finns, Norwegians, 
Swedes, Danes, Hollanders, Swiss, Portuguese, 

paniards, Australians, Poles, Hungarians, 
Belgians, French, Germans, «&c., our neigh- 
bours the Americans, and my countrymen 
Britannia’s sons, away out here, friendly to the 


mission of the Canadian Church. May this 
continue for ail timetocome. I have witness- 
ed many changes in the years past, and 
notably a great one that evening. Two of the 
brides were from the Girls’ School. The hus- 
band of one isthe son of a man who was a 
bitter foe sixteen years ago. He was not only 
willing for his daughter-in-law to come and 
study, but desired his son to be married accord- 
ing to Christian ceremony.

HOW HOUSES ARE NOT RENTED 
IN CHINA.

“W{UCH has been said and written about 
@e- the difficulty of renting houses and 
securing property in inland China, and 
perhaps you will realize more fully how 
creat these difficulties are if I give you, 
somewhat in detail, a leaf out of our 
present experience. We were anxious to 
renta native house for Dr. McClure in Lin- 
Ching and did not expect to meet with 
much opposition. The first thing is to 
secure a fairly reliable Chinaman who will 
enquire among his friends and find out 
someone who is willing to rent his house. 
We secured the services of such a man, and 
after a week or more he reported ‘‘ A house 
to view.” Accordingly, Dr. McClure and 
myself set out to examine the premises. 
Arriving at the place, we passed through an 
undertaker’s shop, well supplied with cumber- 
some coffins. The compound was not large 
and the yard. not at all capacious, and although 
we did not notice many people on the street 
as we passed in, before we were in the yard 
two minutes most of the available standing 
room was occupied by an inquisitive throng. 
In China it is necessary to get the consent of 
the neighbours before renting or-selling, so the 
landlord was asked if his neighbours were 
willing and the answer which he gave in the 
affirmative was heartily re-echoed by the 
crowd. We took our departure feeling sure 
that everything would_soon be settled to our 
satisfaction. If, in Canada, such surmises 
might prove to be correct, not so in China, 
where, it is said, everything goes by con- 
traries. The rent asked was reasonable, but 
we knew that if, without further parley, we 
gave him the amount asked, he would be so 
disappointed that he did not ask a larger sum 
that he would make himself miserable, besides 
being a continual source of annoyance to the 
tenant. So we allowed our Chinaman to ban- 
ter with him. And here our trouble began, as 
the said Celestial thought it necessary to 
“report progress” once a day, and being a 
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little “‘ long-winded ” it was almost impossible 
to bring the daily conference to a close in less 
than an hour. After six or seven days spent 
in this manner, the bargain, to all appearance, 
was amicably concluded, at a reduction of 
forty-one cents a month onthe rent. I may 
say, however, that afterwards it was found out 
that we were paying three times as much as a 
native would give. 

The next requisite in order is a “middle 
man.” Our Chinaman was in reality acting 
as such, but another had to be found to go 
security for the landlord. This caused a delay 
of severai days and naturally a number of 
consultations. In the meantime a little op- 
position arose, and every word—adverse or 
otherwise—was scrupulously reported by our 
teachers and servants. At length theday was 
set for the writing and the signing of the deed 
of rental. The landlord, two “ middle men,” 
and several others came to my study, and the 
important document was written by my 
teacher. It was very exact, and included not 
only the houses, small and large, but also two 
trees and a shrub or two that happened to be 
growing in the yard. It took about three 
hours to write and discuss this document, and 
the landlord, thinking that I was in my best 
humour, made bold enough to ask for a mort- 
gage, and the monthly rent besides. Failing 
in this, he then pleaded very hard for seven 
months rent in advance. He is an opium 
user, and therefore always hard pressed for 
money. We finally closed with the promise 
of afew payments in advance aud the deed 
was signed and delivered. A feeling of satis- 
faction and relief took possession of me, but I 
was not long to be left in peace. On the third 
day a deputation of ten men called to inform 
me, that an old lady in the family did not 
want the house rented. As none of the depu- 
tation had any connection with the house 
they were rather abruptly dismissed. The 
landlord bezan to make a few repairs and was 
to leave the house in a few days, but our 
trouble was by no means ended, _ A leading 
man among the “upper ten,” who resides in 
the neighborhood of the house, was afraid that 
the “Feng Shui” would be disturbed by the 
“foreign devils,” and at once went to the 
magistrate and complained. In consequence 
the landlord was taken to the Yamen or 
official residence, or, as we would say in 
Canada, he was lodged in gaol. This has 
terror toa Chinaman, as they are generally 
beaten unmercifully. The first intimation I 
had of the fact was the appearance of the 
landlord escorted by five constables. He had 
a very dejected look, and kneeling down before 
me pleaded earnestly for me to interfere on his 
behalf. Thinking it was only a trick on his 
part he was sent off, to return the next day 
more importunate than ever. The third time 
he came with a chain about his neck, which 
no doubt was put on outside the gate. This 
time all the foreigners in the station were 
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visited, and the Chinese teachers and servants 
became alarmed, and the more tender-hearted 
among the foreigners were moved with pity as 
he related how he had received fifty lashes 
the night before and that there was more to 
follow. The medical men in the party failed 
to detect any traces of such treatment, but 
what object could the poor man have in trying 
to deceive us? The foreigners were all called 
in consultation. Some out of the kindness of 
their hearts, wished to give the whole affair . 
up and not have the landlord suffer any more. 
Others, judging from appearance, thought that 
a month of such suffering would not in the 
least affect the man’s health. The remainder, 
in true Occidental fashion, were determined 
to stand upon their rights, and wanted to 
“ beard the lion in his den.” A visit to the 
Yamen would be just the thing, but there 
were eight chances in ten that the official 
would not consent to see our deputation. If 
not, we could appeal to our British Consul in 
Tient-sin, which is a little over 200 miles 
away. But from what we know of such 
appeals in the past, we are not very much 
encouraged for, even if successful, several 
months are likely to pass before we need 
expect a settlement. But we cannot wait a 
few months or, perhaps, a year in order to 
have the matter referred to Pekin. The man 
goes back to his cell with a hint that if the 
money was brought his deed will be returned. 
Inthe meantime it was found out that the 
opinion of the medical men was correct, and 
that the man had not yet received one lash. 
He had, however, been threatened, and in the 
end without doubt would be severely punished. 
Besides, the Chinese are noted for their pa- 
tience in carrying out a determination, one 
man having been known to play the réle of a 
Saint for seven years in order to get a position 
as preacher. ‘Therefore, we were sure that 
these men could play the réle of devil for 
months or years in order to annoy the for- 
eigner. So, over a month after negotiations 
first commenced, in order to save the landlord 
from such fiends, we took back our money 
and gave up the place, and are now, I hope, 
much wiser if not better, housed men.

5S instructed by the General Assembly, 
the Committee on the Record are 
making arrangements for the publication of 
an illustrated monthly magazine for the 
youth of the Church, specially adapted for 
the use of scholars in the Sunday-schools 
and Bible-classes of the Church. When 
this subject first came before the General 
Assembly, by overture from the Presbytery 
of Ottawa, it was remitted to this committee 
to enquire into the practicability of publish- 
ing such a periodical. Due enquiries hav- 
ing been made, the Record Committee re- 
ported that, in view of the vast importance 
of such a publication, endorsed by, and 
under the control of the General Assembly, 
they were prepared to recommend that im- 
mediate steps should be taken for commenc- 
ing such a publication, and bringing it 
under the notice of the congregations and 
Sabbath-schools of the Church. The Gen- 
eral Assembly endorsed this recommenda- 
tion and instructed the committee to com- 
mence the new monthly in January, 1891. 
It having come to the knowledge of the 
Assembly that an excellent monthly paper 
of this kind has been published for some 
years past by the Rev. E. Scott of New 
Glasgow, N.S., under the name of the 
Children’s Record, and that said paper is 
extensively circulated in the Sunday-schools 


of the Church, and whereas Mr. Scott has 
announced his willingness to hand over to 
the Church the paper now published by 
him, the Assembly appointed a committee to 
confer with Mr. Scott in this behalf; the 
result of the conference being an agreement 
on his part to implement the offer referred 
to, on condition that the new magazine shall 
remain the hands of the Church and be not 
surrendered to any private party. Where- 
upon the Assembly recorded its grateful 
recognition of the useful services Mr. Scott 
has rendered to the Church and the cause 
of missions by his self-denying labours since 
the establishment of the Children’s Record, 
and thanked him for his generosity in thus 
gratuitously transferring an established and 
successful enterprise to the Church. 

A prospectus, with full particulars as to 
the size and price of the new illustrated mag- 
azine and Children’s Record, will be sent 
as soon as possible to all the ministers and 
superintendents of Sunday-schools in the 
Church. All that seems necessary to add 
at present is that the committee to whom 
this matter has been entrusted, relying on 
the hearty support of the office-bearers of 
the Church, will use their best endeavours 
to give effect to the deliverance of the Gen- 
eral Assembly by making arrangements to 
issue the new paper early in January next 
at a price that will bring it easily within 
the reach of all for whom it is intended.

@)UR Home Mission field, as we have 
* repeatedly remarked, is of such vast 
extent and unspeakable importance that it 
must ever hold the first place in our affec- 
tions. To make a show of supporting 
Foreign missions, and to overlook the claims 
of our Home missions, would be the height of 
inconsistency ; and to say that we have enough 
to do at home without giving a thought to 
the regions beyond, is equally indefensible. 
There is an urgent call on the Church to do 
the one and not leave the other undone. 

Our Foreign missions it is true are a few 
small specks on the surface of the great 
round world ; yet small as they are, they are 
precious in the eyes of tens of thousands of 
ourmembers. What affection, what prayers 
cluster round the New Hebrides mission, 
the Trinidad mission, the Formosa and 
Honan misssions, the Central India mission, 
and our mission to the poor Indians in 
the North-West! Our sympathies and 
prayers cannot be limited to any one nar- 
row spot. For when we, in thought, reach 
the New Hebrides, the vast Pacific ex- 
pands to our vision. From Trinidad we 
view South America, if not also India. 
From Central India we look out upon the 
great peninsula of Hindustan. Our Chinese 
stations bring us into communication with 
the greatest and oldest of kingdoms on 
earth. Our operations among three thou- 
sand of our own Indians naturally press 
upon our hearts the condition of these 
hundred and twenty thousand brethren dis- 
persed over this vast Dominion. The field 
is the world—a world which of right 
belongs to the Lord Christ, and which we 
His people are to win for Him. 

It is most impressive to read reports and 
letters from our missionaries, such as we 
have published in these columns, all telling 
of work and progress, and these all, aLL 
pleading for more help, more consecrated 
men and women, more liberal financial 
support, in order to the enlarging of the 
work. One writes: “If the churches in 
the home-land could only get a glimpse of 
the terrible moral and spiritual condition of 
these heathen people, and the ocean-wide 
disparity between the workers and the work 
to be done, the contributions would be 
millions instead of thousands !” 

2H, 
ONE SUNDAY ABROAD. 


N the course of twelve months’ continu- 
ous travel we attended ninety-five Sab- 
bath-services in fifty-four different places of 
worship, listening to sixty-five different 
preachers. Some of these services were on 
ship-board, some in hotels, some in floating 
“ Bethels,” some in grand cathedrals, some in 
churches, chapels and school-houses, and 
some in the open air. The preachers be- 
longed respectively to the Episcopal, Pres- 
byterian, Methodist, Baptist, Congregational- 
ist, Lutheran, Reformed, Roman Catholic, and 
Greek Churches. Leaving out of count ad- 
dresses delivered in what was to me an un- 
known tongue, I am free to state that in all 
thattime I heard nothing objectionable in 
point of doctrine-—but then Iam nota heresy- 
hunter. On the contrary, I found some 
good in all. I select for this concluding 
Brieflet one Sunday, chiefly because I have 
a more distinct recollection of it than any 
of the others; it was at Lucerne, the 19th 
of September, 1886. We were early astir 
and walked before breakfast to the top of 
the hill behind our villa. Sucha beautiful, 
peaceful morning it was! And sucha view! 
—over ‘he loveliest of all the Swiss lakes 
surrounded by lofty mountains, beyond 
which the white peaks of the distant Bern- 
ese Oberland bounded the horizon. In front 
of a little chapel a few young girls were on 
their knees with eyes intent on a stucco 
figure of the Virgin Mary supporting a dead 
Christ. Oh that these simple, devout pea- 
sants might come to the Living Christ! A 
pretty maid in Swiss costume, with a book 
in her hand, came tripping along the path 
and answered our ‘‘good morning” with 
“guten tag!” We followed her to Maria 
Hilf—a very old church hard by our pen- 
sion—where a number of the poorer class 
were engaged in their early matin service, 
led by a priest in handscme robes, who had 
for his assistant a boy in white to ring the 
little bell and swing his incense pot. We 
had been led to expect that a Presbyterian 
service would be held in this church at a 
later hour, but now we learned that Mr. 
Minto, who had been officiating here for 
some time, had just returned to his head- 
quarters at Cannes. 9.30 a.m. found us 
seated in the Schweitz-Kirche—the Swiss 
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Protestant church—of which Rev. H. Al- 
theer is pastor. It is a handsome stone 
edifice, seated for about 750, and it was filled 
by a fine congregation. Jt was communion 
Sunday. The service was conducted in the 
German language. At theconclusion of the 
preliminary service the bulk of the congre- 
gation retired. The door was locked. In- 
tending communicants—ninety women and 
forty men—meanwhile took seats in the 
front pews—women on one side, men on 
the other, of the centre aisle, At either end 
of the communion table stood an elder ; the 
minister standing behind the centre of the 
table. After reading the warrant, and offer- 
ing a short prayer, the bread, in form of thin 
biscuit, was held up and broken in the sight 
of all. The minister and elders having par- 
taken of the bread and wine, the former 
moved to the east end of the table while 
the two elders stood at the west end of it. 
Those in the pews then came forward in 
orderly procession, first the men, who after 
receiving the bread from the minister, pass- 
ed behind the table to the elders from 
whom they received the cup and then re- 
tired to their seats. The women next came 
forward in single fyle and passed round 
the table as did the men, but in the oppo- 
site direction, the relative positions of the 
ministers and elders having been reversed. 
Each communicant took three distinct sips 
of wine, thereby symbolizing, it may be 
presumed, their assent to the doctrine of 
the Holy Trinity. When all were again 
seated, a short prayer was offered, a hymn was 
sung, and the benediction was pronounced. 
The service was most solemn and impressive. 


Eleven a.m. The same church is filled 
with an English-speaking congregation—all 
tourists. The prayers and lessons are read 
by two voung men, one of whom becomes 
embarrassed when he comes to the interces- 
sion for kings and governors, but gets 
through somehow. A short, dark-visaged 
clergyman, in full canonicals, ascends the 
pulpit, and preaches an admirable dis- 
course from Luke 7: 47, ‘‘Her sins which 
are many are forgiven,” etc. He said he 
would base his remarks upon the thoughts 
of a great preacher who had made a special 
study of this subject. Yet he himself was 
agreat man. The preacher was none other 
than the Very Rey. H. D. M. Spence, D.D., 
Dean of Gloucester cathedral—a skilled lin- 


guist, sometime editor of the Pulpit Com- 
mentary, and a voluminous author. At 4 
p.m. we attended choral servicein the Hof- 
Kirehe, the grand old cathedral, celebrated 
for its magnificent organ, and no less mag- 
nificent organist. Then we strolled through 
the ‘‘Gottes acker ”—a large enclosure filled 
with mural monuments, every one bearing 
the emblem of the cross, and most of them 
nearly covered with floral decorations.. The 
inscriptions were very brief, usually follow- 
ed by averse of Scripture such as this,— 
““ Wachet, den thr wisset nicht welche stunde 
euer Herr kommen wird ;? Matt. 24; 42. 
At 5.30 p.m. the Sehweite-Kirche was again 
filled by a fashionable English audience, 
and again Dean Spence preached a beauti- 
ful sermonette from Ephesians 4: 32,— 
‘“‘ Be ye kind one to another.” ‘“‘ How much 
good often comes from merely a kind look, 
or a sympathetic touch of the hand! Try 
to think kindly of others, make allowance 
for their failings, their different ways of 
looking at things, their education or the 
want of it, their eccentricities. How often 
we indulge in unkind criticism! What if 
God should judge us as we do too often our 
fellowmen? Act kindly; speak kindly— 
generously. We have all received more 
than we can ever repay. We owe it to 
God and to man to do good to all as we 
find opportunity.” 


Those evening bells! Who that has 
ever heard them chime eight o’clock, in the 
gloaming of a still Sabbath, can ever forget 
them? We sat on the hill-side and listen- 
ed till we fell intoadream. One stroke 
from the cathedral bell was the signal for 
all the church bells in town to chime the 
hour. One at a time; each differing in 
tone, but all soft and musical, in turn took 
up the refrain—eight o’clock! Last of all 
—louder and deeper than all—the great 
bell of the Hof-Kirche thundered eight 
o'clock! The echoes rolled out into the 
night air and reverberated from the frown- 
ing cliffs of Pilatus. With gradually de- 
creasing force the bellman kept on pulling 
the ropes for a long time—each impact giv- 
ing forth a softer sound until at length it 
died away into a scarcely audible murmur. 
Listen! I think I hear it still. It is gone! 
and the stars have taken up their nightly 
vigils over a scene of matchless repose. 
Good-night ! Good-night / J.C,

THOMAS GUTHRIE.*—THE PICTO- 
RIAL PREACHER. 


Ok GUTHRIE surpassed all the preach- 

~ ers of his time in word-painting. It is 
alleged, indeed, that he cultivated the pic- 
torial and illustrative style almost to the 
exclusion of that which was doctrinal ; hence 
his reputation was rather that of a pulpit 
orator than a theologian. He will be best 
known Wy posterity as the large-hearted, 
sympathetic philanthropist who was never 
more in his element than when lifting the 
fallen out of their misery and setting them 
among princes. 

Dr. Guthrie was proud of his lineage, and 
traced his descent from that Rev. James 
Guthrie, of Covenanting fame, who was 
executed at Edinburgh in 1661. He was 
born in Brechin, 12th July, 1803. His 
father was a leading merchant and the pro- 
vost of that ancient town in Forfarshire 
which is said to have been the capital of the 
Pictish kings. His mother, who worshipped 
with the Seceders in the Maison Dieu—an 
old R. C. chapel, founded by William de 
Brechin in 1256—was an eminently pious 
woman, which led Guthrie to say that ‘he 
drank in the gospel with his mother’s milk.” 
Both his parents desired from his childhood 
that he should be a minister, a choice in 
which he readily acquiesced. At the pre- 
posterously early age of twelve he was sent to 
Edinburgh University where he was rather 
conspicuous for fun and fighting than for 
scholarship. He completed his eight years’ 

@urriculum, however, creditably enough, 
two years before he could be tafcon on his 
“trials” for license, which ordeal he passed 
satisfactorily in 1825, in the old cathedral 
of Brechin, where he delivered his “ popular 
discourse” in the presence of a large con- 
gregation. His first, “‘sermon,” technically 
so called, was preached in the neighbouring 
parish of Dun, where he acquitted himself 
much better than he had anticipated. Dis- 
appointed in immediately getting a parish, 
he took a trip to the Continent, ‘and on his

was born July 11th, 1779. 
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return, meeting with no better success, he 


accepted a situation in a Brechin bank, 
where he spent two busy years not unprofit- 
ably. On the 13th of May, 1830, he was 
induct2d as minister of Arbirlot, at a cost 
to himself, he says, of some sixty pounds— 
one half of which went for fees to the 
Crown, and the other to defray the cost of 
the inevitable ‘‘ Presbytery denner ” —now 
happily a thing of the past, so far as un- 
seemly excesses are concerned. He threw 
himself heartily into his work as a parish 
minister, and immediately became popular. 
He carefully noted the effect of the simple 
stories and sketches from every-day life 
which he introduced into his sermons, and 
cultivated what seemed to take best, at the 
same time that he studied elocution, until 
he became a thorough proficient in the his- 
trionic art. Too poor to keep a gig and too 
wise to get into debt, he extemporized a car- 
riage somewhat after the fashion of a Cana- 
dian caleche in which he went from place to 
place to take part in public meetings, where 
he was always “a host in himself.” In a 
short time he had already made his mark as 
a platform speaker. This led to his ap- 
pointment, by the Town Council of Edin- 
burgh, as colleague with Mr. Sym in the old 
Greyfriars’ church. A more congenial sphere 
could not have been found for Guthrie, 
The church and church-yard were both in- 
vested with hallowed memories. Among the 
ministers of this church there had been Alex- 
ander Henderson, Robert Rollock, Principal 
Carstairs, Robertson the historian, Dr. John 
Erskine, Dr. John Inglis, and many other 
illustrious men. In the graveyard was the 
flat tombstone on which the Covenanters had 
spread out the Solemn League and Coven- 
ant which they signed with blood drawn 
from their own veins, and the martyrs’ 
monument, marking the spot where hun- 
dreds of the Covenanters lie buried. In 
his new sphere, Guthrie found ample scope 
for his versatile talents. He soon became 
immensely popular. But he cared less for 
the applause of men than for the souls of 
the neglected masses in the old town. For 
their benefit he instituted a service in the 
old Magdalene chapel in the Cowgate, where 
he continued the pictorial style of preach- 
ing that had proved so successful in Arbir- 
lot. Though he preached extempore, he 
never neglected careful preparation. His 
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hours for study being from six to nine a.m., 
‘after he had kindled his fire and made his 
cup of coffee.” The winter of 1837-38 was 
unusually severe, and his door would be be- 
sieged every day by crowds of half-naked 
men, women and children, shivering with 
coldand hunger. Most of these he visited in 
their wretched homes, which revealed un- 
utterable scenes of misery. For the devel- 
opment of his plans of territorial mission 
work it became necessary to separate from 
old Greyfriars and have a parish to himself. 
A new church, St. John’s, was erected for 
him in the Nether Bow, where he com- 
menced the greatest work of his life in the 
slums of Edinburgh ; and when his adher- 
ence to the Free Church, in 1843, necessi- 
tated his leaving that church, and its emolu- 
ments, a second St. John’s was built for 
him on the Castle Hill. In that charge he 
had for his colleague Dr. Hanna, the son- 
in-law and biographer of Dr. Chalmers who, 
after Dr. Guthrie’s death, testified in the 
most emphatic manner his ardent admira- 
tion and affection for him. ‘“ There is not 
upon record,” he says, ‘the account of any 
such kinds of crowds as those which consti- 
tuted continuously for years and years, Dr. 
Guthrie’s audiences in Free St. John’s— 
Peers and peasants, millionaires and me- 
chanics, the judge from the bench, the 
carter from the road-side, the high-born 
dame and the serving-maid—all, for once, 
close together.” Hugh Miller, Sir James 
Y. Simpson, Dr. Begbie, and other celebrit- 
les were members of his congregation. In 
addition to his onerous parish work, Dr, 
Guthrie took a leading part in most of the 
religious and philanthropic movements then 
going on. Hethrew himself heart and soul 
into the great voluntary controversy, the 
anti-patronage crusade, the church exten- 
sion scheme, and temperance reform, His 
grandest achievements, however, were the 
Ragged Schools he introduced in Edin- 
burgh, and the creation of a Manse Fund for 
the Free Church—the sum of $580,000 being 
raised for the latter purpose, chiefly through 
his efforts in the course of a single year. 


Failing health compelled him to retire 
from the active duties of the ministry in 
1864. Hewasthen appointed Editor of the 
Sunday Magazine, which under his man- 
agement attained phenomenal success. 
During his later years he travelled much 


on the Continent, and enriched the maga- 
zine with his graphic sketches of men and 
things. Nothing delighted him more than 
his visits to the Vaudois valleys as a deputy 
from the Free Church. On one occasion, 
when reporting his mission to the Assem- 
bly, he remarked that to his surprise he 
found the Waldenses used a liturgy in their 
church service. ‘‘ Having made that dis- 
covery,” he added jocularly, ‘“‘ In my speech 
before the Synod, I fiddled on that string !” 
This was eminently characteristic of the gen- 
erous and catholic spirit by which he was 
ever animated. He was absolutely free of 
narrow-minded sectarianism. After a some- 
what protracted illness, he died at St. 
Lecioards-on-Sea, 23rd February, 1873, in 
the 70th year of his age. ‘‘The calmness 
with which he contemplated his approach- 
ing change surprized everyone. So gentle 
was the departure, that the moment could 
scarcely be noted when the sleep of ex- 
hausted nature passed into the. sleep of 
death.” 


sreshyteriuism in DB. Golwubia. 
NEW WESTMINSTER, B.C. 


“HE city of New Westminster, in the 
province of British Columbia, stands 
on a magnificent and very healthy site on 
the north bank of the Fraser river, about 
sixteen miles from the Gulf of Georgia, and 
is the only river port for ocean going vessels 
in British Columbia. ‘The cityis the centre 
and chief business place of the finest agri- 
cultural, fishing, lumbering, and manu, 
facturing district in the province. It is” 
specially well adapted for manufactories of 
all kinds. Since connection was made a 
few years ago, by a short branch line of 
railroad of eight miles with the Canadian 
Pacific Railway, the city, formerly small and 
struggling, has made very rapid progress, 
and now contains an intelligent and enter- 
prising population of about nine thousand. 
The New Westminster southern railway 
connecting the city with the United States 
system of railways, alittle over twenty miles 
to the south, is almost completed, and has 
already given a great impetus to the busi- 
ness and prospects of the city. All the 
principal religious denominations are well 
represented, and have handsome and 
commodious churches,—the Presbyterian 
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Methodist, Church of England, Reformed 
Episcopal, Baptist and Roman Catholic. 
The first named is perhaps the strongest 
in wealth and numbers. The Methodists 
and the Church of England are making 
most commendable efforts to keep pace 
with the growth of the city—the former 
by appointing a second minister for the 
city work, and building two additional 
churches, and the latter by starting a third 
service in the west-end school-house, in 
addition to their two churches in the centre 
and east-end. The Bishop is rector of the 
centre church and employs two assistants, 
and the Archdeacon is rector of the east- 
end church. The city contains three among 
the largest and most expensive public 
buildings in the province, each with a 
large staff of officials—The Royal Colum- 
bian Hospital, the Provincial Lunatic Asy- 
lum, and the Dominion Penitentiary. And, 
by the way, as it has been stated in the 
eastern press lately that the Dominion gov- 
ernment never appoints any chaplains to 
public institutions except Church of Eng- 
land and Roman Catholics, it may not be 
out of place here to say that the writer, a 
Presbyterian minister, was appointed by 
that government Protestant chaplain of this 
Penitentiary eleven years ago, and is still in 
office. In addition to our many fine public 
and private buildings, the foundation stone 
of a Young Men’s Christian Association 
building, to cost twenty thousand dolars, 
was laid the other day by our worthy mayor, 
and member of the Legislative Assembly for 
the city—Mr. J. C. Brown. Mr. Brown 
is an elder and the Sabbath-school superin- 
tendent in St. Andrew’s church, and to his 
ability, liberality, and consistency, Presby- 
terianism in New Westminster is more in- 
debted than to any other individual ever 
connected with the congregation. 

St. Andrew’s congregation was organized by 
the writer in March, 1862, with sixteen mem- 
bers, and a large number of adherents, nearly 
all attracted by the gold mining excitement. 
Service was held in the Court House until 
December 20th, 1863, when the church was 
dedicated,—a building holding three hundred 
people, costing four thousand dollars, and 
almost all paid for at the time of opening. 
The first building, however, erected by the 
congregation, was a manse, costing fifteen hun- 
dred dollars (partly finished), as the houses 
were few, and none to rent, and the mission- 
ary’s family were obliged to rent a house in 
Victoria for six months. On the removal of 


the writer to Nanaimo in Nov., 1865, the Rev. 
Daniel Duff took charge of the congregation 
and remained a year and a half. In Feb., 
1869, the writer returned and continued in 
charge until completely broken down in 
health, owing to undue exertions in giving 
supply to several outlying stations : his resig- 
nation was accepted in May, 1884, by the To- 
ronto Presbytery, under whose care the congre- 
gation then was. The Rev.J.8. McKay, alicen- 
tiate of that Presbytery was called and induct- 
ed as pastor in August, 1884, but was removed 
by death in May, 1886. The Rev. Thomas Scou- 
ler, the present pastor, was called from Hamil- 
ton, Ont., and inducted January 19th, 1887. On 
the 12th of July, 1888, the corner stone of the 
new St. Andrew’s church was laid by the 
writer, and the dedication took place Feb. 
10th, 1889. Thisis a handsome and substan- 
tial brick building, seating over six hundred 
people, and costing fifteen thousand dollars, 
but there is still a congregational debt of 
eleven thousand dollars. The old church, 
which is stillin a good state of preservatien, 
immediately adjoins the new, and is used for 
Sabbath-school and lecture room ; and adjoin- 
ing it, again, is the fine new manse built in 
1886, costing nearly three thousand dollars. 

Since the above was written the Presbytery 
of Columbia have taken the preliminary steps 
towards getting a missionary for the east and 
west ends of New Westminster city.

GEORGE LAIRD writes as follows 
ve from Crowstand School in the W. F. M.§. 
Monthly Letter Leaflet :-— 

We have 55 Indian children in school at 
present, quite as many as we have accommo- 
dation for. They are making encouraging 
progress under Miss Armstrong and Miss 
McLean. They are contented and happy, 
many of them rarely wanting to get home, 
and none of them ever leaving the school 
without liberty. Of course they make a great 
deal of noise, and tax our patience at times 
severely, but this is to be expected. Mrs. 
Laird and Miss. McLean are kept pretty busy 
looking after their clothing and keeping it in 
repair. The larger girls have made wonderful 
progress in knitting and sewing. The time is 
not far distant when they shall be able to do 
all their own knitting. The women, too, have 
nearly all learned to knit, and come asking 
for yarn very often. There was a large supply 
in the boxes, and we were able to give them 
as much as they needed, but the stock is now 
getting low. An uncommon interest has been 
taken in knitting, both by the women and 
girls, and you can see in any of their houses 
to-day mits and stockings knitted by them- 
selves. There are also specimens of the girls’ 
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work at the school. The boys too, I am glad 
to say, have made great improvement. Their 
deportment, on the whole, affords me much 
satisfaction. They always render a cheerful 
obedience, and do any work which is assigned 
them; they are for the most part diligent at 
their lessons, and their improvement in man- 
ners and general intelligence is very gratify- 
ing. Some of the bigger ones speak and write 
English quite well. 

With regard to Mission work, it goes on 
much as usual. 
churches in which to meet, and we hope at 
least to have one built this spring. In the 
meantime we hold our meetings at private 
honses, and often quite a company assembles. 
The number of stations at which I hold service 
is six. There are at present 30 members in 
full communion. 

We are now busily at work on the new 
school building. The foundation is dug, and 
quite a quantity of stone on the ground. A 
kiln of limestone is at present burning, which 
will supply sufficient lime for all purposes. The 
school-house is to be 24x34 feet inside, with two 
class rooms on the first floor, and girls’ dormi- 
tories on the second. We hope to have it ready 
for occupation some time in the autumn.

oR readers will peruse with interest, the 

following brief statement from 2 vener- 
able missionary, who is now retiring from the 
active duties of the ministry after a lengthened 
period of earnest and successful labours, which 
we have reason to know have been highly 
appreciated by the people to whom he has 
ministered, as well as by the Presbytery of 
Quebec :— 


Now that I am leaving this interesting field 
of Cbristian enterprise at Marlow and Kenne- 
- bec Road, I deem it my duty to the Home 
_ Mission Committee, without whose aid I could 
not have remained here, to make a few re- 
marks respecting the success that God has 
been pleased to send our way during the three 
years and eleven months of my sojourn among 
this endearing and beloved people. I have 
visited the whole district—Moose River, State 
of Maine included,—forty-five miles in extent, 
five times, and preached four hundred and 
eighty-nine sermons. As you already know, 
when I first came to Kennebec Road, there 
was but one elder and no kirk session and 
only twenty-seven communicants. There are 
now five elders and two kirk-sessions and 
eighty-two communicants. The fifty-five per- 
sons added to the roll at our four communions, 
ranging in age from seventy-eight to fourteen 
years, were all admitted on profession of their 
faith, and their consistent walk and conversa- 
tion since prove that we did not make a mis- 
take in admitting them. The Christian En-

deavour meeting for prayer,praise,and Scripture 
reading, commenced by my son-in-law Warren 
A. Kneeland, B. C. L., when here recently on a 
visit, is now conducted every Sabbath evening 
by the young people. I have been preaching 
to them every Sabbath morning, and while I 
have gone twelve miles and return—vone Sab- 
bath to St. George, and the other to the bound- 
ary line between Maine and this place, the 
young people have conducted the Sabbath- 
school and the Sabbath evening meeting them- 
selves. Through praiseworthy efforts of the 
ladies, a small sum of money was placed in 
the treasurer’s hands towards the erection of 
a church at Marlow, which is very much re- 
quired, as at our last communion several per- 
sons could not get into the school-house. 
Notwithstanding our poverty, there has been a 
small increase in our contributions to the 
schemes of the church each year. We raised 
during the first year twenty-two dollars, the 
second year, thirty-one dollars, and ten dollars 
for the Bible Society. The fourth summer, (for 
we can only take up collections during the 
summer months), we have made our first con- 
tribution of twelve dollars for Home Missions, 
and before I leave we are to take up our second 
collection for the Aged and Infirm Ministers’ 
Fund.

Another woman who lived in the city, and 
had no money to give, was vexed that she 
could not help in this most gracious charity. 
“T can at least tell others of it,” she said. She 
wrote an account of it for a New York news- 
paper. 

A third woman, possessed of great wealth, 
sent a thousand dollars to the editor, with the 
request that he should open a fund for this 
noble purpose. The Fresh Air charity was the 
result. The various organizations throughout 
the United States, for the removal of poor 
children from the poisonous airs of the city 
to the country, have grown out of this first 
attempt of a single weak woman to save one 
dying baby. 

During the last two years the charity has 
taken root in England and on the Continent. 
No one but God knows how many lives have 
been saved by it. 

If the woman who thought of it on that tor- 
rid day,as She passed, sick and weary, through 
the slums, had decided, “ I cannot save all, 
why should I trouble myself with one?” how 
many lives that might have been saved would 
have been lost !—Selected. 


THE HEALING TOUCH. 


What is the gogpel but the proclamation of 
the fact that God in Christ has touched human- 
ity and that there is healing power in the 
touch?

Golden Text, Luke 23: 4. 


OMP. Matt. 27: 1-4, Mark 11: 1-5, John 18: 
28-40. After the preliminary examination 

of Jesus, recorded in the last lesson, the 
Council decided to bring the accused before 
Pilate, the Roman Procurator. This was ac- 
cordingly done. Jesus and his guards entering 
the Praetorium, or Judgment-Hall :— the 
Priests, to avoid legal defilement, by contact 
with Gentiles, then considered as equivalent to 
contact with a dead body, Lev. 22: 4-6, re- 
mained outside. There, Pilate came to hear 
them, John 18:28. Mark the hypocrisy of 
men who feared a traditional and ceremonial 
defilement, and yet were ready to defile their 
hands in innocent blood. Comp. Matt. 23: 23. 
V. 2. Perverting—leading the people away 
from their allegiance to the Roman govern- 
ment. TJribute—taxes. This accusation was 
a direct falsehood, Matt. 22:17. Cxsar— 
general nameof Roman Emperors. V. 3. Art 
thou the King?—Pilate had re-entered the 
Praetorium, John 18: 33. V.4. Thou sayest it 
—Equivalent to “I am.” Read here John 18: 
34-37, which explains Jesus’ answer and 
Pilate’s sarcastic exclamation: ‘“ What is 
Truth!” John 18: 38. He saw Jewish priests, 
suppose to love Truth and teach it, lying and 
slandering. He felt that the accused was 
infinitely better than the accusers, yet had 
not the courage to set him free, ch. 23: 20. 
He goes out to the Priests and tells them he 
finds no fault, v. 4,in Jesus. V.5. Jewry— 
Judea, Dan.5:18. V.6.assoon as he knew— 
Pilate, glad of an opportunity to shift the 
responsibility upon another, of condemning 
an innocent man, sends Jesus to Herod, then 
in Jerusalem. V. 8. destrous— See Ch. 9: 7, 
Matt. 14:2. V.9. answered him nothing—In 
vain does Herod, the murderer of John, and 
the incestuous adulterer, question with many 
words. Jesus who had answered Pilate, with 
sad gentleness, will not open his mouth tosuch 
aman as Herod. V.10. The priests stand 
by, vehemently accusing him: it leaves Him, 
unmoved and silent. Some accusations are 


best answered by silence. Men of war—Herod’s ! 


body guards. V. 11. Herod, irritated at 
what he rightly felt to be the merited con- 
tempt of the Lord, gives vent to his temper, 
by ill-usage, and derision. He has Jesus 
arrayed in a “ gorgeous robe,” Comp. ch. 7: 25. 
This is not the scarlet or purple robe mentioned 
in Matt. 27:28, John 19 :2. This last was 
put on him by Pilate’s soldiers, later on. 
Herod, unable to get anything out of Jesus 
sends Him back to Pilate. V. 12. Made friends 
—The cause of their enmity is not known. It 
may have been the massacre in ch. 13:2. It 
has often been noticed, that to condemn the 
righteous, the most discordant characters will 
act together.

NovemMBER 16. ‘AS Dise: LuEpB 23 : 13-25. 
Golden Text, Isa. 53: 8. 


OMP. Matt. 27: 19-26, Mark 15: 6-15, John 
wy 18: 39,19:1-16. Jesus having been sent 
back to Pilate, the Procurator, finding that he 
could not evade the unwelcome duty of 
judging him, called together not only the 
priests and rulers, but also the people, v. 18. 
He may have hoped for a popular demons- 
tration in favour of Jesus, ch. 19:37. VY. 14. 
No fawt—Although Jesus had unjustly been 
brought before two tribunals, nothing wrong 
could be proved against bim. V. 16. Chastise 
him—Unless as a concession to Jewish hatred, 
it is hard to say why Pilate should have one 
he recognized as innocent, cruelly scourged. 
Just then, toadd to his perplexities, a message 
from his wife reached him, warning him to 
have nothing to do with this Just man, Matt. 
27: 19. V. 17 of necessity—necessarily—This 
verse is omitted in the R. V. It is not known 
when the custom spoken of here, had arisen. 
V.18. Barabbas—a robber, John 18: 40, who 
had also been guilty of sedition and murder, 
Mark 15:7, Luke 23:19. The people with 
loud cries, Mark 15 : 8, asked Pilate to release 
a prisoner, according to the custom. They 
may have had Jesus in view, for we see by 
Matt. 27: 20, that it was only after some 
persuasion of the chief priests that they 
decided in favour of Barabbas, Mark 15:11. 
V. 20. Pilate timidly remonstrated, as he 
knew that envy was the ruling motive of 
Jesus’ accusers, Mark 15:10. Bunt his voice 
was drowned by the popular clamour. YV. 21. 
Crucify Him !|—Jesus! In vain he again speaks 
to them, v. 20, all the answer he gets is again, 
“Crucify Him”! V. 22. A third time—-Pilate 
hoping still that a milder punishment might 
satisfy the majority, again proposes to have 
him scourged, v. 16, and then, to let him go. 
It is in vain, the multitude, and above their 
voices, those of the Priests repeat “ Crucify 
Him”! V. 24. gave sentence—Before doing 
this, he washed his hands before them, to 
show that he was innocent of what he felt 
was a crime, Deut. 21: 6-7. This, however, 
did not clear him by any means. It was his 
duty to act as a judge, to free the innocent at 
all hazards, and he did not doit. The people 
all cried out: His blood be on us and on our 
children!—In the horrors of the siege of 
Jerusalem, 40 years later, it was seen how a 
Righteous God had heard and registered their 
impious vow. More than a million Jews then 


perished—Thousands were crucified. Not one 


stone of their Temple was left upon another. 
Vengeance is mine, J will repay, saith the 


Lord.; Rom. 12:19, “Ps. 943. 2 | \V 25a 
delivered Jesus to their will. Note the contrast 
drawn by Luke between Barabbas the mur- 
derer, and Jesus. Comp. Acts 3: 14, 15. 
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Hesus Crucified. 


NovEMBER 23. A.D. 33. LuK& 23: 33-47. 
Golden Text, Isa. 53 : 6. 


OMP. Matt. 27:27-54, Mark 15:39, John 
19: 17-30. A number of Jews were 
grieved at the result of Jesus’ trial. When he 
was led to be crucified, they followed lament- 
ing, v. 27, 32. He had tocarry his cross, John 
19:17, but being probably found unable to do 
so, a countryman, Simon of Cyrene, v. 26, was 
made to bear it after Him. Two other men 
were to be crucified with Him, v. 32. V. 33. 
Calvary—m Heb. Golgotha, the place of a 
skull, Matt. 27: 33. Nigh to the city, John 
19: 20, outside the walls, Heb. 13:12. There 
Jesus was stripped, and nailed to the cross, 
which was then raised with its living burden. 
V. 34. Forgive—Jesus here illustrates His 
words in Luke 6:28. They know not—Comp. 
Acts 3: 17,1 Cor. 2: 8. This prayer was heard. 
Many repented and were forgiven, Acts 2: 37. 
cast lots—Ps. 22:18, John 19:23. V. 35. rulers 
—Chief priests, Scribes and elders, Matt. 27: 
41. He saved others—He cured men of mortal 
diseases, and even raised some from their 
graves. Chosen—Comp. 1. Pet.2:6. V. 36. 
vinegar—sour wine, the usual drink of the 
soldiers. He had previously refused a stupify- 
ing mixture that was offered him, Mark 15: 
23. V. 388. King of the Jews—A ‘‘title” was 
affixed to each cross, to show the crime of the 
sufferer. This one was in Hebrew, Greek and 
Latin, the three languages spoken then in 
Jerusalem. The priests were very angry 
with Pilate on account of the peculiar wording 
of the inscription. They wished him to 
change it. He curtly refused, John 19: 21, 22. 
V. 39. One—Matthew and Mark say that both 
reviled Jesus at first. This one touched by 
the patience and dignity of Jesus, repented. 
hanged—The same word is used in Acts 5: 30. 
V. 41. nothing amiss—Lhe innocence of Jesus 
was wellknown. V.42. Thy Kingdom—His 
faith, at such a time was indeed wonderful. 
His prayer was at once granted, illustrating 
Eph. 2: 8,9. V.43. Paradise—the garden of 
God, i.e. Heaven. 2 Cor. 12 : 4, Rev. 12: 7. V. 
44. Sixth hour—noon, a darkness—As it was 
full moon, it was not an eclipse of the sun, 
but a supernatural event. Read here, Matt. 
27: 46,47. V.45. the veil rent—Symbolical of 
the fact that henceforth, all believers can 
enter the Holiest, though the blood of Christ, 
Heb. 10: 16. Before this, only the High-priest 
had that right. It was the ninth hour, when 
Jesus expired, Matt. 27:46, after loudly crying 
“Tt is finished.” John 19: 30. Luke does not 
mention another loud cry reported by Matthew 
and Mark; Eli! Eli! etc. Matt. 27: 46, Mark 
15 : 34, nor the words by which he gave John 
charge of his mother, John 19: 26. V. 47.

OMP. Matt. 28: 1-10, Mark 16: 1-11, John 
20:1- 18. Joseph of Arimathea, a secret 
disciple of Jesus, John 19: 38, had the courage 
to ask Pilate for the body of the Lord. The 
governor having ascertained that he was 
really dead, granted the desired permission. 
Helped by Nicodemus, John 3:1, they took 
down the body from the cross, and after a 
hasty embalming, laid it in a rock-hewn grave, 
not far from Calvary, John 19 : 39, and closed 
its entrance with a massive stone, Matt. 27: 
60. The priests, pretending to be afraid that 
the disciples would remove the body, and 
then say that Jesus had risen from the dead, 
sealed the stone, by Pilate’s permission, and 
put guards at the entrance, Matt. 27: 62-66. 
V. 1. jirst day—the Christian Sabbath, or 
Lord’s day, Rev. 1:9. they came—the women 
mentioned in Mark 16:1 aud Luke 28:55, 
24:10. very early—yet dark, John 20:1. V. 
2. Stone rolled away—by an angel, Matt. 28: 
2-4. The women had wondered who could 
move the stone for them, Mark 16:3. They 
found the grave opened, entered it, but did 
not see any sign of the body, which greatly 
perplexed them. V. 4. Two men—Matthew 
and Mark only mention the one who spake to 
the women. They donot say that there was 
not another. As the angels appeared in the 
shape of men, Luke calls them “men,” Gen. 
18:2,16,22. Shining garments—Comp. Matt. 
28:3, Acts 1:10. White—type of purity, Rev. 
7:13. V. 5. bowed down—not in adoration, 
but in reverential awe, Comp. Exod. 3:6. 
Read here, Matt. 28 : 5-7. living—Rev. 1: 18. 
VY. 6. Remember—These women then were 
present when Jesus predicted his death and 
resurrection, Matt. 16:21. Luke 9:44. V. 9. 
and returned—The angel telling them to go 
quickly and tell the disciples, Mark adds 
and “Peter.” This would show the unfaithful 
apostle, that he was forgiven, and cheer him, 
Mark 16: 7. all the rest—Comp. Acts 12: 15. 
V. 11. idle tales—idiotic babbling—nonsense. 
For similar unbelief, see Acts12: 15. V. 12. 
Peter—He was followed by John, but running 
faster, left him behind, John 20: 4. The 
Evidences of the truth of the Resurrection 
are summarized in 1 Cor. 15<4-8. Its im- 
portance will be seen by vs. 13-20 of the same 
chapter. It is the proof of the truth of Jesus’ 
words, and of the reality of his mission. It 
shows that His atoning sacrifice was accepted, 


Rom. 1:4. Itis the pledge of our own resur- 
rection, and when we mourn departed friends, 
it is our comfort to know that Jesus in whom 
they sleep is “‘The Resurrection and the Life,’ 
John 11 : 25-26, and that God shall bring them 
again with Him, 1 Thess. 13-18.

We were rejoiced to see our be- 
loved friend of former years, looking so hale 
and well. .. Dr. Oswald Dykes of London, has 
been spending his holidays in the beautiful 
sequestered little village of Harbottle, at the 
foot of. the Cheviot Hills, and in temporary 
charge of the Presbyterian congregation there, 
which is almost entirely composed of shep- 
herds. Many go great distances to attend 
divine service. ... Dr. Marcus Dods has been 
supplying the pulpit of Free St. George’s, 
Edinburgh, for the month of August, and at- 
tracting large congregations. ... The Rev. 
John M’Neill, has been preaching in the Ex- 
hibition Buildings, Edinburgh, and attracting 
still greater crowds. ... The sale of Professor 
Drummond’s little book entitled the “ Greatest 
Thing in the World,” now amounts to 200,000, 
and is as rapid as ever. The Professor we 
notice, has had a narrow escape from an erup- 
tion of burning lava, while near the edge of a 
volcano in the New Hebrides. ... Mary 
Mackellar, poetess, and translator into Gaelic 
of ‘Leaves from our Journal in the High- 
lands,’ by the Queen, is dead.

He will be much 
missed in the session of which he was a mem- 
ber, in the congregation, in the College, the 
Church and the city. There has also passed 
away, Dr. Spence, of Free St. Clement’s, Aber- 
deen, in his 80th year ; the last of the disrup- 
tion ministers of that city. And in Dalry, Dr. 
Stevenson, in his 84th year. The Dr. has be- 
queathed about $50,000 to Church purposes.

ENGLAND :—The mortal remains of Canon 
Liddon have been laid to rest in St. Paul’s 
Cathedral, where his mellifluous voice was so 
often heard proclaiming the Gospel message of 
peace and goodwill to the children of men. 
The Saturday.Review says that “ he was per- 
haps, all proportions being observed, the most 
popular preacher, with educated as well as un- 
educated hearers, that any country has recently 
seen.” His lecture on “The Divinity of our 
Lord,” if he had left nothing else to posterity, 
is of itself enough to:secure for him, lasting 
fame. ... Rev. Hugh MacKelvey of Millwall, 
East London, is dead, at the age of thirty- 
three. Like Professor Elmslie, he worked 
himself out, and iike him, he died from conse- 
quent exhaustion of body and mind. A truer 
man never served the Master.... Mrs. Booth, 
the greatest female evangelist of her time, has 
passed away to the “better country,” after a 
long and painful illness, borne with most ex- 
emplary resignation to the will of God. The 
“ Generai ” has startled the ecclesiastical 
world, by a proposal to take in hand the re- 
generation of the masses in England, by a 
scheme of rescue surpassing in scope and 
“ dash,” anything that has yet been attempted 
in that line. His modus operandi will shortly 
be explained in a book preparing for the press, 
entitled—“ In Darkest England, and the Way 
Out.” It includes industrial refuges and homes, 
which are to feed settlements in the rural dis- 
tricts and the colonies, and combined with it 
is a great matrimonial agency, designed to fur- 
nish men in far away places who desire good 
wives, with women who would make the best 
of wives, but who remain spinsters.” ... Ex- 
pectation is on the tiptoe to hear Rev. John 
MacNeill’s pronunciamento, in re his cail from 
Westminster Chapel. The recommenda- 
tions of the Synodical Committee on “ Minis- 
terial Efficiency” have evoked lively dis- 
cussions in some of the Presbyteries. The 
sixth clause is the most unpalatable, implying 
that:'the Presbytery may dissolve the pastoral 
tie without hearing the minister in his own 
defence, or even letting him know that such 
a summary procedure is in contemplation. 


IRELAND :—The death of Professor James L. 
Biggar at an early age is a serious loss to the 
Irish Presbyterian Church. He was but 36 
years old, yet he had attained to a standing 
In scholarship far superior to that of many 
that are much older. He was the eldest son 
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of William F. Biggar, one of the merchant 
princes of the city of Londonderry. Not 
many of the ministers come from homes of 
wealth, but some of those whose origin is of 
that kind are among the choicest spirits in 
the Church. Professor Biggar was a fine speci- 
men of this class, and used his advantages well. 
Soon after completing his course, part of which 
was taken at some of the famous seats of learn- 
ing on the Continent, he was settled in Lisburn, 
where he iaboured with great devotion and suc- 
cess until the summer of 1885, when he was 
elected to succeed Dr. Givanin the Chair of 
Hebrew and Oriental Literature in the Magee 
College, He was then but 30 years of age, or 
a littleover. From that time his home was in 
his native city. He gave himself with rare zeal 
and devotion to the work of his chair. His 
piety and gentleness were quite as conspicu- 
ous as his scholarship. He has not been 
strong for some years. He leaves behind a 
goodly savour as a tribute to his memory. He 
was married, about the time of his settlement 
as a pastor, to tne eldest daughter of Professor 
Watts of Belfast. She proved a worthy help- 
meet to him, and she lives to mourn his 
removal. Among the books lately issued 
and from the pens of lrishmen, there are two 
that are worthy of more than a passing notice. 
One is a valuable contribution to the history 
of the Irish Presbyterian Church, especially 
in the southern half of the Island, by Rev. C. 
H. Irwin, of Bray. The other is a History of 
the Indian Mission of the same Church, by 
Rev. R. Jeffrey, of Portadown. The latter is 
a charming book, covering the fifty years 
since the mission was founded. Mr. Jeftrey 
had exceptional qualities for the execution of 
such a work. He was for some years minister 
of a Free Church congregation in the city of 
Bombay, and visited the mission stations and 
saw with his own eyes the work that goes on. 
His opinions will therefore carry the more 
weight with those who know him, and they 
may be taken as eminently impartial. The 
book is not only of great value as a history, 
but also one written in a style that is fitted 
to attract a reader who may not care for mis- 
sions in the abstract. H

Unirep Sratss :—The negotiations for union 
between the Dutch and German Reformed 
churches, has at length reached a definite con- 
clusion, so far at least, as the finding of a 
joint committee avails. After long delibera- 
tion, they have agreed to recommend a “ Fed- 
eral Union ” of said churches, to be represen- 
ted by an ecclesiastical supreme court, to be 
styled the Federal Synod of the Reformed 
Churches, to be composed of twenty ministers 
and twenty elders from each denomination: this 
court to meet annually, and to legislate regard- 
ing the management of missions, educational 
and Sabbath-school work, and correspondence 
with other Churches. It is calculated that 
ten years must elapse before this Union can 


be consummated. Well, kalf a loaf is better 
than no bread. This advance may lead to an 
incorporating union in the near future. 

The National Missionary Conference, held at 
Indianapolis, September 3-9, passed off pleas- 
antly ; there were 150 delegates present, from 
twenty states and nine foreign countries. 
Bishop William Taylor of Africa, was the 
Nestor of the Conference, and Dr. A. T. Pier- 
son, the Mercurius. The drift of the speeches 
bore on the importance‘of prayer for the ad- 
vancement of the Lord’s work, Bible study, 
methods of work in foreign fields, and the pre- 
sentation of missionary facts and figures. ‘The 
majority of the delegates were young men, 
many of whom are preparing themselves to 
join the noblearmy of missionaries.... Prince- 
ton Theological Seminary has opened with 
over 170 students. The place is becoming too 
strait for the small army ofsstudents who live 
here nine months of the year. . The new 
Congressional Library building in course of 
erection, will be the largest edifice for library 
purposes in the world, and wiil cost six mill- 
ions of dollars. ... Mr. John R. Rockefeller of 
New York, has announced his intention to 
donate a million of dollars, to the Baptist Uni- 
versity in Chicago. The same public-spirited 
millionaire, is reported to have made an offer 
of $ 20,000,000 to endow a new University in 
New York, toeclipse everything in this coun- 
try, in equipment and efficiency ! 


CANADA :—The event of the season, was the 
quadrennial Conference of the Methodist 
Church, held in St. James’ Church, Montreal, 
September 10-30. The Conference consists of 
one minister inten of the whole body, with an 
equal number of laymen, in all, a representa- 
tive assemblage of about three hundred del- 
agates, including theofficers of the missionary, 
educational, publishing, and administrative 
departments. The Church in which the meet- 
ings were held, is claimed to be the finest 
Methodist Church in the world. The denom- 
ination isthe largest of the Protestant Churches 
in Canada, numbering one-fifth of the whole 
population, and is rapidly increasing. The 
Federation scheme, which involves the remov- 
al of Victoria University from Cobourg to Tor- 
onto, was carried, without debate, by a vote 
of 171 to 76. A proposal to extend the term.of 
ministerial service from three to four or five 
years, was negatived by 131 to 104. The Book 
Concern has been a profitable enterprize. The 
“Christian Guardian” is said to have the 
largest circulation of any weekly religious paper 
in Canada. Strong resolutions were passed fay- 
ouring a nationai policy of “ Prohibition,” in re 
the manufacture and sale of intoxicants, and 
against the use of tobacco. Dr. Carman,(Bis- 
hop of Episcopal Methodist Church before the 
Union) stands re-elected as General Superin- 
tendent, forthe next four years, Dr. Sutherland 
was re-appointed Missionary Secretary, Dr. 
Dewart, Editor of the Guardian, Dr. Witherow, 
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Editor of the “ Canadian Methodist Magazine ” 
and Sunday-school papers, and Dr. Briggs, 
Steward of the publishing department, West. 
Rev. S. F. Huestis is re-elected Book Steward 
for the East, and Rev. Dr. Lathern editor of 
the Wesleyan at Halifax. These are all 
very able men. <A marked feature of the 
Conference was the number of delegates 
from other branches of the Methodist family, 
who came bearing messages of fraternal greet- 
ings. The Parent Church in England, as well 
as the Methodist Church in Ireland, were well 
represented by Rev. Wallace McMullen, D. D., 
an eloquent Irishman; but the palm was ac- 
corded to a sable brother, Elder Hawkins, of 
the British African Episcopal Church,—a little 
man, seventy-nine years old—who, after tell- 
ing the story of his sufferings in slavery, his 
adventures in making his escape from the land 
of bondage, and his labours among his coloured 
people, brought the house down, by singing a 
negro melody, which was not only vigorously 
encored, but drew from the audience a collec- 
tion of nearly a hundred dollars on the spur of 
the moment. A deputation from the Presby- 
terian Church in Canada, headed by Principal 
MacVicar, also received a very cordial recep- 
tion. | 


Onvr Own Church. 
THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY FUND. 


HE collection on behalf of the General 
Assembly Fund is appointed to be 
made in all congregations, which have not 
other modes of raising the necessary amount, 
on the third Sabbath of November. An 
earnest appeal is made to each congregation 
on behalf of the fund. It may not be in- 
vested with the same interest as the foreign 
mission fund, or the stipend augmentation 
fund, but in some aspects it may be regard- 
ed as equally important, and in some re- 
spects more so, for it is essential to the very 
existence and working of the Assembly, 
which controls and directs all the work of the 
Church. 

This fund has to bear all expenses of the 
Assembly, the printing of the minutes, the 
salaries of the officials, the necessary ex- 
penditure connected with all committees 
which possess no funds of their own, and 
every year some new expense, not other pro- 
vided for, is thrown on the Assembly fund. 
Recently, an annual charge of upwards of 
$300, on account of the Presbyterian Alli- 
ance, was added to the other expenditure, 
and this year an amount in connection with 
the committee on Church architecture. The 
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total amount required may be estimated, at 
the very lowest, at $5,000. Were Presby- 
teries to see that all the congregations bore 
their share, this amount should be easily 
raised. Let every congregation send a con- 
tribution—and no contribution should be 
less than at the rate of FOUR CENTS per mem- 
ber—and the necessary sum could be ob- 
tained. Let it be borne in mind, too, that 
the amount should be raised before the end 
of this year, 1890, as all expenses connected 
with the Assembly, the minutes, d&c., have 
to be met before that time. W. R. 


THangsaivine Day :—The 6th of Novem- 
ber has been appointed, by His Excellency 
the Governor-General in Council, as the 
day of National Thanksgiving to God for 
the blessings of another year. There is 
much to be thankful for—an abundant har- 
vest, peace and general prosperity, immuni- 
ty from pestilence, and from those dreadful 
cyclones and floods that have devastated 
other lands, and have caused so much loss of 
valuable life and property. ‘ Oh that men 
would praise the Lord for His goodness, and 
for his wonderful works to the children of 
men !” 


Cuinpren’s Day :—This is likely to be- 
come an “institution” with the young 
people in our Sunday-schools. Several of 
our congregations have already observed it 
with much enthusiasm. It is a fine idea, 
that of bringing together the parents and 
children of a congregation upon such an 
occasion. It cannot fail to be profitable. 


MissIoNARIES WANTED :—Dr. Robertson, 
superintendent of missions in the North- 
West, has sent to the Home mission com- 
mittee an urgent appeal for at least thirty 
missionaries to supply the more important 
stations that have been left vacant by the 
return of students to the colleges. Severe 
losses are anticipated if the missionaries are 
not available for the winter. 


Persona :—The thirtieth anniversary of 


the induction of Rev. Thomas Sedgwick, 
as pastor of Sharon church, Tatamagouche,. 
N.S., was celebrated with demonstrations 
of joy and gladness on the 19th of Septem- 
ber. fev. W. H. W. Boyle, pastor of Knox 
church, St. Thomas, Ont., has been obliged. 
to go to Colorado for the winter, in the 
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hope of re-establishing his health. Rev. 
George Bruce, of St. David’s church, St. 
John, N. B., has been named for the 
Principalship of the new Government In- 
dustrial School at Regina, N.W.T. The St. 
John people will not like that. Rev. James 
Hally, of St. Therése, Que., is still detained 
in Scotland from the effects of his recent 
severe illness, but is recovering. The re- 
port that Rev. D. L. Macrae had gone to 
Britain for his health is contradicted by the 
fact that he is at present residing in Mont- 
real, and is engaged in furthering the finan- 
cial interests of the Presbyterian College 
there. Rev. James Fowler, M.A., hitherto 
lecturer on natural science in Queen’s Uni- 
versity, Kingston, has been appointed Pro- 
fessor in that department, and his name has 
been added to the roll of the Presbytery of 
Kingston. Messrs. £1. G. Walker, of Mont- 
real, and Orr B. Bennett, of Springville, 
Ont., — the former a licentiate of the 
Church, and the latter an ordained mis- 
sionary, have gone to Edinburgh with a 
view to taking a post-graduate course in the 
University of that city. They are both 
graduates of Queen’s College, Kingston, 
and are to be congratulated on the judi- 
cious decision they have come to. The 
Presbytery of Regina has recorded its 
sincere regret at parting with fev. S. J. 
Taylor, who has been appointed Agent for 
the Board of French Evangelization.

CHURCHES AND CONGREGATIONS. 


Four new churches will be opened this 
autumn in the immediate neighbourhood of 
Portage la Prairie, Manitoba. The session of 
St. James church, Charlottetown, has allo- 
cated #1,000 to establish a bursary in the 
Presbyterian College, Halifax, tenable two 
years. The money is part of the estate of 
Finlay Campbell, placed at the disposal of 
the session. They give a scholarship of $500 
to the college at Indore. They have sent $500: 
of the same estate to the North-West missions. 
Guelph :—Chalmers church has introduced in- 
strumental music into ts church seryices, be- 
ing the last in the city todoso. Locke Street 
mission, Hamilton, has been organized as a 
congregation. 

THp CHRISTIAN ENDEAVOUR movement is. 
spreading rapidly in all directions, and fits in. 
well with the scheme for the Higher Instruc- 
tion of Youth, recently inaugurated with the 


K.|sanction of the General Assembly. As it is 


possible to have too much of even a very good 
thing, it is obviously desirable to abstain 
from. multiplying congregational organizations 
beyond what are proved to be clearly neces- 
sary and advantageous. 
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PRESBYTERIAL ITEMS. 


Huron:—The Presbytery has agreed to 
transmit an overture to the General Assembly 
anent uniformity in the public worship of God. 
Toronto:—This Presbytery is expected to 
raise $7,000 for the Home mission committee, 
and $5,000 for the Augmentation fund. The 
Presbytery of Monrrpar has been discussing 
a very important and somewhat difficult prob- 
lem— ‘How to develop the Latent Resources of 
our Congregations.” There is a good deal of 
talk about Church extension in Montreal, 
where it is thought there is room for three or 
four additional Presbyterian churches. Very 
little. has been done in this line since the 
union of 1875, and in the meantime other de- 
nominations have made decided advances. 
The proposal to divide this Presbytery has 
been reserved for future consideration. Mrra- 
micuit:—This Presbytery has had a lengthened 
discussion on the question of Romish interfer- 
ence with the schools, and a strong committee 
hss been appointed to watch educational inter- 
ests in this part of the Dominion. Kingston: 
—The proposal to divide this Presbytery 
comes up for discussion at next regular meet- 
ing; also a plan for the payment of the travel- 
ing expenses of members attending the meet- 
ings of Presbytery. The report of the Home 
Mission Committee shews that there were 
eighteen missionaries labouring within the 
bounds. Barrim:—A proposal has been made 
to divide this Presbytery also; the present 
“bounds ” are certainly very wide. 


THE COLLEGES. 


Knox Cotitece, Toronto :—The forty-sixth 
session was opened in the College Hail on the 
evening of October Ist, under favouring aus- 
pices. The chief event of the evening was the 
installation of Rev. R. Y. Thomson as profes- 
sor of Apologetics and Old Testament litera- 
ture. In the absence of Rev. W. Frizzel, mod- 
erator of the Presbytery of Toronto, Rev. Dr. 
Reid was called upon to offer up the induction 
prayer, after which Principal Caven pronounc- 
ed Mr. Thomson duly inducted, giving him the 
right hand of fellowship, as did the members 
of the Senate and Presbytery who were pre- 
sent. Rey. Dr. Laing, Moderator of the Gene- 
ral Assembly, who was unable to attend the 
ceremony, sent an address to the new profes- 
sor which was read by Professor Maclaren. 
Rey. Dr. Parsons then addressed the assem- 
blage, dwelling in forcible terms on the need 
of further expansion in the work of the col- 
lege so as to keep pace with the rapid increase 
of “Presbyterianism in the western part of the 
Dominion. Dr. Caven announced that the 
Senate had conferred the degree of Doctor of 
Divinity on the Rev. Kenneth §. Macdonald, 
a distingnished missionary of the Free Cuurch 
of Scotland in Calcutta. Professor Thomson 
next delivered his inaugural lecture on "The 
Evolution in the Manifestation of the Super: | 
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natural,” which led the learned professor into 
an exhaustive and very able and philosophi- 
cal dissertation on the theory of evolution as 
understood by the secular school of the pre- 
sent day, and as understood and applied to 
Scripture truth by the students of Scripture, 
and all who believe in a Divine Iirst Cause. 
Rev. Dr. Proudfoot has been appointed lectur- 
er on Homiletics and Pastoral Theology 
during the whole session, instead of, as in 
former years, only for part of it. Ata meet- 
ing of the Alumni, a discussion took place on 
the subject of instituting a course of special 
lectures, by eminent divines, on the Current 
Tendencies of Religious Thoucht. A commit- 
tee was also appointed to consider the pro- 
posal of amalgamating existing ecclesiastical 
magazines and instituting one strong Presby- 
terian Review for the whole Dominion of 
Canada. 

Tue PRaesBYTERIAN COLLEGE, MontTrpaL:— 
The twenty-third session was opened on the 
2nd of October in the Convocation Hall, in the 
presence of a large assemblage. Rev. Profes- 
sor John Campbell, LL.D., delivered the open- 
Ing lecture, having for his theme, ‘‘ Personal 
Revelation,” which he treated in a masterly 
manner. In concluding his address Dr. 
Campbell said :—‘' There is darkness in the 
world, but it is not of God; there are curses 
loud and deep, but the Father blesses. Out of 
the fountains of life mingle the sweet waters 
of happiness and the bitter waters of pain, but 
the same fountain cannot produce two such 
diverse streams. Too long, through imperfec- 
tion of human thought and speech, has the 
Father been clothed with attributes foreign to 
His holy nature. We want new Luthers as 
deeply convinced of satanic workings as if he 
held the arch-enemy bespattered with the con- 
tents of the Reformer’s ink-horn. Justice will 
never be done to God until the devil has his 
due in our apologetic systems, our pulpit min- 
istrations, our common thought and daily life, 
—until the prayers of God’s people rise day and 
night that he should deliver them from the 
evil one, and bring Satan under their feet. 
The great contest is not between the Church 
and the works of darkness; the great issue in 
every human soul for itself is this ,—who shall 
reign, the prince of this world or ‘the King of 
Kings? All that leads to a clearer under- 
standing of this, and to the action upon it is 
the new apologetic.” Principal MacVicar, in 
closing the proceedings, said that the present 
Session opened under the most encouraging 
circumstances, double the number of new 
students, as compared with last year, having 
entered the college. The whole building was 
now occupied, and a number of students had 
to find rooms in the city. They required more 
accommodation for their students; but they 
stood in still greater need of additions to the 
teaching staff, and he hoped that the friends 
of the College ‘would come to their aid in this 
respect. 
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MANITOBA ITEMS. 


Manitoba College has opened with brighter 
prospects than ever. The first University 
year will have about twenty-five students, 
and the other years are alllarge. The Joint- 
Science scheme has been undertaken, and the 
lecturers are succeeding well with their en- 
larged classes. The general University ques- 
tion is quiescent just now. The students are 
returning from their mission fields, and going 
to their various colleges. Thirty labourers 
are needed at once for the various fields in the 
North-West. There has been a great advance 
in occupying new stations this year, and it will 
be a pity if they are left unoccupied for the 
winter. A new church is to be opened at Oak- 
land, near Portage la Prairie, and another at 
Holland. Rev. Arthur Bowman, M.A., of 
Manitoba College, is to be ordained and 
appointed to Douglas in Brandon Presbytery. 
The Rev. Mr. Ferry, of Qu’ Appelle, is engaged 
in controversy with the high Church Bishop of 
Qu’ Appelle, as to the “ Historical Episcopate.” 
The historical Episcopate has a pretty hard 
time of it onthe free open plains of the North- 
West! Regina Indian Industrial School is 
ready for occupation, and it is hoped a promi- 
nent eastern minister may accept its princi- 
palship. The Indian question is being rapidly 
solved by these Indian schools. Rev. Jonas 
Johnson, the first Icelandic Presbyterian min- 
ister of the North-West, was ordained by the 
Winnipeg Presbytery before a large crowd of 
his countrymen. Lord and Lady Aberdeen 
have been winning golden opinions in Winni- 
peg. Lady Aberdeen partook of the commu- 
nion in Knox church, Winnipeg. On their 
way back, the Earl and Countess are to be 
accompanied from Vancouver by Professsor 
Henry Drummond, who is expected to take 
part in a public meeting in Winnipeg. Win- 
nipeg is becoming on the highway for large 
numbers of distinguished travellexs from east 
to west. Gane, 


SYNOD OF THE MARITIME PROVINCES. 


This model Synod met in St. John’s Church’ 
Moncton, N. B., on 2nd of October, and con- 
tinued its sessions till the evening of the 7th. 
Rey. John McMillan, B. D., was elected mod- 
erator. The Synod approved of the action of 
the Collegs Board, in repairing and enlarging 
the College Building, Pine Hill. No successor 
is to be appointed to Dr. Lyall in the chair in 
Dalhousie vacated by his death. The Synod 
pays the whole salary of Professor Macdonald 
of Dalhousie College, (the mathematical chair. ) 
The salaries of the Professors in the Presby- 
terian College are raised to $2,000. The College 
Board is instructed to consider measures for 
adding to the teaching staff. The Synod ex- 
pressed continued confidence in Dalhousie 
College. The report of the Ladies’ College, 
Halifax, shows a total expenditure on build- 
ings of $71,000. There are over 80 resident 


students. The current expenditure last year 
was $ 32.600. The income was about $1,000 
over this amount. 

Rev. K. J. Grant addressed the Synod with 
regard to mission work in Trinidad and other 
West India Islands, and Demerara. He inti- 
mated that the $ 4,000 for which he asked, for 
an institution for training native preachers, 
has been freely given by the people. Rev. A 
W. Thompson has been appointed fifth mis- 
sionary to Trinidad. Miss Lucy Fisher has 
been appointed a teacher for the same field. 
The Synod decided that it was not desirable 
that the Secretary to be appointed by the Gen- 
eral Assembly should hold acommon relation 
to both divisions of the Foreign Mission Com- 
mittee. In thus deciding, the Synod simply 
endorsed a resolution of the eastern division 
of the Committee. The Augmentation Com- 
mittee has approved of grants amounting to 
$10,000. The Synod resolved to ask the Con- 
gregations this year for $9,000, which it is 
hoped, will enable the Committee to keep up 
the minimum to $750 and a manse. A Com- 
mittee on co-operation with the Methodist 
Church, was re-appointed. The report of the 
Hunter Church Building Fund, shows that 
the Fund now amounts to about $ 24,000. Free 
grants, amounting to $12,751, have been made 
to weak churches,—free loans, $21,430 ; inter- 
est loans, $10,460. Last year the free loans 
were $1,537; loans on interest $102.50; free 
grants $350. The fund has yielded less than 
usual, because a building belonging to the 
estate is untenanted. The Home Mission work 
received earnest attention. Strong resolutions 
on Temperance were passed—indicating a very 
general desire among the Presbyterians of the 
Maritime Provinces for the suppression of the 
liquor traffic. The next Synod will be held at 
Halifax, in October, 1891. 


Obituary. 

REV. Witt1am Ferrevson, of Kirkhill, 
o Presbytery of Glengarry, died on the 
thirtieth of August last, after an illness of 
over four months. Mr. Ferguson was born 
in the Township of Charlottenburg in 
1824. He was licensed by the Presbytery 
of Huron, and on the 2nd of January, 
1873, was ordained minister of the congre- 
gation of Glammis, in the Presbytery of 
Bruce. On May 30th, 1882, he was trans- 
lated to Kirkhill, where his labours were 
highly appreciated by a large and attached 
congyegation. 

Mr. Jonn Sravenson of ‘Litchfield, Ont., 
died on the 2nd of September, aged 67 years. 


Forty-one years of his life were spent in this 
country. He was ordained to the eldership 
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when only 18 years of age, and the same time 
appointed clerk of session in his native parish. 
In 1854 the first Presbyterian congregation 
was organized at Litchfield, and Mr. Steven- 
gon was chosen one of the elders. He has 
occupied that position down to the time of his 
death, and during most of the time was also 
clerk of session. He faithfully visited and 
exhorted the sick, the afflicted and the dying, 
conducted prayer meetings, superintended Sab- 
bath-schools, officiated at funerals, when no 
minister was to be had, and officiated in the 
ehurch on the Sabbath when, from any cause, 
the minister was absent. 


CotoneL McBran of Athole Mills, East 
Hawkesbury died on the 27th of August, aged 
84 years. Mr. McBean was a prominent mem- 
ber of the Presbyterian Church, having assist- 
ed inthe building of four churches. Hewasa 
cheerful giver. He has left a widow, seven 
daughters and two sons to mourn their loss. 


Mr. Wii114m Morron, an elder in the United 
Church, New Glasgow, N.S., and father of the 
Rev. John Morton, D. D., of Trinidad, died on 
the 22nd of September, in the 78th year of his 
age. 

GEORGINA ARCHIBALD, widow of the late 
Rev. Thomas Christie, missionary to Trinidad, 
died at Halifax on the 2nd of October, aged 
42 years. ‘She hath done what she could.” 


Our Home AHlissions. 


_HE half-yearly meeting of the Hxecu- 

tive Committee met in Toronto on 

the 7th of October, Rev. Dr. Cochrane, of 

Brantford, convener. Rev. Dr. Warden, 
secretary. 

Claims were passed upon for augmented con- 
gregations to the amount of $12,253.76, and for 
mission stations $24,710.20. New grants were 
made to home mission fields and to augment- 
ed congregations, amounting to between $5,000 
and 6,000. 

Applications were made by the Presbytery 
of British Columbia for ministers for the fol- 
lowing new fields in that Province :—North- 
field and East Wellington, Mount Lehman 
and Aldergrove, Mount Chean and Camp. 
bell’s and Metchosen and Soki. 

Minutes were read from the same Presby- 
tery to the effect that the congregation at 
Campbell’s had extended a call to Rev. Archi- 
bald Lee of Sherbrooke, Que., offering a salary 
of $1,200. They asked the committee to assist 
in paying the travelling expenses of Mr. Lee 
and family in the event of the call being 
accepted, to the extent of $200. This was 
agreed to by the committee. The question of 
holding the autumn meeting of the committee 
at a later date, so as to permit fuller reports 


from the mission fields of the Church was con- ' 
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sidered, as was also the desirability of the 
colleges changing the time of their opening 
and closing. The committee reported the fol- 
lowing overture, to be sent to the members of 
the Home Mission Committee, and by them 
laid before their respective Presbyteries, that 
achay may be taken in the direction indi- 
cated :— 


“ Whereas in carrying on our mission work 
in the outlying fields it is found that the 
month of Aprilis most unsuitable for students 
reaching their fields and carrying on the work, 
and that the month of October is one of the 
very best for missionary effort and for collect- 
ing money for service rendered ; and whereas 
the work in our mission fields in the future 
ought to be done, and will be done to an ever- 
increasing extent, by students in their literary 
course; therefore itis humbly overtured to 
the Venerable the General Assembly of the 
Presbyterian Church in Canada to change the 
terms of the theological colleges of the western 
section of the Church where necessary, 80 as 
to open in the beginning of November and 
close at the end of April.” 


Rev. Mr. Somerville brought before the 
committee the propriety of uniting with the 
Foreign Mission Committee in the publication 
of a missionary map for circulation among 
the members and missionary societies of the 
Church. A committee was appointed to deal 
with the matter. 


Muskoxa Missions :-—Minutes of the Pres- 
bytery of Barrie were read, recommending 
that the salary of Rev. Allan Findlay, super- 
intendent of missions in the Muskoka District, 
should be increased from $1,200 to $1,600 per 
annum, with travelling expenses. It was de- 
cided to refer the latter to the full meeting of 
the committee in March, with a recommenda- 
tion in its favour. 

Rev. Dr. Roberstson gave an interesting re- 
port of his visit to certain districts in British 
Columbia, speaking particularly of the great 
spiritual destitution in many parts of that 
field, urging upon the committee the necessity 
of sending more labourers at as early a date 
as possible. 

Rey. Dr. Warden and Rev. D. J. Macdonnell 
reported verbally as to their recent visit to 
Prince Albert, undertaken in accordance with 
instructions from the General Assembly. 


Homp Misston LirnraturE:—The question 
of publishing a monthly periodical devoted to 
Home mission and Indian work in Manitoba 
and the North-West. was brought before the 
committee in a recommendation from the 
Synod of the North-West. It will be ascer- 
tained if more space cannot be given to these 
subjects in the Presbyterian Record. 


APPOINTMENTS :—The committee made a 
large number of appointments of catechists 
and students to stations in Quebec, Ontario, 
North-West Territory and British Columbia. 


Our Foreign Hlissions. 


Airs ROSS goes back to Central India, and 

will probably be again stationed at In- 
dore, though the Council or Presbytery must 
definitely decide this. ; 

Miss Minnie G. FrRAsmrR (daughter of Rev. 
John Fraser, now living in Montreal, but a 
graduate of the Women’s Medical College, 
Kingston) has been appointed to Rutlam to 
labour with Rey. J. Fraser Campbell. 

Rey. Norman H. Russett goes to Central 
India. The Presbytery of Indore will fix his 
specific field. Mr. Russell was appointed in 
the spring, but only went out last month. 

Miss Macerp McKaxiar, M.D., who was 
also appointed in the spring, and has been 
spending the summer in London, Eng., taking 
a special post-graduate course, goes to Nee- 
much to labour with the Wilsons. 

Ray. WitiL1AM JAMIESON (a Morrin College 
and Montrea: College man) has been appoint- 
ed to Central India. His specific field will be 
determined by the Presbytery of Indore. 

TrRInIDAD:—Miss Lucy Fisher, of Middle 
Stewiacke, has been appointed by the Foreign 
Mission Committee (eastern) teacher at Couva. 
According to our latest advices the missionar- 
ies were well, and prosecuting their work with 
much success. 

Rav. KennetH J. Grant having completed 
his furlough, sailed for Trinidad a fortnight 
ago. He has secured the amount of money 
asked for a building in San Fernando for a 
seminary. He visited a large number of our 
congregations, and was most indefatigable in 
bringing before the people the claims of the 
mission. We have much pleasure in adding 
that he returns to his field in fairly good 
health, notwithstanding the toils of the past 
few months, 

Tap New Hesripes Synop:—At its late 
meeting on Aneityum, the Mission Synod of 
the New Hebrides, unanimously approved 
of the action of the “ Dayspring” Board in 
offering for sale the Dayspring. The Synod 
also cordially approved of the steam ser- 
vice to the islands. It was resolved that one 
more missionary should be settled on Tanna, 
and that the attention of the Australian 
churches be directed to the fact. The Synod 
is of opinion that it would be greatly to the 
advantage of the New Hebrides that British 
subjects should settle amongst them as traders 
and planters. The Imperial Government is 
asked to secure laws by which British sub- 
ae may be able to obtain valid titles to 
ands, and also lawfully to engage the natives 
of one island to labour in another. The pro- 
hibition to trade in firearms and ammunition 
in the group should be rescinded or applied to 
all, and not to British subjects only. The 
Queensland traffic in native labour is about 
ceasing, but the French and Germans are still 
prosecuting the traffic as keenly as ever. The 
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Synod thinks that in justice to Queensland, 
and to the islands the traffic should wholly 
cease. These are the topics of general interest 
with which the Synod dealt.

i E are now at our old home at Anelcauhat 

oo attending Synod. Mrs. Annand is also 
here. There are ten members of Synod pre- 
sent, and three delegates from Australia. 

We had a delightful voyage from Santo, the 
weather being fine. On the voyage down, in 
conversation with the Rey. A. Hardie, the con- 
vener of the Foreign Missionary Committee of 
Victoria, I suggested that they should let 
Canada have a visit from Mr. Paton as soon 
as they can spare him from Australia. Mr. 
Hardie said they would be very glad indeed 
to send him fora time, provided the Church 
in Canada, through her committee, would ask 
for his services, and pay his expenses and 
salary during his visit. Heisafamous man 
for raising funds, so that there would be no 
dificulty on that score. He might give a good 
impetus to missions generally, as well as help- 
ing to increase the interest in this mission. I 
do not suggest this in view of his getting more 
laborers for this group, as there is now a new 
plan proposed whereby we may do without 
any more men from our own Church. Victoria 
proposes to occupy Santo, and provide a steam 
launch for working Malekula largely by teach- 
ers and their own men. So you need not fear 
anything in that direction. 

Mr. Paton’s book being so popular, he doubt- 
less would do much good in our own Church. 
If your committee receive the suggestion fav- 
ourably, an invitation should be sent to the 
Rev. A. Hardie before the meeting of their As- 
sembly in November, as leave would require 
to be granted by the Assembly. We are very 
well, and enjoying our change. 


W. F. M. Socrery, Easrarn Division :—This 
Society held its fourteenth annual meeting at 
Halifax on the llth and 12th September. 
There were 125 delegates present representing 
over 60 auxiliaries and mission bands. The 
funds reported show nearly double last year’s. 
Twenty-two auxiliaries and eighteen mission 
bands were formed during the year. Ten life 
members were added. $5,000 have been 
received and more is coming. Rev. Kenneth 
J. Grant and Mrs. Grant were present during 
several of the sessions, and Mr. Grant, on 
one of the evenings, gave a very interesting 
account of the work of the mission in Trini- 
dad. The Society is doing excellent work, not 
only in collecting funds for the Foreign enter- 
prises of the Church, but in diffusing mission- 
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ary intelligence among our families. The 
officers “or the ensuing year are :—President, 
Mrs. R. F. Burns; Recording Secretary, Mrs.

LETTER FROM DR. MACKAY. 


S\N Sabbath, 29th ult., we sat together for 
the first time in the newly rented build- 
ing which adjoins ‘‘ Mackay Hospital,” and is 
by far the best preaching hall ever secured in 
Tamsui. At 10a.m. my subject was John xiii. 
34. That is it, ‘love one another.” There is 
a roundness about that ‘“‘ New Commandment.” 
It is not a one-sided thing, but A loves B, and 
B should love A, “as etc.” One hundred and 
thirty, most of whom were our own people, 
listened attentively. Theevening though, was 
our farewell gathering, after hard work in 
school and college ere parting for labour 
amongst the masses. It seemed pertinent to 
address them on Dan. xii. 14, “But go thou 
thy way till the end be, for thou shalt rest, and 
stand in thy lot at the end of the days.” Con- 
fident I am that these two portions of sacred 
Truth, which have so many rich thoughts 
clustering around, stirred up their memories, 
revived their affections and strengthened their 
wills to go forth as part of Jehovah’s sacra- 
mental host, and do battle valiantly to over- 
throw the kingdom of darkness and devils. 
The following day, in the midst of abundant 
tears, children, women and students left, and 
quietness reigned on College grounds. From 
1st inst. to the 11th, I journeyed inland, accom- 
panied by Kod Kan, one of our most talented 
young men. Upwards of 300 miles were tra- 
velled by rail, boat, sedan chair, and on foot. 
Cities, towns and villages, were entered in 
our course, such as Bang-kah, Toa-tin-tia, Sin- 
tsng, Pi-kak, Sek-Khau, Tsti-tig-kha, Lak-to, 
Kelung, Poeh-tat-a, Palm Island and Lodan- 
Jaan, etc. From the latter tour we returned to 
Kelung by the old French fort, whence they 
led A-H6a Sun-a, myself and burden-bearer 
blindfolded round and round, up and down 
mountain and valley, under a scorching sun, 
to a man-of-war in port, and there detained 
(really entertained) all night, perhaps through 
the influence of an intimate Britisher who was 
Pilot in their service. Be thatas it may, I will 
never forget the kind aged captain who came 
ashore with us to the Colonel. Shaking hands 
warmly he said “I feel ashamed to have you 
go through the lines with eyes covered and 
armed soldiers at your side, but I can’t help it, 
such are the rules of war; take my card in re- 
membrance of being my prisoners on board.” 
Nay ; indeed prisoners, but guests, for we were 
treated most royally, and I sat at his right 
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hand at the dinner table. He was somewhat. 
surprised though to hear that we were nearly 
shot by eight scouts. Butenough. I penned 
these incidents at the time, and going over the 
same ground now they come back fresh as of 
yesterday, so down are they on this sheet. 

In the Kelung church this time we held 
evangelistic services. At one of them I gave 
an account of Rey. John G. Paton’s well- 
digging on Aniwa, to the great delight of the 
entire audience. 

Mrs. Mackay and children arrived from 
Tamsui in time to give us a day’s assistance. 
In those ten days we visited many converts, ex- 
tracted 663 teeth, discoursed on sinning against 
heaven to numerous individuals, discussed 
passing events with scores, declared the folly 
of idolatry to hundreds, exhorted professed 
followers of Christ to constancy, and pro- 
claimed salvation through one Redeemer to 
,housands. 

“Forth flamed the standard of our King, 

Bright gleams the mystic sign, 
When life bore death of suffering 
And death wrought life divine.” 
Hail, Cross of Christ ! man’s only hope.” 


LETTER FROM MRS. JAMIESON. 


Dear Dr. Wardrope.—At the close of the 
College and Girls’ School, Mr. Jamieson was: 
about visiting stations in the country. For 
six months in succession, night after night, 
when their day’s work was over, Dr. Mackay 
called together students, preachers, women 
and children, from both buildings, to meet in 
Oxford College for drill. I was very often 
present to see thom, and Mr. Jamieson too 
attended on week nights when not in the 
country. I thank God for the privilege of wit- 
nessing what I saw there. _ Every one of that 
whole band was kept eagerly looking forward 
and anxious daily to gain one more step for- 
ward. Judging from their nightly drill they 
certainly did so. The bright cheerful spirit 
and down-right earnestness of those at work, 
could be plainly seen from the first night to 
the last, thesame. JZow kept unflagging? I 
saw, and I can only answer ‘“‘ Come and see.” 
The exercises were varied, much singing by 
all, most of the time at evening meetings occu- 
pied by women and children reciting, reading 
etc., anda little platform speaking by students. 
The women recited or read a New Testament 
Catechism, hymns etc, and answered ques- 
tions on Bible truth, geography of the world 
generally, and more minutely of China. One 
example only of what they had stored up, is 
the names of thirty parables of our Lord that 
I heard them give without hesitation, and 
these I know they could also explain. The 
children—young girls with some younger bro- 
thers and relatives—were brought to the Girls’ 
School as the result of a week’s evangelistic 
and other work done by Dr. Mackay at Toa- 
tii-tia the time Mr. Jamieson and I were at 
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every step of progress cost labour. 
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Thé-a-hng. They learned to read, write, sing 
and recite, and If believe learned to look for- 
ward with eager delight to hours of worship, 
—indeed special hours were given to the 
the children, and grown folks listened with 
more than profit. The Girls’ School is super- 
intended and managed side by side with Ox- 
ford College, and just the same as any other 
department of the work. Within it, more 
benefit has been received by women and girls 
than will ever be put on paper: Nothing with- 
out toil. As usual it was no easy task even for 
Dr. Mackay and Chinese workers to get wives 
of preachers and daughters of converts—some 
30 or 40 moved from the country, and no one 
near could help seeing that thenceforward 
In order that 
as much as possible might be accomplished, 
Dr. Mackay first arranged for teachers, and 
taught, then, in keeping everything moving 
steadily and successfully, directing and sug- 
gesting the minutest details, controlling and 
Superintending even to marking daily lessons, 
hearing recitations and watching teachers at 
their work. Besides drilling all, he had to do 
or did do, day by day, hard work, trying and 
wearying to body and mind—in plain English, 
drudgery—besides the anxiety warding off 
sickness etc. Rev. Tan Hé in helping to 
oversee and carrying out regular instructions, 
constantly assisted Dr. Mackay, and gave 
most faithful attention to the Girls’ School. 
Mrs. Mackay was all hours of the day teaching 
women, when not in class in their own rooms, 
indeed I could seldom find her at home. TaAn 
Hé’s wife gave her time to teaching. Preachers 
and some of their wives who had better oppor- 
tunities, when not studying themselves, as- 
sisted in teaching others. Even Georgie, Bella, 
Katie, and Mary Ellen Mackay, who are well 
advanced for their age, gave part of their time 
to teaching other children. The truth is, in 
that building they helped each other. Apart 
from the regular teaching, Dr. Mackay went 
himself forenoon and afternoon, taking a force 
of about a dozen preachers and students from 
the College to assist in teaching, and I was 
glad to be there with that band for an hour at 
a time, to act as one of the number; it was 
but a few days, however, as a dentist’s work 
hindered me and J had to stop away. In this 
way all were kept busy, yet their work free 
from monotony, and hours so arranged that 
there was noconfusion or disorder. Of all the 
native teachers at work none were paid; the 
teaching was voluntary. The women and 
children asked leave, and were allowed to be 
present in the day time at Dr. Mackay’s ad- 
dresses given to students in Oxford College, 
thus women had the pleasure of hearing stu- 
dents drilled, and they in turn of hearing the 
women, and all appeared to be mutually bene- 
fitted. The last evening, on June 27th, at the 
close of their six months’ work, Dr. Mackay 
arranged for us all to meet in Oxford College 
to witness three marriages, as the parties 
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themselves wished the ceremony performed 
there. In presence of all from the two colleges, 
a few Chinese and about a dozen foreign 
visitors, three students in succession were 
united to their brides, who had with consent 
of parents been brought to the Girls’ School 
previously to be trained. Since then, meeting 
some of the foreigners present, I heard how 
much pleased and interested they were. Of 
different creeds and nationalities, however 
much or little they may be concerned about 
missions, they all do thoroughly appreciate 
hard work and its results, of which they get 
now and then but a glimpse. Study as usual 
was thorough—no cramming. Students will 
never part with the knowledge they have 
gained, and nothing canever root out of the 
hearts of those women, the Psalms of David 
—the 121st, 103rd, 23rd, 51st, etc—or the 
Lord’s prayer and His teachings, the ten com- 
mandments and other Scriptures. 

May they and their teachers, called ever 
to be buffeted and to beat against the storm, 
be enabled to overcome tothe end. Dr. and 
Mrs. Mackay and children are away at work 
in the country, soare Rev. Gidm and Rey. Tan 
Hé. Mr. Jamieson was here three days ago 
but is also now in the country.

"(HE following letter from Rev. J. Frazmr 
9° Smrru, M.D., will be read with special 

interest at the present stage of our mission 

to Honan :— 

We are patiently waiting and longing for a 
asettlementin Honan. At present the pros- 
pect for a speedy settlement is not very bright, 
but we go forward trustfully and hopefully, 
knowing that we are under the leadership of 
our “ Great Captain,” and He makes no mis- 
takes. We are somewhat peculiarly situated in 
not havinga station of our own to work in, and 
from it open up new stations. Nearly all the 
other missions, now at work in China, com- 
menced in one of the open ports, and working 
from that, opened an inland station which, 
in its turn, became the basis for still further 
advances into the interior. No doubt our 
home people will take this fact into consider- 
ation, when they are inclined to be impatient 
or feel put out at not hearing of results. 

It is almost two years since I landed in 
China, and I am only now beginning to see 
through a few of the more easy of the many 
problems which every true missionary has to 
try tosolve. I have been peculiarly fortunate 
in meeting with a large number of the leading 
missionaries in China, both north and south, 
and from them I have learned much. China 
and the work in China is vastly different to- 
day from what it appeared in Canada some 
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two years ago. Not that the need of these 
millions of the gospel of Christ appears any 
the less, for a person has to live in the very 
midst of heathenism and see its terrible influ- 
ence day after day in order to form a true 
estimate of the crying need. Now, however, 
anything that savoured of romance has dis- 
appeared, and we find ourselves face to face 
with a stern, cold, indifferent heathenism 
which clings most tenaciously to the past, and 
which is not going to be moved by merely 
going through the streets, with a Bible in one 
hand and a hymn-book in the other, singing 
hymns and repeating texts of Scripture. No! 
The missionary must study the characteristics 
of the people, must know something of their 
past history and literature, as well as their 
present needs; he must, in other words, get 
inside of the people and understand their ways 
of looking at things. This is no easy task, 
and to accomplish it requires time and 
patience, and, with all this, the missionary 
must bring a loving sympathy to bear upon 
them, for only thus will he gain their confi- 
dence and lead them to listen to the gospel 
which he endeavours to preach. Having 
gained their ear, under the blessing of God, 
their hearts will be touched, but the mission- 
ary must be willing to wait for results, and 
and willing to work on faithfully without 
results, trusting fully in God’s promise, ‘“ My 
Word shall not return unto Me void.” 

I hope I have learned to lay very little stress 
on numbers in speaking of the work done. 
Numbers are very deceptive in counting con- 
verts in Canada, but superlatively so in 
China. There is still another phase of this 
arithmetical way of treating mission work in 
which a certain time is fixed within which 
the world, or a certain portion of it, is to be 
evangelized, and then the problem is worked 
out to suit the answer. In the April number 
of the Record you called attention to a state- 
ment made by Rey. Hudson Taylor that “a 
thousand evangelists, each preaching the gos- 
pel to fifty families a day, might, within three 
years of such work (1,000 days), reach every 
family in China, leaving the evangelist two 
or three Sundays for rest in each month.” Such 
a thought is very beautiful, and many enthusi- 
astic young Christians,looking atthe work from 
that standpoint, would no doubt be anxious to 
come at once to China. But let us look at the 
facts a little more closely. To overtake such 
a work in soshort a time would involve a 
great amount of labour, and it would be quite 
a problem to cipher out the number of miles 
each evangelist would require to walk per 
day, and travelling in China, at best, is very 
tedious and most unsatisfactory. Supposing 
we allow each man five hours a day for walk- 
ing and getting the families together, etc., and 
five hours more for steady talking, then he 
has one hour for ten families, or an average 
of six minutes per family, of say six or eight 
souls, and in the majority of cases they have 
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never heard the sound of the gospel before. 
Add to this the fact, corroborated by all mis- 
sionaries, that it is so difficult to express 
spiritual ideas in Chinese, and you will begin 
to realize the enormity of the task. I hearda 
missionary, who has been eighteen years in 
China and who the natives say can speak like 
a Chinaman, discourse for upwards of half an 
hour on a simple gospel truth to just such an 
audience. He'made use of various apt illus- 
trations, and the audience appeared most at- 
tentive, but, from questions asked afterward, 
it was found that the man who had listened 
most attentively had failed to grasp a single 
idea. In the first place the people’s curiosity 
had to be satisfied, while in the second place, 
the terms used to express the religious ideas 
were new to them or conveyed an idea exactly 
the opposite of what the missionary intended. 
In the June number of the Record I noticed 
an item to the effect that a member of the 
C.I. M., worth a million, was reported to be 
living in China on 25 cents a week. As this is 
very misleading, I have questioned with con- 
siderable care a number of Chinese, as to how 
much its costs them to live, and excepting the 
“beggar classes,” and those on the verge of 
begging, there are none who can live on as 
small asum asthat named. Inthe first place, 
leaving out of consideration of house rent, food, 
fuel, and washing, you cannot get a boy in 
China for less than 60 to 80 cents a week. 
could go into particulars, but think it needless. 
Supposing a person were able to live on that 
small sum, the question is, would it be wise to 
doso? Itis very gratifying to see strong pro- 
tests appearing against the craze for asceticism 
in carrying on mission work that has of late 
been prevalent in some quarters. Letus hope 
that ere long Christians will fully realize that 
work for the advancement of Christ’s Church 
in heathen lands is essentially on the same 
basis as it is in Christian lands, and that mis- 
sionaries, as such, are not allowed or required 
to violated the sixth commandment by gradual 
but deliberate suicide. The true missionary 
will be willing, when necessary, to endure 
hardness as a good soldier, but he will not be 
anxious to make hardships for the sake of 
braving them, especially when there is no 
compensating advantage to justify such a line 
of action. The command “Do thyself no 
harm” is just as binding on the Foreign mis- 
sionary as ‘“‘ Go preach the gospel”; and what 
I have seen, in a professional way, as the conse- 
quence of such asceticism, together with a reck- 
less disregard of the common laws of health, 
from a mistaken idea that some have that a 
special providence is watching over them and 
will keep them from all harm, compels me to. 
sound a note of alarm. If we act contrary to 
well known laws, we cannot expect God to. 
work a miracle on our behalf. God has given 
us our bodies, and if He has blessed us with. 
health and strength, and common sense to: 
guide us in our actions, doubtless He will hold 
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us responsible for the use or abuse of the 
powers and faculties He has given. ‘ What, 
know ye not that your body is the temple of 
the Holy Ghost, which is in you and which 
ye have of God, and ye are not your own.” “If 
any man defile (or, as in the Greek, destroy) the 
temple of God, him shall God destroy.” The 
work in China requires our best men, men 
who are strong spiritually, mentally, and phy- 
sically, and with all this the difficulties will be 
great enough. But although we are weak, and 
of ourselves not sufficient, thanks be unto God, 
we have a strong arm on which we can lean, 
and our daily prayer is, that we might have 
grace given unto us to enable us to glorify God 
in cur bodies and our spirits, which are His.

REY. JoHN Morton, D. D. writes on Sept. 
yee 5th :—Arima is a small incorporated town, 
eight miles from Tunapuna. The United 
Presbyterian Church at Aronca has a number 
of families there; so we combined our means 
and erected a small but neatand airy church. 
It was opened on the 29th of June, and the 
service has been well attended ever since. On 
the 17th of July I baptized five persons there, 
and four couples have put up notices of mar- 
riage. The Woman’s Foreign Mission Society 
of Canada (Eastern Division) provided $400.00 
for this church, which timely help:made all the 
rest easy. What a difference there is between 
timely help and untimely apathy ! 

On the 8rd of July I opened a new school 
house at Chaguanas. This isa sugar district 
between Tunapuna and Couva with some 4500 
East Indians, The school-house is intended 
to serveasa church. I have also opened three 
other schools, thus filling up the gap that lay 
between my district and that of Mr. Coffin. 
Thus the fields widen. 

Over 600 return immigrants left for India 
yesterday. They willnot be missed, as we are 
to receive 3000 new ones within the next five 
months, and probably an extra ship with 500 
more about March. 

July 10th I spent in San Fernando district, 
supplying for Mr. Grant. Rev. Lalbihari who 
arranged the days’ work, set me down for five 
sermons and a Sabbath-school address, and 
this was carried out, and thirteen persons 
baptized, Lalbihari taking part in the Hindi 
Services. 

Mr. C. C. Soodeen, one of our faithful workers, 
has been appointed a member of our new 
Education Board. This is a great honour to 
Soodeen, and a compliment to the East Indians 
asabody. My twelve schools are now closed 
for holidays, and we have gone aside to rest 
for a while by the sea shore. After fourteen 
weeks of hard work every one was weary, for 
the catechists are taught on Friday afternoons, 
and both catechists and teachers on Saturday 
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forenoons. Our text-book in the catechists’ 
class, is the Hindi Scriptures, Our last course 
of study was the Actsof the Apostles, 1 and 2 
Thessalonians, 1 and 2 Corinthians, Galatians 
and Romans. What a world of interesting 
history, theology, Divine truth, and personal 
religion these books contain! al os 


PROGRESS OF CHRISTIANITY. 


From a sermon preached in Pekin, China, 
by Rev. Joseph Edkins, D.D., we reproduce 
the following instructive and encouraging 
paragraphs :— 

The preset attitudes of heathen Govern- 
ments as regards Christian missions has be- 
come distinctly more favourable than it was. 
They are no longer unfriendly to missions as 
formerly. 

In China and Japan, missionary success is 
more marked each new year. Those who 
rule in those countries are gradually becoming 
less afraid of missions as they acquire more 
knowledge of them. 

In Japan, for example, where converts are 
made so fast that the rolls of membership in 
this country have just during the present year 
in their sum total passed above the sum total 
of the rolls of Chinese membership, the Gov- 
erment is not at all alarmed. Conversion pro- 
ceeds there like the current of a mighty river 
on its way to the sea; but the Japanese Gov- 
ernment has no fear whatever of the conse- 
quences. Instead of suspicions, of prohibition, 
of death punishments, the statesmen of Japan 
entertain no thought of checking the religious 
revolution that has commeneed there. 

In China, the Government is much more 
friendly to missions than it was, and there 
will never again. be a general persecution as 
there was repeatedly in Catholic. times. 

This new attitude assumed by heathen govy- 
ernments renders the probability of the. uni- 
versal spread of Christianity so much the 
greater. According to present appearances 
they are never likely to go back to the old 
habit of persecuting. The international law 
of Europe has penetrated into the law of these- 
countries, and they are quite as unlikely as 
Madagascar ever to resume a_persecuting 
policy. 

Yet for some time to come in China, at least, 
there will be in many places a large amount 
of social persecution, local boycotting and 
neighbourly ill will, to counterbalance which 
there is a fair prospect that Japan willin a 
few years, as Madagascar has done, adopt 
Christianity as the national religion. This 
state of things augments the probability that 
the missionary organizations of the Christian 
Church will succeed in their great object. 

Lastly, the probability that the world will 
become Christian is annually augmented by 
the increasing belief in the prophecies that 
foretell that conversion.

Does any boy that reads this paper feel that 
he has a hard time with his chores about the 
house? I wish he would read this accourt of 
a family of four—a father, mother, and two 
gons — who lived years ago “in a small house 
situated in the roughest locality of Ashiord, 
Conneticut.” 

The family were very poor; a few acres of 
stony land, a dozen sheep, and one cow sup- 
ported them. The sheep clothed them, and 
the cow gave milk and did the work of a horse 
in plowing and harrowing; corn-bread, milk, 
and bean porridge were their fare. The father 
being laid aside by ill-health, the burden of 
supporting the family rested on the mother; 
she did her work in the house and helped 
the boys do their work on the farm. Once, 
in the dead of winter, one cf the boys re- 
quired a new suit of clothes; there were nei- 
ther money nor wool onhand. The mother 
sheared the half grown,fleece from asheep, and 
in one week the suit was on the boy. The 
shorn sheep was protected from the cold by a 
garment made of braided straw. ‘The family 
lived four miles from the ‘“ meeting-house,” 
yet every sunday the mother and her two sons 
walked to church.

N the eighty-sixth annual report of the 
British and Foreign Bible Society we 
‘have an interesting account of the latest 
transactions of that venerable society. Itis 
an account of work of the most important 
kind which, in almost every part of the 
world, is extending and exerting, year by 
year, a happier influence. Its sole object 
being to encourage the wider circulation of 
the Holy Scriptures, without note or com- 
ment, in the languages of all people that on 
The issues of the year 
have again been large—rising to a total of 
over three million seven hundred and 
ninety thousand copies. The story of the 
Bible in France is pleasantly told by M. 
Gustave Monod, of Paris. There is a light 
upon its page and a happy energy in its 
tone contrasting strongly with the accounts 
of former years. ‘‘The circulation has 
leaped into a total which nearly trebles that 
of 1889.” M. Monod expresses his convic- 
tion that the horizon is brightening in 
France—the current of popular thought and 
life is, very apparently, less irreligious than 
it was a few’years ago. In Belgium, one of 
the hardest fields for the society’ s work, on 
account of the prevailing socialistic atheism, 
there has been substantial progress. Some 
of the educated Roman Catholics in that 


country are feeling it a reproach that the 
Scriptures are seldom read by even the most 
devout of the people. The spirit of enquiry 
has, however, been awakened, and the Word 
of God is coming to be in demand. In 
Germany the circulation of ali the Bible so- 
cleties rose last year to 600,000 copies, and 
it is gratifying to note that the young Em- 
peror is a warm friend of the work. In 
Austria, notwithstanding the hostility of the 
Church of Rome, the agents of the Bible So- 
ciety are encouraged in their work. In 
Italy the outlook is hopeful. The total is- 
sues from the depdt in Rome last year were 
21,593 copies. In Spain, the aspect of af- 
fairs is “‘ the quiet and slow, but sure ad- 
vance of the Holy Scriptures over all the 
land.” The accounts from Africa picture 
the advance of European civilization and 
Christian influence. The reports from India 
afford impressive testimony to the revolu- 
tions and advances in religious thought that 
have been made. In China, although the 
progress is still slow, “‘ there is a movement 
of the dry bones.” In Canada, there has 
been marked progress all along the line. 
The Scriptures, in whole or in part, are now 
printed by this society in 291 languages or 
dialects. The total receipts for the year 
were over one million of dollars ; and the 
amount of good that has been done by the 
army of colporteurs employed by the Bible 
Society is beyond calculation. 
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Westminster Abbey.* 


“THE. Abbey, while it ranks as a cathe- 

dral, has no Bishop. It had one for 
ten years, A.D. 1540-50 in the person of 
Bishop Thirlby, but he was the first andthe 
last Bishop of Westminster. The name 
seems to be derived from the Western Mo- 
nastery, or ‘‘ Minster of the West,” found- 
ed by certain monks of the Benedictine 
order on the site of the present edifice, then 
known as the Isle of Thorns—“‘a wilderness 
thicket affording cover to the wild ox and 
red deer that strayed into it from the neigh- 
boring hills.” Tradition has it that an an- 
cient temple of Apollo on this site was 
transformed into a Christian church about 
A.D. 153; but it is not until A.D. 616 that 
the story of the Abbey becomes historical. 


Its reputed founder was King Sebert who. 


who died in that year, and whose grave is 
still pointed out within the Abbey. Sebert’s 
church having in the lapse of time fallen 
into decay, Edward the Confessor cleared 
out the old foundations and erected what 
was considered at the time a magnificent 
edifice, dedicated to St. Peter, the patron 
saint of the original church. And so it comes 
that the full title of Westminster Abbey 
to-day is, ‘‘ The Collegiate Church or Abbey 
of St. Peter’s at Westminster.” Edward 
lived to see the completion of his grand 
Minster and was buried with great pomp in 
front of its high altar (1066.) Henry III. 
pulled down the Confessor’s eathedral, all 
but a fragment of the nave, and erected the 
present splendid edifice, the first stone of 
which was laid in the year 1221. It was 
intended that it should surpassin splendour 
every saered edifice then in existence. Its 
Chapter house and its ornaments were ex- 
quisite. Eminent foreign painters and 
sculptors were invited to show their skill 
in decorations ; mosaics, enamels, and mar- 
bles were brought from Italy. The result 
of Henry’s pious notion was the fine spe- 
cimen of Gothic architecture which now at- 
tracts thousands of visitors from all parts of 
the world every year. There are larger ca- 
thedrals in England and elsewhere, and 
much older; but nowhere is there an eccle- 
siastical.structure invested with such a con- 
tinuous succession of historic associations as 
this. The history of the Abbey, it may be 


said, is the history of England for eight E 


hundred years. 

The chapel known as Henry the Seventh’s 
is especially beautiful. 
of the Lady Chapel which Henry III. 


had erected and dedicated to the Virgin,and 
appears now as an extension of the choir of 


the cathedral proper. It was erected by 
Henry VIJ as a mausoleum for himself and 
his successors. 
builder, whose effigy, enclosed in a splendid 
shrine of brass, is one of the most conspicu- 
ous objects in the Abbey.

Missionary Cabinet. 


DR. NORMAN MACLEOD, THE WORKINGMAN’S 
FRIEND,*

aries as Drs, Duff, John Wilson, J. Murray 
Mitchell, and W. C. Burns.

There still remained a few men of mark, 
enough, as events have shown, to set heron: 
her feet again, such men as Dr. James Rob- 
ertson, Dr. John Cook, Dr. Lee, Dr. Wil- 
liam Smith, Dr. Pirie, Dr. Phin and the 
three Macleods: John, of Morven : N orman, 
of St. Columba Church, Glasgow, and his 
son Norman, the subject of this sketch. 
Norman, the third in the apostolic suc- 
cession, (for his grandfather was a High- 
land minister, too,) was born at Campbel- 
ton, Argyleshire, on the 3rd of June, 1812. 
From childhood he was bright, humorous, 
and talkative and, his boyhood being spent 
in the Highlands, he acquired a romantic 
attachment to the Celt, to sailors and the 
sea. Being destined for the ministry, he 
took his “arts” at the University of Glasgow ; 
in 1831 he went to Edinburgh, where Dr. 
Chalmers was then Professor of Divinity. 
Most of his ‘‘ vacations” were spent on the 
continent in company with the son of an 
English gentleman, to whom he was tutor. 
Having completed his college curriculum 
in Glasgow, he was ordained in 1838 min- 
ister of the parish of Loudon, in Ayrshire, 
where he spent five years, On first visiting 
his parishioners, many of whom belonged to 
the straitest sect of the covenanters, he 
called on an old pauper woman, hard of 
hearing, who was quite a celebrity in her 
way. She at first resented his right to visit 
her ministerially, but eventually she beck- 
oned him to sit down beside her, and put- 
ting her tin trumpet to her ear she said: 
“Gang ower the fundamentals.” Having 
done this to her satisfaction, he received a 
hearty welcome. 


His translation to Dalkeith, in 1843, not 
only afforded Norman a wider scope for his 
versatile talents, but his proximity to Edin- 
burgh, while it brought himself prominently 
into notice, enabled him to study the me- 
thods of the committees who carried on the 
work of the church, and awakened in him 
earnest desires for such a true revival of 
evangelical and missionary zeal as could 
only be looked for from increased spiritual 
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ed India in 1867. The report which he 
presented to the General Assembly on-his 
return from India was a masterly produc- 
tion, and showed how advanced and states- 
manlike were his views on the whole sub- 
subject of missions to the heathen, It has 
been well said that ‘‘ his ceaseless endea- 
vours to rouse the home chureh to a sense of 
missionary obligation form one of the 
noblest chapters of Christian biography, and 
claim the warmest admiration of every evan- 
velical soul.”* 7 
‘Eminent in the Church, honoured in 
the State, in many lands greatly beloved,” 
Dr. Macleod died in Glasgow, 16th June, 
1872, in the 6lst vear of his age, and was 
laid beside his father in Campsie church- 
yard. His death was lamented by people 
of all ranks and denominations in the king- 
dom. Queen Victoria mourned for him as 
for a dear personal friend, whose loss to her, 
she said, was ‘‘irreparable and overwhelm- 
ing.” The Archbishop of Canterbury sent 
a letter of condolence to the family, as did 
many other representatives of religious and 
benevolent societies. As a preacher, Dr. 
Macleod was earnest and impressive. He 
threw his whole soulinto hissermons which © 
seemed ‘the perfection of art, without art.” 
His conversational gifts were marvellous. 
His wealth of anecdote was inexhaustible. 
His humour, pathos, and dramatic power 
were inimitable. He was not faultless. His 
incautiously expressed views on the Sab- 
bath question, on the atonement, and on 
future probation, more than once discon- 
certed his best friends, but no one who 
knew him ever doubted his sincerity of pur- 
pose and his loyalty to the Master whom it 
was his life-long joy to serve. “ Let them 
call me ‘ broad,’” he said, in his last great 


life in the people and clergy alike. In 1849, 
along with Dr. Simpson, of Kirknewton, and 
Dr. John Macleod, of Morven, he was sent 
by the General Assembly on a deputation 
to the churches of British North America. 
They were everywhere received with bound- 
less enthusiasm, but especially in the coun- 
ty of Pictou and the Gaelic settlements in 
other parts of the country. When appoint- 
ed to the Barony parish, Glasgow, in 1851, 
Norman Macleod had already become the 
most popular preacher and platform speaker 
in Scotland—thoroughly furnished for the 
work in that large parish, embracing at that 
time 87,009 souls, and rapidly increasing. 
How enthusiastically he entered upon the 
herculean task is well known. He soon had 
agencies at work which resulted in the es- 
tablishment of schools and the founding of 
churches for the working people, of which 
they stood greatly in need. In his own 
church he instituted a series of services ex- 
clusively for the poor, to which none were 
admitted except in their every-day working 
clothes. ‘‘ The pews were filled with men 
in their fustian jackets and with poor 
women, bareheaded, or with an old shawl 
drawn over their heads, and dressed, most 
of them, in short gowns and petticoats. 
Unkempt heads, faces begrimed with labour, 
and mothers with infants in their arms gave 
a strange character to the scene,” 


The last twelve years of Dr. Macleod’s 
life were his most laborious, for in addition 
to his pastoral duties he accepted the editor- 
ship of “Good Words,” in 1860, which 
added enormously to his work, His per- 
sonal influence secured for the magazine 
contributions from the most distinguished 
literateurs in Britain--Dean Alford, Dean 
Stanley, Dr. Vaughan, Canon Kingsley, Dr. 
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Guthrie, Dr. Blaikie, Dr. Walter C. Smith, 
Dr. A. K. H. Boyd and many others sup- 
ported him in this undertaking which, it is 
needless to say, proved eminently success- 
ful and remunerative. His own graphic 
notes of travel and his serial stories, such 
as “The Starling,” “The Old Lieutenant and 
his Son,” and “ Wee Davie,” have seldom 
been surpassed for sprightly humour and in- 
struction. 


But the crowning work of his life was in 
connection with the India Mission of the 
Church of Scotland, of which he was ap- 
pointed convener. In that capacity he visit-

HE Church in British Columbia is be- 
coming consolidated. The American 
Presbyterian congregation in Vancouver, 
hitherto connected with the U.S. Presby- 
tery of Puget Sound, was received by the 
Presbytery of Columbia at its last meeting ; 
and Mr. Christie, of Wellington, the only 
minister of the Church of Scotland in the 
Province, together with his congregation, 
have applied to be received into our church, 
and doubtless will be received at next meet- 
ing. Considering the short time the Pres- 
bytery of Columbia has been in existence, 
one is surprised at what has already been 
accomplished in the way of organization and 
equipment. 


A strong mission with two stations, promis- 
- ing $600 salary, has been organized in the city 

of New Westminster, and a missionary ap- 
- pointed—Rev. W. G. Mills, of Sunderland, 
Ont. At Northfield and East Wellington a 
new mission is to be begun at once if a 
_ suitable missionary can be secured. This is 
amining district.

_ is a new Canadian settlement along the Fraser 
River. From North Bend a former resident 
of Orangeville writes: “Are we ever going to 
have a missionary here? We might as well 
be in the heart of Africa!”

for the support ofa missionary. He suggests 
that Yale, Lytton, Ashcroft and other stations 
be associated with North Bend and a mission 
organized. At Chilliwhack a very substantial 
and comfortable church and a commodious 
manse have been built, and the settlement 
and congregation have so increased that Mr. 
Ross and his people asked that another mis- 
‘sionary be appointed and $7 per week is pro- 
mised towards his support. From the Kettle 
River country, in the heart of the moun- 
tains, word has been received that ground 
must be broken there in spring at the latest. 
Here are found 35 householders, many ofthem 
with theirfamilies—separated from the rest of 
the world, without ordinancesfrom any church. 
They raise wheat and grind it with hand 
mills. Milk, butter, cheese, fruit, game, mut- 
- ton, beef, they possess in abundance. Away 
‘ from the lines of travel, neither telephone nor 
telegraph disturbs their quiet. They are anxi- 
ous, however, for the schoolmaster and the 
missionary, and promise handsomely to main- 
x tain ordinances. Lured by the favorable cli- 
- mate, a large number of settlers have found 
_ their way into British Columbia during the 
_ last three years. More systematic exploration 
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in the valleys and river bottoms and these are 
being occupied. In the Lower Fraser, fruit is 
is being extensively cultivated to be shipped 
East. This expansion of settlement implies 
more missions and.means, and men of adapta- 
bility are required to supply the growing 
work. And British Columbia must have or- 
dained missionaries thet will give continuous 
supply.

is presenting my report of labour during the 
past season within the bounds of this 
Mission Field, I do so with the conviction that 
itis one of the most prosperous which the 
field has enjoyed during my connection with 
it. In this l refer not only to the fact that an 
increased number of missionaries are employ- 
ed this term—seven in all—indicating growth, 
the result of labour in previous years, but more 
especially to the earnest self-denying labours of 
your missionaries, whose efforts have been, I 
believe, owned and blessed by the Divine 
Spirit for the advancement of the good work. 
In only one instance did I hear a whisper as 
to want of attention to duty on the part of the 
missionary, but everywhere, with this one ex- 
ception, missionary and people, I found work- 
ing heartily together for the-upbuilding of the 
common cause. By this, I do not mean to 
convey the idea that no difficulties are now to 
be met with in the work, norstumbling blocks 
to be removed out of the way. But what im- 
pressed’me was the seeming determination of 
both missionary and people, because of these 
difficulties, to do their duty in their respective 
Spheres ‘“‘as those who must give an account.” 
The aim of this report will be to give first : a 
brief statement of the'progress of the work in 
the Muskoka field during these months, and 
then a more detailed statement of the work in 
the Algoma field where the greater portion of 
my time was spent. 


Musxoxa.—All the fields within the bounds 
have been occupied during the past term. 
These number thirty-two, the largest number 
that has ever before been reported. The fol- 
lowing five are new fields, viz.: Copper Cliff, 
etc., composed of the mines in the neighbor- 
hood of Sudbury, a most important and pro- 
mising field. Warren, formerly known as 
Veuve River, separated this year from Stur- 
geon Falls. Frank’s-Bay,separated from Cal- 
lander. Carling, separated from Parry Sound, 
and Black River, separated fromeLongtord. Of 
these new fields, only one, Copper Cliff, is re-

the others, Warren, Frank’s Bay and Black 
River are under the Student’y Missionary So- 
ciety of Knox College, and Carling is being 
provided for by the Sabbatb-school of the con- 
gregation in Orillia) During these months 
ordinances have been dispensed in twenty- 
four stations, outside the fields occupied by the 
erdained missionaries. As my time on the 
field was limited, while I did what I could, I 
am yet under obligation to the undermention- 
ed brethren for assistance kindly and cheer- 
fully rendered, viz.: Messrs. Duncan, Griffith, 
Goodwillie, Robertson, Bethune and Dr. Clark, 
The stations at Cache Bay in connection with 
Sturgeon Falls, and at Franklin’s Bay were or- 
ganized. New churches were opened at Oak- 
ley, Raymond and Dwight, and one is about 
ready for opening at Cache Bay. For winter 
supply on this field we will require at least 
seventeen missionaries, and this after making 
as many of the fields double tields as possible. 
At present we have only nine men in view. 
_ Byng Inlet, Maganatewan, and Burk’s Falls 
are asking for ordained missionaries. A very 
interesting report has been received from Rev. 
J. Griffith of the progress of the work in con- 
nection with his field at Sudbury and at the 
mines in the immediate neighborhood. 


Axucoma.—The following evidences of growth 
among others may be noted in connection with 
this field. Two new fields are occupied this 
year, viz.: Kagawong formed by a division of 
the Gore Bay and Little Current fields, and 
Goulais Bay on the shore of Lake Superior. 
Two new churches were opened, Zion Church 
in the Township of Campbell, on Manitoulin 
Island, and Union Church, Walford, on the 
line of the C. P. R. Three’stations were organe 
ized. At Bar River in connection with Tar- 
butt, at Goulais Bay and at North Prince, the 
two latter forming one field. Thanks are due 
to Mr. James Ferguson, of St. Joseph, and Mr. 
D. H. McLennan, of Thessalon, for valuable 
assistance rendered in the work. 

Work was commenced early in June on the 
Providence Bay fields when I spent ten days 
in visiting the various stations, and in dis- 
pensing ordinances. I found the work on this 
wide field progressing favorably as in former 
years under the care of Mr. Jas. Steele, Cate- 
chist. Two new churches have been erected 
since my last visit, one to be known as Knox 
Church in the Township of Carnarvon, and the 
other to be known as Zion Church, in the 
Township of Campbell. Inthe former, which 
the congregation bave been occupying since 
early spring, I found the attendance on ordin- 
ances and the interest in them greatly in- 
creased. Inthe latter I cannot speak of re- 
gults in this direction yet. as I held the first 
service in the new church, but as this church 
ig intended to unite the two congregations for- 
merly worshipping in neighboring school 
houses, the benefit cannot but be appreciated 
by the missionary at least, whose four services 
per Sabbath on this part of the field will now 
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be reduced to three, while the interest among 
the people will doubtless be deepened.

The discouraging feature in the work on this 
field is the comparatively large amount of ar- 
rears due to Mr, Steele, whose self-denying la- 
bours among them deserve a better return. One 
of the strongest proofs of the unsoundness of 
the doctrine propagated by the Plymouth 
Brethren that “a paid ministry is unscrip- 
tural” is the readiness with which unsancti- 
fied professors believe it, or at least act upon 
it, thus proving it to be of the “ earth, earthy.” 
This field has unfortunately been overrun by 
the apostles of this error, whose slimy trail is 
to met with in almost every part of the field, 
and the blighting influence of whose error has 
been felt by many who ought to have known 


better than give place to such an absurdity. ~

HE sIGHTY-FIRST MEETING of the American 
© Board of Commissioners for Foreign 
Missions was held this year in Minneapolis, 
Minn., commencing on the 8th of October, Rev. 
Dr. R. 8. Storrs, of Brooklyn, the president, 
chairman. There was claimed a special fit- 
ness in selecting Minneapolis as the place of 
meeting, Inasmuch as this part of the country 
was once the mission ground of the Board, 
and its presence now in the land of the Dako- 
ta’s manifests the splendid and magnificent 
progress of Christian civilization. In his re- 
ply to the address of welcome, Dr. Storrs 
dwelt strongly on the usefulness of free discus- 
sion, and the result of the debates that follow- 
ed justified the wisdom of his remarks. That 
the reports of the three secretaries and of the 
treasurer, were in every respect admirable, may 
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be assumed, since these officers of the Board 
are experts in the work to which they are 
called. Dr. Alden represents the Home Mis- 
sion department; Dr. Clark, the mission in 
India, Papal lands, Bulgaria, and Japan, and 
Dr. Smith, the mission in Asia,Minor, Africa, 
and the Pacific Islands. Mr. Langdon 8. Ward 
is treasurer. The opening service was preach- 
ed by Dr. Arthur Little on “The Law of Pro- 
ductiveness in Spiritual Husbandry,” the 
point most strongly urged being that the spi- 
rit needs to be rekindled in the interest of 
self-preservation. The church that is not a 
missionary churcn must die. “It is for us,” 
he said, “under God, to say what the harvest 
shall be—whether thirty, forty, or sixty fold. 
God grant that with consecrated energy, for- 
saking the little continent of self we may push 
out into the dark, tumultuous sea in which so 
many of our fellow-men are hopelessly im- 
mersed, and be to them the swift, eager, will- 
ing bearers of the Water of Life.” The com- 
mittee of nine who had been appointed to look 
into the administration of the Board and re- 
port, presented a statement which showed that 
they had discharged their duty diligently. Its 
reading occupied three quarters of an hour, 
during which the keenest attention of all pre- 
sent was noticed, as well it might, for it dealt 
with matters of vital moment, and traversed a 
very wide field of enquiry. 1ts contents were 
summarized in five recommendations: (1) 
That an advance copy of the treasurer’s report 
should be furnished to each member of the 
committee on finance, soas to afford sufficient 
time to examine intelligently its contents. (2) 
The employment of an expert to audit the ac- 
counts. (3) The employment of .additional 
agencies in order to present the mission cause 
more thoroughly to the churches. (4) This 
was the resolution that received the most 
serious attention, namely, having reference 
to the questions which should be put to can- 
didates before appointing them to mission 
fields, a radical change being recommended, 
viz., that the Prudential Committee and not 
the secretaries, should be empowered to ques- 
tions candidates as to their theological views 
and opinions. Powerful speeches were made 
on this clause by Dr. W. M. Taylor, Dr. Board- 
man, Mr. Joseph Cook, Secretary Alden, and 
others. The result was as gratifying as it was 
unexpected, although the report itself was not 
adopted, all its recommendations were una- 
nimously accepted! A feeling of relief was 
manifested in every countenance that sograve 
a crisis had been safely passed, and that no 
proposal of a revolutionary character had been 
entertained or supported. The total available 
receipts for the year were $763,434. The num- 
ber of missionaries employed by the Board, 
male and female, including wives of mission- 


aries is 533: preaching places, 1,402 ; churches, 


387; communicants, 36,256; native pastors, 
173; pupils under instruction, 47,329.

On the 
structure of these gates the safety of Jerusa- 
lem depended, and all the Bible writers used 
them for illustrations. Within five minutes’ 
walk of the gate we entered, David wrote: 
“Enter into thy gates with thanksgiving.” 
“Lift up your heads, O, ye gates!” “The 
Lord loveth the gates of Zion!” ‘ Open to me 
the gates of righteousness.” Here we are at 
last, in the capital of the whole earth! And

THE ATONEMENT. 


The only theory of the atonement that meets 
the tremendous necessities of a world lying in 
wickedness, or the mighty demand of the New 
Testament Gospel, is this plain, simple line, 
“Christ Jesus died for our sins.” The three 
great ideas compressed into this line are sub- 
stitution, sacrifice, salvation. Christ Jesus be- 
came our substitute and suffered for us. Christ 
became our sacrifice, and laid down his life to 
take away our guilt. Christ secures eternal 
life for every true believer and faithful fol- 
lower. In these three points the vast body of 
regenerated believers agree; and if the much 
prayed for unification of all Christian denom- 
inations ever comes, it will crystallize around 
the core-truth of the Cross. It will be a union 
in Christ for a world without Christ. 

All success in preaching lies just there. 
Paul’s key-note struck under the shadow of 
the Parthenon, and in defiance of Czesar’s lic- 
tors, has been the secret of power for eighteen 
centuries. - Luther preached this gospel of 
atoning blood to slumbering Europe, and it 
awoke from the’dead. Amid all his defences 
of the divine sovereignty, Calvin never ignored 
or belittled the atonement. Cowper sang of it 
in sweet strains among the water lilies of the 
Ouse; Bunyan made the Cross the starting- 
point for the Celestial City. John Wesley pro- 
claimed it to the colliers of Kingswood, and the 
swarthy miners of Cornwall. Moody’s bells 
all chime to the key-note of Calvary. Spurgeon 
thunders this doctrine of vicarious atonement 


into the ears of peer and peasant with a voice: 


like the sound of many waters! The heart of 
God’s Church has ever held to this as the 
heart of all Christian theology. “Christ Jesus 
died for oursins!” Ifthe greatest of all human 
preachers made this the foremost text of his 
wonderful ministry, then, my dear young bro- 


_ ther, you have but to plant your pulpit in full 


view of the Cross, and make every line of your 
labours converge towards “Christ and him 
crucified.” —-Dr. T. L. Cuyler.

PROPORTIONATE GIVING. 


That was a remarkable document which N. 
R. Cobb, one of Boston’s earlier day merchants, 
drew up and signed, in the form of a coyven- 
ant, and which reads as follows:—“By the 
grace of God, I will never be worth more than 
fifty thousand dollars. By the grace of God, I 
will give one-fourth of the net profits of my 
‘business to charitable and religous uses. If I 
am ever worth twenty thousand dollars, I will 
give one-half of my net profits; and if I am 
ever worth thirty thousand dollars, I will give 
three-fourths, and the whole after my fiftieth 
thousand, so help me God, or give to a more 
faithful steward and set me aside. N. R. 
Cobb, November, 1821.” It required much 
love for God and man and great consecration 
of property to enter into, and to keep, such a 
solemn agreement. It was made in good faith 
and in dependence upon God’s grace by a 
generous and conscientious man. He strictly 
lived up to it, and had plenty for himself and 
the Lord’s cause. Were there ageneral adop- 
tion by professing Christians of the principle 
underlying it, what surprises there would be 
both to the givers and to the world in the 
amounts cast into the Lord’s treasury! ‘This 
kind of beneficence is based not upon the old 
Jewish tenth, but upon the Christian, and 
truer, better and more equitable, rule of giving 
as “the Lord hath prospered” us. 


HIS WORK SHALL NEVER FAIL. 


“There isone banner that never goes down 
in any struggle,it is the banner of the Lord of 
Hosts. There is one army that never marches 
except to victory ; it may be seeming defeat, 
but now as in the earlier time faithsprings up 
between the blows of the ax, blossoms in the 
blast, flourishes in the flame.

Hoeaus’ Harting Words. 
DxEcEMBER 21. A.D. 33. LUKn 24: 44-53. 
Golden—Lext, John 14: 3. 


*OMP. Matt. 28: 18-20, Mark, 16: 15-19, 
John, 20: 21-28. The closing scenes of 
Jesus’ life on earth are told in such a concise 
manner by Luke, that one might think that 
all the events here related happened at not 
more than one day’s interval from the resur- 
rection. But by turning to his second book, 
that of Acts, we see in ch. 1: 3, that not less 
than forty days elapsed between the resurrec- 
tion and the ascension. Luke does not say 
anything of the disciples meeting Jesus on the 
shore of the lake of Tiberias, nor of the mira- 
culous catch of fishes there, John, 24: 1-14. 
This occurrence must be placed after the 49th 
verse of this chapter. V. 44. The Law, the 
Prophets and the Psalms, were the three Jew- 
ish divisions of the Old Testament. In each 
of these may be found prophecies of the Mes- 
siah, of his coming, his sufferings, his death 
and his resurrection. A striking prophecy of 
this last event is that in Ps. 16: 10. Comp. 
with Acts. 2: 24-32, 13: 35, 37. V. 45. Opened

He would treat 
his people as his slaves, an answer so wanting 
even in common sense, that it is evident that 
Rehoboam was struck with judicial blindness, 
comp. v.15, 24. The pride here manifested is 
that which goeth before.destruction, Prov.

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MANITOBA COLLEGE. 


THE THIRD SaBBATH OF DECEMBER was ap- 
pointed by the General Assembly as that on 
which the annual collection on behalf of Man- 
itoba College should be taken up. The attend- 
ance promises to be large during the present 
session both in Artsand in Theology. The 
number in the first year of the Arts’ course 
is by a good deal the largest in the history 
of the institution. The College has now 
been relieved of the burden of debt. On the 
other hand, the increasing attendance has 
made it necessary to incur additional ex- 
pense in the way of supplementing the 
teaching of the regular staff. For the an- 
nual maintenance, with the exception of the 
salary of the Principal, which is raised by 
the Synod of Manitoba and the N. W. 
Territories, including British Columbia, the 
College is mainly dependent on the pro- 
ceeds of this collection. The great benefit 
of the institution to this part of the Church 
and of the Dominion has never been more 
obvious than now. In these circumstances, 
I would very respectfully, but as knowing 
how much is at stake, very earnestly ask my 
brethren in the ministry to give an opportu- 
nity to the people to contribute to the funds 
of the institution on the day appointed, un- 
less in those congregations in which an 
annual allocation is ‘made to this in common 
With other schemes of the Church.

CHURCHES AND CONGREGATIONS. 


TDRREBONNE, Que.—This is an old settle- 
ment, where Presbyterianism was once 
stronger than it is now, but a very 
neat little gothic church edifice was dedi- 
cated on the 26th of October by Rey. Dr. 
Campbell of Montreal, assisted by the architect 
and builder of the church—who is also the 
pastor—the Rev. 8. McCusker. It is said to 
be the most northerly Presbyterian Church in 
the Province ef Quebec. It cost about $1,100 
and is seated for 200 persons. Its slender 
steeple can be seen for miles around. 
Cacne Bay, Nipissing—A new church was 
opened on the 26th September, Rev. Allan 
Findlay conducting service in the morning. 
Rev. G. Gilmor (Church of England) in the 
afternoon, and Rev. J. M. Goodwillie in the 
evening. The Lecture Hall of the new Bonar 
Cuurcu, Toronto, which is to be in the near 
future, was opened for public worship a few 
Sundays ago by Principal Caven. The plans 
for the church indicate that it will be one of 
the finestin this city of fine churches. The 
congregation is an offshoot from that of Rev. 
R. P. MacKay of Parkdale. AtLpsorovan, 
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London.—The old church erected some 40} before very long we may expect to see new 
years ago, which has been “restored” to even! church edifices erected and congregations 


more than its pristine beauty, was reopened 
for worship on Oct. 5th, by Rev. H. F. Larkin, 
of Chatham. The new Zion Church, Cepar 
Grovp, in Toronto Presbytery, was opened for 
worship on Oct. 26th, by Rev. Professor Mac- 
laren, D.D. Rev. J. R. Real, of the Methodist 
Church, Unionville, preached in the afternoon.

A 
handsome new church has been erected, which 
was dedicated to the worship of God on the 
9th of November, by Rev. Dr. Burns of Halifax. 


The new St. Paul’s Church on the Birinp 
Live of Sydenham, Owen Sound, was dedicated 
on the 5th and 12th of October. Rev. Pro- 
fessor McLaren preached on the first Sabbath 
and Revs. J. Somervilie and J. B. Fraser on 
the second. The collections amounted to $175. 
The building is 61 x 34; of brick, with stone 
foundation and cathedral glass windows. It 
is seated for 300; besides there is a good S.-S.

New WEsTMINSTER:—The mission stations 
to which Mr. Robertson refers on another page, 
are likely to become important centres very 
soon.

THE COLLEGES. 


PRESBYTERIAN CoLLeGs, Hauirax.—The Ses- 
sion 1890-91 was opened November 5th, in 
Chalmers Church, Professor Pollok delivering 
the inaugural lecture on “ Church Dogma and 
Life.” The attendance of students is about 
the same as last year—about thirty. Rev. T. 
Fowler, of the Free Church of Scotland, ad- 
dressed the students in fresh and vigorous 
terms. He expressed himself as particularly 
pleased with “Pine Hill,” with its beautiful 
and unequalled surroundings. The students 
are delighted with the improvements in the 
building, which has now comfortable accom- 
modation for forty resident students. 

QueeEn’s Universtty.—The formal opening 
of the Theological Faculty took place in Con- 
vocation Hall on November 7th. The Princi- 
pal announced that there were thirty-six stu- 
dents in theology this session, all of them 
graduates in Arts, or men who had attended 
at least three full sessions in Arts, and passed 
classes equivalent to those required by the 
General Assembly’s regulations. It was also 
stated that Dr. Thompson, of Sarnia, lead pro- 
mised to give a course of lectures on Pastoral 
Theology and Homiletics, that Mr. D. G.&. 
Connery, of Manitoba College, had been ap- 
pointed tutor in Eiocution for the session, and 
that Rev. James Ross, B.D., of Perth, would 
lecture on Church History. Chancellor Flem- 
ing introduced Professor McNaughton, the new 
Professor of Greek, who delivered his inau- 
gural lecture on “ The Moral and Spiritual 
Ideas in Aischylus,” or as he himself phrased 
it, “A Greek Preacher of Righteousness.” Of 
this brilliant lecture, our space will not permit 
us to give even an outline. It was original, pro- 
found, and interesting, most of all so to the 
Divinity and Greek students present. He 
pointed out that the old formula of Sin and 
Sorrow served Aischylus as the master key to 
human life; that pain may be purifying as 
well as penal; that there may be a conflict of 
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opposing principles, the development and re- 
conciliation of which it is the mission of the 
spiritual seed to trace; and that of all the 
Greek tragedians, he had the deepest sense of 
the mystery and sadness of human destiny. 
He ended with these words:—‘I have said 
enough to justify the title I have given to 
ZEschylus, a Greek Preacher of Righteousness ; 
enough, too, to show you that there are other 


‘reasons why Divinity Students should study 


Greek besides the fact that the New Testament 
is written in that language. The preacher finds 
inspiration in Nature, Life, Art, and Litera- 
ture. From two literary sources the purest 
stimulus may be drawn ;—first, incomparably, 
from Israel, the heart of humanity ; secondly, 
from the poets of Greece,.its brain.”

The 
Buchan, No. 2, $60, to W. D. Wilkie, B.A., Car- 
leton Place. 

There are between four and five hundred 
students in the University this session. 


MANITOBA ITEMS. 


Manitoba College has now opened all its 
departments for the year ; the last, Theology, 
beginning on Nov. 1st. Dr. King gave an ela- 
borate and interesting opening lecture on 
“Three Great Preachers—Vinet, Liddon, and 
Newman.” The entrance year in Arts this 
year reaches nearly thirty and is the largest 
in the history of the College. Mr. Esson Reid, 
B. A., son of Rev. Dr. Reid, has entered on his 
duties as lecturer in Philosophy, etc.,in the 
College. Mr. Baird, the librarian, reports be- 
tween 200 and 300 volumes as given tothe 
library this year. Rev. W. L. Clay, of Morris 
has been called to Moose Jaw; and a large 
number of catechists, though not many or- 
dained missionaries, are coming to Manitoba 
just now. Church opening is a constant fea- 
ture of our work. Macdonald Church was 
opened by Rev. P. Wright, of Portage La 
Prairie; Oaklands by Dr. Bryce, and Prospect 
by Rev. P. Wright. These are all near Port- 
age La Prairie. The lawsuit of tho Roman 
Catholics against the province, involving their 
rights to have separate schools is in progress. 


No one can say what the outcome will be. 


Meatime the province waits, anxiously, though 
an appeal will be taken, whatever decision 
may be given. Manitoba teachers passed, by 
a large majority, at the Provincial Convention, 
a resolution calling on the Advisory Board to 
have Temperance placed on the programme 
as a regular subject of study. Rev. Mr. Moody 
is now engaged by the Provincial Branch of 
the Dominion Alliance as a temperance organ- 
izer. Dr. Cochrane preached in Knox Church 
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and St. Andrew’s, Winnipeg, on his way to the 
coast. Lord and Lady Aberdeen and Prof. 
Drummond lately addressed interested au- 
diences in Winnipeg. B.

YATHERINE McNap, widow of the late Rev.. 
John Maclennan, died at Charlotte- 
town, P. E. Island, on the 24th of October, 
in her 86th year.

Mr. Wi11aM Corp, elder in Burn’s Church, 
Sarnia Pres., died on the 20th of April. For 
thirty-five years he was an elder, superinten- 
dent of the Sabbath-school, and teacher of the 
Bible class. He was beloved by young and 
old. His life was bright, happy and useful, 
and the grace which sustained him in living 
did not fail him in dying, for the Saviour 
whom he had served made his dying bed as 
“soft as downy pillows are.” 


Mr. Jonn Carr, another elder of Burn’s 
Church, died on September 20th.

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Higher Keligious Justruction, 


THIS scheme aims at raising the standard 
of efficiency in our Sabbath-schools by 
means of written examinations. The value 
of these as tests of thoroughness and accu- 
racy is acknowledged by every education- 
ist, They give aim and motive to study, 
stimulating, healthfully, those who would 
otherwise rest content with slovenly and 
superficial preparation. The Syllabus em- 
braces four departments, each of which is 
entirely independent of the rest. 


I. Breuicau. In this, papers are. set on the 
S. S. lessons for the year. No text-book but 
the Bible is assigned. The questions asked 
are such as any good teacher would put to a 
class. Those who have reached the mature 
age of twenty are required to supplement their 
lesson study with some book bearing upon the 
portion of Scripture reviewed. ‘This will 
broaden their ideas of the period under consi- 
deration and unify the more or less fragment- 
ary lessons of the year. At present our young 
people are reading Stalker’+ “ Life of Christ” 
in connection with the lessons in the Gospel 
of Luke. 

II. DoorrrnaL. Suitable commentaries on 
the Shorter Catechism are here prescribed. 
Juniors complete the course in three years, 
seniors in two. Some variety is given by the 
introduction of a fresh subject for seniors in 
every third'year. This enables us to direct 
the attention of our grown up young men and 
women to specific doctrines not usually pressed 
upon their attention, but yet of pre-eminent 
importance. Is it not reasonable to expect 
that a more intelligent appreciation of the 
faith and polity of our church will result? 
During 1891 seniors are to study Dr. Binnie’s 
hand book on ‘‘ The Church.” 

III. Hisrortcat. We believe that we are 
doing good service to our youth in placing be- 
fore them a course of reading on the history of 
the church. They will know better the worth 
of our Protestant liberty when they are ac- 
quainted with the story of its stuggle 
with Papal craft and cruelty. Their 
adherence to our scriptural polity will be 
strengthened by tracing the evil influences 
which corrupted the early Church and cul- 
minated in medieval Romanism. The loyalty 
to the church of our fathers will be all the 
more fervent when they have learned to re- 
cognize her as the legitimate daughter of the 
ancient, and possibly apostolic, British Christ- 
ianity. No topic should be of more absorbing 
interest to every child of the'Scottish Church 
than the story of her heroic past. In order 
that each period described may be thoroughly 
studied, the committee have decided not to 
change the text-books in this department 


oftener than every three years. The “ History 
of the Reformation”, will be continued during 
1891 and will be followed by the History of 
the Scottish Church in 1892. 

IV. Essay. The subjects assigned for essays 
always bear upon the portion of Scripture em- 
braced in the S. S. lessons, and are another 
incentive to wide reading and accurate Bibli- 
cal scholarship. 

No one is encouraged to take more than one 
of these four departments. Taste, natural ap-- 
titude, and fother considerations must detere 
mine in each case which shall be chosen. Th- 
Syllabus is not a school curriculum, but an in- 
tellectual bill of fare from which one may set 
lect the mental pabulum most.to his taste. 

To establish and carry on this scheme, the 
moral and financial support of the church is, 
of course, necessary. The response made last 
year was hearty and generous. May we not 
look for a continuance of the same encourage- 
ment? Will the readers of the Recorp, who 
approve of the scheme, use their influence in 
its favour in the congregations to which they 
belong? We should be glad to enrol all of 
them in our list of candidates, nor would their 
contributions be less gratifying evidences of 
their good will. Any enquiries will be will- 
ingly answered by the convener, Rev. T. F. 
Fotheringham, St. John, N.B. 


PETITION FOR PROHIBITION. 


In connection with the Report on Tem- 


perance, the last General Assembly unani- 


mously adopted the following resolution : 


“ Whereas the Assemblies of 1888 and 1889 
instructed the Committee on Temperance to 
take all proper measures to secure the co- 
operation of other Churches of the Dominion 
In. petitioning the Dominion Parliament in 
favour of prohibition ; 

And whereas the Committee of 1889 has, in 
obedience to these instructions, taken such 
measures, and is now, with the co-operation 
of a similar committee of the Methodist Church 
of Canada, engaged in carrying out these in- 
structions: 

It is therefore resolved, that this Assembly 
approves of the action taken, and hereby 
authorizes the Committee on Temperance for 
1890 to continue the negotiations thus entered 
into with other Churches, and, if the results 
warrant it, to have petitions presented to Par- 
liament in 1891, or as soon thereafter as prac- 
ticable.” 

It is expected that about the first of Decem- 
ber forms of petitions,with necessary directions, 
will be circulated throughout the Dominion 
for signature by all members of Churches, and 
adherents and others, not less than sixteen 
years of age. The date fixed for having all 
petitions returned to the parties appointed to 
receive them is January 15th,1891. In the 
Presbyterian Church, petitions when signed 


are to be returned to the Conveners of the Com- 


- mittees on Temperance inthe different Pres- 
- byteries. A list of these Conveners will appear 


in the January Record By these the peti- 
tions are to be forwarded tothe M.P. represent- 
ing the respective petitioners. 

The forms of petitions willbe sent to Sessions 
through the minister, or, when vacant, to the 
representative elder, and the success of the 
movement so far as our Church is concerned, 
will largely depend upon their active co-opera- 
tion. 

Sessions are earnestly requested to make all 
arrangements necessary to secure the largest 
possible number of signatures, and if in any 
case more blank forms are needed, I will be 
pleased to furnish them on application. 

Towards the close of December all Temper- 
ance Societies will receive a circular asking 
them to forward a resolution, signed by their 
officers and members, to the M.P. representing 


their respective constituencies, urging his sup- 


port for the prayer of the petition. 
It is also expected that all Temperance 
Societies will be ready to aid the Churches 


with which, as individuals, their members 


may be connected,in the work of securing 
signatures, and in every possible way to help 
along this important movement. 

Relying on the friends of Temperance and 
Prohibition in every Session and Congrega- 
tion of our Church, we confidently hope that 
every congregation and mission station will 
help to swell the number of petitioners, and 
thus more fully emphasize the prayer of our 
petition in the Halls of Parliament.

“Tne following extracts from a letter from 


our missionary at Donald, B.C., may be of 
interest.as showing the kind of work our mis- 
sionaries are doing :—“ [ have great satisfac- 
tion-in reporting that over $300 were gotfor a 
church at Beaver in one week, and the whole 
money will be raised intwo more. The build- 
ing will be opened about Xmas and free of 
debt. The saw-mill people are giving valuable 
assistance and the whole population help. I 
am anxious to do more for the young men 
here. We have formed a literary society at 
Donald, and the young men have taken hold 
of it, and tell me they find pleasure and profit 
in reading up for discussions and debates. On 
Monday evening I had a glee club of eight 
members—all young men—and a children’s 
Band of Hope in the afternoon. The Sabbath- 
school is reduced, and 8 girls and 7 boys at- 
tend. I am hoping te provide some reading 
for lumber camps, and I am visiting six camps 
at least every ten days. I am well received 
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in the camps and hold services as I can. I 
feel that I would like a longer day, for I am 
so well since I came here that Ican undertake 
almost anything.” This gentleman travels 
over. 200 miles of railway, and has abundant 
opportunities of leaving books where they will 
do the most good; can not some people send a 
few? Remember the men are intelligent, 
well educated and can read what requires an 
effort to master. Books of travel, biography, 
history, science will be read with appreciation. 
Clever quiet fiction—the fruit of moral intel- 
lect will do good. Religious books, theolo- 
gical books, and healthy books on apologetics 
will be studied. Goody-goody books will do 
no good but harm. Books for men, not soft 
heads, are wanted. JT ORK

@- 
CAN only give you a few hurried lines, as 

, we are expecting |the “Truganini” from 
the north to-day. She may bea dayein Fila 
Harbour, or she may only remain a few hours. 
Hitherto she hasbeen getting cargo here nearly 
every trip, but this month a steamer has 
come from Noumea—French, of course,—and 
will probably get some copra, etc., especially 
from Frenchmen. This steamer, it isreported, 
will run in opposition to the “Truganini.” 
French interests preponderate at present on 
this island. Mr. MacLeod, who, before the 
“Truganini” began to run, was doing the 
principal part of the trading in the group, has 
lately sold out to the French New Hebrides 
Company. He had two vessels in the islands, 
several tracts of land, a store at Fila Harbour 
and another at Havannah. Three British 
subjects were passengers by the “ Truganini” 
last trip, who intend opening copra stations 
on one of the northern islands. We would 
like-very much to see good, respectable traders 
coming to the group, British subjects, of course, 
to put a check on French-influence. It seems 
to be the policy of the latter now to occupy 
as many stations as possible, so that they may 
urge this as a plea for'claiming the group. 

We had a delightful Synod meeting this 
year. Had the presence of three delegates 
from Australia. We all enjoyed very much 
our intercourse with them. ‘Then, before we 
separated, we had a visit from Professor Drum- 
mond. I need not say it was a pleasure to 
meet him. 

A short time before the meeting I had a 
note from one of the Frenchsettlers, asking us 
to take his little girl to educate her. The note 
stated that unless we could do something for 
them, they would be obliged to apply else- 
where. Forseveral years Mrs. Mackenzie has 
been teaching the children of two of our near- 
est neighbours—the one a Malay, the other a 
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Swede. This is done gratis, as the children 
live at home, butit involves a great deal of ex- 
tra labour for Mrs. Mackenzie. But we felt it 
to be our duty to teach them, as they were 
growing up in ignorance, and we have had sat- 
isfaction in doing so. After the eldest daugh- 
ter of the Malay had come to school for two or 
three years, I had the pleasure of marrying her 
to a fine, steady young man, a half-caste, 
living on this island, and she has persuaded 
him to come to the service on Sabbath as tre- 
quently as they can. He in turn brings an 
old man,‘a Portuguese, of whom I am very 
fond; so, after the native service is over, we 
take them into our house and have a short ser- 
vice in English. Well, about this little French 
girl above referred to, I mentioned the facts at 
Synod, and Mr. Hardie, one of the delegates 
from Victoria, strongly urged me to do all we 
can for the children of these settlers, and he 
promised that he would endeavour to enlist 
the interest of friends at the Mission in Aus- 
tralia in this object, so that we should be re- 
funded for any outlay we should incur. We 
have, therefore, taken this little girl into our 
home to educate her. She is about twelve 
years of age, and knows no English. Her 
father has agreed to pay 3s. a week for her 
board. 

The Mission goods we duly received, viz.: a 
case from Truro, a parcel from Otter Brook 
Sewing Circle, Stewiacke, a parcel from 
Pictou Landing, and some books from Mr. 
Morton, London, for all of which we are deeply 
grateful. How werejoice it the prosperity of 
our Church at home! It is stimulating to 
think that one belongs to a Church manifest- 
ing such life and activity. What a beautiful 
spirit of liberality is displayed by many of the 
congregations. May this continue and in- 
crease! The One for whose honour it is done 
is worthy of it alla thousand times over. I 
have a long list of contributions to acknow- 
ledge. I would like to send a note to all the 
Sabbath Schools and Women’s Foreign Mis- 
Bionary Societies, thanking them for their 
assistance, but this is beyond my power. Itis 
especially gratifying to receive $100 again this 
year from W. F. M.S. West. In addition to 
what you have sent, Dr. Warden has for- 
warded several sums, il of which I hope to 
acknowledge in my next annual gana

SANTO ESPIRITU. ‘ 


Rev. JosppH ANNAND writes as follows :— 
“The Victorian Church proposes taking up 
Santo at once, so that your Board will never 
require to open another new station in this 
group. The Lord has heard the cry of poor 
Santo, and her needs are to be acknowledged. 
Mr. A. H. Macdonald is appointed to the 
north-west end, where James D. Gordon 
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pitched his lonely tent for some months, 
twenty years ago. I hope next week to help 
in erecting his house. Mr. D. McDonald, Mr. 
Morton and I are appointed to accompany him 
to the field and remain a month with him. 
This will enable us to put everything in good 
condition for the new missionary. 

Mr. Hardie, Convener of the Victoria Foreign 
Missions Committee, suggested to our Synod, 
and the Synod unanimously approved, the 


following plan of working Santo and the un- | 


occupied parts of Malexula: A steam launch 
is to be provided by the Victorian Church for 
her missionaries. Mr. D. McDonald will be 
released from his station in Havannah Har- 
bour. Mr. McKenzie will take charge of the 
whole work on Efate during Mr. McDonald’s. 
absence in command of the steam launch. 
Mr. Shanks will be associated with Mr. D. 
McDonald in charge of the steam launch, un- 
til he takes a permanent station on Santo. 
Stations will be opened and teachers settled in 
them as rapidly as suitable men can be se- 
cured. The teachers will be frequently visited, 
carefully supervised, and such changes will be 
made from time to time as will be necessary. 
Students (native) will accompany the brethren 
on the launch, and receive instruction while 
moving from station to station and from island 
toisland. Before this projected arrangement 
is carried out it must receive the sanction of 
the Victorian Assembly, but the sanction of 
the Assembly is fully expected. It is not 
likely that any more white missionaries will 


-be settled on Malekula, and it may be that one 


of the three will be removed to the west side 
of Santo. 


The Australian deputies were very much 
pleased with what they saw and heard during 
their visit to this group. Professor Drum- 
mond spent eight days with us. He reached 
Aneityum the day before the Synod closed ; 
addressed us; sailed with us to Port Sand- 
wich, Malekula, where he got a passage in 
H. M. S. Royalist to Noumea. We enjoyed 
his society very much indeed. Our four 
weeks’ furlough was exceedingly pleasant and 
profitable. The weather during the whole 
time was delightful, and we did not mind our 
crowding on the little “Truganini.” She is. 
immeasurably ahead of the old “ Dayspring.” 
The Synod heartily approve of the present. 
steam arrangements as both convenient and 
economical. 

We were present at the settlement of Mr. 
Smaill on the east side of Epi, some of us 
sleeping in a tent ashore. The Mission goods. 
sent from Halifax last November have been 
received, for which we are most grateful. 

Since coming home from Synod I have be- 
gun services at a second village on the main- 
land, two miles west of us. I have now four 
services on Sabbath, and walk about six miles 
in the hottest time of the day. I hope to 
divide the work with my teachers so soon as 
they learn to interest the people. 
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Mrs. ANNAND, writing on the 19th July, 
states that on visiting Erromanga they had 
found Mrs. Robertson recovering from very 
serious illness, but still very weak and not out 
of danger. Mr. Robertson’s boat had been 
sent in charge of natives fifty miles for medicine 
for Mrs. R., and had to return disappointed. 
Mrs. Anuand notices great changes on Aneit- 
yum since Mr. Annand and she left the island 
for Santo. They missed many old faces, and 
found the boys and girls of a few vears ago the 
heads of families. Two iarge steamers call 
there monthly. There is asaw-mill, and there 
are quite a number of white people. Mrs. 


-Annand says:—“A rather strange incident 


happened on the evening of the day that the 
settlement of Mr. Macdonald on Santo was 
being discussed. The steamer arriving from 
Fiji brought some mails; one letter stating 
that the natives at Pehir, the place where Mr. 
Gordon was living for a few months twenty 
years ago, asked the Government agent of a 
labour vessel to get them a missionary. He 
applied to Bishop Selwyn, who communi- 
cated with Rev. Mr. Cosh, Sydney, saving as 
Santo belonged to the Presbyterian Church, he 
referred the application to us. Mr. Annand 
was over at Malo, Mr. Landel’s station, last 
week, and he told him that while we were 
away some natives from Santo, not very far 
from where Mr. Goodwill was settled, had 
been to «ca him, and were anxious to get a 
missionary. We learned from our natives 
that these same people had been here during 
our absence. It would seem asif the doors 
were being opened all around.”

THE DEGRADED CONDITION OF WOMEN. 


[TERE is a man passing my window now. 

Being in a good humour, he is taking 
his wife and family out for an airing. He 
himself stalks along in front on a pair of thin 
bare legs (most natives have thin bare legs), 
while his wife, about five steps behind, fol- 
lows carrying the children. very little 
while he condescends to project a few re- 
marks over his shoulders; to which his wife 
screams areply. It is considered a great 
mark of condescension on his part to walk 
with or be seen speaking to his wife. He 
+s probably a low caste man. If he had 
entered into the higher mysteries of the 
“* Light of Asia,’ so much admired by Ed- 
win Arnold and his followers, he would have 
too deep a contempt for womankind to be 


’ seen speaking to his wife. 


In an Indian home the male and female 
members never eat together. The women cook 


the food, and wait on the male members of the 
household while they eat. After they have 
satisfied themselves the women dine on the 
leavings. This is the universal custom among 
all classes in India, except those who have 
been brought under the influence of Christian- 
ity. Indeed, the prevailing feeling among all 
classes of Indians is one of unmitigated con- 
tempt for all women. One of the first diffi- 
culties a “Mem Sahib” fresh from home has, 
is to extract a sufficient amount of respect 
from her menials. Ina large military station 
where the ways of the Europeans are well 
known this is not so difficult. But in a small 
station or in the jungle the “Mem Sahib” 
will probably have to develop the “ bootler,” 
or “khansaman’s ” views on woman’s rights 
with the assistance of a eane. 

The teachings of the Vedas, Puranas, and 
laws of Manuare, no doubt, largely responsible 
for the degradation of Indian women. The 
horrible customs of Suttee and child marriage 
have all played their part in binding her 
fetters. But nowhere does woman take so low 
a place as where Mahometanism is powerful. 
Mahometanism as seen here among its pro- 
fessors, in its sensuality, lust, and innate de- 
pravity bears the sign manual of the devil. 
By their fruits ye shall know them, and by 
their fruits the idol worshippers are immeasur- 
ably, in their family relationship, a purer and 
more civilized race than.the Mussulmans. An- 
other peculiarity is, that women are never 
allowed to refer to their husbands by name. 
This would be considered desecrating his 
name; they call him simply “lord” or 
“master.” In religion they have no privileges, 
but are treated simply as sudras (hewers of 
wood and drawers of water). No religious rite 
is permitted to them. They never read, repeat, 
or listen to the Veda, and if they belong to the 
upper classes, are cooped up behind purdahs, 
or immured in gloomy apartments, where they 
are condemned to vegetate in profound ignor- 
ance of the world around them, and in an at- 
mosphere of dull monotony only enlivened by 
foolish chatter and old wives’ gossip.—Rev. 
Geo. McKelvie, in the Montreal Presbyterian 
College Journal. 


Missionary Outlook, 


THE WORK OF LESS THAN A CENTURY. 


It lacks three years of a century since Wil- 
liam Carey sailed for India as a missionary of 
the newly-formed Baptist Missionary Society. 
But India was not yet open to the preaching 
of the Gospel. The East Indian Company and 
their friends declared boldly that the project 
of sending out missionaries “ was the most ex- 
travagant, mad, useless and dangerous project 
that had ever been conceived.” But over 
against this declaration was that of the Sav- 
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iour, “ Go ye into all the world, and preach the 
Gospel to every creature.” and it was easy to 
see that His purpose would triumph, and to us 
living in the last decade of the nineteenth 
century we have the evidence of the fact. 
There are now two hundred missionary soci- 
eties in the Christian Church, with 7,000 mis- 
sionaries and assistants, and with over 35,000 
native helpers, and every land open for the 
proclamation of the Wospel, as far as law is 
concerned. Of course, while depraved human 
nature exists, there will be opposition to its 
holy doctrines in every land. In 1831 the legal 
opposition was removed in India, and now 
there are half a million of professed Christians 
and over a million of adherents. Burmah fol- 
lowed at a later date, and has over 30,000 
members of the Church. China followedein 
the rear, and now has over 1,000 missionaries 
with their assistants, and over 130,000 pro- 
fessed Christians. The first Protestant mis- 
sionary landed in Japan in 1854, and now the 
membership is over 25,000, with over 16,000 
children in their Sabbath-schools Their con- 
tributions last year were nearly $50,000. Ma- 
dagascar, the Sandwich Islands, the Friendly 
Islands, the New Hebrides, and other islands, 
are, many of them, as fully Christianized 
as portions of our own land. Africa is now as 
never before, being occupied by the missionary 
of the cross, and possibly to-day contains 
gue~ter of a million professed Christians. But 
the work is just begun in all these lands. The 
missionaries had to spend years in preparing 
grammars and dictionaries of the languages; 
and years more in establishing schools and 
colleges, and in gaining the confidence of the 
natives. It was the time of Sowing the seed, 
but the reaping time has come, and the reap- 
ers may be expected to come with rejoicing, 
bringing their sheaves with them. The hand- 
fulof corn has been sown on the top of the 
mountains, and we may with confidence ex- 
pect the fulfilment of the promise: ‘The fruit 
thereof shall shake like Lebanon, and they of 
the city shall flourish like grass of the earth.. 
All nations shall call Him blessed.”—Christian 
Press. 


THE GOSPEL IN INDIA. 


NDIA is a great country and has made 

remarkable progress, but the darkness 

and ignorance that brood over the land are 
appalling. <A high authority says: 

“Out of the whole population of British 
India, which may be put at 200,000,000, in 
round numbers (literally 268,000,000 according 
to last returns), not more than five or six per 
cent. can read or write, while !ess than one 
per cent. hasany knowledge of Engiish. Thus 
the overwhelming mass of the people-—perhaps 
190,000,000 out of 200,000,000—is still steeped 
in ignorance.” 
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Yet not only in the United States, but 
also in India, Christians are increasing more 
rapidly than the population. Sir Wm. 
Hunter says that from 1872 to 1881, the 
general population of India increased 10.89 
per cent., the Mohammedans 10.96 per 
cent,, the Hindus less than 13.74 per cent., 
the Christians generally 40.71 per cent., and 
the native Christians 64.07 per cent. In 
view of this he says: ‘‘Though Christian 
missions are not to be judged according to 
mere statistics, they can well afford to be 
judged evenaccording to them.” The pro- 
gress of mission work in that country has 
been most encouraging. Recently Rev. J. 
Shillidy, in an address at Duncairn, Ireland, 
gave some telling statistics of the advances 
made: : 

“ First,as to contributions. We have risen 
from Carey’s collection of $65 in 1792, to $10,- 
250,000 as a recent total. Second, as to socie- 
ties; in 1813 there were at work in India 2 
societies. In 1330 they had increased to 9 ; 
in: 1887 they had increased to 57 separate 
missions. In 1851 the mission stations in 
India and Burmah were 220. In 1881, after 
thirty years, they had grown to601. During 
the’same period the native churches had in- 
creased fifteen-fold, the number of native or- 
dained pastors twenty-seven-fold, and the 
number of lay agents from 493 to 2858. The 
Roman Catholic Church has 93 native priests 
in thewhole of India, but there were in 1881 
461 ordained Protestant native mmisters. With 
all the boasted success of Roman Catholic 
missions, tke number of their churches in 
India is 2677, while that of Protestant Churches 
is 4180.” 

And yet there are those who will declare 
Protestant foreign missions to be failures ! 
Facts like these should silence all such 
utterances. ° 


There are now 18 missionaries labouring 
in the New Hebrides, three being recent 
arrivals. ‘The work here is progressing 
very favourably. On Neguna there are now 
360 Christians, although for seven.or eight 
years Mr. Milne laboured there without any 
encouragement. There are at work on the 
islands 100 natives who are considered abso- 
lutely necessary to the progress of the work. 
The support of one of these natives costs 
only about $30 a year, and their work is as 
distinctly missionary as that of the mission- 
aries themselves, but of course they have 
not yet attained that educational standing 
that would enable them. to work without 
supervision.

History OF THD PRESBYTERIAN CHURCH IN 
IRELAND, for readers on this side of the 
Atlantic, by Rev. William Cleland. Toronto, 
Hart & Co., pp. 300. Price $1.00. Mr. Cleland 
could not have employed his leisure hours and 
literary gifts to better purpose than in writing 
this book—a Canadian classic, that will be 
read with unflagging interest from beginning 
to end by all into whose hands it may come, 
and that will serve to increase their knowledge 
of the past history and present condition of a 
branch of the Presbyterian family, respecting 
which many of us have been very imperfectly 
informed. Nowhere has “freedom’s battle” 
been more courageously fought and won than 
on Irish soil. Presbyterianism has proved it- 
self to be the bulwark of religious liberty in 
the North of Ireland at least, and the reflex 
influence of the siege of Derry and the battle 
of the Boyne has had a great deal to do with 
the destinies, not only of the Presbyterian 
- Churches of Scotland and America, but it has 
been a blessing to the world at large. We are 
thankful to have the story of Irish Presby- 
terianism in so concise and intelligible a form. 
It is well written and well printed, and we 
heartily commend it to the Presbyterians of 
Canada, alike of Irish and Scottish extraction. 


Our FatnHer’s Kincpom: Lectures on the 
Lord’s prayer, by Rev. Charles B. Ross, B.D., 
of Lachine. Edinburgh: T. & T. Cuark; W. 
Dryspats & Co., Montreal; pp. 189; price, 75 
cents. The suggestive thoughts fitly expressed 
in these pages are indeed “like apples of gold 
in pictures of silver,” teaching us the Father- 
hood of God and the Brothernood of man. 
Very different is the treatment of the subject 
from that dry scholastic theology that limits 
the power of prayer simply to bringing the 
spirit of the petitioner into harmony with 
God’s will. The author believes in the ob- 
jective power of prayer—“that the material 
world is the realm of prayer as well as the 
spiritual,” and he answers the hackneyed ar- 
gument against prayer based on the “immu- 
tability of God’s laws” by reminding us that 
God answers believing prayer through the 
medium of these laws. When we use the 
petition, “Thy kingdom come,” we pray not 
alone for the advent of Christ’s glorious and 
everlasting kingdom, but for the sanctification 
of the individual heart as its necessary precur- 
sor in part ; hence the natural conclusion that 
those who do not feel the need of prayer “have 
reason to ask whether they have any spiritual 
life at all.”

WANTED. 


Wuen the holiday season is over, the 
committee of the Church Missionary Socie- 
ty will be asked to consider the feasibility 
of plans for setting before its constituency 
an appeal for at least a thousand new mis- 
sionaries. The idea originated at the late 
Keswick Convention, and a letter upon the 
subject was then addressed to Salisbury 
Square. That suggestion, curiously enough, 
coincided in time with the arrival of an 
appeal from the great Missionary Conference 
held at Shanghai, which also demanded a 
thousand new recruits. 

Secretary Smith of the American Board 
said recently: ‘‘All things considered, 
China is the field of supreme difficulty, .and 
atthe same time it is the field of supreme 
interest. The Chinese are manifestly the 
governing race of eastern and central Asia ; 
their national qualities and their geogra- 
_phical position make them so ; they evident- 
ly hold the key to the future of almost: one- 
half the unevangelized people of the globe. 
So long as they remain without the gospel, 
the great bulk of Asia will be pagan ; when 
they are evangelized, the continent will be 

Christian and the world will be won.”

This work is a thesaurus of information on 
every subject relating to the history and the 
critical study of the New Testament. It is per- 
vaded by a spirit of scholarly fairness and of 
profound faith in the Scriptures and their divine 
origin. Most of the chapters are prefaced by 
comprehensive sections setting forth the litera- 
ture of the subjects discussed, while the fre- 
quent references to and citations of authorities 
in the foot notes, give impressive evidence of 
the truly vast erudition which the author has 
rought to his great task. 

The book contains five appendices, an alphabetical in- 
dex, and an index of Scripture passages explained. Two 
of the Appendices—I. an -—are of extraordinary 
value. Appendix I. is the most comprehensive list of 
printed editions of the Greek New Testament ever prin-
